It is much to be lamented, that Dr. Cutten did 
not leave an Englifh tranflation of his Nofology, 
jeu thee 2 ae Ae cals coins ‘for 
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for the benefit of country Apothecaries. To fup- 
ply the place of this, I do not hefitate to recom~ 
mend my Work, in which they may learn to deteét 
got only Difeaes, but their Caufes, which is cer- 
tainly the only foundation for a rational and fuccefsful 
practice, 


_ This Work will, I truft, be acceptable likewifé 
to the country Clergy, whofe inclination to be ufe- 
ful among their poor parifhioners in times of fick- 
nefs, has too frequently gone beyond their know- 
ledee. I can venture to aflure them, that, with 
moderate application to this Work, the impediment 
will be fpeedily removed, and they may have the 
comfort, not only of attempting to relieve diftrefs, 
but of feeing clearly the extent of their ability both 
to diftinguifh and to cure difeafes,

Yet fuch has in general been the defective edu- — 
cation of country Surgeons, that families of fmall 
fortune, unable to feck the advice of a Phyfician, 
are not unfrequently reduced to the difagreeable 
neceffity of confulting books. For their fakes 
therefore chiefly I have given moft of the prefcrip- 
tions in Englifh, that in cafes of emergency they may —

All thefe appellations 
have a degree of propriety annexed to them; but I 
think it fufficient to diftinguifh two fpecies, Synocha 
and Typbus, becaufe, ftrictly fpeaking, all continued 
‘fevers may be reduced to one of thefe.

of putridity ; that having eftablifhed facts, we may 
introduce obfervations on thofe facts, and afterwards 
attempt fome rational theory of the difeafe. 


SECTION IL 


A CASE OF CONTINUED FEVER, WITH OCCASIONAL, 
REMARKS AND OBSERVATIONS. 


A.B. of a fedentary life and of a bilious habit, fubjec 
for many months to coftivenefs, and liable upon every fud- 
den application of cold, when he had been previoufly heat- 
ed, to fymptoms of jaundice: fubject likewife to the ga/fros 
dynia flatulenta of Sauvage, which fymptoms had always 
been removed by emeties and cathartics: fubject alfo for 
fome corfiderable time, previous to the attack of fever, to 
fuch debility, that he could not without fweating work five 
minutes in his garden: and paffing reftlefs nights, unable to 
procure fleep without cathartic medicines. 

This patient, on the fourth of September, being bathed 
in fweat, met a cold northern blaft. We returned home, 
however, without the leaft fufpicion that he had received 
injury. He pafled a reftlefs night; but when he rofe in the 
morning, he perceived no approach of fever, till the com- 
mencement of a folar eclipfe, at half after nine, during 
which he was feized, September 5th, with chills, followed — 
by fhiverings, flight delirium, and lofs of appetite. He 
continued fuffering by cold for above four hours, after which 
a burning heat fucceeded, which was followed by a fweat. 
During the cold itage he took 50 drops of Huxham’s eflence 
of Antimony, which emptied his ftomach once; but find- 
ing the fymptoms aggravated, and the gaftrodynia flatulenta 
making its approach, which was marked by a pungent pain 
under the right breaft; finding likewife a cough, attended 
by a difcharge of phlegm ftreaked with blood; he fent for

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medical affiftance, and took faline draughts, followed the 
fucceeding day by a cathartic of fenna and foluble tartar, 


OBSERVATION I. 


ON THE POWER OF HEAT AND COLD PRODUCING 
CHANGES IN THE HUMAN FRAMEs 


1. Tuat heat, like all other ftimuli, may have 
a debilitating power, muft be obvious to every one, 
who pays the leaft attention to plants and animals. 
During the fcorching heats of fummer, efpecially at 
mid-day, all nature languifhes, and her energy is 
loft.—The plants, exhaufted of their vigour, hang 
their heads; their foliage droops: and among thefe 
the Mimofa pudica, the Dionza mufcipula, with the 
Hedyfarum gyrans, lofe their fenfibility and motion; 
whilft the various tribes of animals, panting for 
breath, feek fome cool retreat. Even in our nor- 
thern latitude this cannot efcape our notice; but to 
fee it in perfection, we muft vifit the more fultry re- 
gions of the fouth, where the African, patient of heat, 
is obliged to intermit his labour, whilft the inhabi- 
tants of more temperate climates, fuch as Itaty and 
Spain, retire into fome dark recefs and fleep. In 
this cool retreat, the vital energy is foon renewed, 

2. When there is an accumulation of heat in the 
fyftem, the blood is determined to the furface, and 
the cutaneous difcharge increafes; a fweat, ufually 
copious in proportion to the fuperabundant quantity 
of heat, breaks out; the evaporation carries off thig 
furplus, and the equilibrium is reftored. 

3- Cold, that is to fay the abfence of heat, has an 
oppolite effect. When properly applied, it ftrength- 
ens, giving vigour to the body, and energy to the 
powers of the mind. Thefe effects are vifible in 

hish 
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high latitudes till you approach the poles, where all 
is torpid; or till you afcend to thofe:elevated re- 
gions, where eternal winter reigns. There no ve- 
getable thrives except the Lichen; no animal but the 
Rein-deer of frozen Lapland, or the Chamois on the 
lofty fummits of the Alps. In thefe fituations we 
may fee in the greateft poffible perfection the feda- 
tive power of extreme and continued cold ; but the 
moderate, or the fudden and tranfitory application 
of cold, has a different effect. 

Let us confider its operation, when applied to the 
furface of the body in the act of bathing. The firft 
effect isa conftriction upon the extreme veffels. This* 
prepels the blood towards the heart, with fuch in+ 
creafe of quantity and velocity, as to augment in the 
fame degree its ftimulating power. In confequence 
of this, the reaction of the heart and arteries fends 
back the blood with increafed velocity to the furface 
of the body, fo.as in a healthy fubje€t to overcome 

the ftricture, diffufe a genial warmth, and create a 
keen appetite for food, with a fenfe of lightnefs, 
alacrity, and ftreneth. © 

4. If cold be gradually applied, the conftriction is 
more permanent; the internal fecretions are increaf- 
ed, and the perfpiration is diminifhed; yet fo far is 
this from producing a difeafe, that health and vigour 
are thereby much improved. | 
_ 5. When cold and humidity fucceed to heat, more 
efpecially if the change be fudden, the balance of 
the fyftem is deftroyed; perfpiration is checked; 
and the blood is determined to the internal furfaces, 
producing tenfion in the minuter veffels, and irrita- 
tion in the arterial fyftem, with inflammatory fymp- 
toms either partial or general, fuch as in Cararrh, 
Dyfentery, Rheumatifm, Fever.- In this cafe, the’ 
deleterious effeéts will be, to ufe the language of

This, however, will be once more confidered, when

6. When Heat fuddenly fucceeds to cold, the blood 
- increafed in volume is powerfully determined to the 
furface, where the extreme veffels being diftended 
beyond their tone, inflammation follows, and we 
have as before either ‘Catarrhs, Rheumatic fymp- 
toms, or a fever. In this cafe, the deleterious ef- 
fects will be directly as the force of circulation. 

7..The more intenfe the preceding co/d, and the 
longer its continuance, the greater is the accumu- 
Jation of irritability, and the more violent are the 
effects produced bv fudden application of beat. 

To make this accumulation of irritability more 
fenfible, you need only nandle fnow, or expofe your- 
felf to the protracted ftroke of a keen frofty blaft, 
and then approach the fire, if the inflammation and 
the pain will permit you to draw nigh. 

Should you darken one eye for five minutes only, 
and then remove the covering, you will not merely 
be fenfible of increafed fplendour in that eye, but 
the ftimulus of light will be exceedingly diftreffing. 
Or, fhould you retire from the glare of a meridian 
fun into a wide apartment, having only a glimmer- 
ing of day, it will be a confiderable time before 
you can diftinguifh objects at a diftance; that is, 
before the fenfibility of the retina is fufficiently re- 
{tored to be affected by a weak impreffion. But, 
fhould you have continued for many hours in the 
dark, you will be able to read diftinétly by the feeble 
light emitted from a glow-worm: or, fhould you, 


after a long continuance in perfect darknefs,be fud- 
denly expofed to the full blaze of day, with fuch an 
accumulation of irritability you would be deprived oe

That you may with fafety be fufficiently cue

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of this, you need but to obferve the pupils of a 
friend, and take notice to what extent the irts is di- 
lated ; then let him for a few minutes clofe his eyes 
and cover them, fo as effectually to preclude the 
light. ‘The inftant he opens them again, ifhe looks 
towards a window, you will remark the iris con- 
tracting, and the pupils {carcely to be difcerned ; 
vet notwithftanding thefe avenues of light are fo 
nearly clofed, fach is. the degree of irritation, that: 
he is unable to prevent his lids from fhutting, and 
he feels himfelf impelled to turn away his eyes.’ In 
a fhort time, however, this accumulated irritability 
is exhaufted, the pupils expand, and after.a few mi- 
nutes he can without diftrefs look fteadily towards the 
light. 

“From this accumulation of irritability i it is, that 

vegetation in the fpring is rapid and vigorous, in 

proportion to the length and feverity of the preced~ 
ing winter. | 

When therefore in the human frame, the change 
from. cold to beat is fudden, the firft injury is not 
derived from. its exhaufting influence, but from its 
{timulating power ; which, “with the ftimulus of dif. 
tenfion, meeting with accumulated irritability in the 
fyftem, morbidly excites the lareer arteries to ac- * 
tion ; and, as the confequently increafing diftenfion 
of the extreme veflels communicates by fympathy 
freth ftimulus to them, action and reaction uninter~ 
open, proceed, and the injury, till fume curative’ 
operat on is peenced mutt conftantly increale, .

With thefe medicines were added tartarized antimony, 
rhubarb, and contrayerva; which procured in the fpace of 
three days 17 copious evacuations by ftool, with profufe 
fweating ; dui the antimony did not ac? as an emetic.

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OBSERVATION II. 


On the Introduction and the Uje of Antimonials. 


TartarizeD Antimony, known commonly by the 
name of emetic tartar, was long, like James’s Pow- 
der, confidered to be a fpecific in the cure of Fe- 
vers. Bafilius Valentinus, a Benedictine monk, was 
the firft who recommended antimonial preparations” 
to the attention of medical practitioners. This he 
did in a treatife, which he intitled Currus triompbalts 
Antimenity and publifhed at the clofe of the four- 
teenth century. Among the firft in modermtimes, 
who introduced the ufe of antimony in fevers, was 
the famous Dr, Listz, from whofe grandchildren I 
received his preparation, of which the following is 
the form : : 


Boil a pound of hartfhorn fhavings fix hours in eight 
quarts of water, then take them out, dry them and 
reduce them to a powder, Toa given quantity of 
this add an equal weight of crude antimony, putting ° 
the whole well mixed into a crucible. Keep it 
eight. hours on a brifk fire, frequently ftirring the 
mixture with a long thin iren: then reduce it toa 


very fine powder, and keep it ina bottle for ufe. 
The dofe is twenty grains. 


This nearly is the preparation adopted. by the 
College of Phyficians, and, as I apprehend, was 
the preparation ufed by Dr. Jamzs himfelf, with this 

exception, 
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exception, that he undoubtedly at firft combined 
with it calomel, for which he afterwards fubftituted 
tartar emetic in the proportion of one grain to 
nineteen of his powder. ‘The preparation of this 
favourite medicine being kept a fecret from the 
world, and fold as a fpecific, the medical practi- 
tioners in Edinburgh endeavoured to make an imi- 
tation; and for this purpofe, deflagrated feven or 
eight parts of nitre with four of crude antimony, 
This was found an efficacious preparation, but its 
operation was uncertain. 

Dr. Cullen firft fuggefted the idea, that in cafes of 
fever, emetic tartar in folution, adminiftered in nau- 
feating dofes, would be a good fubftitute for James’s 
Powder; thatit would determine tothe furface, relieve 
the fpafm in the extreme veffels, and thereby remove 
the proximate caufe of the difeafe. Such was the 
theory; but, in fact, as it was found efficacious in the 
cure of fever, ic became almoft univerfally adopted. 

Subfequent to this, Dr.. Huxham prepared his 
autimonial wine, of which the following is the form: 

k, Glafs of antimony one ounce, infufe for fix days 

in 24 ounces of Madeira wine, and filtrate, 

What the glafs of antimony communicates to the 
wine is not yet difcovered, for it was obferyed by 
the practitioners in France, that a cup formed of 
this wonderful fubftance, after having communicated 
virtue to fuch a quantity of wine as proved an eme-_ 
tic to a whole regiment, being accurately weighed, 
had not loft a fingle grain, and the perpetual pill is fo 
little changed in its operation on the ftomach as to 
be tranfmiffible from generation to generation. 

Tartarized antimony, in fmall dofes, combined 
with contrayerva determines to the furface; com- 
bined with rhubarb, its operation is more immedi- 
ately confined to the bowels.

On 
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On the third day of the difeafe a clyfter was adminifter- 
ed, with a repetition of the tartarized antimony, antimo- 
nial wine and camphorated tincture of opium to promote 
the fweats. At the fame time the Peruvian bark with fer- 
pentaria was given in confiderable dofes. 


OBSERVATION III. 


Ox the Peruvian Bark and Vegetable Afiringents. 


THe nature and operations of the Peruvian bark 
fhould be rightly underftood, that this powerful me- 
dicine may be properly applied. Like the bark of 
the oak, of the falix, and -of the afchylus hippocaf- 
tanum, it is antifeptic and itis tonic. Dr. Eveling, 
who fays nothing of the Englifh oak, places the 
cinchona, that is, the Peruvian bark, when compar- 
ed with eight other powerful medicines, in point of 
bitternefs, at the bottom of his fcale. As an anti- 
feptic it ftands firft; as an aftringent it comes after 
- falix. 

M. M. Cofte and Willemet, who are equally 
filent on the virtues of the Englifh oak, ftate the 
following barks as fubftitutes for the cinchona ; 


1, Salix Alba, or, White Willow, 
2. Salix Fragilis, or, Crack Willow, 
3. Salix triandria, or, Smooth Willow. 


To be taken in dofes of from one to two drams 
in powder. Had they been acquainted with the 
Salix Caprea, they would have given this the prefer- 
ence. 

4. Aéfchylus hippocaftanum, or, Horfe chefnut. 

In dofes of two drams. 

5. Prunus pardus, or, Bird’s cherry. 

Dofe one dram. ; 

6. Prunus 
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6. Prunus Spinofa, or, Blackthorn. 
In dofes of two drams for a decoétion. 


7. Fraxinus excelfior, or, Afh-tree. 
8. Geum urbanum, or, Avens, 


Of which the root is recommended. 


We have feen, that the powers to be exerted by 
the cinchona, and to be applied in medicines, are 
antifeptic and aftringent. Let us then confider the 
operation of our Englifb bark, when applied as an 
antifeptic and aftringent in the art of tanning, that 
we may diftinétly comprehend its powers on the 
animal fibre even when deprived of life. 

The tanner takes his hides, and having deprived 
them of their hair by lime, he puts them in a pit 
covered with water, and expofed to the influence of 
the fun and air. There we have every thing which 
can tend to promote the putrefactive ferment— 
air, heat, and moifture. How then does he pre- 
ferve his hides from this procefs, which would be 
deftructive of their texture? It is by the ufe of 
bark; the bark of our Englith oak, feparated from 
the tree when it is full of fap. Here then we clear- 
ly fee the antifeptic power of this bark, | 

The hides are continued in the. pits for many 
months, where the fibres become more rigid and 
compact; and being at the fame time fomewhat 
fhortened_ in their dimenfions, the hide which was 
thin and flaccid becomes tough, ftrong, and thick- 
ened, but diminifhed a little in its length and breadth. 
This will give us an, idea of the tonic power and 
aftringency of bark; and I may add, that onthe 
Jiving fibre thefe powers have been proved, and 
that the decoction of the oak bark has been given 
_ with efficacy equal to that of the cinchona in the 
cure of intermittents, ted 

With 
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With regard to the afebylus hippocaftanum, Dr. 
Cuflon, of Montpellier, finding it equal in efficacy 
to the Peruvian bark, has not only adminiftered it 
in the cure of intermittents, but for reftoring tone 
to debilitated patients, and for {topping the progrefs 
of gangrene. In my practice among the poor, I 
confine myfelf to oak bark. 

From what has been faid the ftudent will obferve, 
that the cinchona thould be adminiftered freely in 
cafes of debility, and where it is requiredas a pow- 
erful antifeptic. 


Tue following se the bark was again ordered, with 
camphor, tinéture of opium, and Hoffman’s ether. eBy 
thefe medicines every fymptom was aggravated, more efpe- 
cially a violent and diltreffing fpafm in the caecum, which 
had continued, with fhort intervals of refpite, for two'days, 
and for which thefe antifpafin modics were adminiftered. 


OBSERVATION IY. 


On the Ufe of Opium, Camphor, and Ether. 


Tue nature and: effects of opium have been too 
little underftood. It may be ufed either as a cordial 
reviving ftimulant, or a powerful fedative, accord. 

ing to the manner and quantity in. which i it is admi- 
niftered. 

As a ftimulant, it ftands at the head ofall the 
ftimuli; being of the fame nature, but much more 
powerful than wine. 

It is well known, that whilft Chriftians get drunk 
with wine, true Muffulmen, being forbid to touch 
the produce of the grape, get drunk with opium, 
which ranks lapses among the 1 intoxicating pow- 
ess. 

: It 
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It is equally known, that wine quickens the 
pulfe, raifes the fpirits, increafes vigour, and gives 
.more than common animation for the time; but 
no fooner are the fumes of the intoxicating drink 
exhaufted, than the drunkard becomes weak, ener- 
vated, and depreffed in fpirits. Here we diftinaly 
fee the ftimulant and the fedative power of wine ; 
and the fame may be obferved of opium. But if 
wine be given in fmall quantities, and adminiftered 
only as occafion may require; or, when the feda- 
tive power has fucceeded to the ftimulant, let it then 
be repeated as a generous cordial in cafes of debili- 
ty, and the good effects will be vifible to every eye. 
The fame precifely may be faid of opium, 

In larger dofes opium naufeates and is cathartic ; 
but wine, in fufficient quantity, acts firft as an 
emetic. . 

Caimpbor has fome of the fame properties, being, 
when exhibited in fmall dofes, diaphoretic, cordial, 
antifpafmodic, and moderately foporific. In larger ' 
doles it is diuretic, cathartic, and emetic. In more 
confiderable quantity it produces hickup, delirious 
‘raving, deep fleep, epileptic convulfions, death. 

What has been faid of wine, opium, and camphor, 
applies in its degree to ether, and to every fubftance 
which contains ThAlammable air, even the common 
articles of diet; infomuch, that after long fafting a 
perfon will be intoxicated by a {mall portion of ani- 
mal food, and effectually deftroyed by a full meal 
of meat. 

From what has been faid, it is evident, that in 
Synocha, all thefe ftimulants are contra-indicated as 
moft injurious; whereas, in Typbus, properly admi- 
niftered, they muft produce the beft effects, becaufe 
in cafes of debility alone they prove anodyne, /eda- 
tive, anti ee taki ey narcotic. 


WHEN 
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WHEN thefe ftimulants had failed to give relief, twa 
glyjters were adminiftered; which foon produced a copious 
evacuation, and removed the diftrefling fpafm ; but, as the 
fever was much increafed by the bark, opium, camphor, 
and ether; the next day, being the fifth of the difeafe, 
thefe were omitted, and in their place were fubftituted con- 
trayerva,. nitré, rhubarb, .and tartarized antimony, to 
quench the fire which had been raifed. 
~ On the feventh day of the difeafe towards evening a cri+ 
tical fweat took place, which lafted 14 hours The pulfe 
funk down to 80. But the tongue continued foul. The 
day following the decoction and tincture of the bark, with 
falt of wormwood draughts, and fyrup of althea, were 
given every third hour; to which were added vitriolic acid, 
and compound tincture of lavender. | 

On the ninth day a profufe and oily fweat broke out, and 
continued for 12 hours. Powder and decoétion of bark, - 
- with columbo root, rhubarb, and aromatic powder, were 

‘given every third hour, and repeated the fucceeding days, 
with the addition of Virginian fnake root. ES 
. During the operation of thefe medicines, the bowels 
were gradually cleared, and, in the fame.proportion, the 
tongue became moift and clean. se,” 

The fifth, the feventh, the ninth, and the eleventh days, 
confiderable remiffions of fever were perceived. Butonthe 
FOURTEENTH DAY Of the difeafe, the heat became mode- 
rate, the pulfe weak, fmall, and frequent; the fenfes were 
impaired, and the proftration of ftrength was remarkably 
increafed. vr a ,; 
_ This change rapidly took place, after nine in the morn- 
ing, precifely at the hour in which the cold chill had begun. 
From this time light became intolerable; but, with regard 
to founds, fortunately, as the deafnefs, which took place on 
the firft. day of the difeafe, continued in fome meafure, 
_ they were not diftreffing. ve 

The ftudent mutt particularly notice the change which 
yhappens in fuch circumflances, not merely in the pulfe and 
in the fenfes, but alfo in the mind; becaufe, the temper then 
becomes impatient of the leaft contradiction or delay. 

During the progrefs of the difeafe, our patient had taken 
for nourifhment, fago, with caives-foot jelly, broth, and 
apples made into pafte. In proportion as his bowels were 
evacuated, his appetite returned, But new he complained, 

. that 
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that fago and jelly appeared to him like water poured into 
the ocean, without fatisfying in the leaft degree a ravenous 
appetite, and craving for more fubftantial food. 

_ Whilft, however, he was taking fago and jelly in confi- 
derable quantities, he Jaughed inceflantly like one Ay/erical, 
and remarked, that, in the rapidity of its vibrations, his 
diaphragm refembled the fails of a fhip when, having miffed 
her ftays, they are fluttering in the wind, When, how~ 
ever, he had picked the two {mall pinions of a chicken, 
his appetite was fatisfied, and he fell into a ftate of calm 
repofe. Yet whilft fleep took poffeffion of his limbs, he 
retained his confcioufnefs, and was fenfible of every thing 
that pafled. Previous to his awaking from this ftate, he 
perceived fpafmodic twitchings, firft in his limbs, then in 
the trunk, and laftly in his ftomach : after which he became 
peer? awake, and inftantly called with eagernefs for 
food. - ee et ; 

The occafional caufe of thefe fpafmodic twitchings will 
be explained when I proceed to hyfteria. 

“* He remarked, that on the firft approach of fynocha, and 
for fome of the fucceeding nights, he was diftrefled with 
the moft frightful dreams. But ia proportion as the alimen- 
tary canal was cleanfed, his {feep was more refrefhing and 
lefs difturbed, till at length he flept foundly and without a 
dream, 

The appetite now became voracious, and, for want of 
fome one to guide him, our patient eat two chickens, and 
_ drank nearly two bottles of Madeira, in the {pace of 24 
bours., When he began to chew, fuch was his debility, 
that his under lip and cheeks were affected almoft inceflant- 
ly with fpafms; in confequence ef which, they were at 
every moment drawn between his teeth. ‘But wine foon 
removed the fpafms, and enabled him to eat without this 
inconvenience. Hence it was that the quantity was fo 
' much increafed. ~ 

On the fifteenth and the two following days of the difeafe, 
the bark and ferpentaria were continued as before, with 
opium in confiderable doles, : 

About this time of the difeafe, he had a remarkable | 
fymptom, frequently obferved .and complained of by the 
fick themfelves, but little noticed in the writings of medical 
practitioners. Te | | 

Vhenever he clofed his eyes in the middle of the day, 
. C ~ he 
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he feemed to fee inftantly a multitude of figures, fome mi- 
nute, and juvenile, dancing at a diftance; others Jarge, 
aged, hideous in their appearance, nigh at hand, and em- 
ployed in making faces at him; but all vanifhing as often 
as he opened his eyes again. . 


This continued for fome days without any other fymp- 
tom of delirium. 


Here let us paufe to make fome obfervations. 


OBSERVATION V. . 
On Light and Heat. 


Tue defign being now to ftrengthen, every thing 
which could debilitate or exhauft in any degree the 
vital energy, and thereby increafe the irritability of 
the fyftem, was to be removed. 

Of all the debilitating powers, in cafes of extreme 
irritability, none is more diftreffing than light. ‘This 
is a matter of experience; and every one, who has 
paffed through a nervous fever, can bear teftimony 
to the propriety of this obfervation. | 

Such in this patient was the fenfibility of the op- 
tic nerve, in confequence of extreme debility, that 
when his door was fhut and his windows perfectly 
darkened, he could, merely by the light defcending 
from a lofty chimney, difcern a pin lying on the 
floor in the moft diftant corner of his room. 

From this diftreffing fenfibility it is, that people 
of irritable fibres have an inclination to exclude the 
light. 

Poulterers, who never reafon, and who are not - 
therefore liable to be mifguided by fpeculative fyf- 
tems, have difcovered by experience, that the moft 


expeditious way to fatten poultry is to keep them in 


The 
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The connection between light and béat is too re- 
imarkable to efcape the notice of thofe who are in- 
habitants of warm climates. Hence, to cool their 
apartments, they not only fprinkle water, but they 
carefully exclude the light. | 

It is not my intention to fuggeft the idea of iden- 

tity between the elements of light and heat; al- 
though when reflected from a polifhed furface, they 
are governed by the fame laws; nor, on the other 
hand, am I able to demontftrate the effential differ- 
ences between them. 
- But certain it is, that in given circumftances heat 
is conftantly in proportion to the light; and I have 
had occafion to remark in Spain, that by excluding 
light, during the fultry heats of a meridian fun, they 
enjoy the moft refrefhing coolnefs. This I have 
* particularly noticed in my travels, when I mentioned 
the fpacious, yet dark galleries, which run through 
the whole extent of the Jefuits’ College at Sala- 
manca. 

Even on the lofty fummits of the Alps, when the 
cooling procefs of evaporation is prevented, the fame 
law fubfifts; and the heat is in proportion to the 
light. “In confirmation of this truth, we have the 
beautiful experiments of M. de Sauffure, who, hav- 
ing lined a clofe deal box with black cork, and for 
a door placed three plates of glafs at the diftance of 
an inch and an half from each other, expofed his 
thermometers to the fun on the top of Cramont, 
foon after noon; of the 16th of July; when that 
which he confined within the box, ftood at 70 de- 
prees ; whilft one open, but hanging againft black 
cork, was at 21 degrees; and a third; fufpended 
freely in the air, was at 5 degrees, 
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» In the cafe of our patient, to exclude the light was eafy 
bul to ) diminith heat, tt was found expedient; even at this 
advanced. feafon of the year, that the room fhould receive 
ventilation from windows which opened to the north, 
and that thofe to the fouth fhould be covered externally 
with mats, which were fprinkled, from time to time, with 
water to. promote evaporation, and thereby to abford the 


> heat. 


But as the heat ftill continued to diftrefs, although it did 


not rife above 56 dégrees of Fehrevheit’s thermometer 5 


the ceiling and the floor were fprinkled, from time to time, 
with vinegar, where it appeared, till evaporation had taken 
place, like the fingjt dew. 

By thefe operations the thermometer in the patient’s 
room ftood coffimonly at 52 degrees. This effect might 
have been obtained by fprinkling the room with water; 
but there being evident fymptoms of putridity, the pre- 
ference was given to vinegar, as a powerful antifeptic. 
The inftrument made ufe of for this purpofe was the 
hearth-brufh; and the quantity of vinegar . confined’ was 
fix gallons in twelve days. 


OBSERVATION VI, 


*., 


Lee we On Kefpiration and Vital Air. 


Brevine the heneicial effect of cold, another was 
derived from this operation, which was, to oxygenate 


. the air and render it more fit for refpiration. Every 


chemift knows, that the atmofpheric air confifls of 
two parts; of which one is called vital, becaufe it 
contributes to life; the other azotic, becaufe, being 
refpired by animals, it produces death. It is well 
known, that when thefe portions are feparated, and 
confined within different jars, a moufe will live a 
confiderable time in one, being lively, brifk, and 
active; whilft. in the other, he foon Janguifhes and 
dies. In the vital air, a candle burns with a moit 
vivid flame, but in azotic air it is inftantly. extin- 


guilhed. 
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euifhed. In vital air iron kindles like a match, and 
is melted wich rapidity, exhibiting as it confumes a 
-luftre fcarcely inferior to the fplendor of the mid- 
day fun. This part, therefore, as contributing to 
life and flame, is with the utmoft propriety denomi- 
nated VITAL AIR. 

Vinegar contains this in abundance, and parts from 
it readily. 

Being, therefore, fprinkled like dew upon the 


ceiling, ‘the evaporation corrected that part of the 


air, which had been vitiated by the breathing of the 
patient, and rendered it again fit for refpiration. 

It moreover made refpiration pleafant, relieved the 
oppreffion of bis cheft, and enabled him to breathe freely 
through the nofirils without the affifrance of the mouth, 
which be could not do before the vinegar was fprinkled. 

It greatly increafed, at the fame time, bis appeite, 
and quickened his digeftion. 

Dr. Incenuovusz difcovered by the eudiometer, 
that the atmofphere at Vienna contains a greater pro- 
portion of vital air than in Holland, and to this he 
attributes the remarkable increafe. of appetite felt 
by ftrangers on their firft arrival at Vienna. In 
fome experiments tried upon himf1f, he had occa- 
fion to obferve, that after in{piring vital air, his ap- 
petite increafed, and he flept with greater tranquil- 
lity than ufual, nor were thefe. effects. peculiar to 
himéelf, for all to whom he gave this air, had their 
appetite increafed, 

I have had frequent opportunities of remarking a. 
kind of balance between re/piration and digeffion. “In 
the cafe of our patient, it was too evident to efcape 
the obfervation even of his nurfes. When the fto- 
mach was ea in refpiration laboured; and when 
the lungs were plentifully fupplied with vital arr, the 
fuperabundant quantity of food’no longer was a 
burthen, | 

G4 | am 
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I am happy to find my ideas on this fubjeé con- 
firmed, not only by Dr, THornron, to whom I firft 
communicated them, but by a correfpondence be- 
tween two of the moft ingenious medical pratitioners 
and chemifts of the age, Dr. WiTHERING and Dr. 
Beppors. ‘The former, writing to the latter, fays, 
‘*¢ The experiments you with for on this fubject have 
‘in part been made. The late Mr. Spalding, who 
** did fo much in improving and ufing the diving- 
“ bell, was a man of nice obfervation, and had he 
‘© not fallen a facrifice to the negligence of drunken 
f attendants, would have thrown much additional 
** light upon more than one branch of fcience. He 
“¢ particularly informed me, that when he had eaten 
*¢ animal food, or drank fermented liquors, he con- 
** fumed the air in the bell much fafter, than when 
“he lived upon vegetables, and drank only water, 
«© Many repeated trials had fo convinced him of 
“¢ this, that he conftantly abftained from the former 
«© diet whilft engaged in diving.” , 

To this correfpondence between the ftomach and 
lungs, between refpiration and digeftion, the changes 
to be noticed in the appetite, according to circum- 
ftances of health and: ficknefs, or the feafon of the 
year, may be perhaps attributed. 

In the inflammatory fever, in warm climates, and 
during the fultry feafon, when we are overwhelmed 
with heat, we have little inclination for animal food ; 
we covet vegetables, with acids, and acefcent fruits: 
but in winter we have a ftrong defire for thofe fub- 
flances, which abound with hydrogen, and have little 
propenfity to take acefcent food. ) 

Tf the ideas I have ventured to fuggeft are agree- 
able to truth, the reafon for this change of appetite 
will be eafily explained. 

The heat which is generated in the fyftem appears 
to bear fome proportion to the quantity.of oxygen air 

5B ate abforbed 
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abforbed in refpiration by the blood. But animal 
food, and all the articles of diet, which abound with | 
hydrogen, evidently contribute to increafe the vital 
heat. Does it not. therefore feem probable, that 
this may be by difpofing the lungs to decompofe a 
greater quantity of common air? 

If vegetable diet, with acids and acefcent fruits, 
cool the fyftem ; is it not from the fame fympathy 
between the ftomach and the lungs? 

Thirtt is fubje& to the fame laws, being quenched 
fometimes, as in Synocha, by acids; whilft in other 
circumftances, as in cafes of debility, it is fatiated 
by wine and brandy. 

As to thofe kinds of thirft, excited either by acri- 
mony in the fyftem, or by fuperabundant evacua- 
tions, they obferve a different law, and fimply call 
for diluents. 

When animal food and wine have been received 
into the ftomach, no fooner is the dige/live procefs 
begun, even before any portion is introduced into 
the circulating fluids, than the action of the heart is 
increafed, and the pulfe is quickened. But the 
fame effect is not obferved from vegetables. 

This might be attributed to a fympathy between 
the heart and ftomach; but as I cannot imagine, in 
the cafe before us, any utility arifing from fuch a 
confent of parts, lam rather inclined to fuppofe it 
“ arife from the fy mpathy already {tated between 

the ftomach ‘and the lungs, in which cafe the fre- 
- quency of the pulfe will “follow as a neceflary con- 
fequence of this increafe of oxygen air by refpira- 
tion. 


C4 OBSERVATION 
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OBSERVATION VII. 
On Digeftion. 


Borruaave, neither fatisfied with the fyftem of 
digeftion in the human ftomach: by heat, as fug- 
gefted by Galen, and adopted by his followers; nor 
yet better pleafed with attributing this procefs to the 
vital energy of the foul refiding in the ftomach, as 
conceived by the fertile imagination of Van Hel- 
mont; invented a fyftem of his own, in which he 
, attributes the digeftion of our food partly to fermen- 
‘tation, but principally to triture, preffure, and pow- " 
erful quaflation. He defcribes the ruge of the 
ftomach as grinding the more folid parts of the ali- 
ment; and, to affift in this procefs, he calls in the 
aid of its external coat, with the diaphragm, and the 
numerous mufcles of the abdomen. Not fatisfied 
with thefe, he takes into his account the violent 
pulfations of the fubjacent aorta, with the vibrations 
of innumerable furrounding arteries, which he efti- 
mates at no lefs than three thoufand fix hundred pul- 
fations in the hour. 2 

This diftinguifhed anatomift reafoned by analogy, 
and took particular notice of the oftrich, which he — 
had obferved to {wallow pieces of iron and of elafs, 
evidently for the purpofe of triture, becaufe the found 
of grinding was perceptible to thofe who liftened. 

In the granivorous birds he had remarked, befide 
the crop, furnifhed with falivary glands to mollify 
their food, a gizzard, or fecond ftomach, provided. 
with ftrong mufcles to triturate the grain; and the 
avidity with which they fwallow gravel to affift the 
operation, had not efcaped his notice. | 

Having examined the ftru€ture of a lobfter, he 
Jaw at the mouth of the ftomach a curious mecha- 


nifm, 
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fm, three teeth, of which one, moved by a flrong 


-mutcle, triturates the food againft the other two. In 


the larger crawfifh of the fea, he might have noticed 
a ftruéitire fomewhat different, where, to anfwer the 
fame intentions, inf€cad of three teéth, we obferve a 
peftle fupplied with a ftrong mutfcle, and placed 
between two mortars. 

This philofopher examined attentively the rumi- 
nating animals, fuch as the fheep and cow, in which 


‘he remarked: that the food, after having been con- 


veyed into one ftomach, is thrown up “again to be 
triturated before it is returned into a fecond. 

No wonder, then, that this great mechanic onthe 
fubject of digeftion had mechanical ideas. 

Succeeding phyfiolooifts were convinced, that the 
digeftive procefs was conducted by fermentation 
only, and this they fuppofed to be promoted by heat 
and moifture, as moft undoubtedly would happen, 
were it not for the prefence of a fluid whofe pro- 
perty it is to prevent that procefs. 

A true notion of digeftion never occurred to hu- 
man thought, till rft Reaumur, then Yobn Hunter, 
had tried experiments, and Dr. Stevens had rendered 
the fubje¢t more familiar to the mind, by his meft 
judicious obfervations on the ftone-eater, when he 
vificed the metropolis of Scotland. 

One of the former, after having caufed his dogs to 
fiwallow various kinds of food, both in a freth and 
in a putrid ftate, opened their ftomachs at different. 
periods from the time of deglutition. 7 

The latter confined the fubftances to be fwallow- 
ed by the man within fmall filver fpheres, which 


prevented trituration, and, being perforated, readily 


admitted the gaftric juice ; but, as the ftomach could 
not be Jaid open, emetics, after a fufficient time had 


_ been allotted for the procefs of digeftion, were em- 
_ ployed to bring thofe fpheres to light. 


As 
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As the refult of their experiments, thefe gentle- 
men conclude, that the gaftric juice is the proper 
folvent of our food; and their inductions have been 
confirmed by the fubfequent experiments of the 
Abbé Spalanzani. | 

It appears, then, that the teeth are to triturate the 
food, and that the falivary glands fupply it with a 
peculiar fluid, whofe property is, not merely to 
moiften it and render it fit for deglutition, but to 
prevent both the acetous and the putrefactive fer- 
mentation; befide which, the faltva is detergent, 
and acts as a moderate cathartic. 

The gafirie juice anfwers the fame intention of 
impeding fermentation, infomuch, that a piece of 
putrid flefh, being thrown into the ftomach of a dog, 
loft its putridity. But independent of this property, 
it has been proved to be a powerful folvent, both of 
animal and vegetable fubftances, more efpecially of 
the former, yet upon this condition, that they be 
‘firtt deprived of life. | 

The pancreatic juice fupplies any occafional de- 
fect in the fakvary glands, being perfectly fimilar in 
its nature to falivas and it may be obferved, that in 
proportion as the loaded f{tomach preffles on the 
fpleen, blood is emitted from that vifcus to fupply 
the pancreas. 

The bile, which enters the duodenum with the 
pancreatic juice, is not only detergent and cathartic, 
but antifeptic alfo. 

Such is the well known procefs of digeftion : but 
we cannot leave the matter here. 

The attentive obferver may take notice, as al- 
ready ftated, that there is a certain balance between 
the quantity of vital air received into the lungs, and 
of food which can be digefted in the ftomach ; and 
will fee one reafon, why cold air, every kind of 
exercife, even {cating and fajling, increafe the ap- 

| petite; 
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petite; and why men, who are oppreffed with food, 
pant for breath; and why, in a clofe room, when 
they are confined within the curtains of a bed, where 
the air is vitiated by paffing frequently through their 
Jungs, they open their mouths wide to breathe, and - 
therefore why they fnore. 

I have had occafion to converfe with miners in 
Cornwall, who had been almoft deprived of life by 
mephitic air, and have been informed by them, that 
on reviving, they have conftantly been feized with 
naufea, and that commonly the ftomach has rejected 
its contents. 

When John Hunter was at Belleifle, in the be- 
ginning of the winter, he conveyed worms and 
pieces of meat down the throats of lizards, when 
they were retiring into winter quarters, and when 
he opened them at different periods, he always 
found thefe fubftances entire and perfectly unchang- 
ed. Nothing, he adds, can fhew more clearly, 
that the fecretion of the gaftric juice is increafed in 
proportion to the call for nourifhment, than what 
happened to admiral Biron and his affociates, when 
they were fhipwrecked on the weftern coaft of South 
America. After thefe gallant officers had fuffered 
months of hunger and fatigue, and had been re- 
duced to fkin and bone, they eat every one of them 
voracioufly, both night and day, for months, yet an 
ever-craving appetite evinced that they digefted all - 
pheiniaods.\\ 3"

OBSERVATION VII. 
On the Refpiration of HypRrocEn Arr. 


In cafes of debility, unlefs the quantities of food 
exhibited are {mall, well chewed, and not given till 
the 
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the appetite is keen, flatulence will be the confe- 
quence; and where animal fubftances and fermented 
liquors conftitute the principal portion of the ali- 
ment, inflammable air will be extricated and dif- 
charged in confiderable quantities. 

Suppofing, then, the patient to be confined to bed, 
this, being twelve times lighter than atmofpheric 
air, will conftantly afcend, and, from the fituation of 
the patient, will be infpired as it pafies. 

The effect of the hydrogen, that is, of inflamma- 
ble air, as a fedative, when received into the lungs, 
is well known to modern chemifts; and will be ma- 
nifeft to any one, who confines a moufe, only for a 
fhort period, in a jar replete with it; for he quickly 
dies. 

Having made thefe obfervations, let us return ta 


our patient, 
 mesemateng seen | 


On the eighteenth day of the difeafe, his friend Dr. 
THORNTON, came from London to vifit him. 

_ Upon examination he perceived, that the pulfe was 

feeble, rapid, fluttering ; that the tongue was black and: 
furred; the countenance dark and funk; that there was 

rouch reftleffnels, and fome delirium. He obferved white 

ipecks i in the fauces; that the room, notwithitanding the - 
‘vinegar and ventilation, was offenfive, and the breath ex- 

tremely putrid, In this fituation, the patient told him, 

s¢ That he felt like a watch, when the chain is broke;

In thefe diftrefling circumftances, he ordered the quan- 
tity of wine to be increafed, as occafion might require, to 
a quart, or more if needful, in four-and- -twenty hours ; 
leaving a commiffion with-the nurfe, to give him a glafs- 
full whenever fhe pe erceived him finkine, 

_ Inftead of half a dram of bark, every “three hours, which 
the patient had been taking, He ordered two {cruples to be

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adminiftered évery two hours, with its proportion of the 
winé; and that, during the intervals, food in different 
- forms fhould be freely given. Of thefe hé thought the 
fubfequent were the moft agreeable, and leaft fubject to 
‘putridity : .

OBSERVATION VIII. 
On Stimulants. 


Iw regulating the quantity of ftimulating medi- 
cines and of food, in dividing thefe into {mall por- 
tions to be given at the diftance of fhort periods, 
Dr. THoRNToN anticipated their fedative effeé, 
and uniformly fupported the vital powers. Thus 
the prudent gardener, under the guidance of his 
thermometer, fupplies fuel to his ftove, and pre-. 
ferves his hot-houfe at a recular and certain tempe- 
rature, without fuffering the heat to be too much 
diminifhed, or violently and fuddenly increafed. 

In the human frame, the pulfe is this thermo- 
meter. 


OBSERVATION Ix. 
On the Pulfe. 


WirHourt underftanding the pu/z, no one can-be 
a good phyfician. : : 

That the pulfation of the artery arifes principally 
from the aétion of the heart is evident, becaufe, 
as you increafe the action of the latter, you increafe 
“4n the fame proportion the pulfation of the former. 

But the action of the heart, and, therefore, the 
pulfation of the arteries, being caufed by ftimulus, 
bear proportion to the irritation, which again de- 

pends 
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pends on, both the quantity of ftimulus applied, 
and the degree of irritability in the fyftem; fo thac 
by increafing either, you equally excite and quicken 
the action of the heart. 

The ftimulus of the blood bears proportion to 
its quantity, its velocity, and its degree of oxygen- 
ation, thatis, to the quantity of oxygen which ina 
given time it can communicate to the irritable fibre. 

Hence it is that patients, who breathe a vitiated 
‘air, have a flugeifh pulfe; whilft they, who either 

infpire air more copioufly charged with the vital 
' principle, or who from difeafe derive too much oxy- 
gen air from the atmofphere, have always a quick 
pulfe. . 
. The former, as well obferved by Dr. Bepposgs, 
may be feen in fcurvy; the latter in phthifis. 

I have faid, that the action of the heart depends 
on its irritability ; but then ic muft be remembered, 
that irritability bears proportion to debility. | 

In making obfervations on the pulfe we have to 
notice, : 

1. Its frequency. 4. Its fulnefs. 
2. Its ftrength. §. Its regularity. 
3. Its hardnefs.. 


1. The frequency is governed not merely by the 
ftimulus of the blood, and the irritability of the 
heart, but by the quantity of blood to be kept in 
motion. | 3 

All thefe circumftances muft be confidered. Thus 
in Synecha we have fome degree of irritation to 
quicken the circulation; but as the vital ftream 
is undiminifhed in quantity, the celerity is moderate, 
feldom exceeding 100 or 110: whereas in Typhus, | 
with increafed irritability of the arterial fyftem and 
diminifhed quantity of blood, it rifes to 150 or 200 


pulfations In a minute. 
In 


” ae es 
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In a ftate of health, in adults, we may reckon it 
from 60 to 70; but in hypochondriafis, it is often 
obferved as low as $0, or even 40. 

The irritability of the heart is diminifhed by age, 
by fleep, by opium, and by fympathy with the ali- 
mentary canal, when it is opprefied by vilcid mucus 
or relaxed by orief. 

Hence indolence and poverty of diet fink the 
pulle. 

9. The frength depends on the powers of life; 
for where debility. prevails it will be manifeft in the 
arterial fy{tem by the weaknefs of the pulfe. ’ 

3. The bardue/s of the pulfe marks-either inflam- 


mation in the coats of the arteries, or refiftance in ” 


the capillaries, arifing either from tpafmodic ftricture 
or from denfity of blood. Uncommon foftnefs of 
the pulfe denotes relaxation in the arteries, with 
penury of blood. 

4. he fulnefs indicates the quantity of blood 

thrown out at each contraction of the heart, which 

is regulated by the degrees of irritability ; for when 
this is morbidly increafed the ventricles either con- 
tract. before they are replenifhed, or from debility 
are unable to overcome the mufcular action and 
elaftic refiftance of the arteries, and to fend outa’ 
copious ftream’ Hence venous plethora prevails, 
and the arteries are {mall. 

5. The regularity is principally governed by the 
fame caufe, and where the pulfe, as in the progrefs 
of Typhus, of Hyfteria, and of other difeafes, fails 
in regularity, we muft, independent of organic. af- 
fe&tions of the heart, attribute this to mor bid irrita- 
bilit 

F sein what has been faid we may underftand, why 
in Synocha the pulfe is full, hard, ftrong but mode- 
rate in frequency) and why in Typhus i it is {maH, 

weak, 
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weak, quick, and in the wortt ftate of that difeafe 
irregular. wc? 

Hence alfo we may comprehend, why the rapid 
pulfe in Typhus and Hyfteria is rendered flower, as 


well as {tronger, by animal food, wine; optum, and 


the Peruvian bark. 


On Monday, the nineteenth day of the difeafe; towards 
evening; every bad fymptom was increafed. Singultus, with 
fubfultus tendinum, came on, and whenever he awoke from 
fleep, it was with fpafmodic twitchings, firft of the lower 


‘extremities, afterwards of the whole body, followed by a 


fhort hecking cough. . . 

Thefe fymptoms evidently arofe from the ftimulus of the 
gaftric juice on the living fibres, when the digeftion was 
completed, and the f{tomach was void of food ; for they in- 


- ftantly ceafed when he began to eat. 


Tuefday, September the 24th, being the TWENTIETH © 
DAY Of the difeafe, at five in the morning the pulfe was flut- 
tering, and fo rapid as not to be counted; and the patient 
feeling himfelf finking into the arms of death, begged with 
eagernefs for wine. | 

‘Two full glafles of Madeira were given, him with good 
effect. At feven he began to fink again; no moifture was 
any ‘where perceptible ; and he was feized’ with vomiting ; 
but warm wine and water foon gave relief. 

At ten his countenance was funk and black; yet his 
lower extremities were warm. His urine was pale, and its — 
fiow confiderable. Plenty of Madeira wine was given; and 
his pulfe by degrees became foft, though feeble, and not 
more than 80 in a minute. ~ 
_ At twelve his hearing was perfectly reftored ; light, from | 
being more tolerable, ceafed to be offenfive; his tongue | 
was clean; breathing free; fkin moift; pulfe 78, foft, full, 
regular, He fept profoundly and almott. znceffantly, ex- 
cepting when a keen fenfe of hunger compelled him to afk 
for food. i. 

During the day he took much Madeira wine, and nou~ 
rifhment, by which the pulfe diminifhied in the number, 
but increafed continually in the frength of its vibrations. 

D Wednefday 
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Wednefday 25th, HE WAS FREE FROM FEVER, and nos 
thing now remained but hyfteric affections. 

Under Hyfteria, when I fhall proceed to treat of it, this 
cafe will be referred to; becaufe Typhus and Hyfteria throw 
a confiderable light upon each other, fuch as may direct our 
practice in the treatment of them both. 


SEC iow LL. 
Of the Proximate Caufe of Fever. 


Ir it is now, as I prefume, univerfally allowed, 
that neither lentor in the extreme veffels, nor mor- 
bific matter in the fyflem to be concocted and ex- 
‘pelled, is the proximate caufe of fever ; what in thie 
place of thefe thall we fubftitute, as the foundation 
of rational indications and a fuccefsful practice ?. 

Shall we borrow from our modern Hippocrates 
the idea of atony and fpafm? With the utmoft de- 
ference to his fuperior talents, I muft beg leave to 
differ from him; and, without repeating the argu- 
ments, by which he has recommended his fyftem to 
the attention of the world, I muft obferve, that fe- 
ver continues after the fpafm of the extreme veffels, 
as frequently appears by copious fweating, is re- 
lieved; whereas, when we feek a proximate caufe, 
we muft find fomething, which being once remov- 
ed, the diforder ceafes. ; 

For the: proximate caufe of fever, therefore, I 
would affign the morbidly increafed irritability of the 
heart and arteries; and this with either ftrong marks 
of vafcular excitement, or with fymptoms of ner- 
vous weaknefs and diftrels: the former conftituting 
Synocha, and the latter Typhus. In Synocha we 
have, indeed, a frequent pulfe, but it is full, ftrong, 

and hard; whereas in Yyphus the pulfe is quick, 
Wee EE {mall,, 
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fmall, and feeble; whilft, at the fame time, the dif 


eafe.is attended with every fymptom of debility. 
Ifit be inquired, what produces the incteafed ir- 
ritability of the heart and arteries in fever, I fhall 
not hefitate to offer another conje€ture to the world; 
happy, however, in not being the fitft publicly to 
hazard that opinion, although it has been deepl 
impreffed upon my mind for thirty years. It ap- 
pears to me, that the increafed irritability of the 
_heart and arteries in fever arifes from confent of 
_. parts and the ftimulus of acrid bile, indigefted food, 
-vifcid and corrupted mucus, worms, virus, and Giller 


ftimuli in the flomach and firft paffages; becaule 


In proportion as thefe have been removed, fever 
has been relieved, either ceafing altogether, or being 
Made to intermit, or at leatt rendefed mild and 
tractable, whilft it has ‘proceeded in its deftined 
courfe. . 

Should we in Typhus fuffer putrefcént colluvies 
to ftagnate in the alimentary canal, we fhall have; 
‘then, no longer what is called 4 nervous, but a pu- 
tnd fever. 

I am ready to allow with Dt. Curren; that for 
the occafional caufe of fever, we mutt look to fe- 
_ dative powers, fuch as contagion, {fpecific effluviay 
putrid exhalations, driving fogs, and ftagnant va- 
pors, feat, and the viciffitudes of heat and cold. 

Debility, whether arifing from heat, intemperance, 
fatigue, previous diforders, inanition, the operation 
of medicine, or any other fource, may be juftly 
confidered as the predifponent. caule. ‘But, as. for 
_ the proximate caufe, no other, in my opinion, can 
_-with juftice be aligned, than the one wiiten I have 

already ftated, 
"Dr. Cunien in his Materia Medica Has: ace 
_ interefting obfervation, 
| He remarks, that fome kinds of fith, fach as eels, 
D 2 falmon; 
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falmon, herrings, and, in peculiar conftitutions, mut 
cles, or even lobfters, independent of their putref- 
cency, give a fingular irritation to the fyftem,. and,. 
during. their digeftion in the ftomach, occafion a 
gonfiderable eflorefcence cn the fkin; fometimes 
partial, at other times over the whole body ; ; fome- 
times with a confiderable febrile diforder, but at 
other times with very little. It is feldom of i jong: 
duration, and commonly ceafes when the matter 18. 
entirely digefted and pafled out of the ftomach. He 
adds: “I have had it in fome cafes immediately 
removed by bringing up the contents of the fto- 
«© mach; by which it appears, that this pheenome- 
“non depends upon an operation exerted in the 
 ftomach, and not’ upon any matters being mixed 

- with the blood.’ 

“Whofoever will take the pains to confult Sir Toll 
Pringle, on the difeafes of the army, will find my 
ideas ; refpecting the alimentary canal confirmed ; andi 
may obferve, moreover, a connection clearly mark- 
ed, fuch as can arife only from identity of caufe,. 
between flux and fever; for,. it appears, that all. 
who, in fimilar circumftances, were attacked by 
diarrheea, efcaped the autumnal fever of the campy. 
and that in cafes of fever, whenever a diarrheea fu-- 
pervened, the fever vanifhed, frequently, however,. 
to return when the diarrhoea ceafed. 

In addition to this remark I muft obferve, that 
any one, who is converfant with practical writers,. 
may collect from their united obfervAtions, that fe- 
ver, whatfoever type it may affume, depends upon: 
one common caute; becaufe ‘he will remark, that. 
' the various fpecies run into each other.. The con- 
tinued are apt to remit and intermit; whilft inter- » 
mittents, by bad Mo ah become continued’ 
fever. 

The firlt effect of vifcid mucus in the atimentary 

can 
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anal is fedative, as appears by the flow and feeble 
pulfe, languor and depreffion of fpirits, coldnefs of 
the extremities, coftivenefs and deficiency of perfpi- 
tation, which it conftantly produces. 

But as the retention of perfpirable matter proves 
a burthen to the fyftem, therefore the firft effort of 
nature to relieve herfelf appears to be, by exciting 
the action of the kidneys, and limpid urine flows in 
remarkable abundance. 

‘Moft of the enumerated fymptoms may continue 
for years; as in the cafe of hypochondriafis ; or; 
being fuffered to increafe, the difeafe may terminate 
in melancholia. 

The fedative effects of bile, when it is abforbed 
into the fyftem, are ftill more remarkable, as ap- 
pears in all the functions, natural, animal, and vital. 
The pulfe is languid in the extreme ; the fpirits are 
deprefled; drowfinefs, with proftration of ftrength 
enfue; the bowels are conftipated ; the urine is defi- 
cient; and the perfpiration is obftructed. 

Nature, 1 in fuch circumftances, appears to be re- 
treating before fome powerful invader; but when 
the fedative powers are violent and fuddenly ap- 
plied, fhe makes ftrong efforts to relieve herfelf, and 
the gates of this tumultuous city are barred, whilft 
fhe is affembling all her forces to expel the enemy; 
for, during the paroxy{m ‘of fever, the pores are 
ftrongly clofed, whilft the vital energy is evidently 
concentrated and colleéted in the heart, which pro- 
pels the blood with renewed vigor through the arte- 
rial fyftem in its whole extent. 

In the cafe of intermittents a copious fweat fuc- 
ceeds, But as the effort is not confined to the ex- 
ternal furface of the body.; if, at the fame time, the 
mucous follicles, with the exhaling arteries, pour 
forth their copious San | in the inteftinal canal, a 

D 3 diarrhoss 
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diarrhcea. follows, and this frequently puts a period 
to the original difeafe. 

When nature fails in this firft effort, fhe repofes, 
according to her ufual practice i in other cafes, tore- 
cruit her “ftrength, and we have either 1. a Quoti- 
dian, 2. a Tertian, or 3. a Quartan, accoruing to 
the degree of vigour in the fyftem. 

Thefe may degenerate and affume the continued 

form; yet, when thus modified, they retain fome- 
what of their original type, as marked by their quo- 
tidian, tertian, or quartan exacerbations, which are 
only renewed efforts to pt oduce a termination of the 
fever. 
* Thus commonly during the firft week they eon. 
form to the quotidian, during the fecond to the ter- 
tian, and after that to the quartan periods; at firft 
with fymptoms .of {trong vafcular.excitements, and 
at laft with evident tokens of extreme debility. 
Such is the progrefs of Synocha. 

But, when the vital energy is weak, the efforts of 
nature will be feeble, and the patient will complain 
of frequent chills with flufhings of heat ; 3, liftlefinefs ; 
fatigue ; heavinefs and dejection of fpirits ; difreli tht 
of (ober. naufea; reftlefinefs ; anxiety ; and difturb- 
ed fleep: the pulfe will be quick, weak, unequal, 
fluttering; the urine pale or lhmpid; and the thirft 
will be moderate. ‘Thefe fymptoms may creep on 
for’ many days, but will make way for thofe that are 
more urgent, when faintnefs, ftarting of the tendons, 
flupor, delirium, with diftreffing marks of {peedy 
diffolution, leave no room to doubt refpecting the’ 
-diagnofis ; for the fever is evidently Typhus. 

in fevér we conftantly infpect the tongue asa — 
faithful index of the alimentary canal. When that’ 
is dry and covered thick. with mucus, the attendant 
deficiency of appetite clearly indicates a {imilar con- | 
dition of the ftomach. 

When 
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Wien the tongue becomes clean and moift; when 
the faliva flows ‘freely and is abundant, a keen ap- 
petite Feturns, and fufficiently evinces, that the gaf- 
tric juice is neither deficient in itfelf, nor prevented 
by a vifcid mucus from exerting its ftimulating 
HWAK on the ftomach, |

SECTION IV. 
Indications of Cure in Synocha. 


From what has been faid, I truft it will be clear 
to the ftudent, that to prevent or to cure a Syxocha, 
his: jirft intention mutt be to cleanfe the alimentary 
canal; and, from the experience of more than thirty 
years, I can venture to affure him, that by this 
means the fire may be quickly extinguifhed in the 
firft paflages before it has had time to fpreads and 
the fever may be either ftifled in its birth, fhortened 
in its duration, or at leaft, in its type; rendered more 
benign. 

For this purpofe, eoetie to nature’s firft effort 
for relief, an emetic, or repeated emetics of ipeca- 
cuanha, gr. §—10, with tartarized antimony one 
grain, fhould be adminiftered with the utmoft ex- 
pedition; after which a mercurial pill of calomel, 
three grains, with foap, fhould be thrown into the 
bowels at night, to be carried off by rhubarb and 
fenna the fucceeding morning, or one grain of ca~ 
lomel, with from three to feven grains of antimo- 
nial powder, may be ordered every evening. 

Having cleanfed the alimentary canal, the bark 
may be fafely given in fufficient quantity to anfwer 
the Second intention, which is, to reftore the tone, 
and to inviyorate the fyftem. Without this, ill- di- 


gcited, acrid, and irritating matters, would be again 
Nee De ey collected, 
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collected, and prove the fomes of frefh fever: If 
the ftomach will bear it, a dram of the Peruvian 
bark in fubftance may be given every three hours, 
or the following 3

Should you negleét to cleanfe, and thereby fuffer 
a Synocha to continue, and to exhauft the powers of 
life, 1 know not how you are to avoid a Typhus;

vafcular fyitem, paffing through the tertian, may al- 
fume after the eleventh day, if not more tapidly, the 
quartan form, with its sis fymptoms of debility.

CONTINUED FEVERS. At 


Stationed in: a ‘country parifh, my practice has 
been confined chiefly to the rigid fibre of laborious 
peafants ; and, among thofe of | them, who_made an 

_ early application for affittance, I never fuffered fever 
to continue. 

I have one aged fervant, who in the thirty j years, 
during which he has lived with me, has frequent- 
ly been attacked by fever. I have often found him 
in the chimney-corner, with a dry and parched 
fkin; foul tongue; pulfe frequent, hard, and ftrong; 
no appetite; thirfty; coftive: yet the very firit 
emetic, difcharging a quantity of bile, of phlegm, 
and of indigefted food, aMfifted by a mercurial pill 
at night, and followed by rhubarb with fenna in 
the morning, has fent him after the fecond day to 
work, without even the ufe of the Peruvian bark. 

Dr. Rusu, of Philadelphia, in the yellow fever 
of 1793, gave every day, whillt the fever lafted, 
Calomel, gr. 1o—15, with Jalap, gr. 0, to procure 
five or fix ftools. By this evacuation the low pulfe 
_ was raifed, and the ftrong pulfe reduced, and the 

’ patients were fo much ftrengthened, that fome who 

~had ftaggered to the clofe-ftool, walked back again 
to their bed; the febrile paroxy{m was abated ; 
vomiting was checked and {weating was produced, 
Dr. Ruth, by this practice, cured gg out of 100 
who applied to him at the commencement of the 
fever. 

A fimilar practice proved equally fuccefsful at — 
the Havannah, under the care of M. Holliday, in 
the putrid bilious fever of that inhofpitable climate. 
He gave Glauber’s falt and manna in fuch dofes as 
to procure plentiful evacuation ;. and when he had 
thereby got the fever to remit, he poured in the 
bark and {nake root. 

In cafe of coftivenefs and accumulation of feces 
in the laft of the inteltines, a clyfter gives relief,

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without the weaknefS commonly induced by the 
operation of more powerfi! cathartics. A 
During the progrefs of a Synocha, animal food is 
inadmifib! le; {pices, fpirits, and fermented liquors, 
mutt be forbid, Ripe fruits and vegetables may be 
freely ufed, and the craving for fiabacid liquors muft 
be indulged, Lemonade is good: the common fa- 
Jine draught is excelent. - It is compofed of lemon 


juice half. an ounce, falt of wormwood one. fcruple, 


nutmeg water and fimple fyrup of each one dram, 
with two or three ounces of diftilled water. This 
may be taken every three or four hours, and in 
the intervals vinegar and water with honey may be. 
uled. 

When heat is accumulated in the fyftem either by 
fever, by ftrong’exercife, or by a fcorching fun, na- 
ture cries aloud for acids; and to thofe who have 
turned their minds to chemiftry, the reafon for this 
{trong defire is obvious. 
| They know that azimel heat originates in the de- 
compofition of vital air, when fe behind) into the 
lungs; and they obferve, that the quantity decom- 
pofed and vitiated, or, in other words, the genera- 
tion of heat, bears direct ‘propertion, as before ex- 
plained, to the quantity of combuftible matter, 
whether animal or vegetable, whether fugar, oil, or 
fpirit, received into the tomach. 

They obferve likewife, that acids received into the 
ftomach check and reftrain the generation of heat ; 
or, in other words, that, when the iy{tem is faturated 
with exyger, lefs vital air is decompofed by the 


Jungs, and confequently lefs heat is generated. 


On this fubjeét the ftudent-muft recolle& what I 
have faid: on re/piration, and particularly the expe- 
rience of the celebrated diver Mr. Spalding. 

It is upon thefe principles, that the reapers in the 


form of Spain covet their gazpacho, compofed af 
: | | bread, 
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bread, oil, and -vinegar: the two firft articles for 
‘putriment, and the latter to moderate the heat. 

On the fame principles, obedient to the voice of 
nature, during the fultry heats of fummer, we equal- 
ly defire our eazpacho, compofed of saa oul, and 
yinegar. 

Agreeable to this ftrong defire we may remark, 

that in warm climates, and i in fummer, the Bae 
fruits abound, but in the autumn we have chiefly 
thofe which produce oil and ugar. 
_ Should delirium fupervene in Synocha, attended by 
ftrong pulle, inflamed eyes, with fulnefs and flufhing of 
the countenance, fix or eight leeches muft be applied 
to the temples, and the legs muft be put into a warm 
bath, heated to 96 or 98 degrees of Fahrenheit’s 
thermometer. This will a en a derivation, and. 
with plentiful evacuation from the temples, will ‘re- 
lieve the affection of the head. 

When I was lately at Bath, my old friend and fel- 
Jow-ftudent, Dr. Fothergill,, communicated to me 
his method of treatment in cafes of _Synocha, and, 
from my high eftimation of his experience and abi- 
lities, I fhall be inclined to adopt his practice. 

The medicine on which he places his principal 
dependance is Clutton’s Febrifuge. 

It is thus prepared ; ’ 


Take oil of fulphur by the bell, with oil of vitriol rec- 

tified, and fea falt, of each one ounce; rectified {pirit 
of wine three ounces; digeft for a month, then diftil 
to drynefs, © 

To half a pound of this fpirit add angelica root, ferpen- 

‘ taria, and cardamoms, of each a dram and a aie, for 
a febrifuge tincture, 


Spring water acidulated with this, and fweetened 
to the tafte, makes a cooling diaphoretic and diure- . 
tic julep, of which the patient muit drink five or 
Ee pints in the four-and-twenty hours, Clutton, 

' who 
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who made no fecret of the compofition, affures US, 
that a recent fever is cured by it commonly in two 
days. If not given early in the difeafe, he joined 
with it fome antimonial. e 


SECTION V. 
Indications of Cure in Typhus. 


In Typhus the intention mutt be. 


1. Io cleanfe the firft paffages. 
2. Io fupport the powers of life. 
and 3. To ebviate any tendency to putrefaction in the 


Sytem. 


‘The firft of thefe indications is, I truft, deducible 
from what has already been delivered; but the im- — 
portance of the fubjeét will be my juftification, if, in 
its fupport, I avail myfelf of an opinion delivered 
by one of the ableit practitioners in Ireland. 

Profeflor Macpripg, of Dublin, has well ob- 
ferved, that the moft common fource of difturbance 
in the nervous fyflem is acrid and offenfive matter 
in the alimentary canal, either in. the ftomach or 
flexure of the duodenum, 

The propriety of this obfervation mutt be obvious 
to every one, who in Typhus, whether it obferve 
fimply the nervous, or affume the putrid form, pays 
attention to the foul tongue, the bitter tafte, the 
defective appetite, attended by naufea and anxiety. 
But it will be more evident when he remarks, that 
in proportion as the firft pafflages are cleared, thefe 
fymptoms, with all the other diftreffing and nervous 
affections, are relieved. 

Should no fymptoms of putridity appear, Typbus 
will be a nervous fever: but fhould putrefcent fordes 

| continue 
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continue in the bowels, it will certainly become a 
putrid. fever. 

The principal caufe of irritation is im the alimen- 
tary canal. 

mpreffed with this idea, the young practitioner 

will fee the neceffity of cleanfi ng the firlt paffages 
by emetics; and. although to give draftic purges 
would be rafh in the extreme, and perfectly incon- 
fiftent with the principal intention, yet he will once 
a day procure a ftool, either by the decoctum tama- 
rindorum cum fehlia, ot by fuch gentle cathartics as 
prudence may fugeeft. The defien i is merely to 
evacuate putrefcent fordes, and thereby to ftrengthen;, 
becaufe thefe {peedily induce. extreme debility ; but, 
at the fame time, it is well known, that nothing, in 
nervous difeafes, confumes the vital powers more 
effectually than ftrone cathartics. 

In the beginning of a Typhus, or at a later pe- 
riod, if the pulfe i is tolerably firm, my friend Dr.. 

Wankivell. does not hefitate to order,

This he occafionally repeats if the pull will 
warrant it. This perfectly agrees in principle with 
the practice of Mr. Holliday. and of Dr. Ruth, as 
ftated in the preceding fection. 

The decoétion of tamarinds with fenna is ‘thus- 
prepared: | 


Take tamarinds fix drams; cryftals of tartar two 
drams; water a pint and an half. Boil thefe to.one 
pint. 

In this decoétion, infufe for twelve hours one dram of 
fenna} ftrain off the liquor, and add fyrup of violets 

- one ounce.

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_ This may be taken for one dofe, and tinéture of 

rhubarb may be occafionally joined with it. | 

Should there appear, by the fullnefs of the lower 
belly, to be a congeftion of feces in the laft of the 
inteftines, a clyfter may be injected to advantage. 
- This may be compofed of muk with fome oil, 
fugar, and falt. ts 

The fecond indication is to fupport the powers of 
fe, always remembering, that debility and irritabi- 
lity are as intimately connected, as the caufe with its 
effect. When, during the German war, the French 
were fhut up in Prague by the Auftrians, they fuf- 
fered by a putrid fever, for which their phyficians 
bled them freely. The confequence was fuch as 
we may readily imagine, for they loft from 80 to 
400 every day. To fupport the powers of life, the 
chief dependance will be on pure air, a generous 
diet, port wine, and the Peruvian bark. 
The bark muft be adminiftered in fuch dofes as 
the {tomach will endure; not once, nor yet eight 
times, in the four-and-twenty hours; becaufe, thus 
given, the needful quantity might overload the flo- 
mach, and produce a naufea. 

When taken every fecond hour, the dofe may be 
‘reduced. The bark may be combined with anti- 
monials, aromatics, opium, as occafion may re« 
quire.

The ftudent fhould. Weenie that denopaine 
to the experiments of Drs. Hunter and Stevens, 
confirmed by the experiments of Spalanzani, ani- 
mal fubftances are digefted more readily than ve- 
getables. 

That the latter are lefs nutritious than the former, 
muft be evident to every one, who confiders the 
debility of thofe who are confined to vegetable dier, 
when compared with the ftrength of thofe who have 
plenty of animal food. 

Whatever may be the articles of diet, they fhould 
be adminiftered frequently, in {mall quantities, to be 
- increafed as the appetite requires and the ftomach 
-¢an digeft. It may confift either of butcher’s meat, 
fuch as beef and mutton, of eggs, of milk, or of 
the compofitions already mentioned, as being leaft 
fubject to putrefaction, or of broth made exceed ing- 
Jy rich and very favory, with pepper, falt, and pot- 
herbs. The'meat fhould be well chewed to in- 
creafe the quantity of faliva.. By way of change, 
half a pint of good milk, with a large fpoonful of 
brandy, and fome fugar, may be interpofed. The 
wine to be adminiftered fhould be at all events tub 
ficient to maintain the vital energy. 


This mutt be determined by the pulfe. Should. -. 


the pulfe be rapid, weak, and fluttering, the quan- 
tity muft be increafed, but commonly a wine plats | 
full every hour will be fufficient. | 

The ftudeat will obferve, that in proportion as 
he throws in a proper quantity of nutriment, with 
‘wine and bark, the pulfations will diminifh in nume. 
ber, whilft they increafe in ftrength. or 
The 
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The falutary effects of vital air received into the 
lungs have been already ‘noticed, and the fubject 
will be refumed hereafter. 

Delirium in Typhus muft be confidered’ as a 
fymptom of debility ; for it muft not be confound- 
ed with the delirium of a Synocha, from which it 
differs, as far as the eaft is from the weft. 

The diftinction is of the laft importance, becaufe 
it leads to practice, which, if erroneous, muft be 
fatal. 

In the delirium of Synocha we have the pulfe full, 
ftrong, hard; the countenance flufhed; the cheeks 

red ; the eyes inflamed. 

In the delirium of Typhus we have the fmall, 
quick, feeble, fluttering pulfe; the countenance | 
funk; and the eyes either. ftupid and vacant, or 
moift and quick in motion; with other fymptoms 
of debility and irritability, fuch as cold fweats, flow 
of tears, purging, plentiful difcharge of urine, 
» trembling and twitching of the tendons, coldnefs of 
~-the extremities, and, towards the clofing of the 
icene, infenfibility, with involuntary evacuations by 
urine and by ftool. . 

To relieve the delirium of Typhus, the legs muft 
be fomented for many hours with flannel dipt in 
hot water, and renewed every half hour; or, which 
is preferable, let the legs be bathed every hour, for 
ten or fifteen minutes at a time, in water heated to 
94 degrees of Fahrenheit’s thermometer, and re- 
peated till fleep comes on. 

_ Should this fail to give relief, recourfe muft be 
had to wine, brandy, camphor, opium, with this 
precaution, that if there be fymptoms of foulnefs in 
the firft paffages, thefe cordial ftimulants muft, at 
all events, be preceded by five or fix grains of 

James’s powder, or fome of the antimonial calces, 
which mutt be repeated every four hours,as occafion 
may require, if 
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If the cordial ftimulants relieve the head, ftrength- 
en the pulfe, leffen the number of vibrations, dimi- 
nifh heat, remove thirft, and bring on a gentle moif- _ 
ture on the fkin; the ftudent will be fatisfied, that 
he has made no miftake in his diagnofis, and will be 
encouraged to proceed, 

Sometimes it is expedient to unite antimony with 
the opium and camphor as in this form:

Take Thebaic tin@ure forty drops, camphorated mix- 
ture one ounce, antimonial wine twenty drops, for 
One dofe, to be repeated as occafion may require. 


The third and laft indication is, to obviate any ten- 
dency to putrefattion in the fyjtem. | 

To fulfil this intention, the ftudent, reflecting that 
the alimentary canal is the ftorehoufe of putrefac- 
tion, fhould, under the cautions and in the way fug- 
gefted, evacuate the bowels. But as this cannot be 
always performed with fufficient fafety, it will be 
neceffary to reftrain the putrefactive procefs. 

In a late publication of Dr. Beddoes, we have a 
relation, tranfmitted to him by the Rev. Edmund 
Cartwright, of moft aftonifhing cures in putrid fe« 
vers accomplithed by yett. 

‘The patients, from being diced to the laft ex- 
tremity, were in four and twenty hours fo far re~ 
ftored to heulth, as to leave not merely their beds, 
but the houfe alfo, and to purfue their ufual occu- 
pations. 

He gave two laree fpoonfals of yef in three 
hours, interpofing bark, wine, and nutriment. In 
ten minutes from taking the yeft, he perceived an 

BE acre? 
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alteration for the better in the pulfe, which became 
more compofed and regular. The operation of the 
yeft, like that of the bark, was evidently to check 
the progrefs of putrid fermentation in the alimen- 
tary canal, which is moft undoubtedly the fomes of 
the fever. Mr. Cartwright, on whofe veracity we 
may place the moft implicit confidence, affures us 
that it never failed with him. 

No fooner had Dr. Tuornron, who inherits the 
active and benevolent temper of his father, the ce- 
lebrated Bonnett THornton, perufed the extra- 
ordinary narrative of the Rev. Mr. CarrwricutT, 
on the efficacy of yeft, than he anxioufly waited for 
an opportunity of trying its virtues; efpecially as its 
operation feemed to be, by imparting fixed air im- 
mediately upon its entering the warm ftomach. 

One day, by accident, as he went paft a fhop in 
Tottenham-court Road, he heard the fcreams of a 
mother, who was agonized on feeing her child expire. 
Thefe fereams renewed the ftruggles of the child, 
and the nurfe who attended, threatened to take away 
at this moment the child, that it might die in quiet. 
Dr. Tuornton got down immediately fome tartar 
emetic, which quickly acted as a vomit; and after 
the operation was over he gave rhubarb,. whieh 
cleared the inteftines; he then ordered the child 
every two hours ye and water, with wine and bark; 
and in three days the dying child was up and well. 
This practice he continues with remarkable fuc- 
cefs. 

The food, with the fame intention of reftraining 
the putrefactive procefs, fhould be chiefly of the 
acefcent kind; yet, that it may contain a fufficient 
quantity of nutriment, and, at the fame time, may 
have little tendency to flatulence, it fhould be taken 
from the animal kingdom. Milk, therefore, in its 
various forms, alternating with the Spal mixture, as 

before 
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before mentioned in the cafe of bilious autumnal 
fever, will be moft defirable. | 

Should, notwithftanding, a colliquative diarrhoea 
intervene, with an aggravation of the fymptoms, this 
muft be reftrained, by wine, fpices, opium, and 
Anguftura bark, either feparately ufed, or united in 
the following form:

Mix, and give three fpoonsful for a 
dofe, t be repeated every four hours. : 


When nurfes or medical practitioners ' perceive, 
by fhivering and ficknefs, that they have taken the 
infection of Typhus, they fhould, without lofs of 
time, affift'the efforts of nature to relieve herfelf, 
and clear the ftomach by emetics, not fatisfied with 
one, nor even two, if they are determined to run no 
hazard of the fever. | 

Three hours may be interpofed between the ex- 
hibitions. The emetic, as uled and recommended 
by Dr. Saunders in this cafe, may be five or fix 
grains of ipecacuanha with one of tartarized anti- 
mony. 

When the infe@tion is thus refifted, at the thref 
hold, its ravages in the fyftem are effectually pre- 
vented, for no fever forms: but even when it is 
formed, its progrefs may be ftopped, or its fymp- 
toms, by the practice I have recommended, may 
becomne fo mild, that none but the moft difcerning 

2 eye 
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eye fhall be able to recognize its prefence. When 
the peafants in Bohemia, after three bad harvetfts, 
had fuffered the extremity of ed they came in 
multitudes to Vienna, where they died in the hof- 
pitals of a putrid malignant fever. Here my vene- 
rable friend Dr. Ingenhouz attending them, took 
_ the infection. His cafe, which he obligingly com- 
municated to me, was fo remarkable, that I hall 
here relate it, as he himfelf-deferibed it in a letter 
to afriend. Behold, fays he, the practice by which 
I preferved myfelf and others. Having rafhly ex- 
pofed myfelf to the contagion of a moft infectious 
fever, I was feized in the middle of the night with 
cold fhivering, pain in the head and loins, naufea, 
pulfe tremulous and fo frequent, that I could not 
count its vibrations. ‘The tongue rough, dry, and 
parched, fo that I could fcarcely articulate my 
words. .When my fervant came to attend me in 
the morning, he was terrified by the palenefs of my 
countenance and by my ghaftly looks. I made him 
inftantly diffolve twenty grains of tartarized anti- 
mony in fix ounces of lemonade, and of this I took 
a fpoonful every four minutes till vomiting came 
on. I then repeated the dofe once or twice, that I 
might clear my ftomach from every kind of filth. 
A purging fucceeded to the vomiting, and the dil- 
charge was copious. The faeces were exceedingly 
offenfive; but in proportion as the bowels were 
evacuated, every fymptom was relieved, and a fweat 
fucceeded, which continued for eight-and-forty 
hours. When the fweating and the purging ceafed, [ 
was free from fever, and foon recruited the ftrength 
which I had loft. — | 


SECTION 
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SE Con PON «VG 
Of the Plague. 


I micut now proceed to the confideration of in- 
sermittents; but I choofe rather to fay fomething in 
this place on peftilential fever, that 1 may connect it 
more immediately with Zyphus, of which it is. un- 
dloubtedly a fpecies. 

Following the footfteps of my matter, I placed 
Peftisin my nofology under the order ExaNnTHE- 
MATA, of the clafSZ PYREXIA‘, with the fubfe- 
quent defcription. 


PeEstis. 


The Plague-—Typhus, contagious in the ex- 
treme; proftration of ftrength; buboes and car- 
buncles ; petechia; haemorrhage and colliquative 
diarrhoea. : 

Such are the fymptoms. 


Dr. Guthrie, of Peterfburgh, in his communica- 
tions with Dr. Duncan, has Air outed us with a clear 
and diftinét idea of this difeafe, tran{mitted to him 
by Baron Afh, Phyfician General to the army of 
Moldavia and Walachia, A. D. 1772, inthe Turkifh 
war, 

The firft fymptoms are a dull pain in the head, 
with fhivering and univerfal debility ; a bitter tafte; 
naufea; a heavy inflamed eye; a dejected counte- 
nance; and a white foul tongue. 

Thefe are followed by vomiting, and by babies 
in the inguinal, fubaxillary, or parotid glands. To 
thefe fymptoms fucceed livid coloured carbuncles in 
different parts of the body, delirium, with fmall 
quick pulfe, convulfions, death. 

The ingenious Dr, Gardiner fays, that in the 
opinion of Dr. Mackenzie, who lived eight years at 

E 3 Smyrna, 
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Smyrna, our jail fever is the fame with the com- | 
mon endemic peftilential fever of Conftantinople, 
which, when rifing to a great height, and when to 
the ordinary fymptoms are joined buboes and car- 
buncles, is called the plague. In fupport of this 
opinion, Dr. George Fordyce, whofe fuperior know- 
ledge and accuracy of diftinétion merit our atten- 
tion, has remarked, that the plague and malignant 
fever have the fymptoms of the firft ftage violent ; 
fuch as, languor, coldnefs, trembling, pain in the 
back, horripilatio, palenefs, drynefs of the tongue, 
thirft, tranfparent urine, coftivenefs, fmall pulfe 
fometimes intermitting, delirium, anxiety, quick 
laborious refpiration, rigor, horror, naufea, vomit- 
ing. te . 
Dr. Gardiner thinks, and I perfectly agree with 
him, that contagion, whether marfh or human, 1s 
taken by the faliva into the ftomach, and may be 
inftantly ejected by emetics. The experience of 
numberlefs practitioners confirms this idea. 

Agreeable to this, Baron Afh and the moft fuc- 
cefsful practitioners in peftilential fever begin their 
operations by cleanfing the alimentary canal. 

The following is their plan of cure: 

_ a. They adminifter emetics. And for this pur- 
pofe they prefcribe, ipecacuanha half a dram, tar- 
tarized antimony one‘ grain, with one fcruple of vi- 
triolated tartar, for a dofe. This emetic they work 
off with acidulated drinks; and fhould the naufea 
with bitter tafte remain after the adminiftration of 
the firfi emetic, they give a fecond, a third, or even 
a fourth, in the fpace of twelve hours. 

And it is highly worthy of our notice, as apply- 
ing equally to Typhus, that emetics are not fubject 
to the fame objection as brifk purges, which a man 
in the plague is unable to fupport. When the in- 


|. fected have dropped down fuddenly, as if fhot with 
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a muiket ball, they have been perfe@ly féftored by 
oné emetic, and returned to duty within four-and- 
twenty hours from the. firft ftroke of the infec 
tion. 

With this practice Giovanelli, as we are informed 
by Mr. Howard, perfe@ly agrees. 

2. The Ruffian phyficians, having cleared the | 
ftomach, order the following powder to be taken 
every morning: Rhubarb and flowers of fulphur of 
each one fcruple, ipecacuanha three grains. In cafe 
of coftivenefs they prefcribe,- by way of chyfter, a 
decoction of camomile flowers with vinegar ; od 
every hour, they give the following mixture: Cam- 
phor two grains, nitre five grains. 

fe Thefe are followed in two days by a mixture, 
ofthe Peruvian bark one ounce, and flowers of ful- 
phur two drams; of which the patient takes two 
{cruples every fecond hour. 

4. They adminifter acidulated drinks, and diffufe 
 acetous vapour in a well ventilated chamber. 

Dr. Guthrie concludes his account by a remark, 
that a man may be in perfect health when he goes © 
to reft, and the next morning the nervous fyftem 
may be in fuch a ftate of debility, that he can fcarce- 
ly anfwer the queftions of his phyfician.. Hope 
and confidence, he adds, are the moft powerful 
prefervatives from the infection of the plague.

SF CT FON. VIL 
Of Puerperal Fever. 


Dr. Curnen has been housthe deficient for not 
having mentioned Puerperal Fever as a diltiné 
fpecies of Febris Continua; but, in his vindication, 


we may be permitted to obferve, that the difeafe in 
Ee 4 queftion 
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queftion muft, through its various forms and pro- 
grefs, be reduced either to Synocha, to Typbus, or to 
the order of PHLEGMASIZz. | 

From the works of the moft eminent practition- 
ers it appears, that of puerperal fever we may trace 
varieties dependant on the occafional caufe ; and to 
this, particular attention mutt be paid. 


The occafional caufe may be, 


1. /nfection.—This has been diftinétly traced in 
hofpitals, and has been prevented by cleanfing the 
wards wherein it had appeared. 

2. Inflammation of the omentum, injured, as fup- 
pofed, by preflure from the gravid uterus.—T his in- 
flamimation may, however, be an effect, and not the 
caufe; although, while prefent, it requires particular 
attention. ‘That in reality it is fo, I am inclined 
to think, becaufe in thirty years I have never met 
with it among my parifhioners. 

3. Supprefion of the lochia. 

The fever ufually begins with inflammatory fymp- 
toms; but it very foon terminates in Typhus. 


The indications of cure are, 


1. To cleanfe the alimentary canal. 
2. Io reftore the lochia. 


3.. To fupport the powers of li ife in the progres of 
this fever. 


The firft intention may be anfwered by emetics 
and cathartics, which muit be ufed till the firtt pat- 
fages are clear. ‘Tvhe fecond by emmenagogues. 
The moft fuccefsful practitioner I ever met with 
in this fever was the late Mr. Jenny, of Truro in 
Cornwall, who was not afraid to reftore the lochia 
even by aloetic preparations. 
Thefe certainly ftimulate the rectum, and ac 
powsrsnty by fympathy on the veffels of the uterus. 
But 
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But as nature is, with certain intermiffions and in- 
tervals of repofe, conftant in her efforts to relieve 
herfelf; when the alimentary canal is cleared, fhe 
ufually effects herfelf a reftoration of this needful 
evacuation. Should, however, her ftrength fail, and 
her efforts therefore be defeated, we mutt proceed 
to our third intention. 

The third intention may be anfwered by the Pe- 
ruvian bark, with wine; and in the laft ftage of the 
difeafe, when a colliquative diarrhoea fupervenes, by 
the bark united with columbo root and opium. 


Genus II. Fesris INTERMITTENS. 


Intermittent Fever. 


INTERMITTENTS, whether they appear in the form 
of quotidians, tertians, quartans, or whatever be their 
type, have clearly an affinity and ftrong connection 
with continued fevers. ‘They run into each other 
with remarkable facility ; and the difeafe which be- 
gins under one genus, frequently terminates in the 
other. Intermittents, with bad management, be- 
come continued fevers ; .and thele, properly treated, 
are foon made to intermit. 

Intermittents, like the continued fevers, may be 
diftinguifhed into two fpecies, bearing a ftrong re- 
femblance to Synocha and Typhus, and equally 
with the latter may be attended by fymptoms of pu- 

tridity. © 

The predifpofing caufe of intermittents is clearly 
debility, with penury of blood; becaufe the robuit, 
and fuch as have a generous diet with a fufficient 
quantity of wine, are moft free fron this difeafe. 

The occafional caufe is ufually marth miafma, 

| and | 
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and expofure to cold with humidity, more efpecially 
if alternating with heat. | 
The fedative and deleterious effects of marfh mi- 
_ afma appear from the teftimony of Sir John Pringle, | 
refpecting foldiers fainting, and dying fuddenly, as 
they marched through morafles during the cam- 
-paigns in Flanders. 
As to the proximate caufe of intermittents we 
muft refer to what has been advanced already on 
continued fever. . | 
From this it will be evident, that the indications 
of cure mult be, | 
1. Io clear the firft paffages from bile, undigelted 
food, and vifcid mucus. 7 
2. Lo firengiben the [yftem, and to brace the fibre. 
To anfwer the firit intention, and to prevent con- 
geftions in the abdominal vifcera, we mult frequent- 
ly have recourfe to powerful emetics, followed by 

calomel. Let the ftomach and bowels be evacuated, , 
let them be freed from fordes and from vifcid 
phlegm, and the intermittent ceafes; yet without 
tonics, the fordes may collect again, and if fo the 
- fever will return. I frequently combine the calomel 
er. 4 with antimon, tartarifat. gr. j. at night, and 
repeat it in the morning. : 

- Toanfwer the fecond intention we prefcribe a ge- 
nerous dict, with wine and exercife, affifted by af- 
tringents, either vegetable, fuch as biftort, tormentil, 
the Peruvian bark, and the barks of oak, of willow, 
and of horfe chefnut; or mineral, fuch as alum, 
with the preparations of iron, zinc, and copper. 

- To thefe vegetable and metallic afringents, may 
be united, bitters, with aromatics, according to the | 
fubfequent forms.

Bark is frequently given in a clyfter; or it may, 
with manifeft advantage, be quilted in a waiftcoat. 

Camomile flowers alone in fufficient quantity, or 
any other bitter, will effect a cure. 

Asa tonic we may mention hope, which the regu- 
Jar practitioner may venture without fcruple to admi- 
nifter while he is witnefs to its efficacy when difpenf- 
ed by quacks. For as there is not a more powerful 

fedative than fear; fo neither has any cordial a more 
benign influence on the fyftem, as a tonic, than re- 
viving hope, and from this alone can charms derive 
their power. Soueat i 

In the cure of intermittents, it fhould be remem- 
bered, that nature delights in habits, and chat thefe, 

—once broken, dg not readily recur. 


If, 
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If, then, the emetic be adminiftered before the 
acceffion of the paroxy{m; this powerfully deter- 
mines to the furface, induces perfpiration, effectually 
prevents the cold fit, and confequently the other 
. ftages, which in the natural courfe of the difeafe 
would immediately fucceed it, and by once breaking 
the habit, will frequently of itfelf effect.a cure. 

This intention may be anfwered by electric fhocks 
frequently repeated before the cold fit comes on, fo 
_ as to excite a perfpiration, which, by the fame means, 
muft be continued beyond the ufual period of ac- 
ceffion. 

With the fame intention, previous to the cold fit, 
opium, in fmall dofes, may be adminiftered to di- 
minifh irritability; or, from thirty to fifty drops of 
liguid laudanum may be, combined with either two 
grains of ipecacuanha, to make Dover’s powder, or 
with one grain of tartarifed antimony, which is more 
efficacious than the former. Thefe medicines exhi- 
bited in bed, previous to the acceffion of the cold fit, | 
will induce“a {weat, and often prevent the paroxy{m. 

Some practitioners give opium in the hot fit, to 
fhorten the paroxy{m, to produce a kindly and a 
copious fweat, to procure refrefhing fleep, to invi- 
gorate the fyftem, and to prepare for the exhibition 
of the bark. 

Arsenic, introduced and fold as a fpecific by the 
quacks, has lately. been adopted by regular practi- 
tioners in the form recommended by Dr. Fowler,

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The ufe of this powerful aftringent comes fanc- 
tioned to us by the recommendation of Drs. Fowler, 
Arnold, Withering, Willan, Marfh, and Pearfon. 

Dr. Jenner, in Gloucefterfhire, who cured more 
than 200 intermittents with it, fays, that the folution 
fhould be carefully filtered when it is cold. 

From long experience I am clearly of opinion, 
that neither this nor any other aftringent, either ve- 
getable or mineral, can with fafety be adminiftered 
before the ftomach and bowels have been cleanfed, 
_ and J am confirmed in this opinion by an obfervation 
of profeffor Pallas, who, fpeaking of fome inhabi- 
tants of Siberia, near the Ouba, fays, being {fo indif- 
creet as to cure their fevers with aftringent medi- 
cines, they are frequently attacked with palfy, or by 
fuch nervous diforders as either deftroy them quickly 
or make them cripples. tom. III. p. 202. 

I muft here fuggeft a caution to the young prac- 
titioner, when he is prefcribing for children who 
complain of intermittents. 

He will frequently find this difeafe attendant upon 
worms (feretes), and muft therefore pay particular 
attention to the fymptoms. 

If he obferves a fallow and a bloated countenance, 
a thick lip, and a prominent abdomen; if the breath 
is offenfive, and the child either picks the nofe, or 
{tarts in fleep; let him be certain that by proper 
anthelmintics he will difcover the occafional caufe of 
this. difeafe. 

A few grains of calomel from three to eight at 
night, followed by a brifk cathartic of rhubarb and 
fenna in the morning, will be fufficient to’ cure this 
intermittent; yet it may be proper, after thefe me- 
dicines, to adminifter tonics and aftringents, parti- 
cularly fteel-filings with bark, as the moft effectual 
antidotes for intermittents, and the beft prefervative 
from worms, 
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Genus III. Frsris yEcTICA VERMINOSA« 
Hectic Fever induced by Worms. 


Every difeafe incident to the human frame muft 
appear in a fyftem of nofology, either as primary or 
as fymptomatic: but worms in no fyftem of nofolo- 
gy give appellation to a primary difeafe; the hectic, 
therefore, which, is induced by worms, mutt ftand 

as a primary difeafe, and worms, as the occafional 
caufe, muft denominate the fpecies. As for the hec- 
tic, which is a fymptom of tabes and of phthifis 
pulmonalis, it will be treated of hereafter in its pro- 
per place. 

I might produce many inftances of hectic in- 
duced by worms, but i it may be fufficient that I refer, 
to one. | 


Thomas Winter, aged 19, was declared by his phyfician 
to be in the laft ftage of confumption. I found him with. 
Pyrexia, which was evidently neither Synocha nor Typhus. 
This was attended by exacerbations at noon, but chiefly in 

the evening, frequently, but not always, followed by flight 

remiffions in the morning, after nocturnal fweats. Some- 

times, however, the chills returned in the middle of the 

fever. 

The urine ufually depofited a bran-like fediment; the 
appetite was uncertain; the thirft was moderate. 

As the mott remarkable fymptoms were emaciation, 
weaknefs, and hectic, the attention might have been turn- 
ed towards tabes; but I found alfo a ftrong cough, and to 
all appearance purulent expectoration, the well-known 
fymptoms of phthifis pulmonalis. 

The idea of phthifis might have been confirmed by ob-': 
ferving a red circum(cribed {pot upon his cheek. But he 
had no fpitting of blood, no fign of fcrophula; nor had 
the prefent fymptoms been preceded by catarrh. I took 
notice, that his breath was foul, and I was informed, that 

he

he was perpetually picking his nofe, that he ftarted in his 
fleep, and was apt to grind his teeth. | 
I obferved at times a hecking, when with his cough he 
had no expectoration. He complained ofa pain in his {to- 
mach, and was often difgufted at the fight of food. The 
bowels were fometimes epen, but he was generally coftive. 
He had perpetually either a finging in his ears or a noife | 
like the grinding of a mill. as 
From thefe fymptoms I did not hefitate to conclude that 
he had worms. I therefore ventured to prefcribe ten grains 
of calomel at night, to be purged off, if occafion fhould: 
require, with fenna in the morning. The next day I found 
that, without the affiftance of the fenna, he had pafled ma- 
ny ftools of vifcid mucus, and with them twelve large 
round worms, the fmalleft of which was at leaft fix inches 
long. His cough and fpitting were abated, and he had 
fome appetite for food. . 
Confirmed in my ideas, I repeated the calomelat night, but 
“not in fo large a dofe; and the effet was fimilar to that of 
the preceding day. In lefs thana week all his fymptoms 
were alleviated, and in ten days his expectoration ceafed, 
When I was fatisfied that I had cleanfed the alimentary 
canal, I gave him the Peruvian bark, with myrrh and fi- 
ings of fteel, by the affiftance of which his ftrength rapid. 
ly returned, and he is now a miller in the vicinity of Bath, 
and as fine a fellow as can be feen. | 


When from the fymptoms already enumerated, 
or to be hereafter mentioned, it is evident, that 
worms are the caufe of difturbance in the fyftem, 
they may be eafily deftroyed by wormfeed (/antoni- 
cum), cowhage (/tizolobium ) Indian pink (/pigelia), 
or bear’s-foot (helleborus fetidus ). 

But the moft effectual way to get rid of them is 
by powerful cathartics, fuch as clear the inteftines 
from vifcid mucus; particularly calomel, with rhu- 
barb and jalap, for the eres ; aloes for the afcarides ; 
and gamboge for the tenia. 

For the tenia, or tape-worm, the famous remedy 
of Madam Nouffer was fern-root, of which the gave 
three drams early in the morning, followed in two 
hours by this bolus: 

/ Take 
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Take calomel and fcammony of each ten grains, gam- 
boge feven grains. 


To prevent this from being rejected by the fto- 
mach, it may be divided and taken at intervals. 
The bowels muft, however, be prepared the pre- 
ceding night by a mefs of panada, compofed of 
bread two ounces with butter three ounces. 

Sir John Elliot, from whom I had this informa- 
tion, affured me, that, by a ftrict adherence to this 
plan, he had brought away from Sir A. C. before he 
went to the Eaft-Indies, a tenia perfect and intire 
of a moft enormous length. : 

Dr. Darwin recommends an amalgam of tin and 
quickfilver one ounce every two hours, till a pound 
is taken, and-then a cathartic of Glauber’s falt two 
ounces, common falt one ounce, and water two pints, 
to be taken in dofes of halfa pint every hour till it 
purges. But the method of cure which I have 
adopted and practifed with fingular fuccefs is the 
fubfequent, for which I am indebted to Dr. Nan- 


kivell.

_ When worms have been deéftroyed, bitters and 
aftringents mult be adminiftered; to prevent the ac- 
cumulation of vifcid mucus in the inteftines. 

Chalybeates anfwer this intention bet, particular- 
ly iron-filings, which, at thé fame time, act mécha- 
nically, and ‘wound the worms, when prefent in the 
bowels. Of thefe fix or morte grains may be given 
twice a day, for a fortnight or three weeks,

IN'T:R.O'D. UC T.I ON, 


Tue character of this order, as already mentioned, 
is Pyrexia, with topical pain and inflammation. 


This order differs effentially from Febris, becaufe 

1. The fymptoms of the firft ftage of fever do 
not of neceflity precede it, 

2. It neither intermits, nor is it fubje&t to regu- 
lar exacerbations and remiffions. 


The ftudent muft be careful to diftinguifh the 
pain of inflammation from that of f{pafm, which is a 
diforder of another clafs ; and he muft take efpecial 
notice, that to conftitute a difeafe of Phlegmafia, 
‘there muft be not merely topical pain, but Pyrexia. 

It will be needful likewife to remind him, that the 


ny coat on the Blood) unlefs fupported by more 
¥ fubftantial © 
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fubftantial evidence, isa fallacious teft of inflamma- 
tion. 

If with topical pain, the pulfe is ftrong; full; 
hard; frequent; and if the urine is fmall in quan- 
tity and hizh-coloured, he may be certain that there 
is infammation. In this cafe, the blood will be 
fizy, and its furface will be confiderably cupped ; for 
fuch a pulfe indicates ftrong powers of coagulation 
in the vital fluid, and ftreneth j in the contracting 
folids. But if the pulfe ts fall, although frequent 
and hard, and if the urine is both pale and abundant, 
the -ftudent may be fatisfied, that the pain is fpaf- 
modic. Should the pulfe be foft, he can have no 
room to doubt. 

This order contains many genera; but, if he 
attends to what has already been delivered on Syno- 
cha and Typhus, he will find no difficulty 1 in the 
management of thefe. 

The termination depends, 5. on the nature of the 
diathefis; 2. on the conduét of the medical practt- 

tioner. 

When there are fymptoms of ftrength in the ner- 
vous and arterial fyftems, this ftate, adopting an 
expreffion derived from the Greek, we may call the 
fthenic diathefis: but fhould there be fymptoms of 
debility in the nervous and arterial fyftems, this 
condition of the human frame, by taking the Greek 
privative, muft then be ealled the afthenic diathefis. 
Should any one, however, choofe in preference to 
call the former the izflammatory diathefis, the latter, 
in my opinion, to make the contraft, fhould be de- 
nominated the byfferical diathefis ; but the expref- 
fions /rbenic and afthenic appear to me beft fuited to 
the improved ftate of {cience. 

This diftinction, refpecting the diathefis, lays the 
foundation for a correfpondent diftinétion to be no- 
ticed1 in all the difeafes of this order ; for inflamma-

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tion in its prefent acceptation requires to be confi- 
dered either as afivé or paffive. :

OF ACTIVE INFLAMMATION, WITH 
ITS PROXIMATE CAUSE. 


Aétive inflammation is the difeafe of the fthenic 
diathefis, and has for its proximate caufe local irri- 
tation, with morbidly increafed aétion and excefs of 
ofcillatory motion in the arteries of the part affected. 
It may be confidered as a local Synocha, unlefs 
when, by confent, the general fvftem is affected, for 
then the attendant fever is decidedly a Synocha. | 

In this fpecies of inflammation the pulfe is hard, 
ftrong, full, and frequent, about 100 in a minute. 

The natural termination is, 1. by refolution; 
9. by fuppuration and granulation, unlefs where a 
union of divided parts takes place by inflammation 
only, and the healing is effected; as we exprefs it, 
by the firft intention ;. or unlefs by its violence it in- 
duce debility, in whch cafe it may terminate in 
fphacelus and death. 


SECTEON HH. 


OF PASSIVE INFLAMMATION, WITH 
ITS PROXIMATE CAUSE. 


Paffive inflammation is a difeafe of the afthenic 
 diathefis. ‘The proximate caufe 1s, not local irri- 
tation, nor morbidly increafed action, and excefs of 
ofcillatory motion in the arteries of the part affected, 
for thefe can be merely the occafional caufe of paf- 


five inflammation ; but it is lofs of tone, relaxation, 
poh debility, 


~ 
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debility, a deficiency of vital energy, and dimint- 
tion of refiftance. It may’ be confidered as a local 
Typhus ; unlefs when the general fyftem is affected, 
for then it ceafes to be local. 

In this {pecies of inflammation the pulfe is fmall 
and frequent, from 120 to 140 In a minute. It is 
attended by ficknefs, reftleffnefs, and want of fleep; 
faintnefs, proftration of ftrength,: fpafmodic con- 
tractions of the mufcles, and every fymptom of 
debility. 

The natural termination ts by floughing, or by 
the fpreading of {phacelus, till it ends tn death. 

In both thefe fpecies of inflammation we have 
congeftion of blood and diftention of veffels, with 
this difference, that in the latter the pain S| the 
fluids ftagnate, and the part affected, if vifible, is 
obferved to be of a dark or /ivid hue; whilft the 
former has much pain, and the blood flows quicker 
than ufual through the diftended veffels ; increafing 
heat, and augmenting both the natural fecretion: by 
the glands affected, and the difcharge of lymph from 
the exhalants ; and the part inflamed is of a florid 
colour. 

When this complexion changes; when tie Py- 
rexia runs high; when the pain is violent, and the 
heat advanced to 110 degrees of Fahrenheit’s ther- 
mometer ; we may be certain that the former fpe- 
cies will foon be fucceeded by the latter, and that 
@ mortification 1s approaching. 


SECTION IIl. 
OF THE OCCASIONAL CAUSES OF INFLAMMATION. 


- Tue occafional caufes of inflammation may be, 


1. Excefs.of heat or cold, or of heat alternating 


with cold. 
2. Cauftics 
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2. Cauftics of every kind. 

3, Stimuli, either chemical, mental, or mecha! 
nical ; particularly the ftimulus of diftention, which 
produces fenfibility and irritability, where it did not 
appear before, and increafes them in ligaments and 
membranes to a moft aftonifhing degree, | 

4. Mechanical injuries by laceration, divifion, 
compreffion. 


The indications of cure mutt be either to dimi- 
nifh action, ot to increafe the tone, according to 
-exifting circumftances, and the {pecies of inflamma- 
tion. 


SECTION IV. 


INDICATIONS OF CURE IN ACTIVE INFLAMMATION. 


THESE are, 
t. To obviate the occafional caufe of the difeate. 


If ftimuli or any acrid fubfances irritate the 
fyftem, thefe muft be either removed, fheathed by 
oils and mucillage, corrected by fuitable antidotes, 
or the part itfelf muft be deftroyed. 


2. To leffen the irritability of the fyftem. 


This may be accomplifhed by the tepid bath and 
fedatives locally applied; by tonics; by aftringents ;. 
by acids; and by the infpiration of the carbonic 

acid, and azotic airs. 


3. To excite a ftronger inflammation in fome ad- 
joining, but fafer and more manageable, part. 


Hippocrates has well obferved, that greater pain. 
deftroys ina confiderable degree the feeling of a leffer 
one, Agreeable to this Dr. Wuytt informs us, 

F'3 that 
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that the mufcles of a frog immediately after decol- 
lation are infenfible to ftimuli; but after ten mi- 
nutes, on pricking the toes, the whole body will 
be violently moved.—Nature feems to pay her firit 
attention to the loudeft call. 


4. To leffen the tenfion of the arteries, and there- 
by promote a refolution. 


As the morbid irritation, and action of the arte- 
ries is occafioned by diftention, and the diftention— 
itfelf is in proportion to the action of the larger ar- 
teries ; it muft conftantly and progreffively either 
Gita ith or increafe, till it ends in either refolution, 
or fuppuration. To fecure the former, we muft 
diminifh the tenfion of the veffels by bleeding, 
either general or partial, according tothe nature and 
urgency of the difeafe. 

The fame intention may be anfwered by cathar- 
tics ; and for this purpofe practitioners combine ca- 
Jomel with tartarized antimony, adding either opium 
or foluble tartar, according as they with, either, at 
the fame time, to promote. perfpiration, or folely to 
evacuate the bowels. Or the fubfequent may be 
adopted.

But here a caution will be needful. 


The young practitioner, who meets with cafes of 
violently active inflammation, muft be upon his 
guard left, by fudden and copious evacuations, car- 
ried to excels, he fhould induce * debility with its 
train of evils, fuch as Typhus, gangrene, hyfteria, 
dropfy; for in this cafe

Ir is imply to fupport the vital powers. » 

This may be done by cordial ftimulants, fuch as 
opium, wine, and aromatics; by tonics with aftrin- 
gents, fuch as bitters, bark and fteel; and by the 
infpiration of oxygenated air mixed in due propor- 
tion with atmofpheric air, 

But fee more upon this head in the indications of 
cure in Typhus. — 


SC TEN «Vis 
Of the Vires Nature Medicatrices. 


Tue efforts of nature to relieve herfelf have, in all 
ages, exercifed the attention of fpeculative minds, 
It is not my intention here to introduce the 4rcheus 
of Van Helmont to the ftudent; but I fhail ftate 
fome facts, which. will give him an idea of thofe 
efforts, which nature can exert for warding off ap~ 
proaching evil, for removing whatever difturbs her 
ceconomy or functions, and for repairing any injury 
the fyftem has received, 

When cantharides, fpread on a plaifter, are ap- 
plied to the furface of the body, they firft excite a 
genial warmth with inflammation of the fkin. A 
fenfe of burning follows, and nature diftrefled goes 
inftantly to work, feparates the cuticle to forma 

4 bag, 
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bag, interpofes ferum between the nerves and the 
offenfive matter, then prepares another cuticle, that 
when the former with the adhering fubftance fhall 
fall off, the nervous papilla may be again provided 
with a covering. . 

If a grain of fand falls into the eye, tears flow in 
great abundance to float it off, that it may not me- 
chanically injure that delicate and moft irritable 
organ. | 

The fame reafoning will apply to the operation 
of emetics and cathartics ; for not only is the peri- 
ftaltic motion, either greatly quickened or inverted, 
according to the urgency of the diftrefs, but both 
the mucous glands, and the exhalant arteries, pour 
forth their fluids in abundance, to wafh away the mat- 
ter that chemically, or even mechanically, offends. 

When a thorn is lodged in fome irritable part, 
the firft fuggeftion of the mind is by the fingers, or 
by the affiftance of the nails, to extract that thorns 
But it is perhaps beyond our reach, 

The defign of nature, in the confequent a PG 
mation, is to produce {uppuration, and thereby to re- 
move the thorn. 

Should this effort be effectual, fhe next proceeds 
to the granulation of new flefh. The arteries and the 
veins, the lymphatics and the nerves, extend them- 
felves, unite, and renew their communication, and, 
without the affiftance of a furgeon, nature effects a 
cure. 

Suppofing her emrared to float off the offending 
matter, whatever it may be, fhould be infufficient 
after the fuppuration is complete, fhe then proceeds 
to furround it with a wall; a hard and infenfible 
callus is produced; or, in the language of furgery, 
a fiftula is formed, and here, as I apprehend, her 
efforts ceafe. 

In cate of pleuritic inflammation, nature Fee 

ort 
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forth coagulating lymph, and, without the phyfician’s | 
aid, forms a new membrane, fupplied, like the re- 
‘novated flefh already mentioned, with arteries, veins, 
lymphatics, nerves, and thereby preferves the fuo- 
ftance of the lungs from injury. 

Van Swieten makes mention of cafes in which 
calculi in the gall bladder, being too large for the 
common duc, had, after producing inflammation, 
adhefion, and fuppuration, found their way by fif- 
tulous ulcers to the external furface of the body, and 
thus effected their efcape. Comment. § 950. . 

Among the moft aftonifhing efforts of nature to 
relieve herfelf, are thofe exerted in fome cafes of 
extra-uterine conception. For when a child has been 
lodged within the cavity of the abdomen, from 
which it cannot be extraéted in the ufval way; na- 
ture, by inflammation, ufually forms adhefion, and in . 
procefs of time an abcefs, fo as to eject the foetus, 
either through the teguments of the abdomen, or by 
the rectum; and this frequently without confider- 
able injury to the mother’s health, _ | 

Yet more aftonifhing are her refources in cafes of 
necrofis. For fuppofing fome portion of a bone (for 
example of the tibia) to be deprived.of animation, 
_ this fhe envelops with new bone, united at each ex- 
tremity with the fibres of the living bone. Here it 
proves a ftimulus, and calls forth renewed efforts of 
the vital principle. Inflammation is produced; fup- 
puration follows; fiftulous openings are formed in 
the new bones, and the dead portions, if not extract- 
ed by the furgeon with the chiffe! and the faw, are 
diflolved by the pus and floated off. | 

Thus, nature in almoft innumerable cafes, even 
without affiftance, is able to effec a cure. 

I have already mentioned, in cafes of inflammation, 
the efforts to relieve herfelf by refolution and by 
fuppuration ; but when! the vital energy in a pare 

as 
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has been totally exhaufted, and_/phacelus enfues, fhe 
has ftill one expedient left, and this frequently effects 
a cure. Freth inflammation is excited, and makes a 
feparation between the living and the dead. The 
part deprived of animation is cat off by floughing ; 
a kindly fuppuration follows; and granulation witha 
new cuticle completes the cure. 

This interefting fubject will be refumed under the 
clafs Cachexiz, when we proceed to examine the laws | 
by which the abforbents regulate their action, and ' 
the difeafes peculiar to that fyftem.

Turis order in my nofology contains eighteen ge- 
nera; they fhould be nineteen. 

Phlogofis, Ophthalmia, Phrenitis, Cynanche, Ca- 
tarrhus. Pneumonia, Carditis, Peritonitis, Gaftritis, 
Enteritis, Hepatitis, Splenitis, Nephritis, Cyftitis, 
Hyiteritis, Arthropuofis, Rheumatifmus, Odontal- 
gia, Podagra. 
~ Of thefe I thall fpeak in fucceffion.

Genus IV. Putocosis. 


Tuts for its fymptoms has Pyrexia with rednefs ; 
heats pain; and tumor on the furface of the body. 
This genus contains two fpecies. 


1. Phlegmone.—A phlegmon with inflammation 
of a bright red colour; tumor pointed ; throbbing 
and tending to fuppuration. 

q. Erythema.—St. Anthony’s fire, or the ro/e, with 


inflammation of a dull red colour, vanifhing upon 
prefiure, 
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preflure, fpreading unequally, with a burning pain, 
and’ tumor fcarcely perceptible, ending in defqua- 
mation, or veficles of the fearf-flin. 


Eryfipelas is a variety of Erythema preceded by 
Synocha, during which drowfinefs and delirium are 
not uncommon fymptoms, ‘The face, if it be as 
ufually the part affected, becomes bloated; the eye- 
lids fwell; and the furface of the fkin is bliftered. 
If the fever, inflammation, and delirium, are foffer- 
ed to run high, the patient dies apoplectic on the 
feventh, ninth, or eleventh, day of the difeafe; or 
{ymptoms of irritation fupervene, the type of the 
fever then changes, T anid. is formed, and the pro- 
erefs ends in gangrene. 

Nothing is more diftreffing to a writer than me- 
thodical arrangement. The divifion into clafs, 
order, genus, fpecies, and variety, is artificial; but 
nature {corns to be confined within fuch limits; and 
as in the animal and vegetable kingdom it is difficult 
‘to mark the boundaries, fo in the claffing of dif- 
eafes, nofologifts will ever be. perplexed when they 
undertake to afcertain where one order fhould be- 
gin, or another terminate. 

With Dr. Cutren I had placed Eryfipelas in the 

third order ExantHemata. But with thete it can- 
not agree, becaufe, 1. it is uot Contagious ; 2. it is 
evidently inflammatory, as appears by the pulfe, the 
blood, the treatment required, and its termination, 
which is fometimes in fuppuration. I have therefore 
reftored it to the Phlegmafiz. , 

It may be remarked, that although the natural ten- 
dency of phlegmon isto fuppuration, and of Hry/pe- 
las to gangrene; yet in our indications of cure we 
muft be guided by ¢he diathefis, whether {thenic or 
afthenic ; for it has,been frequently obierved, that 
by injudicious treatment and want of attention to the 

“4 flrength 
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ftrength or weaknefs of the fyftem, phiegmon has 
terminated in gangrene, and eryfipelas has been ren- 
dered more rapid in its race to {phacelus and death. 

In both thefe. fpecies, if the pulfe is full, hard, 
and ftrong, we muft attend to the fourth general 
indication in the cure of inflammation, and muft 
be particularly careful to evacuate the bowels, more 
efpecially by calomel with rhubarb, that we mey 
leave no fomes of the fever there. 

This may be effected by the refrigerant and emol- 
lient {pecies of cathartics mentioned | in my Phy yfict fcian’s” 
Vade Mecum. 

Some practitioners have been fo apprehenfive of 
Typhus and gangrene, that they have rejected eva- 
cuants, with every part of the antiphlogiftic regi- 
men, and, fuffering the attendant fever to run high, 
they have thereby haftened the evil they were anx- 
ious to avoid. 

If the pulfe is fmall, weak, and frequent, rifing 
to 120 or 130 in a minute, with fymptoms of ner- 
vous weaknefs and diftrefs, we muft conform to the 
indications of cure already mentioned in paffive in- 
flammation. 

In cafe of delirium, attention muft be paid to’ 
what has been faid refpecting it in Synocha and 
Typhus. 

Should gangrene fupervene, bark, wine, and opium, 
muit be freely given till its progrefs is checked by 
active inflammation. 

For this purpofe the dofe of opium muft be in- 

‘creafed and repeated frequently without fear, fhould 
even one grain be requilite every fifteen or twenty | 
minutes fr fome hours, or, ina word, till it procures 
repote. 


Genus 
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Genus V, OPHTHALMIA, 
Inflammation of the Eyes. 


OPHTHALMIA may be readily’ diftinguifhed by 
the rednefs and pain of the eye, intolerance of light, 
with effufion of tears. 


It is divided into two fpecies. 


. Ophihalmia Membranarum, with inflammation 
in the coats of the eye, moft commonly in the tu- 
‘nica conjunctiva. ui 

2. Opbthalmia Tarfi, by doctor Darwin called 
Tarfitis, with fmall ulcers in the febaceous glands 
of the tarfus difcharging a glutinous matter. 


For the proximate caufe I muft refer to what has 
been already faid on inflammations; and with refpect 
to the indications, the ftudent may look to thofe 
recommended in active inflammation. 

But to be more particular I muft obferve, that 
the cure of opbthalmia membranarum may be effected 
in four ways. 


1. By the application of cold water promoting eva- 
poration and abforption of heat, to be continued for 
half an hour at a time. 

2. By eleéricity. Either Staines {fparks, or by 
fending the electrical aura to the part affected. | 


This gently ftimulates the living fibre; but vio- 
lent fhocks would fuddenly exhautt its vital energy. 

When this operation has cleared the eye from in- 
flammation, fome tonic application muft be Hes to 
brace the fibres and prevent relapfe. 

This may be a weak folution, either of ee 
vitriol, or of fugar of lead in rofe-water ; to which 


may be added a few drops of brandy. | 
3. Mr. 
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3- Mr. Wathen puts a drop or two of tinétura 
thebaica once or twice a day into the eye. 

4. From long and moft fuccefsful experience I 
recommend the following ointment : 

_ Take hog’s lard four ounces, with the fineft powder of 
lapis ealaminaris oue ounce. Let thefe be intimately 
mixed over the fire, then add honey two ounces. 

A bit, as big as a pea, muft be:rubbed upon the 
interior furface of the eyelid, at the time of reft, and 
washed off the next morning with milk and water. 

The patient, in the application of this ointment, 
will have need of patience; for at night the fcalding 
tears will run down his cheek in copious ftreams, 
and the next morning his eye will be much weaker 
than it was before. 

But the confequence of this difcharge will be a 
diminution of the inflammation, and in two or three 
nights at moft the cure will be effected. 

As for the ophthalmia tarfi, which Mr. Wathen 
very juftly calls glondule febacee exulcerate, 1 can 
fay with truth, that his mode of applying the un- 
guentum citrinum of the Edinburgh Pharmacopeeia 
has never failed with me. From his grandfon, one 
of the beft operators in Europe, Mr. Wathen Phipps, 
T learnt the mode of application. A little of this 
ointment, melted by a candle, is taken upon a 
pencil brufh and fpread along the eyelids. 

If it be done in the morning, ‘the patient may 
take a walk in the air foon after the ointment has 
ceafed its operation. 


All hoods fhould be avoided. 


Genus 
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Genus VI. PureEnitis. 


Phrenfy. 


Tue fymptoms are ftrong fever, violent head- 
ach, rednefs of face and eyes, impatience of light 
and noife, watchfulnefs and furious delirium. 

Thefe fymptoms evidéntly require copious bleed- 
ing, blifters to the head, the antiphlogiftic regimen, 
evacuants of the refrigerating fpecies, and warm 
fomentations, with finapifms to the feet. 


Genus VIT. Cynawncue, 
Quinfey. | 


Tue fymptoms are pain and rednefs of the fauces; 
deglutition and refpiration difficult. It is accom-~ 
panied by Synocha. 

Five fpecies are comprehended in this genus ; 
but the generic defcription applies 1 in ftriGtnets only 
to the two firft. 


1. Tonfillaris, affeCting the mucous membrane of 
the fauces, but more efpecially the tonfils. 

2. Maligna, deglutition lefs dificult; a mucous 
cruft of whitifh or afh colour covers the tonfils and 
mucous membrane of the fauces, which are affect- 
ed with fpreading ulcers. Thefe fymptoms are ac- 
companied with Typhus, and followed by Exanthe- 
mata. 

3- Trachealis. Refpiration difficult: cough loud; 
no apparent tumour in the fauces. 

4. Pharyngea, affecting the pharinx and spe 

us. 
: 5. Parotidea, affecting the lower jaw. 
| The 
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Ee two firft fpecies, tonfillaris and maligtia, 
have different diathefes, and mutt be carefully dittin- 
euifhed. For this diftinétion we are much indebted 
to the late Dr. ForuercGitn, who by it has laid the 
foundation for rational indications, and a fuccefsful 
practice, in ae treatment of them both. |

SECTION I. 
Of Cynanche Tonfillaris, or Quinfey. 


Tus, called by fome angina inflammatoria, and 
Tonfillitis by Dr. Darwin, is a difeafe of the fthenic 
diathefis, with the pulfe full, hard, ftrong, and about 
100 in a minute. “The attendant feveris Synocha. 

It is an active inflammation, of which I have 
ftated the proximate caufe to be local irritation, with 
morbidly-increafed aCtion and excefs of ofcillatory 
motion in the arteries of the part affected. 

This being the proximate caufe, the inclinations 
of cure mult be precifely fuch as have been already 
mentioned generally in Synocha and in active in- 
flemmation, with the addition of cooling and deter- 
gent gargles. 

Thefe may be compofed of either honey and wa- 
ter, or a decoétion of figs lightly acidulated with 
vinegar, or inftead of vinegar, a few drops of fpiric | 
of hartfhorn may be ufed. 

A flannel, moiftened with volatile liniment, com= 
pofed of fweet oil two parts, with fpirit of hartf- 

-hern one part, as recommended by Sir Joun Prin- 
Lz, may be applied to the throat at night, or a 
blifter may fupply its place. 

During the day, fal prunel. may ie pales 
kept Haltne in the mouth, and for this at n‘ght 
may be fublticuted fugar of liquorice to moiften the

In the beginning of this difeafe, Mr. WatHen | 
touched the ulcers with a folution of mercury, 
which is thus prepared : 

Take quickfilver and corrofive fublimate of each one 
ounce; triturate and mix them well together. 


Put this into a tall phial, and cover it with dif- 
tilled vinegar, and fhake it for an hour, Let it 
fettle, and then, pouring off the clear folution, put 
on more vinegar as long as the frefh folutions pre- 
cipitate a white cloud, with fpirits of hartfhorn. 

A, bit of lint roed on a probe, and made wet with 
this, muft he applica to every ulcer, and repeated 
the next day, unlefs they look red. 

Should the floughs by negle&t have been fuffer- 
ed to become large, and fhould they caft off flowly, 
they may be touched with either the mercurial fo- 
lution, or with Mel. A’eyptiacum.

CYNANCHE *TRACHEALIS. 


The Croup. 


Te pathognomonic fymptoms are, refpiration dif- 
ficult; cough ftridulous and loud; no apparent tu- 
mour in the fances. 

There cannot remain a doubt, that this fpecies of 
cynanche, {fo fata] to young children, is inflamma- 
tory; and that.the membrane, which covers the 
trachea, is concreted mucus. 

I have met with it in Scotland, and feen it treated 
with fuccefs; but I never obferved a finele inftance 
of itin the vale of Pewfey. 

In Dr. Hunter’s mufeum you may fee a beau- 
tiful fpecimen of this membrane; which evidently 

covered 
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- covered the upper part of the trachea, and extended 
into its ramifications, fo as to merit the appellation, 
which Dr. Michaelis has given it, of polypo/a. 

The feat of the difeafe appears to be the mucous 
membrane, which produces a kind of exudation, 
fimilar to that which we obferve on the furface of 
inflamed vifcera. ke? 

The method of cure which hitherto has been 
found moft effectual, has been that: firft recom- 
mended by Dr. Home. Copious bleeding and 
emetics, with a large blifter applied as near as pof- 
fible to the part affected, followed by every part of 
the antiphlogiftic regimen.—But Dr. ‘THornton 
has lately difcovered a more expeditious method of 
checking the inflammation by the infpiration of 
azotic air. 7 

Mrs. Tovey, of Charles-ftreet, Tottenham-court 
Road, having loft one’ child in this fonorous and 
terrific, diforder, anxioufly brought her only remain- 
ing boy to Dr. TuHornrow for his advice. He 
immediately made the child inhale the azotie air 
with a proportion of common air, and the father and 
mother were furprifed, when they obferved that the 
hands, which were before “ parching hot,” foon felt 
** cold” to the touch; the pulfe was rendered 20 
beats lefs in a minute ; the child no longer coughed 
as through a brazen trumpet, the fever feemed 
{mothered, and the formation of the fatal membrane 
was prevented.

Genus VIII. Catarruus. 


- Catarrb in my nofology was genus XXXIV. and 
ftood in the fifth order, Profluvia, of this clafs. 
There, in fubmiffion to my maiter, I-had placed it. 
But, as it evidently belongs to the PHLEGMASIA, I 
have reftored it to its proper order. 

The fymptoms are, increafed excretion of mucus 
from the membrane of the nofe, fauces, and bron- 
chiz, with pyrexia, attended by cough, thirft, lafii- 
tude, increafed fenfibility to cold, and want of ap-

Cararrn, by a metonymy, putting the fuppofed 
caufe for the effeét, has been called a cold.

It has been called by fome a cough, taking the de- 
nomination from one fymptom. ‘this expreffion is 
- equivocal, becaufe a cough is a fymptom common 
to a variety of oppofite difeafes.

SECTION II. 
PROXIMATE CAUSE OF CATARRH. 


THE. proximate caufe of a catarrh, as it appears 
to me, is the fame with that of active inflammation. 
The morbid irritation, and excefs of ofcillatory 
motion in the arteries, with quickened circulation 
of the fluids, produce increafed difcharge of mucus 
- from the glands of the nofe, fauces, and bronchiz. 
This difeafe is therefore with propriety reftored to 
the order of Phiegmafia. | tit

OCCASIONAL CAUSES OF CATARRH. 


As to one occafional caufe Dr. Brown has faid, 
Catarrhum igitur_e frigore effe, calore Jolvendum, gra- 
viffimus error ef.

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And a rifing Genius, equally diftinguithed for his 
ardour in purfuit of fcience, for his chemical know- 
ledge, and for medical abilities, has fuggefted, that 
neither catarrh nor inflammation are the confequence 
“of wet and cold, either fudden or continued, but 
that both are induced by /ud/equent heat, and ftimu- 
lants. | 

He is of opinion, that keeping quiet and cool for 
fome time, after being wet in fummer; by avoiding 
a fudden tranfition into a warm temperature in cold 
weather; and by temperance in both cafes, thefe 1n- 
flammatory difeafes, for which cold only prepares 
the fyftem, may be eafily avoided; and that any 
perfon by acting on thefe principles may havea flight, 
a violent, or no catarrh. 

Ishave already hazarded fome obfervations on the 
poncrs of heat and cold in the produdtion of dif- 
eafes ; but, in addition to what I have delivered on 

that fubject, I muft venture te fuggeft fome fur- 
‘ther wine to the confideration of philofophical prac- 
titioners. - 

The heat of the. body is ftated to be 98 degrees 
of Fahrenheit’s thermometer, finking, however, by 
‘difeafe to 94 degrees, or perhaps lower ; and rifine 
to 110 degrees, and in certain circumftances higher. 

. This témperature nearly, is preferved when the 
furrounding medium is either 120 deerces below 
blood heat, or 160 degrees above it; as appears by 
the beautiful experiments of Dr. George Fordyce. 

It is evident, nee that this temperature, fo 
obftinately maintained, muft be effential to the well- . 
being of the fyftem, and that, the body has fome in- 
herent power in itfelf to regulate and prelerye ity 
within certain limits, from no oxious extremes of 
‘either heat or cold. 

The generation of animal heat, as I have already 
hinted, and as it has been proved by others, ts from 

yeH 2 the 
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“the decompofition in the lungs of vital air. Now, 
in proportion to the condenfation of the atmofphere 
‘by cold, the quantity of vital air inhaled by every 
infpiration is increafed ; and, in proportion to the 
cold, the appetite for fab{tances which abound with 
hydrogen is equally increafed. But, as itis evident, 
that animal heat, within certain limits, rifes in pro- 
portion to the quantity of thefe fubftances received 
into the ftomach, does it not, therefore, follow, that 
hydrogen, abounding in the fyftem, promotes de- 
compofition of vital air? 

-By thefe means, therefSre, nature endeavours to 
preferve the temperature of the body when that of 
the furrounding medium is below 98 degrees. 

As to the procefs by which the generation of fu- 
perabundant heat is prevented, that may be readily 
conceived by what has been fuggefted refpecting 
cold.—But the principal refource is from copious 
‘perfpiration, evaporation, and the confequent ab- 
forption of the generated heat, | 
- Let us now return to cold, allowing to Dr. Brown 
and highly approving what he has S faid refpecting 
heat. 

When the application of cold is fudden, as when 
the body is immerged in water, the means of gene- 
rating heat, already  ftated, can give no help. What | 
effort then does nature make to relieve herfelf? 
The pores are ftrongly clofed; a conftriction takes 
place in the extreme veffels on the furface of the 
body; the blood is propelled with increafed mo- 
mentum to the heart, and, fuppofing the budy to be’ 
now emerged, the reaction of the heart, fending 
back the blood to the furface, diffufes a: ‘genial 

warmth, and removes the ftricture. The enemy is 
repelled; he has retired to a diftance, and the gates 
are again fet open to the citizens, 


G 4 | Se Should 
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Should the ftricture continue, this effort of na- 
ture to relieve herfelf will terminate in fever. 

Such is the effect of fudden cold, when its appli- 
cation is univerfal: but fhould the application be 
partial, what will be then the confequence? The 
effects already ftated will be partial. Conftriction 
will take place in the extreme veffels fubjected to 
the accefs of cold, and the blood will be propelled 
with increafed momentum into the adjoining vefiels, 
where tenfion will prove a {timulus, and be, as al- 
ready ftated, the proximate caufe of inflammation, 
This for reafons afligned above, muft be afterwards 
increafed ‘by heat. 

When a lady, who has been heated by dancing, 
-either fits near to a window, through which pene- 
trates a cald and partial draught of air, or, although 
Wrapt up in furs, infpires, inftead of warm, a cold 
and humid air: or when a reaper reeking with 
fweat, either drinks cold water, or lies down to 
fleep upon the humid grafs; the injury is perceived 
before the cold has alternated with heat, although 
the fukfequent heat, in proportion to its intenfity, 
increafes the difeafe. . 

It is allowed, and has been ftated, that the accu. 
mulation of irritabiliry as the predifponent caufe 
may with heat produce inflammation: but I appre- 
hend, that a ftate of exhauftion, whether induced 
by poverty of diet, fatigue, previous difeafe, co- 
pious evacuations, or by any other means, as a pre- 
difponent caufe, with cold tuddenly and partially ap- 
plied, if continued, may produce the fame effect, 

On the whole then it appears, that if the change 
be gradual, nature between wide extremes can ac- 
commodate herfelf to her condition; but that when 
the change is partial, fudden, and continued, it ge- 


nerates difeafe,

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In catarrh the parts immediately affected are, the 
mucous glands of the nofe, the fauces, and the bron- 
chie ; but by confent the ftomach fhares with them 
in the difeafe, and its glands pour forth a viicid 
mucus in abundance. Hence the febrile fymptoms, 
thirft, laffitude, and lofs of appetite. Hence alfo, 
by the progrefs of fympathy, the increafe of irrita- 
belity which fhuns every breath of air. 

Although heat and cold are moft frequently the 
occafional caufes of catarrh, yet they are not always 
fo; for fometimes it is contagious. 

The epidernical catarrh, whenever it appeared, 
fpread from province to province till ic had ex- 
tended over Europe, or even crofied the Atlantic 
to America. In‘the laft of thefe I had the moft 
{triking demonftration, that it was contagious ; 
for during its progrefs from the Eaft, I was at St. 
Agnes in Comwall, but before it reached us I re- 
moved with all my famil ly to Lanlivery. There we 
continued fafe while the difeafe was {preading in the 
parifh of St. Agnes, and on our return ‘ve found 
that few perfons had efcaped; but that it had quitted 
them, and was extending weftward to the extremity 
of Cornwall. 

Dr. Cuuzen has collected a regifter of epidemical 
catarrhs to the amount of twenty-five between the 
Mis 1323 and 1767; but other practitioners have 
greatly increafed this lift.

INDICATIONS OF CURE IN CATARRH. 


THese are the fame as in active inflammation ; 
but as, unlefs by improper treatment or neglect, it 


feldom puts on a formidable afpect, it is moft fre- -

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quently fufficient to avoid the occafional caufes of | 
the difeafe, and gently to evacuate the Bec otaty | 
canal. 

Various expectorants have been recommended by 
practitioners, fuch as oily emulfions and the like ; 
but thefe tend rather to aggravate, than to relieve, 
the fymptoms. . The only medicines, which can 
render effential fervice in catarrh, are fuch as 


1. Determine to the furface. 
2. Cleanfe the alimentary canal. 


Both. thefe intentions are effectually anfwered by 
the fubfquent prefcription.

This difeafe- may be diftinguifhed. from catarrh, 
by not having the cough and dificulty of breathing 
excited, either on deep inipiration, or on mufcular 
exertion; by abfence of hoarfenefs; by facility of 
lying indifferently. upon either fide; by long inter- 
vals between the fits of coughing; by violence of 
coughing and expectoration after taking food; by 
indigeftion, naufea, vomiting, and depraved appe- 
tite; by coltivenefs, acidities, flatulence, and ipaf- 
modic affections. | | 

Sauvage remarks that Lindanus, who firft de- 
{cribed the ffomach cough, diftinguifhed tt from the

Of this fpecies of cough Hoffman has defcribe 
two varietes, the humid and the dry; but as thefe 
arife nearly from the fame caufe, and require the 
fame indications of cure, I fhall confider them as 
one difeafe. > | |

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From attentive obfervation I muft here obferve, 
that this affection of the {tomach is fometimes com- 
plicated with a primary affection of the lungs. 

Such is the fympathy between thefe organs, fuch 
their correfpondence and confent, that a diftafe, 
feated originally in one, may be quickly injurious to 
the other. 

If the mucous glands of the one are morbidly 
excited, thofe of the other may be drawn into action 
by confent. 

But here it is needful to confider in thefe affec- 
tions, what are the efforts of nature to relieve her- 
felf. 

When any acrid or Se matter irritates the 
fauces, if it is near the larynx, a cough is excited, 
that by a full, a fudden, and a violent expiration it 
may be removed. But if it is in the pharinx, vo- 
miting enfues, that by a copious ftream it may be 

wafhed away. 

When vilcid mucus iniutates the bronchize, the 
irritation is communicated along the larynx, and a 
cough, that is a convulfive expiration, clears the 
pafiages. | But when the ftimulus is in the ftomach, 
the irritation is communicated along the cefophagus, 
and either vomiting immediately enfues, or, this ir- 
ritation extending by the fauces to the larynx, a vio- 
Jent {pafmodic cough precedes, a vomiting enfues, 
and, the ftomach ‘being freed from the offending 
matter, the cough fabfides. 

This effeG is vifible, both in chin- cough and in 
worm cough, and may be equally remarked i in the 
difeafe before us. é 

Of this I have feen thany inflances; but I fhall 
refer only to the cafe of a lady, whom EF had lately 
the honour to attend. 


Tue difeafe began with a fenfe of cold and fhivering, 
foon followed by heat. The pulfe was fmail, weak, fre- 
fo | guent;

quent; and there was fome degree of forenefs on the 
cheft. 

Thete fymptoms were fucceeded by a cough, with in- 
creafed excretion of mucus froin the nofe, ‘fauces, and broa- 
chie. 

The cough was violent, and remarkable for its deep and 
hollow found. No thirft. No appetite. Rather coftive. 
Weak, and confined to bed. 

In this cafe, the judgment which I formed was fupported 
by previous ‘knowledge of the lady’s conftitution, whom I 
had frequently attended. 

I began with a powerful emetic. This brought off near 
a quart of mucus, fo vifcid, that it might have been drawn 
cut to a great extent, 

The next morning I repeated the emetic with fimilar 
effect ; but towards evening the cough was again aggra- 
vated, although the defluxion from the noftrils and the 
forenefs on the breaft had ceafed. 

In this way fhe paffed a fecond and a third fleeplefs 
_nights, for the cough became inceflant. 

Early on. the fourth day, I repeated the emetic, which 
brought off a fubftance, to appearance membranous, and 
bearing refemblance to the fineft leather of which French 
gléves are made. Inftantly the cough ceafed ; every uneafy 
{ymptom vanifhed-; her appetite returned, and, without any 
other at elt in two days from this the was sail flairs 
again.

SECTION Ix. 


INDICATIONS OF CURE IN TUSSIS STOMACHALIS. 


In many difeafes the efforts of nature to-relieve 
herfelf are fufficient, without the aid of medicine. 
In. fever, in the exanthemata, in catatrh, even left 
to themfelves, the courfe of a few days may put a 
period to the diforder: but the duration. of the fto- 
mach cough, without affiftance, is ufvaily,protract-_ 
ed, and the termination may be either atrophy, or, 
if the lungs are injured by the violence of reiterated 
cough, it may end in phthifis. 

. Frem what I have faid it will be clear that the 
_indications of cure muft be, 


1. To cleanfe the ftemach and firft paffages from 
indigefted food, and more efpecially from vifcid 
-mucuss , 

2. To reftore the.tone. 


The firft intention may be anfwered by emetics. 
3 To 
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‘To this nature points by her repeated efforts. But 
fhould thefe be infufficient to cleanfe the duodenum, 
calomel will give relief, or this may alternate with 
rhubarb, fenna, and foluble tartar. 

Or the prefcriptions, 12, 13. 18. im my compen- 
dium of therapeutics, may be employed. 

The fecond intention may be anfwered by bitters, 
bark, and fteel, combined. ~> 

For the bitter we may take, either the tinctura 
amara, or a ftrong infufion made either of quaffia or 
of horehound, with half the quantity of caffia lignea. 

Or to thefe may be joined the bark, either in fub- 

{tance or infufion; or we may combine them in the 
following form:

Tue ftudent muft not be deceived by pain in the 
region of the thorax, for if there fhould be no Py- 
rexia and no cough, it is not pneumonia, but {pafm. 

Should any doubt remain upon his mind, after he 
has felt the pulfe, he may 2pply a little ether to the 
part affected, with his hand, which will generally 
relieve {pafm, if it is in the intercoftal mufcles ; and 
let him give the patient fome magnefia with mint 
water, which, if the fpafm fhould arife from flatu- 
létice and’an affedtionof the ftomach, will caufe an 
eruCtation and relieve the pain. If he ftill con- 
tinues to doubt, let him pay attention to the urine, 
as recomm ended in the introduction to this order. | 

I am the more earneft in this caution, becaufe I

Ir might be fufficient to fay, that the indications 


are the fame as alreacly {tated generally in the cure of 
active 
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active inflammation ; but for the fake of younger 
ftudents I fhall be more particular, ftill requefting 
them to confult what has been Mere delivered on 
that fubject. | 

Since then Pneumonia is a difeafe of the fthenic 
diathefis, not of the:afthenic, and rather connected 
with Synocha than Typhus ; it is clear, that the 
tenfion of the veflels muft be diminifhed. 

This-intention may be fulfilled 


1. By bleedings, to be repeated till the tenfion is 
removed. . | 

Topical bleeding ought naturally to be preferred 
to general; but as a fufficient quantity of blood can- _ 
not fuddenly be obtained by leeches, or by cupping,

Whilft the blood is flowing from a vein, let the 
{tudent put his finger to the artery, and if he finds 
the pulfations lefs frequent, and the pulfe itfelf be- 
coming fuller and fofter under the touch; if he finds 
at the fame time the pain jn the affected part dimi- 
nifhed, and the cough lefs troublefome; he may 
be certain that he is right, and may with con- 
fidence repeat the bleeding, fhould a repetition be

Thefe anfwer a two-fold intention; by diminifh- 
ing the tenfion of the veffels, and by removing the 
fomes of the fever; for we have feen that fordes in 
the alimentary canal proves a powerful ftimulus to 
the arterial fyftem. | tea 

Such cathartics, therefore, muft be reforted to ; 
and although at firft they may increafe in fome . 
degree the general irritation, yet by the evacu- __ 
ation they will fink the pulfe. But in the pro-

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grefs of the difeafe emollient clyfters muft fupply 
their place. 

Practical authors will inform the ftudent, and ex- 
perience will confirm their obfervation, that in this 
difeafe dlifiers are highly. beneficial. 

They muit be large, and applied as near as pof- 
fible to the part affected, 

It is remarkable, that in pneumonia a large blif- 
ter Jeffens the number of pulfations more, after the 
veflels have been hes pate. than a copious 
bleeding. 

Cooling and attenuating hbeiaees muft, at the 
commencement of pneumonia, be adminiftered with 
a liberal hand. Such may be, the faline julep; the 
_ fp. mindereri (ammonia acetata) ; rofe-water, with 
nitre, vinegar, and fugar ; or the prefcriptions from 
€4 to go, in the clafs Demulcentia, may be taken 
from my Pdbyfician’s Vade Mecum, : 

The patient fhould be likewife plentifully fup- 
plied with barley-water, butter-milk, whey, and aci- 
dulated drink. 

He muft abftain from animal food and from fer- 
mented liquors. 

Thefe directions relate Fnerbatly to the five firft 
days of the difeafe, for if the fever has been fuffered 
to run high, fuppuration, or gangrene, or hydro- 
thorax, will then take place, and therefore bleeding 
would be injurious in the extreme. A near.approach 
to thofe dreadful terminations may be difcerned, by 
cefiation from pain, fhivering, cold fweat, and a 
weak intermitting pulfe. 

Should the patient about the third or fourth day 
{pit up a concoéted matter, bleeding would ftop 
this falutary evacuation; but fhould he either ex- 
pectorate pure florid blood, or fhould he relapfe 
after having been relieved fern the moft diftreffing 
fymptoms, “bleeding will be indifpenfably needful.

cially of bleeding, the ftudent muft be governed qe

Under proper management pneumonia fhould 
yield in ‘even days ; but fhould the diforcder be pro- 
tracted, it may either terminate abowe the fourtecath 
day in empyema, or produce a@ beétic with phthifis 
pulmionalis. , 

When expe@oration comes on, the fulphur elec- 
tuary recommended in catarrh, or any of the for- 
mule from 48 to 51% of expefforantia in my com- 
pendium; may be added. 

I have never had an opportunity of trying the me- 
thod of cure recommended by Dr. Hamilton of 
Lynn, who, after bleeding and having emptied the 
bowels by clyfters and gentle purgatives, gives calo- 
mel and opium twice or three times a day.. To 
thefe he fometimes adds camphor and tartarized 
antimony. 

From obferving the effects of atmofpheric air, 
when either foperoxygenated, or when mixed with 
azotic air,.as adminiftered under the fkilful direc- 
tion of Dr. THorwton, | am perfuaded that the 
infpiration of either @zetic of hydrogen, or of car- 
bonic acid air, mixed in due proportion with common 
air, may be highly beneficial in cafes of pneumo- 
nia. 

“This opinion has been confirmed by the fuccefsful © 
practice of my friend, and by the experiment which 
Dr. Garnett tried upon himfelf, when he felt the 
fymptoms of Pneumonia, after hard exercife in a 
frofty air, fuch as flufhing of countenance, dry 
cough, tightnefs on the breatt. and difficulty of 
breathing , all which were relieved by infpiring ful- 
phurated ‘hydrogen gas, procured from hepar ful- .

but the medical pra¢titioner needs no fuch diftinc- 
tions where the indications are the fame. . What, 
therefore, has been delivered on pneumonia is equally 
applicable to carditis and peritonitis.

For the indications of cure 1 muft refer the ftu- 
dent to what has been faid on ative inflammation. 

But as twelve hours may bring the patient to his 
grave, it is evident that no time is to be loft in dimi- 
-nifhing the tenfion of the veffels in the moft fpeedy 
and effectual manner, which is by copious bleeding. 

To this the fmallnefs and hardnefs of the pulfe 
will be no objection; for it will become fofter and 
fuller by the lofs of blood. 

A blifter fhould be applied to the region of the 
ftomach. 

Emolilient clyfters muft be sniectea é often, and if 
the itomach will receive them, deimulcents fhould 
be given in abundance. 

The nature of the acrimony, if acrimony fhould 
be the caufe, muft be underftood, and its antidote 
mult be applied. 

In cafe of mechanical injury demulcents mutt be 
adopted, whilft whatever can irritate muit be care-. 
fully” avoided.

Blitters muft be applied to the right fide on the 
region of the liver, and all the directions oiven 
above for the cure of aétive inflammation mutt be 
ftrictly obferved. 


Doctor Darwin fays, that when inflammations of 


the liver are fubdued to a-certain degree by vene- 
fection, with calomel and other sentle purges, fo 
that the arterial energy becomes “weakened ; four 
or eight grains of iron filings, or of falt of fteel with 
the Peruvian bark, have wonderful effect in curing 
“the cough, and reftoring the liver to its ufual fize 
and fanity. Zoonomia, vol. 2. p. 723. 

The natural tendency of inflammation in the liver, 
is, to fuppurate; and fhould this take place, the dif- 
charge may be, by the lungs, by the inteftines, by 
the cavity of the abdomen, or through the perito- 
nzum to the furface of the belly. 

In thefe cafes hectic enfues, and the patient with- 
out affiftance dies. 

When the inflammation is on the convex furface 
of the liver, the effort of nature to relieve herfelf is, 
to form an adhefion with the peritonaum,, that the 
may difcharge the pus externally, then to granulate 
new fiefh, and heal the wound. 

In this, her efforts muft be affifted by. fomenta- 
tions, and the abfcefs muft be opened by the lancet. 

To fupport the powers of life during the fuppu- 
ration, the Peruvian bark muft be freely ufed; and 
the dofe mutt be increafed to the utmoft the ftomach 
can endure. 

Should 
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Should a fchirrus be formed in the liver; a ger- 
tle falivation, continued for a length of time, will 
often prove fufficient to remove it.

Tue fymptoms are, Pyrexia; tenfion, heat, tu- 

mour, and pain, in the left hypochondrium, increafed 
by prefiure.

The proximate caufe and the indications of cure 

mutt be derived from what has been above delivered 
_ generally of inflammation. 

The ftudent muft be guided by the pulfe; and 
judeing of any cafe that may occur, whether it be- 
longs to the /henic or afthenic diathefis, he mutt 
conduct himfelf accordingly ; adopting, in the for- 
mer inftance, bleeding with the antiphlogiftic regi- 
men; whilft in the latter he muft have recourfe to 
tonics. ~- , 


Genus XV. NEPHRITIS. 


Inflammation of the Kidneys. 


Tue fymptoms are, Pyrexia; pain in the region 
of the kidneys, and fhooting along the courfe of the 
ureter; drawing up of the tefticle; numbnefs of the 
thigh; vomiting ; urine, commonly of a deep red 
colour, but pale and colourlefs as the difeafe in- 
creafes, is difcharged very often, and both with pain 
and difficulty ; coftivenefs, and fome degree of colic; 
pulfe frequent, hard, and fmall. 

The proximate caufe and natural termination are 
the fame as of inflammation in general. 


The 
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The occafional caufe may be, either heat or cold; 

it may be, either fome acrid fubftance a¢ting on the 

kidneys, or fome external injury; but it is ufually 

the irritation of calculi, which may be either in the 
kidney itfelf, or in the ureters. 

As the tendency is to fuppuration, it admits: of 
bleeding with the antiphlogiftic regimen; and calls 
for emollient clyfters, not merely. to evacuate the 
bowels, but as a warm fomentation to the part. 

When the pain is great, and has been long con- 
tinued, tinéture of opin may be added to the cly{- 
ters.

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For the curé I muft refer the ftudent, as in the 
preceding article, to my obfervations on the order, 
reminding him at the fame time, that the internal 
furface of the bladder is {eldom ulcerated, although 
we have often a purulent difcharge arifing from the 
excitement of the mucous membrane. 

_ Hence it appears, that the demulcent plan of cure 
is to. be preferred to venefection. 


Genus XVI. Hysreritis. 
Inflammation of the Womb. 


THe fymptoms are, Pyrexia ; heat, tenfion, tu- 
mor, and pain, in the hypogaftrium ; pain in the 
os uterl, when touched; vomiting; delirum; and 
ftarting of the tendons.

CAUSES OF RHEUMATISM AND DISTINCTION 
OF SPECIES. _ 


RueumaTism feems to acknowledge the fame 
proximate caufe with the preceding genera, and to 
require nearly the fame indications of cure, But 
doctor Darwin thinks, and his opinion appears to 
be well-founded, that rheumatic inflammation is not 
a primary difeate, but the confequence of morbid 
action tranflated from one part of the fyftem to 
another. 

It is diftincuifhed into acute and chronic. 

The acute rbeumati ifm is preceded by fhivering, 
heat, thirft, and frequent pulfe; after which the pain 
commences and foon fixes on the joints. 

The predifponent caufe muft be fought for in rich 
blood, full veffels, anda rigid fibre. 

The occafional caufe may be, either the fudden 
application of cold, with reft, after long continued 
heat and exercife, in conftitutions not accuftomed to 
fuch changes; or it may be the fudden application 
of heat and ftimulants after long continued cold. 

Ic differs from other inflammation in as muchas, 


1. It terminates neither by fuppuration nor Y 
gangrene. 

2. It is apt to wander, and being driven from one 
part it occupies another. 

3. It attacks fimilar parts at the ails time. 

4. The attendant fever obferves the quotidian 
type, with exacerbations and increafe of pain during 
the evening and the night.

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INDICATIONS OF CURE IN ACUTE RHEUMATISM,. 


‘Turse may be taken generally from the indica- 
tions which refpect the order, and which the ftudent 

muft confult. 

But to what has been.there delivered, I fhali here 
fubjoin more particular directions. 

This being a difeafe of the fthenic diathefis, does 
“not merely admit of, but calls for, bleeding and the 
antiphlogiftic regimen to its full extent. 

The practice of Dr. Clarke, of Edinburgh, was 
to confine his patients to their bed, where he kept 
them in a coéntinued fweat for 48 hours; but Dr. 
Whyct adopted a different pied, by which he never 
failed to cure. 

He bled frequently with numerous leeches applied 
to the joint affected ; he cleanfed the alimentary ca- 
- nal by refrigerant cathartics. and he put occafion- 
ally a blifter to the part, forbidding at the fame 
time the ufe of animal food and of fermented li- 

uors. 

This method I have found fuccefsful; but with 
it I always join {mall dofes, repeated every morning, * 
of antimonial powder. 

‘The late Dr. ForHercinn gave great quantities 
of Peruvian bark on the firft remifMfion; but Dr. 
SAUNDERS, very judicioufly improving on this prac- 
tice, gives It immediately on the firft attack: and, 
confidering that acute rheumatifm aflumes the quo- 
tidian type of intermittents, 1 am inclined to think 
favourably of his practice. | 

I am much pleafed likewife with the method of 
cure recommended by Dr. Hamilton. He-begins 
with bleeding, then empties the bowels, and after 

that 
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‘that gives calomel with opium twice or thrice a 
day. 

Were I to adopt the fweaing nee from Dr. 
Clarke, I fhould conduct it, with Dr. Hamilton, by 
opium, tartarized antimony, camphor, and calomel 
united. 


SECTION Ill. 
OF CHRONIC RHEUMATISM. 


Tue chronic rheumatifm has pain in the joints 
without Pyrexta. 
It is diftinguifhed into two fpecies, 


1. Lumbago, affecting the loins. 
2. lichias, or Sciatica, affecting the hip. 


It is a difeafe of the afthenic diathefis, attended by 
palenefs, diminifhed appetite, relaxation, debility, 
and torpor in the fyfiem. 

It may be, either the baftard offspring of the 
acute, bearing the fame relation to it as Typhus does 
to Synocha; or it may originate in {trains and vio- 
lent exertions. 

The pains in acute Sbaraciieh are increafed by 
heat, but thofe of the chronic are increafed by co/d.

INDICATIONS OF CURE IN CHRONIC RHEUMATISM. 


Tue indication of cure is fimply to fupport the 
vital energy of the fyftem in general, and more ef- 
- pecially of the part affected. 

To anfwer this intention, a generous diet, with 
wine and exercife, will be effentially needful. 

Mercurials, with the volatile tinéture of guaia- 

cum, 
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cum, by perfeverance, may be regarded as infallible 
in this difeafe. | 

. Of the tincture, one dram is fufficient for a dofe, 
to be repeated three times a day, or oftener, as oc- 
cafion may require. 

Calomel, from two to five grains going to bed, 
may be given, either alone or in combination with 
opium and tartarized antimony.

It feems to have fome relation to Neuroszs, a 
clafs of difeafe to be confidered in its place. .

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too remarkable to efcape the obfervation of pratti- 
tioners, for they muft have noticed, 


1. That the latter is almoft univerfally introduced 
by fymptoms of the former. 

2. That the fame organ, the ftomach, is the feat 
of both. 

3. That both require the fame indications to ef 
fect a cure. 


It has been doubted, whether the latter is here- 
ditary; and a phyfician of eminence, with the moft 
benevolent intention, has laboured to fupport the 
negative. I am inclined to think that, ftrictly 
fpeaking, he is right; becaufe the difeafe itfelf is. 
not inherited: but, at the fame time, it muft be 
confeffed, and he would be ready to acknowledge, 
that the difpofition to both gout and dy/pepfia are 
tranfmitted from parents to their offspring. 

The predifpofition may be tranfmitted, but if the 
occafional caufe is wanting there 1s no difeafe. ' 

The'inflammation of gout is evidently an effort 
of nature to relieve herfelf; yet not, as many have 
imagined, by cafting off a peccant humour ; becaufe 
when a regular periodical fit has fpent its rage, and 
left the patient with a comfortable hope of freedom 
from diftrefs and pain for fix, twelve, or four-and- 
twenty months to.come, the application of any de- 
bilitating power, fuch as intemperance, fatigue, ex- 
ceflive evacuations, cold and humidity, or even the 
paffions of the mind, will fuddenly bring back all the 
fymptoms, with the fame degree of violence and 
duration, as if no previous fit had happened. 

But whilft it is thus demonftrable, that nature 
does not relieve herfelf by cafting off a morbific 
matter; it will not be eafy to trace her footfteps, 
and: precifely to point out the manner in which fhe 


accomplifhes her purpofe, 
We 
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We cannot but obferve, that the pain and inflam- 
mation of the gout produces cheerfulnefs and. free- - 
dom from all the fymptoms of dyfpepfia. . But be- 
_yond this we are not able yet to proceed. 


SECTION II. 


INDICATION OF CURE IN TONIC OR. INFLAM-= 
MATORY GOUT. 


_ Ir itis allowed, that pain and: inflammation ‘are 
the means made ufe of to relieve the habit from 
more. dangerous and diftreffing fymptoms, it mutt 
be evident, that thefe fhould be fupported. 

And, as we have nothing here to apprehend Fach 
fuppuration or from gangrene, it muft be clear, that 
we have the lefs inducement to haften refolution. 
Yet, as pain and inflammation have a tendency to 
exhautft the vital powers, thefe muft be kept within 
proper bounds. 

To fulfil thefe intentions, little more is needful 
than to liften attentively to the voice of nature. 

To bleed is hazardous in the extreme, and to 
give cathartics is far from fafe; cold is injurious, 
and every part of the refrigerating: plan has a.ten- 
dency to convert the inflammatory into the atonic 
gout. 

Yet to force the appetite with fpices, or, under 
the idea of keeping the gout from the ftomach, to 
drink a great quantity of wine, is adding fuel to fire, 
which may perhaps burn too fiercely at the time. 

The body fhould be kept moderately open; the 
part affected fhould be wrapt in flannel, and gentle 
perfpiration fhould be carefully encouraged.

Gout has been incidentally cured, whilft in ne- 
phritic cafes gouty patients have taken aqua me- 
phitica alkalina. Neither need this excite our won- 
der, when we confider that gout and gravel are 
kindred difeafes, and that the elements of urinary 
and of gouty concretions are the fame, for both con- 
tain calcareous earth and phofphoric acid. By a 
double eleétive attraétion, the alkali combines with 
the phofphoric acid, and the carbonic acid is taken 
up by the calcareous earth.

OF PRESERVATIVES FROM GOUT. 


Various fpecifics have been recommended to the 
public, and have attracted attention for a time; but 
in the iffue they have all been proved to be either 
dangerous, or, at leaft, inadequate to the purpofe for 
which they were intended. 

The effect of bitters, if long continued, is to de- 
{troy the vigour of the conftitution; but bark and 
fteel, if joined with regular exercife and ftriét tem- 
-perance, may be ufed ‘with fafety, and bids fair, by 
obviating the predifponent caufe, either to prevent 
the return of gout or to render it kindly,

| tion, becaule fuch is the confiftency of the plan pur- 
fued by nature in ber efforts for relief ; fuch the unity 
‘of dejign in all the laws, to which the fyftem is made ’ 
fubjet? ; fuch the analogy between difeafes, although of 
different orders; that of thefe, every one throws light 

upon the reft. . 

Whenever febrile eruption appears upon the fkin, 

it will be of greater importance’ to determine, what 

_ isthe nature of the attendant fever, than to afcertain 
the name of the difeafe.. To this fever theattention 
fhould be turned, becaufe from hence principally 
the indications of cure muft be taken. 

Should the fever be typhoide, tonics and cordial 
ftimulants, in every cafe of exanthemata, will be 
needful; but fhould the fever be Synocha and run 
high, the antiphlogiftic plan muft be preferred: yet 
in both moderation and a quick difcernment are re- 
quired. )

On the third day commonly, fometimes on the - 
fourth or fifth, the eruption makes its appearance 
in red fpots on the face; and during the two fuc- 
ceeding days, whilft thefe from pimples become 
puftules, the body and the legs receive their por- 
tion. 

Krom this time the fever ceafes; the puftules. 
fill, each furrounded with a margin of a florid hue; 
the face begins to fwell; and on, or befote, the 
eighth day, from the eruption, the puftules come to 
their maturity. 

At this period the fwelling of the face fubfides ; 
both the hands and feet begin to fwell; and the fe- 
condary fever, equally benign, under proper ma- 
nagement, with the eruptive, comes on, but foon 
declines again. . . 

In the confluent fmall-pox the fever is evidently 
typboide. All its preceding fymptoms are violent, 
and are attended, fometimes by delirium in adults, 
or commonly by ftrong epileptic fits in children. _ 

The eruption always appears on the fecond or 
third day from the attack; and the fever never 
ceafes, although it fuffers fome remiffion, for two or 
three days after the eruption has appeared. 

The eruptions, frequently preceded by an eryfi- 
pelatous efflorefcence, are numerous, fmall, never 
pointed, but flat and filled, not with good matter, | 
but with either water, degenerated pus, or blood and 
ichor. 

A falivation follows, and the throat is fore. 

Inftead of the red circle round the puftules, which 
makes active inflammation, we obferve the {kin, 
where it can be feen, pale and flaccid, and when 
the puftules burfl, the exuding matter forms black 


crufts, 
The 
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The fluids often fhew putrefcency; petecdia, 
that is black or livid {pots, are feen among che puf- 
tules ; eryfipelatous velicles appear, under which the 
‘fkin is difpofed to gangrene; and fometimes bloody 
urine is difcharged. 

It is on the eleventh day that the patients gene- 
rally die; yet fome furvive till the fourteenth, and 
others to ‘the feventeenth, day of the difeafe. 

It is the fecondary fever ufually that proves fatal 
in the fmall-pox. For fuppofing the fever not to 
have been originally typhoide, but Synocha with 
ftrong vafcular excitement, the puftules will be nue 
merous, and the active inflammation will be confi-~ 
derable. This naturally tends to exhauft the vital 
‘energy and to induce debility. But when the fup- 
purated cruft is extenfive on the furface of the body, 

independent of abforption which produces hectic, 
the irritation there, which always bears proportion 
to the furface, will not park by conient of parts, 
increafe the irritabilicy of the heart, and keep up 
the fecondary fever, but, by exhaufting thespowers 
of life, convert a Synocha to Typhus.

SECTION IL. 


THE HISTORY OF INOCULATION. 


THE fmall-pox, fo deftructive to preceding ge- 


nerations, is now, under proper management, no | 


more to be dreaded than fire on the hearth. 

For this change we are indebted to incculation, 
introduced at the commencement of the prefent 
century by Pylarini, an eminent practitioner of {taly, 
who being then refident at Conftantinople, fent to 
our Royal Society the firft account both of the 
operation and its effects on the inhabitants of that 


metropolis. 
By 
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By his relation it appears, that to them originally 
the practice had been derived from Greece, where 
it was found not in the hands of phyficians, but of 
the peafants. 

And by a fubfequent account, tranfmitted to. the 
fame fociety by Timoni, A. D. 1713, it is evi- 
dent, that the Circaffians and Georgians had been 
long in.the habit of performing this kind office for 
their female children, in order to preferve their 
_ beauty... Their principal intention was, however, 
to increafe their value, when, at the age of matu- 
rity, they were to be fold to the Turkith officers. 

A. D. 1717, the fon of Wortley Montague, then 
at Conftantinople, was inoculated, and Lady Mary, 
on her return to England, introduced the practice 
in our iffand, hehehe was firft tried on the male- 
factors then in Newgate under fentence of death, 

‘In confequence of the propitious iffue of that ef- . 
fay, it was adopted by the royal family. 

Dr. Jusin, Phyfician to the Court, having ob- 
ferved, fo early as the year 1722, that, inftead of 
one in five, the ufual proportion loft by the natural 
{mall-pox, not more than one in ninety failed under 
inoculation; he communicated the information to 
the public, eave a defcription of his practice, and 
firmly eftablifhed it in Britain. 

For the modern improvement in the treatment of 
this difeafe, we are indebted to Mr. Sutton, who 
taught us the benefit of the antiphlogiftic regimen. 

This information, I imagine, was deca about 
A.D. 1760 from America, where they conftantly, 
before the infertion of the matter, cleanfed the ali- 
mentary canal by antimonials and mercurials. — - 

The American practitioners reftricted their pa- 
tients chiefly to a vegetable diet, and inftead of 
confining them to bed, permitted them to walk in 
the open air, and by no means fuflered them to 
approach a fire, .

Tue fcope of all their preparations was to mo- 
derate the eruptive fever, becaufe they always ob- 
ferved a proportion between it and the eruption ; 
and faw clearly, that the fecondary fever, from 
which they had moft to apprehend, was governed 
by the number of the puftules. é 

The idea formerly and univerfally received was, 
thar a certain quantity of variolous matter exifted in 
the blood to be concoéted and expelled by the erup- 
tive fever. 

This opinion is now univerfally exploded, ex- 
cepting fome villages, more efpecially in Cornwall, 
where they continue to give brandy, or, in the place 
of brandy, with aftonifhing fimplicity, they fubfti- 
tute gin and gunpowder. 

They conceive, that a ponderous load vis to be 
heaved, and, confidering that in their mines they 
have no agent fo powerful as gunpowder, they ad- 
minifter it to patients on the firlt appearance of the 
fmall-pox, and exult when the fkin is covered with 
a multitude of puftules. 

That the ‘benefits derived from inoculation de- 
pend upon keeping down the eruptive fever, and 
thereby diminifhing the burden’ on ‘the furface of 
the body, is ftrikingly evinced by one inftance, 
among a thoufand that might be mentioned. It is 
recorded by Dr. Mudge. 

Mr. Sutton, in the vicinity of Plymouth, i inocu- 
lated a lady, who on the third day after the com- 
mencement of the Synocha, had five or fix red 
pimples, which formed gradually into puftules. 

During the progrefs of the difeafe, as fhe fat at 

table, 
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table, fhe expreffed uneafinefs, and wifhed to have 
ftronger evidence, than yet appeared, that fhe had 
the {mall- pox. Mr. Sutton told her, that the had 
only to eat a portion of hare, which was on the table; 
and drink one glafs-of wine, and fhe would have 
fafficient evidence to fatisfy her mind: 

She accepted the propofal ; the fever increafed ; 
and the fmall-pox, from being di/crete, became con- 
fluent. 

Sutton then took fright, and delivered her to the 
- care of Drs. Mudge and !Huxham, by whofe watchful 
ne fhe was carried fafely through the fecondary 
ever, 


SECTION IV. 
. THE CONDUCT OF INOCULATION; 


Tue practice of Sutton, as improved by Baron 
Dimspate, is highly interefting ; becaufe, if it does 
not reveal the arcana of fever, ior trace them to 
their moft recondite receffes, at leaft it diffufes much 
- light upon the fubject. 

The Baron, by way of preparation, recommends 
from five to eight grains of calomel, combined with 
as much compound | powder of crab’s claws, to which 
he adds tartarized antimony er. 4, to be taken at 
going to reft, and to be purged off in the morning 
with Glauber’s falts. 

This cathartic procefs he generally repeats three 
times, at the diftance of three or four days, priot 
to inoculation; and as foon as the inflammation of 
the wound appears, he gives about half the former 
dofe of calomel and crab’s claws, with one tenth of 
a grain of tartarized antimony. 

He commonly forbids the ufe of wine, and res 
ftrains the robuft to a vegetable diet, £7 

¢ 
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* He recommends cool air, and is careful to keep 
the paffage of the bowels free. 

By thefe means he bridles the fever and governs 
it at pleafure, infomuch that'his patients never lofe 
either their appetite or fleep. 

It muft not be imagined, that mercurials act as 
an antidote to the variolous poifon, any further than 
as, by removing vifcid mucus, bile, worms, and 
acrid fordes, from the inteftines, it becomes a febri- 
fuge. 

Is it not from hence, and from all our obferva- 
tions on the procefs of inoculation, palpably evident, 
that the fomes of fever is in the alimentary canal ? 

If, in the progrefs of the inoculated fmall-pox, | 
there fhould appear fymptoms of great debility, re- 
courfe is had to wine, to animal food in moderate 
quantity, or even to more active ftimuli..

OF THE TREATMENT IN THE NATURAL SMALL-POX, | 


From obfervations, which I have had an oppor- 
tunity of making in different parts of Europe, for 
more than thirty years, I am convinced, that the . 
treatment above defcribed is equally applicable: to 
the inoculated as to the natural fmall-pox; and I 
have the fatisfaction to find, that practitioners of dif- 
tinguifhed abilities are of the fame opinion. | 

The firft attention, therefore, in the natural fmall- 
pox, muft be to regulate the eruptive fever ; and, 
fuppofing this to be a Synocha, with fymptoms of 
{trong vafcular excitement, it muft be moderated. 


This may be accomplifhed. 
1. By removing acrid fiumulki from the inteftines 3 
pe becaule, 
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becaufe, as I have ftated, thefe, by confent of parts, 
increafe the irritability of theheart. 

For this purpofe we ufe emetics and cathartics. 

Of emetics I can fay with Sydenham, “¢ Szepe mi- 
ratus fum, dum forté materiam vomitu rejectam ali- 
quando curios¢ contemplabar, eamque neque mole 
valde {pectabilem, nec pravis qualitatibus infignem; 
qui factum fuerit ut agri tantum levaminis exinde 
fenferint ; nempe vomitu peracto, fava illa fymp- 
tomata, naulea, anxietas, jactationes, fafpirialuctuofa, 
lingue nigreco, &c. que et ipfos excruciarant 8 ad- 
ftantes perterrefecerant, mitigari folent ac folvi, 
-quodque morbi reliquum eft eSujzws tolerari.” 

Cathartics have a two-fold operation, for they not 
only cleanfe the bowels, but, as evacuants, they di- 
minifh the activity of the fancuiferous fyftem, and 
obviate its inflammatory ftate. Of thefe calomel 
deferves the preference, and may be given daily 
during the eruptive fever. 

o ‘By the antipblogifiic regimen. 

For this purpofe the patient muft be expofed to 
the action of a cool and refrefhing air; hemuft 
avoid animal food with fermented liquors; he muft 
have acids ; he muft bathe his legs in tepid water, 
and if, notwithftanding thefe precautions, the erup~ 
tive fever fhould run high, with a full, ftrong, hard, 
and frequent pulfe, blood muft be taken from a 
vein ;. after which either the antimonial powder or 
‘tartarized antimony muft be given in naufeating 
dofes; which will both cleanfe the firft paflages and 
kéep up a perfpiration on the fkin. 

But tuppofing, that inftead of Synocha, with 
fymptoms of ftrong vafcular excitement, the erup- 
steve fever fhould incline to Typhus, with a frequent 
and contracted pulfe, proftration of ftrength, deli- 
rium, or other fymptoms of diforder in the nervous 

| | fyftem,

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Ay ftem, i in this cafe the indication will be, to fupport 
the powers of life. 

This purpofe, :as.already ftated. in; Typhusjand 
paffive inflammation, may, be an{wered by cordial 
ftimulants, with tonics and aftringents, fuch.as, aro- 
matics, bitters, wine, brandy, opium, and the Peru- 
vian bark, with this precaution, that, the ftomach 
mutt firft be cleared. by an. emetic. 

In addition to thefe general, remarks, i it is pro- 
per to remind.the ftudent, that he mutt obviate any 
tendency to putrefaction, not merely by, the means 
already fpecified, but by acids, and more efpecially 
by emptying, .as far as the ftrength ot the patient 
will admit and o¢cafion may require, either by. ca- 
_thartics, or by laxative clyfters, that. grand ftore- 
houfe of putrefactive matter, the alimentary canal. 

When the eruption has appeared, a watchful at- 
tention is required, a8 well to its, progrefs, as to. the 
ftate of the pulfeyand to, the ftrength and: {pirits of 
. the patient. 

Should the puftules flatten, and the powers of 
nature be infufficient to bring forward the eruption ; 
_fhould fainting, coldnefs, tremor, with other nervous 
fymptoms, fupervene ; thefe, with the pulfe and {pi- 
rits of the patient, will plead for cordial ftimulants, 
fuch as, aromatics, wine, bitters, volatile alkali, 
opium, the Peruvian bark, and blifters. 

In fuch circumftances, Dr. Whytt, after bathing 
the legs in. warm water, was accuftomed to. pre- 
icribe the following:

To this, in cafe of Petechiz, he added elixir of 
vitriol, from ten to twenty drops for every dofe, 

When vifcid mucus accumulates in the throat, 
detergent gargles muft be reforted to, and vinegar 
of fouills, 1 in the dofe two drams united with twice 
the quantity of cinnamon-water, may be given two — 
or three times a day. 

A fuppreffion of urine is fometimes removed by 
expofing the patient to cold air; and in cafe of 
bloody urine, tincture of rofes and fpirit of vitriol 
mutt be mixed with every ching he drinks. 

Should delirium occur, the ftudent muft confult 
what has been delivered on that fubject under Sy- 
nocha and Typhus. 

In cafe of reftlefinefs and want of fleep, if there 
fhould be fymptoms of debility, give opiates; but 
fhould the fymptoms be thofe ‘of vafcular excite- 
ment, you muft have recourfe to evacuants, cool air, 
and acidulated drinks. 

In the decline of the eruption, when the fecond- 
ary fever follows, the attention of the practitioner 
mutt be perfectly awake. 

Should this fever difcover fymptoms of vafcular 
excitement, he muft conduct himfelf as in the fimi- 
_ jar eruptive fever, with this caution, that he mutt 
not be too hafty with his lancet, left he fhould be 
overtaken by a Typhus.. Cool air, acids, and ca- 
thartics of the refrigerant order, will in moft cafes 
fuperfede the neceffity of bleeding. 

Should the fecondary fever be a ‘Typhus, the di- 
reétions already given on that fubjett will be fuffi- 
cient. 

To them, therefore, I muft refer the fen, 
however,. with this fhort memento, that, after he has 

given 
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piven ah emetic, his chief dependance mutt be on 
wine and the Peruvian bark. | 

Let the ftudent be more efpecially attentive to 
fupport the powers of life on the eleventh, four- 
teenth, and feventeenth days of the difeafe. 

With refpect to nutriment, the beft and moft 
agreeable, from the time of the eruption till the 
puftules maturate, is milk- porridge It is thus

METHOD OF CURE IN. THE MEASLES, ‘ 


_ For the treatment, it might be here fufficient to 
refer the ftudent to what has been delivered gene- 
rally in the Introduction to this order on eruptive 
fevers ; but in addition to this, a few hints may be 
ufefully given. 

Dr. Cuiven, apprehending inflammation of the 
lungs, ftrongly urges us to have recourfe to copious 
bleeding ;. but from all the obfervations | have had 
“an opportunity of making, I am inclined to think, 
‘that fuch a practice can be feldom beneficial, and 

not only may be, but is frequently injurious. I had 

- occafion to remark, when I was lately at Southamp- 
ton, that the duff coat, or inflammatory cruft, appear- 
ed upon the blood, even after the tenth or twelfth 
bleeding, when the patients funk and died under the 
lancet. Wik! 

The ftudent, therefore, muft be careful not to 
place too much dependance on this fallacious teft of 

inflammation, which not only depends upon various - 
circumftances at the time and in the act of venefec- 
tion, but is equally obferved in dropfy, the putrid 
fore throat, and the laft ftage of a confumption. 

It fhould be remembered, that active inflamma- 

gt j tion 
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tion can fubfift only with the fthenic diathefis, 
whereas at the end of meafles, when the inflamma- 
tory affection of the lungs is moft apprehended, it 
is not the fthenic, but the afthenic diathefis which 
prevails, with fymptoms not of ftrength but of de- 
bilit 

a the meafles, it is undoubtedly proper to abftain 
from: animal food and from fermented liquors, and 
to breathe cool air. Yet we fhould confine the pa- 
tient to his bed, and keep his body open with, ca= 
thartics of the refrigerant order, .

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SECTION I. 


HISTORY OF CASES. 


Ir never has occurred to me, to fee the miliary 
fever as an original difeafe. 1 have obferved it 
often in the cafe of lying-in women, and in patients 
who have been confined to warm rooms, taking at 
the fame time the moft cordial ftimulants. 


[I REMEMBER my own brother, fome thirty years 22% 
conceiting that he was ill, fent for Dr. A » who, 
after a variety of queftions, afked him, if he had never had 
any eruption on his fkin. . 

When the good old man had received an anfwer in the 
negative, he urged his patient to recollect again. On re- 
collection, my brother told him, that many years before he 
had an eruption, accompanied by a fweat of a ftrong and 
peculiar {mell. The Doctor immediately replied, “* Aye, 
there we have it; that was a miliary eruption, and you: 
never will enjoy your heaith till that eruption is reftored.” 

He confined my brother to his bed ; drew the curtains, 
fhut the door, ordered a fire to be made, and gaye him cor- 
dial ftimulants. : 

In a tew days a fever formed, and {mall red pimples were 
feen upon the breaft, which foon became white puftules, 
defquamated, and were fucceeded by frefh pimples. 


In this cafe the Doétor fucceeded to his wifhes: 
in another inftance he was not fo fuccefsful.

A apy of a delicate habit had been declared by one 
phyfician to be bilious, by another to be nervous; but re- 
ceiving no benefit from either, fhe fent for Dr. A a 
who fagacioufly informed her, that. they were both mif- 
taken, and that her diforder was the fyppreffion of a miliary 
eruption. With this idea he confined her to bed, as he had 
done my brother, and treated her precifely in the fame 
poate but without fuccefs, for no red pimples could be

Difappointed in his expectations, and alarmed at the fe- 
K 4. ver 
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ver which he had raifed, he fent her into the country, and 
ordered that fhe fhould drink afs’s milk; but in fix weeks 
fhe was fummoned back to town, where fhe underwent the 
difcipline a fecond times Yet, after peeping from day to 
day, without being able to difcover a fingle pimple, till the 
patience of thg hufband was exhaufted, the phyfician was, 
difmiffed, and Dr. Heberden was fent for. ‘ 

When he arrived, he drew back the curtains, ordered» 
_ the fire to be extinguifhed, threw up the fathes, railed 
againit the ufe of medicine, and told ber fhe wanted no- 
thing but a cook. This fudden tranfition gave her cold, 
with fever; fhe fent for Dr=James, who laughed at all her 
medical advifers. | 

She took his powder; received much relief; and from 
that time, abjuring both phyfic and phyficians, fhe has en- 
joyed, without the aid of medicine, that degree of health of 
which, her delicate conftitution was fufceptible.

2. Anginofa, attended by fore throat;.and_ this 
evidently is the Cywanche Maligna already mention- 
ed, ufually malignant but fometimes mild, with 
ulcers which Ayia: good pus and quickly heal. 


In the Memoirs of the->London Medical Society, 
we find a very interefting account of this difeafe by 
Dr. Sims, when It appeared as an epidemic in 
1786. | 
Ihe fymptoms were, 1. palenef and dejection ; 
9. naufea‘and bilious vomiting; 3. the fucceeding 
morning rednefs of the face, with eyes inflamed but 
not watery ; pulfe full and quick; throat fore. 

The third day the rednefs was at its height, and 
the fauces were coyered with a thick tenacious 
flough, arifing from a prodigious fecretion of tough 
mucus. 

The fourth day fimall ulcers were difcovered on 
the tonfils and velum pendulum palati. 

About the fifth day the {welling was the greateft, 
The mouth was then filled with phlegm of extreme 
tenacity, and a thinner. defluxion came from the 
noftrils. 

The fever at this time »vas. moderate, as were the 
heat, the thirft, the appetite. 

‘The patients coveted wine and porter, their belly 
was regular, and they flept weil. 

About the fixth day, many had laxative motions, 
and pafied by ftool a mucus fimilar to that which 
had been rejected from the mouth. All the fymp- 
toms mended gr adually, and vanifhed- on the | 


ninth 
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ninth day, by which time the ‘defire for wine had 
ceafed. 

In others, on the fourth or fifth day a great defi- 
piency began, nearly rifing to delirium, appearing 
with vacant ftare and incoherent fpeech; the pulfe, 
at the fame time, was quick, unequal, weak, fo as 
not to be counted, and fearcely to be felt, whilft 
the fkin was florid, but without perfpiration, and 
like a corpfe. 

The patient continued infenfible to the difcharge 
of urine and by ftool. 

In thefe circumftances, on the fucceeding day, he 
funk into the arms of death. 

Some had the angina without the fearlatina, others 
had the fcarlatina without the ufuaily attendant 
fymptoms of angina. | 

And others again had firft the fcarlatina, and, in 
a few days after it was gone, were attacked by an- 
gina with its attendant fever, | | 

Old people, with many who had been weakened 
by anxiety, funk under the fever, without vifible 
angina or fcarlatina, and died, with Petechiz and 
defipiency, without a ftruggle. 

In thefe the ftrongeft cordials produced no effect, 
and blifters did not rife. 


Dr. Sims, in the firft ftate of the difeafe, gave the 
following : 
R Tind. Rofar. un. 2: Syr. Limon. dr. 1, 
Sp. Vitriol, ott. 20. f. Hauft. o. hes, 
That is, 
‘Take tinéture of rofes two ounces; fyrup of lemons 


one dram; fpirit.of vitriol twenty drops, Made into . 
a draught, and taken every hour, | 


In this ftate he likewife gave a fufficient quantity 
of rhubarb and fal polychreft, in equal parts, to 


procure 
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procure two motions every day, and in cafe of nau-~ 
fea he ordered wine of ipecacuanha. | 

As the difeafe proceeded, he fubftituted decoction 
of the Peruvian bark for the tincture of rofes; and, 
if the pulfe were weak, he added aromatic confec- 
tion, with ftomachic tincture, and fpirit of vitriol ; 
not, however, omitting the rhubarb and fal poly- 
chrett. 

He gave meat every day, and wine in modera- 
‘tion, but not enough to weaken by intoxication. 

This practice he continued till the turn of the 
difeafe, when he diminifhed the cordial tonics, that 
he might avoid new fever. 

From what has been delivered, the ftudent may 
collect, that, in the management of fcarlet fever, 
he muft be guided chiefly by the pulfe, and adopt 
indications from Synocha or T’yphus, according to 
the fymptoms. ef debility or ftrength,

Genus XX VII. Dinivueae 


.. A FEVER attended by fucceffive eruptions of ve- 

ficles about the fize of almonds, which are filled 
with a yellowifh ferum, and in three or four aey3 
fubfide. 

The fever may be either Synocha or Po ee 

When Dr. -Cullen publithed his Nofology, he 
was inclined to omit Pemphigus, becaufe he had 
never met with it, and confidered every account de- 
livered refpecting it as obfcure. 

But in. the prefent day we can no longer doubt 
of its exiftence, as well characterized and eafily to 
be diftinguifhed from every other fpecies of eruptive 
fever. 

Dr, Dickson, of Dublin, is of opinion that 

Pemphigus 
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Pempbigus is not contagious; but Burferius, whilt 
he allows the validity of this remark refpecting the 
mild: fpecies, afferts, that the malignant {pecies is 
contagious, and he confiders that even in the mild 
fpecies a tendency to ‘putrefaction is conftant and 
confiderable. 
+) This agrees y with Dr. Cullen’s definition of the 
genus Typhus Contagiofa. | 

In the treatment of this difeafe no particular at 
tention 1s required to the eruption; becaufe the in- 
dications of cure are to be derived wholly from the 
fever, whether Synocha or Typhus. . To. thefe, 
therefore, i refer the ftudent, :

The Yaws. 


Roars reiembling rafpberries, or fometimes large 
and feabrous like the mulberry,’ growing out of va- 
rious parts of the body, chiefly near the groins. It 
is infectious, and may be propagated by moeulatinn. 
It begins with Pyrexia and the appearance of fpecks, 
which become {mall pimples, and gradually increafe 
till the decline of the difeafe. 

The fame perfon never has it a fecond time. — - 

This, with Dr. Cullen, I had placed in the clafs_ 
Cachexie; but, convinced by the arguments of Dr. 
Ludlow, of Jamaica; 1 have placed it among thofe 
cafes with which it has a more natural connexion. 

Dr. LupLow recommended a generous diet with 
diaphoretics for three weeks, or till the yaws no 
longer increafe either in number or in fize. He then 
falivates his patients for about ten days, till the fkin 
is clear, and concludes his operation by zthiops with 
gum guaiacum, 3

Tue parts moft fubject to hemorrhage are, fuch 
‘as _moft abound with blood-veffels winding and 
creeping near the furface, and covered only. by a 
feeble membrane. Such are the noftrils; the bron- 
chiz, the gums, the ileum, the rectum, and the 
uterus. 

The perfons moft liable to this complaint are thofe - 
who, with a foft fkin, have the fanguine tempera- 
ment, and it has been univerfally obferved, that hx- 
morrhage from the nofeattacks young people chiefly ; 
from the lungs, thafe who: have arrived at manhood ; 
from the rectum, principally thofe who are sudane 
ed in years; whilft bloody urine marks decrepit 
age. 

Spring and autumn are the feafons when we have 
~ moft to apprehend from the hemorrhagic effort. | 


SECTION 1. 


HAMORRHAGE DISTINGUISHED INTO ACTIVE AND 
PASSIVE. 


FLanioni teats may arife, either from increafed 
‘Momentum of the fluids, or from diminifhed refitt- 
ance 
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ance .of the folids; that is, either from augmented 
energy of action in the larger propelling veffels, of 
from lofs of tone in the ultimate branches of the 
arteries. 

Hence are derived two fpecies of ferotthaie, 
active and paffive, to be particularly confidered.

OF ACTIVE H#EMORRHAGE, 


In ative h@morrhage we commonly obferve; 
prior to the effufion of blood, a fenfe of coldnefs 
followed by fome degree of heat, thirft, and reft- 
lefthels, with the pulfe, frequent, flrong, and fome- 
times hard, 

The proximate caufe appears to be, energy of 
aétion in the larger propelling vefiels, with a de- 
termination to fome particular part of the fyftem, 
producing diftenfion of the veflels, and from this 
ftimulus, ftronger efforts of the vital principle to 
procure relief, till, from diminifhed tone, anaftomofis, 
or a rupture of the vefiels, a pafflage 1s made for the 
accumulated blood. 

The occafional caufe may be, violence of fevers 
{trong vafcular exertion, {pices, {pirits, and the fti- 
mutus of heat. 

The indication of cure in active hamorrhage 
is, to diminifh energy in the larger propelling vef- 
els, 

For this purpofe their tenfion muft be reduced 
by bleeding, by naufeating dofes of emetics, by the 
antiphlogiftic regimen, by acids, and by reft. 

This regimen, however, muft not be urged too 
far’; becaule hemorrhage, which at firft is active, 
may terminate as paflive with fymptoms of debility : 


and 
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and it muft always be remembered, that the energy 
and living power of an organ bears proportion to 
the quantity of blood which circulates through it. 
Cold water, and probably the inhalation of azotic 
air, and air furrounded by a frigorific mixture, are 
ufeful, but the moft fpeedy relief ftom haemorrhage 
is obtained by fainting. Dr. Ferriar gives the -in- 
fufion of digitalis with remarkable fuccefs, 

To prevent a return, recourfe muft be had to 
abitinence and exercife. |

OF PASSIVE HZAAMORRHAGE.,

In paffive heemorrhage the pulfe is foft and fee- 
ble, and the fymptoms of Pyrexia are wanting. 
This is the moft common fpecies in young fub- 
jects and in females. | | 
It may be induced, 


1. By all the caufes which diminifh the action of 
the folids. | 

2. By whatever either diffolves the crafis of the 
blood, or corrodes the folids, whether the acrimo- 
nious folvent be purulent, ichorous, gangrenous, 
cancerous, or {corbutic, 


The indication of cure is, to brace, ftrengthen, 
and reftore tone to the whole fyftem, and parti-- 
cularly to the extreme arteries. | 

With this intention, tonics and aftringents, with 
refrigerants externally applied, mnit be freely ufed. 

I have found a ftrong infufion of oak bark with 
quaffia and caffia lignea highly efficacious. Sir John 
Pringle, in cafes of Hemorrhage, ordered this appli- 
cation ; : :

SECTION YTV, 


A CAUTION TO AVOID MISTAKES, BETWEEN ACTIVE 
AND. PASSIVE HEMORRHAGES. | 


Ir is of importance for practitioners to avoid 
miltakes between active and paffive hemorrhage, 
becaufe, by treating the active affection as the paf- 
five fhould be treated, a critical evacuation may be 


checked, nature may be defeated in her efforts to re- _ 


lieve herfelf, dangerous difeafes may be induced, and 
the patient may be deftroyed by his phyfician. 

On the. other nand, by prefcribing for paélive 
hsemorrhage the medicines which would be proper 
in the active, the ftrength of the patient will be 
fpeedily exhaufted, the difeafe will be increafed, 
every difireffing fymptom will be aggravated, ahd 
the patient will be loft. 

To obtain clear and diftin@ ideas on this fubject, 
the younger ftudent muft carefully confider what 
has been delivered on active and paffive inflam- 
mation, and alfo the indications of cure in Synocha 
and Typhus. |

Or this order we have five genera ! ‘ 
Epiftaxis, Haemoptyfis, ee ppg 
and Menorrhagia. 


Genus XXIX. Eptsraxis. 


Tue fymptoms are, bleeding at the nofe, with 
pain or. fulnefs of the head, frequently preceded by 
piddinefs, fudden dimnefs af vifion, drowfinels, and 
itching of the nofe. 

It is the diforder chiefly of young people, who 
have a lax habit and debilitated fibre; of females, 
who have obftruéted catamenia; and of men, in © 
whom the piles have ceafed to bleed. 7

GENERAL REMARKS, 


Wuen this difeafe appears with the fthenic dia- 
thefis, the pulfe, by its ftrength and fulnefs, prior 
to the lofs of blood, will prove that it is an active 
haemorrhage. 

But when it is the difeafe of a lax habit and de- 
bilitated fibre, a foft and feeble pulfe will manifeft 
the hemorrhage to be paffive. 

It has been remarked, that patients who in early 
youth have been fubjeé to bleeding at the nofe, as 
they have advanced to manhood have been liable to 
fevere affections of the cheft, fuch as, {pitting of 
— blood, pleurify, and phthifis pulmonalis; and, in 
riper age have been attacked by piles, nephritic dif- 
eafes, and the gout. 

7 Innumerable 
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Innumcrable inftances are obferved of ‘vertigo, 
head-ach, phrenitis, convulfions, and epilepfy, being . 
removed by a fpontaneous bleeding at the nofe ; 
and, on the other hand, thefe difeafes, with apoplexy, 
and gutta ferena, are induced by a premature fup- 
_ preffion of this critical difcharge. | | 

A. bleeding at the nofe is falutary and critical in 
Synocha, when it happens either between the third 
and fourth, or on the feventh, day: but in Typhus, 
in heétic, and in dropfy, it is moft often fatal.

@BSERVATIONS ON PLETHORAs 


Unper the genus Epifaxis Dr. Cullen mentions 
two varieties, the Epifaxis of young people with 
fiens of arterial plethora, and the Epi/axis of old 
people with fiens of the venous plethora. 

With regard to arterial plethora there can be no 
room to doubt, that the ftrength and vigour of the 
fyftem is in proportion to the quantity of well oxy’ 
genated blood circulating through the arteries. ‘This 
will be evident to every one who confiders the na- 
ture of the animated fibre; for, as Dr. Brown 
has judicioufly obferved, when the veffels are dif- 
tended mechanically by the blood, that is, with 
— well oxygenated blood, this ftimulates the fibres to 
' contract with vital energy, the action and reaction 
are great, the contraction ftrong; all is activity, and - 
_all is vigour. | a os 

‘This ftate ‘of the veffels is properly their tone: 

And I well remember an apothegm of Dr. Cul- 
len’s, or at leaft one that he ufed frequently to quote, 
Pondus addit wobur ; that is, weight, or, in other 
words, fulnefs of the vefiels, gives ftrength. 


Suppofing 
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 Suppofing due circulation increafes ftrength, ge- 
neral plethora with increafed proportion of circus 
lating blood, as it produces univerfal vigour, cannot 
be the caule, proximate, predifpofing, or occafional, 
of paffive hemorrhage, which requires debility in 
the extreme vefiels for its production.

INDICATIONS OF CURE IN EPISTAXISs 


If thefe ideas are well founded, the indications of 
cure in the fpontancous epiftaxis of lax habits will 
be, to remove and to avoid the occafional caufes, 
and to ftrengthen the debilitated fibre. 

Thefe are the means of preventing the recurrence 
‘of epiftaxis. But when the difeafe is prefent, it 
may be, ftopped, if needful, byt the partial applica 
tion of cold, by mechanical preffure, by ftyptics lo- 
cally applied, futh as; blue vitriol, (cuprum vitriol- 
atum) or alum, and by acids united with, aftrin- 
pents. 

The mechanical preflure may be made by doffils 
of lint, introduced gradually to the Benerie? part of 
the noftrils. 

_Horrman relates the cafe of a young gentleman 
of a fanguine temperament and florid complexion, 
who, from frequent. and copious bleeding at the 
nofe, loft his ftrength, his appetite, and in fome de- 
eree his fight. 

The profeffor being: confilted, ordered, that for 
his common beverage he fhould take cold water 
from. the fountain, with’ tincture of rofes, fpirit of 
vitriol, and fyrup of barberries, keeping at the fame 
time his feet and body warm. 

In fourteen days the bleeding ceafed, nee when 


he had been nourifhed for fome weeks with ftrene

broth and jelly, he perfeétly regained his health and 
fight. 

“By thefe medicines the determination was hari 
ed from the internal to the external furface,. and a 
free per{piration, which, when copious, in cafes of 
hemorrhage, is a good omen, was reftored. 

For more particular obfervations on the caufe and 
cure of epiftaxis, fee the introduction to the order, 
and what has been delivered generally refpecting 
hemorrhage. ’ 


Genus XXX... H 2Moprysis. 


Tue pathognomonic fymptom is, coughing up 
florid, or frothy, blood. 

It ufually returns by paroxyfms, preceded com- 
monly by ftricture on the furface of the body, laffi- © 
tude, pain in the back, flatulence and coftiveneis, 
pain or heat with oppreffion on the: cheft, irritation 
m the larynx, and a faltifh tafte in the mouth. 

The perfons moft fubject to hemopryfis are, fuch 
as are flender in their make, with long necks and 
contracted cheft, of an irritable habit, fubje¢t in their 
early years to bleeding at the nofe. 

‘Thefe are more efpecially liable to it when they 
ceafe to grow, or from the age of five-and-twenty 
to five-and-thirty. |

OF THE CAUSES OF HAIMOPTYSIS. 


Tue occafional caufes may be, not only fpices,, 
fpirits, and the ftimulus of heat, but a too powerful 
exertion of the lungs, as‘in coughing, finging, and . 
blowing wind inftruments, or ftrong” “efforts in the 
expulfion of the faeces, 


It 
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It is promoted by fudden changes in the tempe- _ 
rature ofthe air, and by humidity ; hence it is moft 
common at the equinoétial periods. 

HorrMan fuppofes determination to the lungs, 
with impeded return of blood by the pulmonary 
veins, producing aneurifm and rupture in the arte- 
ries, to be the proximate caufe of hamoprtyfis, and 
thefe affections he conceives to be induced by fpaf- 
modic ftricture on the internal and external furfaces 
of the body. 

This may be eafily conceived ; but, when he in- 
treduces orgafm; ebullition, and turgefcence of the 
blood, arifing from increafed inteftine and expanfive 
motion of its fulphureous aero-etherial parts, as _ 
diminifhing and deftroying the fyftaltic and elaftic — 
power of the veffels, and thereby inducing congef- 
tion, diftenfion, rupture, I muft profefs, that 1 have 
no diftinct idea of his meaning.

©F THE SPECIES OF HAMOPTYSIS, 


Dr. Cutten enumerates five fpecies of hamop- 
tyfis : 

Plethorica, Violenta, Phthifica, Calculofa, and Vi- 
caria. ; : 


The vicaria, in my opinion, is clearly fymptom- 
atic, and, ftriétly fpeaking, therefore, fhoyld not be 
confidered as a {pecies, 

It is a curious effort of nature to relieve herfelf in 
cafes of obftructed catamenia, and is therefore named 
by Sauvage Hemoptyfis Catamenialis. — 

The indications of cure in this cafe will be pro-— 
perly confidered when we come te amenorrhea. 

For the mode of treatment in the plethorica, I

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mutft refer the ftudent to what I have already faid 
on plethora, in the preceding genus. 

Dr. Ferriar met with feveral cafes of hyfterical 
hemoptyfis, in which the quantity of blood eva- 
cuated was fix or eight ounces daily for a fortnight 
of three weeks fucceffively. With this evacuation, 


the’ pulfe was moderate, and there was globus hyf- 


tericus. The diforder became hyfteria, and no bad 
confequences followed. the hamorrhsge from the | 
lunes. See his Med. Hift. vol. If. ‘This cafe was 

eertainly from plethora. | 

The phihifica has no title to be a foecific term, as 
being either exprefive of the effect, or a fymptom 
of phthifis as the primary difeafe. . 

Hemoptyfis calculofa, by its appellation, marks the 
occafional caule to be calculi, chiefly calcareous, ~ 
formed in the Jungs ee and of this many 
inftances occur. 4 

Yet this caufe of the difeafe lies frequently con- 


cealed, till, in bodies which can with propriety be 


fubmitted to staan they are difcovered by the 
knife. | 


SECTION UL 
OF HA MOPTYSIS VIOLENTA. - 


Dr. Cutten has aac! that this fpeciés hap- 
pens to perfons of a delicate make, who are diftin- 
cuifhed for fenfibility and irrirability. 

- The predifpofing caufe, therefore is debility ; 3 
and it muft be remembered by the ftudent, that the 
numerous blood-veffels of the lungs, fpread: out near 
to the internal furfaces of the bronchial cavities, are. 
fituated in a loofe cellular texture, and covered by a 


‘tender membrane, fo as to be eafily expofed, either 


to anaftomofis or to rupture, W where debility pre- 


; vails. 


The 
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The occafional caufe may be heat, or violent ex- 
ertion, giving increafed momentum to_ the blocd in 
the veilels of the lungs, or it may be fome mecha- 
nical injury offered to the lungs themfelves. - 

From the proximate, the "predifpoting, and the 


occafional caufes, it will be clear, that the aritieatibws 
of cure fhould be, 


1. To avoid heat and violent exertion. — 

2. To promote a determination to the furface of 
the body.

aftringents, and by tonics.—And 

4. ‘By | living in a moift air. 


-Dr. Cutten, in all cafes of heemopty fis, condemns 
chalybeates and the Peruvian bark; but I have feen 
and had fufficient evidence of the Bicnieh advan- 
‘tages derived from both. | 

When my eldeft daughter. was five years old, me 
had an ltemoptyfis, for which I fent her to Bath, 
where fhe drank the waters for fix weeks, and re- 
turned to me in perfect health. And, when I my- 
felf was troubled with the fame complaint, Dr. 
CHar.Ton ordered for me a generous diet, with 
port wine and the Peruvian bark. 

From experience 1 am convinced, that fponta- 
heous hemoptyfis muft commonly be confidered as 
a paflive hemorrhage; and from this conviction, to 
patients of a delicate and irritable habit, unlefs par- 
ticularly contraindicated, I have given a ftrong in- 
fufion of oak bark combined with alum, pee and 

vitriolic acid. 

. Cheerfulnefs and the confidence of hope, as pow- 
erful tonics, are excellent remedies in this difeafe. . 

When, fays the learned Hoffman, we meet with 
young people of an irritable difpofition and great 
» anna with a full pulfe, we muft abftain from 

‘ Pe cordials, 
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cordials, volatile falts, and acrid purgatives; and 
muft give nitre, manna, tamarinds, and diluents, 
fuch as, goat’s whey, gruel, and barley-water. 

But when we obferve vifcidity, torpid bowels, a 
cold and humid temperament, with a relaxed habit, 
we mutt then give balfams, fpirit of fal ammoniac, 
and carminatives with martial tinctures. 

He particularly recommends, in all cafes, gentle 
aftringents to prevent relapfe. 

With regard to periodical hemoptyfis, he fays, 
“ Periodos fervantes morbi fomitem, ut plurimum babent 
fordium in prima corporis regione colluviem.” 

In fuch cafes, therefore, he prefcribed emetics 
and cathartics, and having in one inftance, after the 

exhibition of thefe, perfected the cure by fal. vol. 
oleof, gtt. 20, given in black cherry water every 
four hours, he thus accounts for this effect : “ Quia 
impenfiores fpafmos, eruptionis auctores, excipere folet 
debilitas ; et relaxatio, ad ftagnaticnem novam adeoque 
mducendum denuo fpafmum poftea anfam prabens, hec 
utique non melius poteft prefcindi, quam roborando partes 
atonid affetias, quod per cjufiaodi volatilia oleofa per- 
ficitur commodifimée. Vol. Il. p. 207. 

Here he afiumes debility, as the predifpofing 
caufe, and to remove it he approves of tonics. 

Should, however, hemoptyfis be attended by a 
phlogiftic diathefis, with fymptoms of ftrong vaf- 
cular excitement, the pulfe being full, frequent, 
hard, and the heat much increafed; in thefe circum- 

 ftances bleeding may be proper, with cooling Jaxa- 
tives, acidulated drinks, abfolute reft, and a vege- 
table diet. 

In fuch circumftances, tonics and aftringents can 
have no place; they muft be deferred till the dia- 
thefis thall be changed. 

‘Yet thefe are circumftances which do not fre- 
quently occur. . For this reafon, the treatment of 

| hamoptyfis 
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hemoptyfis recommended by the late Dr. Mar- 
RyYOT, who was diftinguifhed as a fuccefsful prac- 
titioner at Briftol, is not unworthy of attention. 

He fays, never bleed, but give for a dry vomit 
two erains of tartarized antimony, and, when naufea 
begins, expedite the operation by a folution of vi- 
triolated copper, two grains in water. After the 
operation, he always ordered halfa glafs of brandy, 

In chronic cafes, he gave balfam of copaiva, 
twenty drops morning and evening, with the follow- 
ing electuary, to be continued many weeks.

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INTRODUCTION. Betas 


To diftincuifh this difeafe from others, to hick 
it bears a ftriking refemblance, requires much ac- 
curacy of difcernment, and the moft minute atten- 
tion, becaufe all the fymptoms are equivocal. 

Emaciation is common. to tabes, to atrophy, to 
fevers of every fpecies, and to a variety of eines 7 
complaints. 

Of debility we may fay the fame. 

Cough is a very common fymptom, neither con- 
fined to this difeafe nor to catarrh, but to be ob- 
ferved in many others, arifing from confent between 
‘Various parts of the fy tm and the lungs. 

Such is the fympathy between the organs of ref- 
pirarion and the alimentary canal in its whole extent, 
that we have frequently a, cough produced by the 
ftimulus of acrid matters, mahiebhon acidities, bile, 
worms, or vifcid mucus, colleéted either in the 
ftomach or fmall inteftines, and fometimes by. af- 
carides, or even by the ufual irritation of feeces i in 
the rectum. 

Hectic is regarded by Dr. Cullen as an evidence 
of ulceration in the lungs; but it will not be diffi- 
cult to prove, that hectic is often prefent where 
there is no wiceration, and therefore no hd be 
abforbed. 

In confirmation of this we have a curious cafe of 
wopaista related by Dr. Hamilton, of Ipf{wich, to be 
hereafter particularly mentioned in its place. 

And in cafes of he&tic following nervous atrophy, 
as ftated by Dr. Whytt in his obfervations on ner- 
vous difeafes, there is no abiorption of pus. | 

Sir Clifton Wintringham judicioufly refers beétic 
fever, in the firft place, to circumftances obftruéting 
the paflage of blood through the lungs; fecondly 
to aRTENeRyS ; thirdly, to inanition.

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Dr. Home in his Principia Medicinz inquires, 
Ts there any heétic as a primary difeafe?” and he 


_ teplies, ‘I have feen many, where no vifcus was 
more difeafed than another: Multas mibi certe con- 
tigit vidiffe, ubi nullum vifcus pra alius, per totum 


morbi decurfum laborabat.. Neque fidem. bute opinioni 
derogant wifcerum obfirustiones, qua femper in cadave- 
vibus inveniuntur. Ejetius enum aque ac caufe funt 
febrium beéicarum.” 

E.ven in cales, in which there’ is pus to be ab- 
forbed, John Hunter has clearly demonftrated, that 
hectic is not. produced. . 

Dr. Darwin, in a letter to. Dr. AOD s, fays, 
that large abfcefies, as long as they are excluded 
from any accefs of air, occafion no beétic fever ; 
but; on their furfaces being expofed to the contact 
of the external air, by buriting, hectic fever is oc- 
cafioned in a very few hours. 

And Mr. Bell, an eminent Sinasary of Edin- 
burgh, indebted for his information to Dr. Monro, 
has delivered his fentimenss in fimilar expreffions, 
as appears in the fifth volume of the Medical Com- 
mentaries. 

To this eminent profeffor we have been ‘equally 
indebted for teaching furgeons to exclude the air 
from recent ,wounds. . : 

Yet even here it may be obferved, that it is not 
the air itfelf which produces hectic, but, as John 
‘Hunter has. fagacioufly remarked, in his Treatife oa 
Inflammation, hectic then commences when ab- 
icefles are put into that ftate, in which the contti- 
tution is to make its efforts towards a cure, which 
it is not able to accomplifh; for if the parts are well 
difpofed to heal, no hectic is produced. 

The appearance of purulent expectoration is like- 
wife equivocal; becaufe, even affifted by the ob. 


fervations of Dr. Cullen, and the experiments of

Mr. Charles Darwin, it is fometimes difficult, if not 
impoffible, precifely to diftinguifh the nature of the 
- expectoration. And Dr. Cullen himfelf, after all 
his obfervations and reafonings on the fubjeé, ter- 
minates at laft, by taking for granted, what he fhould 
have proved, that heétic fever always arifes from 
abforbed pus; and then haftily concludes, that the 
‘prefence of heétic is fufficient to demonftrate the at- 
tendant expectoration to be purulent. 

Were this indeed fufficient, he might have fpared 
himfelf the trouble of referring to the experiments 
of Mr. Darwin. 

But even fuppofing the expeétoration to be fuch, 
as in catarrh is frequently, towards the clofe, dif 
charged by the mucous glands of the noftrils; yet 
this will by no means prove that the lungs are ul- 
cerated. 

Hamoptyfis has already been-confidered as a genus, 
and cannot, therefore, be a fufficient evidence of 
phthifis. 

Diarrhea is the laft and concluding fymptom. 

When this appears, it will be too late to fettle 
our diagnofis. 

‘Since then ‘all the fymptoms, feparately confi- 
dered, are equivocal, and even when united have 
deceived the moft eminent profeffors, we mutt be 
careful] in the extreme not to make miftakes, 


SECTION ‘1, 
PHTHISIS MAY BE SYMPTOMATIC. 


INDEPENDENT of the preceding obfervations, J 
am inclined to think, that phthifis itfelf is fometimes 
fymptomatic, and therefore to be cured by attention 
to the primary difeafe: for inftance, protracted ca- 
tarrh, the hettica verminofa, tuffis ftomachalis, eshte 

. an 
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and amenorrhea, have been known to terminate in 
phthifis, and being cured, have left the patient free 
from all complaint. What I have therefore faid 
upon thefe particular difeafes, fhould be confulted 
_ by the ftudent. | 

It is well known, that violent, long continued, 
and frequently repeated, agitations of the lungs in 
coughing, whether that cough be idiopathic or 
fympathetic, will produce a ftrong determination to 
‘the cheft, with difeafed glands, hamoptyfis, and 
phthifis. : 

Hence it has frequently happened, that /pa/modic 
afthma, tuffis exanthematica, tuffis verminofa, and par- 
ticularly tuffis ftomachalis, improperly treated, have 
produced the very difeafe which the medical advifer 
_ Was anxious to avoid. 

I could give inftances of eminent phyficians, who, — 
in thefe difeafes, have loft their patients by a hafty 
and miftaken diagnofis; and of others, who, whilft 
they were curing ‘ufis ftomachalis, imagined they 
were treating a genuine phrhifis, arifing from tuber- 
cles and ulcers in the lungs. : 

Every practitioner muft have obferved phthifis 
arifing from amenorrhea, as the primary difeafe, and 
effectually relieved when the monthly evacuation has 
returned. 

In addition to what I have already faid on this 
fubject, I muft obferve, that Dr. S. CuapmMan, in 
his treatife on remittent fever, which aflumes the 
form of pulmonary beitic, or coufumption, gives us 
many curious and moft interefting cafes, in which 
the fymptoms of heétic and phthifis were removed 
by curing the remittent fever. | 

This he effected by the Peruvian bark. 

Scabies, fyphilis, and fcrophula, neglected or ill 
treated, may likewife terminate in phthifis, which, 

| unlefs 
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unlefg it has gone too far, may. be relieved by atteris 
tion to the primary difeafe. — 

‘I muft here alfo refer to the. fienjatohmatie phthifig 
‘which follows atropbia laéfantium, when either the 
fond mother fuckles her child too long, or when the 
hurfe, ftrueghag with poverty, has. wo children 
hanging at her breafts, although thé has tcarcely 
ftreneth enough to fuckle one. 

W ih refaee tothe cafes recorded by Dr. WaL- 
KER, of more than 200 patients at Leeds, who came. 
to him within two years, and in whom he attributes 
this difeafe to the ufe, or rather to the abtfe, of tea; 
the caufe afiened does not appear to me to have 
been adequate to the effect produced. For, fince 
the unfortunate American war, and the heavy duties 
impofed upon the poor to defray the expences of 
that war, the lower claffes in this diftri€, the Vale 
of Pewfey, more efpecially the women, and confe- 
quently they who are giving fuck, live chiefly upon 
tea, taking it four times a day ; yet no fuch atrophy 
nor fymptomatic phthifis has appeared. 

As, therefore, in fimilar circumftances, I can fay 
nothing from experience, I fhall be filent on this 
. fubject, and refer the ftudent to the cafes as they are 
_ related by Dr. Duncan in his valuable commentaries,

_ For the knowledge we have of tubercles, we-are 
indebted to the late Dr. Stark, whofe accurate in- 
veftigations have thrown full light upon this part of 
the pathology, and from his ineftimable work I have 
derived my information. phir 
Tubercles, whilft fmall, are always folid; when 
” large, they are fometimes fo. They approach to 
the hardnefs of cartilage, and when cut through, ap- 
pear fmooth, fhining, uniform. : 
No veffels are to be feen in them, even when, 
after injecting the pulmonary artery and -vein; they 
_ are.examined with a microfcope. 
_ ‘They are always in the cellular fubftances, never 
in the air-veffels, in which the extremities of the 
bronchial. ramifications terminate. 
They are at firft extremely fall, numerous, in 
clufters ; but never in the leaft indamed. “A 
_., When they become vomicz, it is always in the 
_ fuperior and pofterior part of the lungs, where they 
‘form ftrong adhtfions to the pleura. 
Vomicz, whofe cavity is lefs than -half-an inch, 
are quite fhut up; but thofe, which are larger, have 
one 


s 
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one or more ramifications of the bronchia opening 


into them, through which the matter fometimes 


makes its way into the trachea, and is then evacu- 
ated without rupture of the vomicz. 

The perfons liable ro zudercles are generally of a 
fair complexion, foft fkin, and irritable habit, de- 
fcended from {crophulous parents, and difpofed to 
fuffer by lymphatic tumours. | 

From Hippocrates dewnwards it has been con- 
{tantly remarked, that thofe mioft fubject to hemops 
tyfis, one of the prolific parents of phthifis, have a 
delicate complexion and fanguine temperament, with 
florid cheeks, a flender form, long neck, contra@ed 
cheft, and prominent fhoulders. 

Profeffor Camper has obferved likewife, that they’ 
have found teeth, which, as the difeafe advances, 
ufually become of a milky white, and more or fefs 
tran{parent. |

OF THE TREATMENT IN PHTHISIS. 


Ler the ftudent carefully examine the conftitution 
of his patient, and the nature of thofe difeafes to which 
either he, or his parents, have been mott fubje&t, whe- 
ther 1. to thofe which indicate a weaknefs and relax- 
ation of the ftomach andalitnentary canal; 2. to thofe 
which arife from a difpofition to hemoptyfis, and 
a determination to the lungs; 3. to thofe which ori- 
ginate, as fcrophuia, in debilitated fibres, and a pe 
culiur affection of the glands. 

Let him next proceed to inveftigate with minute 
attention the origin and progrefs of the difeafe in 
gueition. - | | 

If it began as a catarrh, although it be now to 
his apprehenfion a confirmed phthifis, det him treat 

it 
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at ag a Catatrh ; with a milk diet, cool air, exercife 
on horfeback, and the mixture of fulphur, elecam- 
pane, and liquorice, mixed with honey, as he will 
find thefe ordered in’No. 50 of my Compendium. 

Of this treatment I can fay what Hoffman has 
advanced of milk alone; ‘* Qud perplures phthificos 
in cymba charontis quafi herentes, fanatos priftineque 
redditos valetudini novi ;” for by it the moft alarming 
fymptoms have been fpeedily relieved, and the, pa- 
tient has been foon reftored to perfect health. __ 

If the difeafe began with fymptoms of dyfpepfia 
and nervous affection ; if there is reafon to fufpeét, 
that the cough may be induced and fupported by 
irritation in the ftomach or in the fmall inteftines ; 
af the complaint is connected with either heéfica 
verminofa or tuffis fiomachalis, already treated of; in 
thefe cafes, the principal indications muft be taken 
from the primary difeafe. 

If it is attendant on amenorrhea, what fhall be 
faid on that affection of the uterus muft be con- 
fulted: if on /ypbilis or /cropbula, reference muft be 
had to thefe difeafes: if it is derived from g/ra or 
from cutaneous eruptions, which have been repelled; 
from ulcers dried up, or from fweating of the feet 
repreffed ; the ftudent muft recollect what has been 
delivered on tufis exanthematica, and mutt prefcribe 
accordingly. 

When the indications of cure cannot be derived 
from thefe fources, the ftudent muft be contented 
to be wholly direéted by the experience of others, 
and muft choofe for himfelf among the various 
plans which have been fubmitted by practitioners 
to the confideration of the public. | 

I. The firft plan to be confidered is that, which 
has been moft univerfally adopted, by bleeding and 
the antiphlogiftic regimen; but this has been fo 

| (M univerfally 
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univerfally fetal, that little expectation of relief cant 
be derived fromit. 

If the difeafe has flain its thoufands, Phphiciatis, 


by this mode of treatment, have flain their ten 
_ thoufands. 


Dr. Percrvat has pociceiae remarked, that the 
heétic heat is fometimes increafed by bleeding, and 
the ufe of nitre, which may indeed fink the pulls 
from 110 to go, but in one quarter of an hour 
raifes it to 130, whilft at the fame time the ftrength 


is much impaired; whereas in fuch cafes tonics 
fink the pulfe. 


I have been witnefs to inftances, where. patients, 
finking under the antiphlegiftic regimen, have re- 
vived, attd every diftreffing fymptom has been i miti- 
cated, by a more generous dict. 

The following cafe related by Dr. Grecory¥, of 


Edinburgh, to his pupils, will elucidate and confirm 
this obfervation. 


The Doétor fays, 


« Some time agol was called toa patient, who, to all 
appearance, laboured under a confirmed phthifis. I thought 
I could be certain of its being of the {crophulous kind, 
both from my own knowledge of the patient’s conftitution, 
and from the progrefs of the difeafe, for there had been no 
{pitting of blood, and indeed fearce any fpitting at all, at 
Jeaft not fo much as we fhould have expected from the mu- 
- cous follicles of the trachea itfelf, or the bronchia, in con- 
fequence of the fevere irritation of the cough. 

There was nothing, to all appearance, expectorated but 
alittle mucus. . 

The fymptoms were, a frequent dry cough, of the pe- 
culiar hollow found that fo ftrongly characterizes the 
phthifical cough; great pain in the breaft, with much dif- 
ficulty of breathing ; great hectic fever; the pulfe never 
under 100, and during the exacerbations fometimes above 

‘¥30;3 the flelh much watted; the features fharp; the 
cheeks hollow, and often fiufhed with a bie oar ae 
pot 
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Fpdt of red; the frength fo much exhaufted, that my pa- 
tfent could not fit upright for a quarter of an hour, nor 
walk acrofs a room without fupport. | 
The fleep was broken, or prevented by the cough and 
fever, and there were profufe fweats every morning ; but 
‘the expected diarrhoea had not yet appeared. | 
In the opinion of one of the moft.experienced practi- 
tioners in this country, as well as mirie, the cafe was def- 
‘perate ; nor did we think our patient could live above three 
‘or four weeks at the’ utmoft, apprehending the colliquative 
diarrhoea would foon come on, and prove fatal; or, that 
‘the fudden rupture of the fuppofed vomice in the lungs 
would occafion immediate fuffocation. . 
-_. Few remedies were ordered, and thefe merely palliatives 5 
Jaudanum ‘to procure fleep, and elixir of vitriol to check 
the ‘fweats, &c. The Peruvian bark, at the defire of the 
patient’s relation, was tried, but in {mall quantities:and for 
afhorttime. There was no appearance of its having done 
‘either good or harm. | beh Sis 
The ufual regimen, ordered before’ I faw the patient, © 
‘“was continued afterwards, and with the ufual fuccefs in 
fuch circumftances}; the patient growing weaker, and the 
fymptoms, efpecially the hectic fever and fweat likewile, 
increafing daily till the elixir of vitriol was ufed. ‘ 
_ No change in the regimen was intended by us; but a 
natural craving for fome-kind of folid animal food was gra 
tified, from a conviction that the indulgence, as the cafe 
was defperate, could do no harm: yet no idea was enter= 
tained, that it could be in the leaft beneficial to the pas 
tient. — . 
Oyfters wete the firft kind of animal food longed for 
and tried; then crabs; than a bit of fowl; and; in about 
' ‘three weeks; plaifi butcher’s meat, and at the famé time a 
fmall quantity of port wine. : | 
With this new regimen the patierit grew better apace, 
recovered fiefh and ftrength, and in a few weeks was able 
to take exercife, firft in a carriage, and afterwards on horfe- 
back, se 7 ! ule 
The hectic: fever- was foon moderated, and at laft re- 
moved, as was indeed every fymptom of phihifis. 
. The patient, after experiencing repeated viciffitudes of 
feafons, and fome of them very inclement ones, is now 
alive and well, though I apprehend not yet free from the 
Ma danger 
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danger of future phthifis, being fubje& fill to cough, and 
other catarrhal complaints, on expofure to cold and moif- 
ture. : 

Thefe, however, are commonly removed with little dif- 
ficulty, by the fimple remedy of riding, which my patient 
has continued to employ.” Petey” 


II. The fecond plan of cure is that of Dr. Mofes 
Griffith, who before his death, when, as I imagine, 
he was about fourfcore years of age, gave an ac- 
count of a peculiar practice, then warranted by 
long experience, in what he confidered as true pul- 
monary phthifis with ulcers in the lungs. 

In hectic fevers, not attended with any great de- 
gree of heat and thirft, he gave the following :

‘ficulty of expectoration, and flufhings in the face 5

This practice has been adopted by many eminent 
phyficians, and been attended fometimes with fuccels. 

III. The next method of cure, firft recommended, 
as I apprehend, by Dr. Marryor of Briftol, was, 
to give daily an emetic in the morning, and balfam 
of copaiva twenty drops morning and evening. 

For his emetic he took, tartarized antimony one 
grain, ipecacuanha three grains ;_ but, in cafe of diar- 
rhoea, in the place of this, he judicioufly fubfticuted 
blue vitriol one grain, with ipecacuanha four grains. 

And, agreeable to the practice firft recommended 
by Dr. Mofes Griffith, he gave fteel, as may be 
feen in the fubfequent prefcription, where it is com- 
bined with bark.

When the hectic fever was ftrong, he fubftituted 
two {cruples of nitre for the iron filings, to be taken 
twice a day. 

This practice is in fome meafure conformable to 
that of Dr. Foart Simmons, who has written moft 

M 3 judicioufly 
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judicioufly on the treatment of confumptions, and) 
recommends the emetic of blue vitriol, in dofes of 
from two grains to ten, after Having previoufly drank 
half a pint “of water, 

He likewife adminifters the Balgs of copaiva, in 
dofes of one dram, on fugar, in the fuppurative. 
ftage. 

Part of this practice, with its beneficial confe- - 
quences, I have had an opportunity of witneffing) 
in the practice of Dr. Roserts, of Southampton, 
particularly in the cafe of a young lady aged twelve, 
who, with a violent cough difturbing her reft, and 
attended by a heé&ic moft diftinétly marked by the 
evening exacerbation-and the morning fweats, had 
the circumfcribed red fpot in the cheeks, and expec- 
torated a quantity of mucus mixed with pus which 
funk in water. 

To this young lady he gave the emetic of blue 
vitriol, in the fmalleft dofes, every morning. This 
brought up daily a confiderable quantity of phlegm, 
and in ten days effected a perfect cure. 

IV. A fourth method of cure, practifed -by the 
ingenious and learned Dr. Beppors at the Hot- 
wells, is, to make the patient breathe hydrogene, or 
azotic gas, and fometimes carbonic acid gas. 

Of his views upon this fubjeét, Dr. Beppors 
has indulged us with a fhort account in his late pub- 
lication ‘called, ‘* Obfervations on Calculus, Sea. 
Scurvy, Confumption, Catarrh, and Fever.” 

This gentleman attributes Scurvy to the deficiency 
of oxygenation, and phihifis to its exce/s. 

It is now pretty univerfally underftood, that our 
atmofphere contains, as.already ftated, two kinds of 
air, vital and azotic, of which the forniee is Com=— 
pofed of oxygen and caloric. 

Tt is now likewife underftood, that the ofthe of 
the lungs in animals is to abforb the oxygen air, te 

whic 
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_ which a /imulating power is communicated to the 
blood, irritability to the folids, and beat to both. 

Hence in proportion to the quantity of oxygen 
air, derived by refpiration from the air, the pulfe 
is quickened. whilft by its defect the pulfe is ren- 
dered flow and weak. 

To thefe obfervations it vin be eatdea ‘s as a 
well eftablifhed and acknowledged fact, that in phthi- 
fis the blood is of a florid colour, the pulfe is quick 
and hard; whilft in curvy, meaning alwavs the fea 
_ feurvy, the blood is thin and fizy, the craflamentum 
is diffolved, and the pulfe is very feeble. 

From thefe facts it is induced, that in phthifis 
there is an excefs of oxygenation, and in icurvy a de- 
Jiciency.. 

In confirmation of this induétion it may be re- 
marked, that, after a moft careful inveftigation, it. 
is obferved, that {curvy is occafioned by vitiated air, 
and relieved by oxygen. 

But what is moft to the purpofe 1 is, that phthifical 
patients, breathing oxygen air, have the fever greatly 
-increafed; but, by breathing common air mixed 
with hydrogene, azotic, or carbonic acid, air, the hectic 
fever is abated, and the expectoration becomes lefs 
 offentive,

Should the hypothefis of Dr. Bepposs be con- 


firmed; and fhould he be able to effect a cure in , 


phihifis by inducing /curvy, a difeafe which may be 
eafily removed, he will deferve a ftatue of sold to 
be erected to his memory ! 
_ I am inclined to hope that in phtbif s hemoptot- 
ca this practice will be ufeful, but in phthifs tuber- 
cilofa \ fear little advantage can be expected from 
it. 

When no expectation of relief from medical af-

It muft be confidered as exceffive and injurious, 
_ when it deftroys the appetite, weakens the digeftion, 

_prevents nutrition, or brings on fpafmodic affections, 
with other fymptoms of debility. 

In fuch circumftances it terminates in either hectic 
or in dropfy, 

The active hemorrhoidal flux is ufually preceded 
and attended by vertigo and head-ach; weight and 
’ pain in the back and loins; fometimes by numbnefs 
jn the thighs; conftriction and fenfe of coldnefs in 
the extremities; flatulence in the lower belly; hard 
pulfe; drynefs of the fauces; pale and deficient 
urine, with frequent inclination to make water. 

~The blood at firft is black and clotted, but after- 
wards red, then fometimes ferous, with fome refem- 
blance to the white of an ege. 

This difcharge may be internal or external, peri- 
odical or accidental, either directly from the arte- 
ries, or it may firft {tagnate in the cellular texture, 
and form internal or external tumor. 

The perfons moft fubject to active and periodical 
difcharge of blood by the hemorrhoidal veffels are, 
_fuch as are of a florid complexion, with a lax fibre, 
who indulge freely at a plentiful table with wine and 
{pices, eating heartily and taking little exercife, 

Females of this defcription, during pregnancy, 
or with obftru@ted catamenia, are liable to this 
complaint. ot 

It is fometimes a falutary and critical difcharge in 
mania, melancholia, epilepfia, afthma; and, being un- 
feafonably checked, it may induce any one of thefe 
difeafes, or even phrbifis, hydrops, fcbirrus, nephritis, 
apoplexia, and paralyfis.

INDICATIONS OF CURE IN THE ACTIVE HEMORR« 
HOIDAL FLUX. 


Durine the flux little can be done, but to keep’ 
the body cool and perfetly at reft, whilft moderate 
aftringents, fuch as conferve of rofes with elixir of’ 
vitriol, may be internally exhibited. - | 

To prevent a return, recourfe muft be had to 
temperance and exercife. | 

Spices and fpirituous liquors muft be forbidden ; 
and violent exertions, mental or mufcular, muft be’ 
carefully avoided. 

Lemonade, or cold water acidulated with either 
elixir of vitriol, or with vinegar, may be the ordinary _ 
drink, ° | 

The body fhould be kept open with tamarinds 
and rhubarb, with lenitive electuary, or with fulphur

Turs admits of more powerful tonics and aftrin- 
gents, to brace the relaxed veffels. With this in- 
tention, a generous diet, cool air, and exercife, are 
to be ftronely recommended. 

But as this fpecies moft frequently is induced by 
coftivenefs, the bowels muft be preferved fluxile by 
means of fulphur and cream of tartar, made into an 
electuary with pulp of tamarinds, of caffia, or of 

prunes, or the laft prefcription may be ufed. 
Should the tumor be external, leeches may be 
applied; or fhould the pain be exceedingly diftref- _ 
fing, a liniment may be compofed of the unguentum 
album and camphor equal parts, with {pirits of 
wine a fufficient quantity, to which a few drops of 
liquid landanum may be occafionally added. 

In fuch circumftances three preparations have 
been much recommended;  § —— .

SECTION IV. 


REMEDY FOR FISTULA. 


Wuewn the hemorrhoidal tumors have been fuf- 
- fered to inflame to a confiderable degree, and by 
intemperance or ill-treatment have been hurried on 
to fuppuration; fiftulous ulcers may be formed, 
and thefe, when they become inveterate, require the 
affiftance of the knife. But, previous to this, it 
may be expedient to try what can be done by the 
pafte formerly in great requeft, when adminiftered 
by Dr. Ward. 


Tt is thus prepared: 


‘Take el ecampane and black pepper, of each one pound ; 
fennel feed three pounds; powdered and fifted through 
a fine fieve. Then take honey and fugar, of each 
two pounds; melt thefe together over a “gentle fire, 
{cumming them till they become bright as amber. 
‘When cool, mix and knead this mixture and the 
powders well together. 

Of this, a bit as big as a nutmeg may be taken twice a 
day. 

From this preparation the celebrated Dr. Mar- 
ryot derived the ingredients of his medicine, only 
varying the proportions, and combining with them 
{ulphur and baliam of copaiva, ,

OF RESTORING THE H/EMORRHOIDAL FLUX. 


Wuen habitual hemorrhoidal flux, being unfea- 

fonably {topped by ftyptics and powerful aftringents, 
has been fucceeded’ by fome more troublefome or 
dangerous difeafe, it may be expedient to reftore this 
falutary and critical difcharge. 
_ For this purpofe it has been recommended to 
bleed in the foot; but this alone will be infufficient 
for the purpofe. It will be needful, therefore, to 
‘give {mall dofes of aloes, to be repeated till the effec 
defired is produced,

In cafes of uterine haemorrhages, after parturition 

sr abortion, when the patient is exhaufted bya lofs 
Ae blood, it has been common to give cordials; but 
thefe, eieihee aromatic or fpirituous, fhould at firft 
‘be cautioufly avoided, becaufe they excite the cir- 
culation, and-increafe the hemorrhage. 

The beft practice, in fuch cafes, has been found 
to be the application of cold injections ‘and meclia-

SECTION IV. 


PARTICULAR DIRECTIONS IN CASES OF MENOR- 
-RHAGIA ALBA. 


Turs flux, known alfo by the name of fluor albus, 
or the whites, muft be, im recent cafes, carefully 
diftinguifhed by its proper fymptoms, fuch as ge- 
neral debility, lofs of appetite, indigeftion, faintnefs, 
palpitation of the heart, pain in the loins, and irre- 
gularity in the menftrual periocs; or by its preced- 
ing and following this difcharge. 

But if, inftead of thefe. fymptoms, heat of urine 
with itching are obferved to precede, and frequent 
defire to make water accompanies, this flux, efpe- 
cially if the difcharge fhould be green or yellow, 
the injured female may be certain that her’s is not a» 
fluor albus. 

Should it, however, prove to be of the two, that 
from which leatt is to be apprehended, the fame me- 
dicines nearly will be needful, as have been recom- 
mended for the paffive, menorrhapia, with. the ad- 
dition of oxygen air; and thefe I have feen attended 
with fuccefs. 

Br. Whytt fometimes in obftinate cafes, oidbiad 
alum whey, to be made by putting one dram of the 
alum to a pint of boiling milk. Of this he gave 
three ounces fweetened with fugar four times a 
day.

others precede, to warn us of its approach. 

Such are, fulnefs of the head; epiftaxis; giddi- 
nefs; lofs of memory, and confufion of thought ; 
fomnolency ; deep fleep; diftreffing incubus; im-. 
perfect articulation; flow fpeech; vifion difturbed 
by corrufcations of light or by tranfient darknefs ; 
fineing in the ears or deafnefs ; tremors, numbnets, 
and a fenfe of creeping on the limbs. . 


SECTION JI, 


OF THE PROXIMATE CAUSE OF APOPLEXY, AND 
DISTINCTION INTO SPECIES, 


‘THE proximate caufe of apoplexy is undoubstif 
preflure on the brain, either by external violence or 
by tumours, but ufually,-and as conitituting the dif- 
eafe, of which I am about to treat, either by diften- 
fion of blood-vefiels or by effufion of fluids, which 
may be either "of blood from ruptured veffels, or of 
ferum paffing by exhalants. 

‘ This lays the foundation for diftinguifhing apo- 
plexy into fanguine and ferous. 

Befides thefe fpecies, Hoffman has taken notice 
of a third, called by him Soaymoaie, which, although 

‘ ftrictly 
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firictly fpeaking, fanguine, yet requires a feparate 
_-difcuffion. , 

Coma is the flighteft kind of apoplexy, being no- 
thing more than deep, yet morbid, fleep. 


SECTION J. 
OF THE DEGREES OF APOPLEXY. 


Weare not fufficiently acquainted with the nature 
and functions of the brain to determine what degree 
of preffure, and where applied, produces lofs of vo- 
luntary motion, whether general or partial; or this 
combined with lofs of any, or of all; the fenfes. 

Much lefs are we able to point out, what degreé 
or what extent of preffure, and where applied, is 
neceffary, by the fufpenfion of the vital funétions, to 
deprive the animal of life. 

“Yet fhould we even renounce the notion; of dif- | 
ferent fets of nerves defigned by nature for the fe- 
veral purpofes of fenfation, of voluntary and of vital 
- motion; we can readily conceive one reafon, why 
the aCuiGh of the lungs, of the heart, and of the in- 
teftines, fhould continue, when the fenfes fail and 
when volition ceafes. 

This may arife from their irritability, which, al- 
though diminifhed, is not inftantly deftroyed by - 
prefilure on the brain, and from the ftimulus of blood; 
of air, of food, which without the leaft didiinution. 
continue to excite thofe organs,

SECTION III. 


OF THE SANGUINE APOPLEXY, AND OF CARUS. 


Tue {pecific fymptoms are, a florid colour, with 


flufhings of the countenance; the veins of the head 
| N 3 and 
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and neck are turgid; the face is bloated; the eyes 
protuberant, and fuffufed with tears; the heart beats 
{trongly ; the pulfe is full; ahd the animal heat is 
high. , 

The age moft fubje& to fanguine apoplexy is 
from forty to threefcore. It feldom attacks young 
people, although in them confefiedly the determi- 
nation is to the head, becaufe in youth epiffaxis, and 
_as we advance to manhood, bemopty/fis, prevents 
congeftion in the vefiels of the brain. 

Perfons of a fanguine temperament and of a re-= 
laxed fibre, the indolent, the corpulent, the ple- 
thoric, and fuch as are debilitated by age, by in- 
temperance, by exceflive evacuations, or by difeafe, 
with thofe- who have omitted their accuftomed 
bleedings, or in whom epiftaxis, hamoptyfis, the 
lochia, catamenia, or the hemorrhoidal flux, have 
been fuppreffed, are the perfons moft expofed ta 
faneuine apoplexy. 

The predifpofing caufe, therefore, is, fulnefs of — 
vefiels, with a relaxed fibre; or it may be, either 
plethora or debility alone. 

The occafional caufes are obferved to be, 

1. Mental ftimuli, or violent paffions of the mind, 
fuch as anger and terror; anger, which quickens the 
refpiration and the pulfe, augments the animal heat, 
and determines the blood with increafed impetus to 
the vefiels of the head: or ferror, which, inducing 
fpafmodic ftricture on the furface of the body, drives 
the blood in too great abundance from the circum- 
ference to the centre, to the heart, and to the brain; 
whilft fear only finks or retards the pulfe, flowly 
diminifhes the heat, and quietly extinguifhes the 
vital flame. 

Sydenham and Hoffman have remarked, that 
when ¢error fucceeds to copious hemorrhage of any 
kind, or to the pains of parturition, the almoft ine- 
vitable confequence has been a fatal apoplexy. 

2. Material 
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2. Material ftimuli, fuch as wine, brandy, opium, 
in confiderable quantity, with the ftimulus of food 
in too great abundance; warm rooms, hot bathing, 
and a fcorching fun. 

3. Mufcular exertion, if fudden and violent, by 
driving the blood into the veffels of the brain ;, or 
tight ligaments about the neck, by preventing its ¢: 
return. 

4 Spafinodic ftricture in any part of the arterial 
fyftem. 

This, it is evident, may induce the determination 
to the brain already mentioned. For the arteries 
do not aé& merely as elaftic tubes, but have their 
mufcular coats; by which their dimenfions may be 
much contracted. The larger arteries indeed have 
little mufcular power, but as they recede from the 
heart, the. mufcular power is gradually increafed, 
and the elaftic power is diminifhed, till in the ex- 
tremities the action of an artery is probably almoft 
wholly mufcular. 

We have noticed above, the operation of anger 
and of terror, and have only here to add, that the 
tremor, debility, and fudden convulfions, which at- 
tend thefe paffions, fufficiently denote affections of 
the brain. 

In thefe paffions, the refpiration labours, and the 
return of blood from the veffels of the head is 
checked, at-the fame time that the fpafmodie con- 
{triction of the arteries increafes the determination 
to the brain. 

In cafes of fpafmodic ftri€ture, the face is red ; 
the pulfe is full and frequent; a warm and copious 
iweat breaks ont, and frequently the apoplexy 
ceales. 

The perfons fubjeét to this more favourable form 
of the difeafe in queftion are, the young, the fan- © 

guine, and thofe who haye an irritable fibre; more 
efpecially hyfterical and_epileptic patients: In them 
, N4 it 
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it is the leaft fatal, and feldom terminates in palfy. 
Yet a mortal epilepfy ends univerfally in the apo- 
plectic ftroke. 

I am inclined to think that there is fome kind of 
fpafmodic ftri€ture, when, as frequently happens, 
apoplexy is confequent on the fweating of the feet 
imprudently repreffed, or any herpetic eruption 
checked; or from the irritation of worms in the ali- 
mentary canal, as in the apoplexia verminofa of 
Sauvage. 

The fame obfervations may apply to apoplexy, 
when it arifes from affections of the ftomach. 

Dr. Fothergill gives fome countenance to this 
opinion; for, as it appears by the London Medical 
Journal, he attributes the apoplectic ftroke, in fome 
cafes, to a diftended ftomach and to overloaded 
bowels: and Van Swieten, in his Commentaries, 
§ 1017, not only delivers the fame doctrine, but 
gives an inftance of a -friend who was cured by a 
copious and fpontaneous vomiting. 

In confirmation of this idea it may be obferved, 
that many are feized with apoplexy after having fed 
voracioufly at a venifon ora turtle feaft. 

The injury, in my opinion, does not arife fo much 
from diftention of the ftomach creating a preflure 
on the aorta, as from the ftimulus of food, and fym- 
pathy; becaufe it happens not merely during fleep, 
when the glutton is lying on his back, but whilft 
the body is erect, and before the gorged morfels can 
ferment. 

Carus may derive its origin from the fame caufe 
with {pafmodic apoplexy. : 

Of this, combined with lethargy, we have a cu- 
rious cafe in Hoffman, 


A MAW aged 66, thin yet plethoric, and accuftomed to 
bleed twice a year, had omitted this evacuation for twelve 
months, when, from terror, he was feized with coldnefs in 
his extremities, oppreffion and difficult refpiration, ae 

| ace 
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face continued bloated and red. Soon after this attack he 
had pain in his head, heavinefs, vertigo, lethargy. 

In this condition he undertook a journey, but he was 
unable to proceed, being prevented by fo profound a flecp, 
that for four days he could neither ftand nor open his eyes. 

At length being roufed, he found great languor, proftra- 
tion of ftrength, and perpetual defire of fleep. He breathed 
freely, but his pulfe was opprefled. He had no appetite, 
was coftive, and made little water. i 

The Profeffor, in thefe circumftances, bled him largely 
in the foot; gave him a laxative antispafmodic clyfter; re- 
commended the warm pediluvium at night; applied fpirit 
of hartfhorn to his noftrils ; and ordered him to take fal 
volatile with a tinéture of antimony ; by which treatment 
he was foon reftored to health. ae ) 


m_—

In other cafes the Profeffor removed fimilar af- 
fections by antimonial emetics. 

That in fanguine apoplexy there is really diften- 
tion of the vefitls, producing rupture, extravafation, 
and preffure on the brain, is clearly proved by the 
flux of blood and ferum from the noftrils after 
death, as well as by multiplied diffeCtions. Dr. 
George Fordyce is of opinion, after having exa- 
mined the brains of ninety-eight apoplectic and pa- 
ralytic patients, in all of which he difcovered extra- 
vafated blood, that this is the moft common caufe 
of thefe difeafes, and John Hunter perfectly agrees 
in this opinion. y 

From the operation of remote caufes, as alrea- 
dy ftated, the exiftences of fuch a congeftion can 
be readily conceived, when we confider, that one 
tenth nearly of the blood circulates with great velo- 
city in the veffels of the brain, and that thele are 
tortuofe, minute, and not, as in other parts, defend- 
ed by {trong membranes, . 

Indeed rupture and diftention would more often 
happen, were it not for a: moft provident contriv- 
ance well known to the anatomift, by which the 

blood

blood is checked and retarded as it approaches to 
the brain. 

Carus, as a fighter fanguine apoplexy, i is attendant 
upon fevers chiefly of the intermittent fpecies ;+or it 
may be induced by paffions of the mind. 

In this there is fome perception, but not of long 
continuance; fome fenfation, yet fmall. 

The patient feldom awakes fpontaneoufly, and, 
when with difficulty roufed, foon fleeps again, 

The epidemical Synocha of 1673, defcribed by 
Sydenham, was attended in younger fubjects, by de- 
firium; in adults by carus, during which the patient 
flept for fome weeks, or, as it appears, from 28 to 
30 days, and fo profoundly that they could fcarcely 
be roufed to take their ufual drink or medicines. 

This fymptom was frequently induced by warm 
fudorifics, and relieved or rendered fafe by bleeding 
and refrigerant clyfters. 

_ Carus may be brought on by extreme intoxica- 
tion. 

Van Swieten tells us of a man, who in a drunken 
fit flept four days, and awoke only as two furgeons, 
having fhaved his head, were preparing to trepan 
him.

ported in a chairy and sig apartment muft be pre- 
ferved cool. 

The fecond intention is chiefly prophylactic. 

This may be anfwered by temperance, cool air, 

and conftant exercife, with gentle tonics and aftrin- 
gents; but more efpecially by avoiding whatever 
has a tendency to induce debility, and paying par- 
ticular attention to preferve the feet from cold. 
__ Spafmodic apoplexy being merely a variety of the 
fanguine, the indications of both will coincide; but 
the method of anfwering thofe intentions will not 
be perfectly the fame. 

The fpafimodic certainly does not admit of bleed- 
ing to the fame extent as the purely fanguine, for 
which reafon the young practitioner muft pay par- - 
ticular attention to the pulfe, the countenance, and 
the refpiration, whilft the blood is fowing; and, 
if the fymptoms are not ageravated, he may pro- 
ceed with confidence. 

- In this form of the difeafe, to diminifh the pref- 
fure on the brain, it will be needful to refolve the 
{pafm which caufes the determination to that vital 
organ. 

This intention may be anfwered, after bleeding, 
by removing the occafional caufe of fpafm. If the 
{pafm is pocationed by vifcid mucus, bile, or indi- 
‘gefted fordes in the ftomach; an emetic may be 
given. | 
If the caufe is in the bowels, they may be fafely 
evacuated by the carminative clyfter already men~ 
tioned, to be repeated foon if needful, or at the 
diftance of fome- hours. 

If it be worms, anthelmintics will deftroy them. 

In this form of apoplexy, the legs fhould be 
lunged into warm water, which will both relieve 
the fpafm and make a derivation from the head.

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SECTION. V. 
OF SEROUS APOPLEXY, AND OF LETHARGY. 


THE fpecific fymptoms are, a pale and bloated 
countenance ; a weak and languid pulfe; fleepinefs 


‘and torpor; coldnefs in the extremities; lofs of 


memory, and decay of faculties; flow fpeech; fhort- 
nefs of breath during motion; fwollen and watery 
eyes; fcarcity of urine, and univerfal tendency to 
dropfy ;. with other fymptoms marking its gradual 
approach more certainly than that of the fanguine- 
Saree 

The perfons moft liable to the attack of ferous 
apoplexy are, fuch as are of a relaxed habit; dram 
drinkers ; the aged andinfirm; the indolent and fe - 
dentary; the ftudious, who grow pale over their 
books; and fuch as have been worn out by grief, 
more efpecially if confined to damp and gloomy ha- 
bitations, __ | 

As to the occafional caufes, they are in fome mea- 
fure the fame with thofe already mentioned in fan- 
euine apoplexy. 

Yet here it may be remarked, that the fancuine 
may produce the ferous, as the natural confequence 
of a preternatural affluz and congeftion of blood in 
the veffels of the brain. ne 

And, moreover, it has been frequently obferved, 
that either ifchuria or the untimely fuppreffion of 
copious evacuations from the falivary glands, or 
even the fudden drying up of ulcers, have produced 
the fame effect. 

It is fometimes relieved by fever; at other times 
by {pontaneous purging of watery humours; but it 
moft frequently terminates in palfy. 

That, in fuch cafes, there is really an effufion of 
ferum in the ventricles and finufes of the brain, has 
been evinced by numerous diffections. 

Lethargy 
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Lethargy is a lighter kind of ferous apoplexy. In. 
this the patient fleeps almoft inceffantly, for although 
he may awake fpontaneoufly and eafily be roufed; 
yet he foon forgets what has been faid, appears void 
of animation, and flumbers inftantly again. 

It fometimes fucceeds phrenitis, and ufually ter- 
minates in apoplexy.

C.D. labourer in Edinburgh, aged 51, addicted to the 
drinking of {pirits, was admitted into the Royal Infirmary 
with anafarea and afcites. 

A few days after admiffion, the anafarca in the inferior 
extremities fuddenly receded, and prefently after, the face 
having fwelled, fymptoms of Coma appeared, which gra- 
dually increafed to a perfect apoplexy. 

Dr. Gregory directed the head to be fhaved, a blifter to 
be applied, and two or three dofes of a ftrong cathartic, 
compofed of jalap and calomel, to be adminiftered; by 
which the patient was {peedily relieved and foon difmiffed.

_ M. Petite, in the Memoirs of the Academy of 
Sciences at Paris, has remarked other fymptoms at 
the commencement of this difeafe, which are worthy 
of attention.

Thefe are, convulfive motions of the lips and 
eyelids; biting the lips; picking thé nofe; grinding 
the teeth; coftivenefs or purging; languor of the 
eyes; palenefs; debility; heavinefs, and depreffion 
of fpirits; fleepinefs, with perpetual moaning, in 
fometimes inability to fupport the head uprig 
He obferves, that the difeafe comes on after’ worms, 
painful dentition, and violent convulfions. 
_ To thefe fyniptoms Dr. Fothergill adds, naufea, 
fhort and difturbed fleep; and, towards the clofe of 
the difeafe, urine and flool coming infenfibly away ; 
the iris immoveable; the heat great; breathing 
fulpirious; the pulfe trembling, and quick beyond 
the poffibility of counting; after which a fpafm 
finifhes the whole. |

Dr. Percival obferves, that hydrocephalus de- 
fives its origin fometimes from inflammation, but 
- moft frequently from ftruma and laxity of fibre, 
inducing plethora, glandular obftruction, and feeble 
action of the lymphatic fyftem, all which difpofe to 
an effufion of water in the brain. 

He remarks, that in fuch fubjects, the veficis of 
the brain quickly lofe their tone by diftention, in 
confequence of which torpor, and debility of the 
Whole fyftem, follow.

OF THE TREATMENT OF HYDROCEPHALUS. 


Many phyficians of great eminence profefs 
to have cured this difeafe by falivation, and their 
teftimony fhould not haftily be called in queftion. 
Yet we mutt have leave to hefitate, when fo refpect- 
able a practitioner as Dr. Warren, of Taunton, in- 
forms us, that in ten cafes, which on diffection had 
proved to be hydrocephalus, he had tried mercury 
in vain; and that neither by calomel, nor by mers 
curial ointment, could he procure a falivation. 

The matter is rendered more dubious, when we 
confider, that many, who were cured by calomel, 
voided worms; and that many patients, as appears by 
the teftimony of Dr. Foart Simmons, Phyfician of St. 
Luke’s, who, on diffection, appeared to have water 
both between the pia mater and the brain and in its 

| | . ventricles, 
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- ¥entricles, had yet, when living, no fymptoms of 
hydrocephalus. And further, that one child, under 
the care of Dr. Warren, who had all the fymptoms 
of this difeafe, had no water if the brain, nor any 
thing remarkable, except much vifcid phlegm in the 
inteftines, By 
The mode of application commonly adopted to 
induce a falivation has been, to rub in the weak 
mercurial ointment twice a day and to take calomel 
at night. | : | 
In this way Drs. Mackie, of Southampton, and 
Percival, of Manchefter, fucceeded in the cure of 
_ what appeared to be hydrocephalus; after which they 
adminiftered rhubarb and Peruvian bark, to reftore 
the ftrength.

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Fiollerius, as quoted by Van Swieten, tells us, that 
he faw a man, who had alternate coma, epilepfy, 
convulfions, and catalepfy. And Hoffman faw the 
three laft in a young woman. 

Here, therefore, it feems to be allied to fpafm. 

It was brotght upon a young woman eight days 
after fhe was married againft her will, and attacked 
her as often as fhe faw, or even thought upon, her 
hufband. : | 

Terror has been known to induce it fuddenly. 
Hence the beauty of the poetic image: 


“ Obftupuit, fleteruntque coma, et vox faucibus hefit.” 


Grief and difappointment, and even pious affec- 
tions, have had the fame effect ; and joy has both 
produced and cured it. 

Profound meditation has been accufed by Boer- 
haave, perhaps with reafon, as one occafional caufe 
of catalepfy ; and, by his commentator, intenfenefs 
of thought is confidered as nearly related toit: but 
although men thus engaged can neither fee nor hear, 
hike Archimedes at the fiege of Syracufe, nor yet 
move from the fpot on which they ftand, yet thefe 
fymptoms alone do not conftitute the difeafe in quef- 
tion. 

He therefore quotes a remarkable cafe mentioned 
by Galen of a fellow-ftudent, who from deep reflec- 
tion became fuddenly fo immoveable that, as he fat 
holding his pen, with his cyes fixed on his book, he 
feemed only to be abforbed in thought, till, by fhak- 
ing and calling, they perceived that he had loft all 
fenfe and power.of motion. 

Stoppage of the catamenia has produced this won- 
derful difeafe.

Lambecius, attending the Emperor Leopold in 
one of his excurfions, faw in the Ferol a young wo- 
man aged 25, who conftantly twice a week, and

fhe was taken, remained immoveable like a marble 

ftatue, as if the had fuddenly beheld Medufa’s head. 
Van Swieten relates a moft interefting cafe, of 
which he himfelf was witnefs. 


A good woman aged about 40, of a rigid fibre, was 
toafting chefnuts in a frying-pan ; when, deprived of fen- 
fation, fhe became fuddenly nmapventies till, in his pre- 
fence, fhe threw up two living worms (teretes 1, after which 
fhe fuddenly recovered, and continued toafting her chef 
nuts, without the leatt confcioufnefs that any thing had 
happened. She had no relapfe, bas for years retained her 
perfect health. 


Aetius makes mention of eatalens relieved by 
a copious bleeding at the nofe.

INDICATIONS OF CURE IN CATALEPSY. 


As to the indications of cure little can be faid, 
‘becaufe we know nothing of the proximate caufe, 
and mutt, therefore, confine ourfelves to this one 
“point in every cafe, to inveftigate and to remove the 
occafional caufe of this affection, whether it may be 
obftruéted catamenia, worms, or both united, as ina 
cafe relieved by Hoffman. This learned profeffor 
fays, that he has feen the moft obftinate catalepfy 
_cured merely by a change to cholefoime air and, 
with the utmoft propriety, he adds, accounting for 
this effect, “ that one of its component parts uniting 
with the blood, communicates Jenfibility and motion to

Senac, as quoted by Van Swieten, makes men- 
tion of a man, who had loft all power of motion in 
one arm, whilft the moft exquifite fenfibility remain- 
ed init; and was at the fame time deprived of all 
fenfation in the other, whilft the power of moving It 
was unimpaired,

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In hemiplegia, the lofs of fenfe and motion in one 
fide is often attended by fpafm and convulfive mo- 
_ tion inthe other; and, as the difeafe advances, the 
mental faculties, more efpecially the memory, are - 
much impaired. | | 

Hemiplegia and apoplexy have an intimate connec- 

_ fon. Ome 

The latter commonly precedes; and when the 
former terminates in death, it is univerfally by the 
apoplectic ftroke. , 

The near approach of hemiplegia, when it is not 
the confequence of apoplexy, is commonly announced 
by vertigo and coldnefs of the fide. 

In a partial) palfy, it is ufual for a fenfe of weight 
and numbnefs to precede the ftroke, and the part 
affected becomes flaccid, cold to the touch, and 
fometimes, as before obferved, atrophic. 

When the lower extremities are rendered para- 
jytic, it is not uncommon for the bowels to be tor-

SECTION TI, 


OF THE CAUSES, REMQTE AND PROXIMATE, OF 
PALSY. : 


Tue proximate caufe of palfy is, interruption of 
the nervous influence, which may be either by folu- 
tion of continuity in the nerve of the part affected, 
or by compreffion either on the nerve or on the 
brain; and it is fuggefted by Profeffor Hoffinan, 
that in the paraly/is /puria the interruption is partial, 
but that in the vera it is total, | 

When treating of apoplexy, we took notice of 

Wa O 4 two 
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two fpecies, the fanhguine and the ferous.. The faine 
diftinction will be needful int cafes of palfy; becaufe, 
the hemiplegia fanguinea and hemiplegia ferofa have the 
remote cauies different, and require different indi- 
cations to effect a cure. 

H:miplegia fanguinea acknowledges the fame caufes, 
predifpofing and occafional, as the apoplexia fangue 
nea, to which I muft refer the ftudent. 

The. perfons moft fubject to this are, fuch as are 
of a fanguine temperament with a relaxed and irri- | 
table fibre. 

The predifpofing caufe is debility, and the occa- 
fional may be ftrong ftimuli and fpafmodic affec- 
tions, caufing a determination of blood, as in apo- 
plexy, to the vefiels of the brain. - 

Hemiplegia ferofa attacks thofe chiefly who have a 
relaxed fibre and abound with ferums which is, 
-therefore, eafily feparated from the blood; and 
thofe alfo in whom) ferous evacuations have been 
unfeafonably flopped, or a falivation checked. 

In fuch patients the pulfe is weak and'languid, 
the face is pale, and drowfinefs with torpor mark j its 
near approach. 

It is moft frequent in autumn and winter. 

A partial palfy may arife from an affection of the 
fpinal marrow, from fracture or luxation of the fpine, 
or from any mechanical compreffion. 

Of this, paraplegia, or the palfy of iii lower ex- 
tremities, may ftand as an example. 

Palfy is fometimes relieved {pontaneoufl by fever 
or by diarrhoea.

SECTION Il. 
INDICATIONS OF CURE IN PALSY. 
Tue indications of cure muft be taken generally 


from apoplexy, whether fanguine ar ferous, with this 
referve, 
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geferve; that even in the /enguine hemiplegia bleeding, 
if not adopted early, muft be omitted, for this rea- 
fon, that the fanguine from diftention without rup- 
‘ture becomes ferous. 

In all cafes of inveterate palfy the powerful eva- 
cuants mutt be avoided, and gentle tonics with af- 
tringents muft be given in their ftead. - 

The bowels, however, mutt be kept foluble by 
mild and moderate cathartics, or by carminative 
clyfters, as in the fancuine apoplexy.

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One ftimulating power has, however, indubitable 
evidence in its favour, and comes to us recom- 
mended by the moft eminent practitioners, That. 
is, 
EleGricity moderately applied, and long perfifted 
in. 

Dr. Ferriar fays, that in electrifying patients for 
the palfy, he often remarked they received no-be- 
nefit ull red fiery eruptions were produced on thofe 
parts of the limb which were furrounded by the 
chain. 

Let the ftudent before he has recourfe to itinfcribe 
Jeftina lente on his machine; for {mall fhocks invi- 
gorate, while ftrong ones exhautt the vital energy, 
and debilitate the fyftem. 

Emetics, and alfo cathartics, fuch as feneka, 

aloes, fcammony, calomel, and jalap, have been 
likewife recommended ; and thefe, in certain fpecies 
of palfy, fuch as the rachialoia, biliofa, and fero/a, 
of Sauvage, may have been attended with fuccefs ; 
but in this practice, the fagacious phyfician will be 
euided by his own obfervations on the cafe before 
him. 
- Of late, the arnica montana has acquired much 
reputation in the cure of palfies, and from its fen- 
fible qualities, from its penetrating, bitter, aromatic 
tafte, with fome degree of aftringency, it promifes 
to be a ufeful medicine. 

Since the year 1773, Drs. Stoll and Collins, of 
Vienna, have had repeated trials of its tonic power; 
and the latter is faid to have cured twenty-eight 
cafes of palfy, by giving either one dram of the ex- 
traét, or from two drams to half an ounce of the 
flowers, infufed in boiling water, every day. 

In the South of Spain l found it highly fpoken 
of by the moft fuccefsful practitioners. 

The practice of Dr. Marryot was in fome mea-

fure peculiar to himfelf, yet he was remarkable for 
curing, although not fkilful in deferibing, the feve- 
ral fpecies of difeafe fubmitted to his care. - 

He gave in all cafes of palfy dry vomits, of blue 
vitriol and tartarized antimony; and after thefe, ca- 
thartics of calomel with ginger.. 

° N ° 

He ordered blifters, and gave internally a tea- 
fpoonful of tinéture of cantharides, with twenty 
drops of the tin€ture of muriated iron, twice a day ; 
or fometimes fteel filings five grains, with either 
the fame quantity of aloes, or a {cruple of Peruvian 
bark, twice a day: and he recommended his pa- 
tients to go into the cold bath every morning. , 

He caufed the {pine to be well rubbed wich oil of 
amber twice a day. | 3 | 

The firft part of this practice was certainly proper 
in paralis ferofa; but the cold bath, unlefs ren 
dered temperate, could be proper only for conva- 
lefcents. arta 
In fuch cafes, therefore, the praGice of Dr. 
Vaughan, of Leicefter, is much more judicious.

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In all cafes of palfy, continued reft of the affected 
mufcles muft be carefully avoided, becaufe when 
brought into action, they will acquire {trength by 
exercife. ° 

This fhould be moderate, ceo and long con- 
tinued. 

Should the patient be obliged to fit, he may’ 5 yet 
eafily contrive to exercife both his hands and feet. 

For this purpofe, he will require only two pul- 
lies faftened in the ceiling of his room, at the dif- 
tance of fifteen inches from each other, with a rope, 
paffing over them, long enough to reach two trea- 
dles on the floor, and two bell- handles, faftened at 
a proper height, on the depending ropes. By means 
of this machine, even a paralytic may, in the moft 
diftreffing circumftances, contrive to exercife both, 
hands and feet. 


SECTION IV. 


CASES OF PALSY. 


In my Compendium of Nofology, I have intro- 
duced a fpecies hitherto unnoticed by nofologitts, 


and have called it Verminofa. 
I met with it fome years fince in a lady refident 


at Bath, who had confulred many of the faculty 
without the leaft relief. 


— 
——— 


SHE was at that time under the care of Dr. Marryot, 
with whom I correfponded on this fubjedt. 

Not fatisfied with knowing merely the nature of the af- 
fection, I was anxious to afcertain what had been the oc- 
cafional caufe; and after a vatt variety of quettions; to alk 
of which fhe anfwered in the negative, obferving the upper. 
lip much {welled, I afked her if fhe had any itching in her 
nofe? if fhe ftarted in her fleep ? whether fhe was apt to 
gtind her teeth ? whether fhe had noifes in her head, a 

gnawing 
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/ gnawing pain in her ftomach, with a fickle appetite, cof 
tivenefs, and more efpecially a foul breath in the mornings 
To all thefe queftions fhe anfwered in the affirmative. 

Having thus difcovered that fhe had werms, and obferv- 
ing that fhe was of an irritable habit, I had little doubt re- 
maining as to the caufe of this difeafe. 

- I ordered anthelmintics, fuch as calomel and rhubarb, 
which brought from her a great number of worms, many 
of which were more than fix inches long. And in the 
‘courfe of a few weeks every paralytic fymptom vanifhed. 


It is a fatisfaction to find that other practitioners 
have had fimilar experience. 
And I am pleafed to fee, in the Medical Commu- 
nications of Dr. Duncan, that a Dr. Allix, of Frank- 
‘fort, had in a cafe of the fame nature, cured the 
palfy by the ufe of anthelmintics. | 
I have already referred the ftudent to Sauvage for 
apoplexia verminofa, and he is fufficiently aware that 
apoplexy produces palfy. z 
Hoffman, in his ineftimable works, has left us 
many caies of paralytic affection fubmitted to his 
care, and cured by him. 
Among thefe the moft remarkable are, 


1.—A MAN aged 40, with a red and bloated counte- 
nance, whofe pulfe was both full and frequent, even after 
many copious bleedings, and plentiful evacuations by car- 
minatives, clyfters, and cathartics of manna and nitre. 

This patierft was foon cured of hemiplegia by thefe eva- 
cuations, followed by Seltzer water, zther, nitre, tepid pe- 
diluvium, and firict temperance. 


Il.—A MAN aged 60, of a fanguine temperament, fe-' 
dentary and plethoric, after having had a flight apoplexy, 
which was cured by bleeding, and by fpirit of hartfhorn 
with antimony and cattor; this man had a pal/y which was 
immediately and effectually relieved by bleeding only. 


UJ.—A MAN aged 47, of a fanguine temperament, but 
of a relaxed fibre and debilitated habit, being, from ftop- 
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page of habitual ‘perfpiration, feized with a perfe& hemiplen 
gia, affecting the eye, the ear, half his tongue, and all the 
muicles, and even the pulfe, of the right fide, was cured 
by warm bath with antifpafmodics which reftored the per- 
ipiration, 


IV.=-A woMan aged 40, of a fanguine temperament, 
fubject » hemoptyfis and hyfteria, and frequently attacked 
by apoplexy after either frights or fits of anger, having her 
_ menjes ftopped by terror, was feized with hemiplegia of the 
right fide. - 

She was cured after venefection, by bathing in a chaly- 


beat fpring, which ftrengthened her puife, inicreafed the 


vital heat; and promoted peripiration. 


V.—A woman aged §0 and plethoric, after a ftoppage 
of the hemorrhoidal flux, being. feized with palfy, was 
cured by warm pediluvium, bleeding i in the foot, and mo= 
derafe cathartics of rhubarb, nitre, and falt of tartar, exhi- 
oes three times 2 weck. 


VI.—A MAN agéd 30 had bali induced by the colic 
of Poitou arid attended by coftivenefs, 

He was cured by oily fomentations, oil of almonds with 
cordial ftimulants taken internally, and oily clyfters. 


The Profeffor mentions two cafes which proved 
fatal. : 

The firft was of a young man in high health and 
vigour, who, from the fudden influence of terror, 
was feiz zed inftantly with paraplegia, which, at the 
end of two years; proved mortal. 

The other was ofa man aged 58, of a fanzuineo- 
melancholic ‘temper rament, Naulhive, irafcible, and 
thence fubje@& to jauncice; who, by a violent fit of 
coughing, “aera “Getwnb ‘of bitad ‘had paffed into 
the afpera arteria, was icized with hemiplegia of the 
left fide, attended by vomiting and convulfions of 
the right arm. 

Lethargy fupervened, and in one week he died.

SECTION IL. 


OF THE PROXIMATE AND REMOTE CAUSES OF 
SYNCOPE. 


Tue proximate cauie of fyncope is evidently, ex- 
treme weaknefs, or total ceffation of action in the 
heart. ; | 

The predifpofing caufe is, generally fpeaking; © 
debility and morbid irritability ; for perfons of an 
irritable fibre are moft liable to fyncope, and irrita~ 
bility we know is increafed by debility. 

The occafional caufes are numerous, and require 
a particular arrangement, that the feveral fpecies 
may be properly diftinguifhed,

It returns without any manifeft caufe, attended at 
intervals by violent palpitation of the heart. 


It is incurable. Of this Dr. Monfey, Dr. Wa- 
then, and Mr. John Hunter, died. 


2. Syncope cerebralis, arifing from diminifhed ener- 
ey in the fenforium induced ‘by, 

a. Paffions of the mind, fuch as horrpts angers, 
joy, terror. 

8. Deficiency of blood in the veffels of ne brain, 
asin hemorrhage; and after tapping, or long ftand- 
ing. 

c. Flatulence in the ftomach, worms, the nate 
of the gaftric juice when the ftomdch is void of 
food, or perhaps inanition itfelf,; and poifons. 

d. Extreme pain, either exhaufting the powers of 
life, or rendering the heart and arteries inirritable by 
the almoft infinitely weaker ftimulus of the blood. 
I have already ftated that the mufcles of a frog, im- 
mediately after decollation, are not fufceptible of ir-. 
ritation; but in ten minutes after this, on pricking 
the toes, the legs, and thighs, and whole body, are, 
violently moved. 

e. Sudden ceffation of violent pains, as after par=. 
turition, or the reduction of a painful diflocation. 

f. An effort of nature to produce eruptions, or, 
the menftrual flux. | 

g. Exceffive evacuations, fatigue after ep la-

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-bour or protraéted watchfulnefs, and fevers attended 
by debility. 

b. Heat. 

i, Offenfive fmells. 


3. Syncope pulmonea or a/phyxia, arifing from de- 
ficiency of action in the lungs, which is induced by, 
a. Drowning.

c. Suffocation. 


This fpecies of fyncope was confidered by Dr. 
Cullen.as an apoplexy ; but the fymptoms. and the 
proximate caufe of this affection reftore it to its 
proper place. 3 

Dr. Goodwyn very properly calls it melanzema, 
and defines it “‘ impedita fanguinis venofi in arte- 
riofum converfio, cujus figna, fyncope, & livor cor- 

oris.”” 

Here the proximate caufe of deficiency of action 
in the lungs is the exclufion of vital air, for as Dr. 
Fothergill has beautifully expreffed himfelf, no fooner 
is the vital air excluded, than refpiration is fufpend- 
ed; refpiration being fufpended, the paffage of the 
blood through the lungs is intercepted, and of 
courfe through. the whole fyftem. The action of 
the heart being impeded by the fame caufe, the cir- 
culation is fuppreffed. The brain, unfupported by 
the circulation, being unable to exert its influence, 
the mental and corporeal actions ceafe ; the mind 
is no longer confcious of the {tate of the body ; and 
the blood being deprived of its power of generat- 
ing heat, coldnefs is diffufed over the whole fyftem, 
— Fothergill on the Sufpenfion of Vital Action. 
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SECTION II. 


OF THE TREATMENT OF SYNCOPE CEREBRALIS< 


In the fainting fit little need be done to excite the 
motion of the heart; becaufe, 


. Reft or ceffation of action has a natural ten- 
Altes to accumulate irritability. 

2, The chyle and lymph, by the periftaltic motion 
of the bowels, continue to flow into the fubclavian 
vein and cavee, whilft the venous blood; by the con 
traction of the arteries, is tranfmitted inceffantly 
through the venz cavz to the right auricle and ven- 
tricle of the heart, which it {timulates to action. 

Hence it is obferved, that the right auricle and 
ventricle contract and dilate alternately for near half 
an hour after refpiration ceafes, and thofe of the left 
for more than twice as long. 

3. The ftimulus of blood in the right ventricle 
of the heart excites, by confent of parts, the expan- 
fion of the lungs. 

To haften the recovery it is expedient to admit, 
not a blaft of wind, which might be injurious, but 
merely frefh air, which of itfelf is ufually fufficient: 
for the purpofe. 

This, however, will be rendered more eficaeibane 
by blending with it oxygen air, by {prinkling vinegar 
on the face, and by fmall electric fhocks pafied 
through the cheft, to excite the action of the heart. 

In cafe of fyncope from lofs of blood, no, ftimu- 
Jants fhould be applied; becaufe fyncope is itfelf the: 
moft effectual remedy for haemorrhage, and ftimu- 
Jants will, by exciting equally the nervous and arte- 
rial (yftems, increafe the haemorrhage. 

Hyfterical patients, who faint frequently even at 
the fmell of the fweeteft flower, require only te 

ert 
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left quiet till they recover of themfelves; for we 
muft always remember, ‘ guo levioribus caufs & 
morbis, animi deliquia fuccedunt, eo minus alunt peri- 
cult.” ) 
Some practitioners have abfurdly ufed the lancet, 
even in cafes of debility, in which the vital energy 
has been exhaufted by fatigue. 

When our foldiers in America, after having been 
expofed during a march to fervent heat, were faint- 
ing, many were bled and died. 

For immediate relief after the fit, if the fyncope 
arofe from paffions of the mind, give wine or Hoff- 
man’s anodyne with fome aromatic, fuch as a few 
drops of effential oil, either of mace or cinnamon. 

Suppofing it to have been induced by any acri- 
tony in the alimentary canal, demulcents, anodynes, 
and correctors of the peculiar acrimony, muft be 
combined together. 

To prevent a relapfe, attention fhould be had to 
the predifpofing and to the occafional caufes of this’ 

affection. | ) 

The latter muft be avoided, and to obviate the 
former we muft have recourfe to tonics and aftrin- 
gents, to ftrensthen’ the habit and to brace the 
fibre. | . 

One cafe of fyncope, calling for fpeedy and pow- 
erful exertions, has hitherto efcaped unnoticed, and 
proved fatal to many recovering from Small-pox and 
Typhus. | 

When the danger from. fever has been over, and 
the patient has been raifed in bed, or has rifen be- 
fore -his ftrength has been fufficiently reftored, the 
blood has fuddenly deferted the fuperior regions of 
the body, and the miferable objeét has unexpectedly 
expired. — . 

The fame event from the fame caufe has been ob- 
ferved in confumptive patients, 

als ap Ip 
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In fuch cafes brandy fhould be conveyed into 
the ftomach, and, without lofs of time, the lungs 
fhould be inflated with wrtal air. 

The fame conduét fhould be purfued when par- 
turient women, and when hydropic patients on 
being tapped, have fuddenly expired. 

It is very remarkable, that even hydrocele, if con- 
fiderable, when evacuated, has produced faintnefs, 
fyncope, and death ; as it is reported to have hap-. 
pened in the cafe of Mr. Gibbon the hiftorian. 


SECTION IV. 
OF THE TREATMENT OF SYNCOPE PULMONEA. 


Wuitst the foetus continues in the womb, the 
mother decompofes the oxygen air in the blood by 
means of the placenta, and fupplies the vital heat. 
But no fooner is the little infant introduced into 
the world, than new arrangements are required; the 
foramen ovale clofes ; the lungs expand, and, attra¢t- 
ing the vital air, fupply at once the needful oxygex 
and beat, to ftimulate the heart and to maintain the 
circulation of the blood. 

But when, by either drowning, ftraneling, or by 
fuffocation, this ftimulus is wanting, a total ceflation 
of action in the heart enfues, producing fyneope, 
which, unlefs relieved, will terminate in death. 

In this our firft attention muft be, to inflate the 
lungs and to oxygenate the blood. 

Rabbits, mice, and Guinea pigs, have been con- 
fined alternately in azotie air and vital air. 

In the former, refpiration has been fufpended, and 
the animals have been to all appearance dead; but 
no fooner have they been expofed to the action of 
vital air, than they have difcovered figns of life. 

The inflation of the lungs may be eafily effected, 

in 
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in the cafe of ftill-born infants, by blowing the 
breath forcibly into the mouth, whilft theirnoftrils are 
clofed; and, in all cafes above fpecified, with an 
inftrument contrived by Dr. Curry, a young phyfi- 
cian of diftinguifhed merit, or, for want of this, 
the nozzle of a common bellows muft be pafied up 
one noftril, the mouth with the other noftnl being 
clofed, and the tongue previoufly pulled forward or 
preffed down to open the epiglottis. 

Should this practice fail, bronchotomy muft be 
performed; and, by dividing the two arytenoid 
- ¢artilages, a paffage muft be made for the air into 
the lungs. 

When /uper- oxygenated air, or, in defe& of this,. 
when atmofpheric air, has been received into the 
lungs, every means fhould be attempted to ftir up 
the vital embers. 

The arterial fyftem fhould be roufed to action by 
electricity, paffing gentle fhocks through the cheft 
in the direction of the heart, whilft the lungs are in- 
flated, and before they have cullapfed again. Arthe 
fame time moderaté heat fhould be applied to the 
furface of the body, 

I fay moderate heat, becaufe ftrone heat would 
fuddenly exhauft the powers of life. 

A dormoufe at the approach of winter fleeps. 
But if, in the fpring, he be fuddenly expofed to the 
fame degree of temperature, as that which induced 
torpor in the autumn, animation is deftroyed. 

Thus precifely is it with the vegetable tribes, for 
they fleep in winter, and are awakened by the vernal 
fun; but die if too hee heat be fuddenly ap- 
plied. 

On this principle we may account for the deftruc- 
tion of plants by blight in fummer ; for unlefs there 
be froft at night there is no blight ; and it may be 

remarked, thac the blight does not take place dur- 
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ing the action of the froft, but at the rifing of 4 
cloudlefs fun. | 

Hence it is that our garden crops, fuch as French 
beans and peas, which ufually fuffer moft by blight 
after a frofty night in fummer, fuffer no injury if 
they are watered immediately before the fifing of 
the fun, becaufe the evaporation carries off the 
heat. 

When the heme has once been made to receive 
the florid blood, it will be ftimulated to new action, 
and. the vital funétions with the vital heat. will be 
reftored. 

It will not, however, be fufficient to ftimulate the 
heart and lungs, we muft at the fame time ftimulate. 
the ftomach. 

This may be effected by wine conveyed through 
Dr. Monro’s flexible tube into that vital organ. 

Clearly to comprehend the purpofe of thefe ope- 
rations, the ftudent fhould be well acquainted with 
the difcoveries of the modern chemitfts. 

I have faid that wine muft be conveyed into the 
ftomach ; but he fhould not be fatisfied with being 
eulded merely by the hands without underflanding 
the reafon why fuch an application is attended with 
fucceis. 

In the ufe of medicines he mutt endeavour to af- 
certain their mode of operation; for while the. rafh 
-empyric wanders in the dark, the cautious and ra- 
tional practitioner will be anxious to inveftigate the 
path of nature, and to account for her proceedings 
_ before he ventures to prefcribe. 

I thal! atcemps therefore to throw fome light up- 
on a fubject vipa IS MEW, 2 and therefore little un- 
derftood. 

It is well known Bias in nature’s elaboratory, the. 
vine, wine is compofed cf three ingredients, alco- 
hol, inlets and carbone; and that on the propor- 

tion 
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¢ion of the former depends the ftrength or weaknefs 
of the wine. 

Alcobal being highly combuttible, it will be proper 
to obferve, that in this, combujftion is nothing but the 
combination, or chemical union,- of bydrogen with 
oxygen, from which refults a third fubftance, wa- 
ter; whiltt the beat, which was in combination with 
the oxygen, efcapes. | 

Alcohol itfelf contains fome oxygen, but, by 
combuttion, it takes ftill more from the atmofphe- 
ric air: and thus by experience it is found, that fix- 
teen ounces of alcohol, by combuftion, produce 
eighteen ounces of water. 

Pizatre BE Rozter has frequently amufed his 
friends by inhaling a large quantity of hydrogen air, 
which may be taken into the lungs without fear of 
injury, and then, applying his. mouth to a tube, he 

blew out the air unmixed with atmofpheric air, and 
‘fired it at the end of a tube, fo that he appeared to 
breathe flame. | 

By this operation water was produced, which af- 
cended in the form of vapour. 

This Aydrogen air he obtained from fteam and 
heated iron. 

In order to give a diftin& idea of the quantity of 
heat arifing from the combination of hydrogen air, I 
fhall only mention, that one pound of this melted 
295 pounds of ice, whereas in fimilar circumftances 
a wax taper, weighing one pound, melted only 133. 

Thefe obfervations I have prefented to the ftu- 
dent, in order to give him a clear and diftinét idea 
of the fubftances which I have bad occafion to men- 
tion; and by which he will fee the ftrong affinity and 
chemical attraction between hydrogen and oxygen, the 
Jatter of which, as] have ftated, is by the /ags derived 
from the atmofphere, whilft the former is conveyed 

| Pitgi ; into 
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into the fyftem by the affiftance of the fomach, and is 
moft readily obtained from alcohol and wine. 

So much for what has been difcovered by the 
chemift with his retorts. 

But it is time that we fhould return to the living 
retort, and confider by what laws the proportions 
are eftablifned between the oxygen, to be derived. 
by infpiration from the atmofphere, and the bydro- 
gen, to be conveyed into the fyftem by the action of 
the ftomach. | 

In the Cafe of Bilious Autumnal Fever the ftudent 
may remember having met with this remark, “ The 
attentive objerver will take notice, that there is a cer- 
tain proportion between thé vital air received into the 
lungs and the quantity of food which can be digefted in 
the ftomach.” ; 

When I made that obfervation, I was not aware 

that the fame had occurred to any one before me. 
But I have now the pleafure to fee, that the fame 
had occurred to Dr. THornTon, as appears in his, 
Thefis, and to Dr. Beppoes, as is feen in his lecter 
to Dr. Darwin. 
_ He had been breathing air of a much higher 
temperature than the ordinary ftandard, fuch as 
contained almoft equal parts of oxygen, and azotic, 
air. 

“C HIS SPIRITS WERE ELATED; HIS APPETITE WAS 
GOOD ; AND HE EAT ONE THIRD OR ONE FOURTH 
MORE THAN BEFORE, WITHOUT FEELING HIS STO- 
MACH LOADED.” 

It appears, however, that he pufhed his experi- 
ment too far, and that he induced, by this quantity 
of oxygen air, fymptoms ofa fever. 

Yet by the affiftance of a diet, in which fweet 
oil, butter, and cream, bore a large proportion to 
the other articles, he foon recovered health. ‘ 

The 
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The ftudent muft remember in the firft place, 
that oil and butter contain no other fubftances than 
carbone and hydrogen, fub{tances which have a {trong 
affinity and chemical attraction to oxygen; and in the 
fecond place, from what, in the former part of this 
work, I have fuggefted on re/piration and digeftion, 
that in proportion to the quantity of food received 
into the itomach, if it abounds with hydrogen, the 
fyftem covets oxygen, taking up a greater quantity 
of it by refpiration from the atmofpheric air, and 
ultimately expels them both combined in the form 
of vapour, when they have ferved the purpofe, for 
which they had been received. | : 

This balance is alfo beautifully illuftrated by the 
experience of my friend Dr. THornron. 


Mr. ———~, Member for ————, Jaboured under fuch 
irritability of {tomach, that upon eating, he was almoft 
conftantly feized with vomiting, and latterly it became fo 
frequent, that nothing would {tay on his ftomach. 

In this diftrefing moment, Dr. THoRNTON was fent 
for. The oxygen gas, with a certain portion of atmo/pheric 
air, was inhaled, and the balance being made on the fide 
of oxygen, Dr. THORNTON requefted his patient to take 
fome fuftenance, which he had not done for many hours. 
Mr. refufed it at firft, as he was certain it would 
bring on him a renewal of his diftrefs. But being per- 
fuaded by Dr. THornTonand his apothecary, Mr. Woop, 

to make the trial, he was pleafantly furprifed on fuddenly 

experiencing the power of vital air, and he declared himfelf 
convinced, from the experience he had of different medi- 
cines, that no other means could have produced the fame 
effect. He continued free from ficknefs as often as the air 
in a diluted form was adminiftered. 


From thefe premifes I truft it will be clear, why, 
in cafes of afphyxia, we muft not be contented 
merely with conveying vital air into the lungs, but 
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at the fame time hydrogen into the ftomach, which 
powerfully attracts this fubftance fo effential to vi- 
tality. | 

Bleeding has been recommended, but as the con- 
geftion is in the right auricle and ventricle of the 
heart, till the refpiration is reftored, venefection can 
give no relief. | 

Befides tenfion and tone being intimately. con- 
nected, a diminution of the former would induce a 
fimilar diminution of the latter. 

As therefore the ftimulus bears proportion to the 
diftenfion of the veffels, it would not be advifable 
to leffen the quantity of blood at the time when we 
with to increafe the excitement of the heat. 

Frictions, as a powerful ftimulus, may be advan- 
tageoufly employed when the circulation begins to 
be reftored. For this purpofe a hare’s fkin is beft; 
but if only flannel is at hand, fome kind of oil, well 
mixed, with half the quantity of camphor, will be 
proper, to promete the general intention, and ta 
prevent the abraiion of the fkin, 


Genus XX XIX. Dyspepsta. 
Indigeftion. 


Tur fymptoms are, want of appetite; naufeas 
vomiting; flatulence; heart-burn; pain in the fto- 
mach ; coftivenefs. 

Thefe are the common fymptoms, of which the 
moft remarkable, as being always prefent, is a dil- 
pofition to flatulence. But as to want of appetite, 
it is fo far from being prefent in ail cafes, that I 
have known many dyipeptic patients who, perhaps. 
from the diftention of their. ftomach and the Sas 
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of acefcent fordes, have had a voracious appetite, 
and have indulged i it without reftraint.

SECTION Ef 


OF THE CAUSES PROXIMATE AND REMOTE OF 
DYSPEPSIA. 


THE proximate caute of this diftafe is certainly, 
relaxation in the mufcular fibres of the ftomach, in 
confequence of which vifcid mucus is collected, and 
the quantity of gaftric juice is diminifhed. 

As to the Cae ofing caufe, it is evidently a de- 
bilitated fibre, for perions of that defcription are 
moft-fubject to dyfpepfia. 

The occafional caufes of this difeafe are, ane 
lence, intemperance in every fhape, paffions of the 
mind, intenfe application, unfeafonable hours of re- 
pole, ‘vitlated air and heat in crowded affemblies, 
hemorrhage and exceffive evacuations, the abufe of 
tea, and, as the mofl common fource of this com- 
plaint, expofure to cold fogs. This may be evi- 
dently feen in Holland, and in the fenny parts of 
England. 

' [have obferved the fame difeafe prevailing i in the 
‘northern parts of Spain, which are expofed to cold 
and damp; but I never faw it in the fouth. 


All ‘thefe caufes tend to create and to increafe 
debility. 


SECTION It 


OF THE INDICATIONS OF CURE IN DYSPEPSIA. 


From what has been faid, the indications of cure 
will readily prefent themfelves, 


Thefe are, in-the firft place, to cleanfe- the fto- 
mach 
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mach and the alimentary canal from vifcid mucus, 
that you may act upon the living fibre. 

The fecond is, to give tonics and affringents, {uch 
as the bark and fteel. | 

Thefe intentions may be carried on together.

That is, 
Take Rufus’s Pill four fcruples ; Kermes Mineral half 
a dram; filings of iron one dram; -fyrup a fufficient 
gests to make 32 pills, of which take two twice a 
gay. 

Yet all the medicines, that can be adminiftered, 
will be unequal to the cure, unlefs the mind be tran- 
quil, and unlefs attention be given to avoid all the 
occafional caufes of debility. 

The dyfpeptic patient muft rife early, muft be 
for ever in the open air, muft ufe cold bathing, 
and muft fhun the crowd. | 

He muft be perfuaded that a horfe is the beft 
phyfician, and that temperance of every kind, with 
reafonable diffipation and exercife in a dry healthy 
air, will do more for him than all the medicines in 
the world. 

I remember, about thirty years ago, I had a 
friend, who was a hard ftudent, buried among his 
books in a room of fmall dimenfions for fourteen 
hours in the day. 7 

This was fufficient to create difeafe; but, in ad- 
dition to this, he had an hemorrhage, and loft 
many pounds of blood within the fpace of four and 
twenty hours. seg 

Dyfpepfia followed, fuch as I never witnefled in 
any patient, either before or fince. , 

3 | His 
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His flatulence was fo great for three hours every 
day, after he had eat. his dinner, that by this cir- 
cumftance, independent of natural inclination and 
contracted habit, he was compelled to live alone. 

From this difpofition to flatulence, he was obliged 
to give up wine and all fermented liquors, with fat 
and butter, to abftain from vegetables, from tea, 
from fugar, and almoft from bread. _ 

He lived entirely on meats roafted almoft to a 
chip, and toafted bread ; whilft for liquids he was 
confined to brandy and water only. 

Notwithftanding this degree of abftinence, the 
diftreffing flatulence continued, as long as he con- 
fined himfelf to his books and to his ftudy, which 
was for two years complete. 

He applied to many phyficians, but in vain, till 
Dr. Whytt advifed him to take three grains of 
James’s Powder every night, five grains of rhubarb 
every morning, and fonics with affringents in the 
middle of the day.

It happened at the fame time, that this gentle- 
man had a favourite fpaniel, who was always at his 
fide. This faithful animal, who fhould have been 
ranging in the woods, being thus confined, was af- 
‘flicted with a more deplorable difeafe, being trou- 
bled exceedingly with flatulence and Jorborygmi, from 

| wind 
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a8 always in motion and grumbling through the 
colon. | 

With thefe fymptoms of dyfpepfia, poor Rover; 

r that was his name, from being {prightly, became 
remarkable for languor, want of energy, and de- 
preffion of fpirits. He was evidently jealous and 
fufpicious, infomuch that, if any ore called him by 

‘his name and fpoke kindly to him, he lifted up his~ 
eyes, then dropped his eye-lids, and flunk away to 
hide himfelf. , 

Happily at this period, forne friends decoyed our 
ftudent from his books, prevailed on him to get 
on horfeback, to accept of greyhounds, and to go 
early to the field. 

Rover followed with reluctance, but by degrees 
they both contracted a fondnefs for the fport. 

The confequences were, fuch as might have 
been readily fuppofed, and were expected by his’ 
friends. | 

A long feparation took place between our ftudent 
and his books, and efcaping thus from the occafional 
caufes of debility, whilft he enjoyed the diverfions 
of the field, with frefh air and exercife on horfe- 
back, he loft every fymptomr of difeafe ; and his 
faithful Rover, participating in the fame diverfions, 
without the affiftance of other tonics or aftringents, 
regained his energy and fpirits, no longer depreffed 
by flatulence and depreffion of fpirits. 

If the ftudent will recollect, what has been al- 
ready faid upon digeftion, he will eafily underftand 
that a greater quantity of food being collected in the 
ftomach, than can be quickly operated on by a di- 
minifhed gaftric juice, muft ferment and produce 
that flatulence, which would not have fubfilted with- 
out either fuch a deficiency in the folvent, or fuch 
fuperabundance of matter, to be digefted and re- 
duced to unfermenting feces and to chyle. 

hie 
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He will likewife recollect, that the food is nor 
always retained in the fromach till it is fubmitted ta 
the action of that powerful. folyent which nature has 
provided; but that part of it efcapes through the 
pylorus, and, fermenting through the whole extent 
of the alimentary canal, there alfo produces diften- 
tion. 

Hence it muft be clear that dy{peptic patients 
fhould eat frequently, and fo much only at a time 
as they can digeft it without flatulence. 

It may be obferved that, in my Compendium of | 
Nofology, under dyfpepfia we have many {ymptom- 
atic fpecies, which are to be relieved by SUF. the 
primary difeafe, | 

But as thefe likewife chiefly depend upon debi, 
the indications will be the fame for both.

Tue fymptoms are, dyf{pepfia, languor, and want 
of energy ; dejection of mind and apprehenfion of 
evil, more efpecially refpeting health, without fuf- 
ficient caufe; coftivenels, and a melancholic tem- 
perament.

OF THE MELANCHOLIC TEMPERAMENT. 


Dr. Curtew has very properly obferved in his 
Materia Medica, that temperament depends on the 
ftate of the fimple folids, the ftate of the fluids, 
their proportions, the diftribution of the fluids, and 
the ftate of the nervous power as to fenfibility, irri-. 
tability, and f{trength, : 

The 
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The ftreneth of the nervous power, or, as I 
would rather choofe to call it, of the vital energy, 
may be diftinguifhed by the quantum of power, 
which can be exerted in a given time, and the per- 
manence of that exertion. 

In the melancholic temperament, the hair is hard, 
black, curled; the complexion dark; the eyes 
black ; habit meagre; ftrength confiderable. 

The mind is flow, grave, cautious, with little 
fenfibility or irritability, but fteady and inclined to 
obftinacy, rather difpofed to fadnefs than to joy. 

_ The fimple folids firm and denfe: blood rich ; 
gluten abundant; heart torpid, but ftrong; venous 
blood more abundant than the arterial; the fibre 
not very irritable, nor foon exhaufted of its vital 
energy ; not difpofed to fpafm nor to involuntary 
action, by confent or fympathy with other diftant 
fibres. eee 

The fenfations are not vivid, and the difpofition 
is ttle inclined to pleafure. 

The judgment is {trong and capable of perma- 
nent exertion. 

For the contraft of this temperament I mutt re- 
fer the ftudent to Hy/eria. | 


SECTION IL 


OF THE CAUSES PROXIMATE AND OCCASIONAL OF 
HY POCHONDRIASIS. 


THE proximate caufe of this difeafe appears to 
be, torpor and deficiency of irritability. It is rightly 
therefore claffed under the order of Adynamia, a 
word derived from the Greek, implying want of 
power, | 

It is properly the difeafe of age, and carries with 

1t 
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it fome of the fymptoms of decrepitude. The 
fame want of excitement and:of energy, the fame 
timidity and diftrefsful anxiety about futurity. 
Although it is properly the difeafe of age, yet, 
from accidental caufes, it is fometimes premature, 
and when it is once eftablifhed, without the aid of 
medicine it goes on conttantly ‘increafing: | 

The siaea Gil caules, according | to Profeffor 
Hoffman, are, 

1. Cold and humidity, with coarke dint of difficult 
digeftion, as’ may be particularly remarked in the 
fenny parts of Lincolnfhire, but more:efpecially in 
Friefand, where the poor feldom)tafte wheaten 
bread, but live principally on the legumina and 
milk, | 

2. Indolence and inactivity, with clofe applicas 
tion, as in the ftudious. 3 

‘3. Anxiety and protracted ¢ orief. 

- 40 Previous difeates, and particularly intermits 
tent fevers, when removed by powerful aftringents, 
withouticleanfing the inteftines.  ~ 

Dr. Whytt mentions fix occafional caufes of hy- 
pochondriae diforders : 

1. Wind. 2. A tough phlegm: 2 Worms in 
the ftomach :and bowels. Ae Aliments improper 
in their-quantity or quality. 5. Schirrous or other 
obitrudtions: in the vifcera: of the lower ‘belly. 6. 
Violent affetions of themind. ©. 

Thefe eminent profeffors, - equally diftinpdithed 
for the extenfivenefs of their practice, and the acute- 
nefs of their obfervations, will, between them, en- 
able us to complete the pathology of this  difeafe. 
‘The four occafional caufes noticed by Horrman, © 
induce. relaxation and debility in the alimentary ca- 
nal, where he places the feat of the complaint; 
_ hence :tough phlegm accumulates, producing worms 

and flatulence, with coftivenefs and all.the fymp- 


q. toms 
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toms of hypochondriafis, in the manner pointed dut 


by Dr. Wuytt. For he moft judicioufly remarks, 
«© when much phlegm is collected in the ftomach 


and inteftines, their nerves are rendered lefs fenfible 
of the ftimulus of the aliments, their abforbent’ 
vefiels are partly obftructed, and the gaftric and in- 


teftinal lymph are more f{paringly fecreted, or at leaft: 


become more vifcid.” 
If the ftudent recolleéts, what has been delivered 


in the former part of this work on the digeftive 


-procefs, he will readily underftand, why the dimi- 
nution or, depravation of the gaftric juice produces 
flatulence : and in Dr. Whytt’s incomparable Trea- 
tife on Nervous Diforders, he will find, that tough 
phlegm in the alimentary canal has in fome circum~ 
{tances a ftimulant, in others a fedative, effect. 

From multiplied obfervations, 1 have been long 
fince perfuaded, that hypochondriac torpor originates 
in vifeid mucus, and I have lately been confirmed in 
this idea by feeing a patient of the melancholic tem- 
perament, whofe pulfe, at the age of about fifty-fix, 
beat only from 45 to 50 ma minute. 

The phyfician, who attended him, did me the 
honor to acquaint me with the circumftance already 
mentioned, and informed me, that, neither by fteelj 
nor by the moft powerful cordial ftimulants, could 
he excite the fyftem, or increafe either the pulfation 
of the artery or the vital heat. 

I fuggefted the idea, that the reafon why he could 
not exeite the fyftem was, that in the inteftines there 
was fomething iterpofed between his medicines and 
the animated fibre. He was pleafed with the idea, 
and determined to cleanfe the alimentary canal from 
vifcid mucus; but before he could adopt this plan, 
the patient died. 

Having an opportunity to talk with his apothe- 
cary, I difcovered that this gentleman. had whe 
| een. 
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been fubjeé&t to hypochondriafis and to afthma, that 
he had been almoft in the daily habit of taking {quill 
vomits, which always brought off from his ftomach, 
and frequently procured by ftool, a quantity of 
tough and vifcid phlegm, and that prior to his laft 
attack .of afthma, the complaint for which he con- 
fulted his phyfician, he had for a confiderable time 
emitted his emetics. 

The moft diftreffing cafe I ever met with of this 
difeafe, was in the parifh of St. Agnes, in Corn- 
wall, 

= 


_ THE patient was near feventy years of age; With every 
fymptom of hypochondriafis, fhe had confined herfelf 
wholly to the houfe, and moftly to her bed, for twenty 
years. . ; | ? 
This miferable obje@, having heard that I had ,been fo 
fortunate as to relieve fome patients, requefted often that I 
would vifither. At length I went. I found herin a mi- 
ferable cottage, fituated in the midft of a bleak and barren 
heath; confined to a wretched bed, in a kind of cock-loft, 
with fcarcely light enough to make her vifible. When I 
drew near siet her fitting up in bed, but though fhe 
wifhed to fee me, fhe had not energy enough to lift up 
her eyes, and direé&t them towards the place where I wa 
ftanding. ie, : 
When I afked her any queftion, fhe was long before fhe 
anfwered, and every word feemed to come reluctant from 
her‘lipse;i: "5 7 3 
The fame torpor having extended to her bowels, I found 
her coftive, and, from defeét of irritability in the arterial 
fyftem, her pulfe was feeble, languid, and only forty in a 
minute. The cafe was defperate, and no medicine gave 
relief. | | :

There feems to be a particular confent of parts 
between the tunes and the whole .of the aLIMEN- 
TARY CANAL. . 
I have already noticed this confent, as far as re- 
lates to the ftomach and the lungs in refpiration and 
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digéeftion, but I muft here be permitted to remarky 
that bypochondriafis, in which difeafe I have ven- 
tured to fuggeft a vifcid mucus as lining the intef= 
tines, may be to this circumftance indebted for uni- 
verfal torpor and depreffion of {pirits, for the feeble 
and the languid pulle, and for the want of vitak 
heat. 

My reafon for fuch a fappohéeivl is fGmply, that, 
as far as my obfervation goes, no fooner are the 
bowels, by a judicious treatment, freed from vifcid 
mucus, than the vital heat returns, the pulfe ac- 
quires increafing frequency and ftrength, torpor is 
removed, and ‘the {pirits rife. to their accuftomed 
level. 

If to fuch "ga we adminifter the 6 danedindes 
which abound with hydrogen, and therefore make 
the blood powerfully attract the vital air, all their 
fymptoms are relieved; or, if we make them infpire 
air enriched or fuperfaturated, if I may fo exprefs 
it, with oxygen gas, it has the fame effect; a genial 
warmth is diffufed over the whole fyftem, the pulfe 
is raifed, and the {pirits are revived. 

Pure atmojpheric air, fuperfaturated with vital 
air, has been proved, by the experiments of Mr. 
ArncHarp, of Berlin, and the extenfive practice of 
Dr. THoanton, of London, tobe fuch a powerful 
exciting tonic, that patients, from the moft diftreffing 
‘anxiety and cloom, have, by infpiring this, been ren-_ 
dered, in a fhort fpace of time, ferene and cheerful ; 
‘their appetite has been reftored, and their digeftion 
quickened. 

The laft time I was in town, I faw a patient of

He had acough in the morning, was ofa cditive habit, 
had frequent and violent head-achs, and pafied for the tolt 
part reftlefs nights, or, when le flept, ‘he was~ troubled 
with frightful dreams. “Being emaciated and looking very 
fallow, he was conceived by every one to be ina deep Ber 
cline. 

Dr. THorN Ton, with that propriety which pervades bis 
practice, gave him firft an emetic, then a gentle cathartic, 
and after that, -he united all the tonic powers to recover 
him 3. as, the inhalation of oxygen air, diluted with a por 
tion of atmofpheric air; bark, with a tincture of the fame ; 
and columbo root; a more generous diet’ exercife; and. 
the amufement of company, He cautioned him, for the 
eafy paflage of food (as the-metion of the ftomach is from 
left to right) always to lie on his right fide. 

He gave him occafionally an emetic or cathartic, and, 
under fuch judicious treatment, he was ina very {hort time : 
reftored to apparent health. 

The ufe of the vital air was then left off, but’ this fi. 
mulus was found fo eflential to his recovery, that his food 
immediately fat heavy on his ftomach, and his appetite fail- 
ed him, and his {fpirits flagged, though he continued all the 
other tonic remedies. He had recourfe, therefore, again 

to the inhalation of a faéc?itious atmofphere, and ri fame 
‘benefits accrued to him’ as before. y 

In, about {fix weeks, after feveral relapfes, eae pee as, 

_often relieved by breathing the vital air, he.was finally re- 


ftored, and has. fince con tinued i in the enjoyment of pea feg 
health,

Morton, as faras we are acquainted with the laws 
of. the screation, ‘appears to be produced ‘by four 
feverabcaules, attraction, ge Yi oil irritation, and ve= 
fitton. 


Lifelefs, 
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~ Lifelefs; inoreanized matter is coverned in all its 
motions by the laws of attraction or repulfion. 

» Vegetables are  fubject chiefly to the laws of iris 
ration. 

» Animals are eaueily with vegetables fubject to 
he laws of irritation; but, rifing above the vegeta- 
ble tribes, we fee them endued with a iepeiias pt 
that of voluntary motion. 

It is of motion, as caufed by irritation, I am 
now to treat; and in the profecution of this fubject, 
Jet us begin wich the motion of the fap in plants. 
© Ifthe ftudent will confult that incomparable work, 
the Vegetable riers of the Rev. Daétor STEsHEN 
Hares, chap. iit: he will besconvinced, thae the 
rifing of the Fat in plants is not:preduced either by 
_ yarefaction of the external air;'or by capillary atcrac- 
tion, as was formerly imagined, but by irritation from 
the ftimulus of light and heat, increafed Peer by 
the motion of thes fap itfelf as it afcends. 

The Doétor tried his experiments chiefly on the 
vine, by cementing to its mutilated ftump elafs tubes, 
each feven feet long and a quarter of an inch diame- 
ter, with brafs caps, by which they were {crewed on 
pne above another, till they rofe to the height of fix 
and thirty feet. 

At other times he ufed inflected tubes, ace bed 
columns of mercury to be put in motion by the: af- 
cending fap. 

Jn the former, the fap ran over: inthe latter, the 
mercurial gage ftood: at 38 inches, which he reckon- 
ed equal to “the preffure of more than 43 feet of 
water. 

To one thriving branch, ina prime bleeding fea- 
fon, he fixed tubes to the height of 25 ict, and in 
two hours the fap flowed over. 

By thefe gaves it appeared ‘rft, that the fap began 
wifibly to rife March 10, when the thermometer. by 
day 
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day ftood only at three degrees above the freezing 
point; 2dly, that April 18 it was at its height and. 
vigour; 3dly, that from that time to May s, the 
force gradually decreafed; 4thly, that it conftantly 
rofe fafteft from fun-rife to about g or 10 in the 
morning, and then, unlefs the day was cloudy, gra- 
dually fubfided till about 5 or 6 o’clock in the after- 
noon, after which it flowly rofe again: but ona cool 
and cloudy day it fubfided only from about 12 
o’clock to 2 in the afternoon. ) 

If in the morning, while the fap was rifing, and 
a cold wind blew, the fun was clouded, the fap 
would immediately begin to fink at the rate of an 
inch per minute, but when the fun fhone out, it rofe 
again. Moifture and warmth made the fap moft 
vigorous, more efpecially after cold weather, caufing 
it to rife all day, although floweft about noon. | 
It rofe likewife fooner in the morning after cool 
weather, than after hot days. wi 

In the beginning or middle of the feafon, if warna 
weather had made the fap flow vigoroufly, that vi- 
gour would be immediately much abated by cold 
eafterly winds. 
_ When the tube was fixed to a very fhort ftump of 
a vine, without any lateral branches, and at only fe- 
ven inches from the ground; the fap flowed incef- 
fantly and fafteft of all in the greateft heat of the day, 
finking only after fun-fet. 

The further the tubes were fixed from the root, 
for inftance on the extremity of a branch, at the dif- 
tance of 44 feet 3 inches, the higher the fap was 
raifed and the longer it continued to flow, perfeétly. 
agreeable to a common obfervation, that in wall-trees 
the moft diftant branches draw hardeft and receive 
~ moft nourifhment. * 
The oldeit branches were fooneft affeéted by a 

« change 
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change of temperature, and in them the {ap firft be- 

n to fink. 3 , 

July 4, whilft in one vine, which was planted ia 
a pot, fap was rifing, and a confiderable quantity 
was daily preffing through the ftem, to fupply the 
evaporation from its leaves, which amounted to ma- 
ny ounces in the day; another vine, being cut off 
within three inches of the ground, was fo far from 
emitting fap, that it imbibed water from the tube at 
the rate of one foot per hour; thereby demonttrat- 
ing, that the fap in the former vine rofe by the fui- 
mulus of light and heat, and not by trufion from 
the root. . 

When the fap was flowing with the createft vigaur, 
the ftems did not dilate, .as they evidently do by 
rain, which enters by the perfpiring pores. 

‘This makes it clear, that the fap paffes through 
its proper vefiels, and that it is confined by thefe. 

From all thefe obfervations and experiments is it 
not clear? 


; 


1. That the ftimulating powers are light and heat. 

2, Ihat the irritability of plants is greateft in the 
Jpring and leaft in auiumn ; and that being accumulated 
during the night, it is exbaufted, in fome meafure, before 
the middle of the day, 


By various experiments of Dr. Hale’s, compared 
with thefe of Dr. Ingenhouze, it is evident, that 
vegetables in fummer, whilft they enjoy the fun, are 
inceffantly decompofing water, and emitting from 
their leaves its oxygen, combined with caloric, in 
the form of vital air. And it is clear, that as long 
as water is fupplied abundantly, they not only pre- 
ferve their vigour, even at mid-day with the moft. 
fervent heat, as in the fouth of Spain, but make a 

rapid progrefs.in their growth, and emit a propor- 
tionable quantity of vital air, May we not infer 
| | from 
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from thence, that their 2ritabi ility depends on oxygen 
and beat, and their vital energy on a plentiful fupply ~ 
of thefe reviving elements, whilft the hydrogen of 
the water not only fupplies the combuftible part of 
vegetables, but, by depofiting its caloric, maintains 
the vital heat.? 

* That the motion of the fap depends on irritation 
will be ftill. more evident, if we confider the effect 
produced by infects; for wherever. they have depo-. 
fited their egss, the part begins ® {well. ) 

This I have particularly 1 remarked at Alicant, in 
the guercus coccifera, It was evident likewife fome 
years fince in Cornwall to a great extent in the bar- 
ley, and to an alarming degr ee in America, where 
the wheat, in fome diftrigts of the middle provinces, 
was totally deftroyed for feveral years, by having the 
eggs of infects lodged in the ftems., 

This effect may ‘be particularly noticed in the gall _ 
nuts, growing on the oak; and at the prefent mo- 
ment i have a ftriking example of it in my garden, 
where feveral branches of fweet-briar have bunches, 
of from one to three inches in diameter, folid with- - 
in, excepting the fimall chambers, in each of which 
is a little maggot, but exter nally covered, ,as it were, 
_ by mofs. 

That infects irritate the plant, on which they fix, 
#s clear; becaufe in a green-houfe, when the lice, as 
they are called, are numerous on the le: A the 1r- 
ritability is foon exhaufted, and the plant quickly 
dies. 

* Intfuch circumftances, when I have wafhed m 
‘greens with a ftrong infufion of bear’s-foot (Hellebo- 
rus fetidus) the lice have been deftroyed, and the 
‘plants have fpeedily recovered. 

*Vevetables have various motions, which evidently. 
depend on their irritability, and the ftimulus of light 
and heat.

Some parts of the flowers have peculiar motions, 
defigned to propagate the {pecies, when either “the 
ftigma inclines towards the flamina, or the ftamina 
embrace the ftigma, which is more fully explained 
in Dr. Darwin’s Loves of the’ Plints, and in Dr. 
THornTon’s magnificent explanation ofthe Sexual 
Syftem of Linneus. 

This Suen once performed, the ftamina, ex- 
haufted of irritability, immediately begin - to droop 
and die, precifely as the male locuft, and indeed the 
males of moft infects die the inftant they have im- 
pregnated the female. 

Many plants‘are faid ‘to move ‘their (tdi on 
their being pun&tured with a pin, even when they 
are feparated from the flower. 

Other motions, evidently caufed by ftimuli, prove 
the irritability of Pane | in which thofe motions are 
obferved. 

Such every one has Bbeided in the feveral fpecies 
of mimofa or fenfitive plants, in the everrboa caram- 
bola, the ovoclea fenfibilis, and the. oxalts fenfitiva, 
but more efpecially in the dionwa mutcipula, or venus 
fly-trap. 
~ “Should Drs. Girtanner, Gahagen, anu Thornton, 
purfue the experiments they have fuccefsfuily be. 


gun, or fhould other philofophers, with ‘the {ame 
6 ardour 
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ardour of inquiry, take up this fubjeét; we thall 
then be able to afcertain a fact, afferted by the for- 
fer, that the plants called fenfitive, may be deprived 
of their fenfibility by opium and alcohol, whilft vi- 
negar and the oxyds of arfenic or mercury, commu- 
nicate irritability to plants, which did not poffefs it 
before. 

Were this fact well afcertained, it would throw 
great light upon the operation of thefe medicines in 
the human frame, and contribute to eftablith the 
fyftem, now received by many, refpedting irritability, 
as induced by oxygen. 

The irritability of ihe animal fibre is obferved par- 
ticularly i in the heart and arteries; 1n the lungs, in 
the {tomach and inteftines, in the abforbents, and in 
the fecretory glands. 

Thefe perform the functions moft effential to vi- 
tality, which being therefore inceffantly needful, 
whether we Sleep or wake, are produced, not by fie 
fation and volition, but, for the beft reafons, by irrz. 
taticn only. 

Some fibres, as for inftance thofe of the fphinéter 
mutfcles, are ufually under the dominion of the will; 
yet when ftrongly irritated, thefe likewile affert their 
independence. 

Tt has been well remarked by Dr. Brown and his 
difciples, that the irritability of the fibre may be in 
a ftate of tone, ina ftate of accumulation, or ina ftate 
of exbauftion, and all our obfervations feem to con- 
firm this part of their fyftem. 

The abfence of ftimulating powers, produces ac- 
cumulation of irritability ; 3 whilft the frequent and 
teo powerful operation of ftimult tends to exhautt 
it. 

Boerhaave, in his leétures, makes mention of a 
prifoner, who being confined in a_ fubterranean 
dungeon, which was who deftitute of light, had 


tite 
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the fenfibility of his retina increafed to fuch a de 
gree, that he not only difcerned the walls of his 
prifon, but was in time able to amufe himfelf by 
reading; and many, being fuddenly expofed to a 
{lrong light, have been deprived of fight. 

- Tone is the préper medium between accumulation 
and exhauttion. 

When a mufcle is ftimulated, it does not com- 
monly remain in a contracted ftate, although the 

ftimulus continue; but, unlefs in cafe of fpafm, is 
alternately contracted and releafed; or, as Dr. Cul- 
len was accuftomed to exprefs himfelf, is alternately 
in a ftate of exciteméent and of collapfe; becaufe the 
vital energy, even when ftrongeft in the animated 
fibre, is fpeedily exhaufted by exertion, and requires 
@ given time for the arrival of a freth fupply. 3 

Hence tremor is moft obfervable in cafes of de- 
bility. 

Violent exertion is found to quicken the refpira- 
tion and the pulfe. 

_ Thefe circumftances, when combined with others, 

tend in fome meafure to confirm the opinion of Dr. 
GIRTANNER, that oxygen is the principle of irritability, 
as irritability 1s the principle of life. 

Certain it is, as Dr. Fowler, after having care- 
fully and repeatedly examined the effects produced 
by tying the crural artery, and dividing the {Cciatic 
nerve, has judicioufly obferved, that the fanguiferous 
fyftem contributes more immediately than the brain 
to the fupport of that condition of mufcles and of 
nerves, on which depend al! the phenomena of con- 
traction in the animated fibre. | 

Did the fupply of vital energy, after violent exer- 
tion, depend merely on the nerves, it would not re- 
quire time for its arrival, becayfe the nervous influ- 
ence moves as quick as thought. 

There was long fince a difpute between Dr. Whyte 

and. 
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and Baron Haller, refpecting irritability, and. that 
difpute is not yet completely fettled. 

The former attributed this power wholly to the 
nerves; the latter to the mufcular fibre, lal pgadlens 
of the nerves. 

This. difcordance of opinion muft, I seu remain 
till fome one is able with the point of the fineft nee~ 
die, to touch a mufcular fibre, without’ wounding at 
the fame time a nerve. 

- But were we permitted in this cafe to reafon by 
analogy, we might fufpea, ifnot conclude, that fince 
plants by irritability alone, without brain or nerves; 
exercife the vita] fun@ions; thefe likewife may in 
animals depend on the irritability of the mufcular 
fibre, whilft fenfation, thought, and voluntary mo- 
tion undoubtedly refult from the prefence of a 
brain. 

What has been remarked refpetting the action of 
a fingle mutcle, is applicable to {eparate parts ofthe 
fyftem and to the whole. 

Thus during the operation of an emetic, the fto- 
mach iis alternately in a ftate of excitement and re= 
pofe... And thus the moft violent pains and labour of 
a parturient woman, if not effectual for the expulfion 
of the offspring, ceafe for a time and are then re- 
newed. 

Thus likewife all the appetites are table to fits, 
returning however after ceffation at ftated periods’; 
if ic be hunger, at the diftance of fome hours; jf 
it be an appetite, not defigned for felf-prefervation, 
it may return either at the returning feafon of the 
year, orat a lefs diftant period, according to the na- 
ture of the animal, and the irritability either natu- 
rally. accumulated and excited, or morbidly induced. 

. The neceffity of fleep arifes from exhauftion, 
and is defigned in the abfence of all fuperfluous 
ftimuli to renew the vital energy for the various oni 
‘poles of life. 

It 


+” 
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It is remarkable, that during fleep, not only the 
breathing and the pulfe are flow and full, but the 
feeling is rendered dull: murmurs make no impref- 


fion on the ear; gentle cathartics remain all night in- 


active in the bowels, and coughing is allayed. 
From what has been {aid it will appear, that the 
irritability of the fyftem is never in a permanent con- 
dition, but inceffantly ebbing and flowing like the 
tide; conftantly in motion, like the pendulum in its 


' vibrations, or rather bearing refemblance to the Ley- 


den_phial, when it is alternately charging, difcharg- 
ing, and difcharged. 

“Exhauftion prepares the fyftem for frefh accumu- 
lation, and this again, giving force to the moft feeble 
{timuli, leads ark to the exhantfed {tate, as in. the 
cold and hot ftages of intermittent fevers, or as in 
melancholia alternating with mania. 

I have venturedto fuggelt a poffibility that irrita- 
bility may refide in the fimple fibre, as in the vege- 
table tribes, but I am perfectly fatisfied, that with- 


out nervous communication there can be no conient 


of parts. 

This fubjeét is exceedingly abftrufe, and the ideas 
of the beft phyfiologifts are not fo clear and diftiné, 
fo complete and comprehenfive, as we could with: 
but as Dr. Bepposs has judicioufly obferved, “ we 
“¢ foould fet a proper value on our prefent knowledge, al- 
“< though it be imperfect, and refrain thofe rude bands, 
“ that are ever ready to pluck up the tender plants of 
“ fcience, becaufe they donot bear ripe fruit at a Jeafon, 
“© when on can. be mW. putting forth their bloffoms.” 
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SRC TTO NM. ds 
OF STIMULI. 


1. WHATEVER has a tendency to preferve or to 
deftroy the animal ceconomy is ftimulant. 

Thus hunger, thirft, and nutriment, equally fti- 
mulate the fyftemn. And to this head muft be re- 
ferred, pleafurable or painful fenfations, defire and 
averfion; hope and fear. 

2. Whatever has a tendency, either fimply to de- 
ftroy the ftructure of the irritable fibre, to diffipate 
that which is effential to its action, or to form a fe- 
parate combination with any of its elements, is 
ftimulant. 

Thus attrition, preffure, puncture, diftention, cold, 
heat, the concentrated acids, cauftic alkali, and 
electricity, ftimulate the fyftem in general, and more _ 
efpecially the part to which’ they are immediately 
applied. 

3. Even deficiency and redundance, as Joun 
Hunter obferves, are ftimulant, and excite the ab- 
forbent fyftem to new action. 

4. Subftances which are ftimulant to one organ 
may be indifferent to another. 

Light ftimulates the eye, but not the ear. Sound 
ftimulates the ear, bur not the eye. A fingle drop 
of water irritates the trachea and excites convulfive 
motions, but, unlefs in hydrophobia, paffes quietly 
by the cefophagus. — | 

From what has been delivered in this work we 
may underftand, why alcohol, mufk, volatile alkali, 
gether, and opium (the diffufible ftimuli of Dr. 
Brown) at as fuch, yet very differently, according 
to the quantity in which they are exhibited. 

« But to comprehend their firft operation we muft 
obferve, that the gaftric juice, although it cannot 
diffolve, yet certainly it ftimulates the living fibre, 

rapidly 
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rapidly induces debility, and excites both vomiting 
and purging. When, by vomiting, it is rejected 
from the ftomach, thefe fymptoms ceafe. 

This fluid operates on all the diffufible ftimuii 
above mentioned, but not with the fame rapivity, 
for thofe which have moft hydrogen, fuch as zther, 
alcohol, and volatile alkali, as being moft expedi- 
tious in reftoring the vital energy, feem to be firft 
acted on. 


A tapy of an irritable fibre, fome fhort time after vo- 
miting, fwallowed about half an ounce of lemonade, and 
was inftantly feized with excruciating pain and fpafmodic 
contractions of the ftomach; but thefe fymptoms were as 
inftantly removed by lefs than halfan ounce of brandy. 


When fmall quantities of opium, alcohol, or of 
other fubftances containing hydrogen, are received 
into the ftomach, their firft operation is, to neutra- 
lize the gaftric juice, and thereby to remove the 
irritation which it caufed, in the fame manner as an 
alkali would have neutralized an acid, or an acid 
would have removed the ftimulus of a cautftic al- 
kali. 

Befides combining with the gaftric juice, the car- 
bone and hydrogen “of the fubftances in queftion at- 
tract oxygen, which they neutralize, and form with 
it carbonic acid and water. 

But, when fuperabundant and. not neutralized, 
they ftimulate the ftomach and bowels to reject, to 
dilate, or to expel them, as injurious to the fyftem, 
which requires a due proportion of its elements. 

Agreeable to this obfervation we may remark of 
ftimuli in general, that, when gentle and regular, 
they excite the containing veffels to their accuftom- 
ed action for the purpofe of nutrition. But, if they 
are violent, they either excite fpafmodic action of 
the veffel, to exclude or to ftop the progrefs of the 
offending matter; or they induce inverted motion,

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to expel the enemy, and that by the thorteft paf- 
fage, as in the act of vomiting. 


SECTION Il, 
OF THE PREDISPONENT CAUSE OF SPASM. 


Puystcians have an axiom, which Dr. CuLLEN 
frequently repeated to his pupils : : 
‘“ DEBILITAS GIGNIT SPASMUM.” 
. This axiom, although not accurately true, is in- 
eftimable in the hands of the rational practitioner. 
Debility is indeed the predifpofing, but not the 
‘proximate, caufe of /pa/m; and it is allowed, that 
the predifpofition is not fufficient, without an occa- 
fional caufe, to produce difeafe. | 
Nay, debility is only the predifpofing caufe of 
fpafm as increafing irritability, and difpofition to 
act without power to ac with. 
The connexion between the caufe and its effect 
will be evident, if we either compare the-debility 
and irritability of infancy with the vigour and dimi- 
-nifhed irritability of the adult ; or contraft the Jax 
fibre and irritable difpofition of the female with the 
tenfe fibre, robuft habit, and more tardy difpofition 
‘to excitement in the male, | 
In our infancy how readily do we pafs to oppofite 
extremes of hope and fear, how eafily are we pleafed, 
how foon difpleafed, and what a thin partition fe- 
parates between laughter fhaking both his fides, and 
‘rief overwhelmed with tears. . 
‘This irritability is not difcovered merely in the 
mind; it affects the whole fyftem, as mutt be evi- 
dent to every one, who has had an opportunity of 
making obfervations upon children, or has even felt 
their pulfe. | 
Thefe 
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Thefe obfervations have no claim to novelty ; but 
I do not recolleét, that. on this fubject i it has been 
noticed, in pointing out the connexion between de- 
bility. and irritability, that no. feoner 1s.a Syxocha 
converted into Typhus, a difeafe of extreme debuity, 
than irritability fucceeds ; the mott patient becore 
impatient of the leaft contradiétion or delay ; and, 
from the flighteft caufes, are with equal readinels 
excited, either to Jaugh or cry. 

In this fituation, when the aftbenic diathefis has 
fucceeded to the /thenic, the heart and arteries, as 
we have obfervéd already, when treating of Typhus, 
have their ¢rritadility increafed, which appears by 
counting the pulfations, now more numerous, whilft 
their debility is evident to the touch, and.at the 
fame time the alimentary canal becomes more irti- 
table toa the operation of cathartics. 

But that we may have more clear and. diftinét 
ideas upon this fubjeét, let us take a view of the 
Sanguine temperament, contraited with the melancho- 
lic already given; both which are well defcribed by 
Dr. Cuilen in his Materia Medica, 

The fanguine temperament has, hair foft, weak, 
and light coloured, verging towards red; {kin 
imooth and white ; complexion ruddy; eyes blue; 
habit foft, plump, inclined to fat, and dilpofed to 
fweat on exercife ; ftrength moderate; the mind 
fenfible, cheerful, untteady ; fimple folids lax; red 
globules great in proportion to the ferum ; heart 
Shige ane ftrong ; blood in the arteries copious 
with refpect to that of the veins; fluids abundant ; 
nervous fyftem fenfible, irritable, changeable; the 

fibre difpofed to fpafm and to involuntary action, by 
confent and fympathy with diftant fibres. 

Perfons of this conftitution are more particularly 
liable to hemorrhage, to © inflammation, and to byf= 


teria. | 
R 3 In 
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In this temperament, we fhould be at firft. dif- 
pofed to think, that the veffels being diftended me- 
chanically by blood, this fhould ftimulate the fibres 
to contract with vital energy, that the aétion and re- 
action would be great, the contractions ftrong, and 
that, fo far from being liable to fpafm, which is a 
fymptom of debility, all would be aétivity and vi- 

our. : ; 
. This, however, is not fo in fact, for it is uni- 
verfally obferved of this conftitution, oppofed to the 
leucopblegmatic, where torpor isa prevailing fymptom, 
that in proportion to the laxity of the fimple folids, 
debility, irritability, and difpofition to {pafm, pre- 
vail. p 

In this conftitution the relaxed fibre readily re- 
ceives and quickly parts with vital energy, precifely 
as azote and hydrogen loofely, yet readily, combine 

with oxygen. Whereas the rigid fibre, more tena- 

cicus of its power, in this circumftance bears fome 
refemblance to the bafe of muriatic acid, which ad- 
heres fo ftrongly to its oxygen, unlefs in 1ts fuperfa- 
turated ftate, that no procefs has been yet difcovered 
to make the feparation. . 

The robuft and elaftic fibre comes between them 
both, and, like carbone, feems to be covetous of 
oxygen, and to combine with it firmly, but not with 
obftinate tenacity. | 

The particular temperament will through life, in 
a degree, retain its influence. Yet, by advancing 
years, the fanguine tends inceflantly towards the me- 
Jancholic. 

By poverty of living, by lofs of blood, by ex- 
haufting difeafes, by frequent ufe of the warm bath, 
aid moreefpecially by indolence and protracted fleep, 
this progreis towards rigidity of fibre will not only 
be ietardedc, but the fimple folids and the whole fyf- 
tem will become morbidly relaxed, — ) 

| : A gene- 
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A> generous diet, with the affiftance of bark, 
chalybeates, cold bathing, and cool air, will gradual- 
ly reftore the tone; but it is exercife which mutt dif. 
tribute, impact, condente, accumulate, this energy in 
every part; for it is this alone which can effectually 
brace up the animated fibre and make it tenacious 

of vitality. | 

Every mufcle by neglect of exercife grows flac- 
cid, tender, and liable to be foon fatigued ; but by 
conftant exertion it is increafed in fize, its fibres are 
rendered every day more elaitic and robuft, and, in 
proce{s of time, the weak may become patient of 
labour without the leait fatigue. . 

It is not from the fleek ; and ruddy countenance, 
not from the plump habit, as indicating diftended 
veffels, that we are to form our judgment of the 
{trensth, tor Hippocrates has well oblerved, 

« Otium humectat, & corpus reddit debile ; la- 
bor ficcat & corpus robuftum efficiz.”’ : 

To fee, therefore, vigour in perfection, we muft 
look at the hardy and laborious ruitic, whofe turgid 
'mufcles, as in the ftatue of the Farnefian Hercules, 
can be readily diftinguifhed through the fkin. 

In fatting poultry, we feed them to the full, but 
we endeavour to keep them perfectly at reft. In 
confequence of this treatment the veffels are diftend- 
ed, but the fibres are relaxed, tender, and weak in 
their cohefion. ‘To fatten our ducks, we not only 
confine them ina place’of fmall dimenfions, but 
keep them from the water, becaufe we obferve that 
their cold bath and exercile render the fkin and all 
their fibres tough. 

It may be received as an axiom, that che living 
power or energy of an organ is in proportion to the 
quantity of arterial blood that circulates through it. 
‘For it is not merely the quantity of fluids teebly 
creeping through the veffels, nor fat ftagnant in 

R4 every 
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every part of the fyftem, but the quick fucceffion 
and ftrong impulfe of well oxygenated blood that pro-» 
duces tenfion, tone, and vigour. 

This may be {till more clearly comprehended, if 
we attend to the manner in which horfes are fed and 
worked upon the road. When firft taken up from 
grafs they abound with fat, but are not fit for la- 
bour, becaufe, on moderate exertion, they are bath- 
ed in fweat, and foon exhaufted by fatigue. If, 
when taken into work, they are ftinted to five 
bufhels of oats per month, which was formerly their 
allowance on the read ; little work can be obtained 
from them. But, with fixteen bufhels of oats, be- 
fides beans, per month, and a fmall quantity of 
hay, if worked in proportion to their food, they 
know not what it is to feel fatigue. Their veffels, 
diftended with well oxygenated focd, contract with 
vital energy, the action and reaction are great, all is 
activity, all is vigour. 

Such are the poft horfes.. & 

But where ftrength, rather than activity, is want- 
ed, as for the carriers’ waggon horles, the propor- 
tion of beans is much increafed, and that of hay is 
- fourfold; for it is here that the maxim will hold 
sood, pondus aduit robur. ‘Their motion is flow, 
but i it is long continued. 

From all that has been delivered the ftudent will 
be, I truft, prepared to diftinguith between debility 
as connected with irritability, and the debility of tor- 

or. 

All ftimult, either violent or long continued, tend, 
as we have feen, to exhauft\ the vital energy, and 
to induce morbid irritability, as in Typhus and 
Hyfteria. 

- Hence it is that violent inflammation terminates 
in gangrene; and long life in decrepitude, which 
| ; may 
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may. be rendered premature by the Ca abufe: 
of {timulli.* 

' We may obferve two fpecies. of forpor ; torpor 
with relaxation, and torpor with rigidity ; the one’ 
_relieved by tonics and mineral akin} the other 
not admitting of relief. 

In the leucophlegmatic, in chlorofis, and in drops 
we have the debility of torpor; not attended by 
rigidity but by relaxation. The veffels of the lym- 
phatic, not of the arterial, fyftem are diftended, and’ 
that not from vital energy but its defeét, and the con-_- 
fequent relaxation of the tenfile fibre: 

In hypochondriafis, although not to the fame de- 
gree, we obferve the debility of torpor, not induced: 
by the excefs of ftimuli, nor attended either by ri- 
gidity of fibre or by any remarkable relaxation of 
the lymphatics; but arifing from the caufe already 
mentioned, when I was treating of that difeafe. 

In all thefe affections we “diftinguith a languid 
circulation and deficiency of heat. 

It were needlefs to remind the ftudent, that the 
debility, which is the predifponent caufe of fpafm, 
is not the debility of torpor, but debility.as connected 
with irritability. 

This then is the predifponent, caufe; but this 
alone will not produce difeate. 

it is acknowledged, that the'retina 1s almoft in- 
finitely irritable ; yet this irritability wilbnever pro- 
duce contraction of the iris without the ftimulus of 
light, nor will the higheft degree of irritability pro- 
duce fpafm without fome i irritating caufe. 

The firft time’I vifited the New Foreft in Hamp- 
fhire, I thought my horfe was frantic ; he foamed, 
he fretted, he lafhed himfelf with his: tail, every 
mufcle was convulfed; and he was bathed in fweat. 
The fervant. of my friend, who was prefent, watch- 

| ed 
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ed his opportunity to remove one Jittle fly, and all 
was calm ; tranquillity was inftantly reftored. 

Thus precifely is it in the human frame. In 
fpafmodic affection arifing from extreme debility, 
with its correfponding irritability as the predifpo- 
nent caufe, you remove the little fly and the fpafm 
ceafes. 7 

Should the ftudent meet with fpafm in the fthe-. 
nic diathefis, as 1 have ftated in the Cafe of the Bili- 
ous Autumnal Fever, he may be certain that it is 
not a little fly to be removed, but a wafp, a hornet, 
becaufe in this conftitution the irritating caufe muft 
be much ftronger to produce even a flight fpafmo- 
dic affection, than would be fufficient for the moft 
‘violent, where irritability in the extreme prevails. 

In the cafe, to which I have referred, we faw 
gaftrodynia flatulenta, which was removed when the 
firft paflages were cleanfed; and violent fpafmodic 
ftri@ure, in either the cecum or in a flexure of the 
colon, which ceafed as foon as thofe vifcera were 
cleanfed of accumulated fcybala by repeated clyf- 
ters, 

Spafmodic affections are occafioned by 


I. Local irritation. 
2. Consent of parts. 


The firft is wholly independent of the brain and 
{fpinal marrow ; but the latter ceafes when the com- 
munication with the origin of the nerves is inter- 
rupted. | | 

t. As an inftance of fpafm induced by Jocal irri- 
tation, without confent of parts, we may mention 
colic, in which fcybala ftimulate a portion of the 
colon precifely, and with the fame effect, as when 
calculi in the ureters, or fharp fand in the eye, fti- 
mulate the part with which they are in ini 

| . 2. The 
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9. The confent of parts may be confidered as 
either univerfal or particular. 


When cold is fuddenly applied to he furface of 
the body, all the irritable fibres appear to have one 

general confent. The alarm is univerfal; we feel 
a contraction of the fkin, and the rapidly increafed 
fecretion of limpid urine proves, that the irritation 
and conftriction reach to the kidneys; every part of 
the alimentary canal is inftantly affected; the arte- 
rial fyftem feels the momentary influence; the ex- 
halants on the furface are drawn into confent; the 
abforbents are excited; and the greater the extent 
of furface expofed to the action of cold air or water, 
the more evident are thefe effects. 

On this principle it is that partial application of 
cold ftops the epiftaxis or bleeding at the nofe. 

Mental ftimuli are equally univerfal in their effect, 
In a ftate of health every paffion of the mind is 
connected with fome correfpondent motions in the 
body, and exerts its influence, not merely on the 
heart, but on the whole arterial fyftem, even on the 
moft minute ramifications and the fmalleft veffels, 
to which the direct force of the heart does not ex- 
tend. Hence fhame is manifefted by rednefs of the 
face; fear by palenefs; anger alternately by both. 

‘But the influence of the mind, when fuffering by ~ 
paffion, i is extended equally to the brain and to y the 
nerves; hence itis that anger and fear produce uni- 
verfal tremor; and hence it. is that various affec- 
tions, paffions, and apprehenfions of the mind, pro- 
duce difeafe and fpafm ; as we fhall clearly fee when” 
we come to treat of the various genera included in 
this order. : 

From this univerfal confent it is, that opium ap- 
plied to the extremities of the nerves, not only de- 
{troys irritability in the mufcles to which it is im- 
mediately. applied, but exerts its influence by fym- 


pathy 
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pathy. on the origin. of the nerves, deftroying the 
vital energy of the brain, and rendering every ani- 
mated fibre irritable even by the ftrongeft ftimuli. 

_ Befides this general confent, we obferve a {pecial 
confent and fympathy between diftants parts which. 
are fubfervient to each other. 


t. Between the lungs and. all the mufcles which 
aMift inrefpiration, 

2. Between: thefe and the right ventricle of the 
heart; when it is {timulated by the returning blood. 

3. Between the rectum and the uterus, and all the 
mufcles which affit in the involuntary expulfion of 
either the feeces or the foetus. | 

4. Between the ftomach and all the mufcles which 
affift in the convulfive act, of vomiting. 

5. Between the noftrils and the lungs, as well as 
all the mufcles which affift in refpiration. For when 
ftimuli irritate the noftrils, the lungs are inftantly 
inflated to their full extent, and a ftrong involuntary 
blaft is directed through the contracted paflages to 
drive off the offending matter. 

6. Between the ftomach and the gall bladder, 
when charged with gall-ftones, which excites {trong 
vomiting, to, fhake the cy{t- and to difcharge the 
ftones. 

7. Between the ftomach and the heart. See 
Zoonomia, Il. 728.489. 

8. Between the fromach andthe lungs, as 1 have 
already had frequent occafions to obferve, particu- 
larly in fpeaking of digettion and of tuffis ftoma- 
chalis. .The fame will be noticed when I proceed 
to treat of afthma and of hooping-cough. | 

g. Between the ftomach and the brain. 

10. Between the pregnant womb and the breafts, 
to prepare nutriment for the new-born infant. 


Some kinds of confent arife from vicinity, as when 


tenefmus and ftrangury excite each other. 
Some 
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Some are founded only in continuity, as when te- 
nefmus produces vomiting. 

Hence itis that tenefmus, in irritable habits, may 
be inftantly relieved by {pices, wine, and brandy; or 
even by food received into the ftomach. 

The confent of parts, which are fubfervient to 
each other, being founded in utility, may be termed 
falutary and welldirected in oppofition to other kinds 
of confent, which, being either ufelefs- or delete- 
rious, might with propriety be denominated frantic 
or capricious. 

‘In thefe we can difcover no appearance of defign, 
and can fcarcely therefore confider. them as the ef 
forts of nature to relieve herfelf The common 
fenforium feems to be fo difordered, that none but 
the wildeft efforts are produced, in which commonly 
the weakeft and moft irritable part of the: fyftem. is 
the firft to fuffer. 

Thefe wild: efforts very commonly arife from 
affections of the ftomach, as in cafes of worms, or 
as in that beautiful cafe reported by Hildanus, and 
quoted by Hoffman. A young woman having 
{wallowed a large needle, fhe focn felt fuch intole- 
rable’ pain in her ftomach as deprived her of reft. 
On the fixth day after this accident fhe had a fever, 
became. phrenitic, and neither eat nor drank. She 
was feifed with horrid convulfions of the neck of 
the arms of the lower extremities, and fo violent, 
that three ftrong men could fcarcely hold her. After 
fuch exertions ‘the lay for a time exhaufted, then 
fuddenly. was feifed with frefh convulfions. She 
was however preferved by oleaginous medicines, 
and by broth, and having pafled the needle, was 
reftored to perfeat health. - Prd ouhiaini Op. Tom. 1. 
p-'312, Hildanus, Cent. I. Obf. 34.

OF THE OCCASIONAL CAUSE OF SPASM. 


WHEN we are feeking for the irritating caufe, na- 
ture fometimes points “by her efforts to the fource 
of all her fufferings, and then we can {cate fail 
to underftand her meaning. 

Th all difeafes, but more particularly in the Gate 
modic, our attention fhould be turned towards what 
are called the fix non-naturals.

Things retained or difcharged, for 
among thefe we fhall find the occafional caule of the 
difeafe. 


1. 4ir. I know not that any condition of the 
air, as fuch, will immediately produce a fpafm ; 
but certain’ it is, that impure air, fuch as we breathe 
‘in crowded affemblies, increafes debility, and then, 
as Dr. Brown, and before him Dr. Whytt, qudi- 
 cloufly remarked, when the body is debilitated, the 
orcinary ftimuli, that in its healthy ftate invigorate 
it, produce irregular motions. Among thefe we 
may reckon the /eat of the furrounding atmofphere, 
which, if fuddenly increafed, more efpecially fuppof- 
ing irritability to have been previoufly accumulated 
by its abfence, that is by cold, proves a moft 2 
erful ftimulus. 

In warm climates, obftinate fpafmodic aeaions 
are Cera but. thefe arife ‘from debility, as the 
predifpofing caufe, induced by heat ; and the occa- 
fional caufe muft commonly be fought for 1 in fome 
other ftimulating power. 

2. Food, if faperabundant, morale affects the 
nerves of the ftomach, which is itfelf the moft irri- 
table organ, and with which every other part of the 
fyftem fympathizes. But, independent of the quan- 

tity, 
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tity, the quality of the food may prove-a ftimulant 
. inducing f{pafm. 
3. Of motion and ref I have already fpoken ; of 
reft as leading to debility, and of exercife as increaf- 
ing ftrength. | 
‘But here it is proper to obferve, that violent muf- 
cular exertion is a powerful ftimulus, fuch as debi- 
litated fubje€ts cannot bear without inducing fpaf- 
modic affections. 
4. Wakefulne/s tends to exhauft the vital energy, 
and to induce debility ; but in fleep, wheti no ani- 
‘mal motion diminifhes the rapidly increafing energy, 
accumulation muft be the confequence. Yet even 
during fleep fpafmodic affections are apt to inter- 
vene. The reafon feems to be, that, although fen- 
‘fibility is blunted during fleep, irritability in fome 
functions appears to be increafed, as in the action 
of the abforbents, and the convulfive {pafms arifing 
from the étimulus of worms. 
5. The paffons have an amazing influence, as I 
have already ftated, in the production of fpafmodic 
affections. 
Were I to attempt a new and univerfal arrange- 

ment of the difeafes incident to man, I fhould feel 
myfelf inclined to unite in one fyftem the mental and 
corporeal, between which there is a manifeft con- 
nection. 

Asa clergyman I meet with moral difeafes, which 
require the aid of a phyfician ; and, in the practice 
of medicine, I have frequently obferved difeafes of 
the body induced by morbid affections of the mind, 
in which therefore moral arguments combined with 
medicine are the moft effectual remedies. 

6. Things retained afford abundant caufe for 
fpafm. 


a. In the alimentary canal. 


(‘Thefe may be, indigefted fordes, vifcid mucus, 
worms, 
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worms, the eaftric juice, bile, or, as in the cafe quoted 
from Hildanus, fome extraneous body. 
Profeffor Macbride, of Dublin, judicioufly ob- 
ferves, that the moft common fource of difturbance 
in the nervous fyftem is acrid and offenfive matter, 
either in the ftomach. or -flexure of the duodenum, 
of which the fymptoms are, in the tongue foulnefs,. 
fordes, and thick floughs; in the mouth a _tatte, 
bitter, four, rancid, putrid; naufea and lofs of ap- 
petite; pain in the left orifice and upper part of the 
-{tomach ; weight and oppreffion about the praecon- 
dia; fulnefs of the hypochondria; heavinefs, eiddi- 
mefs, and pain in the head; fhivering and cold- 
-nefs of the extremities; with laffitude ard -lofs .of 
{trength. 
Profeffor Hoffman {peaks of acrid, bilious mat- 
ter in the inteftines as the caufe of fpafm. 
Materia acris biliofa flatuum (5 fpafmorum geni- 
trix.’ Tom, te p.- 19g . 
And Dr. Whytt, in his ineftimable work on 
Nervous Diforders, has delivered his opinion, that 
tough phlegm and worms may’ be confidered as their 
efficient caufes. See Hoffman, I. 235. 


b. In the vafcular [yftem. 

Retention of any accuflomed evacuations throws 
the whole fyftem into confufion, and produces a 
great variety of fpafmodic affections, more efpeci- 
ally at the time when nature is making an effort to 
relieve herfelf: Hence it is, that we fo often find 
thofe affections attendant on obftructed catamenia, 
and the intermiffion of any haemorrhage which is 
become habitual. | 


_ c. In the exbalants. 


Eruptions of any kind, which are either tardy in 
their appearance, or which have been repelled, pro- 


duce the fame. confufion in the fyftem. Heep is 
3 3 | mart that 
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that children and perfons of an irritable habit are 

apt to have convulfions or epileptic fits at the com- 

mencement of eruptive fever, and more efpecially 

prior to the appearance of fmall-pox and meafles. 

_ Perfpiration checked has frequently the fame 
effect. | 

d. Ju the gums. 


When children are teething, they are liable to 
convulfions, unlefs the. gum is cut.as foon as it 
begins to fwell, to affift in the protrufion of the 
tooth. iy j 

Dr. Whytt has Jeft us many curious cafes of 
fpafmodic affections cured merely by fome fmall 
natural evacuation of blood from a part whence it 
had .never flowed before, or by a fimilar difcharge 
of pus; by the appearance of either the catamenia | 
or the hemorrhoidal flux; by cutaneous eruption, 
and by the inflammation of the gout; and every 
one knows, that in children, as foon as the tooth 
comes forth convulfions ceafe. 

Things difcharged have not a tendency to pro- 
duce fpafm any otherwife than by inducing debi- 
lity, in cafe the difcharge, whether of blood orlymph, 
has been immoderate. ° :

OF THE INDICATIONS OF CURE IN SPASMODIC 
AFFECTIONS, 


In fpafmodic affections the general indications 
may be, to relieve the fpafm, if neceffity requires 
it, by antifpafmodics, fuch as, peppermint water, 
ether, opium, camphor, electricity ; but thefe muft 
be confidered as merely palliative. 

The /econd is, to remove occafional caufes, which, 

at nay at according 
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according to circumftances, may be by emetics, ca- 
thartics, emmenagogues, anthelmintics, 

The third is, to obviate the predifpofing caule, by 
tonics and aftringents either vegetable or mineral, 
by a generous diet, by: cold bathing and cool air, 
and more CIDE by temperance and exercife. 


Unper this order we have fixteen genera: 


Raphania, Epilepfia, Convulfio, Chorea, Tetanus, 
Palpitatio, Dyfpnea, Afthma, Pertuffis, Dy/enteria, 
Colica, Cholera, Diarrkewea, Diabetes, Hyfteria, Hydro» 
phobia. 


The five firft affect the animal funéiions, the ex- 
ternal fenfes, with the judgment, memory, and will. 

The four following affect the vital funéfions, the 
refpiration and the motion of the heart. 

The feven laft affect the natural funSions, the di- 
geftion, with the appetites, fecretions, and excre- 
tions.

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‘Thefe fymptoms are followed by, fpafmodic 
twitchings in the tendons of the fingers and of the 
feet, difcernible to the eye, heat, fever, ftupor, deli- 
rium, fenfe of fuffocation, aphony, and horrid con- 
vulfions of the limbs. After thefe, vomiting and 
diarrhcea come on, with a difcharge of worms. 
About the eleventh or the twentieth day copious 
fweats fucceed, or purple exanthemata, or tabes, or 
rigidity of all the joints.

OF THE TREATMENT IN RAPHANIA. 


For the proper treatment of this difeafe I muft 
refer the ftudent to what I have faid on fever and 
on fpafm, with the moft perfect confidence, that 
the hiftory here taken from Sauvage will receive 
light from what I have delivered on thefe two orders 
of difeafe, and that my indications in them will 
equally apply to this. 5 

With this perfuafion I have placed it as the con- 
necting link between Pyrexia and Neurofes. 

It muft be evident that raphania originates in the 
alimentary canal, and 1 have not the leaft doubt that 
as, according to Sauvage, it is induced by the 
coarfeft, the moft clogging, and the moft improper, 
food, fo it might be fpeedily removed by emetics, 
followed by a generous diet, with tonics and aftrin- 
gents. _

OF THE ATTENDANT SYMPTOMS. 

Tue ufual attendant fymptoms are, foam iffuing 
from the mouth ; refpiration laborious, as in the act 
of ftrangling; pulfe at the commencement quick 
and fimail, but in the progreis of the paroxyfm lan- 
guid and full. 

The eyes are {wollen and protuberant, conttantly 
in motion, and turned up, fo as to conceal the pu- 
pils; teeth grinding with fuch violence, as fome- 
times to fplit them; the jugular veins turgid; the 
tongue fwoln and protruded. 

The head is convulfed, and fometimes feized 
with /efanus, and either drawn forwards to the cheft, 
or backwards to the fpine, where it continues fixed 
and immoveable. 

, The thumbs are ftrongly rivetted within the 
palms. 

All. the mufcles are, either convulfed to fuch a 
deoree that four or five men can {carcely reftrain 
their motion, or the whole body becomes rigid with 
tetanus like a marble ftatue. 

The wind is heard rumbling through the bowels, 
and fometimes efcapes by eructation. 

A. vomiting comes on: the faeces are ejected 
with violence; and blood is fometimes evacuated 
both up and down, yet without rupture of the. vef- 
fels. 

The urine is at the fame time forcibly etiitead 
with the contents of the adjoining veficles. 

It fometimes comes on fuddenly and without the 
leaft warning of its approach. But it is frequently 
preceded by fome degree of iaffitude; head-ach and 
heavinefs ;, obtenebration ; finging in the ears; _dif- 
turbed fleep; unufual timidity; palpitation of heart; 
refpiration intercepted ; coldnefs of the extremities;

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rumbling j in the bowels, with offenfive flatus ; urine 
copious and limpid, sateeule to the She of Hip- 
pocrates : . 
“< Fpilepticis, urine tenues & crude preter moreim, 
fine repletione, morbi invafionem fignificat.”’ 
In fome patients the epileptic aura is perceived i in 
the extremities, creeping, unlefs flopped by a tight 
ligature, towards the head, and, arriving eheviag it 
inftantly produces the epileptic fit.

SECTION IL 


OF THE INTERVALS AND EFFECTS PRODUCED BY 
EPILEPTIC FITS, 


Tue intervals between the fits are various, either 
annual, monthly, or diurnal. 

The paroxy{ms fometimes return more than once 
in the fpace of four and twenty hours, commonly at 
the new and full of the moon, frequently at the quar- 
ters, but nearly about the fame hour of the day. 
It is not, however, unufual for them to come on 
during, the time of fleep. 

Epileptic fitstweaken the underftandine, memo- 
ry, and judgment; and, unlefs reftrained, induce 
fatuity. 

They often leave behind them mania, palfy, deaf- 
nefs, lofs of fight, and at laft terminate in the 
apoplectic ftroke, 


SECTION HL. 


OF THE PREDISPONENT CAUSE OF EPILEPSY, 


Tue perfons moft fubjecé to epilepfy are, infants 
and children before the age of puberty, more efpe- 
cially females, and fuch as are of a relaxed and there- 

$3 fore 
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fore of a plethoric and irritable habit, but efpecially 
if defcended from epileptic parents, or if the mother 
happened to be terrified during the time of preg- 
nancy. : ae 

The indolent, and fuch as have been reduced by 
poverty, exhaufted by haemorrhage, or worn out 
by any fpecies of drain or of intemperance, and — 
fuch as in any way offer violence to nature, are 
among the firft who fuffer by this formidable dif- 
eafe. 

The predifpofing caufe of epilepfy is, therefore, 
debility with fenfibility and irritability, which Dr. 
Cullen well exprefles by one word, modility. 
- Yet I cannot agree with him and Dr. Home, 
that this wholly depends on a plethoric ftate of the 
fyftem and general turgefcence of the blood.

SECTION IV. 


OF THE OCCASIONAL CAUSES OF EPILEPSY. 


Tue occafional caufes are. 
1. Violent excitements of the brain. 
a. By the fenfations of pain or pleafure. 


b. By the paffions of joy, ancer, furprife, and 
terror. 

Even a violent and fudden noife, or blaze of light, 
is fufficient to produce a fit; and what is very re- 
markable, children hanging at the breaft, when their 
nurfes are enraged or terrified, are liable to be at- 
tacked by this difeafe. 


c. By mufcular exertions, 
2. Irritation from 


«. Worms, ‘Thefe have fometimes made their 
way 
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way through the inteftines into the cavity of the ab- 
domen. — : 

Van Swieten particularly mentions a child, two 
years old, who appeared to be healthy till he was ° 
feized with violent convulfions of which he died. 

When opened, they difcovered the duodenum 
pierced by a /umbricus Leres, which was taken out 
alive. v. Hoffman I. 235. 


4. Indigefted fordes, Vifcid Miicus: Bile. 


A PATIENT came to me, a lad of about 17 years of age, 
who had had two and twenty fits within the laft fourteen © 
days. He remarked, that about a quarter of an hour before 
they came on, he had uneafy fenfations in his ftomach and 
began to yawn. 

He had no appetite. He had been lately eating a great 
quantity of floes, and had fwallowed all the RiGee: 

One dofe of jalap ftopped the fits, and he had no ‘return, 


Dr. Ferriar relates the cafe ofa patient, who at the 
firft attack of a rheumatic fever, was attacked with 
epileptic fits, to which he had never been accuftom- 
‘ed. Sufpecting that they were occafioned by the 
ftimulus of accumulated bile, I gave hima vomit, 
fays the Doctor, which brought up a great quantity 
of green, bile, and relieved him intirely from the 
convulfions. In the courfe of the fever the con- 
vulfions returned, and were again removed by fome 
dofes of calomel, which always produced green 
{tools. Ferriar Med. Hitt. p. 8. 

The meconium remaining, and acidities collected 
in the ftomach and inteftines, are the common fource 
of epilepfy in new-born infants. 


c. Hunger, arifing either from acidities or from 
the ftimulus of the galtric j juice, 


S 4 Galen 
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Galen makes mention of a ftudent, who, when 
fafting long, never failed to have an epileptic fit. 


d. Opium and fpirituous liquors, taken in fuch 


quantities as rapidly to expend the vital energy and 
_ produce intoxication. | 


e. Renal calculi, exoftcfis and extraneous Bodies: 
La Motte, in his Treatife of Surgery, makes men- 
tion of two epi'eptic patients, in whom no occa- 
fional caufe for'this difeafe could be affigned, till one 
of them, after a violent paroxy{m, having paffed 
five calculi, had no return of the diforder; and in the 
other, after death, there was difcovered a ftene, 
“weighing five drams, lodged in the pelvis of the 
right kidney. 

"Dr. W. hytt obferves, that epileptic fits have pro- 
ceeded from a rough bone or cartilaginous fubftance 
irritating the nerves of the great toe or the calf of 
the leg. 

A Girl, aged twelve, having dropped a glafs ball 
into her ear, was feized antl acute pains, which 
were communicated to the head, and produced 
numbnefs in the left arm, and of the whole fide, ac- © 
companied by great pain, which increafed in the 
night, and in wet weather. Her courfes, became 
‘irregular, and fhe was feized with epilepfy, and ema- 
ciation of the left arm. Fabricius Hildanus, after 
eight years, when every other medicine had failed, 
extracted the glafs ball, and all the fymptoms va- 
nifhed. 


f. Tittling. Ves Swieten faw a young lady, who 
had no claim to epilepfy, yet for many years fuffer- 
ed by this difeafe, induced at firft by titling, whilft 
fome of her companions pinned her down, and 
others amufed themfelves for a great length of time 
in uttling: the foles of her feet. 


g. Hemor- 
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g. Hemorrhagic effort, whether ditefted towards 
the uterus, heemorrhoidal veflels, the nofe, or any 
other part, from. which blood has been accuftomed 
to proceed. 


hb. Exanthematic effort, more parictie in fmall- 
* pox and meafles.

i, Herpetic eruptions checked by repellents, as 
when the tinea or fcald head in children, a running 
behind. their ears, the gutta rofea in hard drinkers, 
or any ulcer, is dried up by aitringents; or when 
the itch has been repelled by improper external ag 
plications. 

A Lady with a red pimpled face applied to it, as 
Dr. Darwin thinks, a folution of lead, and was feiz= 
ed with epileptic fits, which terminated in palfy, 
and deftroyed her. -Zoonomia, Il. p. 260. : 


k, Arthritic effort; for it has been frequently 
obferved, that the difpofition to epilepfy has been 
inftantly removed by the firft attack of inflammatory 
gout, and has never more returned. See Van Swie- 
ten, Sect. 1075. 


1, Cold fuddenly applied. According to the 
Brunonian doétrine, this cannot be confidered as a 
caufe of epilepfy, any otherwife than as accumulating 
irritability, and the fubfequent beat ouzht to have 
been affigned as the caufe. ) 


m. Eleat, when exceflive or fucceeding to cold. 
Epilepfy has been called with, great propriety morbus 
comitialis, for it has been conftantly obferved, that 
they who are difpofed to this difeafe, are moft liable 
to be attacked by it in crowded affemblies, and in 
heated rooms.

p- Imitation. I remember hearing Dr. Whyct® 
relate, that a whole ward of young women became 
affected with epileptic fits, merely by the fight of 
one epileptic patient ;.and J have more than once 
had occafion to obferve, that epilepfy, like yawning 
and many other nervous tricks, is to be acquired by 
imitation. 


q. Lively recollection, producing the fame effect 
as the original impreffion. 

Thus the young lady mentioned by Van Swicten 
fell into an epileptic fit, even when fhe faw her com- 
panions preparing to tittle others. 

He tells likewife of a boy, who was fo terrified 
by the unexpected attack of a great dog, that he 
fell down epileptic, both at the inftant ainet mithever 
he either faw a great dog or even heard one bark. 

We know what it is to fhed tears at the recol- 
lection of fome tender or diftreffing {cene long fince 
paft, and the fame degree of recollection will, in 
irritable habits, renew fpafmodic motions which had 
ceafed; as for inftance, in the act of vomiting: and 
Van Swieten mentions a young man, who was 
feized with naufea and purging merely at the fight 
of the cup, in which he had repeatedly taken a ca- 
thartic. |

OF HABITS. 


I nave formerly remarked, when treating of in- 
termittents, that nature is fond of habits. 

The propenfity to acquire habits and to act from 
them, when the original incentive has long fince 
ceafed, is peculiarly the property of animals. 

This general law of the animal veconomy, al- 
though fometimes the fource of evil, is productive 
of much good. : 

The generous fteed, once fet in motion, no longer 
needs the whip and fpur, nor yet the curb, unlefs it 
be to make a change, and either to quicken or re- 
tard his motions. And the rider himfeif, if he Has 
been accuftomed to travel on one road, may wholly 
occupy his mind about a thoufand {peculations, or, 
with intenfity of thought, purfue one continued fe- 
ries of ideas; and yet, although he may often 
change his direction, never wander from his way. 

Innumerable actions, needful to the well being of 
the animal, are performed by 4adit without the leaft 
attention at the time. ~ 


. Habits have refped io place. 


All animals have their haunts and home buhh.. . 

The firft obje€ of purfuit is food, and with re- 
gard to this they have all their haunts. 

The fportfman knows where to look for the covey 
of partridges to-day, which yefterday he moved, 
whilft they were feeding in the ftubble; and we 
have great reafen to believe, that even birds of 
paffage return annually to their accuftomed fpot. 

_ The next objeé&t of purfuit to animals is fome 
fafe retreat, in which they may quietly repofe, fome 
hiding place, in which to fleep, : 

In

“e 
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In the choice of a fequeftered fpot, it is accident 
which firft determines them; but the choice once 
made, they habitually return to it, unlefs fear, or fome 
motive, more powerful than Rati determines them 
to change it. 

When they are to pafs from their place of reft in 
fearch of food, the choice of a path is not a matter 
of indifference, but it is influenced by habit. If 
one of the fame fpecies has paffed before them, 
they follow in his fteps, and having once pafied 
unmolefted in this path they fenacioufly adhere to it. 

Hence it 1s, that on the open down you may 
diftinctly trace the track of different tribes. 

Hares have their track, with which the poacher 
is well acquainted, for it is here he fixes up his 
fnare. Sheep and horfes have each their peculiar 
track; and it is well known that men will tread 
where men. have trod before, infomuch that if a 
drunken clown makes a crooked path over a new- 
ploughed field, the next who follows will inadvert- 
antly trace his footfteps; and, having once pafled 
by a given track, men habitually refort to it again. 

I have frequently remarked the force of habit in 
large companies, who dine together at,a public ta- 
ble, for every man, even without intending it, re- 
turns to the fame feat he occupied the day before. 

And in a farmer’s ftable, or in his fhed, his 
horfes and his cows pertinacioufly retain each one 
its peculiar place; and fhould it be occupied by 
{ome impertient intruder, this will be a fufficient 
fubject of contention, 

Dogs, in a peculiar manner, feel the force of 
habit refpecting the fpots they have fixed upon for 
their evacuations. 

In their friendfhips animals are governed by the 
_ force of habit, for any two which meet accidentally, 
at a time and place diftant from that in which they 

acci~ 
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‘accidentally met before, are attached to each other, 


‘ 
~~ 


and, fuppofing them not to be reftrained by fome 
more powerful influence, will immediately become 
affociates. | 

If two horfes, ftrangers to each other, travel to- 
gether to a fair, although they fhould have formed 
an acquaintance only for ten minutes, they will find 
each other out among a thoufand others, and will 
quickly come together.

Habits bave refpe to time. 


Whatever habits we have formed, with regard to 
the times of feeding, will have a powerful influence 
on the appetite for food. 

The favage, who lives by hunting, may fait 
many days, arid then feed voracioufly, without fuf- 
fering either by inanition or repletion: but they 
who, in civilized fociety, have acquired the habit 
of feeding five times every day, cannot pafs one 
meal, nor without impatience wait five minutes be- 
yond the ufual time of eating. 

In both, the appetite for food and the powers of 
digeftion depend on habit. 

In cafe of great mental excitement, men may 
continue many days without repofe; but, if they 
have acquired the habit of fleeping at a certain hour 
and for a certain length of time, fleepinefs at that 
hour will return, and at the accuftomed hours they 
will awake from fleep. | 

Both the defire for fleep and the difpofition to 
awake may, by habit, become as regular as the rifing 
and the fetting of the fun. 

The fame may be faid of evacuations. I had a 
nurfe for my children, who was fo perfectly fatisfied 


_ of this, that fhe governed all their motions by, the 
“clock, and in their earlieft infancy taught them the 
vaft influence of habit. : 7 


Every 
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Every part of the fyftem is under the influence 
of habit, and even the mind itfelf is not exempt 
from it. Hence, as Mr. Locke has taught us, 
arife affociation of ideas, affociated ations, and af- 
fociation betweer actions and ideas, 

Some affociated motions are governed by the will, 
asin playing the violin or flute, and the arts of 
turning, of {pinning, and of weaving. Others are 
occafionally under the guidance of the will; yet, in 
cafe of violent ftimuli, they are not'to be reftrained, 
as happens fometimes in the expulfion of the fxces 
and the urine. 7 ae 

Motions are eafily affociated if they ferve the 
purpofes of life ; but not if they go counter to na- 
tural combinations, as when the filver-fmith, for 
the firit time, attempts to infpire by his noftrils whilft 
he is blowing through his lips. : 

Yet by frequent repetition the habit is obtained, 
and the confent of parts is effe€tually eftablifhed. 

One combination is fo perfectly unnatural, that 
no one has yet been able to defcribe at the fame 
time two circles in oppofite directions, one with his 
foot, the other with his hand. 

Some affociated motions, although at firft either 
voluntary or accidental, become at laft wholly inde- 
pendent of volition. 

Thus it is, that by habit we acquire tricks. 

Other affociated motions are from the beginning 
independent of the will, fuch as the vital motions, 
and thofe which are eftablifhed by difeatfe. 

Of fympathy and confent of parts I have already 
treated, and have only here to add, that, agreeable 
to a remark of Dr. Cullen, Sect. 1311. in propor- 
tion as the habit is eftablifhed, a lefs dégree of fti- 
mulus is needful to excite the fyftem, and to induce 
affociated efforts; whether to exclude the enemy, 
to arreft, or to expel him, fuppofing him to have 

gained 
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eained admiffion, or thofe wild efforts and confent 
of parts, which feem to be alcogether either frantic 
of Capricious. - 

Before I quit this fubject 1 mutt yet obferve, that 
nature learns in a meafure to provide-for habitual 
drains, and ufually feels burthened if thefe are inter- 
mitted. 

This obfervation extends to hemorrhages, whe- 
ther artificial, natural, or morbid; to perfpiration ; 
to ulcers; and to every other kind of drain, as may 
be particularly remarked in France, where the na- 
tives acquire the habit of inceffantly fpitting out . 
their faliva ; in Spain, where a voluntary difcharge 
of mucus from the fauces is both excefiive and dif- 
gufting to the laft degree; and in Holland, where 
{pitting is induced by ‘fmoaking ; for none of them 
feem to fuffer by fuch a conftant drain. 

This obfervation extends likewife to the local ex- 
penditure of vital energy, or of that, whatever it 
may be, on which vital energy depends, whether 
this pabulum be merely oxygen derived from the 
arterial blood, or the nervous fluid, whatever that 
may be, or beth, as I am inclined to think, united. 


SB.G-T LON: VI. 
OF THE PROXIMATE CAUSE OF EPILEPSY. 


Bozruaave, as the proximate caufe of epilepfy, 
affigns vehement action of the brain on the moto- 
tory nerves, and total defect of action on the fentient 
nerves. 

With this, the opinion of Hoffman fubftantially- 
coincides, yet itis more methodically exprefied, for 
he confiders the proximate caufe to be fpafmodic 
ftricture of the dura mater, compreffing the fentient 

nerves, 
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nerves, and caufing a greater influx of the nervous 
fluid to the moving fibres. 

Epilepfy appears to be nearly conneéted with apo- 
plexy, more particularly with apoplexia Spafmodica of 
Hoffman, and feems to admit of diftinction into 
fanguine and ferous. 

The paroxyfim feems to originate in fpafm, but 
there is evidently, and perhaps induced by fpafm, a 
determination of blood. to the veffels of the head, 
with fome degree of preffure on the brain, which 
may be from diftended blood-veffels ; or, the action 
of the exhalants being increafed, there may be effu- 
fion on the brain; and during the ftate of coma 
this fuperabundant lymph may “be taken up by the 
abforbents. 

In cafe of rupture cf the blood-veffels, apoplexy 
and death will clofe the fcene. 

Now, as the preflure on the brain is only partial, 
and the animal funétions are alone fufpended, the 
vital energy will be accumulated, and therefore act 
with increafed vigour on the other functions, as 
we have remarked in the enumeration of the fymp- 
toms. 

This fubftantially agrees with the pathology of 
the fagacious Hoffinan, and with a curious experi- 
ment of Sauvage, when he induced epileptic fpafm 
by wounding the medulla oblongata, and death by 
puncture of ‘the {fpinal marrow.

PRactTirioners in their treatment of this difeafe 
may he feparated into three claffes. © | 
The fix prefcribe only to the frmptoms.

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"Thus they commonly recommend carminatives, 
that is cordial ftimulants, to difcharge the flatulence 
of the ftomach and bowels ; ether, the foetid gums, 
and opium, to relieve the ‘fpafmodic affections of 
the moving fibre ; magnefia, to abforb the acid; or 
falts and manna, to:remove the coftivenefs. 

The /econd feem to proceed one ‘ftep farther, and 
prefcribe for the difeafe. 

They look into books, and beida told that epi- 
lepfy is to be cured by fuch a medicine, they give 
‘it with confidence; but being difappointed in their 
expectations, they try fome other infallible [pecific, 
_ governed entirely by chance, without one ray of 
light to guide their fleps. 

~The third prefcribe, if I may fo exprefs myfelf, 
neither to the fymptom nor yet to the difeafe: they 
endeavour fo jind out the proximate caufe; but nei- 
ther are they contented with that inveftigation, for 
they never reft till they have made up their mind 
as to the predifponent and the occafional caufes of the 
difeafe. fubmitted to their care, and on thefe they 
eftablith their indications. 

BorRHAave concludes ‘his judicious remarks on 
epilepfy by pointing out the inutility of /pecifics : yet 


moft of his cotemporaries, and too many of his fol-. + 


lowers, have had no other dependance in the cure 
of moft difeafes. 

Even Horrmay, in this refpect, deferves our 
cenfure. 

He agrees with Wiefmann and Doleus in recom- 


mending a /pecific powder, to be compofed of all the. 


fubfequent ingredients, earth worms, frogs, moles, 
fwallows, frefh feet and embryos of hares, ivory, 
ftag’s horn, human fkull, blood of a healthy man, 
with manatee ftones, but aboxe all the hoof of the 

elk. 
The elk was chofen as Beli himfelf fubject to 
T epileptic 


= 
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epileptic fits; and the hoof, becaufe, when feized 
with epilepfy, he cured himfelf by putting his hoof 
up to his ear! 

Etmuller informs us, that the horn of the e&, 
-by diftillation, yields a volatile alkali, which is an- 

tiepileptic ! | | | 

But to render this efficacious for the human race, 
it was needful, that the hoof fhould be ftruck off 

by a@ hatchet whilft the animal was young and moft 
at rut. 

The manatee, or fea cow of warm climates, was 
fixed upon, as being friendly to the human race. 
See Schroder, b, 5. d. 3. n. 77. & Rejes C. El. 
4 Sth 

As to the blood of a healthy man, this feems to 
have been a relic of Pagan fuperftition, for we learn 
from Celfus, that a common prefcription for epi- 
leptic fits among the quacks, was to make their pa- 
tients drink the warm blood of a gladiator flain in 
combat. : 

We may remark, however, that with thefe fpe- 
cifics, the beft inftructed phyficians were accuftom- 
ed to combine cordial ftimulants, antifpafmodics, 
tonics, and the vegetable aftringents, not, however, 
_ forgetting oriental pearls. 

Profeflor Horrman particularly ftates, that eva- 
cuants, temperants, and alteratives, muft precede 
the ule of thefe /pecifics. 

His learned friend, Dr. Niconat, very properly 
obferves, that the epilepfy of children, arifing from 
acidities in the firft paffages, is effectually relieved 
by the teffaceous powder contained in this farrago; 
that nothing can be more idle than to feek an uni- 
verfal remedy for fpafmodic affections, and that, to 
cure them effectually, the medicines muft be adapt- 
ed to the caufe. After which, however, he with 
the utmoft propriety, exclaims, 

: vi © Sed 
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tt Sed quam varie funt foafmi vel epilepfia caufe! 
In epilepfy the indications muft be taken from 
the remote caufés, becaufe during the paroxy{m no- 


thing can be done to give relief. 
The indications then will be, 


1. To increafe the vital energy. 
2. To remove the morbid fiimulants. 
3. To obviate the contratted habit. 


I. To anfwer the firft intention; we muft recol- 
le&t what has been delivered in the feétion on debi- 
lity and fpafm, and in conformity to thofe ideas, we 
muft increafe the tone by increafing the tenfion of 
the folids and the circulation of the fluids. 

For this purpofe we mutt adopt a generous diet, 
with cool air, exercife, and the mof powerful 
aftringents, avoiding at the fame time all caufes of 
debility. 

_. The cold bath, gradually increafed in coldnefs, 

and the time of the immerfion gradually increafed 
from momentary to five minutes continuance, will 
be found an efficacious tonic. 

Hippocrates obferves of epileptics, 


“<< $i quartana fupervenit, liberantur.” 


We cannot induce a quartan, but we can fupply 
its place by the fiidden application of cold, to be 
followed immediately by glowiug heat, fo as to in- 
duce a univerfal excitement of the fyftem. 

Dr. Brown has well remarked, that the caufe of 
epilepfy is neither plethora, nor plethora with mo- 
bility, but debility ; and therefore he prohibits vene- 
fection. Yet, with fubmiffion to his fuperior talents, 
I muft here fuggeft, what I hope has been already 
proved, that debility implies relaxation of the fo- 


lids, which often induces plethora, and that this kind 
‘Tea of

of plethora prevents the degree of circulation which 
js needful for the increafe of tone. 

If, therefore, the ftydent fhould titre in his 
epileptic patient a tenfive pain in the head, with in- 
flamed eyes, but more efpecially with oppreffion on 
the pulfe, let him riot be afraid to ufe the lancet, 
yet, whilft the blood is flowing, let him put his 

» finger upon: fome artery, that by its Seeblenefs, he 
may be warned to defilt, or by its inereafing vigour 
he may be encouraged to proceed. At the fame 
time lec him retHember, that venefeétion, as Dr. 
Brown has demonflrated, increafes ultimately the 
evil it was intended to remove, and therefore let 

him not repeat this operation, but proceed to brace 
up the relaxed fibre, as the belt prefervative from 
fuch plethora. 

Many eminent phy fcians) in ite cure of epilepfy, 

have placed their whole dependance on metallic 
oxyds, and have particularly recommended zinc. 

Some give either flores zinci, or the precipitate 
obtained from vitriolated zinc by alkali, beginning 
with one grain twice a day, and gradually increaSng 
the quantity to twelve grains three times aday: but 
others prefer the zincum vitriolatum, increafing the 
“tlofe from five to twelve grains twice a day. 

Dr. Cullen frequently prefcribed and ftrongly re- 
commended cuprum ammoniacale, and many of his 
pupils have produced wonderful effects by giving a 
quarter of a grain to a dofe, advancing gradually, 
even to four grains twice a day. 

Had they began by giving the largeft dofes, 
the ftomach would have revolted, and by the force 
of habit, fubfequent dofes, although reduced in 
quantity, would have produced the fame bad effect. 
But by proceeding gradually, the ftomach may 
habitutlly ‘ Pug to bear the largeft dofes; the 

lacteais 
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jacteals ‘may be trained to take up thefe fubftances 
in great abundance ; and then, being conveyed.ncts 
the blood, they will circulate through the minuteft 
veflels of the fyftem, to depofit perhaps. their oxygen 
wherever it is wanted, but ce in whatever 
way it is accomplifhed, to increafe the vital energy. 

In my own practice I have been much attached 
to fteel. This I learned from Sypinsam, and hav- 
ing feen its wonderful effects, as adminiftered by the 
late Dr. Smita, of Blackfriar’s Bridge, and by Dr. 
NaNKIVELL, in Cannon. ~fireet, 1 have conftantly ad- 
hered to it. 

' The beft preparations are, the filings: and the rutt 
of i iron, either of which I give eB five to ten 
- grains, two or three times a day, at ftated hours, and 
fometimes I have united it with anguftura bark.

The dofe may be a bit as big as a nutmeg twice or 
thrice a day. 


I have lately found the bark of the Englith oak, 
combined with bitters and aromatics, abundantly 
ufeful as a tonic and aftringent. But in epilepfy, 

» the minerals deferve the preference. 

Dr. Wilfon, where tonics and aftringents failed, 
has cured by g’ving camphor gr. 5. increafing the 
dofe gradually to thirty, grains. | 


II. To anfwer the fecond intention will require the 


watchful attention of the patient, 
1% ae He 
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He muft learn to moderate his paffions and en- 
joyments, equally avoiding all fudden and violent 
excitements both of pain and pleafure. © 

He mutt be temperate as to his eating and drink- 
ing, and in proportion to thefe he mutt 1 regulate his 
exerci‘e ; yet cautioufly abftaining from exceflive 
mufcular exertion, 

It will likewife be needful for him to fhun the ex- 
tremes and fudden alternations of heat with cold, 
and to keep at a proper diftance from thofe who are 
fuffering by the fame difeafe. 

Hoffinan gives a very interefting cafe of a young 
girl, aged 12, of a florid complexion, plethoric ha- 
bit, and inclined to coftivenefs, who, being ferri- 
jied, was {eized with violent epileptic fits, but was 
cured by bleeding at the nofe, 

The cafes of epilepfy, which in the country have 
been fubmitted to my care, have been principally 
induced by terror, by indigefted fordes in the fto- 
mach, or by worms. ° 

Of the latter, one cafe gave 1 me much perplexity, 
becaufe I thought myfelf certain of the caule, yet 
by no medicines could [| either cure my patient or 
bring away the worms. 

When I difmiffed her, I fuggefted my opinion of 
the cafe, in which fhe acquie!ced, and told me, that 
her fifter had been for many years fubjeét to the 
fame complaint, but that, after having tried every 
kind of vermifuge, recommended by phy ficians, fhe 
had taken bear’s foot (he!leborus foetidus) in a 
confiderable dofe. At the diftance of about two 
hours, after the had fwallowed this, fhe had a fit, 
was violently convulfed for a confiderable time, and 
was left for dead; but in about half an hour fhe re- 
vived, felt an inclination to evacuate her bowels, 
and, at one motion, pafled feventy worms (¢he #e- 
vetes) alive, fome of them nine inches long, and all 

; twined 
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twined together in a round ball without the leaft ad- 
mixture of feces. The convulfions, I apprehend, 
were moft violent whilft thefe worms were paffing 
the pylorus. 

From this time fhe never had an epileptic fit. 

Dr. Ingenhoufz informs me that toa man aged 
40, at Vienna, who had epileptic fits, he gave in. 
one day four pints of water fuperfaturated with car- 
bonic acid air, by which he paffed a great number of 
dead worms both up and down, and was cured of 
epilepfy.. A long time after this he relapfed, and 
was cured in the fame way. The Dr. fays, that 
he has in a variety of cafes deftroyed worms by 
filling the alimentary canal with mephitic water. 

Vilcid mucus with indigefted fordes in the fto- 
mach and duodenum, have been ftated as one occa-_ 
fional caufe of epileptic fits, and Dr. Fothergill con- 
fidered this to be their moft ufual caufe. . 

- When they originate from hence, nature fome- 
times makes an effort to relieve herfelf by vomit- 
ing. 

ak Swieten makes mention of a young man, in 
whom the paroxy{m ceafed whenever this fymptom 
fupervened; and, as the fits conftantly returned at 
the full of the moon, he availed himfelf of this cir- 
cumftance to prevent them by the timely interpofi- 
tion of an emetic. 

Hoffman relates the cafe of a young lady, the 
daughter of an epilectic mother, who, havinz drank 
a great quantity of cold water during the operation 
of an emetic, which fhe had taken for a quartan 
ague, was feized with epilepfy, but foon relieved by 
drinking largely of warm water, which reftored the 
vomiting, and cleanfed the ftomach} yet, after a 
time, the fits returned with increafing violence, but 
were again relieved chiefly by emetics and fponta- 
neous vomiting. 


T 4 The 
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The Profeffor on this cafe makes the following 
remark : 

*¢ This affection originated altogether in the pri- 
mz viz, occafioned by indigefted fordes, acidity, 
vifcid phlegm, and bile, either in the ftomach or 
the duodenum. And thefe alfo produced the in- 
termittent.” 

Dr. Bondt, as we fee in the Medical Commen- 
taries of Dr. Duncan, mentions an epileptic patient, 
to whom he gave the bark of the geoffrea furina- 
menfis in ftrong decoétion, as a powerful anthel- 
. mintic. ; 

This copicufly evacuated a denfe and vifcid mu- 
cus both up and down, and, although it brought no — 
worms to light, effectually cured the fits. 

When the difeafe is occafioned by renal calculi, 
by obftructed catamenia, by the hemorrhoidal flux 
imprudently repelled, or by atonic gout, it muft be 
confidered as fymptomatic, and the attention mutt 
be turned towards the primary difeafe. 

Dr. Ferriar has favoured us with a very curious 
cafe of epilepfy, brought on by the retroceffion of 
the itch (in confequence of fome external applica- 
tions) and cured by inoculating the patient for the 
itch. 


IlJ. To anfwer the third intention, fuppofing 
epilepfy to have been induced by paffions of the 
mind, by tranfient fenfations, by irritation paft, by 
thunder, by imitation, or by affociation of ideas, 
and to be fupported, not by any fomes in the fyf- 
tem, but by the power of habit; in this cafe, our 
plan of cure muft be more efpecially to give vital 
energy near. the period of accefiion, that, by pre- 
venting the fit, we may difturb the habit and thus 
ultimately effect a cure. : 

For this purpofe, the fame practices recommend- 


ed 
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ed to break the habits of intermittents will here alfo 
frequently anfwer our intentions. | 

As near as may be previous to the fit, bark, fteel, 
wine, ether, opium, muft be given with a liberal. 
hand, fo as to fupport the viral energy, taking care, 
at the fame time, not by excefs of ftimulants to 
induce debility. 

To direét his caution, let the ftudent confult what 
has been recently delivered on ftimuli, compared 
with what I ftated, in the beginning of this work, 
whilft treating particularly of opium, wine, and 
ether. ~ 

Dr. Darwin, in a cafe of fomnambulency, and epi. 
_ Tepfy, which came on every morning at feven, gave 
one grain of opium at fix, and in half an hour fifteen 
drops of laudanum in wine, increafing the opium, 
He ordered likewife bark with filings of iron twice 
a day, and in three or four days, the patient was 
reftored to health. Zoonomia IT. § 34. 

When the paroxyim returns nearly at a given 
hour, the attack may be prevented by a repetition 
of eleétric fhocks, continued, as in the cafe of in- 
termittents, beyond the period of acceffion. 

In the cafe already mentioned of a lad, who had 
{wallowed a great quantity of floes, I ftated, that 
after the cathartics he had no return of his fits for 
fix weeks; but fome time after the expiration of 
that term he came to tell me, that in the laft twenty 
days he had ten fits, one every other evening, and 

_nearly at the fame hour, 

As he had fufficient notice of their approach, I 
ordered him to retura before the ulual hour of at- 
tack. 

He did fo, and was blegtriGed with gentle fhocks 
till all the fymptoms had difappeared, nya which he 
-pever had another fit. 

This, although 1t is the only cafe I have record- 

ed, 
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ed, is not the only one I have cured by e/efricity, 
when the periods were diftinétly marked, and the 
fits regular in the time of their approach. 

' And I remember, Mr. Randall, who for thirty 
years practifed medical electricity on a moft exten- 
five fcale in London, affured me, that in fimilar 
circumftances he had feldom failed to cure. » 

We have remarked above, that thunder clouds 
occafion epilepfy, and here we fee that electricity in 
fome cafes effectsacure. | 

No phyfiologift has ever yet been able to afcer- 
tain precifely what office the electric fluid commonly 
performs in the animal ceconomy. : 

We know that it is a ftimulant exciting power- 
fully the action of the animated fibre, and we ob- 
ferve that it promotes the growth of vegetables, the 
evaporation of fluids, and the perfpiration of ani- 
mals, that it increafes the flow of liquids from ca- 
pillary tubes, and brings on fuddenly in obftruéted 
females their periodical ‘difcharce. 

We fee clearly, that it quickens, with wonderful 
rapidity, both the acetous and the putrefactive fer- 
mentations, and that when it burfts impetuous from 
a cloud the vital principle is at once deftroyed. 

My valuable friend Dr. Fothergill, of Bath, af- 
fured me, that he faw a puppy ki led by fhocks of 
ele&tricity fent through the head, and afterwards re- — 
flored to life by pentie fhocks directed through the - 
region of the heart and lungs. 

“As often as the operation was falpehaedl; the little _ 
animal relapfed; but perfectly recovered by a repe- 
tition of the fhocks. 

The operator was Mr. PAO of Caven- 
difh-fquare, who in the fame manner cures mie 
and A{phyxia induced by lightning. 

I have already mentioned electricity more than 
once, as an efficacious remedy, and fhall have occa- 

64 fion 
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fion to recommend it yet again in fome chronic 
complaints. 

To break the habit, by diverting the attention, 
and by introducing a new affociation of ideas, as well 
as by the attendant exercife and change of air, all 
medical practitioners have agreed in recommending 
a long journey, which frequently proves an effec- 
tual remedy in this difeafe, when all the ufual reme- 
dies have failed. 

I cannot conclude this article without requefting 
the ftudent, to confult what has been delivered, in 
the preceding part of this work, on apoplexy, and 
what has recentiy been faid on fpafm.,

Genus XLIIT. Convutsio. 
Convulfions. 


Tur fymptoms re, alternate relaxations, with 
violent and involuntary contractions of the moving 
fibres, without fleep. 

It is evident, that children, women, and other 
perfens of manifeft debibiliry, are moft fubject to this 
difeafe ; from whence we cannot hefitate to affign 
morbid irritability as the predifpofing caufe, and on 
this-muft be eftablifhed our firft indication of sue, 
in the liberal ufe of tonics and aftringents, 

The fecond indication will be to remove the occ. 
fional caufes, which are the fame as in epilepfy. 

But in general it may be obferved, that convul- 
fions are mot frequently fyinpathetic, and therefore 
to be cured by curing the primary difeafe. 

Let the ftudent, on this head, look back to what 
has been delivered on epilepfy and {pafim, and for- 
ward to chorea and tetanus. 

Sauvage gives a curious cafe of a young girl, 
who was almoft inceffantly, both night and day, 

con- 
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convulfed in her head, eyes, tongue, neck, trunk, 
arms, fingers, feet, &c. yet retained my feilee 
and made efforts to anfwer when he fpoke to her. 

He cured her at the end of eight days by bleed- 
ing, followed by anemetic anda cathartic. 


Genus XLIV. Cuorea. 


Dance o ;5t. Vitus. 


The fymptoms are, convulfive motions of the 
limbs or trunk, with fuch uniformity as to repre- 
fent the gefticulations fometimes ufed in dancing.

Tus difeafe affects young people, chiefly thofe 
of a debilitated habit. 

Hence we cannot hefitate to affign morbid irrita- 
bility as the predifpofing caufe. 

The occafional caufe precifely as in epilepfy, to 
which I mutt refer the ftudent, muft be fought for 
in fome error of the ou-naturals; or, as. we may 
exprefs it, 


1. In fomething improper received into the fyf- 
tem. 


2. In fomething improper, that has been done, 
offering violence to nature. 


3. In fomething retained, which ought to be eva- — 
cuated.

OF THE INDICATIONS OF CURE IN “CHOREA, 


The indications of cure mutt here be taken from 
the remote caufes occafional and predifponent; but 
the misfortune is, that, in the cure of this difeafe, 
the attention has been confined ¢hiefly to the latter. 

To obviate debility, and thereby to diminifh mor- 
bid irritability, practitioners have been commonly 
contented with giving, either thelowers of zinc, 
or white vitriol, or the calx of zinc precipitated 
from tlie latter; and others have ordered the cuprum 
aimmoniacum, given daily, beginning with one grain, 
and increafing gradually till the dofe came to three 
or even four grains twice a day. But, in my opi- 
nion, attention fhould be paid firft to the occafional 
caufe, by obviating whatever error has been com- 
mitted in the non- hatewat as expreffed above, and 
then to the predifponent caufe. 

* Dr. White, of York, makes mention of a lady, 
who, having by emetics brought up a great quan- 
tity of phlegm, was afterwards completely cured by - 
flowers of zinc. 

And Dr. Whytt, of Edinburgh, tells us of a 
girl, aged fourteen, who was cured by a diarrhoea, 
during which fhe difcharged much vifcid flime by 
{tool. 

I do not mean to fuggeft, that flime inthe intef- 
tines is the only occafional caufe to be regarded, for 
that would be inconfiftent. with what has been: re- 
cently ftated ; but, that both flime and worms, with 
other irritating caufes, applied to the alimentary ca- 
_nal, require particular attention, muft be obvious to 
every one, who knows any thing of fpafmodic af- 
fections. Hoffman was well aware of this, as ap= 
pears by his chapter de rebus non venenatis, fed in- 


ftar 
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ftar veneni in corpus humanum agentibus, where 
{peaking of worms, he fays, a verrathie filia o¢to 
annorum ita fuit vexata ut caput, brachia & crura 
in continuo efient motu & caput a dextro in finif- 
trum & contra brachia & crura furfum deorfum 
agitarentur, Tom I. p. 235. 

Yet the attention muft not be confined wholly to 
irritation, arifing from material caufes, for there 
may be mental irritation, or fuch as affects imme. | 
diately the nervous fyftem, to -be fought for, as 
{tated above, in various errors refpecting the non- 
naturals. Therefore, | 


1. If any evil paffions have been excited they 
mutt be reftrained. 


2, If any natural pea have been checked, 
they mutt be reftored, 

3. If any thing improper hath been received into 
the fyftem, or generated there, it muft be rejected, 
either by emetics, by cathartics, or by both, as oc- 
cafion may require ; after which the following pre- 
{cription may be given: |

At the fame time the anguftura bark, with iron 
and aromatic fpecies, as ordered for epilepfy, muft 
be given twice.a day. 


Or, agreeable to the practice and recommenda- 
tion 
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tion of Drs. Hart, Ganbius, White, Walker, 
Wright, Percival, Haygarth, and other eminent 
phyficians, the more powerful tonics, fuch as the 
preparations of zinc and copper, in the dofes al- 
ready ftated for epilepfy, or even arfenic, as recom~ 
mended in intermittents, may be ufefully preferibed. 
To thefe fhould be added fea bathing, when it 
can be had; or the ufe firft of a tepid, and then 
gradually of the coldeft frefh water bath may fup- 
ply its place. .

Genus XLV. TETANUS. 


Tue fymptom is, fpafmodic rigidity of almoft 
the whole body. 


Sancti OiNe I. 
THE HISTORY OF TETANUS, 


Tuais difeafe is common in warm climates, more 
efpecially in fummer, and is moft frequent, when 
the fcorching heat of'a vertical fun is followed by 
heavy rain or by evening dew. 

In the Welt Indies it may be confidered as en- 
demic among the negro flaves, who fuitain the vi- 
cifficudes of heat and cold, more efpecially when, 
fleeping after a hard day’s work, they are expofed to 
heavy dews. | 

But although it be endemic in warm climates, yet 
in every climate it frequently occurs after wounds, 
efpecially if the vital energy has been previoufly ex- 
haufted by intemperance, heat, pain, watchfulnefs, 
or hard labour, and this moft commonly when ex- 


citement, pain, and. inflammation ceafe. ‘ 
Tetanus 
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Tetanus appears either as Opifthotonos, Empfof> 
thotonos, or Trifmus. 


In piper the body is ‘drawn violently back- 
ward, and all the mufcles of the cerky and {pine are 
affected with rigidity. | 


In Emprofthotonos we have fimilar fpafms and the 
fame rigidity, with this difference, that the body 1s 
drawn forwards, more efpecially the head. Andy, 
in addition to thefe diftreffing fymptoms in both 


cafes, Trifinus, that isa locked-jaw, is apt to fuper- 
vene. 


In the firft Volume of the London Medical Ob- 
fervations may be feen a very particular defcription 
of Opifthotonos, by Dr. L. Chalmers, of South 
Carolina, of which the following are the chief par« 
ticulars. | 


Stage the firft.—Stiffnefs about the back part of 
the neck, and general laffitude, fo that the patient 
“cannot turn his head without turning his body. He 
feels a fudden and painful traction “under the carti~ 
ago enfiformis, which ftriking through to the back, 
increafes inftantly the rigidity about-the neck, draws 
. the head back, and fhuts the jaws. Swallowing then 
becomes painful, and occafions return of fpafm, 
which extends along the fpine to the lower extre- 
mities. Pulfe low and hard. Belly bound. Blood 
natural. | 


Second ftage.—-Spafm under the fternum returns 
every ten or fifteen minutes, followed by inftant af- 
fection of the fpine and jaw, continuing for'a few 
feconds. Pulfe variable from forty to ‘eighty, al- 
‘ways hard. Face pale at intervals, but moft often - 
flufhed, and marked with expreffions of diftrefs.

OF THE ATTENDANT SYMPTOMS AND PROGRESS 
OF ASTHMA. 


ArztT@us among the fymptoms of afthma has 
remarked, previous to the attack, a tightnefs and 
{tricture on the cheft, unufual indolenee: “hoarfenefs, 
cough, diftention of ftomach, naufea, eructation, 
watchfulnefs, and deficiency of animal heat during 
the night. 

As the difeafe advances, the cheeks are red and 
the eyes are prominent, as in ftrangulation. 

The patient fnores even if awake, but more when 
fleeping. He has in general the keeneft and moft 
impatient defire for frefh cool air ; and for this rea- 
fon feels diftrefs, when confined within the limits of 
a houfe, although the apartments fhould be fpa- 
cious. 

From the fame fenfation of diftrefs he raifes him- 
felf upright and breathes with his mouth open. | 

The pulfe is quick, {mall, and commonly ops 
prefied. | 

Coftivenefs, wich vomiting of bile, and a copious 
difcharge of limpid urine, are prevailing fymptoms. 

After dinner, and more efpecially after a full 
meal, there is commonly much flatulence in the {to- 
mach, with drowfinefs and increafed dyfpnoea; but 
the violence of the paroxyf{m is commonly from 
about midnight till towards morning, when it is, re~ 
lieved by fleep. 

In the progrefs of the difeafe, a flight fever of no 
certain type comes on, with evening exacerbations. : 

The face, the hands, and arms, begin to {well ; 
the countenance is pale and lurid; the legs become | 
cedematous ; and afcites, anafarca, a dropty of the 

x. cheft, 
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cheft, or a lethargy, fupervenes. A torpor of the 
arms Is felt, preceding partial paralyfis, and the dif- 
trefling {cene is. clofed by {uffocation,

"Tues are chiefly of the fanguine temperament, 
‘with fmall, but numerous, vefiels; the corpulent 
and plethorics but more particularly perfons, of a 
‘contracted cheft ; the intemperate, and fuch as have 
been debilitated by exceffive haemorrhage, or in 
whom any accuftomed evacuations, either fanguine 
‘or ferous, have been fuppreffed ; thofe alfo'in whom 
herpetic eruptions have beenunfeafonably checked, or 
ulcers fuddenly dried up; but particularly thofe who 
are much opprefied with flatulence ; and all thefe 
more efpecially at the vernal.and autumnal equi-

Species 1. Spontaneum is the fame with the: Aatua 
- lentum: of both Hoffman and Floyer, and’ with the’ 
ftomachicum‘of Baglivi and’ Sativage. 

Among the {pecific fymiptems are, previous to 
the paroxyfm, fulnefs and. diftention of ftomach 
infipid eructation; tightnefs in the preecordia’; co- 
pious difcharge at night of limpid urine’;° weight, 
anxiety, and difficult refpiration. | 

About two in the morning the paroxyfm, coms 
mences, and, if it is fevere, thduces bilious vomit- 
ing. The pulfe is firft quick and irregular, then 
weak and intermittent. In the progrels of the fit . 
the hands and feet are cold, the face becomes pale,. 
there is forneitues heare: Bien with palpitation, and, 
the whole is clofed by fleep. 

BaGLiv1, with. the utmott ropricty, confiders this 
as an affection of the ftomnsele , | 

pe he Nd Dr 
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Dr.Waytr has particularly noticed fympathy with 
the ftomach, when the nerves of this organ are af- 
fected by wind, phlegm, or crudities, as one caule . 
of {fpafmodic afthma. 


Species 2. Exanthematicum is the fame with the 
convulfivum of Hoffman. | 

The fpecific fymptoms are tightnef§ on the cheft, 
‘painful fenfations on the fternum extending to the 
{capule, torpor of the arms which fometimes be- 
come paralytic. In this fpecies the {pafmodic ftric- 
ture isnot confined to the mufculo-tendineous mem- 
brane connecting the annular cartilages of the bron- 
chia, but is communicated to the intercoftal mufcles, 
preventing thereby the expanfion ofthe cheft, and, 
as thefe conftri¢ted regions borrow their nerves from 
the vertebral and dorfal, which fend branches to the 
arms, thefe parts muft fuffer as above detfcribed. 

The occafional caufe may be fought for in the 
premature retreat of eryfipelas, meafles, or any 
other of the exanthemata; in the repulfion of her- 
petic eruptions, fcald head, itch, &c.; or in the 
dying wp of inveterate ulcers. It may be induced 
qr a fudden check of perfpiration in general, but 
more efpecially by repelling that of the feet, when 
copious and offenfive, or, as frequently happens, by 
retrocedent gout. 


Species 3. Plethoricum is the fame with the /an- 
guineum of Hofiiman. | | 
The fpecific fymptoms are, rednefs of the face, 
fulnefs of the veffels, with other fympioms of ple- 
thora; palpitation of the hearet; pulfe quick, 
uneequal, fmall ; and a flight Pyyrexia attending the 
firft paroxyims. | 
It is induced by indolence in conjunction with full 
| diet, 
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diet, but more particularly by the ftoppage of ac- 
cuftomed evacuations. 

In whatever part of the fyftem fpafmodic (tri 
ture firft takes place, if it induces congeftion in the 
right chambers of the heart and in the lungs, fpaf- 
modic contraétion of the bronchial tubes and veli- 
cles will be the confequence. For it may be unt- 
verfally received, that immoderate diftention pro 
duces fpafn, and fpafm contributes to congeftion. 
Hence it is that the lungs of thofe, who have died 
of this difeafe, have been difcovered full of black, 
extravafated, and ftagnant, blood. 

Dr. Darwin confiders afthma as either, 1ft. humo 
ral, or 2d. convulfive, the former arifing from torpor 
of the pulmonary veffels, or deficient abforption of 
the lymph effufed into the air ceils, and therefore 
connected with ana/arca: the latter arifing, like epi- 
lepfy, from fympathy with remote parts of the fyftem, 
as on the. retroceffion of eruptions, or the irritation 
of worms in the alimentary canal.

Species 2. Exanthematicum. From a confidera- 
tion of the occafional caufes, the fpecial indication, 
which naturally prefents itfelf, 1s, to promote a de- 
termination to the furface, and to the lower extre- 
mities. a as 

This intention may be anfwered by mild diapho- 
retics, by carminative clyfters, by friction of the feet 
with either a hare’s fkin or a flefh brufh, and by 
tepid pediluvium. To thefe, gentle diuretics and 
cathartics, fuch as nitre, fulphur, fquills, and falt of 
tartar, may be added to advantage. 

The fubfequent prefcription has produced won- 
derful effects, after others had been tried in vain.

SECTION I. 
OF THE PROXIMATE CAUSE OF TETANUS. 


Tuts, agreeable to Hoffman, is, violent con- 
traction of the membranes furrounding the fpinal 
marrow and the nerves proceeding from it, which 
' caufes impetuous influx of the nervous fluid into the 

affected mufcles. 

The convulfive irritation, according to him, may 
be induced two ways: for either the membranes of 
the fpinal marrow, being direétly irritated, are con- 
vulfed themfelves, and draw into confent (in bane 
convulfionem focietatem) other parts connected with 
them; or, fome of thefe parts, being firft fpafmo-_ 
dically affected, communicate ftricture to the fpinal 
marrow, from which it extends by confent to other 
parts, between which there is no evident connection, 
-unlefs through the medium of the brain. 

Hence he would diftinguifh two fpecies of con- 
_-vulfive motion, idiopathic and fympathetic. 
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SECTION Ill. 


OF THE PREDISPONENT CAUSE OF TETANUS. 


From the hiftory of this difeafe it is clear, that 
~ the predifponent caufe is morbidly increafed irrita- 
bility, as the confequence of extreme debility. _ 

As for the fource of debility in warm climates, 
it muft be evident to every one, who has paid at- 
tention to the fubject, that we need look for no 
other but excefs of heat, unlefs among the flaves 
who endure extreme fatigue, and among fuch of. 
the planters as are debilitated by intemperance and 
vice. | 

Let the ftudent however confult the preceding 
obfervations on fpafmodic affection in general, and 
particularly thofe on epilepfy. 


SECTION IV. 
OF THE OCCASIONAL CAUSE OF TETANUS. 


Hiruerto we have affigned only the predifpo- 
nent caufe, but have not pointed out the hornet, 
the wafp, nor yet the little fly, if] may be permitted 
to allude to the general remark, with which I intro- 
duced my obfervations on /pafm; that is, we have | 
found irritability, but not the irritating caufe. This 
in fome cafes, and thofe the moft common, may be 
difcovered in the alimentary canal. 

Let the ftudent recolleé&t what has been faid al- 
ready, in the beginning of this work, of the effects 
of heat alternating with cold; and likewife what 
every practitioner from the warm climates, either 
of the eaft or weft, can teach him refpecting thofe 
powerful agents, in loading the alimentary nies 

wit 
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with bile and vifcid mucus ; and he will not be at a 
lofs to find an irritating caufe. 

In fupport of this opinion, let the Bidens further 
recollect. what I have quoted from three eminent 
profeffors, Whytt, Macbride, and Hoffman. The 
latter, 1 in his laborious and moft ineftimable works, 
is conftantly inculcating this doctrine, that fpafm and 
convulfions have moft frequently their feat-in the | 
ftomach, and more efpecially in the duodenum. He 
fays, 

*e Non frequentiores occurrunt convulfiones, 
quam que in duodeno potiffimum inteftino prima- 
rium agnofcunt fedem: in quo ftabulantes crudi- 
tates acide, atque vifcide, ob concurfum biliofi ac 
pancreatici fucci, promptiffime acrem ac aie os 
fere indolem acquirunt.” Tom. III. p. 2 

When the inteftines are relaxed and ioaded with 
vifcid mucus, worms can form a lodgement, and, by 
their irritation, are frequently the caufe of tetanus. 

In the Efprit des Journeaux for Auguft, 1793, 
we have two cafes of #etanus defcribed and cured by 
Dr. Roucher, of Montpelier, 

The firft is ofa man aged 25, who with a locked 
_ Jaw had an Opifthotonos. This patient, by three 
grains of tartarized antimony, threw up a moft 
enormous quantity of vifcid mucus (une quantité 
énorme de matieres €paiffes & glarufes). 

The other cafe is of a girl aged eight, who was 
freed ‘from the fame fymptoms by “anthelmintics 
with cathartics, She had copious evacuations, pafl- 
ed fix worms, and by the repetition of thefe medi- 
cines fhe {peedily recovered. 

Sauvage has a fpecies of tetanus, which he de- 
nominates convulfio Indica, obferved principally in 
the ifle of Bourbon, It originates in the expofure 
of wounds and punctures, although healed, to cold; 
| and appears firlt as a cramp, in ” the part, then as 
U2 fpafin 
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{paim in the head and back, but finally terminates 
in frifmus, and, unlefs relieved, in death. 

To cure it they open the wound afrefh with a 
red hot iron, by which many are preferved. 

In colder climates the moft common caufe of te- 
tanus is, the partial laceration or even puncture of a 
nerve or tendon. Nay, fhould the tendon be merely 
touched, when deprived of its vagina, in a moment 
the whole fyftem will be convulfed, and tetanus may 
be induced; yet it 1s remarkable, that whilft the 
coverings remain, the tendons may be preffed be- 
tween the forceps, may be ftretched confiderably, 
and may be even fewed together. 

Boerhaave had once warned a furgeon not to 
touch a tendon, which, in a fuppurated wound, had 
loft its coverings; but the furgeon, by miftake, 
touched it with his forceps. Inftantly the miferable 
patient was convulfed from head to foot, and for 
fome time remained rigid with tetanus. 

Hippocrates relates of Thrinon, the fon of Da- 
mon, that having an ulcer on his ancle, to whicha 
cauftic ,drefling was applied, the irritation of the 
naked tendon induced an Opifthotonos, of which he 
died. ‘ 

We have already noticed the connexion between 
epilepfy and tetanus in defcribing the attendant fymp- 
toms of the former, and it appeared, that one of 
thefe is fometimes tetanus. 

Van Swieten mentions a patient, who, during the 
epileptic paroxyfm, was feized, whilft he was pre- 
fent, with opifthotonos to fuch a degree, that he 
heard the vertebre of the back bone crepitate, and 
faw the head drawn back almoft to the pofteriors. 

Yet when fleep came on, this tremendous fymp- 
tom was inftantly removed.

OF THE INDICATIONS OF CURE IN TETANUS. 


The indications of cure are, 


1. To obviate the morbid irritability of the fyfem. 
2. Io remove the occafional She: whatever that 


may be. 


To fulfil the firft intention we may purfue, either 
the highly ftimulant plan, or we may rely on the 
common tonics and aftringents. 

Hippocrates recommends the feeds of hyofcya- 
mus ; but modern practitioners of the greateft emi- 
nence, who have communicated their ideas to the 
world, and whofe treatment has been moft fuccefs- 
ful, are almoft univerfally agreed in prefcribing 
opium, in large dofes, to be repeated frequently, 
till the fpafm under the fternum ceafes Some of 
them give the tincture of opium, forty drops every 
four tee ; others give it every half hour, till they 
have confumed an ounce in four and twenty hours, 
yet without producing the leaft approach towards 
_ intoxication. 

To this powerful medicine fome have added mufk 
and camphor, without regard to quantity, till the 
whole tumult was allayed. 

In a cafe of tetanus proceeding from a wound, a. 
practitioner, of the higheft eminence in London, 
gave a dram of opium and half an ounce of mufk 
every four and twenty hours, and.cured his patient. 

In fome cafes the warm bath appears to have 
been eminently ufeful. Hippocrates confidered 
warmth as soustisje pain, rigours, convulfions, 
tetanus; and, on the other hand, he affirms, that all 


thefe are induced by cold. On this principle he re- 
Uy commends 
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commends warm. fomentatiorns, and his followers, 
_ Aretzeus and Celfus, with fome among the moderns, 
are of the fame opinion. Dr. Chalmers, of South 
Carolina, particularly advifes, that tetanic patients 
fhould continue in a warm bath, heated to 96 or 
even 102 degrees, till the pulfe becomes foft and 
full, before the exhibition of the opium, which is 
then to be followed up in large dofes every half hour, 
as I have before ftated, till the fpafm under the 
fternum ceafes. 

Dr. Ruh, of Philadelphia, relies on tonics and 
aftringents. He condemns the ufe of opium. and 
- affures us, that by giving the Peruvian bark, three 
ounces in three pints of wine, within the four and 
twenty hours, he foon relieved his patients, and 
cured them in a few days. 

Among the tonics, phyficians are now almoft 
acreed in recommending the cold bath. . 

In the fixth Volume of the London Medical 
Journal, Dr. Wright informs us, that, adopting from 
Dr. Lind the ufe of the cold bath in cafes of tetanus, 
that is by pouring two or three pails fuil of cold 
water every three or four hours over the body of his 
patient, he had never failed in a fingle inftance to 
_ effect a cure. 

Dr. Hutchinfon cured one patient by e/eéfrictty ; 
and Dr. Colin, of Vienna, effectually relieved 
another by the flowers of arnica. 

The fecond indication is to remove the occafional 
caufes, which, as ftated, may be, 


1. Vifcid mucus. 


To evacuate this, emetics are abfolutely neceffary, 
and thefe muft be followed by cathartics. For the 
former tartarized antimony, three grains, triturated 
with five grains of teitaceous powder, may be given 
in the morning ne and, at night, for the ca- 

thartic, 


~ 
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thartic, calomel will be found of all others the moft 
efficacious. 

Two cafes are related by men of the moft re- 
-{pectable authority, in which twenty grains of calo- 
mel were given in the fpace of four hours, with vi- 
‘fible advantage, fuch indeed as, by the fubfequent 
affiftance of wine and bark, effected a perfect cure. 

‘In the Nofologia Methodica of Sauvage, Clafs 
‘VII. Order 1V. Genus XXI. Species Il. we have 
gaftrodynia flatulenta, of which he gives the follow- 
ing defcription : 

"Eft vehemens dolor tenfivus fub cordis {crobi- 
culo, cum refpirandi difficultate, fle¢tendi antror- 
fum trunci neceffitate qui flatuum emiffione fuble- 
vatur ; accedit pulfus imminutio, depreffio, extre- 
morum frigus, fumma anxietas, preecordiorum an- 
guitia. .. Differt a gaftritide, a galtrodynia hyfterica 
aliifque, quod epigaftrium preffionem a manu fac- 
tam toleret, qua alias exacerbatur dolor.” 

That is, a violent pain and tenfion under the . 
_ fcrobiculus cordis, with difficult refpiration, a ne- 
_ ceffity of bending the trunk of the body forwards, 
which fymptom Its relieved by difcharging flatulence 
collected in the ftomach. 

To thefe are added, diminution and depreffion of 
the pulfe, coldnefs of the extremitics, a and ftraitnefs 
over the precordia. 

It differs from inflammation of the ftomach, and 
from the hyfterical affection of the fame organ, in 
this particular, that the hand may be preffed upon 
the epigaftrium without increafing pain. 

Is not this.a fpecies of emprofthotonos ? 

If we compare it with the firtt ftage of opifthoto- 
nos, above defcribed by Dr. Chalmers, we fhall find 
a remarkable coincidence of fymptoms, which natu- 
rally directs the mind to feek fome fimilarity, or ra- 

U4 ther 
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ther identity, in the occafional and predifponent 
caules, 

Among all the practitioners, with whom I have 
had occafion to converfe, I never met with one who 
had ever fen, either the gaftrodynia flatulenta of 
Sauvage, or the emprofihotonos of authors. 

Yet J am intimately acquainted with a gentleman, 
who has been fubje& toa difeafe, of which I. fhall 
now enumerate the fymptoms, and, as he has had 
it often, I can rely upon the accuracy of his eeictipe 
tion. 


Tue firft notice he has of its approach is acertain anxiety 
and dread of evil, which he is not able to expreis.. He 
then perceives a pain, which he can cover with his finger, 
on one fide or other of bis breaft, about two inches below 
the nipple. ‘This gradually increates. with fome little dif 
ficulty of refpiration, total inability to raife his head, or to 
turn it either to the right hand or the left, without moving 
the whole body; the fhoulders are drawn up; the chin 
drawn downwards, till it approaches the cheft, where it 
continues fixed. 

To this fymptom is fornecnies added, an abfolute ne- 
ceffity of bending the trunk of the body forwards. If 
he is lying on one fide, and wifhes to relieve himfelf by 
turning to the other, he is oblized for that purpofe to rife 
up in bed, and then fall into the pofition to which he looks 
for eafe. 

He can never bring up wind from his ftomach till the 
difeale is going off. 

The pulfe is depreffed and flow; the extremities are cold; 
and he can hear any degree of pr reflure on the epigaitric re- 
gion without increafing pain. Coftivenefs is always an ate 
tendant fymptom. 

Alter having repeatedly tried the effe& of cordial ftimu- 
lants, under an idea that it might be a fymptom of atonic 
gout, yet without obtaining ihe lealt reiief, he had re= 


courfe to warm cathartics, by which, in a few days, the . 


fymptoms were fomewhat relieved, | But nothing was ef-

Thefe muft be deftroyed, not by aloetics, becaufe 
thefe are too heating and irritate the fyftem, but 
by fantonicum, by fpigelia, by decoction of Geoffrea, 
made with one ounce of the bark to fifteen ounces 
of water, of which the proper dofe is about three 
ounces; or by calomel, followed by fteel filings, 
rhubarb, bark, and bitters. 


3. The meconium. 


There is a fpecies of tetanus to which new-born 
infants are fubject, attended with locked jaw and 
opifthotonos. It is moft frequent in warm climates, 
and is attributed, by the moft judicious praétitioners, - 
to the neglect of nur{*s, in over-feeding their infants 
before they are cleared from the meconium, The 
method of cure adopted by Dr. Chalmers was, to 
cleanfe their bowels by rhubarb and clyfters. This 
fpecies is fo deftructive in Catalonia, that no one 
felicitates a parent on the birth of a child till the in- 
fant is nine days old. In Madrid, where the fum-. 
mers are much hotter, it is totally unknown. 


4. Wounds. 


If the nerve or tendon is lacerated, but not di- 
vided, all fear of tetanus will be removed by com- 
pleting the divifion. And in all cafes, where the 
{pafm arifes from local irritation, this may be relieved 
by cutting off the communication between the {pinal

In Catalonia they bathe the foot in oil, when the 
aponeurofis | plantarum has been wounded. Expe- 
rience juttiied this practice. ; 

Dr. Rufh has favoured us with one cafe, which is 
highly interefting, where a nail was run into the foot 
without producing inflammation, and the jaw began 

to be affected.: 

He dilated the wound, and poured in fpirit of 
turpentine, which, producing pain and inflamma- 
tion, cured the patient. 

It is worthy of our obfervation, that a fplinter 
under the nail produces no convulfions, nor will te- 
tanus enfue, if pain, inflammation, and fuppuration, 
have taken place. 


5. Should any other occafional caufe prefent itfelf 
to the attention of the practitioner, this muft be ob- 
viated; but fhould the occafional caufe, after his 
moft diligent refearches, be concealed, he muft then 
place his “whole dependance on the medicines which 
anfwer the firft intention, that of removing the pre- 
difponent caufe.

Tue perfons moft liable to this difeafe are, thofe 
of a relaxed and irritable fibre; the young, parti- 
cularly females; the plethoric ; thofe in whom ac- 
cuftomed evacuations fail; and fuch as have been 
reduced by copious hemorrhages or exhaufted by 
difeafe. Hence ic is clear, that the predifponent 
caufe is debility and morbid leritabiligyy

SECTION IL 


OF THE OCCASIONAL CAUSE OF PALPITATION. 


PaxpiTations may be induced by paffions of the 
mind, fuch as vehement defire, joys anger, terror, 
and furprife ; or by mufcular exertion, as in run- 
ning, leaping, and the like; by long continuance in 
a warm bath; by flatulence and diftention of the 
bowels; by tight bandages round the wailt or on 
the lower extremities; and by eruptions Breriamely 
checked. 

Malpighius particularly remarks, that he was 
frequently attacked by troublefome palpitations, after 
eating legumina; and Hippocrates obferves, that 
flatulence always attends this affection of the heart. 
No wonder then, that hyfterical and hypochondriacal 
patients fhould complain of palpitations. 

Foreftus, as quoted by Hoffman, relates the cafe 
of one, who, fleeping at noon with tight garters, ° 
was feized with palpitation, but relieved by loolen- 
ing them. 

‘It has alfo been eftablithed as a fact, that, by 
fupprefling the fweating of the feet, by repelling 

herpetic 
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herpetic eruptions or any exanthemata, as well as by 
the drying up fuddenly of ill-conditioned ulcers, :nd 
by the gout, when retrocedent, the fume diftre{sful . 
fymptom has been produced. 

I fay nothing of polypus, becaufe it may be the 
confequence of death and not the caufe of palpi- 
tation; nor do I {peak of organic affection, becaufe 
it is irremediable.

SECTION IIL 
OF THE PROXIMATE CAUSE OF PALPITATION, 


THe proximate caufe afligned by Hoffman is, 
ftaenation and congeftion of blood in the right 
~chambers of the heart, inducing impetuous influx 
of the nervous fluid to the nerves and fibres of the 
hearty which excites their preternatural contraction. 

In fupport of this opinion he fuggefts, that no 
organ is fo plentifully fupplied with nerves as this. 
It has no lefs than five pair. One from the par va- 
gum, another from the fuperior intercoftal, a third 
from the vertébral, a fourth from the inferior inter- 
coftal, and the fifth from the phrenic. The three 
firft are derived from the brain itfelf; the two latier 
from the fpinal marrow. . 

He remarks, that all the fafciculi of fibres and 
fibrilli compofing the mufcles of the heart, are each 
- covered with the fineft contexture of arteries and 
nerves. 

This wonderful organ hangs fufpended in the 
cheft, fo as to move freely; and, in cafe of pal- 
pitation, to bound with violence againft the ribs, fo 
as even to excite the abforbents and to deftroy the 
bones. 7 | 

Now when the blood, after having diffufed a ge- 
nial warmth and vital energy over the fyitem, me

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after having fupplied the fecretory glands, but more 
abundantly the brain, with all that is needful for the 


'. performance of their fun¢tions, returns from the 


minuteft through the larger veffels to the vena cava, 

and from thence, with the addition of chyle and 
lymph, received from the thoracic duct, by the 
fubclavian vein, rufhes into the right chambers of 
the heart; the {welling torrent, by diftention, fti- 
mulates this organ to powerful contraétions ; ard as 
the ftream is prevented, by the tricufpid valves, 
from returning backwards to its fource, it efcapes 
through the pulmonary artery into the lungs, where, 
as already ftated, it purges itfelf, and acquires frefh 
oxygen and heat. 

From hence it returns by the pulmonary veins to 
the left chambers of the heart, to be again diftri- 
buted throughout the fyftem. 

Thus the circulation is maintained till the filver 
chords are loofened, and the golden bowl is broken 
at the fountain. 

Hence it is evident, that for the Wart motion 
of the heart there is required, 


1, A due proportion between the quantity of fluid 
to be moved, and the natural power of the heart. 

2. A due degree of vital energy, or moving 
power, in the heart, and therefore a fufficient in~ 
flux both of nervous fluid and of well oxygenated 
blood. 

3. Perfect organization and freedom from incum- 
brance in the heart itfelf, andin the veffels, which 
rics bring back the blood, or receive it from the 

eart. ; 


But to caufe that degree of sasieMad! whieh ‘is 
regarded as a difeafe, there is required, 


1. Some obftacle to free circulation, as already ftaied, 


2. 2 more 
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2. A more abundant influx of the nervous fluid to 
the ftimulated part. 


This violent bounding and contraction of the 
heart, repeated with extreme rapidity, may be fuf- 
pended, but cannot ceafe altogether, till the enemy 
is expelled and the remote caufes are removed. 


SECTION IV. 
OF THE INDICATIONS OF CURE IN PALPITATIONS. 
T HE indications will be evidently thefe, 


1. To quiet the violent commotion of the heart. 
2. To promote a free circulation of the blood. 
3. To remove the occafional caufes of the difeafe. 


To anfwer thefe intentions, Profeflor Hoffman. 
recommends diaphoretic antimony with nitre and 
teftaceous powders, and {peaks highly of his ano- 
dyne. 

Wis cafe of flatulence, with coftivenefs, a dry fkin, 
and cold extremities, he orders, with the above, 
frictions, the warm pediluvium, and carminative 
clyfters. . a: 

Should thefe applications fail, and fhould the ful- 
nefs of the vefiels admit of bleeding, this may be 
tried, 

Galen, and after him the moft eminent practi- 
tioners, affirm, that venefection, with medicines and 
aliment of the attenuating kind, are infallible in the 
cure of palpitation; but this muft be underftood 
merely in cafes of plethora, or uncommon fpiffitude 
and richnefs of the bloed. 

In cafes that depend on debility and irritability 
morbidly increafed, a generous diet, with tonics and 

, aftringents, 
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aftringents, muft be freely given, as recommended 
In epilepfy and chorea. 

In all cafes the body mutt be pretties open, and 
the perfpiration free. 

Sauvage makes mention of fifteen fpecies of pal- 
pitation, of which moft are from organic affections. 
Of the reft we may remark,

Genus XLVII. Dyspnca. 


Difficult refpiration, continual, and without fenfe 
of ftricture; cough frequent through the whole 
courfe of the difeafe. 
ihe idiopathic fpecies are reckoned by Dr. Cul- _ 
len, *, 


1. Catarrbalis, idk a frequent cough, rowing 
up a great quantity of vifcid mucus. 

2. Sicca, with cough moftly dry.

This includes feven fpecies of Sauvage, to be rea- 
dily diftinguithed by the offending matter, whether 
duft, metallic fumes, poifons received into the fto- 
mach, or compreffion of the lungs by bronchocele, 

Befide thefe {pecies Dr. Cullen mentions twenty 
feven from Sauvage, which, like many of the former, 
are clearly fymptomatic. Ofthefe feven are derived 
from difeafes of the heart and larger arteries ; feven 
from tumors and diftention of the abdomen, pre- 
venting the defcent of the diaphragm ; and thirteen 
from other difeafes, including Orthopnea a vermini- 
bus, which Dr. Cullen fhould have arranged under | 
his Extrinfeca. 

Of all the datinerared fpecies, Dr. Cullen has ju- 
dicioufly remarked, that they. are difeafes which 
either do not admit of cure, or belong to other dif- 
eafes, as merely fymptomatic, excepting only the 
Extrinfeca, whofe occafional caules are to be care- 
fully avoided,

THE pathognomonic fymptoms are, difficult ie

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patients old hock and Seltzer Water. Dr. Whytt 
ufed blifters on the back.

2. Toreftore the accuftomed evacuations. 


The firft intention may be effectually anfwered by 
abftemioufnefs and regular exercife, by gentle laxa- 
tives, and by avoiding heat. 

To anfwer the fecond intention the fuitable eva- 
cuants mutt be reforted to. 

In all cafes of afthma, more efpecially in old fub- 
jects, I would earneftly advife the conftant ufe of 
flannel next the fkin. 

Sir John Pringle recommends ftrong coffee during 
the afthmatic paroxyfm; and Dr. Percival, of Man- 
chefter, has adopted this practice with manifeft 
advantage.

Genus XLIX. Pertuffis. 
Chin Cough, or Hooping Cough. 
Tu fymptoms are convulfive ftrangulatine cough 


with hooping, relieved by fpontaneous vo- 
miting. It is contagious.

From all the obfervations I have made: on this 
difeafe, it appears to be connected with, if not 
wholly dependant on, the affections of the ftomach, 
and to have for its proximate caufe morbid irrita- . 
bility chiefly of the ftomach with increafed action 
of its mucous glands. Yet fuch is the correfpon- 
dence and confent between the ftomach and the 
lungs, that it is not in all cafes eafy to determine, 
in which of the two is the original feat of the difl- 
eafe. In catarrh this cénfent has been already no- 
ticed, but more particularly in tuffis ftomachalis 
and in afthma; and we have occafion to make the 
fame remark in hooping cough. 

_ That in this difeafe there is produced a dif- 
treffing quantity of vifcid mucus or tough phlegm, 
we have occular demonftration, and evidently fee, 
that when the ftomach has been cleared from this, 
the cough ceafes for a time. 


SECTION II. 
OF THE INDICATIONS OF CURE IN HOOPING COUGH. 


Taxinc therefore morbid irritability chiefly of 
the ftomach, with increafed action of its mucous 


elands, 
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glands, for the proximate caufe of chin cough, the 
indications of cure will be to remove the irritating 
caufe, that is, the phlegm, and to diminifh the 
morbid irritability of the ftomach with the increafed 
action of the mucous glands, the former by fre- 
quent emetics, and the latter by aftringents, to 
which may be joined antifpafmodics, and the in- 
halation of vital air diluted with atmolpheric.

Take red bark two ounces, {pring water three pints ;

It frequently happens where emetics have been 
omitted, that children, after the hooping-cough, 
are troubled with worms. Thefe may be deftroyed 
by calomel, and then the tonic plan muft be purfued. 
I had lately a little patient three years and an half 
old, in the hooping-cough ; who, when brought to 
me, had that morning paffed one and thirty worms, 
and in the preceding days twenty-eight, many of 
which were from fix to nine inches lone. To this 
lictle infant I gave two grains of ca lomel ¢ every 
night, and three grains of jalap the fucceeding morn- 
ing. ‘Thefe procured two ftools in the courle of 
the day, brought away three worms, making the 
whole number. fixty-one, and in ten days perleéted

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a cure of the hooping-cough, without the affiftance 
of emetics. 


Genus L. Pyrofis. 


\VarTer-Brasu of Scotland, and W ATER-BRASH 
of the weft of England, is a copious eruétation of a 
watery infipid fluid, attended with heart-burn. It 
frequently recurs, but being attended with no alarm- 
ing fymptoms, it has generally been left to nature. 


Genus LI. Dy/enteria, 
Dyfentery. 


Or this the fymptoms are frequent eriping ftools, 
chiefly mucous, fometimes mixed with blood and 
followed by tenefmus. It 1s commonly attended by 
pyrexia, and appears to be contagious. 


SECTION: L 
OF THE PROXIMATE CAUSE OF DYSENTERY. 


From all the obfervations I have made, I ac. 
quiefce in the opinion of Dr. Cutten refpecting 
the proximate caufe of this difeafe, and have there- 
fore ventured to remove it from the pyrexiz, and to 
arrange it under the clals NEUROSES, in the or- 
der SpasMtI. 

It appears to be a fpafmodic conftriction of the 
colon induced by local irritation. 

By this conftriction the feces are retained, and 
_by the action of the abforbents they become har- 
dened, and therefore increafe both the irritation and 
{pafm. 

| In 
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In confequence of this the mucous glands of the 
inteftines are excited, either by the immediate ac- 
tion of the hardened feces, or by confent to fupply 
the mucus, which is hurried on by the quickened 
_periftaltic motion of the inteftines, and appears in 
frequent ftools. 

‘The fame irritation, communicated by fympathy 
to the heart, quickens the pulfe, but in the extreme 
arteries of the part affected produces either effufion 
of blood or inflammation, This again increafes 
irritability, and confequently fpafm. ' 

The ftimulus applied to any part of the inteftines 
being propagated to the rectum, produces the tene/- 
mus; that is, a moft urgent and inceflant defire to 
evacuate the feces. 

That the theory of Dr. CuLten is well-founded 
will appear from hence, that when the hardened /y- 
bala are evacuated, the difeafe is fpeedily relieved. 

Should it be fuffered to continue, the villous coat 
will feparate, and be difcharged mixed with pus or 
putrid fanies, becaufe the acrid matter acts like can- 
tharides, when it brings on inflammation and fepa- 
rates the cuticle, or continuing to act when the vital 
energy is much diminifhed, induces fphacelus. All 
this agrees with obfervations after death, for the in- 
teftines have been difcovered, not only in all the va- 
rious ftages of inflammation, of fuppuration, and of 
gangrene, but with their diameters contracted, and 
their coats much thickened. 


SECTION HII: 
OF THE REMOTE CAUSES OF DYSENTERY. 


Tue predifponent caufe feems, as in the cafe of 
fpafm in general, to be debility and morbid irrita- 
bility, either general or partial. 


¥ 3 The 
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The occafional caufes may be. 


1. Putrid acrimony generated in the fyftem. 


During the protraéted heat of fummer, the de- 
termination, as already ftated in the obfervations on 
heat and cold, is to the external furface: but when 
cold and damp fucceed to heat, and when the vital 
energy is much diminifhed, the determination is 
reverfed, the perfpiration is diminifhed, the urine is 
incgeafed, and the fecretions both of bile 2nd mucus 
in the inteftines are not only increafed in quantity, 
but rendered more acrid, and by ftagnation become 
putrefcent. Hence arife dyfenteries with putrid fe-. 
vers, and the weakeft are the firft to fuffer. 


2. Putrid infeciien. 


This, although apparently received into the lungs, 
feems to exert its firft a€tion on the mucous glands 
of the inteftines, as appears by lofs of appetite, 
ficknefs, naufea, vomiting. 

In thefe ideas I am confirmed by revolving in 
my mind, what is related by Sir Joun PRINGLE in 
his treatife on the difeafes of the army. 

‘The obfervations, to which J refer, were made 
in Zealand, and in Brabant, where the country is 
-Jow and damp, and the fprings are near to the fur- 
face of the earth; where the nocturnal fogs are 
thick and fetid, and where an autumnal fun exhales 
putrefcent vapours. 

In thefe circumftances, and in thefe fituations, 
the army under his care was frequently attacked by 
putrid difeafes in a variety of forms ; more efpecially 

when hot days were followed by cold and foggy 
nights. | 

.Thete at firft appeared as tertians and double 
tertians, with foulnefs of the tongue, bitternefs in the 
mouth, naufea, and defire of acids, putrid vomiting, 
and fenfe of oppreffion about the ftomach. 


- 


Such 
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Such were the fymptoms in the camp on the firft 
approach of this difeafe. But he foon had occa- 
fion to obferve a connexion between thefe inter- 
mittents and the dyfentery, becaufe they who were 
firft feized with dyfentery, ufually efcaped the fever, 
if a plentiful evacuation followed ; or if any of the 
foldiers were attacked by both difeafes, it was al- 
ternately, fo that when the flux began the fever 
ceafed, and when the former ftopped the other in- 
ftantly returned. 

Even inthe camp it appeared to be contagious, 
but in the hofpitals it took the form of a putrid 
malignant fever; infomuch that their bedding con- 
veyed infection, and whenever the hofpitals were 
crowded, a great mortality enfued. 

He had occafion to remark, when the diforder 
came on with the moft alarming fymptoms, when 
the men were fuddenly feized with head-ach, pain 
in their back, heat and thirft, delirium, bilious vo- 
mitings and bilious ftools, tenefmus and pain in the 
region of the colon ; the fever remitted on the eva- 
cuation of the firft paflages of the alimentary canal : 
yet without artificial evacuations nature made no 
cures, unlefs when a cholera fupervened. 

Profiting by this obfervation, he gave emetics, 
which were always moft effectual when they were 
powerful enough to procure a, plentiful difcharge 
from both paflages. After thefe he gave vitriolated 
tartar, and perfected his cures by rhubarb and 

the Peruvian bark, whilft to fome patients, more- 
efpecially if he difcovered worms, he gave for a 
dofe half a dram of rhubarb with twelve grains 
of calomel, but to other patients, who had merely 
dyfentery, he gave one dram of rhubarb with five 
erains of calanee | 

As to the nature of the contagion, Sir Joun 
Princ_e had occafion to obferve, that it arofe tre- 
Be! from dead bodies left unburied in the field -

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of battle; in one inftance from the rotting of a 
whale ; often from putrid carcafes of cattle, and 
from the effluvia of marfhes in the autumn, and 
not unfrequently from foul ulcers, as well as from 
crowded jails and hofpitals. 


SEC TION Ii. 


OF THE INDICATIONS OF CURE IN DYSENTERY. 


Tue idea which has been formed of the prox- 
imate, as well as of the predifpofing and the oc- 
cafional caufe, naturally points out the indications. 


. Lo relieve the [pafm. 
2. Tocleanfe the alimentary canal from putrid fordes, 
from Scybala, and from every fpecies of colluvies. 


3. To heath the irritated portions of the colon with 
mucilaginous fubjtances. 


4. To adminiffer tonics with aftringents, in order 
to 0 Eee morbid aE, and the recurrence of the 

Sue are the indications.. And the effect of 
medicines, anfwering thefe intentions, confirms our 
ideas refpecting the proximate caufe of this difeafe. 

The firft operation of cathartic medicines is to 
bring away loofe ftools, but no effectual relief is 
to be expected till the hardened fcybala appear. 
Thefe being once evacuated, all the fpafmodic af- 
fections are “fpeedily relieved. 

To effectuate this purpofe, it is found neceflary 
to have recourfe to opium, and modern experience 
fhews, that calomel, fucceeding the operation of 
this powerful antifpafmodic, is moft efficacious in 
cleanfing the alimentary canal from /cydala. Sir 
Joun Princtez ordered ufually a bolus of rhubarb 
twenty-five grains, with calomel five grains, to be 


taken in the morning. 
Whilft 
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Whilft I was in Edinburgh I paid. particular — 
attention to the practice of ‘Dr. WaytTtT in the 
treatment of this difeafe, becaufe he feldom failed 
to cure it, although not fo fpeedily as by the mo- 
dern practice. He began with a powerful emetic ; 
after which he gave every night a bolus of rhu- 
barb half a dram, japonic confeétion two {cruples, 
liquid laudanum five and twenty drops. Sometimes 
inftead of this he gave rhubarb and calomel, as 
recommended by Sir Joun PRinGueE. 

When he had in fome meafure cleared the bowels, 
he ordered,

Frequently inftead of this, he ordered a decoc- 
tion of fimarouba with remarkable fuecefs.

The practice of Dr. Bette: was fomewhat fin- 
gular, yet fuccefsful. Every evening, about five 
o’clock, he gave an emetic of ipecacoan, and in ~ 
two hours after it one erain of opium, followed in 
‘an hour more by five grains of ipecacoan, and then 
at going to reft a tireh clyfter, with one dram of 
bark and thirty drops of laudanum. 

He ftrongly recommended ripe fruit; particularly 
oranges. 

My practice, till lately, has been regulated by 
that of Dr. Wuytr, but in addition to his plan, 
I have been‘in the habit of giving a fheet of white 
writing-paper diffolved in about a pint of milk. 

2as, fheaths the colon, where the villous coat has —

been abraded, and preventing the local irritation, 
effectually relieves the fpafm. | 

Dr. Warp for the fame purpofe gave an ounce 
of mutton fuet diffolved in milk. 

In the place of thefe, but with the fame inten- 
tion, Dr. Co_tincwoop, of Sunderland, has re- 
commended a decoétion of the inner bark of the 
elm, which being extremely olutinous, lubricates the 
mucous membranes. Of this he adminiflers two 
table fpoonfuls after every ftool, and on a trial of 
_ twelve years, recommends it to the public. 

For the fame purpofe Dr. Herz, of Berlin, after 
haviny cleanfed the alimentary canal, orders lichen 
iandicus fix drams, boiled in a pint of milk, of 
which three ounces may be taken often. 

This lichen grows in elevated regions, and is 
found in Scotland, Weftmoreland, Wales, and 
Woodftock. 

To anfwer the preceding indications, the ftudent 
may prefcribe as follows, varying however the pre- 
fcriptions as occafion may require. 


For the Emetie.

Tue proximate caufe is fpafmodic ftri€ture in 
fome part of the alimentary canal, chiefly in the 
colon, embracing a quantity of hardened faces, 
which are the irritating caufe. To underftand this 
lec the ftudent confult the obfervations on Genus 
CXIII. Obffinate Coflivene/s. 

The indications of cure muft therefore be, - 

1. Io relieve the fpafm, 

2. Io evacuate the hardened feces. 

3. Lo foeath the irritated portions of the colon with

4. To frengthen the inteftines by tonics and aftrin-

Thefe intentions will be effectually anfwered 

By clyfters of ftarch, two drams in four ounces

By caftor oil, from one to three ounces, in cafes

to bed, and to be followed in the morning by infu- 
fion of fenna-with tinéture of rhubarb. Sir Joun 
Princte was fond of the fubfequent liniment, to be 
applied with warm flannel to the ftomach:

Dr..Percivat begins with clyfters, ordering for 
that purpofe a {trong decoction of poppy heads, 
with thirty drops of tinétura thebaica, to be re- 
peated till the pain and vomiting are relieved, after 
which he gives calomel and jalap with fenna tea. 

Let the ftudent confult what has been faid on the 
fourth indication of the preceding genus. 

I would particularly call his attention to one oc- 
cafional fymptom; which, in the iliac paifion, is 
inverfion of the periftalric motion in the alimentary 
canal, fo as to difcharge the ftercoraceous contents 
of the inteftines by the mouth. This illuftrates what 
I have delivered on the feveral degrees of irritation, 
with the efforts of nature to relieve herfelf. For 
one degree of {timulus accelerates, another induces 
{pafm, a third inverts the periftaltic motion, and this 
either topically, or by confent, throughout the whole 


extent of the inteftinal canal, as in the following 
difeafe.

SECTION I. 


OF THE CAUSES OF CHOLERA. 


Ms 


Tue ftudent may recollect what I have faid on 
the power of Feat, in the beginning of this work, in 
relaxing the fibre, and inducing debility with mor- 
bid irritability, and of cold, as caufing a determina- 
tion to the interior furfaces and fecretory organs. 
This, with relaxation of the veflels, produces a more 
abundant fecretion of bile, which, like all other fe- 
cretions, becomes acrid in proportion to the quan- 
tity poured forth. | 

The bile thus produced, either accumulates, cor- 
rupts, is abforbed, and diffufed over the fyftem, 
caufing, with other ftimuli in the alimentary canal, 
the yellow fever of the Weft Indies ; or, from the 
increafed ‘irritability of the ftomach and of the in- 
teftines, it is rejected by fpontancous purging and 
vomiting, as the moft natural efforts of nature 
fpeedily to relieve herfelf. 

Hence we trace the connexion between thefé 
two difeafes, and clearly underftand why a cholera 
fupervening, cures the yellow fever of warm climates, 
or the dilious autumnal fever of more northern lati- 
tudes. 

The fuperabundance of bile, now acrid and highly 
ftimulant, being diffufed through the whole extent of 
the alimentary canal, in addition to the debility in- 
duced by heat, increafes irritability at every inftant, 
with all the violent effects commonly produced by 
exceffive ftimuli; which are, as ftated above, accele- 
ration or inverfion of periftaltic motion and convul- 
fion rapidly fucceeding to each other, 


As 
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As the debility proceeds, the external parts are 
drawn into confent, and the fpafms are communi- 
cated, not only to the abdominal mufcles, but to the 
extremities.

OF THE CURE OF CHOLERA. 


From what has been faid, it will be clear, that 
the alimentary canal muft, without lofs of time, be 
cleared of bile and fordes. 

But then, confidering the increafed irritability of 
the ftomach and bowels as a chief part of the dif- 
eafe, the practitioner muft be extremely cautious _ 
how he ventures to prefcribe emetics; and in faét 
it has been too frequently obferved, that in this dif- 
eafe vomiting, excited by emetics, is not eafily re- 
ftrained. For the fame reafon cathartics muft be 
carefully avoided. 

The moft fafe and efficacious mode of treatment 
is, to dilute with plenty of water-gruel, and emol- 
lient clyfters frequently injected; then to exhibit 
opium with cordial ftimulants, and to clofe the 
whole with bark.

OF THE CAUSES REMOTE AND PROXIMATE of 
DIARRH@A. 


In fubmiffion to my mafter, I have left Diar- 
rhoea in the clals NEUROSES, and in the order 
spasMI, where it appears to have been attra¢ted by 
colic and cholera. Yet reverence and fubmiffion 
to a mafter were not my only motives; for in truth, 
J knew not where elle to arrange it, unlefs I had 
either taken PROFLUVIA for a clafs, which I am 
not prepared to do, or removed it to the CA- 
CHEXI/, where under the order of Marcores, 
one fpecies of it might find a better place. I fay 
one fpecies, for we fometimes find a diarrheea, 
which evidently depends on fpafm, and may be 
therefore cured by calomel with antifpafmodics, as 
colic is when hardened feces have been dif- 
charged. 

The proximate caufe of Diarrbieds when not de- 
pendent on {pafm, is, increafed action of the exha- 
Jants and excretories, with a proportionate increafe 
in the periftaltic motion of the inteftines. The 
predifpofing caufe is morbid irritability. The oc- 
cafional caufes may be the paffions of the mind; 
poifons; cathartic medicines ; the ftimulus of rods 
offending either by quantity, by quality, or by fer 
mentation, whether acetous or putrid; fupprefled 
perfpiration, more efpecially from cold applied to 
the feet; and in children, worms and dentition. »

For the indications of cure we attend, 


1. To the occafional caufe. 
7 2. To 
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2, To the proximate and predifpofing caufe. 
To obviate the occafional caufe, we confider its: 
nature, and if there be acrimony, we endeavour, 
1. Lo correét it. 2. To expel it. 3. Lo dilute it, 
4. To lubricate the intestines by mucilages. | 
If the perfpiration is fuppreffed, we endeavour to 
veftore it ; 
If there are worms, they muft be deftroyed. 

f there is acidity, as in the cafe of infants, mag- 
nefia and teftaceous powders mutt be given; or, if 
the exciting caufe of diarrhoea is. putrid fordes, 
acids muft be ufed as occafion may require. 

Emetics ferve a double purpofe, as they evacuate 
offending matters, and as they determine to the 
furface, “reftoring obftructed perfpiration. With 
this view, ten grains of ipecacuanha, with one grain 
of blue vitriol, may be given in the morning. 

To cleanfe the inteftinal canal,

To dilute, nothing is better than broth and water 
gruel alternately. 

For fheathing and protecting the inteftines from. 
irritation, mucilage of gum arabic has been recom-, 
mended, but in pure diarrhoea this can be feldom 
needful. 

After having cleared the inteftines, tonics and 
aftringents fhould not be forgotten. Among thefe, in 
cafes ah diarrhoea, the fimarouba:ftands pre-eminent, 
being at once tonic, antifj fmodic, diaphoretie, and: 
promoting fleep. The decottion may be made by

boiling half an ounce in three pints of water, till i¢ 
becomes a quart, and of this three or four ounces 
may be given three times a day. 

‘Where. the {trength is much reduced, with a 
quick feeble pulfe, and iricreafed irritability in the 
alimentary c canal, the Anguftura bark combined with 
Opium, as recommended in dyfentery, produces ex- 
cellent effects. Rs. 

Tanners, when they have diarrhoéa, are in the 
habit of curing it themfelves, without the aid of a 
phyfician. For this purpofe they drinis about half 
a pint of their {trongeft oofe made warm, that is» 
their ftrongeft infufion of oak bark ; ; and if occa- 
flon fhould require, they repeat the dofe. 

The younger ftudents muft be careful to diftin- 
puifh one cafe, which has been frequently treated 
as a diarrheea with emeticsy cathartics, demuleents, 
and aftringents, not omitting antifpafmodics, but 
all to no effeé&t. Such a cafe I remember was fub- 
mitted to my friend Dr. Barvis of Devizes, whofe 
attention and fagacity few circumftances could ef- 
cape. Every thing had been tried, and the patient 
was confidered as “incyrable, till application was 
made to hirh, who at once declared it to be a cafe 
of conttipation. He took notice, that, with incef- 
fant Zenefmus and irritation in the rectum urging the 
patient continually to go to ftool, fcarcely any thing 
was voided, but fmall quantities of liquid, fome- 
times however mixed with a few fcybala, or por- 
tions of the hardened excrement. Yet there was 
no colic, for the pain was referred chiefly to the 
rectum. 

From thefe fymptoms, the doctor was perfuaded 
that the conftipation was in the laft gut, and by a 
marrow fpoon the fervant extracted fuch a quantity 
of indurated feces, that with the next cathartic the’ 
whole was cleared away, when it appeared, that 
more than a quart meeture full had bloeked the 
paflage.

| OF THE PROXIMATE CAUSE OF DIABETES.” 


A. nofologift may be doubtful where to cla 
diabetes ; bur the practitioner, with whom the rank 
it holds, is only a fubordinate confideration, may be 
. fatisfied to leave it where he finds it, among thofe 
difeafes which have morbid irritability for the pre- 
difponent caufe. For my own part, I acknowledge, 
freely a fufpicion, that I fhould have arranged it 
vunder the clafs CACHEXIA. 

To form any plaufible conjecture refpecting the, 
pathology of this difeafe, it will be peceltary to af- 
certain our facts. 


1. The quantity of fluid difcharged by urine is, 
in diabetes, ufually more than has been vifibly re- 
ceived. A patient of Dr. Homes drank four pints 
a day, and paffed from eleven to twelve. 


2. Even folid food’increafes the urine ; yet this 
moft frequently exceeds the quantity of meat and 
drink. united: Dr. -Dozson mentions one, who 
took in, between liquids and folids, fourteen: pounds 
aday, and paffed by urine eight and twenty pounds. 


3. The urine of di: abetes is fweet to the tafte, 

and readily paffes through the vinous. and acetous 
fermentations. It contains much fugar, and being 
fermented with he 3 Sabine a liquor refembling:

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4. It is well known, that punch fometimes pafles 
almoft as fobn as it ts fwallowed, that afparagus 
quickly give a peculiar odour to the urine, that in 
a very fhort fpace of time caffia renders it almoft 
black, and that fome liquids pafs unchariged. 

5. When this, at the commencement of the pre- 
fent century, was obferved by M. Morn, of the 
French academy of fciences, he concluded, that li- 
quids have a fhorter paffage to the bladder than by 
the arteries and the kidneys. To afcertain the fact, 
philofophers have tied ligatures round the ureters 
of dogs, who have continued to pafs urine as if no 
fuch operation had been performed on them. And 
Baron Haver has particularly noticed the pro- 
duction of urine after the kidneys themfelves had 
heen totally deftroyed. | 


6. It was generally admitted, that the cutaneous 
abforbents imbibe a quantity of moifture from the 
atmofphere. JI know a gentleman who after hard’ 
exercife quickly eains fome pounds, and Dr. Kei 
without exercife acquired eighteen ounces in one 
night. Yet the experiments of Drs. Currie and 
Gerard prove either that there muft have been fome 
error in thefe obfervations, or that the acquifition 
of weight was derived through the lungs. 

Dr. Gregory indeed caufed a diabetic patient to 
be anointed with oil, after which the flux of urine, 
to appearance, was diminifhed: but Dr. Ferriar 
particularly ftates, in his late valuable publication, 
that in two cafes of. diabetes, the patients com- 
plained of profufe fweats at a time when the dif- 
charge by urine.was.confiderable. And in the cafe 
of Clark, as publifhed by the ingenious Dr. Rollo, 
it was evident that there was no abforption of fluids 
by the kin, ; 


4. That liquids have a fhorter paffage from the 
ftomach to the bladder than through the nee 
| | an 
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and the kidneys, feems to be rendered probable by 
recent obfervations. 

{ underftand that M. Carlifle, an amiable young 

furgeon, who purfues his anatomical refearches with 
more than common ardour, has lately made liga- 
tures on the pylorus after having filled the ftomach 
of animals with aqueous fluids, by which he has 
been convinced, upon diffeétion, that fome confi- 
derable abforbents, more than have been hitherto 
difcovered, pafs immediately from that vifcus, for 
he found it empty. M. Gimbernat of Madrid, 
who, when he was a young man, diffected more 
bodies than any anatomift in Europe, detected vef- 
fels leading from the ftomach, which he was not 
able to purfue, but which induced him to believe, 
that liquids may pafs dire€tly from the ftomach to 
the bladder. Under this perfuafion he has collected 
a variety of facts, all tending to confirm his epinion 
on this fubjedt. 

It has often happened, that on examination of 
ftones extracted from the bladder, fome extraneous 
body has been detected as the nucleus, which 
could not have paffed in the common way of cir- 
_ culation. Some of thefe, as Van Swieten has very 
judicioufly obferved, had been introduced by the 
urethra: but others, I apprehend, are Clear from 
this fufpicion. 

The poffibility, therefore, ftill remains, that chyle 
may find its way unaltered to the urinary veffels. 

8. On the other hand, if we admit with Dr. Baiilie 
that in diabetes the kidneys are morbidly affected ; 
that they are, as Dr. Cullen has remarked, iz a flaccid 
frate, and that the arteries of the kidneys are pre- 
ternaturally enlarged, particularly thofe of the 
cryptz or minute glands, which fecrete the urine, 
as obferved by M. Cruikthank ; we may be in- 
clined to think that the proximate caufe of diabetes 
js to be fought for in thefe veffels. 

We know that fecretory organs in different ftates 
L 3 fecrete 
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fecrete fluids of very different qualities. Thus it is 
with the glands fecreting the tears, which are fome- 
times acrid and corrofive ; and with the ‘{falivary 
glands, which under the influence of | mercury no 
longer fecrete a faponaceous fluid. . Thus it is with 
the ftomach, which by the mere influence of the 
mind, ceafes ‘for a time to fecrete a gaftric fluid fit 
for digeltion, in confequence of which fymptoms 
of dyfpepfia immediately enfue; but with the re- 
ftoration of tranquillity there js a reftoration of the. 
digeftive powers. | 
"T) he glands of the breaft, when cancerous, fecrete 
no longer milk, but the riod offenfive and corro- 
five matter; and, not to mention the wonderful al- 
terations in the bile produced under the influence | 
of heat and cold, of poifons, and of the paffions of 
the mind, we may remark the more. wonderful 
changes which take place in the difcharge of ulcers, 
for this may be either inodorous, thick “and yellow, 
or ichorous, pale, watery, acrid, and offenfive to the 
noftrils. 
. The enlargement of the arteries in the crypte of 
kidneys, fuppoting this fact to be admitted, would 
fhew increafe of aétion, and the flaccidity of thofe 
organs would demonitrate their want of tone. But 
ftill it would be far from evident, that this organic 


affection is the caufe and not the effect of the 
difeafe j in queftion, 


g. Dr. Rollo, in his ineftimable dank. proves 
that in diabetes there is diffufion of faccharine mat- 
ter over the whole fyftem, and that the.quantity of 
fugar in the urine is»increafed.by a vegetable diet, 
and diminifhed by animal food. From all that has. 
been advanced it feems"to follow, that the proxi- 
mate caufe of diabetes mult be fought for in the. ) 
procefs of digeftion. | 

Befides this genuine diabetes, whofe effential cha-° 
racter is not' merely a praternatural flow of limpid’ 
water, but water of a (weetith tafte, and abound- 


ing 
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ing with faccharine matter, we have other fpecies 
which are purely fymptomatic : for a profufe dif 
charge of urine may be produced by’ fear, by the 
application of cold, by hyfterical, febrile, and gouty 
affections, or by ligatures on the yeffels of the {pleen. 
Hence are derived the diabetes infipidus of Cullen, 
_ and diabetes byftericus, D. arthriticus, eh febricor 
Jus, and D. artificialis, of Sauvage.

This, from the view we have taken of the difeafe, 
will be to prevent the faccharine procefs in the or- 
gans of digeftion, which muft be attempted by total 
abftinence from vegetable food. By this practice 
Captain Meredith was cured in the firft inftance, 
and Dr. Rollo adds the cafes of others who were 
either perfectly cured, or furprifingly and {peedily 
relieved.

HorrMawnn calls hyfteric affection a cohort of 
difeafes ; Syp—eNHAM compares it, for the infinite 
variety of its forms, to Proteus, and for the muta- 
bility of its appearances, to a chameleon. 

Among the moft diftreffinz fymptoms may be 
reckoned a pungent pain in fome part of the head, 
called clavus hyfrericus, attended by vomiting; 
cough ; colic, imitating iliac paffion, and terminat- 
ing by fuffufion of bile; diarrhoea; ftrangury ; 
palms ; nephritic pain; {welling of the ALCS: 
‘chiefly in the morning and without pitting ; pains 
in the back and in the teeth ;. coldnefs of Af ex- 
tremities ; flatulence, lafitude, and palpitations. __. 
_ We obferve, likewife, remarkable fenfibility and - 
irritability of mind ; {pirits elated, deprefied, and 
variable, independent of vifible occafions, with a 
ihe mp equally to laugh or to cry upon at 

mo 
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moft trifling excitements ; ridiculous fancies ; fre- 
quent, fudden, and profufe difcharge of impid urine, 
more efpecially previous to the paroxy{m. 

When this diforder terminates fatally, it is, like 
as in epilepfy, by the apoplectic ftroke. But com- 
monly the paroxyfm quiets for a time all {paf- 
modic fymptoms, leaving the patient languid and 
univerfally relaxed,

SECTION IL. 
OF THE PREDISPONENT CAUSE OF HYSTERIA. 


Tue perfons moft liable to this difeafe are fe- 
males, from the time of puberty to the age of 
thirty-five, unmarried women, and young widows, 
chiefly thofe of the fanguine temperament ; of a re- 
laxed habit ; of great fenfibility ; and of an irritable 
fibre; more elpecially after profufe evacuations, 
whether fanguine’ or ferous; the indolent, and 
thofe who are exhaufted by either long protracted 
fevers or habits of intemperance ; and ‘fach alfo in’ 
whom the uterine.hamorrhage is unfeafonably flop- 
ped, or habitually obftructed. 

Can we therefore hefitate to affign as the predif- 
ponent caufe, debility with morbid irritability ?

| SECTION IV. 
OF THE PROXIMATE CAUSE OF HYSTERIA. 


SyprnHaM, for the proximate caufe, affigns an 
ataxy, or diforder of the animal fpirits, that is, vehe- 
ment action in particular parts of the fyftem, which 


being endued with exquifite fenfibility, are thereby 


affected with pain and {pafm, whilft the other parts 
fuffer equally from defect of nervous energy ; and 
by this, unequal diftribution all the functions are 
difturbed. 

But Dr. Cunten ses ia the chief part of the 
proximate caufe to be mobility of the fyftem, de- 
pending generally on its plethoric flate. This opi- 
nion feems to confound the proximate with the re- 
mote caufes: for debility with irrttability are the 
predifponent caufe, and the /timulus. of diftention 
can be only an occafional caule of this affection. 

To me it appears, that the proximate caufe 1s 
nearly the fame as in epilepfy, with which the 
hyfteric paroxyfm has a remarkable affinity. 

Horrman has left .us two valuable cafes, in 
which the two difeafes were combined; and Dr. 
Wooprorp has favoured me with an: account 
of Mr. P a furgeon at Trowbridge, who 
after either intoxication, or agitation of mind, was 
ufually feized with violent Conielftenne: rolling of 
his eyes, frothing at the moyth, complete infen- 
fibility, followed by deep fleep: yet thefe fits were 
always attended by violent lc: and plobus 
ee : 
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SECTION V.. 


OF HYSTERIA AS DISTINGUISHED FROM HYPO- 
CHONDRIASIS. *: 


Tue older phyficians, Boerhaave, Sydenham, Van 
Swieten, with the fagacious Whytt, confider thefe 
difeafes to be the fame: and even Hoffman, not- 
withftanding his efforts to diftinguith, yet confounds 
them; for of fourteen cafes, fuppofed by him to 
have been hypechondriafis, fome are evidently hy{- 
teria, | 

This confufion is the more remarkable, becaufe 
in the firft place Dr. Wauyrr, although he declares 
thefe affections to be one, yet moit clearly diftin- 
guifhes them, ftating hy/feria to depend on morbid 
irritability, and Aypochondriafis on torpor, as appears 
by his fecond chapter on nervous diforders: and 
HorrMann, in his cautions and practical directions, 
fect, iii, makes the fame accurate diftinction. — : 

It is to Dr. Cutten we are indebted for the 
juft arrangement of thefe difeafes, which have no- 
thing in common, but dyfpepfia, flatulence, and de- 
bility ; yet even in this they differ, for in one we 
have debility with irritability, in the other the de- 
-bility of torpor, |

2. lo remove or correct the-occafional caufes, 
which, efpecially in fuch as are predifpofed, pro- 
duce the numerous train of hyfteric fymptoms al- 
ready mentioned, ee 


I. The. 
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I. The firft intention may be anfwered by bitters, 
bark, fteel, a generous diet, cool air, cold bathing, 
regular horfe exercife, and agreeable amufement. 

For bitters we may take myrrh, gentian, centaury, 
Orange peel, or quaffia. To the ‘nfufion of thefe 
may be added, caffia henea as an ufeful aromatic ; 
fteel, which is the moit powerful remedy, may be 
given as recommended by SyprwHam, in filings, 
from five grains to fifteen, twice a day ; ; or the 
celebrated prefcription of Dr. GarirritH, men- 
tioned under Phthifis, may be here advaniageoufly 
adopted. 

This venerable doétor relates the cafe of a young 
lady, tender, delicate, hytterical, who fearcely flept ; ; 
hurried by opiates and diftreffed by foetid medicines, 
receiving no relief from bark and cordials, who had 
frequently profufe fweats, which lafted for twelve 
hours at leaft. This young lady voided much pale 
urine; had great thirft; no appetite; fpafmodic 
retchings, with pulfe quick and low, In addition to 
thefe fymptoms, of debility and irritability fhe was 
much inclined to faint; yet by the foregoing prepa- 
ration of myrrh and fteel, fhe was foon reftored to 
health. 

In cafes of hyfteric affection Dr. WuyttT depend- 
ed chiefly on the bark with gentian, and frem him 
took my ideas in the treatment of hyfteria, having 
‘obferved that his practice was fuccefsful. The in- 
{tructions delivered in his public legtures, and the 
information with which he honoured me in private 
converfation, are the fame as have been communi- 
cated in his treatife on this fubjeét, a work which 
is ineflimable for ftrong reafoning, and for facts 
clearly ftated. He recommends the following :

A generous diet ts effential in every cafe where 
debility and irritability prevail. 

SyDENHAM relates that he was fent for to a con- 
valefcent, who having been, during a fever, feverely 
handled by his phyfician, and, after exceflive eva- 
cuations, forbid the ufe of animal food; became 
» fo enervated, that without vifible occafions, he fre- 
quently, as if overwhelmed with grief, fhed foods 
of tears, attended by deep fighs, and fobbing, which 
bordered on convulfions. SypznHAm immediately 
ordered him a fowl and wine, with fuch an excel- 
lent effect, that the convulfive weeping never more 
returned. 

One caution however is needful. Let hyfteric pa- 
tients be extremely careful not to overload the fto- 
mach. They muft eat little and often. 

If the ftudent recollects, what I have faid upon 
digeftion, he will fee the reafon for this caution, 
a caution the more needful becaufe fuch pa- 

: - tients 
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tients are almoft univerfally iriclined to tranfgrefs in 
this refpect. 

The confequence of this tranfgreffion is flatulence, 
with fpafinodic affection in the alimentary canal, — 
which, if neglected, will draw other parts of the 
fyftem into confent. +

When I was.in London jaf winter, I had the pleafure of 
meeting, at the houfe of my friend Dr. Thornton, an amiable | 
young lady, who fpoke with rapture of the benefits fhe had 
received from the vital air. Since her arrival from Italy, 
which was two years ago, in the vicifitudes of this climate, 
fhe early experienced a confiderable diminution of ftrength, 

-appetité, and fpirits. She took in confequence a vaft quan- 
tity of bark, ftcel, and other tonics, under various phyficians, 
but with no alleviation of the fymptoms. When fhe became 
a patient to Dr. Tuornxtow, fhe was fo weak, as {earcely to 
be able to walk acrofs the room; fhe was fubje&t to hyfteric 
fits, which occurred three or four times each day; and the 

-Teaft angry word, or flightef contradiction, excited a flood of 
tears. Her feet wete cold as ice; but after taking food, 
more efpecially if fhe ufed an acid, fhe had heat and flufh- 
ings of the face, while the reft of the body remained nearly: 
as cold as her extremities. 
~ Having the greateft averfion to every kind of medicine, 
fhe made trial only of the vital air, except an occafional 
aperient draught of rhubarb and fal polychreft in fome pep- 
permint water. In a fortnight, by the daily inhalation of 
vital air mixed with atmofpheric, the hyfteric fits returned no 
more; her appetite improved; her fpirits rofe; cold was 
lefs feverely felt; and her ftrength was fo far inereafed, that 
fhe was able, after a fortnight, to walk near a mile, to attend. 
on Dr. Thornton, If at any time fhe left off for a few days. 
the inhalation of the vital air, fhe experienced the moft un- , 
comfortable fenfation of cold, and leis mufcular powers, with 
pain in her flomach; all which fymptoms were removed as’. 
often as fhe recurred to the ufe of vital air. 


‘I took occafion to remark, at the conclufion of 
the cafe of bilious avtumnal fever, thac when the 


typhus completely canes nothing remained but’ 
‘coheed 
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byfleric affection, and that a: remarkable connexion — 
was to be obferved between thefe two difeafes, 
fuch as may direct our practice in the treatment 
of them both. 

In typhus, debility and irritability are feen in the 
extreme; hence the impatience of light and of 
found, and the quick fenfibility of both the tafte 
end fmell. This irritability is not however con- 
fined to the organs of fenle: it affects’ the mind. 
It is manifett likewife in the pulfe, which is quick, 
weak, and imall. 

Thefe, but not in the dee degree, a are the fymp-- 
toms of hyfteria. In both, we find the ee: 
equally difpofed to laugh or cry. 

In both difeafes, the indications are to correét 
the morbid irritability by aftringents and by tonics, 
and in both, the effect upon the pulfe is fimilar, this 
being rendered: flower: by animal food, by opium, 
and by wine. 

When the typhus fever, in the cafe already ftated, 
was fucceeded by Ay/reric affection, the cure was ef 
fected by Dr. THornron in the ao very 
judicious manner : |

This promoted a gentle perfpiration at the fame 
time that it increafed thé power of life, as ap-.

In a few days the fnakeroot was omitted, and 
in its place was fubfticuted the ruft of iron in this — 
form:

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Particular care was taken not to overload the 
ftomach with food, and for this purpofe it was 
frequently exhibited in {mall quantities, but never 
till the appetite was keen, By this condud, the 
-gaftric juice, being always ready, and fufficiently 

abundant to prevent fermentation and the evolu- 

tion of air, whilft at the fame time it a@ed as a 
folvent, nutrition made a rapid progrefs, and flatu- 
lence was totally avoided. 

All his nourifhment was given him by weight 
and meafure, and fo regular was the procefs of di- 
eeftion, that Dr. THORNTON knew, precifely by 
the clock, when his patient would awake and call 
for food. 

If nourifhment was’ not immediately at hand, 
the genial warmth and moifture of his extremities 
was fucceeded by drynefs in the palms and cold- 
nefs in the limbs, which fymptoms were fpeedily 
removed by either wine or food. Thefe never 
failed to produce a univerfal glow and gentle per- 
fpiration. | 

It was likewife remarked, that when at any time 
there was irritation in the rectum, with tenefmus 
and colliquative ftools, thefe fymptoms were in- 
ftantly relieved by food and wine. 

If. In hyfteria, the fecond indication of cure is, 
to.remove the occafional caufes. 

If the irritation be from indigefted food, bile and 
vifcid mucus in the firft paffages; thefe muft be 
removed by emetics, which fhould be taken dry ; 
for warm liquids relax the fibre and increafe de- 
bility. One grain of blue vitriol and two of tar- 
tarized antimony may be given early in the morn- 
ing, and muft be frequently repeated. 

‘To cleanfe the bowels, you may order ne or 
five grains of rhubarb, before breakfaft and dinner, 
with a double dofe at night, always remembering to 
adminifter tonics afcer evacuants. 

Hoffmann on this fubject fays, experientia duct 

FPRCYSTANAUS, 
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affeveramus, primam. regionem, que vitioforum 
humorum colluvie plerumque valde repleta eft, ac- 
“‘commodatis remediis effe expurgandam. 

And, Sydenham univerfally began his curative 
procefs by three or four cathartics, before he exhi- 
oe the fteel-and tonics. 

I muft here requeft the ftudent to éaarale the 
ae of the young woman mentioned by Dr. W hytt, 
in chap. viii. fet. ii. p. 469, of his Preatife on 
Nervous Difeafes. 

July 20. She was feized with violent convul- 
fions, followed by fyncope, and returning from 12 
to 18 times every day on hearing the leaft noife, 
even of a tea-cup, or the opening of a door; yet 
between the fits fhe was uncommonly cheerful and 
jocofe. After having tried in vain ail that mufk, 
‘camphor, caftor, afa foeti: da, and laudanum, could 
do for her, fhe took bark and valerian. Soon after 
this fhe was feized with fevere affhmatic fits, which 
together with the faintings and convulfions often 
made the number of paroxylms amount to 30 in a 
day. 

Augutt 9. She took an emetic, threw up much 
bile, and efcaped her fits. This was repeated nearly 
‘every other day with fimilar fuccefs, and by -fol- 
lowing this procefs every other morning, with a 
fall dofe of elixir facrum fometimes at night, be- - 
fore the beginning of September fhe was peviecty 
recovered, 

Should there be much tough phlegm or vifcid 
mucus in the alimentary canal, you may preicribe 
lime-water three times a day, in addition to the 
‘emetics and moderate cathartics. 

As for opium,*camphor, caftor, mufk, and afa 
foetida, fo frequently, reeommended as antifpafmo- 
dics, they are rherely palliative, and to be reforted 
to on the moft urgent cafes of diftrefs, fuch as: vio- 
lent hyfteric colic, in which Dr. Whytt ufually or- 
eared a clytter; with feventy or eighty drops of lau- 

Aa danum, 
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danum, that by favour of this opiate fome pills of 
aloes and calomel might be thrown in, 

In ordinary cafes of flatulence, with coftivenefs, 
he combined afa foetida with aloes and fteel.

Take afa foetida two drams. Socotrine aloes, falt of fteel, 
and ginger, each one dram.

Make pills of four grains each, and 
take three of thefe every night, 


For the falt of fleel, ] uftally fubftitute fteel fl- 
ings, and for the aloes I order rhubarb. 

“Many phyficians are fond of bleeding in fpafmo- 
dic affections, and it frequently relieves the pa- 
tient; but then it fhould ati! be remembered, 

That plethora implies a laxity of the folids, 
and therefore tome debility in the moving fibres. 
od. That lofs of blood brings on debility, and 
being repeated ultimately increafes plethora. 

3d. Thefe propofitions have been demonftrated 
by Dr. Cullen. But in addition to thete, I mutt 
obferve, that by frequent bleeding, the moit mode- 
rate diftention, fuch ts the force oe habit, becomes 
. a powerful {timulus and produces fpafm. 

It is remarkable that parrots, if highly fed, not 
having exercife in proportion to their food, are apt 
to fuffer by the diftention of their plumage. To 
relieve themfelves, they pluck out the moft luxu- 
riant feathers. Others quickly fupply their place, 
and in fucceffion are deftroyed, till the ftimulus of 
even the fmalle{t feathers become intolerable, and 
are plucked out as foon as they appear. 

This reafoning might be extended, for the fame 
principle prevails in a variety of ‘cafes interefting 
as well to the moralift as to the médical practi- 
stoner. 

A venerable profeffor of Edinburgh, recommend- 


ing 
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“ne venefection, mentioned to his Oe as an 
example of the facility with which the body creates 
new blood, the cafe of a lady, whom he bled more 
than an hundred times in the fpace of three years __ 
for fpafmodic affeGtions, Yet he confeffed that the 
laxity of the folids, and the confequent morbid 
irritability of the moving. fibre increafed daily, in 
proportion to the lofs of blood. 

Sypenaam bled once; and then having cleanfed. 
the alimentary canal, placed his whole dependance | 
on tonics, aftringents, pure air, and conftant ex- 
ercife. 

Inftead therefore of repeatéd bleedings, fhould 
there be diitended veins, a florid countenance, a_ 
{trong pulfe with vertigo and dyfpneea, it will be 
needful to advife more exercife and a lef nutri-| 
tious regimen than ufual. 

Should hyfterical affections be induced by worms, 
thefe muft be deftroyed by anthelmintics ; after 
which the tonic plan muft be purfued. 

_ When atonic gout, amenorrheea, or fluor albus, 
are the occafional caules of hyfteria, the attention 
mutt be turned to what has been faid on thofe 
- primary difeafes. 

In the byferia libidinofa, it will be sartculerly 
neceflary to obviate morbid irritability by tonics, 
aftringents, the cold bath, cool air, and conftant 
exercife ; we may give wine and animal food, but 
in moderation, and mutt forbid the ule of {pices 
with high feafoned difhes. The patient muft be 
cautioned t0 avoid ‘crowded aflemblies’ and hot 
rooms, 

So much for the predifponént éauile of this affec- 
tion. 

The occafional caufes call for more particular at- 
tention. ‘Thefe are commonly mental excitements 
by improper converfation or by bocks. Such 
therefore mutt, be carefully avoided ; and in their 
place mutt be fubfticuted whatever can agreeably 

Aa 2 occupy 
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occupy the mind and not inflame the imaginatiori. 
Solitude muft be ftriétly forbidden, and a change 
of fcene refpecting fociety, refidence, and ufiral 
haunts, muft be ftrongly recommended. This may 
-moft effectually be obtained by travelling, which 
implies inceffant change of company, of place, of 
air, with unremitting exercife both of body in 
of mind. 

Oy hele means the affociated ideas and excite- 
ments will be changed, bad habits will be broken; 

_ accumulated irritability will be expended; mental 
and corporeal ftrength will fpeedily return ; and the 
humiliating difeafe in queftion, will no ) longer caufe 
diftrefs. 

I have prenelehitly obferved, with pity, this affee- 
tion in the fouth of Spain, and have known it moft 
abfurdly treated by the confeffors, who fhould have 
been the laft confulted. Thefe blind leaders of the 
blind, inftead of committing their tender charge to 
the care of the phyfician, recommended every thing 
which could confirm the evil. ‘They charged guilt, 
where no guilt exifted; they increafed diitrefs of 
mind, and they impofed penance ; all tending to in- 
duce-debility with irritability ;.to rivet the atten- 
tion, which ought to have been diverted; to inflame 
the imagination ; and to render thofe affections per- 
manent, which, if left unnoticed, would have been: 

tranfient as the vernal breeze.

We have a very accurate defcription of this dif- 
eafe by Dr. Wor, in five cafes of perfons who 
died of this dreadful diforder.. The eye, as in ty- 
phus fever, is impatient of i leaft eee wd

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bright colour creates uneafinefs; the mind is very 
jrritable ; the beft friends are difliked. It is re- 
amarkable that the Jint, or other dreffings, when 
taken off difcover a dlack furface, ‘even though © 
the wound may difcharge good pus; the fauces 
have no appearance of rednefs ; the face, which at 
firft is pale, becomes brown, and during each fpa{- 
-modic attack turns almoft quite black ; the lips. 
are extremely livid ; as the difeafe advances each 
paroxyfin is lefs violent; the patient has intervals of 
reafon; the dread of ftrangulation from water goes 
off; the pulfe becomes: weak, quick, and Alutter- 
ing ; and the body feels remarkably cold; he then 
compofes himielf as it were to fleep, and expires. 
Upon diffection there is not to be found the leaft 
trace of inflammation. 

From this appearance. of things, have .we not 
reafon to expect fome advantage from the inha- 
dation .of vital air 2. Opium, camphor, mufk, and 
fubmerfion, have from repeated trials juftly loft 
their reputation in this fatal difeafe. 

_ .M. Maruev, after bleeding and purging, ex- 
‘cites as foon as poffible falivacion. He fays, « the 
*« hydrophobia yields, as it were, by énchantment, 
¢ when the ialivation appears; and it muft be kept 
“up according to the decree of the difeafe and 
“ the ftrength, of .the patient.” ..The illuftrious 
‘SauvaGe, ipeaking of mercury, declares, * After 
«© many enquiries, [ know not whether mercury has 
* ever failed, even when the hydrophobia” had 
*¢ commenced.” 

When the contagion of a putrid fever is taken by 
the faliva into the ftomach and bowels, which is its 
_ conftant road, if the patient, the waciene he finds 
_himfelf attacked with a fenfe of chillinefs, lofs of ap- 
petice, and an unpleafant tafte in his mouth, has re- 
courfe to two emetics at proper intervals, and after 
the operation of the firft emetic, takes a cathartic, 
he has certainly got rid of the infe€tion: in the 
fame manner, even, after three days, or perhaps a 

; Aa 3 week, 
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week, if the part bitten by the dog be cut out with 
the rite. the danger is efcaped. ‘But fometimes it 
will happen that the patient will not fubmit to this 
operation, or to the application of the lunar cauttic, 
which perhaps may be preferable to the knife, and 
‘it then becomes an object of enquiry, what next 
fhould be done ? This was the cafe three years ago. 
Five men were bitten by a dog fuppofed to be 
mad, and which was fhot. .The village doétor, 
who knew in this difeafe nothing beyond the knife, 
finding his patients refufe the “operation, had re- 
courfe to Dr. TuHornton for his advice. This 
phyfician recommended the application of hot vine- 
ear fharpened with vitriolic acid, the wounds being 


firft fcarified ; and the events turned out favourable.

It admits, 
however, of a diftinction, for fome never leave their 
beds, but bawl and talk, and by their geftures feem 
to be defending themfelves from thieves.

recorded. Among thefe, Sarivage relates the cafe 
of a married woman, who. was committed to his 
care.

ing by geftures the refentment of her mind. When 
the furgeon entered the room, fhe flew at him ina 
rage, but foon. after was engaged in purfuing her 
fhadow on the wall: yet fie neither faw nor heard 
her hufband, when he fpoke to her, nor gave any 
fiens of ‘feeling, although punctured with a -pin. 
During the paroxyfm her. fingers, hands, and arms, 
retained the pofitions in which they were placed by 
me obfervers. . Thefe fits frequently returned for 
many months, whenever her mind was in the leaft - 
difturbed, ina} lafted commonly from half an hour.

OF ‘THE CAUSES REMOTE AND PROXIMATE OF 
ONEIRODYNIA GRAVANS. 


THE predifponent caufe is, beyond a doubt, de- 
bility, fof not the robuft,. not men of a rigid fibre, 
but the relaxed and ou abit are molt liable to thefe 
complaints. 

The oceafional caufes may be; 

1. Indigefted fordes in. the ftomach, more efpe- 
cially if the perfon fleeps upon his back. 2. Ebri- 
ety, whether from:opium or fermented , liquors. 
<3. Vilcid mucus. 4. Worms. 4. Obftructed ca- 
tamenia. 6. Heat with unufual weight: of clothes. 
7. Wydrocephalus inrernus.» 8. Mental irritation 
arifing from. anger, terror, and difguit, or from 
any other paffion excited in the day, and recurring 


to the 1 imagination during the time of nical 
| For 
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. For the proximate caufe, Hoffmann affigns ftag- 
lation of blood in the veflels of the lungs during 
fleep, and: with this the Pathology of Etmuller fub- 
ftantially agrees, for he attributes icubus to defec- 
tive refpiration, whether arifing from diftention of 
the ftomach, which prevents the free defcent of the 
diaphragm,” or from an affection either paralytic 
or fympathetic, and fpafmodic of the nerves, which 
ferve for refpiration. ‘ 

To'me, agreeable to this opinion of Etmuller, 
it appears that the proximate caule of oneirodynia 
gravans is {pafmodic conftriction of the lungs, in- 
duced by fome irritation in the fyftem. Hence the 
tremor with the fenfe of. jadttetel Hence alfo the 
‘violent and rapid vibration of the diaphragm, ail 
which remain for fome time, after every other fymp- 
tom has ceafed with fleep. 

Some practitioners imagine, thata loaded and dif- 
tended ftomach, preffing on the aorta in its de- 
{cent, fends the blood too copioufly to the head ; 
but Dr. Whytt was clearly of opinion, that it ori- 
ginated in nervous irritation, and his doétrine is 
_ confirmed by’a confideration both of the occafional 
caufes and of the perfons moft liable to this com- 
Plaint. This fubjeét however will be refumed when 
I come to treat of mania.: 

Before we attempt’ to invéftipate the caufe of 
oncirodynia affiva, or even hazard a conjecture, it 
will be proper ‘to examine’ the brain, and to afcer- 
tain, if poffible, the proximate aa of mets and 
dreams,

OF THE BRAIN. | 
Tuts wonderful. compages ; this fource of fym- 
pathy and bond of union to the whole machine ; 


this. centre ef fenfation, thought, volition; this re- 
| pofitory 
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pofitory of confcioufuefs and fupport cf memory ; 
this field, in which imagination ranges unreftrained ; 
this fanctuary of hope and fear; this refidence of 
reafon ; this microcofm; this manfion of an im- 
mortal fpirit ; demands particular attention. 7 

We obferve it placed in the moft elevated re- 
gion of the body, as in a citadel, defended by the 
arms and covered with abundant caution, by a vatt 
variety of tunics, Externaily we fee a garment of 
hair; under thisa thick tough fkin, with a fubja- 
cent membrane; and then arrive at the cranium, 
which anfwers the purpofe of a wall. Within we 
find the brain invefted by tts meninges, the dura 
and the pia mater, with the tunica arachnoides 1n- 
_ terpofed between them. ‘Thus protected, it is pre- 
ferved, not only from wounds. and bruifes, but, 
which is of the laft importance, from external 
prefiure. 

The brain is the part firft formed, and that from 
which the heart and arteries, the fhusyYitshl the ab- 
forbents, the mufcles, and the bones originate. 
Some accurate obfervers with Malphigi, have dif- 
tinctly traced this progrefs in the incubated egg. 
For in this, when not impregnated, they difcerned 
only the fhell, the membranes, the albumen, and 
the yolk, with a little empty fack; but when im- 
pregnated, this fack evidently contained a fpeck, 
fo minute indeed as to efcape the eye, yet vifible by 
the aid of a powerful lens. After fome hours of 
incubation, with the heat at 98° of Fahrenheit, the 
fpeck became, as in the firft rudiments of all anj- | 
mals, a vermicle, and they remarked a head and 
tail, which are the brain with its appendage the 
{pinal marrow. ‘The heart next appeared, at firft 
only as a vibrating arch, but by degrees it affumed 
auricles and ventricles. After this the lungs and 
wifcera with the limbs began to take their proper 
form, and the perfect chick appeared. 

Thus pores is it, at ay as fuppofed by Boer-— 

haave, 
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haave, Hervey, and Aquapendente, in the human 
{pecies ;—in which the brain lays the foundation for 
the arterial fyftem, for the vifcera, for the mufcles, 
and even for the bones, all deriving their origin 
from it, as the root, the trunk, the ranches: and 
the leaves, in plants {pring from the little corculum 
of their feeds. 

How beautiful in this view of the fubjeé are the 
pious breathings of the royal prophet! “ I will 
praife thee, for I am fearfully and wonderfully made. 
My fubftance was not hid from thee, when I was. 
made in fecret and curioufly wrought in the lowelft 
parts of the earth. ‘Thine eyes did fee my fub- 
ftance, yet being imperfect, and in thy book were ail 
my members written, which in fucceffion were 
formed, when as yet there was none of them.” 
Pfalm cxxxix. 

When we have removed the coverings of the 
brain, we obferve in the cerebrum two hemifpheres 
curioufly divided into lobes, with deep and multi- 
plied circumvolutions, by which mechanifm, the 
cortical part, every where covered by the pia mater, 
is much increafed. 

This is cineritious in its appearance and vafcular 
in its texture; but the medullary parc is white, 
fibrous, and fomewhat harder than the cortical, 
from whofe ultimate arterial branches it is derived. 
_ A continuation of the medullary fibres forms the 

nerves. , 

It is now univerfally agreed, that the cortical © 
fubftance is not elandular, and indeed where a 
' conftant and regular fupply of a fecreted fluid with- 
out interruption is required, the glandular mecha- 
nifm with its refervoirs would be improper. | That 
in this cafe to have a perfect intermiffion of the in- 
flux would be dangerous in the extreme, is evi- 
dent, becaufe no fooner is: there a deficiency of 
arterial blood in the encephalon, than /yncope 

| enfues, 
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enfures, which 1s initantly relieved when: the vital 
ftream returns. ‘ 

We. can ‘readily ‘affign ‘ Bg why it was 
meedful, that the cortical fubftance fhould have a 
great extent of furface, for by this contrivance it 
3s able to. contain the numerous erders of feereting 
veflels, from the fmalleft which are. difcernible to 
‘thote which are tnovil ible, and which términate in 
‘the nervous tubuli of the medulla. | 

The cerebellum, feated i the inferior and pof- 
terior part of the head, is divided into two lobes ; 
but it has not fuch circumvolutions: as appear in 
the cerebrum. In. this, as well as in the brain, 
the cortical part abounds, but the feparation between 


“the cortical and the inedullary fubftance is not fo 
“well defined, for the /atter takes. a ramifying courfe, 


and is thence denominated ardor vita, 

From the -medallary fubftance ‘both of the brain 
and of the cerebellum is derived the medulla ob- 
Jongata, and from this originate both the. fpinal 
marrow and the nerves, which either fupply the 
organs of fenfation or attend the moving fibres. 

The brain is fupplied with blood by the carotid 


“and vertebral arteries, the former derived imme- 
diately: from the aorta, the lateer rifing up from 


the fubclavians, Thefeare well: protected in their 
afcent towards the head, and, as they enter the 


cranium, are inflected in curious arches to reftrain 


the impetus of their contained fidids, which might 


' be otherwife tajurious to the tender fubftance of the 


brain, ‘The carotids are diffufed over the cere- 
brum ; and the vertebral arteries convey the vital 
{tream more immediately to the cerebellum. Yet 
* thefe communicate by innumerable. branches, fovas 
‘to:form a wonderful contexture of inofculating ar- 
'teries, which contribute to impede the rapid -pro- 
\ grets.of the blood, whilft at the fame time they 


\ effectually prevent fia snation and diftention, Thefe 
«arteries depofit their ftrone mutcular integuments, 


before 
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‘before they enter the cranium. When they have 
entered, lofing a fecond coat, they have no pulfa- 
tion, ‘arid therefore refemble veins, only they are | 
‘deititute of valves. Under this form they confti- 
tute the moft extenfive contexture of the pia mater, 
and from thence pafs by innumerable and infinitely 
fmall ramifications into the cortex both of the cere- 
brum and of the cerebellum.: 

In the dura mater, the arteries are of a differ- 
ent conftruction, for they retain their coats, and 
- have ftrong pulfations. “Uhey feem to have no com- 
munication with the cortical part either of the brain 
or-of the cerebellum, for the dura mater and the 
pia mater appear to be perfectly diftin& and: fe- 
parated by the cellular membrane, known by the 
name of tunica ear Ces which contains a rof{- 
“cid lymph. 

From the carotid and vertebral arteries, the two 
lateral ventricles derive branches to fupply with 
blood their plexus choroides, which isa wonderful 
reticular membrane, confifling of arteries, veing; 


-and, as Dr. Ridley reports, lymphatics. 


The veins fcarcely penetrate the medullary fub« 
ftance of the brain, but turn back, and frony the 
cortex haften to. difcharge their blood into the fi- 
nufes of the.dura mater, which, teri along the 
inner furface of the bees and defended by a thick 
denfe membrane, are preferved not merely from 
rupture, but from diftention, which is likewife pre- 
vented by ftronge filaments firetched acrofs them. 
Tt is thus fufficiently provided, that the veins fhall 
not caufe compreffion; but» left they fhould be 
themfelves comprefied, the confequence of which 
would be flagnation, and: a fatal apoplexy, they nei- 
ther in any part of the brain attend the arteries, nor 
do they enter by the fame foramina. 

That a conftant fupply of. blood, circulating 
through’ the veffels of the brain, is weed for the’ 
_parpotes of life, was early noticed by phy fiologitts,: 

who 
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who called the carotids by that name, from. xzpoe, 
fleep, becaufe Erafiftratus obferved that when li- 
gatures are faftened on thefe arteries, the animal 
Bécomes lethargic. Drelincourt, who tried his ex 
periments on dogs, affures us, that he made em 
apoplectic at his pleafure. . 

As this effect may arife from deficiency of blood a 
fo a redundance, caufing diftention of the veffels 
and preffure on the brain, produces the fame apo- 
piectic yn Hence Pyerus, having tied up 
one of the jugular veins in a dog, _ obferved that 
the anit was become ftupid and etharetal 

That plethora in this cafe aéts by compreffion, 
will be demonftrated when I come to treat of hy- 
drorachitis, and is evident by a fimilar effect hav- 
ing been produced on the Parifian beggar men- 
tioned by every anatomical profeffor. ‘This man; 
to excite compaffion, and for a trifling recom- 
pence, fubmutted to preffure on the brain, having: 
a portion of the fkull bare. In confequence of 
this, he firft perceived innumerable {parks, then 
loft his fight and fell into deep apoplectic fleep, 
ali which ‘{fymptoms gradually vanithed when the 
preffure was removed. To avoid the hazard of 
needlefs and uncertain preffure, it was provided 
that the braia fhould have no mufcular fibres, and 
that in the cranium there fhould be no refervoir 
of fat. | 
In the brain we remark four ventricles; two an- 
terior, which are the largeft; a third formed by 
the thalami of the optic nerves, and the crura of 
the medulla oblongata; and the fourth between the 
crura of the cerebellum and medulla oblongata: 
When thefe are empty, they collapfe and leave no 
vacant fpace. 

With regard to the benefits refulting from dif. 
ferent proportions between the cerebrum and the 
cerebellum, Boerhaave has remarked, that wif- 
dom and fagacity depend ypon the former, whilft 

ftrength 
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Rtreneth is univerfally derived from the latter; and 
it has been obferved by others, that in proportion 
as animals approach to vegetables the brain di- 
minifhes, whilft the cerebellum is’ proportionably in- 
creafed. — | 

The cerebellum is carefully protected from every 
kind of preffure; particularly from that of the fa- 
perincumbent brain, and has neither finus, ventricle, 
nor pulfatile artery. | 

It is remarkable, that when the brain ts extirpat- 
ed, the vital, although not the voluntary, motions 
are continued; but no fooner is the cerebellum in- 
jured, than the vibration of the heart is ftopt,y and 
refpiration ceaies. Drelincourt, who made nume- 
rous experiments on dogs, difcovered, that when 
he had deprived them of their-brain, they lived in- 
deed, but like vegetables, without fenfe or motion. 

~ Such is the wonderful machine, to which, as both 

Hoffmann and Boerhaave ftate it, one-third of the 
blood, chyle, and lymph, is fent freth from. the foun- 
tain, that is, when it has recently received a fupply 
of oxygen in its pafiage through the lungs. 

But for what purpofe is this abundant treafure 
fent into the brain? Not merely for nutrition, but 
chiefly for fecretion, The heart has commonly 
two {mall arteries, the liver only one, whilft the 
brain receives blood from four, and thofe confider- 
able. That the nerves derive a fluid from the 
brain is rendered probable, by the experiment of 
Hoffmann, which Dr. Monro repeated, wha hav- 
ing tied up the phrenic nerves, obferved that the 
diaphragm no longer moved: yet, when thefe nerves 
were preffed below the ligatures, fome palpitation of 
the diaphragm returned. The nerve commonly ex- 
amined is the left phrenic, as being matt favourable 
for experiments, becaufe it is longer than the right, 
and gives no filaments till it arrives ac the diaphragm. 
On opening the cheft, it is feen paffing down che 
fide in the form of a white thread, 


From 
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From all that has been faid, it may. fairly be 
conjectured, that the nerves and fibres of the brain 
are pervious, although, from their extreme tenuity, 
no one, except Lewenheuk, was ever able to affirm 
that he had ocular demonftration of the fa. Nor 
fhould this be matter of furprife, when we con- 
fider that no eye has yet difcovered. hollow tubes 
in the peduncies, through which fruits are fedy 
as int the gourds of Spain, weighing from fixty, to 
one hundred pounds, although it is certain that in 
this manner nutriment is conveyed to them. It 
is computed that the {malleft nervous filaments aré 
no bigger than the hundredth part of an hair. By 
what means therefore can they be injected, and with- 
out inijeCtions how can. their permeabilany receive 
ocular demonttration ? 

In various cafes of difeafe a vifcid lymph is dif: 
covered in the ventricles of the brain, and to this 
we attribute coma: but, independent of difeafe, it 
is notorious, that the longer after death diffection is 
performed, the greater is the quantity of lymph, for 
as Sauvage expreffes himfelf, | 

> Nihil vulgatius guam ferum in finubus cerebri repe- 
rire, fi longo poft mortem tempore apertatur cadaver: 

Tom. ili 
p- 630. 

It is true, abforbenis have never been Sifsovdaled 
in the brain: yet, as there are undoubtedly exha- 
Jants, it is reafonable, both from effects and from. 
analogy, to conclude, that fome correfpondent. vef- 
fels to abforb, as in all other cavities, muft exify 
although from their minutenefs they elcape the fight. 
Dr. Cullen fuppofes that the extremities of the 
Veins may- perform this office. It matters not, how- 
ever, what kind of abforbents are employed by 
nature, becaufe, whatever they are; they muft be 
fubject to the laws of irritability, and liable both 
to the accumulation and exhauftion of their vital 


energy. 5 
o “ip. by, 
Le Hodraha, 
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_ Hoffmann, in his treatife on the nervous fluid, de- 
livers an opinion, derived, as I imagine, either from, 
Baglivi or Pachioni, which, although not adopted by 
fubfequent profeffors, yet,'as coming from fuch an 
eminent phyfiologift, cannot pafs without our, no- 
tice. According to him the dura mater has its fy{-_ 
tole and diaftole, its dilation and contraction, by, 
which the refluent blood, returning through the 
veins from the arteries of the pia mater, and re- 
ceived into its finufes, is affifted in its progrefs to. 
the heart, whilft the fecretion and motion of the 
nervous fluid is increafed by the fame contrivance. 
In confirmation of his fyftem, he confiders the me-. 
chanifm of the dura mater, and particularly no- 
tices the ftructure and direction of its membrana- 
ceous and nervous fibres. Hence he concludes, 
that the dura mater is not merely a covering of the 
brain, but that it ferves the purpofe of fecreting 
and propelling the nervous fluid to the moft diftant 
movements of the animated fabric., In proportion 
therefore to the {trength, tone, ftricture, laxity, or 
atony, of this elaftic membrane, the nervous fluid 
moves with greater or lefs celerity, and from hence 
arife the peculiar affections of motion and fenfation 
~obiervable in different conftitutions. If this mem- 
brane labours under atony, the blood moves ‘more 
flowly, whence a vifcid lymph is feparated in greater 
abundance, and comatofe difeafes are induced. - If 
the dura mater is f{pafmodically affected, and that 
for any, length, of time; the arteries, veins, and me= 
dullary fubftance, are compreffed; circulation ceafes ; 
the fenfes, internal as. well as external, are abolith- 
ed; and apoplexy follows, which may be.either flight 
or fatal, according as. either blood, by rupture of the 
-veflels, or ferum, by exudation,,is poured forth.—If 
the dura mater is, with celerity and force, alternately 
conftricted and relaxed; the motion of the blood is 
, quickened ; fecretion is augmented, and the nervous 
fluid, propelled with violence, produces epilepfy. 
stat | Bb Such 
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Such is the fyftem of this accurate obferver ;. 
yet Boerhaave, not lefs attentive to nature, nor lefs 
diligent in his anatomical refearches, differs from 
him in opinion, and conceives the nervous fluid to 
be protruded merely by the ation of the heart and 
arteries. In order to folve the difficulty, why under 
this fuppofition fenfations have not their pulfations, 
according as the nervous fluid is accelerated or re- 
tarded by the action of the heart; he ingenioufly’ 
remarks, that the firft impreffion is not loft before 
it is fucceeded by a fecond and a third. This obfer- | 
vation might have been illuftrated by the whirling 
of a firebrand, which exhibits light in one conti- 
nued circle. 


SECTION IV. 
OF SLEEP. 


Tue end and defign of fleep is both to renew, 
during the filence and darknefs of the night, the 
vital energy, which has been exhaufted through the 
day, and to affift nutrition. . 

Among the exhaufting powers may be reckoned 
heat, light, motion, found, and thought, with the 
-exercife of reafon, imagination, defire, and volition. 
And if to thefe we add fenfations, accompanied by 
pain or pleafure, we fhall complete our catalogue. 

When therefore we are, to a certain degree, ex- 
haufted by thele powers, we are taught by nature 
to retire, that, recumbent in fome fequeftered fpot, 
unmolefted by light, by heat, by noife, and free 
from the excitements of volition, fleep may quietly 
{teal upon our fenfes and clofe the avenue to thought. 
In this fituation all the mufcles, excepting the 
{phinéters, are relaxed, and voluntary motion ceafes, 
but not the vital and involuntary, for thefe, far from 
exhaufting, ferve only to recruit our ftreneth. Such 
is the periftaltic motion of the alimentary canal, on 

“A which 
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which depends nutrition; fuch refpiration, which 
fupplies the pabulum of life; and fuch the motion 
of the heart, which diftributes the energetic prin- 
‘ciple to every part of the animated frame. 
When all ftimulating powers, excepting thofe 
which immediately excite the vital functions, are 
removed, fleep firft takes poffeifion of the limbs 
and blunts fenfation ; then impairs the recollection 
with the reafoning power, and finally precludes vo- 
lition., If profound, it puts a total ftop to all the 
imaginations of the mind. | 

Such, are the phenomena of fleep.. But how is 
it produced? What is the proximate, what the 
remote caufe of fleep? 

I amiinclined to think that there are abforbents 
in the cavities of the brain,’ as in all other cavities 
of the:body, to take up and. carry off what the 
exhalants have depofited, and I imagine that, dur- 
ing our waking hours, their activity is great in pro- 
portion to the intenfity of thought, of volition, and 
-of mufcular exertion. Should this be granted ; it 
will follow, from the laws of the animated fibre, 
that thefe abforbents, exhaufted by inceffant a¢tion, 
will become torpid in a degree, whilft the exhalants 
_ continue to pour forth into the ventricles of the 
brain their vifcid lymph, as happens even after death, 
according to the affertion already quoted from Sau- 
vage. : pa OR 
Hence may arife that degree of preffure on the - 
veffels of the brain which blunts the faculties, pro- 
duces a ceffation of voluntary motion, and terminates 
in total abfence of fenfation. ' i 

For the occafional caufes of fomnolency we may 
look to fuch as diminifh the vital energy and aétion 
of the abforbents by excefs of ftimulus: which may 
be heat, animal food, fpices, {pirits, opium, and 
either violent or long-continued exertions, whether 
mental or mufcular. Among thefe.we find the fame 

Bb 2 caufes 
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caufes which occafion drunkennefs in its feveral de- 
grees of intenfity, with deep fleep and death. 

Or, the occafional ‘caufes, diminifhing the vital 
energy, may be dire@ly fedative, fuch as excets of 
cold; which is attended by infuperable defire to 
fleep; fear, when extreme; profufe evacuations ; 
exhaufting difeafes ; and whatever either diminifhes 
the fupply of blood to ‘the veflels of the brain, fuch 
as ligatures on the earotids, and ‘preffure on the 
cortical fubftance of the brain by plethora, or im- 
pedes the return of blood by the veins, as happens 
to decrepit age, and to fuch as are oppreft with 
fat. cath: 

Hoffmann, when treating of fleep and wakeful- 
nefs, remarks, that'the tone and vigour of the brain 
being much diminifhed, partly by vigilance through 
the day, and partly by languid circulation of the — 
blood by night, this gives occafion to more copious 

exhalation of lymph, which -ftagnates in the veffels 

of the brain, and impedes the fecretion of the ner- 

vous fluid. He obferves, that whatever retards the 

circulation of the blood produces fleep, and that 

fleep itfelf retards the circulation of the blood ;' for 

during fleep the pulfe is flow, ‘and the refpiration 1s 

both deeper and flower than when we are awake. 

That during fleep the whole fyftem ‘is relaxed is 
evident, becaufe every ‘part of the body becomes 
turgid ; and that fome of the exhalants aét. more 
freely than the abforbents, with which they are con- 
nected, 1s manifefted by the pearly drops of fweat 
ftanding like dew upon the face of children, or flow- 
ing from every pore of hectic patients, in the morn- 
ing. To this obfervation it may be added, that chil- 
dren and people’ of lax habits fleep more than°old 
people, or fuch as are diftinguithed for rigidity of 
fibre. That there is fome, accumulation in the ved- 
fels of the brain is rendered probable by obferving, 
that when any ene is fuddenly awakened. from pro- 
found fleep, he is convulfed ; welane and torpor in 


9 the r 
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the head are felt for fome confiderable time ; the. | 
-fenfes are flow in their return, and the mufcles do 
not readily obey volition. Thefe fymptoms are fre- 
quently rendered more remarkable when weakly 
fubjects fleep after a full meal before the fire. 

During quiefcence the abforbents, having accumu- 
lated vital energy, act with renovated vigour, and 
a difpofition to. wakefulnels enfues. 

Thus this wonderful machine, By its alternate ac- 
cumulation and exhauftion of energetic power, feems 
to refemble, in fimplicity of action and contrivance, — 
the fyphon fountain, or an engine kept in motion by , 
the alternate collection and condenfation of the 
‘ fteam. 

In fupport of this theory the ftudent may con- 
fult what I have delivered refpecting the proximate 
caufe of ferous apoplexy. . One degree of, prefiure 
produces, as | imaginé, drowfinels, and a greater 
brings on fleep in its feveral ftages of intenfity, 
from. that which is lighteft, to lethargy, apoplexy, 
- death. 

If any one retires to a fequeftered {pot, undifturb- 
ed by light, by noife, by pain, or mental pafiions, 
-when every mufcle is quiefcent, and when volition 
_ ceafes ; when there is nothing to excite the fyftem ; 
his ftate of fomnolency will be prolonged, at- 
tended firft by found and refrefhing fleep, after- 
wards by dozing. Boerhaave relates the cafe of a 
wealthy young nobleman. in Holland, who, having 
overdrank himfelf, was, by orders from the prince 
of Orange, carried into a dark. and quiet: place, 
where he flept three. days and as many nights, not 
inceffantly, for he awoke often, but whenever he 
opened his eyes, believing it to be the middle of 
the night, he turned round and dozed again. 

Frem what has been faid, it fhould appear, that 
 fleep may arife from either exhaufted energy or want — 
of excitement in the abforbent fyftem. | 
Many animals, fecluded from light, heat, and 

Bb 3 the 
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the free accefs of atmofpheric air, doze through the 
whole winter. In this cafe the vital funCtions are 
{carcely perceptible, for although the lamp of life 
is not extinguifhed, it burns dim; the animal func- 
tions are fufpended; and the natural funétions are 
nearly fo; for nothing paffes either by urine or by 
ftool, little efcapes by perfpiration, and in the tor- 
pid ftate digeftion ceafes. In this condition of the 
animal little oxygen is received into the fyftem by 
the lungs; no great quantity of hydrogen is con- 
fumed in any given time forthe purpofes of life, 
and confequently the vital heat is much diminifhed. 
Athough I have fuppofed that fleep may be in- 
duced by preffure and accumulation of lymph in the 
ventricles of the brain; yet we muft remark that 
during fleep the abforbents are certainly at work.— 
1. In the urinary bladder ; for the urine is fmall in 
quantity, and high coloured. 2. In the alimentary 
canal ; for the feeces are hardened. 3. In the mem- 
brana adipofa; for the fat after long-protracted 
fleep is confiderably wafted, and at the end of 
winter, in the torpid animals, is commonly con- 
‘fumed. 4. In the ventricles of the brain, for were 
‘it otherwife, not merely fleep, but apoplexy and 
death, would be the confequence. 

In the torpid and quiefcent ftate the appetite for 
food is loft, for it ufually bears proportion to the 
quantity of exertion, whether mental or mufcular ; 
and as no frefh fupply of hydrogen is received into 
the ftomach, the little required to feed the lambent 
flame is readily derived by abforption from the cells 
or refervoirs of fat difperfed over the body, and 

-more efpecially about the loins. | 
During our time of fleep, when every mufcular 
fibre is relaxed, and when nutritive particles are dif- 
tributed wherever they are wanted; provifion of 
oil is made for the confumption of the waking 
hours. Hence animals, ‘who eat and fleep immo- 
_derately, are apt to be oppreffed with fat. 
: FET Somnolence, 
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_ Somnolence, too much. indulged, brings on fa- 
tuity. Boerhaave relates the cafe of a phyfician, 
who took fuch delight in fleeping, that he retired to 
a quiet and fequeftered chamber, where, in perfec 
darknefs, he flumbered almott inceffantly, till he loft 
his intellects, and perifhed in an hofpital. 

The duration of fleep, with the alternate periods 
of repofe and vigilance, depend much on habit; and 
this once acquired is with difficulty. changed. 


‘SECTION V. 
OF VIGILANCE, 
Vicitance, when attended by anxiety, pain in 
the head, lofs of appetite, and diminution of | 
{treneth, is by Sauvage and Sagar confidered as a 
genus, and is called agrypuia. ‘They have claffed 


it under the vesanr&, immediately after their dehiria; 
and of this genus Sauvage enumerates eleven fpecies. 


1. Agrypnia arthritica, arifing from retrocedent or 
atonic gout. 

2. Pathematis, induced by paffions of the mind, 

-fuch as anger, fear, and ftrong defire. 

3. Hyfterica, ‘attended. by palpitations, ftarting, 
fubfultus tendinum, impeded refpiration, fpafmodic 
contraction, and convulfive motions, at the inftant 

when fleep is ftealing on the fenfes. 

4. Cephalalgica, attended by violent head-ach, in- 
‘duced by inflammation in the pia mater. 

5. Ex pancreate, arifing from an abfcefs in the 
pancreas, and attended by cold {weats with fyncope. 

6. A dolore, induced by grief, and therefore co- 
inciding with his fecond fpecies. Bio 

7. Ab indigeftione. 8%. A. febrilis.. 9. A. fenilis. 

10. Critica, preceding epiftaxis and other critical 

, difcharges. De bt Ge 
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11. Ab infectis, fuch as bugs, lice, fleas, gnats, 
ants, &c. | 


In treating of this fubje& I fhall, without fol- 
lowing ftep by ftep the {pecific arrangement of 
Sauvage, confider what are the remote caufes, and 
then venture to fuggeft what may be the proximate 
caufe of vigilance. | 

The occafional caufes are evidently fuch as fti- 
mulate the fyftem. 


. The ftimuli may be purely mental, fuch as 
os fear, joy, grief, with intenfity of thought and 
volition. 

I was acquainted thirty years ago with a moft 
amiable lady, Mrs. Mitchell, of Glafgow; who hav- 
ing the misfortune to lofe a hufband, by whom fhe 
was tenderly beloved, never flept a moment for fix 
weeks: and Sauvage makes mention of a young 
lady at Montpellier, who having feen her hufband 
murdered by aflaffins, was deprived of fleep for 
more than three months. 

2. The ftimuli may be material, including fuch 
changes in the body .as excite /enfation. ‘Thefe 
are hunger and thirft, ftrone light, loud founds, 
offenfive fmells, difgufting tafte, hard touch, if 
thefe are unufual, or fuch as commonly call forth 
volition, for none of thefe produce watchfulnefs, 
when the mind has been accuftomed to regard them 
with indifference. 

The moft powerful ftimulus is pain, becaufe by 
this the animal is warned of immediate danger, 
whether the uneafy fenfation arifes from fpafm, dif- 
tention, laceration, or any folution of continuity pro- . 
~duced either mechanically or by chemical attraction. 
When pain has been for any length of time en- 

dured, it proves, like all other ftimulants, a powerful 
{edative. 

3. The ftimuli, if not fo powerful as to excite _ 

Jenfation or volition, may yet produce ea as 
I have 
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I have explained at large in the fections of irrita- 
bility and ftimulants. oe 
- ' The irritation may be, eee 
a. Inthe lungs; as in cafes of afthmas and catarrh. 
. by Inthe ftomach ; arifing from indigefted fordes, 
vifcid mucus, worms. Hoffmann fays, Ven- 
triculo bene habente, totum corpus alacrius 
eft, fomnus fit placidus, fi vero onuftus eft 
alimentis incongtuis, fomnus deficit vel in- 
fomniis terrificis interturbatur. 
c. In the bowels; from bile and flatulence, from 
feces in the rectum. 


d. In the urinary bladder. e. In the feminal veffels. 


f. In the brain, or its meninges, either arifing from 
or attended by a quickened circulation of the 
blood, for whatever accelerates the motion of 
the circulating fluids in the veffels of the brain, 
induces vigilance. 

Thus far all is clear; but as we advance we 
fhall find ourfelves in the regions of doubt, of dark- 
nefs, of conjecture. 3 ee 

How then fhall we account for vigilance? Bor- 
towing a ray of light from chemiftry, fhall we ven- 
ture to fuppofe it may arife from the uninterrupted 
fupply of oxygen and hydrogen to the veffels of 
the brain ? ! 

If we fuppofe fleep to be produced by the preflure 
of rofcid lymph in the ventricles of the brain, and 
particularly, as I may now proceed to ftate it, by 
prefflure on the plexus choroides and the minuter 
or fecreting veflels of the brain; may we-not in- 
dulge our imagination and conjecture, that vigilance 
is produced by the union of oxygen and hydrogen, 
the latter perhaps fecreted by fome of the vefiels 
of the brain, the former derived by chemical at- 
traction from the arterial blood of the plexus cho- 

_roides? We know that by vigilance and thought, 
“as well as by motion in the fyftem, whether vital or 
' _-voluntary, 
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voluntary, both oxygen and hydrogen are confumed 
and loft, whilft heat and water are produced ; and 
it is now underftood that the chemical union. of 
tho e principles generates water and difengages heat. 

Let the ftudent recollect, that in the ventricles 
of the brain, he finds no coagulable lymph, but the 
pureft water, which is therefore denominated rofcid. 
lymph by Boerhaave. 

I have already ftated, that the abforbents recover 
their tone merely by quiefcence ; but fuppofing the 
ftimuli above ftated are applied to any part of the 
fyftem ; the abforbents, agreeable to the laws of the 
animal ceconomy, will be excited by fympathy, for 
it is obferved, that irritation draws into confent the 
neareft exhalants and the remote abforbents. The 
fact is certain, and. the wifdom of this ceconomy 
will be obvious to the ftudent, if he recolleéts what — 
has been delivered on the efforts of nature to re- 
lieve herfelf. 

In fupport of thefe theoretical conjectures I would 
fugeeft the fubfequent confiderations. 


1. A fuperabundant fupply of hydrogen from fer- 
mented liquors received into the ftomach, at firft 
brightens all the faculties and gives increafe of 
vigour, but fpeedily brings on intoxication followed 
by apoplectic fleep : but the infpiration of oxygenated 
air, as my friend Dr. THornton has clearly proved, 
{tops the progrefs of intoxication, and therefore 
prevents apopleétic fleep. 


2. We obferve in crowded rooms, when candles 
burn dim for want of air, the human underftand- 
ing is confufed, and all its powers are enfeebled ; ' but 
the imagination kindles, when the lungs take i in a 
frefh fupply of well-oxygenated air. 


3» The infpiration of foul air in mines, whether 
hydrogenous, carbonic, or the two combined, brings 
on deep fleep and death; but by the admiffion of 
uncontaminated air the miners are fpeedily revived, 
and the fame happens frequently in Spain to thof 

whoy 
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who fit too long, or fleep in a clofe room with. 
“burning charcoal, which confumes the oxygen and 
difcharges carbonic air. 

4. Boerhaave has remarked, that in acute dif- 
eafes, the blood is found chiefly in the arteries, while 
the veins are comparatively empty. For this phe- 
‘nomenon he in vain endeavours to account; but 
the caufe is evidently this: the blood in all inflam- 
matory fevers, being highly oxygenated, ftrongly 
ftimulates the heart, and is therefore propelled into 
the arteries in great abundance, and quicker Pe 
the veins can receive it. 

But when highly oxygenated blood, as in acute 
difeafes, fuch as fynocha, pleuritis, phrenitis, moves 
with rapidity through the fyitem, and therefore in 
the veffels of the brain, vigilance, particularly in 
young fubjects, fometimes continues night and day 
fora whole week together. In fuch circumftances, 
as Boerhaave, with his ufual accuracy of difcern-_ 
ment, well obferved, their body has been rendered 
lighter by one third part of its weight, fo that thofe, 
who had been very fat, have been reduced almott 
to fkeletons. See his lectures on the pri of 
paylc, fections 599, 600. 

In fuch circumftances, whilft the fever rages, Hh 
patient can rife up with eafe and fupport himfelf in 
bed: but when the fever is exhaufted, weak and 
relaxed, he fleeps inceffantly, or only awakes to take 
in more food, that is, to fupply the lamp of life with 
hydrogen, then fleeps again, My friend Dr. Zhorn- 
ton informs me, that when he exhibits -oxygenated 
air to thin people, it increafes their appetite for 
food ; but that when fat people infpire it, they eat 
lefs, grow thinner, and yet find no deficiency of © 
ftrength.. Many inftances have been recorded, and 
the judicious author of Msprcar Exrracrs has 
been at the trouble of collecting feveral, where per- 
fons, overcharged with hydrogen, as in the cafe of © 

' drunkards, have been confumed by feenianen® com- 


buftion, 
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buftion, when heat, fufficient for that purpofe, was 
difengaged by the chemical union of oxygen with the 
hydrogen. 

‘The procefs of combuftion ob little underftood, 
-unlefs by modern chemifts, | fhall explain it in the 
burning of a wax candle. You kindle. twifted 
threads of cotton and thereby melt the wax. This 
being fluid is by capillary attraétion drawn up into 
the idk. and afcends into the part which 1s in flame, 
from whence it rifes in the form of gas, and in that 
ftate, combining readily with the oxygen of the 
atmofpheric air, compofes: aqueous vapour, which 
may be condenfed and rendered vilible on the po- 
lithed furface of cold metal, and fets at liberty both 
hieht and heat. Dr. THornton fhewed me a very 
elegant procefs of cormbuftion, by putting one drop 
of ether into a two ounce phial ‘of oxygenated air, 
which he then kindled with a match. The combi- 
nation was inftantaneous; water was produced ; and 
the light and heat were not infefior to. thofe which 
are difengaged from detonating gold. 

It is allowed that the blood, in its return towards 
the heart, has loft the oxygen which it had acquired 
in the lungs. What then is become of it ? Surely 
it is not annihilated. | The quantity derived from 

the air merely by breathing is confiderable; but the 
‘fame phyfician, to whofe experiments I have fo 
frequently referred, and whofe ardour in the pur- 
fuit of {cience merits our pevionits affures me, that 
the cuticular abforbents. have the fame power and 
perform the fame office with the lungs. 

It is well known that mental as well as mufcular 
exertion, confumes the fat, and it is well afcertained © 
that whenever there is any combination in the fyf- 
tem, heat is generated: it is likewife proved. by. 
the experiments of Dr. Prieftley, that oxygen will 
pais through the pores of membranes to unite with - 
hydrogen. |) 

Since then we have loft oxygen and hydrogen in 
ereat 


] 
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great abundance, and acquired both heat and wa- 
ter; is it not probable, that the oxyg gen, which dif- 
appeared, has formed .a chemical union with hy- 
, drogen and produced the water, whilft atthe fame 
time heat has been evolved. The water thus con- 
tinually formed is either taken up inceflantly by the 
lymphatics, and conveyed back to the mafs of cir- 
culating fluids, or pafies out of the fyitem by the 
exhalant arteries. 

Were it my prefent intention to treat of muf- 
cular motion, J fhould enlarge on the curious tex 
ture of the cellular membrane, with which. every, 
even the moft minute, fafciculus of mufcular fibres 
is inclofed; but I mutt leave this for the phyfiolo- 
eift, and haften to a conclufion of this fection. 

Vhatever then becomes of my conjectures re= 
{pecting the proximate caufe of vigilance, it ftands 
confeffed, that the occafional caufes are fuch as fti- 
mulate the. fyftem, and that, from common’ watch- 
fulnefs to furious raving, it bears proportion to the 
degree of excitement in the brain. 


SECTION VL 


ON DREAMING. 


DREAMING Is the intermediate {late between vi- 
gilance and fleep. 

It takes place ufually towards the moming, and 
_may be at any time excited by irritation in the fy . 
stem. | 

It is the imperfect exercife of memory, and the 
impreffion may:be either indifferent, or attended with 
‘joy, grief, hope, fear, defire, and volition. 

The intenfity of thefe affections depends on.the 
degree of excitemeént) in the brain ; and this again 
will be in proportion to the irritability of the fyftem 
‘and to the energy of the excitine’ caufe, which caufe 
ey be either mental or material. 


~ 
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1. If during the day we have feen any thing un- 
commonly {triking, although not in the leaftintereft- 
.Ing, as producing “neither pain, pleafure, hope, nor 
fear ; the image will, unlefs we fleep’ profoundly, 
be renewed by ‘night. Spinofa relates of himéelf, that 
from the time in whieh he firft faw Brazilians feven 
feet high with long yellow hair, it made fo ftrong | 
an impreffion, that he had always the fame image in 
his dreams, and could with difficulty free himfelf 
from it during the day. 


2, The oftener this image is renewed, the more 
readily will it be excited in the mind; and by fre- 
quency of recurrence a regular habit will be efta- 
blifhed. 


3. When the paffions of joy, forrow, macs de- 
fire, fear, and terror, have been ftrongly excited in 
the day, the attendant images will prefent them- 
felves in dreams by night. The lady of Montpellier, 
already mentioned, no fooner clofed her eyes to 
fleep, than the image of her murdered hufband, and 
the affaffins fprinkled with his blood, were in the 
moft vivid forms reprefented to her view. 

4. Whatever image is by dreaming prefented to 
the mind, is apt to affociate others, between which 
and it there is either natural or accidental connexion. 
Thus ifa man dreams that he has been guilty of a 
crime, his imagination will reprefent conftables 
purfuing, the judge pronouncing fentence, and the 
executioner fixing the halter on his neck. 


There isa curious experiment, which fhews a 
‘propenfity in the fyitem to renew whatever images 
have made a vivid impreffion on the fight. 

If when the fun fhines bright, you look through 
a window at a landicape, fixing your eyes fteadily 
on one fpot, till vifion is diftreffing, and till the 
view begins to fade, then gently clofe your eyelids 
and put a hat before your face; the reprefentation 
will alternately appear and. vanifh, and what is fill 

| more 
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more remarkable, the image of the window-bars 
and of the neareft trees will be dark, whilft the fky 
appears to be either purple or light green: but when- 
ever the hat is removed, and light is tranfmitted 
through the eyelids, the bars of the window and 
the trees become red like fire edged with green, and 
the fky is dark. Even when the eyes have been 
for fome time opened and engaged with other ob- 
jects, on being clofed again, all thefe appearances 
will be renewed. } . 

The ftudent, I truft, collecting what has been 
delivered on the accumulation of irratibility, will — 
readily comprehend why the darkeft objects become ~ 
the brighteft, when light is tranfmitted by the eye- 
lids. But what I have principally in view is, to - 
fhew the recurrence of images, whilft the eyelids 
are cClofed, and the attention is not diverted by 
-Mmore powerful fenfations. ° 

When debility and irritability prevail in the ex-. 
treme, the moft trifling irritation. will be fufficient ~ 
to produce the recurrence of images, paffions, fen- 
fations, and affociation of ideas; but in the more 
torpid it requires fome powerful ftimulus ; and this 
may be either in the ftomach or the brain itfelf, 
~ The ftomach is commonly the part in which 
we may feek the occafional caufe of dreams; but 
‘whatever induces determination to the head, or 
quickens the circulation in the veffels of the brain, 
without producing vigilance, will have the fame ef- 
fect. Dr. Lower gives the cafe of one who flept 
foundly whilft his head was inclined forward, yet 
when his head fell back he was foon awakened with 
horrid dreams and tremors,

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iE SECTION. VII. 


OF THE CAUSES REMOTE AND PROXIMATE OF 
ONEIRODYNIA ACTIVA. 


Ir may be fufficient to obferve, that the predif- 
_ ponent caufe, as in oneirodynia gravans, is certainly 
debility, becaufe, not the robuft and perfons of a 
rigid fibre, but \the delicate, and fuch as are moft 
irritable, are moft liable to this complaint. 

The occafional caufes may be, as in oneirodynia 
gravans, indigefted fordes, vifcid mucus, worms, 
ebriety, and the abufe of laudanum. | 

As to the proximate caufe, nothing certain can 
be delivered, but I confefs myfelf much inclined to 
think with Dr. Cullen, that the brain is liable to 
partial excitements, and that in this affection, as 
in delirium, we need look no farther for the caufe. 
‘Every faculty feems to be awake, excepting con- 
Scioufnefs, for the perfon walking in his fleep, with 
his eyes open, turns afide to avoid obftacles, and 
unerringly directs his fteps, as if he were awake ; 
yet when contcioufnefs returns, he has no recollec- 
tlon of what he did or where he went. 

Something fimilar to this may happen to thofe 
who are perfectly awake, but deeply engaged in 
thought. 

I remember formerly having feen'a clergyman, 
much attached to mathematical ftudies, to whem it 
frequently happened, even when he was engaged in 
the folemn fervice of the church, that having his 
attention wholly cccupied in his favourite purfuits, 
he did not from the beginning to the end retain 
the leaft tonicioufnefs of what he was about, and 
yet he never made miftakes. ‘Had any one recalled 
his confcioufnefs in the middle of prayers, he 
would certainly have been confufed, and would per- 
haps have been unable to proceed, 


In 
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Jn cafes of oneirodynia activa, either ftrong light, 
Youd found, or a bafon of water dafhed in the face, 
awakens confcioufnefs, yet. with manifeft hazard 
to the health and underftanding of the patient. 


SECTION VII: 


OF THE INDICATIONS OF CURE IN. CASES OF 
ONEIRODYNIA,. 


The indications muft be taken from the remote 
caufes : 

The occafional he, require particular attention, 
Thefe are to be carefully avoided. Strict temper- 
ance isto be enjoined: vifcid mucus requires eme- 
tics: and worms muft be deftroyed by anthelmin- 
tics. 

The predifponent caufe calls for tonics and aftrin- 
gents. 

Nothing can be more judicious than the curative 
intention of Etmuller. 

In his zacubus accidentalis, he orders emetics, and 
. forbids eating much at fupper. - 

Inhis incubus habitualis, he recommends the fame 
treatment as for hypochondriafis, that is, emetics, 
volatile fudorifics, gentle aloetics, and above all, the 
martial preparations, to which bark, wine, and opium, 
as part of the highly tonic regimen, may be fome~ _ 
times added to advantage. | 

For an emetic, ipecacuanha, from three to ten 
prains ; with tartarized antimony, from one to three 
grains, according to the age and irritability of the 
patient, may be | given inthe morning fafting. : 

Gentle cathartics mutt occafionally follow the 
emetics, and for this purpofe the fubfequent pills 
will be found fuffictent.

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Should one pill everynight be found infuficient to 
keep the body reafonably open, the quantity muft be 
increafed; but as it will be in vain to evacuate the 
bowels, unlefs the tone of the fyftem is reftored, 
five grains either of ferrum tartarifatum, of rubigo 
ferri, or of limatura ferri, in conferve of rofes, 
fhould be given twice or three times a day. ‘Thefe 
may fometimes give place to the Peruvian bark, or 
both may be united, as occafion may require. 

This treatment will be found equally efficacious in 
both f{pecies of oneirodynia. 


Genus LIX. Melancholia. 
Melancholy. 


Tue pathognomic fymptom is erroneous judg- 
ment, not merely refpecting health, arifing from 
imaginary perceptions or recollections, influencing 
the conduét, diftreffing the mind with ill-grounded 
fears, and not combined with either pyrexia or co- 
matofe affections. 


INTRODUCTION. 


Dr. Home confiders melancholia and mania as 
two {pecies of infania, and this he defines perma- 
nent delirium without fever. 

Melancholy then, according to him, is infanity ac- 
companied by fadnefs ; madnefs is infanity attended 
by rage. In the former, fear prevails ; anger in 
the latter ; but in both we have delirium. 


ee CT Te Nea 
OF DELIRIUM. 


_ Wen treating of fevers I had occafion to dif- 
tinguifh delirium, as occurring either ia fynocha or 
2, 5 in 
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in typhits, without however ftaying to confider the 
proximate caufe of thefe affe€tions. 
~ Tt will be needful to refume the fubjec in this 
place, to which it more immediately belongs. _ 

Delirium, as defined by Dr. Cullen, is, in a per- 
fon awake, a falfe judgment arifing from percep- 
tions of imagination, or from falfe recollections, and 
commonly producing difpropertionate emotions. 

Of this he very properly diftinguifhes two {pe- 
cies, confidering it either as combined with pyrexia 
and cematofe affections ; ; or as totally free from 
fuch a combination, He likewife marks the affinity 
between delirium and dreams, or rather proves that 
delirium is a waking dream. ‘Whatever then I 
have fuggeited refpecting dreams 1s appheable to 
delirium. 

Dr. Cullen imagines it arifes from unequal ex- 
citement in the brain, and I fee no reafon to differ 
from him in opinion. That he is right in his con- 
jecture is probable, becaufe ftrong excitement, as 
by any loud or fudden noife, cails back the recol- 
leétion, and for a fhort interval reftores the fenfes. 
Van Swieten in ‘his comment well remarks, S% 
Jubitanet quid et improvifi ipfis acciaerit, pro momenta 
bene refpondent ; paulo pof, déleta hac vivida impré- 
Sione, relabuntur. Sec. 700. 

In adverting to this fubje&t, we cannot but call 
to mind the difference between the delirium of ‘[ynocha 
and the delirium of typhus. \n the former we find a 
pulfe full, ftrong, and vibrating from go to 110 
itrokes in a minute, and the heat much increafed, 
Tn the latter the pulfe is weak, fmall, and fluttering, 
with the vibrations almoft innumerable. Here is 
at the fame time remarkable proftration of ftrength, 
but the heat is moderate. 

In the former, fubftances producing hydrogen, 
received into the ftomach, increafe delirium ; but 
acids tend greatly to diminith i it: In the latter, no 
benefit is derived from acids in the ftomach, but 

Ce2 whatever 
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whatever moft abounds with hydrogen removes the 
fymptoms of debility and reftores ferenity. In the 
former, to infpire oxygenated air is hurtful: in the 
latter it is highly beneficial. In the former all is 
in a blaze: in the latter the lamp of life, for want 
of pabulum, is well nigh extinguifhed, and the vital 
energy is fo far exhauited, that, for a confiderable 
time before the diffolution, the iris ceates to contract — 
by the ftimulus of light. | | 

Of this diftinctien every practitioner is fufficieatly 
aware; but it is far from being univerfally under- 
ftood, that delirium may be occafioned by vifcid mu- 
cus, and corrupted bile in the firft paflages. Van 
Swieten ingenuoufly confeiies, that he is indebted 
for this information to his mafter Boerhaave, and 
adds, Mouitus ab optimo praceptore, frequentem fatis 
DELIRII im febribus caufam effe fordes circa pracordia 
collectas ; poftea atientus buic ret, vidi fepius boc verif- 
fimum effe; et unico vomiterio dato, excufa hac fabur- 
ra recordor plures ilicd refipuiffe, fect. 7o1. And Dr. 
Whytt, who ftudied in the fame {chool, relates the 
cafe of a delirium in a boy, who flept well, had a 
fharp appetite, was not coftive, and whofe pulfe 
was full and flow. This boy, after having been. 
bled and bliftered to no purpofe, was cured by 
calomel and rhubarb, which brought away a great 
quantity of flime. 

I remember a patient, attended by my much la~ 
mented friend and fellow ftudent, Dr. Stack, of Bath, 
who for a length of time was delirious every night, 
and conceiting, from pain in his bowels, that he 
was devoured by dogs, thrafhed with his cane every 
one who approached him, or in their abfence beat 
the bed potts te drive away the furious animals. In 
this cafe, when other remedies had failed, his fymp- 
toms were relieved by evacuants producing a dif- 
charge of vifcid mucus and of bile. 

Thus we may diftinguith three fpecies of delirium, 
as it is found either in the fanguine temperament 

or 
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or in the melancholic, becaufe the former may have 
either the robuit and elaftic fibre, which is effential 
to ftrength, or the lax and irritable fibre, which ac- 
companies debility. This diftinétion is important, 
as having a reference to practice. 

Delirium may indeed be occafioned by mental ir- 
ritation : yet fuch is the connexion and confent be- 
tween the mind and body, that what originates al- 
together in the former is foon communicated to 
the latter, and then action and reaction proceed con- 
tinually till the diforder is confirmed, and déiirium 
terminates in madnefs. 

To inveftigate this matter, as far as we are -able, 
we mutt confider what are the laws of the animal 
ceconomy. 


1. The more vivid the fenfation when the image 
is imprefied, the ftronger is its difpofition to return, 
and the fhorter are the intervals of abfence, till by 
intenfity of application the idea becomes perma- 
nently fixed. Thus if you look fteadily at the fun, 
fo as moderately to fatigue the fight, then retire to a 
dark room, the image of the fun will alternately va- - 
nifh and appear for a confiderable time; but if you~ 
continue gazing for a greater leneth of time, the 
image will remain for hours or for days. 


2. The more deeply interefted we are in any ob- 
ject, that is, the more forcibly it excites either hope 
or fear, the more frequently will the idea of that ob- 
ject be prefented to the mind. 


3. Every idea, which has frequently recurred, has 

a difpofition to return, and, by returning often, be- 
comes both permanent and vivid. 
4. Whatever ideas have been either ufually, or 
even accidentally, yet powerfully affociated, have 
{uch a difpofition to affociate, that any one of thefe, 
re{fpecting either hope, fear, time, place, perfons, 
things, or even arbitrary characters, being prefented 
| Cow to 
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to the mind, excite all the reft either in regular of 
in confuled fucceffion. | 

g. TVhefe ideas commonly return and wanton in 
the imagination during the filence and darknefs of 
the night, or even by day in the abfence of more 
powerful fenfations. In fome circumftances clofing 
the eyes may be fufficient to produce them, as the 
ftudent may recollect in the cafe of bilious autumnal 
fever, to which I called his attention in the begin- 
ning of this work, Dr. Whytt relates the cafe of 
a patient affected with eryfipelas, who, when his eyes 
were open, was free from confufion in his ideas ; 
but no fooner did he clofe them, although not afleep, 
than he thought himfelf carried fwiftly through the 
air to diftant regions, or that his head, arms, and 
legs, feparated from his body, were flying off in 
. different directions. | 

In thefe cafes the irritation is weaker than the 
ufual fenfations conveyed by light, for it vanishes 
like the giow-worm’s feeble glimmering at the rifing 
of the fun. 
-. 6, When the image is vivid, and forcibly im- 
preffed upon the mind by frequent recurrence, or by 
rivetted attention, and when the paffions of hope or 
fear have been ftrongly interefted by its prefence ; 
it will continue undifturbed by new fenlations more 
permanent than the image of the fun, which Boer- 
haave had the rafhnefs to receive on his retina from 
the focus of a convex lens, and which, as he in- 
forms us, remained immutable for many days. | 

7. Thefe ideas, with their affociated train, al- 
though at firft excited by mental irritation, may be 
renewed by tritation in other parts of the fyitem, 
precifely zs I have ftated in the cafe of dreams. _ 

8. When thefe ideas are renewed by irritation, 
whether mental or material, the impreffion will bear 
proportion to the debility of the fyftem, and to the 
rey | ; quip sepepeth 
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ftrength of the irritating caufe : or, this being given, 
it will be direétly as the debility. If therefore deli- 
rium fupervenes, when debility and irritability do 
not prevail, we may be certain, that there is fome 
powerful ftimulus either on the brain, or in the firkt 
' paflages of the alimentary canal, as will be explained 
in the fifth fection under mania. | 

_g. When images are permanent and vivid, the 
mind has no criterion by which it can diftinguith 
fuch. as are excited by irritation in the fyftem, from 
thofe that correfpond with, and are immediately pro- 
duced by external objects. : 


SECTION aE 
OF THE HISTORY AND PROGRESS OF MELANCHOLY. 


Tue perfons moft liable to this difeafe are men 
of the melancholic temperament, particularly thofe who 
frorn active life retire to folitude, and, without em- 
ployment for either the body or the mind, over- 
charge the alimentary canal, more efpecially if the 
place of their retreat is low and damp, or if, in fuch 
circum{tances, they meet with keen vexation, and 
are haraffed- with anxiety. 

It is likewife the difeafe of ftudious and feden- 
tary people, who neglect mufcular exercife, whilft 
they exhauft the powers of the mind. With them, 
however, it does not ufually affume the moft hideous 
features of defpair, but is often fo mild and gentle | 
in its afpect as to claim affinity with a difeafe be- 
tween which and it the refemblance is too ftriking 
to efcape our notice. In both there is erroneous 
judgment; but whilft in bypochondriafis this has re- 
ipect to health alone, in melancholia it is not thus 
confined, | 

When the literary man ‘conceits that he is con- 
verted into wax; when with Dr. Watts he imagines 
that his nofe is bigger than his chamber door ; or, 
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fuppofing himfelf a clock, ftands upright in the 
corner of his room, moves his head from fide to 
fide, and clicks to this motion, fo as to imitate the. 
found and vibration of a pendulum, without any 
other fymptom of derangement ; we do not hefitate 
to pronouce him deeply hypochondriacal. But when 
he becomes habitually gloomy, fretful, and fufpici- 
ous; when his diftrefiing apprehenfions are not con- 
fined to health, but vite from other fources; more — 
efpecially if he continues free from dyfpepfia ; the 
heft phyficians are agreed to confider him as at- 
tacked by melancholia. Yet between thefe difeates 
the limits are not in all cafes eafy to be traced. 

The ufual progrefs of melancholy is well de- 
{cribed by Boerhaave. 

Patients i in this difeafe are pale and bloated; but 
by degrees they contra& a livid hue and grow very 
thin. They lofe their fleep, and commonly their 
appetite, although many inftances are found of aftos 
nifhing voracity. Refpiration and the pulfe become 
weak and flow; the habit coftive in the extreme ; 
the whole fyftem torpid. A fullen gloom takes 
poffeffion of the countenance, anxiety and grief hang 
heavy on their eyelids, and their. imagination is 
haunted inceffantly with fearful apprehenti ions. The 
perfpiration and all the fecretions are diminifhed, 
and coldnefs prevails in the extremities. An obfti- 

nate jaundice fometimes fupervenes, and when the 
body is diffeéted, oi gall ducts commonly are 
found diftended with b lack and {tagnant bile, which 
refembles liquid pitch. 

Van Swieten attended a lady in melancholia, who, 
after fhe had often attempted to deftroy hertelf, lay 
fleeplefs with her eyes open for fix weeks, during 
which period the fearcely either ate or drank, and 
never paffed a ftool. . For the firft five weeks the 
made little water, and in the laft week none. Her. 
tongue and mouth were dry, and her extremities 
co ld like marble, After death no effufian was dif. 
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covered on the brain, but the veffels of the pia 
mater were diftended with black and pitchlike 
blood. See his Comments, fect. toto. 

‘Foreftus mentions an old man who had no ftool 
for three months. | | 

When nature {pontaneoufly effects a cure, it is 
either by inflammatory gout in the extremities, as 
mentioned by Dr. Whytt in his treatife on ner- 
vous diforders ; by the hemorrhoidal flux, as- ftated 
by Hippocrates, and his commentator Galen ; by 
an eruption on the skin, as particularly noticed by 
the fagacious Boerhaave; bya diarrhoea, as remarked 
by Dr. Hulme; or by the return of the monthly 
evacuation, as obferved by all who are converfant 


with this difeafe.

OF THE REMOTE CAUSES OF MELANCHOLIA, WITtf 
| CASES. 


From what has been already: delivered, it will 
appear that the predifponent caufe of melancholia 
is debility, and it will be feen that the occafional 
caufes are fuch as are directly or indirectly fedative, 
-and therefore tend to debilitate the fyftem. Among 
the latter may be reckoned violent and long-conti- 
nued and mental exertions, with intenfity of thoughe 
and protracted vigilance, as in poets and mathe- 
maticians. Of thefe, fome, who are of a peculiar 
conftitution, may efcape with impunity, although, 
like Francis Vieta, the algebraift mentioned by Boer- 
haave, they fhould pafs whole days and nights fuc- 
ceflively in fuch. profound meditation as neither to 
eat nor drink, nor fee, nor hear; yet in general they 
are the firft to fuffer. 

The fame may be faid of the intemperate, whe- 
ther they indulge themfelves in gluttony, drunken- 
nefs, the ufe of opiates, or in that fpecies of. in 

temperance 
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temperance which commits greater ravages in the 
mental faculties than either of the former. 

Exceffive beat with immoderate exercife, when 
expofed to a fcorching fun, as in Italy and Spain, 
will produce the fame effect. 

Even joy in the extreme, terminates in melancholy. 
It was obferved by medical practitioners, A. D. 
1720, when the South Sea bubble produced fpeedy 
revolutions in the fortunes of the credulous, that by 
far the greater number of patients were among, not 
the Reficce hile but the fortunate adventurers, and 
fuch as were fuddenly overwhelmed with weaith. 

__ All thefe caufes are direétly ftimulant, and there- 
fore indirectly fedative. 

Others are directly fedative. 

Such is co/d with humidity and ftagnant vapour. 
Such are vifcid aliments, which .containing hittle 
matter fit for nutriment, needlefsly opprefs the fto- 
mach and the bowels. eae 

The fame may be faid of ill-cured agues, which 
leave corrupted bile and vifcid mucus in the ali- 
mentary canal. 

The mott powerful fedatives are grief, anviety, 
and fear. ‘This may be feen in difappointed am- 
bition, the ruined gambler, the perplexed by liti- 
gations, and fuch as are crofied in hopeleis love, 
who immure themfelves in cloiters, or wander in 
the folitary fhade, the victims of defpair. 

Terror, which is fudden fear in the extreme, pro- 
duces not only the mott violent, but the moft per- 
manent effects. Van Swieten faw a lady, who hav- 
ing been exceedingly alarmed by thieves at night 
attempting to break into her chamber, never loft 
that idea for a moment, but was unremittingly 
afraid, more particularly towards the evening, when 
fhe conitantly began to look round with terror, to 
tremble and turn pale; and although attended by 
her fervants, no fooner had fhe clofed her eyes to 
fleep, than fhe ftarted up afirighted, fo that fhe 
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never could procure refrefhing fleep. Fiaraffed thus 
inceffantly by fear, the foon became a prey to me- 
Jancholy, and died of that difeafe. 

Fear renders the pulfe weak, flow, fmall ; checks 
the refpiration; leffens the vital heat; relaxes the 
flomach and the bowels; impairs digeftion; de- 
{troys the appetite; difturbs the reft “by frightful 
dreams ; brings on palenefs; diminifhes perfpira- - 
tion, or covers the face with cold drops of {weat ; 
prevents the due fecretion of the bile, and produces 
univerfal torpor. , 

Anxiety and grief have the fame effects, and al- 
though flowly, yet certainly deftroy by lofs of tone 
and relaxation of the folids. Profeflor Hoffmann, 
contrafting the operation of the paffions, judicioufly 
obferves, that anger quickens the circulation, and 
drives the blood impetuoufly from the center to the 
circumference ; terror with equal force fends it from 
the furface to the internal parts, the one producing 
fever, the other /pafm; but grief retards the mo- 
tion of the blood, and tends to atony. 

As the ftomach fympathizes with every part of 
the fyftem, and is the firft to fuffer by any paffions 
of the mind, more efpecially by grief and fear; 
fo every part of the fyftem, more efpecially. shia 
mind, is drawn into confent and fuffers by the, 
affections of the ftomach. Van Swieten has well 
defcribed this action and re-action in the cafe of 
melancholy. In Melancholia dum uni et eidem cogi- 
tationt inberet perpetuo mens, nafcitur in corpore humo - 
rum cacochymia: contra ubi talis bumorum degeneratio 
ab altis caufis nata fuit, uni et eidem cogitationt in~~ 
beret bomo etigm invitus et repugnans. Comment. . 
§ 1090. 

In fpafmodic diforders the connexion between 
every part of the tyftem and the ftomach has been 
clearly demonttrated ; and, whoever has paid atten- 
tion to melancholic patients, will be fatisfied that the 
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feat of this affection is moft often in the alimentary” 
canal. 

Baglivi, as quoted by Hoffmann, is-decidedly of 
this opinion, and advifes medical practitioners in all 
mental diforders to pay their firft attention to the 
ftomach. To this advice the profeffor adds; I have 
frequently obferved men, who were before of a cheer- 
ful difpofition, and of a fanguine temperament, re- 
duced, by diftrefs of mind, to fuch a ftate, that, 
without any manifeft and fubfiting caufe for grief, 
they have funk into the deepeft melancholy, con-— 
ftantly difturbed with apprehenfions of impending 
evil. In thefe circumftances they complained of 
flatulence, pain, and diftention about the praccordia, 
want of appetite, and coftivenefs. 

Van Helmont teaches diftinétly the fame doc- 
trine, and in his quaint manner fays, “ The archer 
dwells in the precordia, and if, in delirium’ or 
any fpecies of infanity, he aims his arrows at the 
head, this fhould not induce the phyfician to di- 
rect his attention or to apply his remedies imme- 
diately to the brain itfelf; for this would be to re- 
femble one, who fhould attack the arrows whilft 
he overlooks the archer.’’ Van Helmont however ° 
is miftaken, when he attributes every fpecies of 
delirium to this caufe, for, as we have already ftated, 
it fometimes derives its origin from inflammation 
and mental irritation. ‘The opinion of Galen there- 
fore, when he fays that in fome cafes delirium and) 
melancholy arife from weaknefs and relaxation of the 
fiomach, ‘ confentiente principio quod in cerebro et 
nervis eff,” feerns to be more agreeable to truth. 

Among the occafional caufes of melancholia we 
have already confidered the operation uf heat, cold, 
joy, grief, anxiety, and fear. Jt remains to enume- 
rate {ome others, which have been noticed by prac- 
titioners. | 

When atonic gout, as ftated by Dr. Whytt, oc- 
cafions melancholia, the fedative effects are firft 
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perceived i in the ftomach and the bowels. This 
may be particularly noticed in two cafes related by 
him in his treatife on the nerves, ch. vi. § 17. to 
which I muft refer the ftudent. 

The drying up of ulcers ftands particularly 
charged by Amatus Lufitanus, as the occafional 
caufe of melancholy. A cafe, which occurred to 
him, has been referred to, and other inftances of 
the fame nature have been recorded by practi- 
tioners, Obftructed catamenia fometimes brings 
on melancholia, and, according to Hippocrates and 
‘ Galen, the fame effect has been produced when the 
hzemorrhoidal flux has been unfeafonably fuppreffed ; 
but they and all the difciples of that fchool princi- 
pally accufe their atradilis.

Se Cl ONE: 
OF THE PROXIMATE CAUSE OF MELANCHOLIA,. 


Proressor Hoffmann, for the proximate caufé 
of melancholy, affigns ftaenation of thick blood 
in the weak and flaccid vefiels of the brain: San- 
guinis craffioris nimius ad tunbecille et fiaccefcens cere- 
brum appulfus, fiagnatio et difheilis progrefus. But al- 
though the blood moves flow in this difeafe, there 
is no reafon to imagine that it either f{tagnates in 
the veffels of the brain, or moves flower there, than 
it does in other parts of the fyftem. 

Dr. Cullen, taking no notice of this opinion of 
his mafter, feems inenned to attribute melancholia 
to a preternatural drynefs and firmne(s of texture in 
fome portions of the brain, giving occafion to ine- 
quality of excitement. But my valuable friend Gim- 
bernat, firft furgeon to the king of Spain, after 
having diffeéted more than fix hundred heads of 
wife men, fools, and madmen, affures me, that he 
never could difcover any thing remarkable in either 
texture or colour to diftinguifh them. Any preter- 
| natural 
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natural hardnefs in the texture of the brain muft be 
confidered either as accidental, or as the effect, and 
not the caufe, of infanity, for this circumftance will 
not afift us to account either for its fudden and 
fpontaneous folution, or its cure by medicine, nei- 
ther could it lead us to any rational indications. 

The fagacious Boerhaave, treading in the fteps 
of Hippocrates and Galen, confiders atrabilis as 
the caufe of melancholia, and at the fame time ftates, 
that melancholia is the caufe of atrabilis. His words 
are thefe, Hie morbus oritur ex illa fanguinis et bu- 
merun malignitate, quam BILEM ATRAM dixere veteres 
et rurfum idem morbus a mente initium ducens, brevi 
in corpore bene fano ipfam bilem atram facit. Se&. 
10gO. 

From what fymptoms then does he. conclude 
that airadilis prevails in this difeafe? 


. From black fubftances, evacuated either DE 
ne aétion of emetics, or by ftool, and found after 
death in the inteftines. 

2. From the black pitch-like fubftance frequently 
difcovered in the bilious ducts, and fometimes in 
the {pleen. | 


3. From the colour of the blood, becaufe in 
melancholia the craffamentum, if covered and pre- 
ferved from communication with atmofpheric or- 
oxygenated air, is of a dark crimion colour border- 
ing upon black. 


The firft of thefe fubftances muft be either cor- 
rupted bile or extravafated blood. 

Fourcroy informs us, that he has fometimes dif- 
covered a biliary lining in the fmall inteftines, black, 
of the confiftence of falve, and more than a 
quarter of an inch in thicknefs. This, by the ac- 
tion of the abforbents, acquires the toughnefs and 
tenacity of glue. See the Memoirs of the Royal 
Society of Medicine at Paris for the years 1782 
and 1733. 

The 
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The fecond is certainly corrupted bile infpiffated 
by the action of the abforbents, but by no means 
anfwers to the idea of Hippocrates, who imagined 
that two fpecies of bile, yellow and black, exifted 
-in the healthy body, and that health itfelf depended 
on the due admixture of thefe principles. 

That the bile fhould thus concrete, cannot ex- 
cite our wonder, when we confider, that it is com- 
pofed of coagulable lymph, animal gluten, the mi- 
neral alkali, and a refinous fubftance, according to 
the analyfis of Jacquin and of the beft modern 
chemitts. 

As to the colour of the blood, it is now put be- 
yond a doubt by the experiments of Dr. Prieftley, 
that blood receives a florid colour from oxygen, 
and becomes black when deprived of that pabulum. 
of life. 3 

This circumftance may poffibly affift us to exe 
plain the moft interefting fyinptoms, as ftated by 
Boerhaave, and with fome degree of probability 
to fuggeft what may be the proximate caufe of me- 
Jancholia. Thefe fymptoms are, 

1. Pulfe Now, fmall, weak, and the balance of the 
fanguiferous fyftem on the fide of the veins. See 
Cullen’s Firft Lines, §.158g9. ‘Ehis proves that the 
vital energy of the heart is fo much diminifhed, 
as not to balance the natural elafticity of the arte- 
ries. Hence they contraét more forcibly than the 
heart, and protrude the blood into the veins. fafter 
than it can return. The flownefs, fimallnefs, and 
weaknefs of the pulfe feem to be proportioned to 
‘the diminution of oxygen. When this fails, pulfa- 
tion ceafes; and the blood being colleéted wholly in 
the veins, the arteries are altogether empty, — | 

2. Re/piration Now, The refpiration feems to be 
governed by the pulfe, as I have already had occa- 
fion to explain, when ftating the confent between 
the heart and lungs. It certainly bears proportion. 
to the demand for oxygen, as may be {een in dogs, 
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who have confumed more than their ufual quantity 
when in purfuitof game. AndI may here be permit- 
ted to obferve, that in the antelope, who moves with 
inexpreffible velocity, the lunes are capacious, the 
- trachea is two inches wide, and the noftrils are re- 
markably dilated. Vide Pallas’s Voyages. The more 
pure the air, the flower is the refpiration; but in 
proportion as the air is vitiated, either by fubftances, 
which are deftitute of oxygen, or by thofe tele 
greedily combine with it, the more laborious is the 
refpiration. ‘This I have already noticed, and it 
may be proved by the breathing of fome afthmatic 
patients, who are radically cured by well-oxygenated 
air. Since then the refpiration in melancholia is 
flow, it is evident-that the demand in the fyftem for 
oxygen is {mall. If more were demanded, more 
would be {upplied, and refpiration would be quick-. 
ened. 


3. Palenefs. This univerfally is a fymptom of 
debility, and proves that the balance of the fangui- 
ferous fyftem is on the fide of the veins, or, in other 
words, that the vital energy of the heart 1s much 
diminifhed. This may be clearly proved by the 
paleneis of fyncope and death. 

4. Perfpiration and all the /ecretions much dimi- 
nifhed. Thefe effects naturally follow the weakened 
energy of the heart, but they do not altogether de- 
end upon that caufe, for the fecretions are pro- 
moted by oxygen, and fufter lofs by its deficiency. 


5. Coldne/s of the extremities... That vital heat 
depends on oxygen, is put beyond a doubt by the, 
experiments of Drs. CRawrorp and THORNTON, 
which prove that ic bears proportion to the quan-., 
tity of this received into the lungs. Heat however 
is not generated merely in the lungs, but through- 
out the fyftem, wherever ae ae “either mufcular 
motion or animal fecretion. ‘The pulfation of the 
arteries, and the ofcillatory ae of the extreme 
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welfels, with the fecretions, being, as already flated, 
all diminifhed, the vital heat muft confequently be 
diminithed to the fame degree, and this diminution 
will be therefore moft perceptible in the extremities, 
where the quantity of blood is leaft and its circula- 
tion flowetft. : 

6. Digeftion much impaired. This effect feems 
to arife from the diminution: of the vital heat, for 
by the experiments of Joun Hunrer on various 
animals, which fleep through the winter, it appears, 
that the digeftive procefs is quickened by heat, and 
checked, or totally fuppreffed, by cold. But if the 
ftudent recolleéts what has been delivered on refpi- 
ration and digeftion, he will be inclined to think 
that digeftion is promoted by the infpiration of oxy- 
gen, and impeded by vitiated air received into the 
Jungs. Digeftion however is not produced by et- 
ther heat or oxygen, but by the gaftric juice. We 
have reafon therefore to conclude, that for want of 
oxygen, the gaftric juice is either deficient in quan- 
tity, as we may be the more inclined to think, when 
we confider, that all the fecretions are diminifhed, or 
vitiated in quality, as may be readily conceived, when 
we reflect, what changes in the whole fyftem are 
produced by air and heat, | ' 

7 Lofs of appetite. This naturally follows from 
the deficiency of gaftric juice. But when the ap- 
petite, inftead of being impaired, is exceedingly | 
voracious, this may arife from the ftimulus of in- 
digefted fordes. 

3. Cofitvene/s. . This likewife may be attributed 
.to want of oxygen, for when Dr. TuornTon, as he 
informs me, made his dyfpeptic patients breath fu-_ 
per-oxygenated air, they not only acquired appe- 
tite and fpirits, but became more regular in their 
bowels. Oxygen increafes the fecretions in gene- 
ral, and therefore may increafe the quantity of bile, 
which is the natural cathartic of the body, and at: 
the fame time, giving tone and vigour to the fe- 
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creting veffels, it is probable that it may improve 
the quality of the fecreted fluid. But independently 
on this we may obferve, that the perfpiration being 
diminifhed, the determination is naturally increafed 
to ,the internal furface, where at the fame time, 
the glands being much relaxed, a fuperabundant 
quantity of mucus, of vifcid mucus, is collected, fo 
as to feparate between the bile and the animated 
fibre, and thereby prevent the operation of that na- 
tural cathartic. It is not however an univerfal fymp- 
tom, or con{tantly prefent in melancholic patients. 

9. Spirits depreffed. My friend Dr. Thornton, in 
exhibiting vital air to his numerous patients, con- 
{tantly obferved, that the eye became more ani- 
mated, and that the countenance brightened with 
hilarity,, which effects we univerfally experience in 
a pure atmofphere. If then the fpirits are elated by 
a plentiful fupply of oxygen, are we not warranted 
in our conclufion, that depreffion of fpirits may be 
caufed by its deficiency? Should we enquire how 
it happens, that the lungs do-not derive a proper 
fupply from atmofpheric air; I might fimply appeal 
to facts, leaving others to affign the caufe and to 
account for this defect. But I fhall rather make 
the attempt myfelf, and at the fame time remind the 
ftudent of the hints, which I ventured to throw 
out in the beginning’of my work. 

Every procefs in nature feems to depend on either 
attraétion or repulfion. 

Of attraction, we diftineutfh various kinds; the 
attraction of gravitation ; magnetic attraction; the 
attraction of electricity ; and chemical attraction. 
But befide thefe we obferve another, which may 
be called wétal attraffion. On this depends the 
growth of the living fibre. 

Vegetables attract their nutriment both by their 
leaves and by their roots, which in extent are pro- 
portioned to each other. Animals go in fearch of 
food; but after they have fwallowed and the 
ftomach has digefted this, the lacteals make their 
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#ele&tion, and abforb fuch parts as.are beft. fuited 
to nutrition. , In.them the abforbents of the alimen- 
tary canal, at the different periods of their growth, 
and the pulmonary air veffels, bear proportion to 
each other, and I have already. ftated a relative 
proportion between the oxygen attracted by the 
lungs, and the quantity of food digefted by the fto- 
mach. If therefore the procefs of digeftion is im- 
peded, the attraction for oxygen’ and its fepara- 
tion from azot, with which it is combined, or 
blended, according to Jacquin, in atmofpheric air, 
will be diminifhed. But when the air is overcharged 
with oxygen, the quantity feparated by the lungs 
in refpiration, even in the moft unfavourable cir- 
cumftances, will be increafed. 

Thus we fee in the burning of a culinary fire, 
when it is almoft extinguifhed ; let the atmofpheric 
air be overcharged with oxygen, or give it nitre, 
and the effect immediately produced will be rapid 
combuttion with vehement heat and vivid flame; or 
fuppofing the air to have only its ufual propor- 
tion of oxygen, let more combuftible matter, fuch 
as fulphur, ether, ardent fpirits, or even oil, be 
added to the fuel, and the effect will be the fame. 
In fome cafes it may be fufficient merely to blow 
away. the duft. which feparates between the com- 
buftibles and oxygen. 

Thefe attractions and combinations are governed 
by the laws of relative affinity, fome of which, ac- 
curately determined by the fagacious and moft le- 
borious Kirwan, he has been {fo fortunate as to ex- 
prefs by numbers. | 

In accounting for the coftivenefs, I mentioned 
my opinion, that it might arife from vifcid mucus 
in the alimentary canal. This caufe, as ] am in- 
clined to think, will-at the fame time prevent nu- 
trition, and leffen in the fyftem. the demand for - 
oxygen, and. then we muft not wonder that the 
Jamp-thould emit a feeble light. . With a_plenti- 
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ful fupply of oxygen and hydrogen, the flame is 
bright; but a fingle drop of water floating on the 
fate: of the miched wax, will be kamhoikive to cut 
off the communication and prevent their combina- 
tion; and fuch appears to me the effect of vifcid 
mucus in the alimentary canal. 


0. Faundice. This will be confidered largely in 
Its branes place. 
11. Vigilance. Of this I have already treated in 
fection V. 


From all that has been fuggefted, I am inclined 
to think with Dr. Cullen, that in melancholia there 
is torpor in the motion of the nervous power, both 
with refpect to fenfation and volition, (fee his Firft 
Lines, § 1589); and this, in my opinion, feems to 
depend on viicid mucus lining the inteftines ; for no 
fooner is it, by a judicious treatment, cleared away, 
than vital heat increafes, the pulfe acquires ftrength, 
torpor is relieved, and the fpirits rife. 

This perfeCtly agrees with what I have ftated re- 
fpecting the remote caufes of melancholia, all which 
relax the glands of the inteftines, and produce accu- 
mulation of their mucus. And upon this principle, 
Hoffmann in melancholia approves of antimonials, 
Quod fi enim tenaces, vifcidi et biliofi in duodeno fiabu-' 
lanies humores vomitu evocandi funt ; flores antimontt 
egregium pollicentur frucium. Vol. Ill. p. 261. 


SECTION. V, 
OF THE INDICATIONS OF CURE IN MELANCHOLIA. 


From what has been delivered, warranted by ex- 
perience, it will be found that our indications mutt be, 

1; To free the inteftines from indigefted fordes 
and from vifcid mucus. 

2. To excite the vital energy by ftimulating tonics, 


and to brace the relaxed fibre by aftringents, - 
| THE 
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‘THE FIRST INTENTION may be anfwered by 


a, Emetics, and for this purpofe we may order, 

R Pulv. Ipec. gr. 6. Antimon. tartarifat. gr. 3. M. f. 
Pulv, Emet. mane fumend, & repet. omni hora ufque ad’ 
vomitionem. 


The young practitioner muft not be furprifed if 
he fhould be obliged to give four or five emetics, | 
before he obtains an operation. Dr. Pellet, of St. 
Alban, whofe practice in this line i is fo extenfive as 
to occupy much of his attention, informs me, that 
for one patient he ordered twenty-four grains of 
tartar emetic in the {pace of four and twenty hours, 
before he could procure an evacuation. At laft the 
operation, which was by ftool, was moderate, and he 
recovered. Others have given nearly twice that 
quantity before they could obtain any vifible effec. 

Thefe emetics muft be repeated every morning 
for fome confiderable time, then twice a week, or 
feldomer, according to the flime- evacuated. In Wis 
difeafe, timidity, if combined with i ignorance in the 
medical. practitioner, is moft injurious. to the: pa- 
tient; for if after the firft or fecond emetic he ftops 
thort, the glands will be foon overcharged with 
mifend mucus, and he will have loft his labour. On 
this practice Dr. Monro placed his chief dependance. 


b. Cathartics. Thefe muft not be draftic, becaufe 
they would defeat our purpofe in more ways than 
one; for they would not only increafe debility, but 
by powerfully ftimulating the mucous glands pro- 
duce a plentiful fecretion, and confequently aggra- 
vate the fymptoms they were intended to relieve. 


The beft cathartic for our purpofe is foluble tartar; . 
as prefcribed by Dr. Whytt. 
K Kali Tartarifat. ziij: Solve in aq. font. Zviij, Cui 
adde Aq. Cinnamom. Syr. Violar. aa. 3j. M.f H. m.s. 
Soluble tartar three drams, diffolved in eight ounces of 


fpring water, with cinnamon water, and {yrup of violets, 
of each one ounce. In the morning. 
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This, adopted from the Germans, mutt be fre- 


quently repeated for weeks or months, if needful 
or inftead of this, 


& Gam Ammon. dr. 2, Extr. Gent. Aloe Soc, aa. fer. x. 
Ol. Menth, pip. gtt. 7. Balf. Peruv. q. f. M. f. pil. 36.

Calomel, in dofes of two to ten grains, given at 
night, avoiding acids and every kind of medicine 
which can quicken j its operation, is excellent. This 
commonly lies quiet in the bowels all the night, and 
when the patient rifes, brings a ftool, not watery, 
but of due confiftence with faeces, black bile, and 
vifcid mucus. In the morning this may be affifted 
by any of the preceding formule. It muft not, 
however, be exhibited too yey Jeft it fhould either 
affeé&t the mouth, debilitate the fyftem, or f{timulate 
too frequently the mucous glands. 

For the ufe of emetics and mercurial laxatives 
in melancholia we have the authority of Boerhaave. 

Van Swieten very properly recommends plenty 
of detergent vegetables, fuch as.are commonly ufed 
for fallads at cur table, particularly endive, let- 
tuce, cellery, fpinnage, and dandelion ; to which he 
adds, with equal commendation, coofeberries, cur- 
rants, rafberries, ftrawberries, and cherries. In fup- 
port of his recommendation he affures us, that he 
has feen patients in the molt diftreffing cafes of me- 
lancholia, perfectly reftored to health by cherries 
and ftrawberries alone ; of which, refufing all other 
food, they devoured more than twenty pounds a 
day, and that for many weeks together. i is true 
this enormous quantity of fruit brought on adiarrhaa, 
but then he adds, per alvum exibat Joluta F/EX ATRA- 
BILARIA, that is, undoubtedly they paffed {tools of 
corrupted bile and vifcid mucus, after which they 
{peedily recovered ; a healthy appetite returned, and, 
although much weakened by this difcipline, they 
foon regained their ftrength, ‘He adduces like- 
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wife the teftimony of Hoffmann in favour of a de- 
tergent diet, and forbidding the ufé of draftic purges, 
he adds moft judicioully cum autem picea fere tena- 
sitate vijceribus hereat atravilarius humor, non facile 
purganiibus obedit. Let the ftudent confult the pai- 
fage at large in § 1100 of this learned profeffor’s 
commentary, and he will comprehend the dilemma, 
which has perplexed practitioners from the time 
of Hippocrates to this day. Si malum perfeverat, 
fit. incurabile: fi evackantibus pugnatur, fane et facile 
mobiles humores expelluntur, TENACES malique herent, 
unde pejor morbus. In this dilemma are involved all 
the draftic purges, diftinguifhed. by the name of dy- 
aragoge, becaufe they evacuate, not always the na- 
tural feces, but chiefly lymph, and that in great 
abundance, fo as to increafe debility. rch are 
hellebore, fcammony, colocynth, jalap, gamboge ; 
and I have frequently had occafion to CHICK Ge 
when thefe cathartics have been given, that the 
{tools refembled the wafhing of a tub, whilft the 
hardened fcybala had been left behind, 

A tepid bath, recommended by Boerhaave and 
Hoffmann, may be ufed with fafety and advantage. 


THE SECOND INTENTION may be anfwered by 
bark and bitters, but more efpecially by chalybeates 
affifted in their operation by the infpiration of well- 
oxygenated air. 

The myrrh and fteel, as recommended by Dr. 
Griffith, may be here ufefully applied. It will be 
found as preferibed for phthifis and for hyfteria ; but 
the doctor himfelf informs us, that he had given ir 
in melancholia. othe myrrh and fteel, bark may 
be added in this form, which may be varied as oc- 
cafion fhall require.

Bark and ruft of iron of each one ounce; aromatic powder 
two drams; conferve of orange-peel two ounces; fyrup 
of ginger fufficient to make an eleCtuary. Dofe as in 
the former. 


In addition to the bark and fteel, Dr. Tuorn- 
ton makes his patients refpire well-oxygenated air, 
and informs me that he has found it efficacious 1 in 2 
creat variety of cafes. 


Mr. Windy having been for fome time indifpofed, be- 
came at length perfectly infane. He was placed in a mad- 
houfe at Chelfea, where for the firft five months he raved, 
and after that for four months he fcarcely ever uttered a 
fingle word. When he was removed from this place to be 
-under Dr. THornton’s care he was gloomy, fullen, and 
filent, or muttered only expreffions which evinced what were 
the terrors of his difturbed imagination. He had no recol- 
le&tion of his wife or children, and the only notice he took 
of his attendants, was to manifeft fufpicion that they meant 
to injure him. He was coftive, and had remarkable coldnefs 
of the extremities. 

As Dr. Thornton had fucceeded with the vital air ina cafe 
of hypochondriafis, he determined to give this air a fair trial 
in the prefent inftance. He began therefore with giving four 
quarts of vital air to ten quarts of common air, which pro- 
duced no change. 

He then gave ether and brandy, hoping thereby to increafe 
the vital heat, but without the leaft effect, for his hand con- 
tinued cold as clay. 

Thus difappointed in his firft effort to relieve his patient, 
he gave an emetic in the evening, which brought up a vaft 
quantity of vifcid mucus, At bed time he ordered a calomel 
pill, which was worked off in the morning with rhubarb 
and fal polychreft, Waving thus cleanfed the alimentary 
canal, he gave the day following ether and brandy as before, 
and caufed his patient to inhale the fame quantity of vital air, 
which inftantly produced a genial warmth extending to his 

fingers 
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fingers ends. Nor was this a tranfitory effect, for it conti- 
nued all the time he was under Dr. Thornton’s care. 

In ten days from this time he became confcious of the pre- 
fence of his wife and children, whom he called by their pro- 
per names, walked out and returned home, and, before the 
month was concluded, recollected the fortune he was pofleffed 
‘of, fent for the guardian of his wife and family (Mr. Lede- 
ker, who lives in Greek Street, Soho), and entered minutely 
into the ftate of his affairs. 


Some phyficians have recommended opium as 
the moft powerful in this difeafe, and have given 
it in large dofes to remove anxiety, and to bring 
on fleep: but the misfortune is, that when the fti- 
mulant effect is over, the fedative effect takes place, 
and the patients fink lower than before they took this ; 
cordial foporific. The dofe muit be then increafed, 
perhaps to ten or fifteen grains, and a conttipation 
of the bowels is produced. At beft it palliates one 
fymptom, but ftrengthens the difeafe. 


Baron Haller, for the four latter years of his life, funk into a 
religious defpondency that robbed him of all enjoyment, and 
almoft of all the funétions of life. Through the whole of thar 
period he ceafed to exift, or exifted in mifery, whenever he 
was not occupied by the pen or engaged in his ftudies. In 
confequence of ill health, he had gradually habituated him- 
felf to an exceflive ufe of opium; and at laft, by the violent 
application of that drug, as Zimmerman informs us, main- 
tained himfelfin continual fluctuation between a ftate of mind 
unnaturally elevated, and the faddeft dejection of defpair. 


Tt is faid that in fome cafes of melancholia we 
muft depend chiefly upon tonics and aftringents; but 
thefe | apprehend do not frequently occur. When 
they do, the preceding evacuants muft be ufed with 
caution. | 

Exercife in the open air, cheerful fociety, 
change of fcene and agreeable purfuits, are the moft 
efficacious tonics. Hehds nothing in the cure of 
melancholia is more to be recommended than tra-, 

velling, 
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velling, which quickens the circulation, fharpens the 
appetite, promotes per{piration, increafes all the fe- 
cretions, procures refrefhing fleep, and, completely 
changing all habits and affociations be Cas, puts 
an end to the delirium. The poet fays, “throw but 
a ftone, the ciant dies;” and Dr. Mead relates a cafe, 
which clearly proves the benefit to be received from 
exercife. A fellow ofa college, in the laft extremity 
of melancholy, ordered his paffing-bell to toll, and 
liftened to the knell with deep attention. Perceiv- 
ing, however, that the fexton was a novice in his 
art, he loft all patience, rofe from his bed, and crept 
away to church, where he gave initructions how to 
toll the bell and how to ring a peal. From verbal 
inftruction he proceeded to fet the fexton an ex- 
ample, and having fatigued himfelf effectually, he 
returned to his chamber and went again to. bed, 
Here he flept profoundly, fweat freely, and, when 
he awoke, forgot that he was ill. 

When this difeafe is fymptomatic of atonic gout, 
obftructed catamenia, or the hamorrhoidal fiux 
fuppreffed, attention muft be paid to the primary 
difeatfe. 

Hitherto I have mentioned only what is to be 
prefcribed by the phyfician; but he is not the only 
perfon who 1s to contribute towards the cure, 
The friends of the melancholic patient muft lend 
their affiftance to the medical advifer, 

If the difeafe originates in grief, in anxiety, in 
fear, moral arguments muft not be forgotten. 

If fome idle fancy, having poffeffion of the mind, 
prevents refrefhing fleep, reftrains from change of 
air and exercife, or keeps the patient from taking 
wholefome food; his friends muft counteraé& this 
fancy, not openly and directly, but fecretly and 
with much addrefs. 

Boerhaave tells us of a melancholic ‘patient, a 
counfellor at Paris, who retained his urine, left he 
fhould deluge the whole city, till his friends raifed 

a cry 
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a cry af fire, and prevailed on him: to’ lend his af 
fiftance towards extinguifhing the flames. : 

His commentator, “Van Swieten, mentions a pa- 
tient, who, by immoderate application to his ftu- 
dies becoming deeply melancholic, conceited that 
his legs were made of glafs, and therefore caufed 
himfelf to be carried from his: bed to an armed 
chair, in which he fat perpetually before the fire; 
till the maid-fervant threw a block of wood upon 
his fhins, which excited pain, and with it fuch in- 
dignation, that he forgot the tranfmutation. of his 
limbs, and purfued her in a rage to take revenge, 
Thus convinced, the imagination left him, and by 
proper exercife he perfectly recovered, 


Genus LX. Mania. 


THE fymptoms are, an erroneous judgment arif- 
ing from imaginary perceptions, or falfe aflociations, 
and producing difproportionateemotions, withahurry 
of mind in purfuing a train of thought, or in running 
from one train of thought to another; attended with 
incoherent fpeech, called raving, and violent impa- 
tience of either contradiction or reftraint. 


SECTION I. 
THE HISTORY OF MANIA. 


Taxis difeafe is commonly preceded by rednen 
in the eyes, headach, guicknefs of hearing, noife and 
finging in the ears, abfence of fleep, “with more 
than common irritability, manifefted either by un- 
feafonable laughter or by unprovoked difpleafure. 
Its approach may be apprehended when we difco- 
ver unufual fufpicioufuets of temper with pride and 
haughtinefs of carriage, ftrong felfwill, eagernels 
and impatience oO contradiction, with SPUR 
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likings and diflikes. Women fometimes -difcover 
blood collected in their nipples. 

During the paroxyfms of rage and fury, the force 
of the animal funétions is prodigioufly increafed, fo 
as fometimes to require four or five {trong men to re- 
{train its violence, whilft the vital functions, as ap- 
pears. by the pulfe, are little altered. Perfons in 
this difeafe are remarkable for bearing hunger, vi- 
gilance, and. cold, without apparent inconvenience. 
When they refufe all kinds of food, it ts frequently 
under apprehenfions of treachery and poifon. Their 
neareft relations and beit. friends, the objects of 
their former attachment and affection, are ufually 
thofe to whom they manifeft the moft indignant 
hatred. The unhappy fufferers, im addition to chele 
diftrefling fymptoms, however before diftinguifhed 
for purity and piety, are apt to difcover the moft 
libidinous defires, and to utter inceffantly their ob- 
{cene and blafphemous expreffions. Their eyes fel- 
dom harmonife with the other features of their 
countenance, but are either fixed, fierce, malicious, 
or unmeaning. They excel in artifice and conceal 
their mifehievous defigns, when they are contriving 
to indulge their brutal rage. They are confcious 
of their own actions, and perfectly fenfible to every 
thing about them of which they retain the recol- 
lection. 

Mania is either continued or periodical, either 
without perfect intermiffions, although it may fre- 
quently remit, or returning only by intervals, which 
may be either folfticial, equino¢tial, or lunar. 

On the decline of the paroxyfm maniacs remain 
quiet, exhaufted, ftupid, inoffenfive, gloomy. 

It is worthy of our obfervation, that mania has a 
tendency to cure all other difeafes, excepting thofe 
which immediately affect the brain: and that perfons 
fuffering by this, are not liable to receive infection 
during the prevalence of any epidemical difeafe. 

The natural and fpontaneous folution of mania 
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merits -our attention and may direct our practice. 
It has been known to terminate by a copious bleed- 
ing of the nofe, by the menftrual or by the he- 
morrhoidal flux, by diarrhoea and dyfentery, by cu- 
ticular eruptions, and by the breaking out of ul- 
cers. Intermittent fevers have produced the fame 
benign effect. It has given place to dropfy, for 
thefe two difeafes can fcarcely fubfift together. 
Pregnancy is favourable according to the axiom of 
Hippocrates, Si conceperint, fancee fiunt. When 
mania terminates fatally, it is by phrenitis commonly, 
fometimes by epilep/y, or fhould it be protracted 
after repeated paroxyfms, the patient lofes both un- 
derftanding and memory, and becomes an idiot. 


- 


SECTION UI. 
OF THE SPECIES OF MANIA. 


HorrMann was of opinion, that there is but one 
{pecies of mania, and that this differs only in de- 
gree from its parent melancholia. 

Boerhaave partly agreed with him, and afferted 
in general terms, 5 ~ melancholia eoufque increfcit, ut 
tanta accedat agitatio liquidi cerebrofi, qua in furorem 
aganiur, fevum mania vocatur. Que gradu modo dif- 

fert a melancholia trifti; bujus proles eff ; ex ifdem 
caufis oritur ; tifdem fere remediis curart folet. § 1118, 
r1ig. Yet he afterwards diftinguifhes three fpecies 
of mania, requiring different indications of cure. 

Thefe eminent profeffors are wrong in ftating 
mania and melancholia to be the fame difeafe, dif- 
fering only indegree. Certain it is, that melancho- 
lia very frequently, as I fhall have occafion to fhew, . 
runs up into mania; yet we have inftances of ma- 
nia, wholly and permanently diftinct from me- 
lancholia. 

Dr. Cullen has made this diftin€lion, and has at 
the fame time fugeefted an idea of two fpecies of 

| mania, 
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mania, according as it appears in the, melancholic, 
or in the fanguine temperament. .§ 1574. 

His idea is certainly well founded, and leads. to 
practical improvements in the ufual treatment of 
maniacs; yet we cannot help expreffing our. fur- 
prife, that he fhould have difcovered any hefitation 
in making this diftiaction, when he found. it fo 
clearly marked in the aphorifms of Boerhaave. 

In,his nofology, Dr. Cullen has three fpecies, 


1. Mania mentalis omnino a pathemate mentis. 
2. Mania corporea a vitio, corporis evidente. 


3. Mania of/cura pregrefio nullo vel: pathemate 
mentis vel vitio corporis evidente. 


And for thefe diftinctions likewife there is fome 
foundation; but as my plan is to affift the young 
practitioner, I fhall in my arrangement fix upon 
fuch fpecies only as require medical diftinction. 
Thefe are to be found in Boerhaave ; but as it will 
be needful at all hazards to diftinguifh them by 
name as well as by character, I fhall venture to call 
them, 


t. Mania melancholica. 2. M. phrenitoides. 3. M. 
byfterica. 

MANIA .MELANCHOLICA, effentially agrees with 
Ficftmann’s delirium melancholicum et maniacum, and 
with the firft fpecies of mania defcribed and treated of 
by. Boerhaave in his aphorifms, from. § 1119, to 
§ 1124. It alfo perfectly coincides with Cullen’s 
idea in his Firft Lines, § 1574. | 

My two other {pecies are comprehended. in what 
he would have denominated mania fanguinea; but 
if, in deference to his fuggeftion, I had adopted 
that appellation, there {till .would have been room 
for a diftinction, This diftinétion of two fpecies, 
both belonging to the fanguine temperament, is 
marked, as I fhall prove, by Sydenham, by Boer- 
haave, and by his learned commentator. In the 

mean 
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_tean time I muft requeft the ftudent to recollect 
what I have delivered on the /ampuine temperament in 
the third fection of the order fpafmi,»where it ap- 
pears that, in proportion to the tenfion or laxity 
of the fimpte folids, we may in this temperament 
expect either inflammatory or [pafmodic affections. The 
‘fludent may likewife recollect that, in my obferva- 
tions on apoplexia, a difeafe which has fome affinity 
to mania, becaufe in it there is a determination to 
the head, he had a glimpfe of the fame diftinction 
in the apoplexia /pafmodica of Horrmann, which, as 
I ftated, ftrictly fpeaking, is a fpecies of apoplexia 

fanguinea, Sit 

‘Thefe therefore are the fpecies I fhall labour to 
eftablifh, as requiring each of them a diftin&t mode 
of treatment: For the mania mentalis of Cut.en I 
fhall referve a feparate fection. His fpecies of in- 
fanity, which he defcribes in § 1576 to 1581, and 
for which he was unable to find a generic term un- 
der ‘his order of vesanta, can fearcely be confidered 
as a difeafe. Sauvage has called it melancholia moria ; 
but, as it is attended with agreeable impreffions, 
the man when cured may fay to his phyficians, 


Pol me occidiftis, amici, 
Cui fic extorta voluptas, 
Et demptus per vim mentis gratiffinnts error. 


I once faw an inftance of this, I was going to 
call it delightful melancholy, in a reverend divine, 
who took to a fedentary, folitary life, and fared 
fumptuoufly every day. He was perfectly rational 
in his difcourfe, unlefs when you afked him how 
he did; but then he felt fatigued after hunting with 
the king, or he had rather drank too much Burgundy 
whilft dining with the prince, or was fomewhat 
troubled with the colic after feafting on the moft de- 
licious melons fent him by the emprefs: in a word, 
he was always overwhelmed with fome felicity. 
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SECTION Iil. 
OF MANIA MELANCHOLICA. 


Tuts fpecies of mania is commonly preceded by 
and alternates with melancholia. For the general 
fymptoms, therefore, we muft refer to what has 
been already ftated as the fymptoms in both thefe dif- 
eafes. But in addition to thefe we may obferve 
with Boerhaave, that in this fpecies of mania, all 
the fecretions and excretions fail, or become exceed- 
ingly diminifhed. Such patients obftinately refufe . 
both meat and drink for a confiderable time ; their 
mouth is dry, their urine 1s little in quantity, and, 
if they take nourifhment, it moves flowly through 
the inteftinal canal, where the abforbents take up all 
that is fluid. Hence tne faeces are fmall and harden- 
ed fcybala, and remain collected in the greater 
guts. Vide § 1122 of Boerhaave’s aphorifms. 
Sauvage attended one in this difeafe who refufed 
every kind of fuftenance, except tobacco, for forty 
days, and confequently had little or nothing to pafs 
by the excretions, 

The predifponent caufe is debility, increafed by 
indolence ; and the occafional caufes are commonly 
anxiety and erief, intemperance, deep ftudy, vio- 
lent paffions and emotions, with difappointed love, 
and wounded pride. But the moft ufual caufe is 
fear, for, as Sauvacz has well expreffed himfelf, 
Maniact, utcunque audaces fint, reipla metu maximo 
guodam ad infaniam fere omnes ducuntur. 

As to the proximate caufe of mania, various opi- 
nions have been delivered; but thofe of the beft 
matters effentially agree. Hoffmann conceives it 
to be a vehement and impetuous circulation of denfe 
and melancholic blood through the weakened and 
flaccid veliels of the brain. Dr. Cullen is inclined 
to think it is increafed and unequal excitement in 


the brain. 
That 
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That in mania there is a preternatural determina- 
tion to the head, is evident by the rednefs of the 
eyes, and may be put beyond a doubt by prefing 
the carotid arteries of a maniac in the way firft com- 
municated ‘to the public by my ingenious friend 
Dr. Parry. The mania inftantly ceafes, and for the 
time reafon refumes ‘her empire. 
Whence then arifes the preternatural excitement 
jnithe brain? Certainly from this undue.derermi- 
uation'of blood to the {uperior regions, and. from 


its impetuous circulation in the veffels of that or-— 


gan. Should the ftudent again inquire what caufes 
tais determination of blood to the fuperior fegions 5 
I can anfwer with confidence, that inmania melan- 
eholica it arifes from affections of the alimentary ca- 


nal. {In confirmation of this opinion, 1 muft requeft » 


the ftudent, who wifhes to have clear and diftinét 
ideas of the caufe, before he attempts to cure this 
deplorable difeale, to, confider what I have faid in 
the fection on delirium, and ih that which treats 
of the remote caufes of melancholia, all which agrees 
with Argtus, who fays that the principal feat of 

mania aud melancholia is in the inteftinal canal. 
Boerhaave has diftinétly marked a connexion be- 
tween mania, melancholia, apoplexia, and epilepfia, 
as relates to their occafional caufe, 5 melancholia 
diu perfeverat, producit dementiam, EPYLEPSIAM, APO- 
PLEXIAM, MANIAM, convulfionem, cucitatem, Oe. 
§ rrog. Now if the ftudent will take the trouble to 
confult what I have aan on the proximate 
and occafional caufes of apoplexy and of epilepfy, 
or if he will confule what Hoffmann has written on 
thofe moft interefting fubjef&s ; he will be fatisfied, 
‘that although in mania melancholica the archer has di- 
rected his arrows to the head, he himfelf, as I fhall 
endeavour to explain in the fifth fection, has taken 

his ftation in the alimentary canal. , 

In practice it is frequently curious to obferve, 
when flufhing of the face with heat, pulfation of the 
tec | arteries 
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arteries felt by the patient in his brain, and a fenfe’ 
of coldnefs in his feet, all proving a ftrong deter- 
mination to the head ; how foon thefe fymptoms are 
relieved, and the equilibrium in the circulation is 
reftored, fometimes by a gentle emetic, and at other 
times by one dofe of calomel, producing copious 
evacuation of feces, of vifcid mucus, and of bile. 

It is of this fpecies of mania in particular that 
Boerhaave tays, Frafira tentate per omnia remedia, 
varix, bemorrbois, dyfenteria, hydrops, hemorrhagia 
magna fpontanea, febres tertiane, quartaneve, acce- 
dentes, falutaria fuerunt. 

From all that I have ftated, it will follow that the 
indications of cure mutt be, 


1. Lo leffen the determination to the brain, and there- 
by to maderate the preternatural excitement of that or- 
Lan. | 

2. To remove the material and occafional caufe of 
that determination by reftoring the natural fecretions. 

3. Lo ftrengthen the whole fyftem, more efpecially ihe 
alimentary canal and the veffels of the brain. 

Thefe indications coincide with thofe of profeffor 
Hoffmann, and | am happy to find that they agree 
with thofe alfo of the moft diftineuifhed practitioner 
in this line,, Dr. Foart Simmons, phyfician to St. 
Luke’s.. 

To anfwer the two firft intentions, we begin 
with: emetics and cathartics, precifely as recom- 
mended in melancholia, to which I muft beg the 
attention of the ftudent. In. this all the beft prac- 
titioners, ancient -and modern, are agreed. Dr.. | 
Monro affures us, that the evacuation by vomiting 
is infinitely preferable to any other. ‘The prodi- 
gious quantity of phlegm with which patients ia 
this difeafe abound, he fays, is not to be got the 
better of but by repeated. emetics.. Nor have pur- 
gative medicines their right effect, till the phlegm is 
broken and. attenuated by frequent emetics. He 

§ | mentions 
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mentions inftances of inveterate cafes cured wholly. 
by emetics and a proper regimen. 

The emetic muft be adeiniftered with a liberal 
hand ; for whether it be, that a more powerful irri- 
tation in the brain diminifhes the irritability of the 
alimentary canal, or that a vifcid and tenacious mu- 
cus lining the ftomach and the bowels is interpofed 
between the medicine and the animated fibre, cer- 
tain it is, that thefe maniacs require the ftrongett 
dofes of emetics to procure an operation, Hence it 
happens frequently, that fix or feven grains of tar- 
tarifed antimony mutt be repeated five or fix times, 
at fhort intervals, to produce effect. 

When I was laft winter at Southampton, a Guern- 
fey merchant was brought by his keepers to be con- 
fined in a madhoufe, but fortunately for him and for 
his friends, a young apothecary of my acquaintance, 
who, on his being landed in a furious ftate, was con- 
fulted where to place him, gave him before night — 
twenty-nine grains of tartarifed antimony, which 
brought up a great quantity of vifcid mucus, and 
the next morning he was calm and recollected. What 
became of him afterwards I was not informed. 

Dr. Cox relates a cafe, in which, after tartarifed 
antimony, he had adminiftered a decoction of digi- 
talis, made from the dried leaves, in the proportion 
of one ounce to three half pints of water, giving 
three fpoonfuls every three hours. This brought up 
a great quantity of vifcid phlegm, and the fubfe- 
quent naufea continued for two days, when a fecond 
exhibition produced the fame effe&t; after which a 
third, with the affiftance of opium at night, in nine 
days effected acure. | 7 

The cathartics muft be gentle; as the intention is 
not to procure a copious difcharge by draftic purges, 
but to evacuate quietly the hardened feces, and the 
tough offending mucus, The ufual cathartics are, 
as already ftated in melancholia, either kali ppt. or 
kali tartarifatum. Thefe may be given in the man-

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ner there prefcribed. | Calomel is excellent, but the 


cautions fuggetted in melancholia merit attention in 
its eaiibicion: 


Sir Clifton Wintringham recommends the fol- 
owing :

This proves cathartic, and éevacuates the vifcid 
mucus. Every night he gives half a dram of cam- 
phor. 

The tepid baths is ftrongly aed cite buledk and 
may be ufefully applied to the feet and legs, if the 
heat is not too much increafed, for the heat of 96 
is ufually fedative, relaxes the extreme veffels, con- 
fequently the whole fyftem, and produces a deriva- 
tien from the head. With this degree neither the 
heat of the body nor the frequency of the pulfe are 
changed, but the urine and perfpiration are in- 
creafed... When the heat rifes up above this degree, 
it is ftimwulant, quickens the pulfe, and produces.a 
determination to the head.. In fome experiments, 
recorded by the ingenious Dr. Duncan in his Me- 
dical Commentaries: a heat of 102° raifed the pulfe 
from 69 to 92, and the heat of the body from g6° 
to 100°, prod ecine at the fame time a flufhing of 
the face at 106°y the pulfe became quicker, the face 
was mare flufhed, the veins were {weiled, and in five 
minutes vertigo came on. 

In a.cafe of mania melancholica, in which I was 
lately confuleed, the patient fuffered when the heat 
of the bath role above 95:5 when it was at 97 fhe 
had ftrong flufhing in ber face and became very fi- 
‘rious, and with a higher degree of temperature, al- 
though fhe. only put her feet in water,.'her face 
flufhed, and from being reafonable, fhe beame vio- 
Jent.in lefs:than a quarter of an hour. | 
r 48 ae Galen. 
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Galen afferts, thar he has effected many cures both’ 
in mania and melancholia, merely by means of the 
tepid bath; and no one. can entertain a doubt of its 
utility in promoting a derivation from the head.. 

In this {pecies of mania Boerhaave recommends 
fudden and long-continued fubmerfion in the fea, 
Precipitatio in mare, fubmerfio in eo continuata, quam- 
diu ferri poteft, princeps remedium ef. ‘Vhis practice 
was fuggefted by an accident, when the. carpenter 
of Antwerp, who was raving mad, broke his bonds, 
and threw himfelf into a deep pool; but,’ being 
taken out again to all appearance dead, not only 
revived, but recovered inftan tly the ufe of reafon, 
which he enjoyed to the day of his death at the— 
diftance of ‘eighteen years. From the propitious 
event in the café before us, Van Helmont derived 
his practice of keeping his patients under water 
whilft he repeated the mijferere, and Boerhaave after 
him advifes to have the maniac kept in that fitu- 
ation till he is almoft drowned, availing himtelf thus 
of three powers, all ftrongly fedative, Cie continued 
cold, and the exclufion of vital air from the lungs. 

To anfwer the third intention we muft-have re- 
courte to bitters, bark, and fteel, precifely as recom - 
mended in melancholia. To thefe mutt be added 
exercife in the open air and change of fcene, which 
may be beft procured by travelling. By thefe means 
we fhall reftore tenfion and tone to the relaxed folids, 
more efpecially in-the ftomach, and in the whole = 
the alimentary canal. 

Dr. Cullea recommends reftraining the angry an 
fions by fear, and preventing the effects of them by: 
force: but my obfervations on this fubje& will be 
found in the fixth fection by themfelves, 

To render what I have delivered more ufeful ta 
the ftudent, I thall here fubjoin two cafes from the 
ineftimable works of Hoffmann. 

Oaselo i 

An ecelefiaftic, aged 37, of the melancholic. temperament, 

for many years bad every ei the hemorrhojdal flux, dur-

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ing which time he enjoyed his health. But when, neglecting 
exercife, he purfued his ftudies even beyond the middle of 
the night, and in addition to this met with domeftic trouble ; 
the hemorrhoidal flux diminifhed and ultimately failed. Soon 
after this he became hy pochondriacal, and was troubled with 
flatulence, cbftinate coftivenefs, and dyfpeptic fymptoms. By 
degrees he became timid, when he had nocaufe to fear, fufpi- 
cious, fond of folitude, wakeful in the night, or difturbed with 
frightful dreams, and continued almoft inceffantly muttering 
to himfelf. At times he became violent. This man was curea 


by tepid pediluvia, and the ufe of neutral ie given in the 
following form:

Case IT. 

A Jew of the melancholic temperament, aged 40, ftudious 
and given to a fedentary life, hearing fuddeuly of the death 
of his fon, became gloomy, affected folitude, and was fo coftive 

. as to have ftools only once a week. His lower extremities 
were cold, and his reft was exceedingly difturbed. At the end - 
of fix months, being terrified, he became furious, and refufed 
both food and medicine, but by venefection his mania was 
fubdued, and melancholy alone remained. ‘This man was 
reftored to health chiefly by the vegetable falts and the tepid 


pediluvium, with exercile, followed by frefh animal food, and 
generous wine. 


If the ftudent will take the trouble to look at 
the examinations on a cafe in which the whole nation 
felt deeply interefted, he will fee, that the cure was 
effected by copious evacuations, after which tonics 
and aftringents were prefcribed to reftore the ftrength. 

In all the cafes with which Dr. Pellet of St. 
Alban’s has been pleafed to favour me, the cures 
were conducted on the fame plan, and confirm the 
fyftem 1 have endeavoured to eftablifh. Thefe, 
however, although highly interefting, are not re- 
ported fafficiently j in detail for the public eye. His 
well-approved apt Eys humanity, and fkill, muft 

continually 
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eontinually increafe his practice in this line, and fhould. 
he have leifure to report his cafes, they will be a va- 
luable acquifition to the medical practitioner. 


SECTION Tue 
OF MANIA PHRENITOIDES. 


Tue perfons moft fubje& to this fpecies of ma- 
nia, are not, as in the preceding, of the melancholic, 
but of the fanguine temperament. It may be rea- 
dily diftinguifhed by fymptoms of plethora, by firm- 
nefs and fulnefs of the pulfe, by increafe of heat, 
efpecially in the fuperior regions, by flufhing of face 
with rednefs of eyes, by {trong pulfation in the 
temporal and carotid arteries, and by the occafiorial 
caufes being fuch as either produce fudden rarefac- 
tion of the blood, or ftronely promote its determi- 
nation to the head. 

This {pecies, with which the preceding and the 
fubfequent, although diftinguiihed by Boerhaave, 
have never yet been named, I have ventured to 
denominate mania phrenitoides, becaufe frem an at- 
tentive confideration of the fymptoms, of the remote 
caufes, of its natural termination, and of the means 
which are moft effectual for its relief, I am in- 
clined to think that there is local inflammation, al- 
though not fufficient to draw the fyftem into con- 
fent, and produce a fever with delirium, as in the 
true phrenitis. In the delirium of phrenitis, the 
patient does not diftinguifh perfons, nor is confcious 
of external objects, unlefs excited by fome power- 
ful fenfation, and then he foon relapfes ; but in ma- 
nia he is perfectly fenfible of every thing around 
him, and retains both confcioufnefs and recollec- 
tion: yet the affinity between the difeafe in queftion 
and phrenitis will appear from hence, that they 
very frequently run into each other; phrenitis pro- 
duces mania; and mania, when fatal, terminates in 

| Ke 4 phrenitis. 
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phrenitis. I am fupported 3 in my opinion by Van 
Swieten, who informs us, that he has often obferved 
a flight fever and delirium fucceeded by the moft 
furious mania ; and this effect he attributes to in- 
flammation of the meninges, and of the cortical fub- 
ftance of the brain. See his Comment. § 774, and 
the phrenitis apyreta of Sauvage. 

The occafional caufes of this mania may be, fup- 
prefied evacuations and eruptions, pregnancy, poi- 
fons, and heat, with violent paffions and emotions in 
plethoric habits. 

For the proximate caufe I would 48 a pre- 
ternatural determination of blood to the vefiels of 
the brain. | 

According to this view of the fubject our indica- 
tions muft be to leffen the determination to the 
brain, and to: moderate the excitement of that or- 
gan. To anfwer thefe intentions, 


1. We muft diminifh the general. tenfion and 
tone of the arterial fyftem, which may be accom- 
plithed by the antiphlogiftic regimen ; by venefec- 
tion and a vegetable diet, aflifted by evacuants, 
fuch as emetics, ~cathartics, diaphoretics, and diure- 
tics. 

In this we are fupported by the authority of 
Boerhaave, who fays, Mania vero enata in robuftis, 
vegetis, floride atatis, plethoricis, calidis, fanatur mif- 
fione fanguinis tterata ; purgatione forti inter fingulas 
interpofita ; dein, impetrata fedatione, opiatis et card» 
acis. Aphorifms, § 1127. 

In bleeding, the blood may be taken either from 
the temporal. artery, as ftrongly recommended by 
Hildanus, who affures us that he has feen many 
{peedy cures performed by this alone, or it may be 
drawn from a vein, according to the ufual pratice 
of the prefent day. In this cafe Dr. Cullen advifes 
us to take fuch a quantity of blood as may nearly 
bring on a deliquium animi. 

The eme tics fhould be frequently repeated, more 

_ efpecially 
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_ efpecially when, by the: evacuation, it is. evidenc, 
that the NEgHD glands. are loaded. This may be 
compofed of tartarifed antimony with ipecacuanha 
in fufficient quantities, or to thefe may be added oxy- 
mel of fquills ; or any of the formula, from No. 1 
to No. 5, of my Phyfician’s Vade "7 ae may 
ferve the purpofe. | 

Bernard Huet, 2 a celebrated ara dticieameeaigbee me- 
thod of cure’ is recorded by Wepfer, and highly ap- 
proved of by Van. Swieten, was fond .of she: ‘nore 
draftic cathartics, fuch as are denominated hydra-+ 
gogue. Thefe he exhibited once a week, and this 

ractice, alchough perhaps not the beft, ts frequencly 
adopted. Amone the abr 1gogue Cathartics we may 
reckon fena, aloes, jalap, fcammony, colecynth, 
gamboge, which are given either feparately in ap- 
propriate dofes, or varioufly combined. Vo thete, 
either calomel or tartarifed tartar are occafionally 
added. ‘The former, when given, fhould be ex. 
hibited at night alone, in the dofe of three to ten 
grains, and may be the next morning afiilted in its 
operation by the following :

As a diuretic in this fpecies of mania, digitalis 3 
has high pretenfions, becaufe no medicine io ra- 
pidiy evacuates water, or fo {peedily as a fedative | 
finks the pulle. We have already feen it given by 
Dr. Cox as an’ emetic, but as a diuretic we mutt 
moderate the dofe, and be contented with one or 
two grains of the powdered leaves twice a day. 

Diaphoretics are ftrongly’ recommended ; and 
fhould the practitioner have recourle to them, he ~

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may either sive Clutton’s F ebrifuge Spirit, Dover’s 
powder, or “the compofition recommended by Dr.

In preparing Clutton’s Febrifuge Spirit, M. Cor- 
byn, as he had the goodnefs to inform me, ufes only 
vitriolic acid, without attempting to make the oil 
of fulphur by the bell, as ordered by Clutton. My 
friend Dr. Fothergill confiders this preparation as a 
- combination of vitriolic acid with the muriatic, dul- 

cified by alcohol, and conftituting a compound 
ethereal fpirit. He finds it diaphoretic, diuretic, 
anodyne, and fedative. He gives from thirty to 
feventy drops every three, fix, or eight hours, ac- 
cording to the urgency of fymptoms, and obferves, 
that it not only abates febrile thirft and hear, but 
diminifhes the quicknefs of the pulfe, removes deli- 
rium, and procures reft with refrefhing fleep, where 
opiates have not only failed, but have increafed 1 in- 
quietude, 

Doctor Locker, of Vienna, affures us that he 
cured eight patients by diftilled vinegar given to 
the quantity of an ounce and an half every day, 
for three months, which aéted as a diaphoretic, and 
the more it fweated the fooner they were cured. 
I have not heard, whether this practice has been 
adopted in England ; but I am inclined to think 
favourably of it, where the vital heat is preterna- 
turally increafed. 

Dcétor Cullen informs us that fome maniacs have 
been cured by being compelled to hard and con- 
ftant labour. This does more than divert the at- 
tention, for it exhaufts the irritability and induces 
Sleep. | 
9. To promote a derivation from sie head, fome 
have depended on cold induced either by a bag of | 

{now, 
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-f{now, by cold water falling from a height direétly ' 
on the head, or by a moift clay cap; but Cersus 
made an improvement on this plan, and caufed 
his patients to fit in a warm bath’ of oil whilft 
they had cold water poured upon their heads. This 
operation feldom fails to procure fleep, which in 
many cafes has continued more than thirty hours. 


3. Some practitioners place their chief depen-: 
dance on fedatives, to diminifh the preternatural ex- 
citement of the brain. 


At the head of this laft, as the moft natural 
fedative, ftands hard labour. Bernard Huet was 
accuftomed to rely on opium, of which he gave two 
grains twice a day, and if by this dofe he failed to 
bring on fleep, he increafed it gradually, even as 
far as fifteen grains, till he obtained his end in the. 
ceffation of the furious fit. Sydenham followed his 
example, for after repeated venzfection, he gave 
once a week a draftic purge, and ih the interme- 
diate fpace Venice treacle (theriaca Andromachi) in 
confiderable dofes. This pra¢tice has been pufhed 
to the greateft length by Drs. Brandreth, Binns, and 
Currie; the latter of whom 1s faid to have given, 
with remarkable fuccefs, two fcruples of folid optum 
at one dofe, and at the diftance of four hours one 
{cruple more. The patients, who took this enor- 
mous quantity of opium, are reported, from the 
moft violent furor, to have been rendered thereby 
in a few hours perfectly calm and rational. : 

The celebrated Dr. Dosson in one cafe gave a 
{cruple of campbor every three hours, which in 
twenty-four hours reduced the pulfe from 80 to 70. 
The next day he gave three drarns in twelve hours, 
which brought on profufe fweating, funk the pulfe 
to §¢, and cured the diforder, 

Encouraged by this fuccefsful ufe of camphor, 
Dr. OviveR gave two fcruples for a dofe. Ina 
quarter of an hour the maniac fell down infenfible ; 
but from that time recovered fo as to attend his 


duty 
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duty in parliament. At the end however of about 

eighteen months he became hypochondriacal, and 
foon after funk into melancholia. He then repeated 
the fame dofe, and in ten minutes became pale, 
and fick, reeled into the arms of his phyfician, 
drooped his head and difcharged by his mouth a 
quantity of thick vifcid rheum: his refpiration be- 
came laborious, his pulfe weak and intermitting, 
till he broke into a fweat. He got no reft till the 
next day, when a fleep of eight and forty hours com- 
menced, accompanied by fweat. The camphor was 
then continued in dofes of ten grains twice a‘day, 
till the patient was well enough to go into the 
country. ‘This interefting cafe may be feen at large 
in the fifth volume of the Medical Journal. 

Sennertus and Riverius combined nitre in a large 
proportion with the camphor. ) 

Some patients are faid to have been cured by 
mercurial falivation, but this method has been fel- 
dom reforted to, 

It is in this: fpecies of mania that my valuable’ 
friend Dr. THornton has propofed to try the in- 
fpiration of hydrogen, of carbonated hydrogen, or 
of azotic air. Thefe are certainly the moft power- 
ful fedatives, and as {uch may be fairly fubjected to 
trial. 

When mania is occafioned by ebftruéted cata- 
menia, emmenagogues mult be reforted to. 

After the difeafe has been fubdued, it will be 
proper to give Peruvian bark and bitters to 
itrenethen the fyftem, but as to chalybeates, I 
fhould exhibit them with caution. For the for- 
mulze I may refer to melancholia. 

To eludidate this moft interefting fubjeét, and 
that I may render the diftinctions ‘J have madé fas 
miliar to the ftudent, I fhall fubjoin two cafes. — 

| Case I. 
A military prefect of the fanguine temperament, and a. 


hard drinker from his youth, from diftrefs of mind lof his 
fenfes, 
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fenfes, and became furious in the extreme. Having been 
however copioufly bled thice times within the month, and 
taken nitre, fome remiffion of his diforder, but no perfecd 
intermiffion, was obtained. In this fituation, with conftipa- 
tion of bowels, fluthing of face and fulnefs of its veffels, to 
which were added inceflant vigilance and raving, Hoff- 
mann was confulted. | 
This eminent profeffor, with a view of making a deriva- 
tion from the diftended veffels of the brain, in the firft in- 
ftance evacuated the alvine faces by gentle laxatives, for, as 
he mott judicioufly obferves, a determination to the head never 
Sails to be fupported by conftipation of the bowels. In curatione 
£0 potiffimum refpeximus, UT SANGUINIS IMPETUS A CA- 
PITE DIVERTATUR} QUI VERO QUUM AB ALVI OB- 
STRUCTIONE NUNQUAM NON SUSTENTETUR, primo 
omnium prefiripfi laxans mannatum (8 lac recens ‘emul&um. 
Qurd in presenti egroto infignem alvum laxandi exferuit effica- 
ciam. Nitre was given frequently during the day, and be- 
fore he went to bed his feet were put into a tepid bath. For 
his common drink he had {pring water, and his head was 
kept moift by the fubfequent compofition :

Within the month this patient was perfectly recovered. 


Case Ti. 

D. M. of the fanguine temperament, aged thirty-feven, 
was feized in the winter of 1790 with mania, and raved night 
and day inceflantly for eight days.- Pulfe full and ftrong, 
tongue clean, eyes wild and fiaring, his firength fo much in- 
creafed, that even when he had the’ ftrait waiftcoat.on, three 
men could fcarcely reftrain his violence, and his mental exer- 
tions, though erroneous, were extremely vigorous. What oc- 
cafioned this derangement, his phycian, Dr. Nankivell, of 
Cannoneftreet, London, could not conjecture, except that pro- 
bably young Bacchus might have had an hand in it, for 
D. M. at times had no mercy on the bottle. 

The antiphlogiltic regimen to its fulleft extent was im- 
mediately adopted. He was bled plentifully. The blood 
‘ exhibited no fign of inflammation. His head was fhaved, and 
Se and bliftered, His bowels were kept free! y open with 

neutral 
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neutral falts. He had no food but bread, tea, and gruel, with 
cold water for his only drink. He was lafhed down ina ftrait 
waiftcoat on a mattrefs with very little covering, and no other 
companion but his keeper, who never fpoke to him, unlefs 
when abfolutely needful. His room was darkened. From 
the beginning Dr. Nankivell flrongly imprefled his mind 
with fear, both for the fake of its fedative effeéts and to 
fecure obedience. 

In this plan he perfevered for feven days without percep 
tible alteration in the fymptoms. On the eighth day the fcalp 
was covered with a moilt clay cap, whilft the feet were bathed 
in tepid water. This application was continued more than 
half an hour, when the cap being removed, he was replaced 
in his cool hard bed, where he fell immediately,afleep, and 
flept profoundly for three and thirty hours, : 

When he awoke he was clearly convalefcent, but ftill raved. 
On the evening of the tenth day, recourfe was had again to 
the cold clay cap, and warm pediluvium; but in about four 
minutes he was feized with an Ay/leric fit, which being no- 
ticed by his fagacious phyfician, the ftrait waiftcoat was in- 
ftantly ordered to be taken off, and he was pronounced to be — 
free from maxia. Being put into his bed, he flept foundly 
for many hours; after which he was perfeéily calm: and 
from that time he has conftantly enjoyed the mens fana in 
corpore [Aid 


SECTION’ Vv. 
OF MANIA HYSTERICA. 


Tuts fpecies may be diftinguifhed from the two 
former by its common fymptoms of debility, irri- 
tability and fpafmodic affection, and not unfre- 
quently by vividnefs of imagination. 

The perfons moft liable to it are thofe of an 
irritable fibre and of a relaxed habit, that is, fcro- 
phulous and hyfterical fubjeéts, more efpecially if 
they have been previoufly weakened:by difeafe. It 
has the fame affinity to the delirium of typhus, as 
mania pbrenitoides has to the delirium of fynocha, 
for it is the difeafe not of the fthenic, but of the 

afthenic 
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althénic diathefis, and is more nearly related to 
byfteria than to hypochondriafis. This idea is fug- 
gefted by Van Swieten, § 1125, for, defcribing the 
remote caufes of this {pecies of mania, he obferves, 
bac autem obtinent in byftericis diétis mulieribus. 


I. For the predifponent caufe, therefore, we may 
affign debility with morbid irritability, induced by 
debilitating difeafes, particularly protracted in- 
termittents, chiefly of the quartan type, with pro- 
fufe evacuations, whether natural. or artificial, and 
whatever tends greatly to debilitate the fyftem. 


II. The occafional caufes are, 

1. Strong mental paffions, emotions, and exertions. 

Sydenham, who was the firft to diftinguifh this 
{fpecies of mania, defcribes it as peculiaris quedam 
ac fui generis mania, intermittentes diuturniores, QUAR- 
TANAS PRAECIPUE, nonnunquam excipiens: and Boer- 
haave, who himfelf learnt from Sydenham this 
and many other diftinctions of the laft importance, 
repeats the fame expreffions, § 1125. They both 
agree that repeated venzefections and copious eva- 
cuations, injudicioufly prefcribed in quartans, bring 
on this difeafe and caufe it to return. To what 
they delivered, Van Swieten adds, Tales manias ali- 
quoties natas vidi in puerperis, fi validd excandefcerent 
ira primis diebus puerperti; and he might have ex- 
tended this obfervation not merely to the period 
of the lochial, but alfo to the time of the men- 
ftrual difcharge, for in both, violent paffions of the 
mind occafion either mania ora fatal apoplexy. 


2. Whatever induces fpafmodic affection. 


Ill. The proximate caufe therefore, as it appears 
to me, 1s preternatural determination to the brain 


induced by f{pafm. 
Van Swieten attributes this determination, 1. To 
the fpafmodic conftriction of the arteries themfelves ; 
Spyfnodice vaforum conftrifiones poffunt. efficere, ut nia 
mia plenitudo fiat in vafis cerebri; becaufe they act nor 
fimply’ 
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fimply as elaflic tubes, but have mufcular fibres, 
by whofe conftrution their diameters may be rea- 
diy diminifned. § roto, 


3. To fpafmodic conftriion in the abdominal 
vifcera, fuch as by/ferical women frequently expe- 
rience. Sz etiam in alits partibus corporis nafcatur im- 
pedimentum fanguini per vasa moto ; poterit verfus caput 
majori impelu © copia deriveri : /pafmodicas tales con- 
frrifiiones in vifceribus abdominalibus HYSTERICZ toties 
experiuntur, uti notum eff. § 1125. Eis obfervations 
are accurate; but it is to the immortal Hoffmann 
that we muft ceive the credit of this astanable re-~ 
mark. 


In addition to thefe caufes of determination to. 
the brain, affigned by Sauvage and Hoffmann, I 
fhall venture to fuggeft a third, which J am inclined 
to think both more common and’ more powerful 
than:either of the former 

It is /pa/medic contr iétion of the diaphragm com- 
prefing the aorta. 

To explain this effect, I muft call to the recol- 
lection of the ftudent the anatomical ftructure of 
‘the parts in queition. 

‘The aorta deicends from the thorax into the ab- 
‘domen, between the two tendinous productions of 
the inferior mufcle of the diaphraem, which are at- 
tached to the vertebrae. Itis therefore evident that. - 
it muft be ‘fubje&t to compreffion, whenever there 
is ftrong fpafmodic contraction of thefe tendons, 
and it is equally clear that fuch compreffion’ mutt 
prevent a free defcent of the blood. The confe- 
quence of this will be a preternatural deter mination 
to the brain. 

That ftrong action of the diaphragm, whether in 
vomiting, in coughing, in immoderate laughter, the 
yirws aoSesG of Arteus, in the expulfion cf the 
feces, in parturition, or in ftraining to raife great 
weights, caufes a determination of blood to the 
head, is not enly rendered at all times vifible by 

rednels 
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rednefs of face, protrufion of the eyes, and diftenfion 
of the veflels, but is fometimes evinced by apoplexy, 
as noticed by Areteeus, Boerhaave, and Van Swieten. 
For although thefe effects have been attributed to 
{tagnation of venous blood in the right fide of the 
heart ; this circumftance alone will not account 
for a preternatural proportion of arterial blood be- 
ing either fent towards the head or accumulating 
there. 

Spafmodic conftriction of the diaphragm may be 
occafioned either by mental paffions, or by morbid 
affections of the ftomach. The confent between 
the ftomach and the diaphragm has been already 
noticed, and may be obferved in hiccough and in 
the act of vomiting ; but to account for ‘this con- 
fent, we need only reall to mind the nervous com- 
munication between thefe fympathizing organs. 


1. The ftomach is fupplied with nerves from the 
par vagum, many ramifications of which are loft in 
the plexus folaris and the femilunar plexus. 


2. The diaphragm derives its two diaphragmatic 
or phrenic nerves from the cervicales, and receives 
branches both from the éufercoftal, and more parti- 
cularly from the par vagum. 

Hence arifes the wonderful confent habit thefe 
organs, conftantly maintained by ‘means of the par 
vagum and the intercoftal or gréat fympathetic nerve 
united in the folar plexus, which Fabre denominated 
centre des fenfations. , 

From what I have delivered it will appear that 
the phrenitis inanitorum of Sauvage is precifely the 
difeafe I have been defcribing, and the attentive 
reader will difcover that the fame may be affirmed 
of his paraphrofyne a pathemate. His iubfequent 
{pecies paraphrofyne puerperarum, parapbrofyne calen- 
tura, parapbrofyne febricofa, parapbrofyne critica, et 
paraphrofyne HysTERIcA, all throw light upon the 
difeafe in queftion. 

if the ftudent will look back to the delirium of

typhus, which is the paraphry/yne febrilis of Sauvage, 
or if he will confult my third fection of the order 
fpafmi ; he will be fatisfied, that what I have been~ 
{tating has fome claim to his attention. 

My ideas of this difeafe are confirmed by a very 
judicious remark of Dr. Ferriar, who in his late 
publication fays, hyferia is not unfrequently con-. 
verted into epilepfy and infanity by the continued 
a€tion of its remote caufes. I have feen the dif- 
criminating fymptoms of both difeafes fo intermixed 
in the paroxy{ms, that it was impoffible to deter- 
mine which of them predominated. In one cafe 
of this fort, a converfion into mania took place, 
but the change was perhaps decided by the vio- 
lence of the paffions; in another inftance, after a 
long ftruggle, hyfteria prevailed. See Medical Hif- 
tories, p. g- . 

From this view of the fubject our indications of 
cure may be: 

1. To procure a derivation from the head. 

2. Lo diminifh the preternatural irritability of the 


Syftem. fal 


3. To remove morbid fimulants. 


4. Io divert the attention from the prevailing idea 
which has got poffeffion of the mind. 

Of this fpecies of mania our Sydenham remarks, 
Illud autem peculiaris quedam et fui generis mania com- 
munem medicandi rationem afpernatur : and Boerhaave 
after Sydenham informs us in his aphorifins, Hee 
Species folis reficientibus, replentibus, cardiacis, roboran- 
tibus, diu continuatis, fanatur. Et, fi evacuando ten- 
tatur, airophiam, debilitatem infuperabilem, fatuitatem 
mfert. 

I. To anfwer the firft intention therefore, the 

_ only practice to be recommended, is the tepid pedi- 
luvium, that 1s, a bath for the feet, heated to about 
96° of Fahrenheit’s thermometer. M. Pomme, in- 
this difeafe kept his patients in the warm bath from 
ten to twenty-four hours without intermiffion.

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II. The fecond intention may be anfwered by 
tonics, fuch as a generous diet, cool air, cordial 
ftimulants, bitters with aitringents, and exercife in 


proportion to the ftrength. “Sydenham depended 


chiefly on. wine and Venice treacle, which. laft he 
gave three times a day: Boerhaave to thefe added 
the Peruvian bark, and cordial flimulants, as in 
the fubfequent pre(criptions.

To thefe may be added from five to ten of fifteen drops of 
Tin@tura Opii, when it fhall be thought expedient. 


III. To anfwer the third intention, fhould acrid 
bile, or vifcid mucus, be collected in the firft paf- 
fages, thefe muft be evacuated by emetics. It is 
moft aftonifhing to fee the effects produced by the 
paffions of the mind, more efpecially by anger, grief, 
and fear, in the whole extent of the alimentary 
canal. Anger promotes a fudden and plentiful dif- 
charge of bile, which ftimulates the firft paffages, 
and brings on fpafmodic conftri€tion. Grief and 
_ fear relax the mucous glands; and although the 

latter, in the firft inftance, quickens the periftaltic 
motion of the bowels, they both terminate in cof- 
tivenefs. But if the mucous glands are not re-- 
jaxed, and if the food is well digefted in the fto- 
mach, little benefit can be expected from the ac- 
tion of emetics.. Should a load of faeces in the 
bowels prove the caufe of irritation, thefe muft be 
removed by gentle cathartics, fuch as manna, Caffia, 
tamarinds, foluble tartar, rhubarb and fenna, by 
lenitive eleCtuary, or by the fubfequent compo- 
fition.

This was a favourite prefcription of our Syden- 
ham, when the moft lenitive cathartic was required. 
But fhould this fail of its effect; calomel, from 
one grain to three, according to the irritability of 
the bowels, may be given the preceding night, with 
‘twenty. grains of afafcetida and five drops Ol. 
Carui. ‘This may be followed in the morning by 
fome gentle evacuants. 

“Jn a cafe, in which I vifited a patient after Dr.

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Wirxis had left her, he had prefcribed as fol.

Here the dofe of foluble tartar is about one dram 
four times a day, and is quickened in its operation 
by other powerful detergents. The prefcription is 
certainly a good one, but as it was continued only 
for three days, there was no opportunity in that 
cafe to judge of its effects. 

Should there be fymptoms of worms thefe mutt 
be deftroyed by anthelmintics, keeping clear how- 
ever of the more powerful cathartics ; and the cata- 
menia, if obftruéted, muft be reftored by emme- 
nagogues of the antifpafmodic or of the aftringent 
orders. | 

IV. To anfwer the fourth intention, change of 
fcene, cheerful fociety, and agreeable purfuits, are 
the only remedies. Hence it is that fome have 
been cured in the courfe ofa long journey. I fhall 
here fubjoin fome cafes. | 


Case I. 

An amiable lady, aged 41, of an irritable habit, renouncing 
air and exercife, employed herfelf unremittingly in reading, 
writing, and converfing on religious fubje&ts. To clear her 
head, when fhe wifhed to exprefs her thoughts with energy, 
fhe drank a quantity of ftrong green tea, after which fhe 
wrote’ or talked inceffantly, but loft her reft at night. Her 
appetite diminifhed and became depraved. Her ftrength 
and fpirits failed. Her feet and hands were dry and cold as 
ice, yet fhe had frequent flufhing of face, more efpecially 
after eating. She became extremely coftive, and when fhe 

' took cathartics, they brought away ftools like water, yet of- 
fenfive and fmelling like cats urine, with which were evacu- 
ated a few fmall, hardened {cybala. Even without the aid 
of medicine fhe had fometimes five or fix motions in a day, 
each time voiding with difficulty a few of thefe compacted 

Ff 3 buttons, 
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. buttons. ' When fhe paffed her urine, the fow was frequently 
interrupted, yet fhe had no fymptoms of the ftone. The 
urine.was moftly limpid, and in great quantity. Her reft was 

much difturbed for three days before the appearance of her 
catamenia, and during that period fhe was always more than 
commonly fretful. Her {pirits being depreffed, fhe ufually 
drank eight glaffes of ftrong wine every day, but the exhi- 

‘darating effe& was foon exhaufted, and fhe conftantly funk 
lower than before, 

As the fummer advanced her principal article of diet was 
green pea foup with fried bread ; and in the autumn fhe ate 
peaches in great abundance; her courfes gradually dimi- 
nifhed, and when the time of their appearance was at hand, 
the became mentally deranged ; yet in about ten days after 
they were paffed, the was perfeétly reafonable again. The 
laft time of their appearance they continued only for one day 

and fhe was rational: but putting her feet in hot water for a 

quarter of an hour, the had flufhing of face and became out- 
tageous: her courfes ftopped, and have not fince returned. 

The fubje& of her raving regards her fpiritual eftate, con- 
cerning which fhe feems to entertain unfavourable apprehen- 
fions. Yet her attention is readily recalled for fhort intervals 
to rational difcourfe, in which fhe difcovers a perfect recollec- 
tion, and remarkable vivacity of imagination. Her hearing, 
tafte, and f{mell, are uncommonly acute. Her pulfe is {mall 
and frequent, her tongue is clean, and her appetite now is 
ravenous. She has had emetics, cathartics, and a variety of 
antifpafmodics, and has been confined chiefly to her room 
and to her bed. 

Opium, which fhe has taken for a long time in confi- 
derable quantities, never fails to bring on flufhing of face, to 
leffen her appetite, to increafe her coftivenefs, to give a wild- 
nefs to her eyes, to make her more violent, and to deprive her 
totally of reft, till its operation as a ftimulant is over; after 
which fleep, but not refrefhing fleep, fucceeds, followed by 

“Janguor inthe extreme. For a few days fhe has omitted 
opium, and been confined to the following compofition:

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Since fhe has taken this her. reft has been more natural, 

The tepid pediluvium, with the heat at 97°, brings on 
ftrong flufhing of her face, and makes her furious. 

Cathartics, fuch as jalap, fcammony, and colycynth, a@ as 

-hydragogues, but do not clear A aNAY; the faces, and macnefia 
gripes her much. 

Emetics remain long inactive, in her ftomach, and then 
come up unchanged, with ftrong convulfions, followed by 
numerous and copious ftools, confifting of feces with much 
vifcid mucus. 

Case Il. : 

A lady of an irritable habit, being alarmed at the piercing 
cries of her child, was feized with an hyfteric fit. Pepper- 
mint water, fpirits, and magnefia difcharged much wind; but 
the globus hyftericus continued.. Her teeth were clofed, her 
eyes were fixed and much inflamed, and convulfion of the 
limbs fucceeded. She fnapped at her attendants, {cratched 
them with her nails, and tore the pillow-cafe with violence. 

When this fit, after continuing for fix hours, was aggra- 
vated by cordial ftimulants, Dr. Toorn Ton ordered an eme- 
tic of ipecacuanha, feven grains with one grain of tartarifed 
antimony. ‘The maniacal fymptoms appeared to be aggra- 
vated: fhe feized the pillow with her teeth, and the fpafm 
of the e@fophagus was diftreflingly increafed: but a repe- 
tition of the emetic produced the defired effect, and a whole 
bafon full of vifcid flime came up, when the patient inftantly 
recovered the ufe of reafon, called for her child, and the nex 
day felt herfelf only to a flight degree indifpofed. 


This appears to be the paraphro/yne a patbemate of 
Sauvage, and refembles the cafe of Cuarnzs VI. of 
France, excepting only its fpeedy termination by a 
judicious treatment. 

The cafe of M. P. mentioned by Dr. Ferrrar, 
vol. il, p. 95, feems to have been fimilar to thefe. 
At leaft it fhews fimilar benefit received by one 
einetic in a cafe of recent infanity. 

Case IIT. 

A man aged 50, of anvirritable; temper; fall of blood, and a 


hard drinker from his youth, having sbeem for fixteenyears 
Ff 4 . accuhtomed 
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accuftomed to lofe blood twice a year, omitted this practice, 
yet continued to drink hard. In thefe circumftances he was 
provoked to anger, and to fuch a degree, that he was inftantly 
feized with violent vomiting and purging, and loft his appe- 
tite for food. Soon after this he became reftlefs and watchful, 
and fhewed evident tokens of infanity. Sometimes he was 
violent, at other times he was gloomy and fied from fociety ; 
yet frequently his forrow was fuddenly turned to joy, when 
being more than commonly affable, his raving was incef-- 
fant. Thefe fits of infanity were never of long continu- 
ance, yet returned on the flighteft mental difturbance, and 
were readily induced by the moft trifling error in his diet. 

Hoffmann, being confulted, was of opinion that the deter- 
mination to the head was occafioned by a {pafmodic affection 
of the inteftines induced by effufion of bile, and this effect he 
attributed to mental perturbation. He therefore ordered only 
autifpafmodics and tonics, with a diet confifting of fuch arti- 
cles as are eafy of digeftion, which, with the affiftance of the 
tepid pediluvium, in a few months perfeéted a cure. 


Case IV. 


Dr. Ferriar, in his medical hiftories, gives a very interefting 
cafe, which, as it appears to me, comes under mania hyfterica. 
A lady of a domeftic induftrious difpofition, and of a full 
habit, fell by degrees into a maniacal ftate, which difcovered 
itfelf chiefly by uncommon levity in her converfation and 
behaviour. She could recolleét, but never wholly reftrain 
herfelf; was noify, familiar, and conftantly difpofed to run 
and jump about. Her perceptions were quick, but not falfe. 
Smal! dofes of mercury, ufually half a grain, operated as 
ftrong cathartics. Thefe were continued for three weeks, 
when a fpontaneous diarrhoea fupervened, She had then two 
grains of opium every night; the diarrhoea gradually ceafed, 
and fhe remained free from every maniacal fymptom. 


SECTION VI. 
OF THE MANIA MENTALIS OF DR. CULLEN. 


Ir any fpecies of mania exifted in the mind, 
without affecting the general fyftem of the body, 
es | and 
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and were to be cured by moral arguments alone; 
this might with propriety be named mania mentalis : 
but as no fuch difeafe has been difcovered by nofo- 
logifts, this diftinction is inadmiffible. 

Certain however it is, that vehement and ungra- 
tified defires, the indulgence of evil tempers, fuch 
as envy, pride, felf-will, and malice, not only occa- 
fion mental derangement, but contribute to fup- 
port it through its feveral ftages, till it terminates 
in death. Thefe therefore in every fpecies of infa- 
nity muft be corrected or reftrained, and it re- 
mains only to confider by what means. 


1. In cafes of debility we muft invigorate the 
fyftem, and remove, if poifible, all occafional caufes 
of irritation, whether mental or material. 

We know that people of a relaxed and irritable 
fibre, are the firft to be diftreffed by their appetites 
and paffions. Weakly children are commonly fret- 
ful, and all people in typhus are impatient, if they 
meet with either contradiction or delay ; whilft the 
healthy and the hardy ruftic, working perpetually 
in the open air, has fo little irritability, that it is 
fometimes difficult to fay which are moft blunt, 
his mental or his bodily fenfations. He is patient 
of hunger, of cold, of labour, and if he has met 
with any lofs or contradiction, it makes but a 
faint impreffion and is foon forgotten. Re 

In all cafes, therefore, of morbid irritability, the 
legitimate offspring of debility, we muft have re- 
courfe to tonics and aftringents: we muft invigo- 
rate the fyftem by a generous diet, by frefh air, 
exercife, and agreeable fociety, and, if need be, we 
muft call in thé aid of bitters, bark and fteel, or, 
in the language of modern chemiftry, we mutt fup- — 
ply the lungs with oxygen, and the ftomach with 
both hydrogen and carbon, which laft, as I appre- 
hend, is to be derived abundantly from mineral wa- 
ters and from the Peruvian bark, | 


But 
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- But whilft we are engaged in giving ftrength to 
the general habit, we muft not forget to remove; 
as far as poilible, the occafional caufes of irritation, 
among which may be reckoned indigefted fordes, 
acrid bile, worms, and vifcid mucus, accumulated 
in the firft paffages, for all thefe, as we may fre- 
quently obferve, render children and weakly people 
peevith, fretful, and difcontented. The fame effec 
is produced by that anxiety which is ufually fele 
when nature is preparing for fome effort to relieve 
herfelf, as in cutaneous eruptions and in hemor- 
rhage. Mental anxiety likewife muft be, if pof- 
fible: relieved, and we muft be careful not to 
recal thofe ideas which excite diftrefs. 

2. In lucid intervals, and the moments of calmnefs 
and tranquillity, we may try the force of moral 
arguments, for as Sauvage on this fubject has very 
judicioufly obferved, at fich feafons, 

Sunt verba et voces quibus hunc depellere mor- 
burn poffit qui fapiens eft. 

Refignation to the will of heaven, arifing from 
confidence in the wifdom, power, and goodnefs of 
the rig abies with firm perfuafion that all events 
are “-hect to his providence, is the beft preferva- 
_ tive, and in lucid intervals the moft powerful refto- 
rative, in all cafes of infanity, which depend on men- 
tal irritation. | 

3. Strict coercion, when the patient is inclined 
to violence, is required, not merely to prevent mif- 
chief, but as a remedy; becaufe the defire to hurt, 
like every other paflion, is ftrengthened by indul- 
gence, The moft effectual coercion is by the ftrait 
waiftcoat, for when the miferable fufferer knows that 
his efforts will be vain, he will be the lefs inclined 
to make them. ai: 

4. The moft powerful reftraint is fear. 

Jt may, without due confideration, appear abfurd 

to fuppole, t that madmen are under the. pene of 
| 10pe 
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hope’ and fear; but this fuppofition is well efta- 
blifhed, as perfeétly agreeable to facts. _ 

The fubjeé& is curious, and merits fome difcuffion. 

Linnvs, in tracing the analogy which reigns © 
through nature, has conducted us from ftones to 
vegetables, and from thefe to animals. “The ana- 
logy between animals and vegetables is ftrikingly 
exact, and will, I doubt not, be accurately traced 
by my ingenious and moft laborious. friend Dr. 
Tuornton, in his Botanic work, a work which, 
from its magnificence, will do credit to himfelf, and 
be an honour to the age. | | 

The fame analogy fubfifts between the feveral claffes 
of animals themf{eélves, from the worm to infects, 
fifh, the amphibia, birds, bats, monkies, man. To 
trace this progrefs belongs to the comparative ana- 
tomift, and if well executed, muft be highly inte- 
re{ting. This fubject however, for the prefent, 
I muft leave, to be refumed hereafter, fhould I live 
to finifh other works in which I am engaged. It is 
fufficient for our purpofe to remark, that animals 
poffefs the vegetable nature, and that man, the moft 
perfect of the animals, has completely all the natural 
properties, with the inftinct of the brutes. fh 

All animals with locomotive power poflefs the 
faculties of underftanding, memory, and appetence ; 
but to diftinguifh the noble from the ignoble, it 
may be cbferved that in brutes motion and volition 
are inftinctive, whilft man, who has the moral fenfe, 
and fuperior intellectual powers, governs, or fhould 
govern, all his actions and volitions by the ufe of 
reafon. But as every faculty is ftrengthened by ex. 
ercife, and for want of exertion may be gradually 
weakened till it is wholly loft; hence it is that by 
inveterate habit, either reafon eftablifhes an abfolute 
dominion over inftinét, or inftinét over reafon, ren- 
dering a perfon either perfect as a man, or perfectly 
a brute. 

Befides, 


| 
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Befides, when any faculty lies dormant, the reft, 
by the accumulation of vital energy, gain ftrength : 
and when, on the other hand, any faculty is exerted 
with intenfity, it is commenly at the expence of all 
the reft. 7 

If, then, a perfon has acquired the habit of being 
moved, without deliberation or the control of rea- 
fon, by his appetites and volitions ; if thefe, by be- 
ing gratified, have gained the afcendancy and are 
for ever prefent to his mind; and if, in fuch cir- 
cumftances, avger is excited by real or fuppofed 
oppofition to his vehement defires ; the man will 
not confider what is juft, honourable, or ultimately 
fafe, but without hefitation, precifely like the bruies, 
will rufh forward to revenge fome infult, to feize 
the good which he defires, or to avert the evil 
which he dreads, | 

Every thing in thefe unfortunate fufferers de- 
monftrates that they are degraded to the condition 
of the brutes, for in bath we obferve the fame fero- 
cious ftrength, the fame difregard for cleanlinefs, the 
fame want of decency and of fhame, and the fame 
impatience of reftraint, till they are perfectly fub- 
dued. | 

It is not confcioufnefs, which 1s wanting in ma- 
niacs, for after their recovery they recollect what 
has paffed; it is not the defect of underftanding 
which is to be lamented in the infane, for their in- 
- telleéts are often brightened by difeafe; it is not 
inability to feel the influence of hope and fear, 
which leaves them at the mercy of their paffions, 
but it is their impetuofity of temper, it is the ve-. 
hemence of their volitions which hurries them 
away. Yet whilft in this refpect they -have a ftrik- 
ing refemblance to the brutes, it is happy that, like - 
the brutes, they are extremely fufceptible of fear. 

Of this affection then we may avail ourfelves not 
only to fecure obedience, but to reftrain their im- 

petuofiry, 
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petuofity, and to ftifle the paffion of anger in its 
birth, till the habit of patient fubmiffion is acquired, 
and by degrees the empire of reafon is reftored. 

Van Swieten informs us that in Holland there 
was a celebrated practitioner, who frequently cured 
maniacs by rewards and punifhments, When they 
were furious he had them dragged along by chains 
like wild beaits, and either followed them with 
{tripes, or inceffantly dafhed cold water in their 
faces; and when that was infufficient, he tamed 
them by hunger and by thirft; but when they were 
fubdued, when they became calm and fubmiffive to 
his orders, he treated them with kindnefs, and 
granted them every fuitable indulgence. 

When however the authority of the phyfician is 
eftablifhed, fuch feverities are not only needlefs and 
cruel, but extremely detrimental. My friend Dre 
Nankivell, whofe abundant fuccefs muft vindicate 
his practice, finds univerfally, that ftern looks and 
an authoritative tone of voice are fufficient for the 
purpofe.. Should this fail, hunger will tame the 
moftt ferocious animals; and in aid of this, dark- 
nefs and folitude may be reforted to without re- 
proach, At all events, every ray of hope, that 
they may efcape with impunity after having tranf- 
grefied, muft be precluded. For this reafon they 
muft be committed to the care of flrangers, that 
they may never be encouraged to indulge their 
evil tempers and volitions, under the expectation 
of meeting with falfe tendernefs and compaffion 
from their friends. | 

As a part of their punifhment, when they have 
deferved it by malicious violence and outrage, they 
may be fubjected to fome hard labour, which, if 
fufficiently prolonged, will not only fubdue their 
ferocious temper, but by fatigue will induce the 
moft falutary fleep. And when this bodily exertion 
is fuch as to require, in any degree, the attention 

| ir of 
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of the mind, its good effeéts will be more certainly 
infured. 


Genus LXI. Amentia. 


Tus character is, imbecility of intelle&t, by 
which the relations of things are either not per- 
ceived or not recollected. 


1. This frequently depends on fome organic af- 
fection of the brain beyond the reach of medicine. 
Such is the amentia congenita of Dr. Cullen, and fuch is 
amentia fenilis, which is the attendant of decrepitude. 

2. It is the legitimate offspring of mania; for 
this, unlefs phrenitis fupervenes and terminates in 
death, never fails, after long continuance, to pro- 
duce fatuity. It fometimes originates in melancho- 
lia, and is more efpecially derived from thefe dif- 
eafes, when they have been injudicioufly treated by 
profufe evacuations, whether by venaefection or ca- 
thartics. Sydenham particularly complains of this 
in his obfervations on the fpecies of mania, which 
fucceeds to ill-treated quartans. If, fays he, we 
attack this difeafe by repeated venzefection and ca- 
thartics, we may indeed fubdue the ferocity of 
mania, but we fhall certainly induce fatuity, and 
that without a poffibility of cure. 

3. Amentia very frequently remains as the confe- 
quence of fevers. 


4. Sometimes it derives its origin from intem- 
perance. Hence we have in Sauvage amentia 2 
temulentid, amentia a venere, et amentia febrifuga. 

5. It has likewife been traced up to fomnolence 
too much indulged. 

6. But tie moft common fource from which it 
fprings ‘is epilep/y, being a fpecies of fatuity unno- 
ticed either by Cullen or Sauvage. 


The only hope of relief in this humiliating dif- 
eale 
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eafe muft be derived from a generous diet, cordial 
ftimulants, air, exercife, and the moft powerful 
tonics. Indeed feveral inftances have been recorded 
of patients, who, after having, been reduced to 
idiotifm, have by thefe means paviectly feanyeted, 
all their mental powers. +). 

Mr. Bert of Edinburgh parcieaea mentions 
one, who, having loft both memory and intellect by 
epilepfy, in four months recovered both by flowers 
of zink, of which he took: from one grain morning 
and evenimtg to twelve grains three times a day.

INTRODUCTION. 
We have confidered the difeafes affecting prin- 
—cipally the beart and the aARTERIAL SySTEM, Com- 


| prehended in the clafs PYREXIA, 
We 
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We have dwelt largely on the diforders of the 
brain and of the NERVous sysTEM, included in our 
clafs NEUROSES. 

I now proceed to the difcuffion of thofe difeafes, 
which more immediately arife from morbid aétion 
of the /fomach, and of the LyMPHaATIC sySTEM. 
Thefe will occupy our clafZs CACHEXIA. 

But whilft we thus furvey detached portions of 
the animal economy, and examine the diforders to 
which each part is principally fubject, it muft be 
confeffed, that nature has not left them independent 
of each other. Nay, fo far is fhe from having efta- 
blifhed an empire within an empire, that, with moft 
aftonifhing contrivance and unity of defign, fhe has 
made each power fubordinate to the reft ; and from 
hence it is, that if one is principally affected, the 
others fympathize and are drawn into action by 
confent. . 

This idea is beautifully exprefled by Hippocrates, 
when he compares the body to a circle in which we 
can find neither the beginning nor the end; and then 
remarks, that the fame obfervation will hold good 
refpecting its difeafes. 

Yet, notwithftanding the efforts of nature to re- 
lieve herfelf are thus combined, they require, for the 
fake of diftinétnefs, to be feparately viewed ; and, to 
cure difeafes, the attention muf{t be turned towards 
the fyftem chiefly affected, whether the arterial, the 
nervous, or the lymphatic. 


VEC T LON «TL. 


OF THE ABSORBENTS AND THEIR USE. 


Tue abforbents, ftrictly fpeaking, are either lac- 
teal or lymphatic; but, with greater latitude, we 
might confider all the fecretory and execretory vel- 
fels as belonging to the fame fyftem, becaufe they 

poffels 
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pottels the fame vital action, and are governed by 
the fame laws. 

- The Jaéeals, firft difcovered by Afellius, an Ita- 
lian, A. D. 1622, are innumerable pellucid tubes, 
arifing from all the inteftines, chiefly from the villi of 
the fmaller, and 1uvifible, unlefs when diftended with 
chyle, that is, with the milky fluid, which they felect 
by animal attraction from the. digefted aliment. 
Their mouths, which are numerous in every villus, 
are fo {mall as not to be difcerned unlefs by the mi- 
crofcope, and at their commencement, after having 
left their villi, they are capillary ; but as they unite 
in their progrefs towards the mefenteric glands, into 
which, by numerous ramifications, they empty their 
— contents, they become larger. After their depar- 
ture from thofe glands, which is by feveral ramifi- 
cations, they diminifh in number and increafe in 
bulk, till they terminate in the receptacle, trom 
whence the chyle afcends through the thoracic duct, 
and paffing the femilunar valoess is difcharged into 
the left fubclavian vein. 

Thefe ferve the double purpofe of lacteals and 
lymphatics, for they abforb not only chyle, but the 
lymph of capillary arteries, and aqueous fluids from 
the inteftines. 

The lymphatics, for the knowledge of which we 
are indebted to Rupgeck, BARTHOLIN, HunrT#R, 
Hewson, Monro, and CrurxsHank, are fmall 
- pellucid tubes, furnifhed, like the lacteals and tho- 
racic duct, with valves. They open their mouths 
into the cavities and cells, and upon all furfaces, as 
well external as internal, of the body, to colleé&t the 
lymph poured forth by the excretory vefiels, to im- 
bibe it from arteries and veins, which they convey 
to the receptacle of chyle and to the thoracic dua. 
In their progrefs they difcharge their contents into 
lymphatic glands, and in their whole extent they 
frequently inofculate, fo as to keep up the commu- 
ication without any hazard of interruption. 

Gave Nothing 
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Nothing in nature can be more worthy of aditti- 
ration than the vital action of the abforbents ; ; and 
it-is curious to obferve, that their activity continues 
unimpaired whilit fenfation and the animal func- 
tions are perfectly fufpended. This will be evident 
if We confider, that during fleep the bronchial mucus 
is much thickened, and that both the urine and the 
faces fhew the continued progrefs of abforption. 

In our wonderful machine, to prevent friction 
and adhefions, it 1s required that vapour fhould be 
interpofed between contiguous parts, more efpeci- 
ally if either of them is defigned for motion. This 
the excretories provide, but as it mutt be frequently 
renewed, abforbents are inceffantly at work, to con- 
vey it back into the mafs of circulating fluids. Dr. 
Muscrave injected 24 ounces of water into the 
thorax of a dog, and in five days thé whole was 
taken up by the abforbents, for the breathing be- 
came as free as it had been before this water was 
introduced into the cheft. 

In cafe of dropfy, nature, by means of the ab- 
forbent fyftem, makes wonderful efforts to relieve 
herfelf. 

Joun Hunter relates the cafe of a lady with 
{welled legs, who made little or no urine, and was 
fo weak that fhe could fcarcely articulate. She 
dozed inceffantly, and had no defire for food. Her 
pulfe was hardly to be felt, her feet and all her ex- 
tremities were cold, yet within thirty-fix hours of 
her death, the whole water in her legs and thighs 
was ablorbed, her urine was snoned feds and shaun 
ten hours before fhe died her legs and thighs were 
as {mall as ever. Horrmann, in confirmation of 
what is faid by Arerzeus, affures us, that he has 
feen ‘many cured by a fpontaneous and long-con- 
tiued diarrhoea. But what is moft furprifing is, a 
cafe recorded by Fernelius, Pathol. lib. 6. in which 
afcites was relieved at the approach of the men- 
{trual period by a profufe difcharge of water, which 

continued 
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continued for two days; and when, in the interval 
of menftruation, the ferous fluid had again collected, 
it was the next month entirely difcharged by the 
uterus. | 

Some kind of veffels, as I have ftated, are em- 
ployed to take up the rofcid lymph from the ventri- 
cles of the brain; but the office affigned to the com- 
mon cellular abforbents is twofold, for they not only 
imbibe the aqueous fluid from the reticular part of 
the cellular membrane, but, when it is needful, they 
abforb the animal oil from the little bags in which 
it is depofited, and convey it wherever it is wanted — 
for the purpotes of life. 

When there is any extravafation either of lymph, 
of ferum, or-of blood, they remove it; and when 
extraneous matter gets into the fyf{tem, if this proves 
injurious, they quick] y go to work; or if any part 
is either dead or niles. it proves a fufficient fti- 
mulus to excite their action. 


1. In cafes of gangrene, both floughing ae eX 
foliation are produced by the abforbents, and thus 
a feparation is made between the living and the 
dead. 


2. When watidle parts are to be removed, as 
ufelefs, without producing {olution of continuity in 
the furrounding parts; this can be accomplifhed 
only by the action of the abforbents. It is thus the 
thymus gland, the ductus arteriofus, the membrana 
pupillaris, are obliterated, and thus aifo the fangs 
of difeafed teeth, with their fockets, are quietly de- 
{tzoyed. It is by this procefs that aged women _lofe 
their breafts, when thefe are no longer ‘needful. 
When the cataract has been extracted, the ab- 
forbents take up the capfule, and frequently, more 
efpecially after couching, they carry off the cataract 
itfelf. The difeafed rettiole is removed by them, 
and fometimes in cafes of necrofis they devour the 
bone itfelf. It is by this procefs that fchirrous 
tumours are removed. | 


Gg 2 3. Du 
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3. Du Hamez has demontftrated by his experi- 
ments, that the earthly parts of bones, on which 
they depend for folidity and ftrength, are unre- 
mittingly renewed, whilft the abforbents carry off, 
and exhalant arteries as conftantly depofit, calcare- 
Ous matter. This difcovery he made by feeding 
animals alternately with common food, and with 
this ftrongly tinged by rubia tinéforum; in confe- 
quence of which their bones were variegated red 
and white. But when he had eceafed to give the 
miadder for fix weeks this rednefs vanifhed. 

4. When either extraneous bodies or dead parts, 
which cannot be abforbed, caufe irritation in the 
fyftem, the abforbents deftroy the intermediate liv- 
ing parts between the offending matter and the 
neareft external furface of the body. [It is by this 
procefs that nature frequently relieves herfelf in 
cafes of necrofis and of extra uterine conceptions, 
as I have ftated in the former part of my work, 


when treating of thefe efforts, And it is thus that | 


pus, when produced internally, exfoliated bones, 
and.all extraneous. matters, are difcharged. . But 
fometimes it happens, that whilft the ulcerative pro- 
cefs.is deftroying the infide of a bone, the offifying 
procefs makes addition to its outfide, and the bone 
increafes to a prodigious fize ; but in the end, the ul- 
ceration on the infide gets the better, and the matter 
makes its efcape. Whenever incyfted tumours are 
formed in the cellular membrane, the whole fubftance 
between them and the fkin is in procefs of time 
taken up by the abforbents, and then inflammation 
~ commences to produce a quicker abforption, which 

borders often upon ulceration. It is thus that the 
tumour is expofed. John Hunter mentions a cafe, 
which came under his infpection, in which a tu- 
mour, formed upon the brain, excited, to fuch a 
degree, the action of the abforbents, that without 
ulceration they carried off the oppofing portions of 
the dura mater, of the fcull, and of the fcalp. 


5. When 
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_-g. When the exhalants are at work in floating 
off offending matters from the fyftem, as in diar- 
rhea, the abforbents become active by confent, 
and fhould it ever be proved that they invert their 
motion, as. it has been ingenioufly, but J fear not 
juftly, fuppofed 1 in diabetes, it mutt be full with the 
fame intention of affifting to get rid of fomething 
highly flimulant. 

6. When there is offending matter in the fyftem, 
which cannot be expelled by the ufual outlets, the 
abforbents convey it back into the mafs of circu- 
dating fluids to be thrown out by the emunctories. 
Thus it is evidently in jaundice, for the bile being 
prevented from paffing by the common dué into 
the inteftines, is raven up by the abforbents and 
fecreted by the kidnies. And when mania and me- 
Jancholia are relieved by cuticular eruptions, f am 
inclined to think, that we are indebted to the ab- 
forbents ; for upon all occafions they are ready to 
affift nature in her efforts to relieve herfelf. Jouw 
FiunTER mentions a young man who had a large 
bubo in the bottom of his belly, which having fup- 
purated, and being on the point of breaking, was 
fuddenly abforbed.. While this procefs was going 
on, he obferved his urine wheyifh and thick, as it 
was coming from him; but this went off entirely 
when the bubo had fubfided. 


SECTION IL. 
OF MORBID ACTION IN THE ABSORBENTS. 


Since the abforbents act, not by capillary attrac- 
tion, but with vital energy, which is liable to. in- 
creafe and diminution ; it is evident that their ac- 
tivity may be either deficient or exceffive. But 
whatever produces either direét or indireéct debility 
leffens the aétion of the abforbents, becaufe the vital 
energy is injured equally by both,

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I. Dire debility is induced, 4. By deficiency of 


wholefome nutriment when it fails either in quan- 
tity or quality. This we obferve among people 
who live chiefly on the legumina, peas and beans, 
or on other unfermented vegetables, with dried, 
fmoked, and falted flefh, as in Holland; on cu- 
cumbers, melons, pompions, and other vapid fruits, 
as in the watered provinces of Spain; or on bread, 
water, tea, as in fome’parts of England. 28. By 
deficiency of exercife, more efpeciall y when the 
indolent and inactive fpend moft of their time in 
fleep, as already fufficiently explained. C. By fud- 
den and profufe evacuations. .D. By impure air 
with excefs of humidity, as I have remarked more 
particularly in the Afturians on the northern coatt 
of Spain. £. By fuch poifons as are direCtly feda- 
tive, among which I am inclihed to reckon bile 
and the menftrual blood retained. 

Il. Indireg debility is induced by excitement ei- 
ther violent or long continued, and therefore by 
fuch poifons as are indire¢tly fedative, that is, whofe 
firft operation is ftimulant. We have feen, by the 
experiments of the reverend Dr. Hales on vege- 
tables, that their vital energy conftantly accumu- 
Jates during the night, and is to a certain degree 
exhaufted by the f{timulus of light and heat before 
the middle of the day. And we obferve, not here 
particudarly to mention. heat, that wine, /pices, 
Jpirits, have precifely the fame effect on the 
abforbents, as may be feen in gluttons, and in 
drunkards, whofe fpleen, pancreas, and liver, are 
frequently difcovered to be fchirrous. 

The confequence of defective aétion in the ab- 
forbents muft be difeafe, fuch as obefity, indolent 
tumours, aqueous accumulation, and herpetic erup- 
tions, as will be explained when we proceed to the 
genera included in this clafs. 

Exceffive action of the abforbents produces atro- 
phy, and may arife from eupher general-excitement, 

as 
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as in acute fevers, or partial ftimulants, as we fhall 
fee in the local difeafes. The ftimult may be irri- 
tating fubftances, fuch as tears paffing conftantly 
over the cheeks; or preffure, whether: by. external 
objects, by indolent tumours, by pus, or by aneu- — 
rifms; all which caufe the lymphatics to abforb, 
not only membranes and mnfcular fibres, but the 
bones. Thus in cafe of a large aneurifm. of the 
aorta preffing againft the back- ‘bone, the artery is 
firft abforbed where it comes in contact with the 
bone, and continues to wafte till the whole is taken 
up, after which the bone itfelf is foon confumed ; 
but as the furrounding parts unite by adhefive in- 
flammation, a cavity of fome ftrength for the cir- 
culating blood is always kept entire, and no extra- 
vafation can take place, nor can the parts readily give 
way. ‘Thus alfo, when in palpitations of the heart, 
repeated preflure 1s made upon the ribs, they like- 
wife are abforbed. We muft fuppofe not only 
exceffive, but miftaken action of the abforbents, 
when from external inflammation in the eye, they 
take up both the cryftalline and the vitreous hu- 
mours, leaving only a bag of water. When this 
happens to cataracts produced by contufion, and 
therefore by inflammation, we muft attribute it, not 
to morbid action, but to the well directed efforts of 
nature to. relieve herfelf. 

It is excefive action of the abforbents, or perhaps 
rather deficient action of the exhalants, that produces 
mollities ofiun, in which the benes being deprived of 

all their calcareous earth by the abforbents, and not 
receiving a frefh fupply from the exhalant arteries, 
become “foft and pliable. 

~ One fpecies of morbid aétion in the abforbents 
is not eafily reconciled with the general laws of the 
animal economy, but the effect is too readily difco- 
yvered ; which is when they convey poifons i into the 
fyltem, fuch as the variolous, fyphilitic, cancerous, 
‘canine, and .others, Nor can we underftand for 
Gg 4 what 
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what reafon they tranflate matter from cancers and 
{crophulous tumours to diftant, and fometimes to 
more noble parts, than thofe which fuffer. This, 
however, like many fpafmodic affections, feems to 
be merely an effort of impatience, whilft the ordi- 
nary efforts appear to follow the moft calm deli- 
beration, and to be directed always by the beft in- 
tention.

OF THE GENERAL INDICATIONS OF CURE IN MOR~ 
BID ACTION OF THE ABSORBENTS. 


Tuese mult be derived from a confideration of 
the caufes which produce morbid action, whether it 
be deficient or exceflive. 

In cafes of defective action of the abforbents, the 
firft attention muft be paid to diet, which fhould be 
inild, yet generous, confifting of fuch articles as 
_ are moft eafy of digeftion, with a moderate quan- 
tity of fpice and wine. Further. to affift the di- 
geftive powers of the ftomach, and the general 
action of the abforbent fyftem, recourfe muft be 
had to air and exercife. It 1s BozrHAaveE who has 
left us this direétion. | 

Tum ut optime digeri queant, condimentis, potu vi- 
nofo, exercitio, aere, procurandum, § 1176. 

By experience, all medical practitioners have been 
convinced, that health and vigour depend upon the 
air we breathe: but no one, till Dr. CRawrorp 
wrote upon the fubjeét, was ever able to explain 
what the air contributed towards heat and life, 
They had obferved, that the blood acquires a florid | 
colour by paffing through the lungs, precifely as 
when venal blood is expofed to the open air. They 
had remarked that the blood of thofe people was 
moft florid who ufed moft exercife, and that even 


the blood of horfes after a long journey was more 
florid 


S 
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florid than when they had been. confined without 
exercife in ftables. They faw clearly that the blood 
‘of a cacheétic woman is watery and of an obf{cure 
red: but that by increafing the blood’s motion with 
frictions, “exercife,, and medicines, it recovers its 
bright colour. This change they attributed to its 
paflage through the lungs, where, according to 
GaLen and the ancients, it received fome fpirit from 
the air imparting vital energy to the arterial. blood. 
BoERHAAVE, from whofe. inftitutes I have derived 
thefe quotations, alfo .afferts that the lungs receive 
Something from the air, the nature of which he con- 
feffes himfelf unable to difcover; but, in order to 
account for the red blood of fifth, and the rednefs 
of the punétum faliens in an ege, he obferves, that 
the gills of fith fupply tke office of lungs, and that 
air penetrates the egg to fupport the life and growth 
of the included chick, § 200 ~—202. 

It is at prefent underftood, that vital energy is 
derived from the oxygen of atmofpheric air: and, 
from the obfervations | have had frequently an op- 
portunity of making on the practice of my friend 
Dr. Tuornton, I am inclined to think, that oxy. 
genated air quickens the action of the abforbents ; 
but of this medical practitioners mult judge after a 
careful examination of cafes fubmitted to their 
view. 

Baron Van SwitTEN in his comment on the 
aphorifm of his mafter Boznuaave, wherein air is 
recommended, has remarked, that prifoners ex- 
cluded from the air, and patients long confined to 
hofpitals, become cacheétic, that in fuch fituations 
it is very difficult to cure them, and that from hence 
we may underftand, why atrophy attends affections 
of the lungs, even when little is difcharged by {pit- 
ting, or loft by fenfible evacuations. § 1174, § 1176. 

Exercife increafes refpiration and promotes the 
oxygenation of the blood ; and by this it gives vi- _ 
gour to the fyftem, and excites the action of the 

abforbents. 
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abforbents. 1 have already fpoken upon this fubject 5 
but, as patients pay too little attention to this moft 
important part of regimen, I fhall enlarge upon it. 

It is the circulation of the blood which diftri- 
butes vital energy to every part, for in fyncope, 
and even in death, when it is a confequence of 
fuffocation, all the vital organs remain perfect and 
entire ; but for want of diftribution of vital energy 
by the circulation of blood, neither the heart, the 
lungs, the ftomach, nor the brain, can perform 
their office ; there is eae fecretion nor excretion ; 
and all action, both viral and voluntary, ceafes. 

In thofe cacheétic difeafes, in which the circu- 
Jation of the blood is languid, in vain will you pour 
in nutriment, unlefs at the fame time by air, by ex- 
ercife, and proper medicines, you promote the cir- 
culation, and confequently the fecretion, with the 
vital energy of the abforbents. 

Mufcular motion, by compreffing the veins, fends 
the blood with increafing vigour to the heart, which 
ftrongly ftimulates that organ; the refpiration is 
much quickened, the blood becomes highly oxy- 
genated in its paflage through the lungs, and in its 
return excites the heart to more powerful exertion, 
by which the whole arterial fyftem is diftended. 
This ftimulates the veffels to contraét with viral 
energy; the action and reaction are great; the con- 
tractions ftrong ; all is aétivity, all is vigour. 

Hence it is that if, of two brothers, one takes to 
a fedentary life, and the other is conftantly engaged 
in hunting, fhooting, fifhing, or in the cultivation of 
the earth: this, with a ruddy countenance and rigid 
. fibre, will enjoy high health, whilft the other pale, 
bloated, and relaxed, will be inceffantly confulting 
his phyfician. 

Of the different kinds of exercife, none is to be 

referred to riding, becaufe it agitates every part 
of the machine, dad moftt powerfully promotes the 
action both of the exhalants and abforbents. Sy- 

DENHAM 
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- PENHAM relates the cafe of a friend, who, by neplec&t 
of exercife, had brought himfelf-into fo deplorable » 
a condition, that he was dying of a colitquative diar- 
thoea, which no medicines could relieve. This 
man, by the advice of his fagacious phyfician, 
mounted his horfe, defied all weathell paid no at- 
tention to his diet, but rode, at firft fhort diflances, 
In proportion to his ftrength; and continuing this 
practice without interruption for many months, he 
came at laft to ride his twenty or thirty miles a day 
without fatigue, and was reftored to perfect health 
and ftrength. 

“My friend Dr. Stack was confulted by the rela. 
tions of a young nobleman then dying of atrophy, 
as it was thoucht, in Paris, to whom he recom- 
mended the Bath waters. The young nobleman 
was driven to defpair by this advice, becaufe he 
could not walk acrofs his room, and was confined 
chiefly to his bed. But the marchionefs his mo- 
ther, a lady diftincuifhed for fpiric and refoluticn, 
prevailed on him to rife, fupported him in his car- 
riage, revived him with cordials when he fainted, 
and by fhort ftages at firft, in lefs than fix weeks 
brought him to my friend at Bath in perfeét health. 

In a very ancient hiftory of Cornwall mention 
is made of M. Atwel, a clerical phyfician, who 
infallibly cured a!l difeafes; and fo great wag his 
celebrity, that patients travelled to him from every 
part of the ifland weft of London, to know what 
quantity of apples and milk, for, excepting manus 
chrifti, and fuch like cordials, that was the only 
medicine he preferibed, would be good for them. 
Few of thefe, if they came from a great diftance 
confulted him in vain; before they got home they 
were reftored to health, Carew’s Survey of Corn- 
wall, p. 60. 

SypENHAM affures us, that he has frequently 
cured both tabes and phthifis by horfe exercife and 
Jong journies, when all medicines had been given 

in 
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in vain, and this not merely in the incipient ftages, 
but when night fweats and diarrhoea, ufually the 
concluding fymptoms, had appeared. Morton ex- 
prefies, in moft energetic language, fome fentiments 
refpecting the benefits to be derived from air and 
exercife, and we may venture to affirm, that moft 
kinds of cachexy roay be cured by thefe alone, 
even without the aid of a phyfician. 

Frittions, in fome degree, anfwer the end of ex- 
ercife, by diffufing vital heat and promoting the 
circulation of the blood. ‘The benefit to be de- 
rived from hence is evident in horfes, who ~never 
enjoy high health when confined to ftables, unlefs 
they are well combed and brufhed. 

Bandages, by preflure, afift weak veffels and pro- 
mote abforption. It is for this reafon that Borr- 
HAAVE recommends compreffion in difeafes of the 
weak relaxed fibre, becaufe when either fibres or 
veffels are diftended beyond their tones, their viral 
action will be weakened till it is wholly loit. And 
Joun Hounrer has admirably ftated, that the beft 
exciting power is preflure, which, if urged beyond 
the point of eafe, fets the abforbents of the part 
to work, for the purpofe of removing either the 
fubftance prefling or the part which is _preffed. 
Thefe therefore, in fome cafes, may be ufefully ap- 

hed. | 

. In cachectic patients, attention muft be paid to 
the organs of digeftion, which are ufually deranged, 
and loaded either with indigefted fordes, corrupted 
bile, or phlegm. If the ftomach is affected, an eme- 
tic muft be given, or if the fmaller inteftines re- 
quire to be cleanfed, gentle cathartics will be re- 
quired, which in moft cafes may be followed by 
tonics and aftringents. This the incomparable 
Boerhaave has enjoined.

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“But whiltt emetics prepare the digeftive organs for 
tonics and aftringents, they in many cafes ferve ano- 
ther ufeful purpole, by promoting abforption in 
every part of the fyftem. Cuthartics have the fame 
effect, and among thefe none is more powerful 
than mercury, whether externally or internally ap- 
plied. Indeed every increafed evacuation excites 
abforption from diftant parts, but independent of 
this effect, mercury ftimulates the abforbents, and 
thereby excites their action. 

Diaphoretics and diuretics will find their place, 
when we proceed to treat of the feveral genera 
comprehended in this clafs. 

But the moft effeCtual ftimulant in all cacheCtic 
cafes, attended by diminithed excitement, ‘is /teel. 
This was the favourite remedy of Syprnuam and 
BoERHAAVE, and it has continued to maintain its 
credit in the hands of all the moft fuccefsful prac- 
titioners to the prefent day. To this Dr. Smitrn 
owed his celebrity, and, from the experience of thirty 
years, I can venture to affure the ftudent, that in 
few cachectic difeafes will it ever fail to cure. Pro- 
feffor Van SwikTEN fays, “In practice I have met 
«© with innumerable cafes in which cachexy has been 
“ cured by this remedy alone joined with grateful 
“© aromatics, after mild evacuants had cleared the firft 
“ paffages from mucus, filth, and indigefted food ;” 
and he particularly affures us, that by fteel filings 
he never failed perfeétly to cure cacheétic virgins, 
provided they confented to take air and exercife, 
and to avoid warm liquids. | ' 

Chalybeates have certainly a two-fold effe&, for, 
as the natural vehicle of oxygen, and the conftituent 
principle of red blood, they {trengthen the digeftive 
organs and they excite the abforbents. Indeed all the 
metallic oxyds, excepting the mercurial, aé in the 
fame manner, only in a fuperlative, and therefore 
in a lefs manageable degree. For this reafon iron 
has maintained its empire, and whilft we have one 

cxyd, 
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oxyd, which, when conjoined with the inhalation of 
vital air, in. thefe cafes may be regarded as in- 
fallible, we need be lefs folicitous about the rett. 

I cannot conclude this article without making 
mention of elecfricity, which, as a powerful ftimu- 
lant, has not only reduced {wellings from fprains, 
and promoted the fpeedy abforption of confiderable 
glandular and ferophulous tumours; but is known 
to attenuate fluids, and to excite flrong action in the 
animated fibre, by which, among other remarkable 
effects, it quickens vegetation, increafes perfpiration, 
and reftores the menftrual flux. 

The fymptoms and difeafes produced by excef- 
five action of the abforbents belong to other clafies, 
either to the pyREXIZE, or to the LOCALES, as we 
have feen in Section II. and therefore will not be 
confidered here: yet, from what I have already faid, 
it will not be difficult for the ftudent to compre- 
hend both their nature and their cure. 

In cafes of inverted action of the abforbents, fup- 
poling fuch cafes to exift, we muft naturally look to 
tonics, becaufe every kind of irregular motion in the 
fyftem has for its predifponent caufe morbid irrita- 
bility, attended by debility, or, as Joun Hunrer has 
beautifully expreffed himfelf, “ increafed difpofition 
to act without power to act with.”

DISTINGUISHED BY UNIVERSAL EMACIATION. 


In this order Dr. Cutren, in his nofology, fup- 
pofed two genera, atrephia and tebes, but in his 
practice he confiders them as one. Might he 
not with propriety have placed prarruqaa and 
piaBeTes here? They certainly would look beiter 
than where he left them. 


Genus 
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Genus XLII. Tabdes. 
Emaciation and Debility with Hettic. 


SECTION I 
OF NUTRITION. 


Tue articles of diet are: 1. Animal fubftances ; 
2. Vegetables; 3. Wine with fermented liquors ; 
4. Water. Let us confider thefe in order, and exa- 
mine chemically of what nutritive ingredients they 
are compofed. 


1. Animal fubjtances contain, 


a, Hydrogen, which, when combined with the 
matter of heat, is inflammable gas; with oxy- 
een is water ; and with azot conftitutes am- 
monia. 


6. Carbon, which, with oxygen and the’ matter of 


heat, 1s carbonic acid gas, commonly called 
fixed air. | 


¢. Azot, which, with oxygen in the proportion of 
two of the former to one of the latter, is af- 
mofpberic air; bat when the proportion of 
oxygen is increafed, this combination by 
chemical union makes the #itrous and the ni- 
tric acids. 


d. Sulpbur, which, when combined with oxygen 
in the proportion of 72 to 28, 1s /ulpburic 
acid, or if united with hydrogen and the 
matter of heat, is hepatic gas, that is /ulpbu- 
rated hydrogen. 


¢. Phofphorus, of which, when 28% is united by 
combuftion with 71% of oxygen, 100 of 
phofphoric acid is produced, whilft the whole 

of their light and heat are difengaged, for in 

this operation there is no fmoke, no vapour, 

to leflen the fenfible quantity of either. With 
hydrogen 
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hydrogen it takes fire fpontaneoufly in air, 
but much better in oxygen gas. 


f. Iron; conftituting the red particles of blood. 


The bones contain, with animal gluten, and phof- 
phoric acid, a confiderable portion of calcareous earth. 


2. Vegetables contain chiefly hydrogen and car- 
bon, with a quantity of oxygen in a triple combi- 
nation, which,continues till caloric, that is, the mat- 
ter of heat, difturbs the balance of affinities: but 
with the heat of boiling water, the oxygen and part 
_ of the hydrogen become water, the reft of the hy- 
drogen with part of the carbon becomes effential 
oil, and what remains at the bottom of..the {till is 
carbon. With a greater degree of heat different 
combinations are formed, for neither oil nor water 

re produced. 

Some vegetable fubftances abound with o7/, others 
with /ugar, all contain falts, magnefia, calcareous 
earth and iron, with a fmall portion of azot. 

Oil contains nearly 79 of carbon to 21 of hy- 
drogen. 

Sugar has, in 100 parts, 28 of carbon, 8 of hy- 
drogen, and 64 of oxygen. Pye 

Fruits, unripe, contajn a greater proportion of 
oxygen; but being expofed to the fun, they part 
with a portion of their oxygen, and when ripe re- 
tain very little. 

3. Wine contains hydrogen and carbon in diffe- 
rent proporticns according to its {trength or weak- 
nefs. In fermentation it takes oxygen from the at- 
mofpheric air and becomes vinegar; but by diftil- 
lation it yields alcohol or pure {pirit, which con- 
tains about one-fifth of hydrogen for 16 ounces of 
alcohol by combuftion, uniting with oxygen from 
_ the atmofpheric air, produces 18 ounces of water. 

4. Water, as we have jutt obferved, is not a 
fimple element, but a compound of hydrogen 15 
to 85 of oxygen. |

quin being premifed, I proceed to ftate, that ali- 
_ments, whether taken from the animal or vegetable 
kingdoms, are nutritive in proportion to the com- 
buftible matter they contain. Hence it is, that of 
all the articles of diet, the fat of animals and ve- 
eetables, abounding either with oleaginous or fac- 
charine matter, for nourifhment, command the pre- 
ference. . 

I have frequently had occafion to obferve in the 
South of France, and in fome parts of Spain, that 
during the vintage children grow plump, and it is 
well known that negroes in the fugar iflands fatten 
quickly on the cane juice. Dates have nearly the 
fame effect, and in Greece the peafants thrive re- 
markably on figs, which, as we are informed, was 
anciently the food of wreftlers. In many parts of 
England, the farmers formerly grew fat with ale, 
which, being extracted from malt, confequently 
contains, like all the preceding articles, much 
fugar. 

It is now underftood, that poulterers fupply their 
fatting coops, not merely with barley and oats as 
formerly, but with hempfeed, which contains oil 
in great abundance, and with a confiderable quan- | 
tity of fuet. 

All the fubftances above enumerated being pro- 
perly blended give vigour to the fyftem; but there 
is fcarcely any combuftible, but what contributes 
_ to the fupport of life. Some tribes have lived 
wholly upon fifh, others upon flefh; whilft nume- 
rous hordes have been confined to milk and vege- 
tables. I knew one gentleman at Edinburgh, a 
medical ftudent, who for a confiderable time fup- 
ported life by fugar ; another who fupplied the viral 
flame for many days with opium; and it is well : 
known that veteran fots take fearcely any other 
food but gin or brandy. All nations cevet the fub- - 
ftances which are moft inflammable. In temperate 
and humid climates, where paftures abound with 

Hh herbage, 
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herbage, butter is a part of the daily aliment ; but 
in fultry and frozen regions oil muft fupply its 
place. In the latter, for this purpofe, they catch 
fome forts of fifth; in the former they cultivate the 
Olive. ' 

It is not, however, in thefe articles alone that 
combuftible matter conftitutes a part of diet; for 
ardent fpirit, either.pure or difguifed under a va- 
“riety of forms, is the daily. beverage of all who 
can procure it. Phe fugar-cane, the maple, wheat, 
barley, oats, and rice, fupply it to nations who never 
cultivate: the vine; and even the wandering hordes 
of Tartars have contrived to extract it from their 
koumifs, the toilfome produce of mares’ milk. It 
has been fuppofed, that water itfelf is decompofed 
by the organized fibre to furnifh oxygen for the 
purpofe of irritability and life. It is certainly de- 
compofed by plants, from the leaves of which the 
oxygen, united to the folar ray, or at leaft by the 
folar ray combined with caloric, flies off in the form 
of vital air, whilft the hydrogen remains. ©The 
fame may be faid of fifh, for Ronpever, in his 
work de. pi/civum nutritione, cites a great number of 
examples of marine animals, which, by the very 
conflitution oftheir organs, can derive nourifhment 
from no other fource but water; and he particu- 
larly mentions his having kept a fifh three years in 
a veffel of pure water without other nourifhment, 
and that during this time it continued to increafe in 
fize till it had completely filled the veffel. Every 
one knows, that frogs and toads have been difco- 
vered in rocks and trees, where they could have no- 
thing to fupport them but pure. water, and that 
gold-fifh thrive by that alone. Hence it feems to 
be evident, that fome animals, like plants, decom- 
pofe water to form new combinations; but. that 
water, as fuch, and not merely: as.a folvent or ve- 
-hicle, contributes generally to animal nutrition, -has 
not yet been fatisfactorily proved. 


{ . I have 
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I have endeavoured in my firft volume to explain 
the procefs of digeftion. 

From the ftomach the aliment pafles to the fmall 
inteftines, where, as in the ftomach, numerous lac- 
teals abforb that part, which has been previoufly 
digefted, and convert itinto chyle. This they con- 
vey through the thoracic duét into the fyftem to aug- 
ment the common mafs of circulating fluids, 

During the courfe of circulation, the chemical 
operations are continued, and new combinations in- 
ceffantly take places. Of thefe one of the moft re- 
markable is that in which the lungs affift by the 
plentiful fupply of oxygen, as the univerfal pabulum 
of life and flame, whilft they emit the fuperabun- 
dant carbon and hydrogen, which, united with ca- 
loric and oxygen, efcape in the form of air and wa- 
ter. Thus the ftomach is conftantly providing the 
inflammable principle, whilft the lungs inceflantly 
contribute what is wanting to feed the vital flame. 
We may therefore be permitted to remark, that no 
images could have been more agreeable to nature, 
than thofe adopted by the ancients, when they com- 
pared life to the burning of a lamp, and reprefented 
death by the inverted torch. 

Thus far I have taken notice only of the hydro- 
gen; but now the other component parts of ani- 
mal fubftance call for our attention. 

Carson feems to be the bond of union to con- 
nect the feveral principles which conftitute the ani- 
mated fabric. When cauftic alkali or quick lime de- 
prives animal fubftances of their carbon, this union 
is diffolved.- In carbonic acid air flefh remains un- 
changed, but in oxygen gas it putrefies quickly, the 
balance of affinities is difturbed, and new combi- 
nations take place; the oxygen difappears, and with 
it water and carbonic acid gas are formed.- It isa 
well-known expefiment, that hanging frefn meat 
in a fig-tree expotfed to the fun and ; air makes it 
quickly tender: and: fincé the experiments of Dr. 
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Incennouz, we can underftand this procefs, for 
the green leaves yield their oxygen: to the folar 
beams: but if hung over fermenting beer, it con- 
tinues tough. 

By the late very valuable publication of Dr. Bep- 
DOES On factitious air, tt may be feen, that poultices 
in the act of fermentation ftop the progrefs of mor- 
tification, that is, whilit they emit carbon, for char- 
coal in powder has the fame effect. It appears hke- 
wife, that oak bark, which contains carbon in the 
_ greateft abundance, has the fame benign effect on 
fcrophulous ulcers, reftoring tone and tenfion to the 
relaxed vefiels, and difpofing them to heal: 

If I am not much miftaken, it is for the pur- 
pofe of obtaining a ereater quantity of carbon than 
the {tomach can derive from animal fubftances alone, 
that nature calls aloud for vegetables, as I fhall 
more particularly notice w hen I proceed to treat 
of fcurvy. And Iam not only inclined, with many 
eminent profeffors, to attribute much to carbonic 
acid gas, whether combined in mineral waters or de- 
edahiadk and ina ftate of fermentation, when given 
internally in cafes of debility with a relaxed condi: 
tion of the folids and diffolved ftate of the blood, 
as in typhus; but_to this alfo 1 would afcribe the 
fuperior efficacy of the peruvian and other barks, 
becaufe they abound with carbon. 1 muft here ob- 
ferve, that both hydrogen and carbon, although de- 
leterious in the extreme when applied direétly to 
the lungs, are moft grateful to the ftomach, and 
contribute both to life and health. 

Azor feems to be derived from atmofpheric air, 
but whether it be fo, or whether it was originally of 
animal production, it is not eafy to determine. All 
animal fubftances, by putrefzétive fermentation, 
produce it in abundance, and either in this way, or 
by diftillation, it unites with hydrogen to form 
ammonia, which may be procured either from 
urine or from blood ; but it is ufually obtained from 
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the ae and hoofs of quadrupeds, It is the azot 
which promotes the putrefactive procefs, for flefh: 
being confined in azotic gas, quickly turns black, 
and is corrupted fooner than in any other air. It 
is a perfect conductor of electricity ; but what pur- 
pole it anfwers in the animal economy has not been 
yet difcovered. 

SutpHur is faid to be a component part of 
animal fubftance, but in what proportion, or for 
what end, has never been afcertained ; neither has 
it been demonftrated: from whence we. are to de- 
rive its origin. We find it faturated with oxygen, 
and combined with vegetable alkali, in plants, par- 
ticularly in the tamarifk (tamarix); and M. 
- Beyzux has communicated feveral procefies, by 
which it may be obtained pure uncombined with 
oxygen, and cryftallized, from the roots of plants. 
We obtain it from pyrites and from alum, but then 
it muft be obferved, that neither alum nor pyrites 
are difcovered either in granite, or in the clay 
that is derived from granite, for thefe fubftances are 
found only, as far as my obfervations go, in that 
fpecies of clay which feems to have been produced: 
by the diffolution of organized bodies, the clay which 
accompanies calcareous earth and chalk. And al- 
though the latter contains fome maffes of pyrites ; 
yet we have no reafon to confider this as an objec- 
tion, for pyrites itfelf is produced from vegetables, 
and therefore it confirms my conjecture, that ful- 
phur is originally derived from organized bodies. 
When I was laft in Paris, M. Sace gave me fome 
beautiful octaedral cryitals of fulphur, found by him 
near the gate St. Antoine, in the common recep- 
tacle of human ordure, and which he conceived to 
be derived from the vitriolic acid of the gypium 
with which it was blended, for this was partly de- 
compofed, and therefore fermented with vitriolic 
acid, His opinion feems to me well founded; but 
fi i this fulphur appears to have been derived ‘from 
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animals, becaufe the calcareous bafis of the gyp- 
fum claims that origin, and in a ftate of chalk moft 
probably contained pyrites, or perhaps fulphur, 
and in either cafe with oxygen it would furnifh 
vitriolic acid for the gypfum. The procefs by 
which this fulphur was produced may be readily 
underftood, by confidering what paffes in a fome- 
what fimilar operation, for if either aluminous fchift 
or gypfum with charcoal] are fubjected to a red 
heat, carbonic acid efcapes in the form of gas, and 
fulphur remains with clay or lime, according as 
either of thefe was employed in the ftate of com- 
bination with the vitriolic acid. 

That fulphur may be taken into the fyftem, and 
pafs both by perfpiration and by urine, is moft no- 
torious ; but even when no fulphur has been taken, 
hepatic gas is. frequently difcharged, and therefore 
feems to have been generated in the body. 

PuospHorus is decidedly an animal production, 
but all the purpofes it anfwers in the animal ceco- 
nomy will not be eafily determined. We know that 
it combines with calcareous earth to give folidity 
and firmnefs to the bones, and that it 1s difcharged 
in great abundance in the urine; but how it is ge- 
nerated, in what way it contributes to general health, 
or in what proportion, according to the feveral ac- 
tions or morbid affections of the fyftem, it is fe- 
creted by the kidnies, does not appear, nor have 
practitioners the power either to increafe or to di- 
minifh the quantity produced. 

Iron is contained in blood, in which it is the na- 
tural vehicle of oxygen, and being oxy genated gives 

the florid colour. 

This metal appears to me to have derived its 
origin from animals and vegetables. At leaft we 
may remark, that it is univerfally found in vege- 
tables and in the red-blooded animals. It is a:con- 
ftituent part of limeftoue, often in great. propor- 
tion, more efpecially in fpathous iron ore, and it 
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abounds in the clays which attend the fecondary 
mountains, both which. circumftances have been 
produced by the diffolution of organized bodies. 
{ron ore contains nearly onc. fourth manganefe, but 
then manganefe likewile is found in all vegetable 
afhes. | 

This wonderful metal, according to its degree 
of oxygenation, affumes all the colours of the rain- 
bow, as may be eafily feen by putting a bright po- 
ker in the fire, and with different acids it appears 
either red, yellow, blue, or the intermediate colours; 
but with vegetable aftringents it is black. 

Iron is found not only in the red globules of 
the blood, but in the bile; and here it may be re- 
marked not only that the ftrongeft animals have 

noft red globules, but that their vigour bears pro- 
portion to the red globules. This obfervation 
agrees with what has been faid of oxygen, as con~ 
tributing to vital energy; becaufe iron is a proper 
vehicle of that i invigorating principle. None of the 
perfect metals fo ~ powerfully attracts it, for the 
flichteft deeree of humidity calcines it quickly. The 
ufe of iron in the fyftem will appear from hence, 
that when given for thirty or forty days to a pale, 
bloated, languid, chlorotic virgin, who, with cold~ 
nefs of the extremities, low fpirits, lofs of appetite, 
feeble pulfe, palpitation, and other fymptoms of de- 
bility, is fearcely able to walk ; the vital heat in- 
creafes and is univerfally diffufed, her pulfe acquires 
ftrength, the pale and fallow countenance is painted 
hike the rofe, her appetite returns, henfpirits rife, 
and by accefs to vital air, with proper exercife, fhe 
perfectly, recovers her activity and health, 

SizeP, if not too long protracted, contributes 
to nutrition, for it feems to be in this quiefcent 
{tate, when every mufcular fibre is relaxed, that the 
folids are repaired, the fat is depofited in its proper 
cells, the digeftive procefs is promoted, the ani- 
mal {pirits are renewed, and the vital energy, ex~> 
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pended and exhaufted during the day, is again ac- 
cumulated during the repofe, the darknefs, and the 
filence of the night. 


SECTION .¥, 
OF THE OCCASIONAL CAUSES OF EMACIATION AND 
DEBILITY. 


Emaciation and debility are occafioned by a va- 
a of caufes. 


. By deficiency of food, which may refpect either 
Mama y or quality: for fhould even the quantity be 
as much as the ftomach can digeft, yet if the ali- 
ment does not fufficiently abound with hydrogen 
and azot, as well as with carbon, the confequence 
will be a lofs of ftrength and fleth. If the vege- 

table man, eating herbs, and drinking only water, © 
were compelled to work, like one who eats heartily 
of flefh, and drinks fermented liquors, he would be 
foon emaciated, and die perfectly exhaufted. What 
a miferable figure would a Gentoo from India make 
amone our fire-men, fugar-bakers;~coal-heavers, or 
common London porters! His flefh, fuch as it is, 


_ fcarcely hangs upon his bones, and is little fuited to 


{ 


powerful exertions ; whilft their tenfe and turgid 
mufcles are employed in unremitted labour, and 
fearcely know what it 1s to fee] fatigue. 


2. By indigeftion, when the food is either rejected 
by the fiomach, or not well concocted there. To 
underftand this, the ftudent may confult what has | 
been faid of digeftion and dyfpepfia under the ge- 
néra 1 and 39. 


3. By vifcid mucus lining the ftomach and {mall 
inteftines, as in bypochondriafis and tuffis flomachalis. 
This prevents the entrance of the digefted aliment 
into the lacteals, and at the fame time both impedes 
and cemnayes digeftion. 


4, By 
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4. By peifons, which either deftroy, as cauftics, 
the very texture of the abforbents, or produce in 
them, by violence of ftimulus, ‘either palfy or fpaf- 
modic action ; and in either cafe prevent nutrition. 


5. By frophulous mefenteric glands \ intercepting the 
_chyle in its paffage through the jacteals to the tho- 
racic duct. This however is not the only way in 
which they produce emaciation, for they are cer- 
tainly more than channels to convey the chyle, and 
therefore, when they are themfelves difeafed, they 
cannot perform their proper office of concoétion. — 


6. By profuse evacuations, whether by diarrhoea, 
by diabetes, by ulcers, by hemorrhage, by leucorrhea, 
by the cutaneous pores in per {piration, by the femi- 
nal vefiels, by the breafts in nurfes, or by the fali- 
vary glands. In all. animals the adipofe membrane 
is a refervoir from which the vital lamp is occa- 
fionally fupplied with oil, either for long journies, 
fickneis, cr protracted fleep.. Hence it is, ® that birds 
of pafface on their firft arrival, men recovering from 
fever, and the various tribes at animals who remain 
torpid in the winter, having confumed their ftore, 
are remarkable for want of fat. 


7. By old age. This feems to arife chiefly from the 
obliteration of veffels as we advance in years; but 
it may depend likewife on other caufes. For from 
the weakened energy of the heart venous plethora 
fucceeds, and the blood moves flowly 1 in the veffels, 
Hence it derives lefs oxygen from the atmofphere, 
for it is aftonifhing to obferve what a quantity of 
air children vitiate and confume when compared 
with old age. 

As the force of the heart diminithes, the fluids 
are protruded lefs forcibly into the minuter veflels, 
and as the quantity of oxygen decreafes in the fyf- 
tem the vital energy is leflened continually till it is 
wholly loft. 

But whether it be, that the aged fibre lofes its at- 
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traction for the principle of irritability ; or whether 
vt be, that it pertinacioufly retains it, certain it is 
that with increafing years the irritability of the 
moving fibre, and the activity of the vafcular fyftem’ 
as well as the fenfibility of the nerves, are gradu- 
ally and conftantly diminifhing from infancy to old 
age. Hence it is, thar tenfion and tone, as we ad- 
' vance towards the decline of life, are fo much im- 
paired, that emaciation and debility become the 
never-failing attendants on decrepitude. 

Thefe are the circumftances which diftinguith the 
feveral fpecies of this genus. é 


SoBe T LON TIT 
OF HECTIC. 


THe hectic pyrexia has remiffions and exacer- 
bations twice a day, with evening chills clearly 
marked, followed by morning fweats. In this af- 
fection the appetite is various, thirft moderate, heat 
and drynefs of the fkin prevail, the tongue is clean, 
and increafes conftantly in rednefs; the urine is 
high coloured, and lets fall a branlike fediment; 
pulfe hard, weak, and frequent, more efpecially after 
eating towards the evening ; the countenance is pale, 
but has a circumfcribed red fpot on one or both 
the cheeks, more efpecially during the exacerba- 
tion; the eyes have a’ pearly whitenefs ; coftive- 
nefs at firft prevails, but towards the clofe a diar- 
rheea fupervenes ; emaciation and debility increafe 
continually, the legs become cedematofe, and deli- 
rium clofes the icene. 

It may thus be readily diftingzuifhed from beth 
iynocha and typhus. The fyftem chiefly affected 
is, in fynocha, the arterial with ftrong vafcular ex- 
eitement; in typhus, the wervous fyftem with con- 
fiderable increate both of fenfibility and irritability ; 
in hectic, the adforbent fyftem without either {trong 

vafculay

vatcular excitement, remarkable increafe of fenfibi-_ 
lity, or any tendency to fpafm. 

This affection attends morbid emaciation like its 
fhadow. It is likewife the common fymptom of 
droply, of chlorofis, of rachitis, of worms and poi- 
fons eroding the inteftines.: It attends cancerous, 
{crophulous, and fyphilitic ulcers, arifing however 
not from abforption of either pus or matter, as JOHN 
Hunter has demonttrated, becaufe till the ftimu- 
lus for reftoring a part is given, that is, till the ab- 
{cefs is opened and proper inflammation follows, 
hectic does not take place, nor even then if the 
parts are well difpofed to heal. But when nature 
is harafled by ineffectual efforts to relieve herfelf 
from’ fome incurable difeafe, whether produced by 
the fcrophulous, cancerous, or by the fyphilitic vi- 
rus; then hectic commences, always more fpeedily 
in proportion as the part affected is important to 
the purpofes of life ;. and no fooner is the irritating 
caufe removed, as in the extirpation of the can- 
-cerous breaft, or the feparation of a f{crophulous 
joint, than hectic ceafes. 

SauvaGE, who, like moft nofologifts,. feems to 
have been perplexed where to arrange his hedtic, 
has made it a genus under fedres, and has included 
in it thirteen fpecies, all which, coinciding with 
the correfpondent fpecies of his atrophy and tabes, 
need not to be particularly mentioned.

Dr. Curren, in his nofology, following Sav- 
vaGcez, has confidered atrophia and tabes as. two 
diftinét difeafes, but he has not adopted all his fpe- 
cies, for Sauvage enumerated no lefs than fixteen 
of the former, which Cullen reduced to four, and 
feventeen of the latter, which Cullen, in his nofo- 
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logy reduced to three; but in his Firft Lines, drop- 
ping atrephia cacochymica, in its place he fubftiruted 
his own tabes-/crophulofa. 

This he was the more inclined to do, becaufe 
he felt, and indeed acknowledged, the impropriety 
of feparating atrophy from tabes, fince the former 
may fairly be confidered merely as a fymptom of 
the latter. | : 

From what has been delivered on the occafional 
caules of emaciation, debility, and heétic, it will ap- 
pear, that ¢abes may claim feven fpecies. 


1. Tabes famelicorum, arifing from deficiency of 
food, as in the cafe of infants fent out.to nurfe, 
when perhaps three children hang upon the breaft, 
which was defigned for one. 


a. Tabes dy/peptica, arifing from indigeftion, when 
from morbid irritability the food is inftantly rejeéted 
by the ftomach, or from any caufe is badly con- 
cocted there. | 


3. Tabes hypochondriaca. In this fpecies the nu- 
triment is intercepted by vifcid mucus in the firft 
pafflages, as happens frequently to rickety children, 
to wormy patients, and to drunkards, in whom the 
mucous glands are much relaxed. With regard to 
wormy patients, no one doubts the exiftence of 
phlegm in the inteftines giving harbour to thofe 
vermin. Of rickets I fhall fpeak hereafter; and 
with refpect to the hectic atrophy of his bibulous 
heroes, HofrMann has moft judicioufly remarked, 
Sape hecticum boc malum in principte a fola atonta pen~

4. Tabes venenata. This correfponds with the 
beélica fiomachica et inteftinalis of Hoffmann, which 
he attributes to acrid bile, violent cathartics, and 
corrofive fubftances. 

g. Tabes fropbulofa. This fpecies comprehends 
all cafes im which difeafed glands occafion atrophy.

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~ Jt takes in therefore the tabes glandularis, tabes me+ 
fenterica, atrophia infantilis, with the atropbia rachi- 
fica of Sauvage, and the tabes, to which inebriates 
are fubje€t from fchirrous glands, whether of the 
liver, fpleen, pancreas, or mefentery, and from tu- 
bercles feated in the lungs. 


6. Tabes inanitorum occafioned by profufe evacu- 
ations. This includes the atrophia a fanguifluxu ; 
atropbia a@ leucorrbea ; atropbia ab alvi fluxu; atro- 
phia a ptyalifino, tabes ulcerofa, tabes fudatoria, tabes 
nutricum, et tabes dorfalis of Sauvage, of which the 
laft is perhaps the moft deplorable of all difeafes. 
I have met with two cafes of it, and hope I fhall 
never be witne{s to a third. It is the fcourge of un- 
reftrained iibidinous defire, and renders itfe a moft 
intolerable burthen. The wretched victim to his 
own imprudence is tormented from head to foot 
with pain, burnt up with hectic, wafted to a fkele- 
ton, and racked in every joint with fpafms. His 
limbs tremble; he has a loathing for his food; his 
fight gradually fails him, and he becomes at laft 

-guite blind. He is confcious that he brings all 
this evil on himfelf; yet his defires increafe, and he 
feels that he has not power to reftrain them. The 
night brings him no relief: he fleeps, but his de- 
fires are awake ; he dreams of happinefs, but he 
awakes to mifery; and it is in death only that he 
can hope for reft; yet fuch is the gloom which 
hangs heavy on his mind, that he is haunted incef- 
fantly with terrors, and is afraid to die. — 


7. Tabes fenilis. This muft not be confounded 
with the atrophia fenilis of Sauvage, becaufe thar 
has merely emaciation and debility, but is free from 
hectic. The difeafe in queftion is the marajfinus 
enum of Hoffmann, and is defcribed by him as a 
common and fatal beic of old age. The body 
“waftes, appetite decays, the ftrength is gradually 
‘confumed ; all the bones are vifible through the 
parched and rigid fkin; the vital heat forfakes the 
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circumference of the body, and is colle&ed in the 
centre; the pulfe is hard and frequent, refpiration 
Jabours, the voice is hoarfe, the tongue is dry, fleep 
is deficient in quantity and not refrefhing, coftive- 
nefs prevails, and at the end of fix months the pa- 
tient dies. . 3 


SF Oi BD TO Bh oe ee 
OF THE INDICATIONS OF CURE IN TABES. 


Turse will vary according to the fpecies, yee 
in general we may obferve with Dr. Cutten, that 
when tabes 1s purely fymptomatic, the.cure muft 
be that of the primary difeafe; but when it is idio- 
pathic, it will in fome cafes be fufficient to remove 

the remote caufes, which, after what has been deli- 
vered, can fcarcely efcape our notice. 

It is obvious that in ¢abes famelicorum attention 
muft be paid to the nutriment, yet with this cau- 
tion, that in point of quantity and quality united 
it muft not be rapidly changed from bad to better. 
The reafon for this caution has been fufficiently ex- 
plained at the commencement of this work. The 
change therefore muft be gradual, and the moft 
nutritive aliment muft have the preference, becaufe 
the load will be the lefs on the weakened organs of 
digeftion. : 

‘ Of tabes dy/peptica, tabes hypochondriaca, and tabes 
feropbulofa, 1 seed only fay, that what has been de- 
livered, either in this work or by the beft medical 
authors on thefe difeafes, muft be confulted. , 

In tabes venenata the. directions of . Profeffor 
Horrmann are excellent. Avoid, fays he, every 
thing acid, faline, and ftimulant, with fuch articles 
of diet as readily ferment. ‘Take the food that is 
moft eafy of digeftion; and for medicine be con- 
tented with demulcents, the milder tonics, and the 
moft gentle of the vegetable aftringents. There 
may be a decoction either of faffafras and cafca- 
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filla, or of chamomile flowers and the fummits of 
‘milfoil in milk: good broth with althza root and 
rice; and eum tragacanth diffolved in mint water. 
Clyfters, if required, may be made of milk with 
yolk of egs, turpentine, honey, and fyrup of althza ; 
and in cafe of {pafmodic pain in the bowels he re- 
commends his antifpafmodic pills, compofed of the 
extracts of chamomile, milfoil, and faffron, with 
caftor and oil of nutmegs. | 

Tabes inanitorum requires particular attention to 
prevent the profufe evacuation, whatever it may be, 
whether by hemorrhage, diarrhea, diabetes, menor- 
rhagia alba, or feminal; in all which cafes the 
primary difeafe muft be confulted. | 

In cafes of immoderate falivation, brought on 
by mercury, the ingenious Dr. Garwer of Harro- 
gate gives kali Julphuratum, which never fails to 
abate ‘the evacuation in 24, or at moft in 48 hours, 
For this effect he very judicioufly accounts by fup- 
poling, that on the decempofition of water, in which 
the medicine is given, by the kal fulphuratum, 
fulphurated hydrogen gas is produced and conveyed 
into the blood, where the hydrogen unites with the 
oxygen of the acid menftruum of the mercury, and 
forms water 3 ; whilft the fulphur converts the mer- 
cury into an ethiops, which ts very inert. 

Should a nurfe prove unequal to the drain of 
milk made by her tender charge, no medicine will 
relieve her from the diftreffing fymptoms, till fhe 
has weaned the infant. How many, from a fond’ 
and foolifh affection, have given fuck to a lufty 
child for months after it has been upon its legs ! 
And how many, from the preflure of diftrefs and 
poverty, have undertaken to rear two fucklings, 
when from poverty they have not. had milk enough 
for one! In this cafe’ nothing effectual can be 
done till fhe has removed the occafiona! caufe of the 
difeafe. ‘Che fame may be faid of any other drain 
which nature is unable to fupport. | 

. | T abes 
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Tabes fenilis, were it confidered merely as the 
confequence of increafing years or of decrepitude, 
would call for patience and refignation, not for me- 
dicines. But this is not the light in which it mutt 
be viewed. As a difeafe, it requires medical af- 
fiftance, and Hoffmann, to whom we are indebted 
for an accurate enumeration of its fyrmptoms, has 
given us directions for its cure. For this purpofe 
he recommends temperance, exercife, and diluents, 
with afs’s milk and gentle laxatives. 

In every f{pecies of tabes, attention muft be paid 
to the alimentary canal, and if the firft pafiages are 
loaded, they muft be cleared by emetics, after which, 
generally fpeaking, myrrh and fteel may be exhi- 
bited in the manner practifed by Dr. GrirFiTH in 
hectic, and as mentioned in hyfterta. 


Or, 


From three to ten grains of fteel filings may be 
given three times a day, in conferve of rofes, with 
a few grains of aromatic powder. 

Or, 

R G. Myrrh, dr. 1. Tine. Cort. Peruv. unc. 1. Solve 
terendo et adde Aq.unc. 8. Sal. Martis, fer. 1. Salis 
Nitri, fer. 12. Syr. Balf, dr. 6. M.c.c. unc. 2. bis 
die. 

That is, 


Take myrrh one dram; tinéture of the bark an ounce; 
grind it in a mortar, and add eight ounces of water ; 
falt of fteel a fcruple; nitre half a dram ; balfamic fyrup 
fix drams. Mix and take two ounces twice a day, 


The various preparations of milk, mentioned in 
the beginning of my work, are excellent, and may 
in fome meafure prove a fubftitute for koxmi/s, the 
celebrated invention of the Tartars. 

To make koumi/s, they put new mare’s milk in a 
wooden vefiel, with one fixth of water, and one 
eighth of four cow’s milk. ‘This they cover with a. 
thick cloth and keep it moderately warm for 24 

, hours; 
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hours; then with a churn-ftaff they beat it till the 
whole is intimately blended. At.the end of 24 
hours more they pour it into a narrow vefiel,. and 
churn it till it is perfectly and uniformly mixed. In

OBESITY. 


From what has been delivered on nutrition and 

emaciation, under the preceding genus, the nature 
‘and the cure of obefity may be clearly underftood. 
It has been univerfally obferved, that people who 
eat heartily of animal food, and drink freely, more 
~ efpecially of ftrong beer, who take little exercife, 
and by fleep give long refpites to the fatigue of 
thought, ufually accumulate a great quantity of 
fat; and upon thefe principles poultry, pigs, and 
oxen are fatted for the market.. 
_ For the cure of this difeafe no medicines mutft 
be had recourfe to, hecaufe no remedy is to be 
expected but from temperance, a vegetable diet, 
pure air, exercife, and early nfing. A young gen- 
tleman having applied to Borrnaave for his ad- 
vice, when oppreffed by corpulency, was ordered 
to keep his eyes always open, and his mouth always 
fhut. 

It has been common for young people, when 
apprehenfive of being corpulent, to drink vinegar. — 
By this practice they have indeed obtained their 
end ; but they have deftroyed their health. At this 
effect we cannot be furprifed, becaufe they invert 
the order of nature, by making the ftomach fupply 
that oxygen which fhould have been tranfimitted by 
the lungs. The more rational practice, moft un- 
doubtedly, is to limit the quantity of hydrogen re- 
ceived into the ftomach, and to increafe the quantity 
of oxygen refpired, that is, with little nutriment 
to take much exercife, and that in the pureft air. 
It is by fuch means that the Newmarket jockies 
reduce themfelves to a ftandard weight, and by fuch 
means montters for bulk have, with perfect fafety, 
brought themfelves to a reafonable fize. 

The fubject of obefity has been ingenioufly treated

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on by Dr. Beppoes ; and my friend Dr. THornTon 
has obferved, that when fat people inhale /uper- 
oxygenated air, they eat lefs; grow thinner, and yet 
find no deficiency of ftrength.

It is caufed by air in the cellular texture, which 
communicating over the body, by its expanfion 
_ renders the fkin tenfe and elaftic, as may be feen 
when butchers introduce it to make their meat look 
plump. 

When the weight of the atmofphere is taken off 
from animals, as in the exhaufted receiver, this ef- 
fe&t is fpeedily produced; but no fooner is the 
equilibrium reftored between the external and in- 
ternal preffre, than the animal returns to his ac 
cuftomed 1ize.

catamenia, and of the hemorrhoidal flux. 

It may likewife be induced .by poifons, when 
they occafion flatulence and fpafmodic conftriction 
in the bowels, 

From what has been faid, we cannot’ be at a 
lofs for the proximate caufe of this difeafe. There 
is evidently a preternatural diftenfion of the intef- 
tines by air, producing lofs of tone in the mufcular 
fibres of the part diftended, and, from what has 
been fuggefted on the procefs of digeftion, it muft 
appear, that the extrication of this air, or gas, 1n 
the ftomach or the bowels, is to be attributed to 
fome defect either in quantity or quality of the fe- 
veral fluids, the faliva, pancreatic juice, and bile, 
which are mixed with our aliment to affift in the 
reduction of it into chyle, and to reftrain the pro- 
grefs of fermentation in the feces, whilft they are 
- paffing the inteftines, But this alone cannot be the 
proximate caufe of tympanites; for with this muft 
be united fpafmodic ftri€ture in fome part of the 
inteftines, which prevents the efcape of wind, and 
this fpafmodic ftri€ture muft be occafioned by fome 
irritation in the fyftem. 

This view of the proximate caufe is confirmed 
by anatomical obfervations, particularly by thofe of 
PiaTeRus, Litrre, and De Harn. Thefe cele- 
brated phyfiologifts difcovered the colon diftended 
to the fize of a man’s thigh, and the ftomach with 
{mall inteftines three times their ufual bulk. Thefe 
diftenfions were obferved in different parts of the 

| alimentary 
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alimentary canal, fometimes in the ftomach, at other 
times in portions either of the large or of the {mall 
inteftines forming conftricted cells, and fometimes 
in all of them together. With air, they difcovered 
likewife an amazing quantity of hardened faeces. We 
cannot therefore entertain a doubt as to the nature of 
this difeafe. Hetsrer, in his extenfive practice dur- | 
ing the fpace of fix and forty years, never found air 
as the caufe of tympanites in the cavity of the ab- 
domen, till Ruyscn fhewed him one cafe in which 
that caufe was evident. 

From this view of the difeafe in queftion, fup- 
pofing it to be juft, there can be no doubt that Dr. 
Cullen fhould have claffedsit, among the neurofes 
with fpafmodic affection: but it appears to have 
been attracted here by dropfy, with which it is fre~ 
quently combined. 

Agreeable to this idea of the proximate cate, 
the indications of cure mutt be, 


. To relieve the fpafm. 
2. To reftore the tone of the inteftines. 


Thefe intentions may be anfwered by opiates, 
bitters, bark, and fteel, with aromatics: but as ‘in 
fome cafes, either worms, acrid bile, or vifcid mucus, 
which is the materia verminofa of SauvaGE, may 
contribute to the fupport of the difeafe ; thefe muft 
be evacuated, and the beft medicines for this pur- 
pofe are, calomel, rhubarb, fenna, fquills, foluble 
tartar, and the foffil alkali, which laft may be made 
into pills with foap. Carminative clyfters muft be 
frequently injected. For BorRHAAVE very judi- 
cioufly remarks, if the bowels are cleanfed before 
they have loft their tone by exceffive diftenfion, the 
difeafe is cured.

OF THE CAUSES REMOTE AND PROXIMATE OF 
DROPSY. 


A preternatural collection of ferous fluid, whe- 
ther in the cellular membrane, or in the cavities 
of the body, is caufed by abforption falling fhort 
of exhalation in thefe cells and cavities ; and this 
effeét may be produced either by increafed effufion 
from the exhalant arteries, or from diminifhed ac- 
tion of the abforbents. But as in dropfy the lym- 
phatics and thoracic duét are much enlarged; it is 
clear that abforption is increafed, although not in 
proportion to the exhalation, and that therefore the 
caufe of dropfy is in the exhalants. 

Increafed effufion from the exhalants may arife,

The ferous fluid, collected in the diftended cells, 
may be evacuated by exciting the abforbents to more 
vigorous action, which may be accomplifhed ei- 
ther by means of friffions and by preffure, or by con= 
fen. 
1. It is well known that prefure, if urged beyond 
the point of eafe, fets the abforbents of the part 
to work for the purpofe of removing either the 
fubftance preffing, or the part itfelf when preffed. 
A lefs degree of preffure produces thickening, and 
- a greater terminates in ulceration. For this pur- 
pofe, bandages may be ufefully applied, for they 
not only, as Dr. Cullen well obferves, fupport 
weak veffels, but certainly promote abforption. 
Friffions are no lefs efficacious, whether adminif- 
tered by a flefh-brufh or by the hand; and I re- 
member. the cafe of a gentleman who in two 
months was perfectly cured of cedematous fwellings 
in his legs, by his daughter’s gently ftroking them 
with her hand for many hours every day, from the 
inftep upwards. Moufcular exertion hkewife has a 
good effect in preventing ftagnation of the fluids. 

2. The abforbents may be excited to vigorous ac- 
tion by confent. If the emunétories are violently 
ftimulated, whether it be by- emetics, cathartics, 
diuretics, or by diaphoretics, they will copioufly 
_ pour forth aqueous fluids, and the abforbents over 
the whole fy{tem will go to work for the purpofe of 
fupplying them abundantly, and affifting them to 
wath away the offending matters from the body. 

For an emetic we may give the following in the 
morning :

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Or, An ounce and a half of antimonial wine, with half an 
ounce of oxymel of fquills. 


SyDENHAM recommends three handsfull of the 
inner bark of elder (fambucus nigra) boiled in a 
quart of milk and water to one pint. Half a pint 
‘of this decoction is to be taken morning and even- 
ing every day till the cure is perfected. If this 
quantity does not both purge and vomit brifkly, it 
is of no ufe. 

For a cathartic we may order calomel and rhu- 
barb, calomel and jalap, calomel and fquills, ela- 
terium, fcammony, gamboge, according to the 
{trength of the patient and the urgency of the cafe. 
Or, we may give calomel at night, to be purged off 
in the morning, either with jalap, or by fenna. Or 
thefe cathartics may be combined in the fubfequent 
forms.

4. The peculiar habit and conftitution of the pa- 
tient 
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tient mutt be confulted, becaufe the fame cathartics 
are not fuitable for all. : 

SYDENHAM relates of himfelf, that when he was 
a young practitioner, having {peedily cured his firtt 
patient of a dropfy, by fyrup of buckthorn, he thought 
he was poffefled of a fpecific; but, unfortunately 
perfevering too long in the ufe of this, when in the 
hext cafe of dropfy it gave no relief, he had. the 
mortification to find himfelf difmiffed by the wealthy 
dame, who was afterwards cured by a more difereet 
phyfician: 

Both emetics and cathartics; if draftic, aré inmi- 
proper in irritable habits. They weaken the fyftem, 
and increafe the proximate caufe of the difeafe. In 
fuch conftitutions therefore, if ferous fluids are to 
be evacuated, recourfe muft be had to diuretics. 


For diuretics we may take our choiee out of four 
orders, according to the nature of the cafe and con- 
ftitution of the patient. We have among the a- 
luents, water and whey. Among the f imulants gare 
lic, fquills, broomtops, juniper, meadow faffron, 
ether, and cantharides. Among the refrigerants, 
tartar and nitre. And fora Jedati %, the fox-glove 

' (digitalis). 

, SypenHam placed his chief dependance on the 
lixivial falts, which he confidered as the moft effi- 
cacious of. all the diuretics. He thought it a mat- 
ter of indifference from what athes the vegetable 
alkali was taken, yet he himfelf generally ordered 
the afhes of the broom (geni/fa); which were after 
his time regarded as a f{pecific, and rendered famous 
by the cure of marefchal Saxe, when he had been 
twice tapped. Sydenham commonly ordered a 
pound of thefe afhes to be infufed in two quarts of 
Rhenith wine; but cyder is equally as good. Of 
this filtered folution he gave four ounces three times 
a day, and found it efficacious in many cafes which 
had been regarded as- incurable. This would be 


much improved by one ounce of iron filings. 
Kk Horr- 
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Horrmann depended principally on fquills and 
nitre. Of the former he fpeaks in the higheft terms 
of approbation, yet not more than it deferves. His 
form was this:

Dr. Grecory, who as a practitioner ranks 
among the firft in Europe, treads nearly in the fame 
fteps with Hoffmann, and commonly orders two 
grains of fquills, made into a pill with crumbs of 
bread and gum arabic. ‘To be taken in the morn- 
ing and at noon. u

With this he gives a mercurial pill every night. 


Diuretics may be ufefully combined with either 
emetics or cathartics, or, which amounts to the fame 
thing, the dofe of the diuretic may be fo increafed 
as to acl either as an emetic or cathartic. Sir John 
Pringle ufed to cive the following :

Dr. Wuytr was very fond of tartarifed kali,. 
which he gave in-dofes of about halfan ounce: but 
Dr. Home increafed his dofes of tartar from ‘half 
_an ounce as far as two ounces, and then quitted it 
for fome other diuretic. | 

The phyfician. who has made the moft accurate 
experiments in the cure of dropfy, is Dr. _jsigome

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Th his medical hiftories we find, that of 43 patients, 
33 were cured by cream of tartar, whereas out o 
29 cafes, only 11 werecured by digitalis. 

Dr. Ferrtar gradually increafes his dofe of tar- 
tar from two drams to twelve, and. when this lofes its 
effect, he quickens the operation by a grain or 
two of gamboge, reducing the tartar to four drams. 
When the evacuations, by urine and by ftool, are 
profufe, he fupports the ftrength by wine; or if 
a refpite is required, he omits the tartar for a 
day and interpofes tonics. When a change of me- 
dicines is required; or when a diarrhoea prevents 
the exhibition of tartar; he gives digitalis gr. 1—4, 
with a dofe of zther and about twenty drops of 
laudanum, or calomel and {quills may be taken every 
night in this form.

Dr. Ferriar very judicioufly remarks, that the 
more brifk the operation of the tartar as a cathartic; 
the more copious is the flow of urine. 

_ After what has been delivered, it may be thought 
fuperfluous to add more refpecting diuretics, or of 
diuretics united with cathartics; but every practi- 
tioner is ready to acknowledge, that in protracted 
cafes a change of medicine is frequently required. 

Dr. Duncan, in his valuable commentaries, tranf- 
mits the following:

To this gentleman we are indebted for intro- 


ducing to ot notice the lactuca {fcariola, the ex- 
Be by 1. 3S ee tract 
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tract of which Dr. Cotiin of Vienna has giver? 
with fuccefs, in the dofe of from two erains to’ five, 
four times a day. This he informs us evacuates 
from one to twelve pints of urine during the night, 
and he adds that it is a mild aperient and crateful to 
the ftomach. 

Digitalis has been ftrongly recommended by Dr. 
WITHERING, who had given it in 163 cafes, and 
in many of them with manifett advantage; but as 
in the hands of Dr. Ferriar it elaims only eleven 
cures out of twenty-nine cafes, in which it was 
fairly tried, and in the extenfive practice of Dr. 
Lrrrsom it never perfected one cure; we have lit~ 
tle reafon to expect great things from it im droply. 
Yet as it finks the pulfe- ina decree unobferved in 
any other medicine, 1 wonder ‘that it never has 
been-tried in plexritis. A conftant naufea might be 
sll up with it for days, and fhould it prove either 

metic or cathartic, no danger cauld be apprehended 
ae fuch operation. 

Diaphoretics have been fometimes ufeful, and ex- 
ercife,; promoting perfpiration, feldom aie to pro- 
duce a good effect; for which reafon Hippocrates 
part: ‘cular! ly recommends hard labour. Dampier in 
his voyages relates, that one of his men having a 
dropfy, was buried up to the neck in hot fand, which 
brought on ftrong fweat and cured him. 

Dr Marryat fometimes purfued this plan. , 
He gave opium and ipecacuanha, of each four 
grains, with vitriolated mercury two grains, and 
made his patient fleep between the blankets. — 

Dr. Hugh Smith frequently gave purified opium 
two grains, with three or four grains of emetic ter- 
tar, to which he occafionally added’ five grains of 
camphor, and twenty of gum guaiacum, made into 
a bolus with common fyrup. This certainly is a 
good compofition, and in his practice it was re- 
markably fuccefsful.

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41. The fecond indication may be anfwered by a 
generous diet, good air and -exercife, with bitter 
aromatics, bark and fteel. | 

. Such is the efficacy of a generous diet, that I 
have known poor people cured by this alone. In 
thefe cafes the ftimulus of animal food and wine 
is new, and therefore has the fame tonic power on 
them as bark, fteel, and opium, have on the ex- 
haufted fibres of the rich. | . 

Nothing, however, contributes more, to vital 
energy, or More powerfully excites to aGtion, the 
whole of the abforbent fyftem, than pure air with 
exercife, 

Yet medicines are not to be neglected. For 
when the ferous fluids are evacuated, we mutt hat- 
ten by every means to invigorate the fyftem, or they 
will foon collect again. Sydenham, as a tonic, re- 
commended a diet drink of bitter and aromatic 
herbs infufed in either ftrong ale er wine. Thefe 
were horfe-radith, wormwood, garden fcurvy-grafs, 
fage, lefler centaary, and broomtops. To them 
he fometimes added nutmeg and orange peel. The 
fame intention may be anfwered by the following, 
or by femething fimilar.

One obfervation more will conclude what I had 

to fay of dropfy. It has been ufual to limit the 
quantity of drink, and fometimes a total abftinence 
has been required by thofe, who, with Sydenham, 
confidered the collection of watery fluids as the 
proximate caufe of this difeafe ; but fuch reftraint is- 
not agreeable to reafon, nor is it warranted by careful 
obfervation. Nature pleads powerfully for diluting 
liquids, and many cafes have beén produced of ) 
dropfy cured by gratifying this importunate defire, 
whilft no inftances appear of injury received by mo- 
derate indulgence. Even Hoffmann, although he for- 
_ bade his patients to fatiate their thirft, yet, particu- 
larly orders that all diuretics fhall be plentifully di- 
luted either with whey, with parfley water, or with 
old hock. 

It muft be acknowledged, that a total abfti- 
nence from liquids fets the abforbents to, work, and 
thus it was, that the two afcitic patients, mentioned 
by Dr. Meap, were cured. But then it muft be 
confidered, that the ferous fluids colleéted in drop- 
fical cafes become frequently fo vifcid and tena- 
cious as to flow out with difficulty, when the pa- 
tient has been tapped? -.In fuch cafes, therefore, 
plenty of diluting liquids mult expedite the cure. 
‘Thus it was with 41m whofe cafe Sir Joun Fio- 
YER has reported. This man, when given over 
by his phyficians, having obtained leave to cual 

: is 
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his thirft, was, at the end of five or fix hours, fa- 
tisfied that he had drunk enough. A cold {weat 
came over him, and his friends aid him in bed for 
dead. But in the fpace of half an hour his urine 
began to flow, and flowed inceffantly till he had 
evacuated one half of what he drank. He opened 
his eyes and called for wine, drank it and went to 
fleep again. But whilft he flept, the flux of urine 
was inceflant; he had a copious perfpiration, and a 
difcharge of aqueous fluid from the rectum, In 
lefs than a week this man, drinking freely, was, 
without any other medicine, reftored to health. 


~~ GenusLXVIII. Hydrocephalus externus. 


DistincuisHeD by an external fwelling of the 
head, foft, and not elaftic: It is the difeafe of in- 
fants. | 

As the water is collected between the fkull and 
its integuments, the cure is obvious, for it may be 
eafily performed, either by puncture, by fcarifica- 
tion, or by cauftics. 

Hydrocephalus internus, although, in deference to 
the authority of my venerable mafter, already in- 
cluded in the. clafs of meurofes, belongs rather to 
the cachexie. My reafons for this opinion are the 
following: 

1. Becaufe the difeafe confifts of a preternatural 
collection of ferous fluids in the ventricles of the 
brain, produced by difproportionate action between 
the exhalants and abforbents. Therefore, whether . 
it arife from exce{s of exhalation or from deficient 
abforption, it is certainly an affection of the lym- 
phatic fyftem. 

2. Becaufe the laffitude, pain in the head, drow- 
finefs, and dilated pupils, which characterize hydro- 
cephalus internus, although nervous affections, are 
not the difeafe itfelf, but merely f fymptoms.

Genus LXTX. HAbydrorachitis. 


A dropfical tumour in new-born infants, coms 
monly on the lumbar vertebra, foft, fmall, and 
with a dilatation of the vertebra. 

It 1s not however ablolutely confined to the 
Jambar veriebrae, for it has been found both in the 
dorfal vertebra, and in the facrum. 

The lymph in this tumour is derived from the 
fourth ventricle of the brain, where it conftituted 
bydrocepbalis iternus, and from thence defceading 
between the tunica arachnoides and the vagina of 
the fpinal marrow, which is a prolongation of the 
dura mater, it diftends this membrane, and with it 
penetrates | the vertebra. This in new-born infants 
is not difficult, becaufe the annular part 1s com- 
pofed of two difting bones united porrersony by a 
ligament. From this effect, Ruyfch, after the Ara- 
bians, calls the diteafe in queftion /pina bifida; but 
Morgagni 1, With greater propriety, has named it, 
from two Greek expreffions implying water in the 
fpine, hydrorachitis. 

This dreadful difeafe has hitherto eluded all the 
refources of art, for in vain the medicines uled in 
Gropfy have been reforted to, and to puncture the 
tumour is inevitable death. Hence it is, that in- 
fants attacked by it, whether before or foon after 
their birth, foon come to the period of their ex- 
iftence. _ | 
Yet, amidft multitudes who have lived for a 
few days only in this terrible difeafe, my friend M. 
GIMBERNAT attended one, -a lovely youth, who 
completed his fifteenth year before he died. The 
rumour, which was on the fuperior part of the fa-. 

crum, 
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erum, was at his birth no bigger than a hazel nut,. 
but by degrees it grew to the fize of a hen’s ege, 
when it became difficult to avoid compreffion. At 
this period he was brought to Mr. Gimbernat, who 
obferving that when the tumour was comprefied, 
whether ‘by accident or by defien, the boy firft com- 
plained of head-ach, then felt vertigo, after that 
became /ethargic, and fo continued till the preffure 
was removed; he contrived an inftrument, which 
at once protected the tumour from external injury, 
and by means of a {pring made fuch preffure on the 
part as the boy was able to bear without either pain 
or lethargy. . The defign of this preffure was, to 
promote abforption, which effect ic produced to 
fuch a de gree, that the tumour decreafed in fize, and 
the fixed pain in.the centre of his head, of which 
he before complained, had left him. - 

Thus relieved, the boy neglected to call from time: 
to time upon his furgeon till the leather covering of 
the inftrument was worn out, and the iron circle had 
ulcerated the tumour; in confequence of which the 
lymph was fuddenly difcharged. 

M. GrmpBernat and his fon, from whom I have 
this relation, were inftantly cailed in. They found 
him fenfelefs, with a very quick pulfe, and violent 
convulfions, particularly in his lower extremities. 
They obierved likewife, that a very confiderable 
quantity of a limpid fluid, exceedingly faline, had 
been difcharged, and was then flowing to:a-moft 
aftonifhing decree. 

They app lied {trong fticking plafter to the open- 
ing of the tumour, oth no binant was the communi- 
cation with the external air cut off, than the patient 
began gradually to regain his fenfes; but the con- 
vulfions, chiefly of the lower extremities, ftill con- 
tinued, and he complained inceffantly of excruciat- 
ing pain in the interior of his head. 

In a few hours the quantity of lymph collected 
‘in the tumour was fo great, that the {ticking plafter, 
3 although 
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although affifted by fomentations with calcined, 
alum, was carried off. 

No fooner was the communication renewed be- 
tween the atmofpheric air and the brain through the 
vertebral canal, than /ethargy returned and conti- 
nued, till frefh plafters were applied, when, as be- 
fore, the excruciating pain in the interior of his head 
produced inceffant lamentation, till at the end of 
two days he died. . 

On didetion, the bones of the head, by a pre- 
ternatural accumulation of blood, were found livid 
and much difcoloured: the dura and pia mater were 
much inflamed, and the fourth ventricle was fo much 
dilated as eafily to admit the introduétién of the 
thumb, but the other ventricles were in their natural 
condition. 

The tumour was fituated on the pofterior part of 
the facrum, through an opening which arofe from 
defect of offification, and its cavity communicated 
with the fourth ventricle through the vertebral ca- 
nal. 

All thefe parts are to be feen in M. Gimbernat’s 
mufeum. 

From this beautiful cafe we may fee clearly the 
nature of the difeafe in quettion, and the means by 
which we may attempt the cure with fome profpect 
of fuccefs. Thefe are the exhibition of fuch medi- 
cines as are ufually recommended in fimple cafes of 
hydrocephalus internus and external preffure, gra- 
dually and moft cautioufly produced with a view 
of exciting the abforbents to more vigorous action. 
If thefe fail to reduce the tumour, the cafe is def- 
perate, and admits of no relief. 


Genus LXX. Hydrothorax. 
Dropfy in the Cheft. 


Tue fymptoms are difficulty of breathing, Bese. 
: O 
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of face, cedematous fwelling of the feet, fcarcity of 
urine, impatience of an horizontal pofition, fud- 
den ftarting from fleep with palpitation, fluctuation, 
of water in the cheft. 

Sometimes there is cough, numbnefs in the arms, 
intermitting pulfe, thirft, and feverifhnefs. 

This collection of ferous fluids may be either in 
the cavities of the thorax, in the pericardium, in 
the cellular texture of the lungs, which furrounds the 
bronchiz, or in all of thefe at the fame time, 
but between thefe feveral cafes the difcriminating 
fymptoms have not been afcertained. 

It acknowledges the fame caufes with anafarca ; 
but the moft ufual fource, from which it is derived, 
is the fudden application of cold when the body 
has been much heated by mufcular exertion. Hence 
it is that reapers, hence that young people after 
dancing, if they drink freely. of cold lemonade or 
water, are apt to bring on a dropfy of the cheft. 
BoERHAAVE particularly flates, that in Holland, 
where the wherries, when the bell rings, are punc-~ 
tual in their departure to a moment, paflengers 
who arrive too late, frequently run to overtake the 
boat, heat themfelves exceedingly, and, bathed in 
fweat, enter the vefiel, where they take their feat, 
expofed for hours to the ftroke of the cold winter’s 
*blaft. The confequence of this indifcretion, he re- 
marks, is moft often afthma, which terminates in 
dropfy of the cheft. 

The indications of cure are the fame as for ana- 
arca. Dr. Ferriar informs us, that among his 
43 hydropic patients, of whom he cured 33 “with 
cream of tartar, fome had hydrotborax. There can 
be no doubt, that if the abforbents are excited to 
vigorous action by confent, and if the tone of the 
fyftem is reftored, hydrothorax, like every other 
{pecies of dropfy, may be effectually relieved. This 
therefore fhould be attempted firft. And, when 
we call to mind the experiments of Dr. Muf-, 

grave, 
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grave, already mentioned and recorded in the Phi, 
lofophical Tranfactions for 1683, we can have ng 
reafon to deipair. Should however medicines fail, 
we miay fafely have recourfe to tapping; and the 
paracentelis, although it cannot remove the caufe 
of this difeafe, may at leaft procure a refpite, and 
give both nature and the phyfician time to exert 
new efforts. This. operation, recommended by 
Hippocrates, although not infallible, is frequently 
attended with fuccefs. The inhalation of vital air 
has been found of the greateft fervice in this difeafe, 


Genus LXXI. Afcites. 
Dropfical Swelling of the Abdomen. 


Tue fwelling is tenfe, fcarcely elaftic,. but fluc- 
tuating, 

When confiderable it has thirft, {careity of urine, 
and fome degree of fever.

OF THE CAUSES OF ASCITES. 


Ir has the fame caufes, both proximate and 
remote, with anafarca; but the moft ufual fource 
from. which it is derived, is morbid affetion of the 
liver, occafioned either by the fudden application 
of cold, when the body has been heated, as I re- 
marked in hydrothorax ; by indolence and a feden- 
tary life; by the-abufe of acids; by the unfeafon- 
able exhibition of powerful aftringents in haemor- 
rhages and intermittent fevers, or by hard drinking, 
Tn ahs of afcites, 1t is not uncommon to obferve 
the fpleen, the pancreas, and the mefenteric glands, 
as well as the liver, enlarged and fcirrhous; ot 3 in 
the opinion of Hotiand, the former are affected. 
merely by confent with the latter, which is the vif- 
cus firtt injured by intemperance, 

Brees 
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Sauvace has .no lefs-than 29 fpecies of afcites, - 
which Dr. Cutan has very properly reduced to 
two, afcites abdominalis and afcites Jaccatus. 


1. Afcites abdominalis with uniform fwelling of 
the abdomen and evident fluctuation, preceded com- 
monly by fymptomis of relaxation and debility. 


2. Afcites faccatus with fwelling of the abdomen, 
at firft partial, and lefs evident fluctuation, not pre- 
ceded by palenefs, reftleffnefs, lofs of appetite, or 
other fymptoms of relaxation and debility, nor at-_ 
tended by either much thirft or paucity of urine. 
tt is confidered as incurable in this fpecies; the fack 
is generally formed by a collection of bydatides. 


Hydatides are membranaceous bags, not organic,» 


but foluble in boiling water. They are produced 


by the tenia bydatigena for its habitation, and each 
veficle is filled with lymph. Van Swieten, Com- 
ment. § 112, § 1226.

OF THE INDICATIONS OF CURE IN ASCITES. 


Tue indications of cure in a/cites abdominalis are 
the fame as for auafarca. ; 

In this difeafe the Batavian Hipeocratss, tread- 
ing in the footfteps of our Sydenham, more par- 
ticularly recommends emetics, to fhake the whole 
frame, to open obftructed vefiels, to render their 
contents more fluid, and to prevent ftagnation.. Per 
vomitus folvuntur cunéia tenacta, concutiuntur obftructa, 
expelluntur flagnantia, unde miradiliter in hoc morbe 
profunt, § 1244. He adds, they muft be {ftrong, 
and often repeated at fhort intervals. With this 


_ view Sydenham gave crocus metallorum; but any 


other antimonial abe in fuficient quantity, is equally 
as good. 

Yet in either debilitated or very iri ‘table habits 
be, with the greateft propriety, forbids the ule of 
draftic evyacuants, and recommends tonics with 

3 gentle 
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gentle diuretics. Hoffmann agrees with him in 
fentiments. 

No advice can be more judicious, than that of the 
Jate Dr. FoTHERGILL. Sirong purgatives, fays he, 
weaken and deftroy the tone of the abforbent 
fyftem. Squills, alkalines, neutral falts, and tere- 
binthinate balfams, fhould be firft tried; then, if 
need be, tap, and after that give fquills, chalybeates, 
bitters, with exercife and a generous diet. Under 
this management he pleads for early tapping. In 
this he perfectly agrees with BoERHAAVE, who in re- 
cent cales of afcites fays ffatim inftituenda paracentefis. 
It fometimes happens, that nature, without the affitt- 
ance of art, takes this method to relieve herfelf. 
ScHENKIus in his medical obfervations produces 
many examples of fuch an effort, by which the na- 
vel gave an outlet to the waters, and thus perfected 
a cure. Other inftances are related by Benevoli and 
Foreftus. But the moft curious cafe is reported by 
Dr. Mead, in his Monita Medica. The Doétor,; 
who had feen one lady tapped fixty times before fhe 
funk into the arms of death, was confulted by ano- 
ther, whom, as being in a ftate of extreme debility, 
he was afraid to tap. She was fo big, that he pro- 
nounced her cafe incurable; yet nature came to her 
relief, and made two perforations near the navel, by 
the firft of which fhe paffed twelve pounds of water, 
and by the fecond, the next day, fix pounds more.. 
The cure was perfeéted, and nature healed the 
wounds. 

This procefs is beautifully explained by Jonny 
Hunter in his ineftimable treatife on inflammation, 
wherein he fhews that, according to an eftablifhed 
law of the animal economy, fuch apertures are pro- 
duced by the abforbents, when they are drawn into 
action by the ftimulus of preffure. 

It fometimes happens, that inftead of water in 
the cavity of the abdomen, there is only a gelatinous 
matter. In this cafe the paracentefis gives no re- 


lief, becaufe it comes too late, and the only refource 
is 
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is in emetics, which by agitation and ‘concuffion 
wafh away tenacious lymph from the mouths of the 
abforbents, and powerfully, as already {tated, increafe 
their action by confent.

CASES OF ASCITES. 


Sydenham has left the record of a moft interefting 
cafe, which exhibits to our view the wonderful ope- 
ration of emetics. 

_. fA poor woman, aged 55, being fhut up three 
years in prifon, after fhe had fuffered much by a 
protracted intermittent, and being expofed to cold, 
became afcitic to fuch a degree, that her belly was 
bigeer than Sydenham had ever feen. In this fitu- 
ion he began with antimontal emetics, which he 
repeated every morning for three days, then every 
other day till fhe had taken fix emetics. When fhe 
began this courfe, her urine was totally fupprefied, 
but increafed gradually in proportion to the number 
of emetics, and towards the conclufion of this pro- 
eefs water flowed freely by every outlet of the body. 
In fourteen days fhe meafured three feet lefs than fhe 
had done before, and could lie down in bed to fleep 
without fear of fuffocation. When he thought it ° 
no longer fafe to harafs her ftomach with emetics, 
he proceeded with cathartics in proportion to her 
ftrength. And here he had occafion to obferve, 
that even on the days of refpite, when fhe took no 
cathartic, fhe fometimes evacuated a great quantity 
of water by ftool, and towards the clofe, by the 
urinary ducts, even to the quantity of a gallon, al. 
though he allowed her only two pints a day, fo that 
all the paffaces were open. But what is ftill more 
remarkable is, that the menftrual flux, which had 

difappeared for many years, returned and flowed 
abundantly. 

The confequence of all tele’ evacuations was 


byferia 
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hyftcria with tympanites, and tuffis ferina: but alf 
diftreffing fymptoms were effectually relieved by reft- 
ing from cathartics, and by fyrup of white poppies 
in the dofe of one ounce and an half given every 
night for four nights. | 
The following cafe will be found very interfting : 
Sarah Kimber, aged eight years; had ler belly much dif- 
tended, and upon preffure there was an evident flu@uation of 
water. This diforder had fubfited more than two years, 
and went on conftantly increafing, till her phyfician (Dr. 
- Myers) gave up all hopes of her furviving many days; in 
this ftage of the difeaie, Dr. THorntTon was confulted. 
He began with an emetic, and the fubfequent day he gave 
a brifk cathartic of rhubarb with neutral falt. He applied a 
tight bandage of flannel about the abdomen, and ordered the 
trong mercurial ointment to be rubbed in each evening. He 
put her upon milk diet, with onion and toafted bread for {up 
per. Ina few days the emetic was repeated, and when the 
mouth became fore, fhe had for two mornings brifk faline 
cathartics. He then gave bark and myrrh in port wine 
twice a day, aflifted in their operation by the inhalation of 
vital air. Thefe powerful tonics were accompanied with 
Swinging until naufea or ficknefs was produced, and at night 
fhe took half a grain of opzum. Atthe endonly of ten days 
the belly was diminifhed more than one half. After fifteen 
days, emetics at intervals, with faline cathartics, and the 
mercurial ointment, were repeated ; the opium pill at night, 
and the tight bandage were flill continued. Chalybeates 
were then thrown in, and the emetics with cathartics were 
employed at more diftant intervals; in confequence of which 
her complexion aflumed the rofy blath of health, and the 
difeafe was perfectly removed. 


Genus LX XII. Hydrometra. 


Dropfy of the Womb. 

Tue fymptoms are a {welling if thé hypogaf- 
trium without fuppreffion of urine or pregnancy, 
attended with fluctuation, and having fome refem- 
blance*to the gravid uterus. : abe 
To 
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To thefe fymptoms Sauvage has added borbo- 
omi, dyf{pnoea, uncommon feetor of the ftools, 
obttructed catamenia, pain in the abdomen and the 
loins, noéturnal pollution, rigor, febrile fymptoms, 
foftnefs and flaccidity of the breafts, and difficulty in 
either walking or bending the body forwards. 

This affection of the womb is fometimes the con- 
- fequence of abortion, when the placenta is left be- 
hind, for this may degenerate into a congeries of 
hydatides: but the unmarried and the barren are 
more fubjeé to it than the parturient. 

With regard to the treatment, BoERHAAVE ob- 
ferves, curabilis laxatione oris uterini per fomenta, va- 
pores, uterina adbibita. For the fomentation he re- 
commends the aromatic herbs, and as uterine ftimu- 
lants he mentions the ufual emmenagogues, aloes, 
myrrh, briony, gum ammoniac, fagapenum, opo= 
panax, ealbanum, and afa feetida. 

When, inftead of the uterus, the ovaries are at- 
tacked by dropfy, it is difficult to fettle the-diag- 
nofis, and the difeafe is confidered as incurable: 
dificulter cognofcitur, curatur vero nunquam, Boer- 
haave, Aphor. § 1223. }

Genus LXXIM. Hydrocele. 
Dropfy of the Scrotum. 


A tumour of the fcrotum increafing flowly with- 
out pain; fluctuating and generally peliucid. 

‘T he ferous fluids, which caufe this tumour, may 
be contained either in the cellular tunic, as in cafes 
of anafarca ; in the hernial fack, produced from the 
peritoneum, when hernia and either tympanite or 
afcites have preceded; or in the vaginal tunic of 
the tefticle, which is*the moft common form of 
‘hydrocele. 

In the firfl cafe the difeafe may be treated as 


-anafarca. In the fecond cafe the: _tympanites or the 
L. | . a{cites 
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afcites muft be cured, and then the hernia muft be 
reduced. 

In the third cafe, if recent, Boerhaave and his 
commentator recommend cathartics, as in anafarca 
and afcites, or difcutient cataplafms and fomenta-— 
tions, for which purpofe they propofe the follow- 
ing :

Frot long experience I can venture to affirm, 
that a fufpenfory trufs, fo contrived as to prefs the 
ferotum clofely againft the os pubis promotes ab- 
forption, and radically cures, without the affiftance 
of the knife. For this purpofe, by means of a 
waiitcoat, I fufpended the tru{s from the fhoulders, 
becaufe the girdie alone does not fufficiently fup- 
port it. 

But fhould thefe applications have been too long 
neglected, the hydrocele muft be tapped. This 
operation frequently effects a cure, fometimes at the 
- firft rapping oiten by arepetition. But. fhould this 
fail, the teflicle may be Jaid open, or red wine and 
water may be injected, which will bring on adhefive 


inflammation, and the parts will heal. fia 
er P. My 
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My refpetted friend, Mr. Grusarnat of Madrid, 
has a method peculiar to himfelf, which he affured 
me; in his extenfive practice had never failed to cure 
with little confinement to the patient. He paflés a 
filver trocar; of the fize ofa goofe quill, through the 
{crotum, and having withdrawn the perforator, he 
leaves his perforated canula fufpended in the fcro- 
tum. When the water is evacuated, he blows in 
air twice a day, and, leaving it for ten minutes in 
the fcrotum, he then preffes it out again. In about 
ten days the parts unite by the adhefive inflamma- 
tion, and he removes the canula. The patient is at 
' liberty, all the time required for this Operation, to 
walk about his room.

Genus LXXIV. Phy/conia. 


Tumour occupying the abdomen, increafing 
Nowly, and neither fonorous, nor fluctuating, nor 
induced by pregnancy. 

SAuVAGE enumerates no lefs than 16 fpecies of 
phyfconia, the denomination of which he derived . 
from anatomical infpection, and for which he re- 
fers either to his own obfervations or to thofe of the 
moft expert pathologifts.

Stea- 
tomatofa. f. fungofa, or compound tumours ; but uns 
fortunately we have no pathognomonic fymptoms to 
diftinguifh the fpecies from each other, nor can we 
afcertain precifely the nature and the feat of the dif- 
order, till thefe circumftances.a are difcovered by the 
knife. :

Genus LXXV. Rachitis. 
Rickets. 


Tue fymptoms are large head; prominent fore- 
head; protruded fternum; fwelled joints; flattened 
ribs; big belly; emaciated limbs; great debility. 


ROO ET ON aT, 
HISTORY ANID PROGRESS OF RACHITIS. 


Ir is ufually confined in its attack between the 
two periods of nine months and two years of age; 
feldom appearing fooner than the former, or fhewing 
itfelf for the firft time after the latter period. ‘The 
mufcles become flaccid, the head enlarges, the ca- 
rotids are diftended ; the limbs wafte away, and. 
their epiphyies increafe in bulk. The bones and 
{pine of the back are varioufly diftorted; difinclina- 
tion to mufcular exertion follows; the abdomen {wells 
and grows hard; the itools are frequent and loofe ; 
a flow fever fucceeds with cough and difficulty of 
refpiration. ‘Atrophy is confirmed, ahd death en- 
fues. Frequently it happens, that nature reftores 
_ the general health and leaves the limbs diftorted. 

After death, the liver and the fpleen have been 
found enlarged and fcirrhous ; the mefenteric glands 
indurated, and the lungs either charged with vomi- 
cz or adhering to the pleura; the bones foft, the 
brain flaccid or oppreffed with lymph, and the dif- 

io. : tended 
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tended bowels loaded moft frequently with flime, 
fometimes with worms. See Van Swieten, Com- 
ment. § 14, 85, 6. : | | 
It is remarkable, that in the kindred difeafe, . 
which Hoffmann and Sauvage call the atrophy of 
infants, we have many of the fame fymptoms, and 
the fame appearances nearly after death.. They who 
perifh by this difeafe, fays HorrMan, have the me- 
fenteric glands enlarged and fcirrhous; the liver and 
. f{pleen obftructed and increafed in fize; the intef- 
tines are much inflated and are Joaded with black 
and foetid matters, and the mufcles, more efpecially 
of the abdomen, wafte away. 
They have the fame predifponent, the fame oc- 
cafional caufes, and the fame indications of cure. 


Sib Cie TOs I 
OF THE CAUSES REMOTE AND PROXIMATE OF 
RACHITIS. 


Tue predifponent caufe muft be fought for in 
laxity and debility, as more particularly obferved in 
the children of enervated and vicious parents, and 
in thofe whofe nurfes are opprefled with poverty, 
See Boerhave’s Aphorifms, § 1482. 

The occafional caufes may be traced to diet, bad 
air, humidity, previous difeafe, and want of exer- 
cife. . 

It is effential to the health of infants, that they — 
fhould be kept clean, regularly fed, well exercifed, 
and breathe frefh air. All their motions fhould be 
governed by the clock. Yet, if the parents were 
hyfterical or fcrophulous, and of an irritable fibre, 
the children, even with the beft nurfing, may be de- 
licate, relaxed, and fubje€t both to troublefome - 
acidities, and to morbid affections of the alimentary 
canal. In this cafe they fhould have frequently 
magnefia and rhubarb, or teftaceous powders ; and 


Re 
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to the neglect of fuch precautions we muft attribute 
the difeate in queftion. 

Dr. Cutten, for the proximate caufe of rickets 
has affiened deficiency of bony matter in the fluids, 
which, “fays he, in fome meafure depends upon a 
general laxity and debility of the moving fibres of the 
organs that perform the funttions of digeftion and af- 
fimilation. My opinion virtually coincides with 
his. | 

The proximate caufe affioned by Horrmann for ~ 
his atropbia infantum is deficiency of nutrimental 
juices, which he fuppofes to depend on depraved 
digeftion, ill conditioned chyle, and obftruéted lac- 
teals; and then he adds, Quam maxime autem hoc 
loco accufari etiam debet bilis defeéius, vel imertia @ 
praternaturali bepatis conftitutione inducia, ob quam non 
modo digeftio valde leditur, fed ofcula quoque tuntce in- 
teftinorum villofe, minus rite a mucof tate fua liberata, 
chyluin egrins recipiunt et tranfmittunt, This faga- 
cious obfervation is, in my opinion, equally appli- 
cable to rickets as to the atrophy of infants. For 
certain it is, that ifthe bile, which is the natural ca- 
thartic, is either deficient or inert; the villous coat 
of the inteftines not being properly freed from mu- 
cus, the mouths of the la¢teals will not perform their 
office, the chyle wil! neither be collected, affimilated, 
nor tranfmitted to its receptacle, and atrophy will 
follow. But when the bile is either deficient or 
inert, the food will ferment, elaftic gas will be dif- 
charged, the inteftines will be inflated, and feetid . 
{tools will pafs. When again general laxity and 
debility prevail in the moving fibres of the organs 
that perform the functions of digeftion; the fame 
laxity may extend not only to the mucous glands, 
in coniequence of which a fuperabundant quantity 
of mucus will be poured into the fmall inteftines 
to obftrudt the free exit of the bile, and to diforder 
the functions of that vifcus; but, as this debility 


and laxity are ‘general, the confequence may be mor- 
bid 
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bid action of the oflifying veffels which fecrete bony 
matter. from the blood. 

The opinion of Dr. Staudenheimer, as expreffed 
in a letter to Dr. Scherer, of Vienna, coincides with 

what I have faid upon this fabje&t. Speaking of 
foda as a lichontriptic, he adds, Non folum vero ad 
éalculum fode ufum ego refirinxi; fed quam multa a vi 
ejus MUCUM SOLVENTE ¢f antacida fperarem in aliis 
— gueque morbis illam cum bowo fuccefiu adbibui, and 
then immediately he refers to rachitis. 

For aconfummation of his fentiments he appeals 
to the authority of Veirac, who wrote a treatife in 
Dutch on ravhitis, and gave foda with excellent ef- 
fe&t, See Mifcellanea Phyfico Medica, p. 203, 204, 
publithed by Dr. J. A. Scherer at Vienna, 1795,

From the view I have given of the caufes remote 
and proximate of rickets, it will naturally follow 
that the indications of cure mutt be, 


1. Tocleanfe the firft paflages from vifcid mucus. 


2. To reftore tone to the {tomach, to the whole 
of the alimentary canal, and thereby to the fecretory 
veflels of the bones. ; 


Thefe indications T fay naturally flow from the 
principles I have labotired to eftablifh, and thefe are 
the indications ofall the moft eminent practitioners. 

HorrMann recommended to begin with cleanf- 
ing the firft paffages, as the fource of all the evil, 
by gentle laxatives, not omitting, if required a mild 
emetic of ipecacuanha, with fugar and cinnamon wa- 
ter; becaufe by thefe means, not only the /ordes vi/- 
cide, Collected in the ftomach and inteftines, are re- 
moved, but by thefe flimuli the obftru@ed veffels 
: L14 are 
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are opened and a free pallage, i is fecured for the 
chyle. Voi. iil. p. 489. 

Staudenheimer and Veirac gave foda, which is 
certainly a good medicine ; but our immortal Sy- 
denham, both in the atrophy of infants, which, as 
he properly remarks, imitates rickets, and in the 
true rachitis, orders the following cathartic :

By this gentle cathartic Sypewuam affures us he 
cured a gréat many infants of rickets. He indeed, 
with this, recommended an aperitive liniment for 
the abdomen; but the cure, as I imagine, muft be. 
attributed to the cathartic. In this perfuafion I have 
conitantly ordered the latter, and have taken no no- 
tice of the former; yetafter thirty-five years expe- 
rience, 1n a neighbourhood i in which rickets abound, 
I do not recolleat a fingle inftance in which this ca- 
thartic, with the affittance of tonics, failed to effect 
a cure. 

a ith regard to the fecond indication, Dr. Cun- 

n has obferved, that the remedies for rickets have 
been juch efpecially as were fuited to improve the 
tone of the fyftem in general, or of the ftomach in 
particular, and by this means to improve alfo the 
tone of the whole fyftem.

Filings of iron one ounce; ftrongeit diftilled vinegar, ten 
ounces; fugar three ounces. Let thefe boil gently in a 
tall vial for twenty fix hours. The filtrated folution is to 
be kept in a clofe veffel, and fix drops may be given three 
times a day in ftrong white wine. 


Boyle’s Ens Veneris is not a preparation of cop- 
per, as the name feems to imply; but is moft un- 
doubtedly produced from green copperas (ferrum 
vitriolatum) by means of fal ammoniac. Mr. Boye, 
on whofe veracity we may indulge the moft impli- 
cit confidence, affures us that he and his friends, in- 
cluding fome phyficians, cured two or three hundred 
children, and that almoft always without the he!p of 
any other internal medicine or external application: 
yet many of thefe were in a defperate condition. He 
_ gave from two or three grains to ten or twelve, and 
in fome cafes to twenty or thirty, and found it ope- 
rate by urine and by fweat. This medicine may be 
prepared from iron filings with twice their weight 
of fal ammoniac, as firit recommended by Races 
haave and ordered by the London college. It is 
the ble e ammoniacale, of which the common dofe 
js from fix grains to twenty. 

Hartmann’ s cachetlic powders, compofed of iron 
filings, cinnamon, and fugar, in equal parts, is cer- 
tainly an approved medicine, and by a few grains of 
rhubarb may be rendered ftill more efficacious. 

Dr. Smrru gave fteel in every form. 

Frefh air, exercife, and more efpecially cold bath- 
ing, fo much celebrated by Sir Joun Fiover, have 


frequently alone been fufficient to effect a cure.

Tue fymptoms are fwelling of the lymphatic 
glands, chiefly in the neck; thick upper-lip; tumid 
abdomen; fmooth fkin; florid complexion, and 
obftinate ulcers.

HISTORY AND PROGRESS OF SCROPHULA. 


Ir appears moft often between the third and the 
feventh year, yet fometimes later, even to the age 
of puberty, particularly in perfons of a fine fkin, 
an irritable fibre and a relaxed habit. Frequently 
it has attended or has followed rickets, and we fee 
it apparently produced by fmall-pox. The ulcers: 
break out chiefly in the fpring, and are very com- 
monly healed before the approach of winter. Thefe 
moft frequently are upon the fides of the neck be- 
low the ears; but fometimes in other parts, parti- 
cularly about the joints. In fome patients we ob- 
ferve only ‘a tendency to opthalmia tarfi, or perhaps - 
the upper lip tumid and deeply chapped. It is the 
difeale of humid climates. I never met with it in 
the fouthern provinces of Spain. 
Scrophulous tumours come on infenfibly, proceed 
3 flowly, 
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flowly, do not readily produce the ulcerative pro- 
cefs, and the formation of matter in them is not 
preceded by adhefive inflammation to limit their 
extent. Hence it is that {crophulous collections of 
matter are always larger than they would have been 
if they had been either a confequence of inflamma- 
tion, or attended by it. | 

The matter poured forth from {crophulous tu- 
mours is not pus, but is generally a kind of vifcid 
ferum, and contains a curdly ora flaky fubftance, 
which, as Joun Hunter obferves, is the coagu- 
lating lymph deprived of its ferum ; nor is pus pro-. 
duced till inflammation is excited in the abfcefs and 
nature proceeds towardsacure. ‘This feldom hap- 
pens before the collection of matter has been open- 
ed, fo as to give it a free difcharge, for then inflam- 
mation comes on, and fpreads to a wide extent, and 
when the abfcefs is difpofed to granulate, it pours 
forth good pus; but when the fecreting veffels have 
loft either their tone or ftru¢cture, they are not dif- 
poled to take on healing action, and the difcharge is 
not true pus. 3 

Scrophulous ulcers have ufually their edges i irre- 
gular, fmooth, and flat, without. the leaft difpofition 
to contract re a confiderable time, unlefs frefh ul- 
cers appear in other parts; fo that when one is 
healed, little progrefs is made towards the general 
cure. Sometimes thefe ulcers are difpofed to fpread, 
both in extent and depth, eroding cartilages, and af-— 
fecting the contiguous bones with caries, till the con- 
ftitution, haraffed inceflantly by fruitlefs efforts to 
relieve itfelf, is exhaufted of its ftrength and finks 
into a mortal hectic, 

On diffection the mefenteric olands are Pcteriily 
found to be difeafed, and tubercles are frequently 
difcovered in the lungs, :

OF THE SPECIES OF SCROPHULA. 


SAUVAGE enumerates eiSht fpecies; but Dr, 
Cuxven reduces thefe to four : {crophula vulgaris, 
fcrophula mefenterica, {crophula fugax, fcrophula 
Americana. 


1. Scrophula vulgaris, fimple, external, perma- 
nent. To this fpecies the general defcription is 
more particularly applicable. It frequently termi- 
nates in phthifis, 


2. Scrophula mefnterica, fimple, internal, with 
palenefs, want of appetite, tumid abdomen, and un- 
ufual foetor of the excrements. It terminates in 
atrophy. On diflection the mefenteric glands are 
found to be difeafed. 


3. Scrophula fugax, moft fimple, and only about 
the neck, quickly vanifhing, and as fpeedily return- 
ing. - It is occafioned, fays Dr. Cutien, by ulcers 
in the head. Sauvace particularly ftates the dry- 
ing up of tinea, or the fudden ftoppage of a puru- 
Jent difcharge from the ears of children, as the occa- 
fional caufe of ftrumous glands, and his ftatement is 
certainly well founded. But neither of thefe profef- 
fors have noticed a very common caufe of ferophula 
fugax in children of an irritable habit, which is ice. 
Thefe vermin harbour much about the nape of the 
neck, and by their irritation occafion the glands in 
the vicinity to fwell; but no fooner are they de- 
ftroyed than the {welling of the glands fubfides.. 


4. Scrophula Americana combined with frambasia. 
The ftrumous {wellings are in the neck; the black. 
and fungous excrefcences are on the head.

OF THE PROXIMATE CAUSE OF SCROPHULA, 


From a confideration of all the fymptoms we 
cannot hefitate to agree with Dr. Cutten, that 
{crophula depends upon @ peculiar conftitution of the 
lymphatic fyftem ; but this conclufion will not affift us 
in our indications of cure. It is neceffary therefore 
to advance another ftep. The proximate caufe then 
of fcrophula, as it appears to me, muft be either a 
Jax, inert, and paralytic ftate of the lymphatics, or 
preternatural excitement of the exhalant arteries, of 
which debility and morbid irritability conftitute the 
predifponent caufe. In either of thefe fuppofitions 
the effect will be fimilar, for ftagnation of the fe- 
creted fluid and diftenfion of the glandular veffels 
muft be the confequence. 


SECTION’ Iv. | 
‘OF THE INDICATIONS OF CURE IN SCROPHULA. 


Ir we fuppofe the proximate caufe of fcrophula to 
be a lax, inert, and paralytic ftate of the lympha- 
tics; the indication will be, as in palfy, to reftore 
their energy by tonics. Should we however be 
more inclined to think that preternatural excite-~ 
ment of the exhalant arteries is the caufe, we may 
vary the terms of our indications, but the remedies 
will be ftill the fame; for here it will be required, 


1. Toremove the ftimulating caufes whatever 
they may be. | 

2. To obviate the dredipanent caufe, for which 
purpofe we muft have recourfe to tonics, 

Practitioners have recommended a variety of me- 
dicines for the cure of {crophula, and every one is 


partial t to his own; but all, who have been moft fuc- 
cefsful 
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cefsful in their treatment of this difeafe, have adopt- 
ed fuch as coincide with thefe intentions. When 
air,exercife, and a generous diet, with fea-bathing, 
the Peruvian bark, and fteel, are ordered, it is ob- 
vioufly with a view to their tonic power; and when 
cathartics are prefcribed, it is not for the purpofe of 
exciting the action of the abforbents by confent, nor 
fhould it be with the idea that they will be conveyed 
as deobftruents to the glands affected, but that by 
moderately cleanfing the organs of digeftion, and 
the mouths of the inteftinal abforbents, they may 
promote a plentiful fupply of wholefome chyle, 
which is the moft powerful tonic; nay, fuch-a to- 
nic, that with air and exercife fcarcely any other is 
required. Lord Bacon fays, nothing contributes fo _ 
much to longevity and health as frequent and do- 
meftic laxatives. 

Dr. Russgx fent his patients to the fea-fide, and 
ordered them to rub their glandular fwellings with 
the alga marina; but we mutt take efpecial notice, 
that he never omitted fea-bathing, with {mall dofes 
daily of falt-water, as a moderate cathartic. 

Dr. Garner recommends Harrowegate water ‘in 
{mall quantities as a gentle cathartic, to be frequently 
repeated. | 

Mr. Morcey of Effex, juftly celebrated for innu- 
merable cures, tied, with fuperftitious rites, a root 
of vervain on the breaft near to the cartilago-xi- 
phoides; but then, it muft be obferved, he fre- 
quently repeated /imall dofes of cathartics joined with 
antimoniais-and the extract of conium maculatum. 

Roncatu, who for ftrumous {wellings applied 
ox gall, nut oil, and fair, twice a day; with this ex- 
ternal application occafionally gave catbartics. 

Dr. Cotitn cured 41 cafes of glandular {wellings 
with hemlock, raifing the dofe from fifteen grains to. 
twenty, three times aday. The lare Dr. Foruer- 
GILL preferred the éxtraét, two.drams of which he 
made into thirty pills. Of thefe he gave two in 

: the 
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the morning, two at noon, and four at night, in- 
creafing the dofe. He informs us in his works, thar 
they promote reft, eafe pain, and procure a laxae 
tive ftool the day after they are taken. Thus ex- 
hibited they have no difagreeable effect, but change 
a thin corrofive ichor into ) good pus. 

The ftudent muft be careful not to be deceived, 
when he orders either the leaves or the extract of 
conium maculatum; for, as Dr. Buckuave informs 
us, the ethu/a cynapium, the® cicuta verefa, the che- 
rophyllum fylveftre, and the pbellandrium aquaticum, 
with other umbellata, are frequently miftaken for the 
hemlock, and produce deleterious, or at leaft moift 
diftreffing effects. 

Dr. Mararyat, of Briftol, ufed to give the fol- 


lowing:

Dr. WuyTT, as a more rational practitioner 
gave rhubarb and calomel-every fourth night in fuch 
a dofe as to procure two motions; or if that failed 
to cure, he ordered an ounce of Spanith foap to be 
taken daily to clear the glands, and Peruvian bark to — 
brace the relaxed lymphatics. 

_ Dr. Foruereit did not in all cafes confine him- 

felf to hemlock, but frequently prefcribed calomet 
and fulphur auratum antimoni, of each one grain, 
to be taken every night with the following :

‘The dofe is three fpoonfuls 
with from twenty to fixty drops of volatile tinéture of 
guaiacum three times a day. 


Dr. 
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Dr. Cutten fays little in favour of bark, and of 
both antimony and mercury, in every fhape, he con- 
feffes, that he never found them wfeful in this dif- 
eafe. Yet many of our moft eminent practitioners, 
as we have feen, place their whole dependence. on 
thefe medicines, and find them fufficient to effe& a 
cure. Dr. J. Fordyce fpeaks in the higheft terms 
of the Peruvian bark, and Sir Clifton Wintringham 
agrees with him, but adds chalybeates to increafe its 
tonic power. 

The late Dr. Crawrorp Arne to our 
notice muriated barytes as at once an evacuant, deob- 
ftruent, and tonic, when given in dofes of two drops, 
and gradually Increaled to ten drops of the‘faturated 
folttion in a cup of water twice a day. In larger 
_ dofes, as he informs us, it produced naufea, vomit- 
mg, ana purging: but Dr. Ferrrar never found 
any fenfible effeét from it even in dofes of twenty 
drops given twice or thrice a day. 

Electricity: has been efficacious, and may. be tried 
with fafety. | 

In cafe ‘of white fwelling, the moft approved prac- 
tice has been to apply a large blifter to the knee; 
which was kept on for three or four days at a time, 
and frequently renewed ; but the inhalation of fuper- 
oxygenated: air feems | to promife more effectual 
relief. | 

From what I have witnefied ot the practice of my 
friend Dr. THorntow, I am perfuaded, that in 
white fwellings and foul ulcers it will greatly expedite 
the cure.. For in this new mede of treatment with 
vital air, energetic action in the part is fupported by 
the fyftem, whereas in the old practice, with external 
applications only, it is kept up for a fhort time by 
partial ftimuli on weak and dil ealed veftels. But on 
this fubject I fhall ealaxge when I am to treat of 
ulcers. When medicines fail to effect a cure, a 
change ae climate muft be recommended, and no 
Climate, in my poimicn, can be fuperior to that of 
Valencia, either for this difeafe or for that fpecies of 

confumption 
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Getinwecn which originates in ferophula. But 
independent! y of climate, the cicuta certainly grows 
there in fuch perfection, as never yet has been dif- 
covered in cicuta of our ifland, and the phyficians | 
have had fufficient experience of its ufe in thefe 
deplorable complaints. 

Should the fchrophulous or confumptive patient 
be inclined to make the trial, he will have an ealy 
rout by Paris, Lyons, Montpellier, and Barcelona, 
and for lefs than fifteen guineas he will find himfelf 
tranfported into a paradife, in which nature exhibixs 

an everlafting f{pring. 


Genus LXXVIL. Syphilis. 
Venereal Difeafe. 


Tue fymptems are, after impure connection, 
gonorrhea, chaneres; nocturnal pain in the bones; 
ulcers in the mouth and nofe; cluttered pimples of 
a copper colour ending in fcabby ulcers, chiefly fitu- 
ated near the hairy fcalp, with blotches on the fur- 
face of the body, often in the face. 

On diffection, the bones, particularly of the full, 
are found ereded like a honey-comb. 

This difeafe, imported from America, made its 
firft ravages in the French and Spanifh armies at. 
the fiege of Naples, in the year 1492, from whence 
it fpread with fuch aftonifhing rapidity, that within. 
four years it reached every part of Europe. In, 
the year 1497, a proclamation appeared in Scot- 
land, ordering all who laboured under the grand 
gore, to quit the continent, and to repair without 
delay to a little ifland in the Frith of Forth, where ‘ 
the king ftationed furgeons to attend them. 

The introduétion of fuch a fcourge to the hu- 
man race diffufed univerfal terror, yet the infection 
fpreads in every nations; moft, however, among 
thofe who are leaft acquainted with: its nature and, 
its cure,

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. We may-confider the operation of the fyphilitic 
virus as either local or univerfal. 


. 1. The locz] operation’ of the applic virus 1S 
inflammatory, and mut be treated as fuch by ad- 
hering ftrictly to the antiphlogiftic regimen. With 
this intention a vegetable diet muft be adopted with 
demulcents, and Riek ccoling laxatives: as are not 
apt to excite the action of the kidneys. 

For a demulcent, order a decoction of either 
Hniced or althzea, with-eum arabic or gum traga~ 
canth, or the fubfequent compofition may be | @c- 
cafionally taken:

Should the inflammation run high, either apply 
leeches near the’ part affected, or let about twelve 
ounces of blood be taken from the arm. Dr. 
Wurytt, as I remember, found it neceffary to take 
an hundred and thirty ounces of blood from one 
patient before he could: fubdue the inflammation. 
But if by the neglect of thefe evacuations, ulcers 
fhould be formed in the urethra, corrofive fublimate 
much diluted muft be injected. 

«When by the antiphlogiftic regimen the inflam- 
mation has fubfided, the {trong mercurial olatment 
of the London Phamacopceia may be‘ rubbed on the 
perineum, and either the pilulse hydrargyri, or fmall 
dofes of calomel, may be prefcribed, at the fame 
time: cautioufly avoiding falivation. The fubfequent 
‘sompofition has been much recommended. 

@ Mrerc, Muriat. gr. 10. Acid. Muriatic. ptt. 10. Ting. _ 
‘Lavend. comp. unc. 1M. ‘The dofe is from ten torhirty | 
drops morning and evening in water-gruel, with twe 
fcruples of gum arabic. Should a purging be induced by — 

this quantity, the dofe mutt be diminifhed, and at all - 
events the patient muft 'ta ke plenty of diluting liqaids, 
and a free perfpiration muft be encouraged. 


After fuch evacuants, the cure mult be Heitedted 
by tonics.

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When the operation of the fyphilitic virus 
is Laeiticd tothe whole fyftem; the difeafe then 
by foul ulcers and eruptions on the fkin aflumes its 
cachectic form, and vindicates its Claim to rank with 
the impetigines. In this cafe it requires fomewhat 
of a rougher treatment by mercurials externally and 
internally, exhibited with a more liberal hand, yet fo 
25 not to bring on falivation. With this intention 
Dr, Wareur of Jamaica precribed the following, 
and in four er five weeks perfected his cures :

cured with as much certainty as a falivation. 

An Italian phyfician, who was intimately ac« 
quainted with Dr. Crritzo of Napics, in the year 
1782, has been fo kind as to communicate to me his 
celebrated ointment for the lues, by which this ezni- 
hent practitioner had then cured more than five 
thoufand patients, of whom fcarcely one had 
ptyalifm. | 

Take corrofive fublimate, two drams, |} hoo’s lard well wathed, 
two ounces ; mix them thoroughly a long continued ake 
ture ina marble mortar. Of this ointment half a dram - 
muit be rubbed into the foles of the feet for. three days 
fucceffively, and muft be then intermitted for one day. 

* Jn the mean time the. patient may take extract of the 

gums. Thefe fri€tions muft be continued till all the 
fym toms vanifh. 


To prevent a falivation, perfpiration i Is to be en- 
couraged and catihartics muft be occafionally in- 
terpofed, But fhould thefe precautions prove in- 
_Mm2 — {ufficient, 
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fufficient, recourfe’ may be had to fulphurated kali, 
in the manner communicated to Or. Beppors by 
his ingenious correfpondent Dr. THomas Garnet 
of Harrowgate. ‘his gentleman afiures us, that he’ 
has. tried it feveral times, and that he has never 
feen it fail to abate the falivation to a confiderable 
degree in 24, or at moft in 48 hours. The new 
chemiftry throws much Jight upon this interefting 
fact, and enables us clearly to fee the modus ope- 
_randi. For,as Dr. Garnet has oblerved, the ful- 
phurated hydrogen, refulting from the decompofition 
of water by kali fulphuratum, is conveyed into the 
blood, and there the hydregen, uniting with the | 
oxygen of the mercurial oxyd, forms water, whilft 
the fulphur converts the mercury into an ethiops 
which is inert. 

Dr. Dunean in his valuable publication men- 
tions a Dr. Tuusinx, who gives opium in confider- 
able dofes, and informs us, that in Lifle five hun- 
_ dred patients had been cured by it alone. Time’ 
will difcover whether this high character of opium 
is well founded. . 

But the moft interefting communication is the 
cafe of a wealthy merchant, for which we are in- 
‘debted to my ingenious friend Dr. TuHornTon. 
When this Proteus difeafe, as he properly ftyles it 
in his letter to Dr. Bepposs, had laid afide its in- 
flammatory form, and appeared for two years in its 
cachedtie character, with an ill-conditioned ulcer in 
the lungs, dreadful blotches on the fkin, and other 
mof diltrefling fymptoms of debility, Dr. THorn- 
Ton made him infpire /uperoxygenated air whilft he 
was taking muriated mercury, {trong decoction of 
cinchona with the bark in fubftance, affifted in its 
tonie power by two grains of opium every night. | 

By this plan, the cure of thisdeplorable cate was 
perfected in fix weeks. ite oi fg 

This cafe feems to confirm the hypothefis of Dr... 
GIRTANNER, Who attributes the antifyphilic effects of 
idole. mercury 
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mercury to oxygen, and the incidental cure of lues 
by Mr. Scorr, furgeon, at Bombay, in 1793, 
whilft he was giving nitric acid for difeafes of the 
liver, adds weight to this opinion. ‘Encouraged by 
thefe recorded facts, Mr. CruicxsHank of the 
Artillery, exhibited oxygen in various forms. 


1 One ounce of lemon juice in three ounces of 
water, being adminiftered fiom three to eight times 
a day, cured chancres and buboes in leis than feven | 
weeks. 


Concentrated nitrous acid, from one to three 
Rae a day, well diluted with water, cured 1 in three 
weeks. 


3: Oxygenated muriatic acid, from five to fifty 
drops in water, four times a day, was ftill more effi- 
cacious. To thefe fugar may be added. | 


4. Oxygenated muriate of potafh, from three to 
twelve grains, four times a day, completed many 
cures, fone f peedily, and others within eight weeks. 


In thefe cafes no medicines had been previoufly 

tried, and no particular regimen was ul fed, nor was 
there any toftances of relapfe. 
_ As the oxygenated muriate of potath contains 
more than half its weight of oxygen in a concen- 
traced form ; we are not furprifed that it fhould, as 
reported, have produced increaled action of the 
’ fyftem, with fizy blood. 

Mr. Hovxe, Jun. of Mayfield near Manchefter, 
fells this falt at two fhillings. an ounce, but fhould 
any chemift choofe to prepare it for himfelf, he may. 
procure good Manganefe from Upton Siria near: 
Exeter, and the fare quantity being for fome time 
expofed to the influence of the atmofphere, will, 
with a ftrong heat, dey an equal produce of the 
purelff air.

Scurvy. 


Tue fymptoms are indolence and Lattitude coun- 
tenance bloated, gloomy ; gums livid, pone, apt to 
bleed :-fkin dry and fhining, with livid {pots, more 
efpecially at the roots of the hairs; breath offenfive, 
and cedematous fwelling in the legs. 

As the difeafe advances the patient becomes fub-- 
ject to profufe hemorrhages, from every part of the 
body ; ; ulcers break out and are very foul; the urine 
is extremely rank and foetid; and he has moft of- 
fenfive ftools; the pulfe is commonly flow and feeble 
_ the refpiration is laborious, and his death, more ef- 
pecially if fuddenly expofed to freth air, is fudden. 

The -perfons moft fubject to fcurvy, according to 
TIoFFMANN, are delicate females, old people, and 
young men who have either fuffered by anxiety and: 
erief, or have been exhaufted by previous difeafes, 
fuch as hemorrhage and fever, but more efpecially 
they who are remarkalle for fat. This curious ob- 
fervation is confirmed by fucceeding practitioners, 
and particularly by Dr. Trorrer, who, among 
other inftances, mentions five natives of China re- 
turning on board the Chefterfield Indiaman, in the 
year 1788. Thefe men were fo fond of flufh, 
which is the fat of falt meat fkimmed from the wa- 
ter in which it is boiled, that, with a cunning not 
to be defcribed, they evaded the quickfighted Vigic 
lance of the cook, and in five weeks from the time 
of their leaving England became monttrovfly cor- 
‘pulent. In confequence of this they were fhortly 
over-run with fcurvy, and although none of the crew, 
not even the land{men, had the leaft fymptom of 
that difeafe, they fuffered by ir the whole voyage to 
a moft dreadful degree, tll the Chefterfield arrived 
in port. 

The occafional caufes commonly affigned sf 
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wold, moifture, vitiated air, fale provifions, inactivity, 
and more particularly a fcarcity of recent vegetables. 

It is not confined to thofe who are at fea, for 
it is frequently obferved on land in low fituations, 
where humidity prevails with cold. Here tc is en 
demic, more efpecially near the fea, particularly 
if the inhabitants live .chiefy on fil and falt Soh 
vifions, 

As to the proximate caufe of ier at appears 
-to be relaxation of the folids and a diffoived ftate of 
the fluids, or, in other maiecls; a sea hc of well 
oxygenated blood. 

With this idea of the proximate cafe, Dr. 
~Trotrer tried diluted fulphuric acid in fuficient 
dofes, concentrated acid of tarrar to the quantity of 
fix drams a day, the beft wine vinegar to the amount 
of a quart a day, and even nitre half an ounce a day, 
without any remarkable benefit; neither did his 
patients derive advantage frora either fpruce beer 
orfugar. But when he gave them oranges, lemons, 
apples, or, for want of thefe, the citric acid in dofes 
of two ounces three times a day; their recovery was 
rapid, and he remarks, that by throwing in acid fruits 
feurvy may be effectually cured, even when all the 
remote caufes, excepting fcarcity of recent vegera- 
bles, are left to aét in their full force. 

But whilft oxygen is thus conveyed into the Shain 
by the organs of digeftion, the more natural and re- 
gular fupply by refpiration muft not be neglected. 
The patiests fhould either be removed to a -diftance 
from vitiated air, er where they are ftationed fhould 
have a conftant fupply of that which is moft pure. 
For the latter purpofe, ina fhip, no contrivance is 
to be preferred to the invention of Dr. Parin, which 
was originally deftined to that ufe, as well as to fill 
deep mines with wholefome air, but has been fince 
confined wholly to the winnowing of corn. For 
this purpole it has for more than a century been 
every where ufed in Holland; and for half a century 
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inthe north of Britain. It is to be feen in the re- 
-pofitory of the fociety of arts, manufactures, and 
commerce, at the Adelphi. This inftrument, by 
means of canvas pipes, will convey a plentiful ftream 
of air with a {trong biaft to the moft diftant recefles 
of a fhip, and no licence for its ufe is needful from 
any patentee, becaule, although litle noticed till of 
late, it has no claim to novelty. 

Exercife increafes refpiration and quickens the 
circulation of the blood, deriving thereby a greater 
quantity of oxygex from the furrounding atmo{phere, 
and diftributing that pabulum of vital energy to every 
part of the animated frame. Hence it is, that in pure 
air, exercile flrengthens; but in vitiated and foul 
air, it relaxes, debili itates, and tends quickly to ex- 
hault the powers of life. 

Hope, in all difeafes of debility, is to be reckoned © 
among the firft of efficacious remedies. It quick- 
ens the circulation and invigorates the fyftem in the 
fare proportion as fear enervates and finks the pulfe. 
In fcurvy, more efpecially, it is found, that whatever 
infpires confidence and hope tends to expedite the 
cure. The experiment was fairly tried at Breda, 
where, during the fiege, when the garrifon, reduced 
in their number by the ravages of this difeafe, were 
ready from defpair to deliver up the town; a medi- 
cine fent by the Prince of Orange, the preparation 
of which was reported to have been expenfive in the 
extreme, was aiftributed to the furgeons and admi- 
nifiered in diops.. ‘This medicine, boafting of pro- 
pert es, to which it had no equitable claim, ‘wrought 
wonders, and all who took it in. the confidence of 
hope were {peedily reftored to health, 
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Genus LXXIX. Elephantiafis. — 


Tue fymptoms are fkin thickened, rough, wrink: 
led, undiuous, and void of hair; 5 face deformed: with 
2 . ! _tubera; 
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tubéra ; voice hoarfe or founding through the nofe,- 
and want of feeling in the extremities. : 

FlorrMANN remarks, that in one fpecies of ele. 
phantiafis the /egs {well up as high as the knees toa 
moft enormous: fize, that they are covered with a 
{caly cruft, which being ‘abraded leave red marks, 
and that thefe with ‘intolerable itching pour out a 
thick humour, which fooncondenfes into frefh fcales. 
But for the true elepbantiafis of toe Greeks he refers 
us to Areraus. In this, according to that author, . 
the fuperior parts have many fpots and tumours, the 
rednefs of which is ioon converted into black. The 
fkin is in fome parts much thickened, hardened, 
fcaly ; the body becomes atrophic, yet the mouth, | 
the thighs, and the feet, fwell. In the inveterate 
difeafe the fingers and the toes are buried and hid 
with tumours. A flow fever fucceeds,' and deftroy 
the patient. | 

It might have been fufficient to have ftated the 
fymptoms of this difeafe, and with Dr. Cutten 
to have left it where | found it; but having already 
hazarded fo much in other parts of my work, I 
fhall venture, fupported by Van Swieten, to hazard 
fomething here. Wed : . 

BorrHaave informs us in his aphorifims, that a 
kind of clephantiafis cures melancholia, Attulit Lepe 
curationem fuperventens feabies fuda, aliquando elephan-. 
tiafin emulans, § 1110; and his commentator par- 
ticularly ftates a cafe of inveterate melancholy thus 
cured. : : | 

The learned baron fuppofes his atrabiliary mat- 
ter to be taken up into the fyftem, and to be 
thrown out again by the emunétories of the fkin, 
where it irritates the cutaneous veffels and produces 
the difeafe in queftion, : 

To this fuggeftion he adds the fubfequent re- 
mark, So in other difeafes we obferve morbific 
matter, being carried to the cutaneous veffels, ob- 
ftruéts, inflames, and produces in them various puf- 
tules and eruptions which irritate the fkin. — , 

From 
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From an attentive confideration of the aftonifh- 
ing efforts of nature to relieve herfelf, together 
with the wonderful power of action of the abfor- 
bents, I am inclined to think the fuppofition of Van 
Switten fubftantially jut. and his remark well 
founded. 

Of the atrabilis | have already fpoken when treat- 
ing of the proximate caufe of melancholia, and al- 
though the original idea of atrabilis has been proved 
to be erroneous, yet certain it is, that bile and vifcid 
mucus in the inteftines produce much difturbance in 
the fyftem. | Diarrhoea is one of nature’s efforts to 
get rid of thefe, but another effort, as I apprehend, 
is fometimes made -by means of the abforbents. 
They certainly take up ftagnant bile in jaundice, and 
convey it both to the kidneys and to the cutaneous 
vefiels, where it caufes fometimes-a moft intolerable 
itching, and therefore, confidering their extenfive 
powers, it is by no means Amprobable that other - 
offending matters, fuch as frequently harafs nature 
in the alimentary canal, may be abforbed and thrown 
out upon the furface of the body. See the fec- 
tion on the abforbents and their ufe in the introduc- 
tion to this clafs. 

If this idea of the difeafe in queftion is well 
founded, we cannot be ata lofs for the mode of 
treatment Areteeus recommends, as a fpecific, the 
fhavings of an elepbant’s tooth. But this eminent 
practitioner, although infected with the medical fu- 
perttition of the age, did not confine himfelf to fuch 
fpecifics; for every other day he gave {mall dofes 
of white hellebore, of which he {peaks in the higheft 
terms of commendation. Indeed he confidered this © 
cathartic as of all others the moft efficacious, not 
only in this difeafe, but in all inveterate and deep 
rooted complaints, and in reftoring to the pale coun- 
tenance its florid hue. Celfus fecrns to prefer the 
black hellebore, but both thefe herbs were in the 
higheft eftimation. for all difeafes fuppofed to arife 
from atrabilis, 

ARETAZUS, 
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- Aretaus, in order to prevent the ftagnation of 
acrid matters on the furface, where they muft na- 
turally irritate the cutaneous veffels and produce a 
greater determination to the fkin, ordered thee foul. 
eruptions to be wafhed in a bath with foap. For the 
tumours he prefcribed fuet taken in equsl parts 
from a lion anda bear, to be united with alkali, by 
which he compofed a foap, but a foap of no uncom- 
mon virtue, for any other would have precilely the 
fame effect.

The obfervation I have made on elephantiafis are 
applicable to leprofy. “Dr. Wuyrtr confidered a 
morbid ftate .of the veflels under the epidermis as 
the proximate eaufe of this difeafe; but then he ne- 
_ ver attempted to account for that morbid ftate of 
the cutaneous veflels, any otherways than by fup- 
pofing an acrimonious matter to fall on them. “This - 
indeed fubftantially agrees with che doétrine of Van. 
SWIETEN. And then; as thefe vetiels are difeafed, 
they mutt throw out a matter of a different kind 
and in greater quantity than they do ina ftate of 
health: in confequence of which, inftead of a cu-— 
| ticle, 
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ticle, their natural produétion, we have ahatd, white 
cruft, and furfuraceous feales. 

Mott phyficians are agreed in leprofy to give 
antimonials an? ! mercurials, or thefe powerful evacu- 
ants combined with opium, camphor, ‘and guai- 
acum.

SECTION I. 


OF THE CAUSES REMOTE AND PROXIMATE OF 
ICTERUS. 


Tre predifponent caufe is debility, as attended 
either by morbid irritability or by torpor. The 
occafional caufe may be unwholefome diet, fuch as 
unripe fruits or an over- proportion of the legumina, 
with auftere and acid wines, or malt liquor when 
the acetous fermentation bas advanced too far ; hard 
drinking; agues, when prematurely cured by halen 

rotracted See anger; violent emetics; poifons, 
particularly of ferpents, a and preffure. 

The proximate caufes of jauidice is evidently ob- 
ftruction to the natural patlage of the bile by the in- 
teftines, caufing it to be taken up into the habit and 
to circulate 1 in the veffels, | 
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. ‘This obftruction may be either in the duodenum, 
gt or below the entrance of the common duét, or - 
in the ductitfelf In the former cafe the bile paffes 
by the lacteals into the thoracic duét; in the latter. 
it may either regurgitate by the hepatic veins, as 
proved by Dr. Saunpers, or be abforbed by the 
lymphatics, which are derived from all the branches 
of the hepatic duct, as he and Cruickfhank have fre- 
quently obferved in their-diffections, 

That obftruction may take place in the duodenum — 
is evident by. diffeCtions, and has been particularly 
noticed by M. Portal. Jn. the yeHow fever of the 
Weft Indies, of which jaundice 1s a. fyftem, the 
exceffive quantity of bile in the inteftines proves 
that the biliary duéts are free. And when with 
jaundice, we have regurgitation of bile into the fto- 
mach, as in cafe of gaftrodynia flatulenta, it is plain 
that the ~obftruction is not in the duct, butin the © 
{mall inteftines. 


SE Gel TOWN. 
OF THE SPECIES OF ICTERUS. 


Sauvace has no lefs than fourteen fpecies, which 
Cullen has reduced to five, viz. Iéterus /pa/modicus ; 
-J&terus calculofus; \cterus bepaticus; Iéterus gravi- 
darum; and \erus infantum: but to thefe 1 think 
it expedient to prefix another, which more €om- 
monly occurs than either of the others, and to which 
I have given the name of Icterus mucofus. 


I. [Gerus. mucofus, not attended by pain nor by 
fpafmodic affections, No gall {tones are obferved 
in the feeces, but with cathartics a quantity of vif- 
cid mucus is dilcharged. I have frequently met 
with icteric patients, who have evacuated mw © tan 
a pint of gelatinous imatter unmixed with fxces at 
one fitool; and I met with one who, for ieveral days. 

ee together, 
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together, paffed fuch a quantity of mucus that if 
thought his bowels were diffolved. 

The only modern author, who hes laid a foun« 
dation for this fpecies of jaundice, although it is cer- 
tainly common, is baron ‘ aN SwikTeN in his Com~ 
mentaries, § 9503; where he judicioufly obferves, 
. dino et in adultis pituitofa colluvies in primis viis berens 
idleri caufa fuit. ‘This obfervaticn he confirms by a 
reference to Hippocrates, who, with the greateft 
propriety, declares it eafy to be cured. , 

Ic is this fpecies which has for its picninanern 
caufe the debility of torpor. The oceafional caufes 
are unwholefome diet with unripe fruits, or with 
an over proportion of the legumina; humidity and 
marfh miafmata; ill cured intermittents; indolence 
and want of exercife; hard drinking and celd liquids 
after violent exertion; anxiety and protracted grief. 
E fhall enlarge on the adtion of thefe caufes. "The 
ftomach and inteftines are conftantly fupplied by 
appropriate glands with mucus, which lubricates 
their internal furface to prevent attrition and adhe- 
fions, and to defend them from immoderate irrita- 
tion. This, ina ftate of health and vigour, is pro- 
duced only in fufficient quantity to ‘anfwer thefe 
intentions ; but the effect of grief and fear is ta 
relax the glands and to eB the quantity of mu- 
cus. Their ation is excited by the ftimulus of 
ardent {pirits, fpices, and fermented liquors, and as, 
when once morbid habit is ‘eftablithed, they conti- 
nue to pour forth their copious ftreams, a conftane 
determinatiom from thefe glands takes place. . The 
fame determination: is created: by humidity, which 
checks perfpiration and increafes the difcharge of 
mucus by the inteftinal glands, as weil as the flow 
of urine by the kidneys. The poverty of diet 
above defcribed, and‘ want of exercife. by caufing 
generally. debility, tend to produce the fame effect. 
iil cured intermittents leave the bowels loaded with 

- flime, 
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flime, and for this reafon certainly it was, that in 
the cafes of remittent fever, obferved by Sir Joun 
Princre, “ if evacuations were either neglected or 
too fparinely ufed, the patients fell into a ‘continued 
fever, and fometimes grew yellow as in a jaundice.” 

See his Difeafes of the Army, part i. chap. 3. 

This mucus, when firft fecreted by the glands, is 
fluid although vifcid, but when, by its accumulation, 
it has prevented the action of the bile, as the na-- 
tural cathartic, upon the inteftines, and produced 
fome degree of coftivenefs ; the abforbents, taking 
up inceflatnly the aqueous particles, render it more 
tenacious, till it refembles clue, or becomes, as I have 
fated in tufis fomachalis, tough as leather. Unripe 
fruits, auftere or acid wines, and ardent fpirits, as 
Boerhaave and Ven Swieten have well obferved, 
render this vifcid mucus fill more tenacious, § 69. 

From a confideration of thefe remote caufes, and 
of the effect immediately produced by them, with 
attention to the anatomy of the parts concerned in 
jaundice, we fhall not be at a lofs to affign the 
proximate caufe in that fpecies which we have now 
in view. It is certainly tenacious flime obftructing 
the orifice of the common duét at its entrance into 
the duodenum. This effect may be the more readily 
conceived, if we call to mind the very oblique direc-. 
tion in which it penetrates the coats of that iateftine, 
and that it paffes fora fhort {pace betweentwoof them. 
When thus the mouth of the common duét is clofed, 
we have commonly not only obftruction to the pafa 
{age of the bile into the inteitines, but of the pan-- 
creatic juice; becaufe moft frequently. the pancre- 
atic duét enters the duodenum by the fame orifice ; 
and then, for want of thefe detergent and ftimulat- 
ing Auids, tenacious: flime accumulates, and the dif 
eale naturally goes on conftantly increafing. 

_ Thefe ideas, 1 expect, will be. confirmed by the 
cafes I fhall: produce, and by a confideration of 
fe medicines which at any tithe have been found 

cffe€tual in the cure of jaundice. 
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II. Iéterus Jpafmedicus, not attended by pain, but 
fubfequent either to fpafmodic affections or to men- 
tal pafiions, and apt to be both fudden in its at- 
tack, tranfitory in its duration, and, fometimes, pe- 
riodical. 

The perfons moft hable to. this dilesia are, thofe 
of the fanguine temperament, and of an irritable 
habit ; the hyfterical, and fuch as are fubjed& to. 
either iliac paffion or the common bilious and fpaf- 
-modie colic. 

For the predifponent caufe .we may affigh de- 
bility with morbid irritability, and for the occafional 
caufes, t. Violent anger. 2. Venom communicated 
by the bite of animals, as of vipers, {quirrels when. 
enraged, mad dogs, and even fpiders. 3. Stimult 
applied to the inteftines, whether violent emetics, 
draftic cathartics ; bile either in. cholera or the be- 
ginning of bilious fevers, as in the yellow fever of 
warm climates, or the bilious autumnal fever of 
our ifland; worms; and even mucus, with either 
bile or undigefted fordes, in very irritable habits. 

From what has been faid, it will appear, that 
for the proximate caufe we may affign, with Mead, 
Hoffmann, Sauvage, and Cullen, Jpafmodic irae. 
either in the duodenum, or at the mouth of the 
common duct. 

The exiftence of fuch a fpecies i is confirmed by 
anatomical obfervations, becaufe in thefe cafes, after. 
diffection, neither calculi nor vifcid flime have been 


detected. . 

II. Icterus bepaticus, not attended by pain. ‘Tt 
follows difeafes of the liver, and is therefore fympto- 
matic.

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V. 1&terus calculofus, attended by acute thooting 
pains in the epigaftric region and right hypochon- 
drium, which are inicreafed after eating, and by 
evacuation of biliary concretions. It has fometimes 
ftraitened refpiration, compreon of the chet, nau- 
fea, frequent efforts of the ftomach to get rid of 
its contents, and difficulty of walking upright. The 
ficknefs,. with inceflant vomiting, generally. precedes 
the jaundice, which is apt fuddenly to difappear, 
after which gall-ftones are to be dilcovered in the 
fto. Is. For this reafon Baglivi ventured to fay, Sz. 
videris idkeres fanatos, Jed recidivos, eos certe a calculo 
vefice fellee progigni predicito: but this rule, as we 
have feen in the ee fpecies, will not always 
guide. us right; for in that the attack of jaundice is 
fometimes fadden, tranfitory, and periodical. 
This fpecies of jaundice, I apprehend, is feldom . 
if ever an original difeafe, but is occafioned. either 
by icterus mucofus, terus /pa/modicus, or 1cterus gra-, 
vidarum. . kor when the bile ftagnates in the gall- 
bladder, whether that ftagnation is occafioned by 
mucus, by fpafm, or by preffure, biliary concre- 
tions may eafily be formed, by fubfidence, attrac- 
tion of the grofler and homogeneous particles to 
each other, or by the action of the abforbents tak- 
ing up the more fluid parts till the remaining bile- 
becomes a folid mafs. Van Swieten informs us, 
that he has feen bile, tenacious like glue, broughe

More than a bandied gall-ftones have been dif- 
covered in one patient after death, even in cafes 
Nn2 where 
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where no fymptoms of jaundice had appeared. | 
Hester, diffecting the body of a woman, found 
one calculus as big as a walnut, and the common 
duét. fo much enlarged, that he could thruft his lit- 
tle finger into it. But one of the moft uncommon 
cafes 1s related by Van Swieren of his mother- 
in-law. This lady, after repeated paroxyfms of 
jaundice, was fuddenly feized with a violent pain in 
the region of the duodenum, followed by fyncope, 
which continued only one quarter of an hour. At 
the end of two days, they difcovered in the feces 
a gall-ftone large as a joint of the thumb, and two 
more neatly of the fame fize, which, by corre- 
{ponding impreffions, appeared evidently to have 
_ been formed at the fametime. Having pafled thefe 
calculi, fhe became free from jaundice. Yet con- 
fiderable as were thefe for magnitude, much larger 
than thefe have been evacuated, which had there- 
fore paffed the common duct. 

Mrs. Floyer, mentioned by Dr. Jounsrone in 
his Medical Effays, after excruciating pain and vo- 
miting for feven hours, voided a gall-ftone 13 inch 
by 5%, after which the had exceffive difcharge of 

bile, up and down; yet fhe had no jaundice. 

As neither the gall-bladder nor the common duct 
3s fupplied with mufcular fibres ; when they have 
been dilated by calculi, they do not readily contract 
again. In one cafe, recorded in the Edinburgh Medi- 
cal Effays, vol. i. p. 303, we find the common 
duct obftruéted by calculi, and the gall-bladder ex- 
tended to fuch a furprifing bulk as to contain eight: 
pounds of bile. Sol 

Sometimes, when gall-ftones eaufe irritation, and: 
“are yet too large to pafs the common duétt, nature 
in her efforts to relieve herfelf,, excites inflamma- 
tion, fuppuration, ulceration, and the adhefive pro- 
cefs to furround the whole with an impenetrable 
wall, for the boundaries are circumfcribed by effu- 
fion of coagulating lymph, fo changed in paffing: 

He | through 
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through inflamed veffels, that the parietes of the 
abfcefs become a compact mafs. See Dr. Saun- 
DERS’s moft interefting Treatife on the Difeafes of 
the Liver.. Mr. Crrwe has met with cafes where 
this kind of connexion between the biliary fack 
and the contiguous.inteftine having been perfectly 
eftablithed, large gall-ftones efcaped through the 
aperture, in confequence of which the cyft, being 
no longer diftended by bile, contrafted. And Dr. 
Jounstong, inhis Medical Effays, p. 207, mentions 
the cafe of Sarah Ewdall, who after violent pain in 
the region of the gall-bladder, paffed biliary con- 
cretions from an abicefs at the pit of her ftomach. 
The cafe of my old friend O’Neille, captain ge- 
neral of Arragon, was highly interefting. When I 
quitted Spain, I left him labouring under ebftinate 
joundice. After that time a confiderable impoftume 
appeared in the region of the liver, formed by en- 
largement of the gall-bladder, which united by the 
.adhefive infammation with the peritoneum, and 
this, when opened by the lancet, gave iffue to feveral 
biliary concretions, which were of a confiderable 
Lize;": 
He was attended by the moft able furgeons, with 
whom M, Gimbernat was joined in confultation, and 
before they ventured to open the abfcefs, they were 
fatisfied that the adhefive inflammation, which was 
to connect the parts in contact, had taken place. 
- Had they doubted of this, they would have applied 
_cantharides or fome other irritating fubftance to the 
ab{cefs, before they attempted fuch an hazardous — 
expedient; for had they been miftaken in their 
judgment, the contents of the adfcefs would have 
been difcharged into the cavity of the abdomen, 
and the admiffion of atmofpheric air into this ca- 
_vity might have produced inflammation and gan- 
grene on the internal furfaces, that is, on the peri- 
toneum, the inteftines, the omentum, and all the 
other contents of the abdomen,

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It is not. the prefence of gall ftones inthe evft 
that caufes jaundice, for there, as we have fcen, 
they may remain without creating difturbance in the 
fyftem ; ; but when, by {fneezing, coughing, v omiting, 
jumping, wreftling, fuddenly falling, by convulfions, 
or by any other means, a ftrong preffure is made 
upon the liver, they are brought down into the com- 
mon duct; they muft either pafs freely or they will 
cauie obitraBHion to the natural paffage of bile into 
the inteftines, and produce a jaundice.

SECTION Itt. 
OF THE INDICATIONS OF CURE IN ICTERUS.,. 


From what has been delivered, it is evident that 
the indications of cure muft vary according to the 
nature of the caufes which occafion the feveral 
fpecies of this difeafe. Quacks univerfally prefcribe 
either to the moft diftreffing fymptom, or at beft to 
the generic character, that is to the name of a difeafe 
and not.to the difeafe itfelf: but the rational practi- 
tioner confiders, before he ventures to prefcribe, the 
whole of the difeafe in que!!ion, with its caufes both’ 
remote and proximate. Me diftinguifhes the {pecies 
from each other, as characterifed by their peculiar 
fymptoms, and is never fatisfied till he afcertains 
not merely the prefence of this or that difeafe, but 
by what caufe it is produced. The importance of 
fuch diftinétion is no where more con{picuous than 
in cafes of jaundice, for which innumerable remedies 
are Offered, but not one of them admiffible without 
attention to the fpecies, 

_ This obfervation can never be too much incul- 
cated on ftudents ; and, although it might with pro- 

riety have appeared with others in fome genera} 
introduétion to my work, 1 truft it will not be 


thought improper here.

The curative indications are, 


1. To evacuate the vifcid mucus from “se 
duodenum. 


2. To reftore tone to the mucous glands.’ 


To anfwer the firft intention, we muft have re-~ 
courfe to emetics, giving from three to ten grains 
of ipecacuanha with a grain or two of tartarifed an- 
timony every other morning. 

The emetics may be followed by Se thattios. 
Thefe however muft not be draftic and hydragogue, 
_ for fuch not only defeat our purpofe by increafing 
debility, but by their highly ftimulating powers 
they excite the action of the inteftinal exhalants, and 
are foon wafhed away out of the body. .

Seven drams of this with one ounce of foap being 
made into pills, the dofe may be from ten to twenty 
grains twice a day. : 

No medicine has been more univerfally recom- 
mended by the moft eminent practitioners, and no 
one can be more worthy of the reputation it has 
hitherto maintained than tartarifed kali. 

Of this, from one fcruple to a dram may be given 
twice or three times a day, either alone or com- 
bined with rhubarb.~ Dr, Nicolai, recommending, 
among other aperient fubftances this compofition, 
fays of it, Egregiam exferit efficaciam in 1cTERO, fe 
a duituum biliarum obfirudione, QUAM MATERIA 
venax et fpiffa producit, oritur.

ducing it thus to fix pints. The dofe¢ is half a pint 
three times a day. I] have given it with great ad- 

vantage. a, 

After having cleanfed the firft paffaces, we muft 
have recourfe to tonics and aftringents, for fhould 

ee We 
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we proceed with evacuants, we fhould not only 
debilitate the fyftem and deftroy the tone of the 
mucous glands, but we fhould eftablifh a deter- 
mination oe the fluids to thofe glands, and caufe 
them to acquire a habit of fuperabundant fecretion, 
thereby pete the difpofition to jaundice. 

A powerful tonic, and the moft proper in ca- 
chectic cafes, more efpecially in jaundice, is iron; 
of the beft form of it, in the opinion of both Sy- 
denham.and Hoffmann, is that of filings, of which 
from five to twenty grains may be given ata dofe. 
Hoffmann combined it with vitriolated kah, Grete 
ing as follows ;

Hoffman was very partial to his tinffura martis 
pomata et cydoniata, which are excellent preparations, 
combined with the peruvian and cafcarilla barks, 
but he condemns ‘bitters, and affures us that by 
long experience he had found them detrimental. 

As a deobftruent and tonic in jaundice no me- 
dicine is tobe compared to horfe exercife. This 
fupplies the place of emetics and cathartics in fe- 
parating vifcid mucus from the inteftines ; and, pro- 
moting infenfible perfpiration, it prevents determi- 
nation to the mucous glands. Van Swieten, § 69, ju- 
_ dicioufly obferves, that for want of exercife the fto- 
mach and bowels become internally coated with 
touch phlegm (lento elutine) but that by increafed 
refpiration and alternate aétion of the abdominal 
mulcles, thefe vifcera are fhaken, preffed, and 
fcrubbed, as it were, by attrition, fo as to be effec. 
tually cleanfed. 

Hoffmann ftrongly recommends a journey, not 
merely for the fake of air and exercife, but for the’ 
cheerfulnefs, the change of fcene, and the diftance 
interpofed bere phe man and his domeftic cares, 

for 
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for in jaundice he regards tranquillity of mind as 
moft effential to a cure.

¥. The firft intention may be anGveiee 1. By 
removing, when itis poffible, the morbid idan 
fuch as worms, by anthelmintics ; vifcid mucus and 
acrimonious bile by genile emetics and: cathartics, 
more efpecially by ¢a/ter oil; and the mental ftimuli, 
particularly anger, by moral arguments. But all 
violent. emetics and cathartics mutt. be carefully 

avoided, becaufe they increafe the {pafm. 

2. When the ftimulants applied to the inteftines 
are not removable’ by the milder evacuants, their 
power muft be weakened by diluents and demul- 
cents, fuch as warm liquids, and emulfions made 
with infeed, oil of almonds, {permaceti, and gum 
arabic, asin the feveral Formule of my Phyfician’s 
Vade Mecum, in the clafs demulcents. 

3. When the fpafin is occafioned by fome ee~ 
neral fuimulant, fuch as venom communicated | by 
the bite of animals, which can neither be removed 
nor yet relieved by diluents and demulcents, we 
muft have recourfe to more powerful {timulants, 
‘Thefe are afa foetida, camphor, mufk, ether, opium, 
electricity, and heat: -Dr. Darwin cihaeine us, that 
a gentleman, who for jaundice had taken emetics, 
mercury, bitters, fteel, effential oils, and ether, with- 
out benefit, was cured by ten {mart fhocks of elec- 
tricity from a quart phial taken through the liver. 

A: certain degree of heat, that is a genial warmth 
of about 96° or-97°,. is friendly to the fyftern, and 
efficacious in relieving fpafm. , This may be ap- 
plied either in a bath; by carminative, demulcent, 
antifpafmodic clyfters, by fomentations to the part, 
_or by all of them fucceffively. The fomentation 
may 
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may be with chamomile flowers, or a plaifter may 
_ be made with treacle, expreffed oil of nutmegs, and 
fpermaceti in equal parts, and camphor for the pit 
-of the ftomach. The clyfter may be made with 
milk, oil, ginger tea, and fome drops of laudanum. 


II. The fecond intention requires tonics and 
aftringents, cold bathing, bitters, bark, and fteel.

IV. Icterus gravidarum. If from pregnancy, it 
vanifhes on parturition; if from hardened faeces in 
the colon, it is cured by clyfters and cathartics. 


V. Iéterus calculofus. The curative indications 
are pointed out by nature in her efforts to relieve 
herfeif; for when a gall-ftone paffes with difficulty, 
inceffant vomiting is excited to expedite its paflace, 
aad if either the pain or the ftraining to vomit is 
exceflive, both which occafion fpaim, iyncope en- 
fues, and then moft commonly the biliary concre- 
tion paffes, for in fyncope fpafmodic aétion ceafes, 
and every fibre is relaxed. : 

Hence the only indications are, 1. ‘To produce, 

by 
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by emetics, repeated concuffion of the vifcera. 2. 
To affift the free paflage of gall-ftones, when need- 
ful, by antifpafmodics, precifely as in fpafmodic 
jaundice, by camphor, Hoffmann’s anodyne, and 
opium, by warm bathing and fomentations, with 
antifpafmedic and emollient clyfters. 3. To unite 
thefe means by giving our emetic whilft our patient 
ig in the bath. And we may fafely pafs fhocks of 
electricity through the region of the liver. _ | 

When the gall-ftones are pafled; if their forma- 
tion was occafioned either by icterus mucofus, or by 
iterus fpafmodicus, we mutt give tonics and aftrin- 
gents, to prevent the recurrence of the difeafe. 

VI. ldterus infantum is fpeedily and effectually 
cured by clearing the meconium.

SHC TRONS Vy 
CASES OF JAUNDICE. 
CAGE Om: 


A.M. aged 40, of 2 relaxed and irritable habit, was at- 
tacked by jaundice, at the firft approach of which he obferved 
morfels of undigetted food to have paffed by ftool, then 
fulnefs in the epigaftric region, followed by white ftools and 
yellow urine. An emetic brought up the half digefted food 
of two days, and with that fome morfels of veal perfeétly un- 
changed, which he had eaten the firft of thefe days for dinner. 
By two grains of calomel, taken every night, in four days he 
evacuated much wifid mucus, his urine became limpid in the 
night, although very yellow through the day, but by two dofes 
more of calomel, followed by tin&ure of rhubarb, he had many 
proper ftools, followed by one of pure mucus refembling jelly, 
after which, by horfe exercife, he was perfectly reftored to 
health. ‘ 


Three years from this period, in the beginning of February 
after having been frequently wet in riding, he was feized with 
pain inthe right breait, of the fame kind as ufually preceded 
gafrodynia fatulenta, to which he had been fubje&, He took 

an 
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an emetic, threw up a tea-cupful of pure bile, and was free 
from pain : but his ftools became white and his urine yellow. 
He had again recourfe to calomel, but without any effed, till 
he increafed the dofe to ten grains at night, followed by an 
aloetic and alkaline cathartic in the morning. Thefe pro. 
duced a copious evacuation of the alvine feces, followed by 
about a pint of pure mucus refembling jelly, befides much which 
was extremely vifcid. From this time the fymptoms were alle- 
viated, and by moderate catharties the difeafe appeared to be 
perfectly removed, 


In the beginning of May in the fame year he was able to 
walk from twelve to fourteen miles a day without fatigue, till 
he happened to go ten miles with a fcorching fun im front, 
_and a cold north wind behind, by which he was much exhautted, 
and the next day perceived at dinner fuch convulfive motions 
in his under-lip, that whilft eating it was inceflantly drawn in 
_ between his teeth, At night he was reftlefs, and the next day 
had white ftools, yellow urine, conftant chillinefs, with a flow 
pulfe, and fo weak as {carcely to be perceived. Strong ca- 
thartics were reforted to with confiderable dofes of calomel, 
followed by tertarifed-kali, all which brought away much wifeid 
mucus and relieved the fymptoms ; but they {peedily returned. 


In this fituation he applied to Dr. Fothergill, of Bath, who 
confidering that merely to evacuate the vifcid mucus left the 
glands relaxed to pour forth a freth fupply, refolved to try the 
tonic plan. With this intention he gave feel, columba roor, 
and aromatics, which foon perfected a cure, 


CASE Cit: 


A counfellor, aged 37, after protracted grief, took to a {e. 
dentary life, and inftead of wine, his ufual beverage, drank 
{pirits in too great abundance. The confequence was, that with 
. flow fever he loft his appetite and became iterical. Afier va- 
rious remedies had been tried in vain, he took two emetics, each 
compoled of tartarifed antimony one grain, with fifteen grains 
of ipecacnanha, and was perfe€tly reftored to health. 

Some years after this, jaundice returned again with greater 
violence than before. Rhubarb, bitter extraéts, balfams, feda+ 
tives, and antifpafmodicsy all excited naufea, and even vomit— 
“8 in 
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In this fituation the duly medicine he could bear was a mixe - 
ture of glauber falts, nitre, vitriolated kali, and crab’s claws; 
in wine and water with lemon juice, in imall but frequent dofes. 
He had a cataplafn at the region of the liver compofed of 
wormwood (artemifia abjinthium) , water germander (seucrium 
fordivm), chamomile flowers, and cummin feeds, boiled in wine. 
This was applied warm, and when cooled was Areenent bene re- 
newed. 


At the end of two months, he had a fpontaneous difcharge of 
alvine feces, dry, clay-coloured, and mof? abundant, which continued 
for four days, when they began to affume a yellow. colour, and 
he foon recovered health, appetite, and ftrength. 


Hoffinann remarks upon this cafe, that he has 
always obferved cataplafms and fomentations highly 
beneficial in obftinate jaundice, and frequently at— 
tended with inftantaneous relief of all the fymptoms, 
which have reverted on the omiffion of thefe exter- 
nal applications. 


CASE IIL 


Baron Van Swieten in his Commentaries relates the cafe of 
an old lady aged 60, who had been icterical for twelve years, 
At firft the paroxyfms were periodical, but latterly it wasa 
confirmed and continued jaundice tinging the whole body black 
except the eyes, which were of a deep yellow. 


By- his orders fhe perfifted for two years in the ufe of whey 
with juice of g: -afs in {pring, PA water in fummer, and honey 
with foap in winter. 


At the end of eighteen months a copious evacuation of argil- 
laceous and moft offenfive matter, interf{perfed with calculi, | 
fucceeded, and continuing for fix months, with a manifett relief 
of all the fymptoms, fhe was perfectly cured. It muft be added, 
that to fupport her RAEREE the profeffor indulged her with a, 
generous diet. 


CAS E IV. 


A gentleman, aged so, fedentary and accuftomed to good 
living, yet mixing with a generous diet much milk and acid: — 
fruits, became, after protracted grief, catheStic. His counte- 
nance was lividand much fuffuled with bile ; he loft his appetite 

4. and 
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and ftrength; fuffered much by flatuience and borboryemi in 
-his bowels; had difticulty of breathing, and complained of cof-, 
tivenefs, His pulfe was weak, fometimes intermittent, and. 
always unequal. Saundice followed with fwelling of his feet, 
and after a time he became hy: dropic. 


For this complaint he, called in a phyfician, famous for the 
cure of dropfy, who gave him an extract of elatertum and exula 
one dram, which being repeated, evacuated both up and down 
a great quantity of wifcid mucus (ave nar nate fortitér expurga- 
baiur ingens vifciat muci copia). 


On diffe&tion, ‘water was difcovered in his cheft; and ai 
concretions, one of which weighed three drams, were taken: - 
from the gall-bladder. ‘The liver and {pleen were flaccid, aye 
the blood in them was very black. 


CASE OV. 


A gentleman, aged 40, who from his youth had been devoted 
to Bacchus, and had never loft an opportunity of proftrating 
himfelf before the altars of the Cyprian goddefs, in recompence 
for all his fervices, became debilitated and aflifted with the 
gout. This gentleman, after a fit of anger, was fuddenly at- 
tacked by jaundice, with the moft diftrefling fymptoms; for at’ 
intervals he was tormented with moft agonizing pain in the. 
ftomach about the pylorus, attended with cold fweats and a, 
total lofs of appetite. By degrees, the yellownefs of his fkin — 
was turned to black, and being repeatedly put into a warm 
bath, all the /pa/modic fymptoms were not only aggravated, but. 
extended to the urinary bladder, more efpecially at night, pro- 
ducing an i/churia. Atrophy fucceeded, with extreme debility 
and coldnefs of the extremities ; all which went on increafing, 
till he paid the laft debt of nature. ag 


Hoffmann, on diffeGtion, found the inteftines of 'a dark colour, 
and much inflated ; the urinary bladder thickened and covered) 
with black fpots; the liver hard and greenith in‘appearance ;. 
the gall-bladder black and filled with a vifcid humour refem- 
bling pitch” the cyftic duct much ftraitened, and the duodenum 
with the pylorus, and part of the colon, tinged of an ob{cure 
yellow, and corroded in their external coats,

Genus LKXXIIL. Cbhorofis.. 
GREEN-SICKNESS. 


Tue fymptoms are difcoloration, or livid pale- 
nefs of the fkin, even of the lips, laxity and flaccidity 
of the mufcles, with fulnefs of the veins, and cede- 
matous {welling of the feet; remarkable whitenefs 
in the tunica albuginea ; pulfe frequent, {mall, and 
feeble ; extreme laffitude, dyfpnoea and palpitation, 
attending mufcular exertion, particularly in going up 
ftairs, which is followed fometimes by fyncope ; ge- 
neral debility, mental torpor, and univerfal coldnefs, 
dyfpepfia, flatulence and coftivenefs ; appetite both 
deficient and depraved; pain in the back and loins; 
amenorrheea. Van Swieten thus briefly and ele- 
gantly defines this difeafe. Chloroft laborat debilis 
puella totum corpus laxo edemate tumet ; pallent et fri- 
Zent omnia.

Pre occafional caufes are, Inactivity ; poverty of 
diet, with acids, vifcid aliments, and a fuperabun- 
dance of watery or of unfermentea vegetables; im-_ 
pure air; humidity; ftifled anger, fear, terror, and 
-protracted grief, ungratified defires and hopelefs 
love ; exceflive evacuations, whether by hemorrhage, 
or the operation of emetics and cathartics previous 
difeafes, particularly fevers, and ill cured intermit- 
tents; and ftoppage of the catamenia, by whatever 
caufe produced, for this fymptom of the difcafe in 
gueftion is both effect and caufe. 


Hoffmann, 
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Hoffmann, for the proximate cafe, affiens a de- 
ptaved ftate of the fluids arifing from lofs ot tone in ~ 
the folids, and more particularly i in the chylopoetic 
vilcera. 

In this opinion he difcovers his ufwal fagacity ; 
for the caufe here affiened accounts for a]l the fymp- - 
toms. They continue as long as this fubfifts; and 
this being removed, they vanith. With this alfo the 
occafional caufes perfectly agree; for all of them, 
without exception, tend to deftroy the tone of the 
ftomach, and thereby to deprave the fluids, which 
derive their properties from the action of the folids. 
But befides this affection of the ftomach, there is 
certainly a confiderable degree of torpor in the lym- 
phatic fyftem, as appears by the univerfal increafe of 
bulk, and by the oedematous fvelling of the legs. 
We obferve alio remarkable debility in that organ 
which gives motion to the blood; for we have the 
venous plethora, which is produced by diminifhed 
energy of the heart, when unable to overcome the 
elafticity of the arteries, and to diftend them to their 
natural fize. And, as a direct evidence of deficient 
energy, with want of excitement in the heart, we 
have the frequent, fmall, and feeble pulfe.. When, 
in addition to all that has been hitherto fugcefted, 
we confider the mental torpor, the livid colour, and 
_ the lofs of vital heat; can we hefitate in afcribing, : 
all thefe fymptoms to deficient oxygenation of the 
blood ¢ 

The confent between the ftomach and the lungs. 
has been frequently infifted on; and in chlorofis calls 
for particular attention.. A variety of fubftances, 
applied immediately to the ftomach, have the power, 
as I have tully ftated, of exciting the action of the 
lungs and of affifting them to oxygenate the blood + 
and the lungs, when they fupply the fyftem with a 

fufficiency of oxygen, thereby affift the flomach in 
its office of digettion. But when the blood is welk 
oxygenated, the abforbents are excited to more vi- 
Og gorous 
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gorous action; vital energy is increafed in thé heart 

and arteries ; the fpirits rife; cheerful adtiviry fuc- 
ceeds to indolence and gloom ; the countenance re- 
gains its forid hue, and a genial patie is diffufed 
over the fyftem.

From this view of the proximate caufe, the indi- 
cations of cure will be, 


1. To obviate the occafional caufes of the dif- 
eafe. 


2, Toreftore tone to the ftomach and inteftines. 
3. To oxygenate the blood. ; 


I. Hippocrates and all his followers have obferv-, 
ed, that in certain cafes of chlorofis, marriage is the 
only cure, In other cafes it is fufficient to change 
the air, take exercife, adopt a more generous diet, 
and to regulate the paffions. Itis thus that the firft 
intention may be anfwered. 


Il. ‘To anfwer the fecond intention we begin with 
~ an emetic, which may be followed by gentle cathar- 
tics to clear away vifcid mucus from the firft paf- 
fages. For in chlorotic cafes, this never fails to be 
collected, and when prefent, not only either caufes 
or ageravates all the fymptoms, as I have fully ex- 
plained in treating hypochondriafis and in fixing the 
proximate caufe of melancholia; but, by interpofing | 
a tenacious fubftance between the living fibre and 
the medicines received into the ftomach, it effectu- 
ally prevents a cure. This Van Swieten has well. 
ftated thus: Dato prius leni vomitorio, vel purgante 
éx pillulis Rup vel fimilibus, sABURRA MUCOSA i? 
primis viis berens educitur.ne alicrum medicamentorum.

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mach and the inteftines from what he calls crudidates, 
viftide, mucide, acide, orders either vitriolated of 
tartarifed kali to be frequently repeated: and if the 
bowels are not fufficiently cleared by thefe, he re- 
commends myrrh, gum ammoniac, rhubarb, ex- 
tract of wormwood, cinnabar, amber and falt of 
amver, in equal parts, of which two drams made 
into twenty pills may be given at a dofe, either in- 
creafing or diminifhing the quantity as occafion may 
require. Should the coftivenefs be obftinate, he 
advifes the following:

To reftore the tone of the ftomach, Hoffmann 
recommends an elixir to be made with myrrh, am- 
ber, faffron, orange-pecl, and the extracts of gen- 
tian, wormiwood, carduus benedictus, and the leffer 
centaury, notin fpirit, but in weak lixivium of tartar. 


III. Thefe bitters are certainly poffeffed of tonic 
powers ; but to anfwer our third intention, the moft 
efficacious medicine is /feel, which, as the natural 
vehicle of oxygen, in chlorofis never fails to cures 
Van Swieten,. after clearing the inteftines from mu- 
cous faburra, ordered a medicated wine with aros 
matics and fteel filings, of which he elegantly fays,. 
Dum bis utitur ; incipit oriri major calor, levis quaft 
febricula; quotidie incipit Jubfidere laxus partium om- 
nium tumor et redit amenus rubor. in cute, labiis;et 
gingivis. Hoffmann had adopted precifely the fame 
practice, and gives diftinétly the fame character of 
fteel. The two forms preferred by him were iron 
filings fprinkled with rain water and:expofed to the 
heat of the fun, till the whole becomes a ruft; and, 
the other form is a martial tincture made with iron 
filings in cider expofedto the folar rays.  . ,

Dr. Griffith in this difeafe gave his myrrh’ ana 
fteel mixture according to the formula already men- 
tioned under the treatment of phthifis. 

_ My judicious friend Dr. Hamitron of Finfbu- 
ry-{quare, depends on fteel filings, of which he gives 
twenty erains three times a day. 

The formule 77, 78, and 82, of my Vade Me- 
eum, are excellent in this difeafe, but in 77 the 
bark may be omitted. 

_All thefe preparations will be rendered much more 
active if the patient infpires highly oxygenated air, 
and takes fuffictent exercife; for in this manner we 
moft effectually oxygenate the blood.

In this genus Dr. Cullen includes five clan | 


1. Caligo lentis. Cataraé?. ‘The fymptoms are, 
opacity behind the iris in the pofterior chamber of 
the aqueous humour, to be difcovered by infpectien ; 
the iris contracts by a ftrong light, and in the fhade 
expands ; vifion is lefs perted 1 in proportion to the - 
quantity of light reflected from an object; minute 
objects appear to be covered with a mift increafing 
in denfity, as the opacity extends. . 

‘The approach of the difeafe is announced by 
mufce volitantes. 

This opacity may be dicher' in the cryftalline lens 
itfelf, or in its capfule ; or it may arife either from 
a membrane formed in the pofterior chamber of 
the aqueous humour, and therefore eafily to be dif- 
tinguithed by* infpection, or from portions of in- 
{piffated pus floating in the aqueous humour, and 
moveable by the flighteft inclination of the head. 
The latter conftitute the fpurious cataract 5 the for- 
mer only is the genuine. 
003 The . 
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The occafional caufes of ‘cataract are commonly 
external violence, fudden expofure to great heat af- 
ter cold, and to ftrong light after obfcurity. From 
thefe laft circumftances it may perhaps arife, that 
cataraéts abound in Spain, more efpecially at Ma- 
drid, where my friend Gimbernat extraéted more 
an a hundred in one year. In addition to thefe 
caufes we may remark from Lommius, as quoted 
by Hoffmann, thatin fome cafes cataract originates — 
from affections of the ftomach, and this feems to 
be rendered probable, when bebaii. ach: precedes a 
cataract. 

In fome cafes the lens has {pontaneoufly recovered | 
its tranfparency. Mr. Wathen mentions two cata- 
racts in one patient having been thus difperfed, af- 
ter continuing 18 years. It is well known, that 
the capfule is ~abforbed after a cataraét has been ex- 
tracted, and that after couching, nature fometimes 
excites the action of the abforbents to carry off, as 
‘an.extraneous body, the cataract itfelf. The fame 
effect is often produced by external inflammation 
of the eye, and for this reafon it is that cataracts 
occafioned by contufion are more frequently ab- 
forbed, than thofe which proceed from conftitutional 
affections. Sometimes indeed it happens, as in the 
cafe of one of our princes, that from external in- 
flammation the abforbents carry off both the cryf- 
talline and the vitreous humour, leaving only a bag 

of water. 

It was upon this principle that my friend Wa-_ 
THEN Purpps, to cure a cataract, which it was not 
proper to extract, excited violent inflammation in 
the eye by means of corrofive fublimate, and thus 
caufed the difeafed lens to be perfectly abforbed. 
Fis grandfather records a cafe, in which the ope- 
rator “being obliged to defift becaufe he could not 
fix the eye; in about a fortnight from that time the 
patient began to fee_a little, and in lefs than a month 
periecly recovered his fight, p

As to the medical treatment of cataract little can 
be faid. It has certainly been cured by electricity. 
As this effeét muft in all cafes have been produced 
by the abforbents, calomel, which excites their ac- 
tion, feems to promife fome relief, but I do not re+ 
colleét having feen it tried. 

When medicines fail, the only Hid is from ex- 
traction. In fuch cireunmftances the firft point to 
be determined is its fitnefs for the operation, on 
which we are affifted in our judgment by the pub- 
lications of Mr. Wathen, who in this line is the moft 
experienced practitioner in Europe. He obferves 
that if the eye can difeern a bright light, and if on 
fudden expofure to light the pupil “contratts, if 
the eye retains its natural fize and figure, if the » 
catara&t is not red, blue, yellow, brown, or of a 
fnowy whitenefs, but of a pearl or light grey co- 
Jour, and if it was preceded not by fenfations like 
thofe produced by flies moving before the eyes, but 
by a miftinefs hanging over obje&s. and increaf- 
ing with the difeafe: in thefe circumftances the ca- 
taract i is in a fit {late for operation, but in oppofite 
circumftances the cafe mutt at leaft be doubtful. 

As to the mode of operation, I fhall not kere 
repeat, what in his works he has clearly pointed 
out, but having had frequent opportunities of feeing 
him extrac, Il am decidedly of opinion, that no 
country practitioner fhould ever prefume to under- 
take the operation, nor any chirurgeon, even in 
great cities, whois not almoft in the daily habit of 
performing it. 


2. Caligo Cornee. ‘The cornea is compofed of 
many lamina, which are liable to be feparated by 
ftagnant lymph, and this according to the quantity 
may produce either femi-pellucid fpecks, or perfect — 
and, complete opacity. Specks may be removed 
with fafety by means of lapis calaminaris and fugar in 
equal parts, either blown upon them through a 
{mall quill, or applied with a pencil bruth, “The 
Jeucoma, if extenfive, may réquire cathartics with — 

O04 calomel 
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calomel to excite hie acne of the abforbents, and 
aftringent applications to the part to HACK the ree 
laxed veffels. 

An hernia of the cornea, with rts of the 
uvea, called /icphyloma, requires aftringents. M. 
Gimbernat, of Madrid, has cured many by dropping 
three times a day a few drops of a very ftrong cold 
infufion of myrtle leaves into the eye, keeping the 
bowels foluble by cooling cathartics, and making 
the patient avoid fptces, fpirits, and whatever: in- 
creafes the motion of the fluids. 

Sometimes the cornea is fuffufed with blood, 
when there are no fymptoms of inflammation, as 
may be feen in fcrophulous fubjects.. In'this cafe 
our dependence muft be on tonics and aftringents 
externally and internally applied. 

Excrefcences from the cornea may be taken off 
by a thread, by the knife, or by an efcharotic, which 
may be compofed of fugar, ten grains, to one grain 
of alum finely powdered ; after which the eye mutt 
be wafhed for fome days with brandy and water, 
then with the following aftringent collyrium,

The clofing of the pupils, 
which may be occafioned by inflammation of the iris. 

This may be preduced 
either by « <fufion of blood, of pus, or of milk, as 
mentioned by Fiaguenot, i into the chambers of the

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eye; by deficiency of aqueous humour; by its mor-° 
bid abundance, as in dropfy of the eye ; or by dif- 
folution and diforganifation of the vitreous humour, 
which is the amaur off is a fynchifi of Sauvage. 

5. Caligo palpebrarum: In this fpecies the eye-~ 
lids may be fixed to the eye by the adhefive in- 
flammation ; or the two lids may be united by the 
fame procefs; or the fuperior lid may be clofed 
either by palfy of the mutfcle, called elevator pal- 
pebre fuperioris ; by tubercles and warts thicken- 
ing the membranes; by flefhy excrefcences, by 
{teatomatous tumours, or by cancer, 

Thefe five include the twenty fpecies of Sauvage, 
not excepting his caligo venerea, although unno- ' 
ticed by Dr. Cullen, True it is, that the in.ants 
of proftitutes and of women infected with the lues, 
often fuffer blindnefs; but then this blindnefs is not 
of any particular fpecies, for it may arife either from 
cataract, or from morbid affections, either of the 
cornea or of the humours of the eye, |

SECTION. L 
OF THE HISTORY OF AMAUROSTS, 

Amavrosis fometimes comes on fuddenly, more 
efpecially 1 produccd by violence, whether by con- 
cuffions or by..wounds, Sometimes the fight is 
gradually loft, as in old people and in paralytic fub- 
jects. Sometimes again the gutta ferena is periodi- 
cal, rapid in its pragrels, and continues only for a 
few 
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few hours or days, after which it fuddenly and fpon- 
taneoufly departs, yet frequently returns, as may be 
obferved in hyfterical and in parturient women. 
Sometimes we find it affociated with head-ach, ver- 
tigo, fleepinefs, and finging in the ears: at other 
times it appears unconnected with thefe fymptoms. | 
It is commonly preceded by the appearance of 
duft, cobwebs, and flies, called mufce volitantes, and 
when recent, has vifion cleareft in a ftrong light. 


SECTION: Ih: 


OF THE PROXIMATE CAUSE OF AMAUROSIS, AND 
DISTINCTION INTO SPECIES. 


Tue proximate caufe of amaurofis is interrup- 
tion of the nervous influence in the optic nerve or 
retina, which may be either perfect or imperfect. 

Sauvage enumerates feventeen fpecies of this dif- 
eafe; but Cullen, transferring two of thefe to caligo 
pupille, where certainly amaurofisy a fynchifi fhould 
not be placed, has included the other fifteen in his 
own four fpecies, viz. 

1. Amaurofis compreffionis. 2. Amaurofis atonica. 

3. Amaurofis /pafmodica. ‘4. Amaurofis venenata. 
_ Without particularly ftating my objections to his 
fecond and fourth fpecies, as being included in the 
third, I fhall only make fome obfervations on his 
firft. 

The preffure, forming his fpecific character, may 
be either on the thalami of the optic nerves, or on 
the nerve itfelf in. any part of its extent, and may 
be made by exoftofes produced by the fyphilitic 
virus; by fteatomatous,-or fcrophulous tumours ; 
by calculi, as noticed by Bonet; by ympb, as hap- 
pens after ferous apoplexy and palfy; by d/ood, either 
extravafated or in its proper veffels, as happens 
either from external violence, or from internal 
caufes, as after acute fevers and the fanguine apo- 


plexy. 
This 
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_ This preffure on the optic nerve by diftended vef- 
fels may arife from a ftrong determination to the 
head, which may be caufed by /pa/m, and this again 
may be occafioned either by poifons or by any acrid 
matter, particularly in the.alimentary canal. What 
numerous caufes have we here, each requiring a 
{pecific mode of treatment to itfelf! yet all are in- 
cluded in one fpecies ! 

Surely thefe obfervations are fafficient to evince 
the impropriety of the diftin@ions made by Dr. 
Cullen. I fhall therefore venture to fugeeft a more 
natural divifion, and fhall endeavour to eftablifh the 
lpwing {pecies. 

. Amaurofis Jfanguinea, related. to the Giesan, 
ae fy mptoms of plethora, and frequently begins 
with deep-feated pain in the head, or diftreffing © 
weight at the bottom of the eye. It follows acute 
fevers and the Janguine apoplexy, and it is frequently 
occafioned by violent concuffions, fuch as may 
produce extravafation of the blood, whether by 
blows, by falling from a confiderable height, or 
by fneezing. It may hkewife be occafioned by y 
anger; by violent mufcular exertion, as_in partu- 
rition; by the hot. bath; or by whatever caufes a 
determination to the head. On diffection the arte- 
ries in the orbit of the eye have been found exceed- — 
ingly diftended, and extravafations of blood have 
been difcovered compreffing the optic nerves in pa- 
tients who had fuffered by amaurofis. This fpecies 
comprehends the firft and fourth fpecies of Sauvage, 
which are his traumatica and plethorica. 

2. Amaurofis Jpafmodica, related to the Neu- 
RosES, has fymptoms of debility and irritability. It 
follows convulfive and fpafmodic affections, and is 
peculiarly the difeafe of byfrerical and epileptic patients. 
Ic has been obferved to attend intermittents, atonic — 
gout, and hemicrania, which came on after child- 
birth. It is often occafioned by colic and conttipa- 
tion of bowels, Bere by colica pictonum, i, 
the 
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the irritation of calculi in the kidneys, and by ftop- 
page both of the hamorrhoidal and of the men- 
ftrual flux. © Ic is likewife confequent on the fweat- 
ng of the feet imprudently repreied, on the exan- 
themata repelled, or any herpetic eruptions checked; 
and it is particularly induced by exceffive indulgence 
. jn the moft exhaufting ofall fenfual pleafures. Iris 
faid to be occafioned alfo by application of ftramo- 
nium to the eyes. | , 
This comprehends eight fpecies of Sauvage, 
among which we find his amaurofis a _/pa/mo, caufed 
by fpafmodie conftriction of the annulus moderator 
of Valfalva. This ring is formed by the four ftrait 
mufcles with the obliquus major, all which arife from 
the bottom of the orbit, and together embrace the 
‘optic nerve. The caufe here affigned is certainly 
adequate to the effect produced. But befides this 
we mutt recoileét, what has been delivered in the 
preceding volume, on. fpafmodic: ftri€ture, as the 
occafional caufe of apoplexy; and more particularly 
what I have faid upon the fubject, when accounting 
for the determination to the brain in mania hyfterica. 


3. Amaurofis ferofa, related to the CacHeExta, 
has fymptoms of relaxation, debility, and torpor. It 
is indeed a genuine cacuectic difeafe, arifing from | 
morbid affection of the lymphatic fyftem, being 
produced either by increafed action of the exhalants, 
or by diminifhed action ofthe abforbents. It is the 
difeafe of hydropic habits, and attends apoplexia. 
jeroya. need fcarcely add, that it is occafioned by 
poverty of diet, exhaufting difeafes, haemorrhages, 
anxiety, protracted grief, hard ftudy, vigilance, the 
application of cold after exercife, by dram-drinking, 
and by every kind of intemperance. f 

This fpecies is the amaurofis pituitofa of Sauvage. 
4» A\maurofis orgavica has none of the preceding 
- fymptoms, or at leaft not. as: connected: with this 

affection of the eye, _ 7 pad

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It is occafioned commonly by external violence, 
fuch as wounds dividing the optic nerve itfelf, or by. 
fuch effulgency of light z as may be fufficient to change 
the organic ftrugture of the retina, But Bonetus 
difcovered the optic nerves atrophic and wafted to 
half their ufual fize, which muft have arifen from 
fome internal caufe, and my friend M. Gimbernat 
in the place of the retina had once ‘occafion to ob- 
ferve a bony fubftance, which muft have been either 
an incruftation, or the offification of that medullary 
expanfion of the optic nerve, produced by the fame 
procefs as offifications in the brain. ~M.’Gimber- 
nat has preferved this curious production in his Mu- 
_feum at Madrid. — Hydatides have been difcovered 
by Boerhaave on the retina, and exoftofes very fre- 
quently produced by the venereal poifon, are dn to 
prefs upon the optic nerve. 

- Sauvage difcovered by diffection ftrumous altiids 
incumbent on the optic nerve, and various tumours: 
producing the fame effect have been noticed by 
Hoffmann. | 

As to the amaurofis foricariorum of Sasi I 
know not where to clafs it, nor do I hélieve- that 
the nocturnal fcavengers of London are acquainted 
with this wonderful “difeafe : yet fuch is the autho- 
rity of Ramazzini, from whom Sauvage has adopted 
it, that I cannot doubt of its exiltence. “As how- 
ever it is fufficient for thefe men to cover their eyes 
with glaffes in order to avoid the dire effects of 
their needful, although humble, occupations, we; 
need not be very anxious to difcoyer the pathology 
of this difeafe. | . |

- Tuesz muft depend on the nature and caufe of 
the difeafe, for no medicine has ever been difcover-' 


ed, which can cure indifferently every ipecies of the 
fame difeafe. 
I thall 
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I fhall therefore confider what is the proper mode 
of treatment in the feveral fpecies of amaurofis. 

1. Amaurofis /anguinea. 

The indications of cure are precifely the fame as 
in apoplexia fanguinea, to which I muft refer the ftu- 
dent. It is for this reafon that Hoffmann, ifthe pulfe 
admits of fuch evacuations, recommends bleeding, 
by leeches applied to the temples, by the lancet 
from the feet, or, in preference to both, either from 
the frontal vein or from the temporal artery. With 
the fame view of diminifhing preffure in the brain, 
he advifes to cleanfe the firft paflages by cooling 
and moft gentle cathartics, and the great inteftines 
by carminative clyfters. With thefe remedies he 
enjoins {trict temperance. Binds :

The indications of cure are the fame as in palfy 
and epilepfy, which the ftudent may confult. 

We mutt here be particularly careful to obviate, 
firft the occafional, then the predifponent caufe of. 
fpafmodic affection. If, as very often happens, 
there is irritation in the alimentary canal, it muft be. 
removed by gentle catharticsand carminative clyfters. 
If the irritation fhould be from the hemorrhagic 
effort in the uterine veffels, nature muft be affifted 
by emmenagoeues of the antifpafmodic order com- 
bined with tonics. If from atonic gout, attention 
muft be paid to that difeafe. If the ftimulus 1s 
mental, the angry paffions muft be reftrained. If 
the {weating of the feet has been repreffed, if exan- 
themata have been repelled, or if herpetic eruptions 
have been checked; the fame treatment muft be 
adopted, as recommended by Hoffmann in his 
tuffis ferina, which is to be found in my {ection vi. 
of catarrh, scart 
_ Hoffmann particularly recommends calomel with 
balfamics and corroborants, which in many cafes ob- 


viate both the remote caufes of the difeafe. 
Dr,. 
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Dr. Collin of Vienna, fince the year 1773, has 
introduced the arnica montana to the notice of phy- 
ficians, as a powerful tonic in cafes of amaurofis, 
and fome of my friends in Spain have proved its effi- 
cacy. He gave from two drams to,half an ounce 
infufed in boiling water, with an ounce of fyrup of 
maiden hair, (adianthum capillus veneris) for a dofe, 
_ and he affures us, that in nine cafes it perfected the 
cure. As itis a penetrating aromatic bitter, it. pro- 
mifes to be a valuable acquifition in a variety of 
{pafmodic affections. ps 

Electricity is of all antifpafmodics, the moft fpeedy 
in its operation, and in cafes of amaurofis has very 
frequently been found effectual. Mr. Wathen and. 
Mr. Phipps have cured many patients by that 
means. 


A generous diet is admiffible in this difeafe, yet | 


every fpecies of intemperance. muft be. carefully 
avoided. ‘The patient muft fhun the extremes, and 
the fudden alternations of heat with cold. 


3. Amaurofis ferofa. 


The indications are precifely the fame as in apo- 
plexia ferofa. Emetics, cathartics, diuretics, blifters, 
fetons, and fternutatories, are highly proper, and 
_ may be followed up with fpirit. The abforbents 
may be excited to action by calomel, and particularly 
by fuperoxygenated air. Of this 1 have been wit- 
nefs in the practice of my friend Dr. THornron, 
more efpecially in the cafe of Patterfon.

require the ftrongeft light. 
‘' This fpecies Sauvage informs us was epidemic 
in the vicinity of Montpellier, chiefly mear the ri- 
vers, where foldiers in particular, who mounted 
suard by night, were the firft to fuffer. 

It was cured by evacuants, fuch as émetics, ca- 
thartics, diuretics, diaphoretics, blifters, and bleed- 
ing. 

Boerhaave mentions a variety of this fpecies arif- 

ing from contraction and immobility of the Eve , 
which he confidered as incurable. 


2. Dyfopia luminis, in which objects to be feen 
require obfcurity. 

This muft arife from extreme fenfibility of the 
retina, as in cafes of infammation, with a peculiar 
conformation of the iris. When it arifes from in- 
flammation, the cure is obvious. 


3. Dyfopia difitorum, near-fightednefs. 


4. Dyfopia proximorum, in which near objects are 
indiftinétly feen. 
Thefe require the aid of the optician. 


5. Dyfopia /ateralis, in which objects to be feen 
require an oblique pofition. 

‘This may arife, 1. From the obliquity of the 
pupil. 2. From want of tranfparency in fome part 
of the cornea. 3. From obliquity of the cryftalline. 
4. From want of fenfibility in a part of the retina. 
5. From the habit of fquinting, in which cafe alone 
relief can be expected. This, according to circum- 
ftances, may be obtained either by proper fpectacles 
or by a proper mafk.

Sativage has entered fully into this moft.curious 
fubjeéct, and in his two genera of fuffufio and diplo- 
pia, has’ taken notice of all the optical deceptions 
which arife ftom morbid affections of the eye. 
But as thefe may be regarded chiefly as fymptoma- 
- tic of fome primary difeafe, I thall not here repeat 
his obfervations. They moft commonly attend 
either fever or fpafmodic affections, and then origi- 
“nate in preternatural. determination to the brain. 
In the firft cafe the proper remedies are the tepid 
pediluvium, bleeding, carminative clyfters, refri- 
gerant cathartics, and every part of the antiphlo- 
eiftic regimen. But if the determination to the 
head arifes from fpafmodic affection, the principal 
attention muft be to remove the ftimulating cauie, 
then to invigorate the general habit. | 
If the eyes have been fatigued by noécturnal ftu- 
dies, or diftreffed by immoderate® effulgence, they 
mutt be permitted to repofe, and the tonic plan 
mutt be purfued. |

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2. Lhe membrana tympani may be morbidly af- 
feted by——a. Relaxation, which may be occafioned 
‘by humidity, or by the difcharge of ulcers.x—4. Pre- 
ternatural tenfion. In this cafe the perfons hear 
beft in damp and foggy weather.—c. Becoming 
callous or even long, as happens to other mem- 
branes.—d. Rupture, occafioned either by external 
and mechanical violence; by the’ concuffion of 
loud founds, or from within, through the Euftachian 
tube, by ineezing: or the folution of continuity 
may be occafioned by acrimonious pus. 


3. In the tympanum.—a. ‘The {mall bones may 
either lofe their power of motion by adhefive inflam- 
mation, or may be deftroyed by caries.—d.

Next to wax in the auditory 
paflage, the moft common caufe of deafnefs is ob- 
ftru€tion in the Euftachian tube. When 1 was in Edin- 
burgh, Mr. Braidwood, now of Hackney, was there, 
teaching the deaf and dumb to underftand and fpeak. 
He had then about twenty {fcholars, who were all 
born deaf. Upon examination, I difcovered that in 
the major part of thefe the Euftachian tube was 
clofed.. In violent fevers this effect is very free- - 
quently produced by inflammarion, as happened to 
the patient whofe cafe of bilious autumnal fever 
has been related. Sometimes the tube is clofed by 
_ vifcid mucus, as_in catarrh, on the going off of 
which the hearing is fuddenly reftored, and the paf- 
fage is opened by a loud and: furprifing fnap. 
It often happens that venereal virus either pro- 
’ duces exoftofes in the bony part of’ the tube, or 
ulcers, with the adhefive inflammation in the muf- 
cular part, and the paffage is obliterated. ‘It is

5. The auditory nerves are fubject precifely to. the 
fame affeétions as the optic nerves; and for thefe,

SECTION IL. 
OF THE CURE OF DEAFNESS. 


1. WHEN we are to examine a patient, whd 
complains of deafnefs, we muft becin with the ex- 
‘ternal ear, and for this purpofe we muft contrive to 
throw a fun-beam into the auditory paffage. Should 
this be obftructed by extraneous bodies, they muft 
_ be extracted; if by infpiffated wax, which 1s moft 
frequently the cafe, it muft be foftened, either by 
.ox-gall, lime-water, oil of bitter almonds, or by 
warm milk, with four drops of aqua kali; then — 
wafhed, by injecting frequently either lime=water 
or fage tea with honey. The ox-gail or oil muft 
. -be put into the ear at night, and the pafface muft 

-be fyringed the next morning. The fyringe fhould - 
have a filver pipe with numerous perforations at. 
the end, fome lateral, others oblique, but none di- 
rect, left the membrane of the drum fhould be me- 
chanically injured. After injecting ‘this infufion, 
the ear muft be kept warm, and no cold liquids mutt 
be drank. This operation muft be repeated every 
day, even for a month, or till the, wax iS s cleared 
away. 

If there is a fuperfluous ene it muft be 
pierced, if a polypus, it muft.be extirpated, either 

by ligature, by the knife, or by a.cauftic, which may 
‘be introduced by means» of.a tent thruft through ' 
a canula adapted to the ear. 


Pala : if 
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If the glands are fwelled, a few drops of oil af 
almonds with camphor, will allay the pain, and gentle 
cathartics, with {mall dofes of calomel, will reduce 
them. Should they fuppurate, a decoétion of barley 
and agrimony will cleanfe the ulcers. 


2. If the membrana tympani is relaxed, the hear-. 
ing will be worft in fogzy weather, and will be 
quickened in a time of froft. For this tonics ex- 
ternally and internally applied are proper; fuch as 
cold bathing, cool air, exercife, a generous diet, 
bitters, bark, and fteel, and a cold infufion of tor- 
mentil may be injected into the paflage of the ear, 
once every morning. 4 

Should this membane be affected with preterna- 
tural tenfion, oil of almonds may be dropt into the 
ear at night. When we fufpect that deafnefs arifes 
from laceration, or from erofion of the membrana 
tympani, the perfon muft be made to take a full in- 
fpiration of air into his lungs, then ftop his noftrils 
and his mouth, and endeavour to expire. Should 
air efcape by his ears, we may be certain that we 
have difcovered the caufe of deafnefs, and need look 

no further. ; al 


3. To difcover whether one or both the Euf 
tachian tubes are clofed, let the expedient men- 
tioned in the preceding fection be reforted to, and if 
they are open the air will be felt preffing the mem- . 
brana tympani. If nothing is felt, the tubes are 
clofed. Diemerbroeck remarks, that when thefe 
tubes in catarrh are clofed by mucus, if you ftop 
both ears, and with a ftick between your teeth, ftrike 
the ftrings of a mufical inftrument, you hear no 
found, and that by this method he examined his pa- 
tients ; but the preceding trial will be fully fufficient 
for our purpofe. | ° 

If the Euftachian tube is clofed by mucus, it will 
be proper to try fialagogues, followed by cephalic 
fnuff, or fome more efficacious fternutatory, which 
may be found in the clafs errbina of my Vade Me- 

| cum. 
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cum. Should thefe prove infufficient, a proper ca- 
theter may be introduced into the tube through the 
noftril, as Dr. Monro, of Edinburgh, has practifed. 


. The difeafes of the internal ear are not eafily 
diftinguithed but thefe, it is apprehended, very 
feldom happen, becaufe the parts are far removed 
from injury. When however the mufcles or the 
membranes participate in the general affections of 
the fyftem, the general treatment will extend its 
beneficial effects to them. 


5. Affections of the auditory nerve are, perhaps, 
as common as thofe of the optic nerve; but un- 
fortunately, they are not fo readily diflinguifhed. In 
amaurofis we can have little room to doubt, be- 
caufe when there is no vifible injury, when the parts 
are all tranfparent, and when the pupil is dilated 
and immoveable, it is evident, that there muft be 
obftruction of the nerve; but in the ear all the in- 
ternal parts are hid. 

-If, however, either apoplexy, palfy, epilepfy, vir- 
tigo, head-ach, or lofs, or even imperfection of and 
other fenfe has either immediately preceded, or at- 
tends the deafnefs, we may have reafon to fufpect 
that there is preffure on the nerve. 

This preflure on the auditory nerve may be pro- 
duced by—a. Blood, and may arife from either py- 
thora, and therefore require evacuants, with a vege- 
table diet, and conftant exercife;. or it may be in 
duced, as it very oftenis, by fpafmodic affection and 
determination to the head, which may be either 
permanent or periodical, and may return either re- 
gularly or at uncertain intetvals. In thefe cafes the 
fame treatment precifely is required as in amaurofis 
Janguinea and amaurofis Jpafmodica, to which t mutt 
requeft particular attention.—d. Serum, with fymp- 
toms of relaxation, debility, and torpor, as in amau- 
rofis ferofa, and in apoplexia ferofa, under which the 
Bigpst treatment will be found,.—c, Steatoma—d. 

Pp 3 Exofiefs, 
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Exoftofis, which, if produced either by fcrophiula,

CASES OF DEAFNESS... 
Case I. 


A cir who had been. deaf for many months, was at the tae 
time pale, low fpirited, and complained of deficient catamenia. 
After taking hyofcyamus albus daily for fix weeks, fhe perfe€lly 
recovered her hearing, her colour, and her flefh. She began 
with one third of a grain, and gradually increafed the dofes ta 
{even grains aday. See Sauvage, Vol. I. p. 753. 


CasE Ii, 


A lady, aged 60, of a ftrong conftitution, yet fi ubjett, when 
coftive, during feafons of rain, to heavinefs and pain in her head, 
with fome degree of deafnefs, was fuddenly feized with total 
lofs of hearing in the left ear, and difficulty of hearing in the 
right. By the advice of Hoffmann, fhe took a drachm of rhubarb 
with an aunce of coffee, made into an infulion, which was re- 
peated at intervals, and fhe put a clove of garlic alternately 
with a few drops of effence of colocynth and mufk into her ear. 
By thefe means her hearing was reftored. Had they failed, the 
profeflor would have ordered a few grains of ammonia pp. with 
a {mall quantity of caftor, to have been put into the ear, 


Case III. 


_ A veteran profeffar, who for 16 years had loft the aries . 
of his right ear, fearing the fame misfortune for the. left, 
applied to Hoffmann, who, finding his bowels conftipated,. 
ordered cathartic pills, Thefe, among other ingredients, were. 
compofed of calomel, cinnabar, aloes, jalap, and falt of amber, 
with Peruvian balfam. Butthe good old man, wrapped up in * 
the profoundeft meditations as he walked, inftead of one fcruple, 
confitting of fourteen pills, took the whole quantity prefcribed, 
being no lefs than 120 pills. In lefs than two hours he had ex- 
eruelating Pao. in his inteftines, with naufea’and frequent 
faintings ; 
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faintings yet he had only four motions: violent fpafmodic - 
pain in the right fide of his head, more particularly of the 
ear, fucceeded, and raged to fuch a degree as to deprive him 
of reft. ‘This was however followed by a dreadful explofion, 
like the difcharge ofa cannon, which removed the pain, and his 
heari ing perfectly returned. | 


Case IV. 


A military prefect, in the vigor of youth, having taken cold 
during a mercurial falivation, loft his hearing altogether, and 
complained of aweight in his head., After two months, the 
Prince of Orange fent him to Hoffmann, who ordered the fol- 
owing cathartic: 

Gum ammoniac, rhubarb, aloes, calomel, cinnabar, of each 

half'a drachm ; falt of amber, faffron, caftor, of each twelve 

grains; Peruvian balfam, fufficient to make a mafs of pills, 
one {cruple of which, made into twenty pails, was taken 
every other day. 

With this he ordered a fparing diet, abftinence’ fecal wine, 
and the warm pediluvium twice a day. He put a blifter to the 
nape of the neck, gave him a fternutatory powder, and put 
cotton, with a few drops of what he called his balfam of life, 
into the ears, By this means his hearing was reftored. 


Case V. 


A Dutch count, aged 69, of the fanguine temperament, much 
difpofed to anger, temperate, robuft, ‘and accuftomed from his 
youth to the fatigues of hunting and of war, complained of — 
vertigo, more efpecially in going down ftairs, with great weak- 
nefs of head, and pain in the cervix after deep meditation, or | 
any remarkable intenfity of thought. His mouth and lips 
were inflated and diftorted, his hand trembled when he wrote, 
and the left fide of his face was fpafmodically affected. His left 
eye was inflamed, and on his tongue he had fome puftules, 
which diftreffed him with a burning heat. His hearing was 
almoft deftroyed, but that of the left ear was much the wortt, 
He had been fuddenly feized with the paralytic affections about 
a year and an half before, on returning home, after having been 
expofed to humidity and cold. In other refpeéts the count was 
vigorous, rode a hunting, and performed all the funions of 
life with ardour. Yet his alacrity was greateft after meals, and 
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after dinner he could both write without tremor, and indulgein- 


tenfity of thought without watine any panna anal weaknefs in 
his head. 


Tt muft be added, had he had been accuftomed formerly to 
bleed frequently in the foot, but that latterly he had loft blood 
by the arm only, twice a year, at the equinoétial periods, and 
that he had formerly been open in his bowels, but now com- 
plained of coftivenefs. 

Hoffmann, attributing, as he informs us, the paralytic affec- 
tion, the vertige, the deafnefi, and the diftreffing weakne/s of the 
head after intenfity of thought, to one and the fame caufe, a fuper- 
abundance of ferous fluids, and being perfuaded shat a determi~ 
nation to tbe head was Jupported by conftipation of bowels, ordcred 
fuch cathartics as, confidering the age of his patient, he could 
venture to prefcribe. Thefe were rhubarb, falt of tartar, crocus 
of antimony, and crabs claws, given twice a week. He ordered 
oil ef amber with aqua ammoniz, and what he calls tinctura . 
tartari, to be taken twice a day, The refult of this curious - 
cafe is not communicated. 


Genus LXXXIX. Paracufi 1S. 


‘Dr. Curten has two fpecies; 1. That in which 
founds-are heard, but not with the ufual conditions.

is.induced by inflammatory and (palmodic affec-

2. P. duplicata. Double hearing. 

A nufician, who excelled upon the German-flute, 
walling in a cold rain, at night, was feized with a 
catarrh, in confequence of which, when playing 
the flute, he heard a double found, ifochronous, but 
not in harmony, and therefore fo offenfive, that he 
was obliged to lay afide his flute. This fymptom 
ceafed with the catarrh. | 

A fimilar cafe continued for many months. 


4. P. Willifiana. This fpecies requires loud noiles | 
to affift the ear in diftingutfhing articulated founds. 
Dr. Willis records four cafes, one of which required 
a drum to be conftantly beating. One deaf perfon 
heard well in a carriage, and another when the bells 
wete ringing near him. | 

Sauvage, as I have ftated, enumerates eleven fe 
Cies of prigmus. i in which imaginary founds of d.ff-rent 
kinds are excited by internal caufes. The principal 
of thefe it will be fufficient merely to enumerate :

His three other fpecies, / ji bilus, fufurrus, and ohne

When this difeafe is fo diftreffing as to require 
medical affiftance, we muft determine whether it 
is connected with the PyREXI4 or NEUROSES; whe- 
ther it is a fymptom of the ithenic or of the afthe- 
nic diathefis, that we may know how to treat it. 

Ifthe patient is athletic or plethoric ; if the pulfe 
is full, hard, frequent, and {trong in the carotid 
‘arteries ; if his diltrefs increafes hen he is recum-: 
‘ene and warm in bed; if it is attended by vigilance, — 


by 
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by pain in the head, and by other inflammatory 
fymptoms; if it has been relieved by hemorrhage ; 
it is connected with the pyrexia, and requires 
evacuants, with the antiphlogiftic reoimen ; 

But if the patient is of a, relaxed and irritable ha- 
bit ; ifhe has been exhaufted by previous difeafes, or 
by any {pecies of intemperance; if he has fuffered by 
haemorrhages or exceflive evacuations of any kind; 
ifhe is reduced by penury ; if he has been fubjeét to 
hyiterical, epileptic, or other nervous difeafes, it is 
connected with NEuROsEs, and requires chiefly cor- 
dial {timulants, with tonics and aftringents: 

If again, we find it connected with /pa/modic affec-. 

“tion, it will be needful, not merely to obviate, as 
above, the predifponent caufe, but to remove the 
occafional caufes, either by anthelmintics, by emme- 
nagoeues of the tonic and antifpafmodic orders; or 

_ by cleanfing the firft paffages, whether with emetics 
or gentle cathartics, affifted by carminative clyfters, 
all which will relieve effectually the determination to 
the head, as I have fully ftated under mania hyfterica.

Tue pathology. of this affection appears to me 
to have been univerfally mifunderftood.

Genus XCII1. Bulimia. 


Appetite for Food voracious or canine. 


A voracious appetite may be occafioned by in- 
anition, as happens to thofe who are exhaufted either 
by long fafting or by difeafe. It may arife alfo from 
an acid in the ftomach; from a fuperabundance of 
gattric juice ; and from indigefted fordes. Or it 
may be produced by worms. And when there is 
more than common irritability in the nerves of the 
ftomach, the food may be fpeedily rejected. Thefe 
fymptoms are commonly increafed by external cold, 
when it is not extreme. 

The proper remedies, according to the nature of 
the caule, may be abforbents; fat meats, oils, but- 
ter, wine, brandy, tohaceb! Opium, fpices, iron, 
emeties, anthelmintics, bitters, and Peruvian bark.

Appetite depraved, with Strong ae re for unnatural 
ood. 


Or ae Sauvage enumerated fix Bice, five of. 
which Dr. Cullen has mentioned, without however 
_ giving them his fanction. ‘The longings of preg- 
nant women are whimfical, capricious, and not in 
the leaft to be accounted for; but the depraved ap- 
petite of children for abforbents, of chlorotic virgins 
for the fame, for fpices, and for the moft fapid 
fubftances, may be confidered as the voice of nature. 
‘The fame may be faid of the cravings we frequent- 
ly obferve in fick people, which Dr. “Why: t was al- 
ways ready to indulge. Every practitioner muft 
have met with inftances of thefe. They. are indeed 
innumerable. Such defires are inftinctive, like thofe 
of brutes, which always guide them right. 

In children and chlorotic virgins, the caufe of pica 
muft be fought for in the alimentary canal, and the 
cure will be found in emetics and gentle cathartics, 
followed by bitters, bark, and fteel, with a generous 
diet, freth air, and conftant exercife. To relieve this 
difeafe, no medicine can excel the cachectic Powder 
of Hartmann, recommended by Sauvage. It is 
compofed of crabs claws, fteel filings, cinamon and 


fugar. 


Genus XCV.. Polydipfia. 

Exceffive Thirft. : 

Potypipsta is feldom feen as an original difeafe. - 

Yet one inftance I have met with, in the fifter of — 

Mrs. Tudor, at the Crown Inn, Reading, who is 
otherwife in perfe& health. 

Thirft is commonly fymptomatic of fevers, fluxes, 

dropfy. 
| it attends every kind of evacuation, when ae 
3 ve, 
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five, being the voice of nature calling loudly for li- 
quids, to fupply, the deficiency caufed We! this dif- 
charge. 

When the fluids are Phidk eae: fo as not to pafs 
freely through their proper veffels, nature becomes 
impatient for a freth fupply of diluents ; and when 
acrid fubftances have either been received into the 
ftomach, or generated in the firft paffages, fhe pleads 
powerfully for aqueous fluids to wafh them {fpeedily 
away. ‘Thus it ts commonly, when fpices, {pirits, 

alcaline fubftances, falted meats, or rancid oils in 
confiderable quantities, have been taken into the 
ftomach, and thus more particularly in cafe of poi- 
fons. 

The moft common caufe of shirt is heat, to di- 
minifh which, if exceffive,.as happens after ftrong 
exercife, and in fevers, a copious perfpiration is re- 
quired, and a plentiful fupply of aqueous fluids to 
fupport that difcharge. Nature then calls for cold 
liquids, rather than for warm, and for ‘acefcent 
drinks, rather than for fuch as contain ardent fpirits. 
In fuch circumftances, as Dr. Brown has moft judi- 
cioufly obferved, wine increafes thirft, andexcites both 
naufea and vomiting; whereas in hyfteria, typhus, 
‘and all cafes of debility, water augments the thirft 
which is thereby hurried on to naufea and to vomit= 
ing, but effectually relieved by wine or fpirits. | 

The reafon for thefe diftinétions i have already | 
fufficiently explained. | 

The pathology of polydipfia, as an original dif- 
eafe, has never been explained ; nor, as. far as my 
recollection goes, has it ever been removed by me- 
dicine.

Exceffive and violent Defire for Coition in Men. 


Ir the ftudent recolleéts what I have delivered on 
irritability, ftimuli, and habits, he will. fully com- 
prehend the nature of the difeafe in queftion, and 
will quickly underftand why it is feldom if ever 
feen among the laborious peafants of country vil- 
lages ; whilft itis the fcourge of indolence, 1 intempe- 
rance, and ‘vice, in cities. 

Morbid irritability is the predifponent caufe of 
fatyriafis, and this we know is founded in debility, 
which is increafed by every fpecies of intemperance; 
but more particularly, and to a moft aftonifhing de- 
gree by that, to which the difeafe itfelf is conftantly 
inciting. | 
The occafional caufes are to be fought for in men« 
tal and material ftimuli, in wine, too great an abun- 
dance of animal food with fpices ; but, above all, a 
difeafed imagination, heated by vicious company 
and converfation, or by improper books. 

If the ftudent will confult what has been faid on 
the vefanie, particularly on dreamingand delirium, he 
will fee that mental ftimuli are both more perma- 
nent and violent than the material. When there- 
fore the imagination itfelf is become the feat of this 
difeafe, the fymptoms will be rendered most diftref- 
fing. 

As to the method of cure, we cannot do better 
than to adopt nearly the plan referred to by Sau- 
vage, which proved fuccefsful in two cafes. ‘It be- 
ean by moderate emetics; then the ‘patients took 
milks fulphur, zethiops mineral, and cinnabar of an- 
timony, with benzoine and ammonia. The diet 
was moderate, being confined to four ounces of ani- 
mal food, and a final quantity of wine per day. 
But the moft effential part of the cure, as it fhould 
deem, was that which followed; viz. bark, orange- 


peel, 
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peel, and vitrivlated iron, with the cold bath, and 
gentle exercife. | 

The fubfequent prefeription cc comes recommended, 
with the authority of Sir John Pringle, as @ power- 
ful antiaphrodifiac :

Yet, in addition to this alfo, it muft be obferved, 
that tonics are certainly required to obviate the pre- 
difponent caufe, and that gentle exercife in the open 
air is a powerful tonic. Violent exertions would 
exhauft the vital energy, and increafe debility: but 
neverthelefs, it will be found expedient to pufh the 
exercife as far as poffible without producing this ef- 
feét, becaufe in this cafe the quantity of animal 
food may be increafed, and then mufcular exertion 
will continue to be a powerful tonic. Befides, by 
experience, it is found, that when a due quantity of 
vital energy is expended in this way, nature is not 
folicitous to feek relief from any other quarter, but 
quietly finks into refrefhing flumbers:

_ The patient muft likewife endeavour to procure 
fome agreeable employment for his mind, in order 
to obviate the mental ftimulus, at the fame time 
moft carefully avoiding fuch places, fuch focietys. 
and fuch books as have been accuftomed to inflame 
his imagination, and to excite his paffions, 

Ifby “thefe means he acquires fome degree of 
fortitude and refolution, a cure may be expected, 
becaufe by degrees evil habits may be broken; 


whereas by indulgence gee evil nee is confirmed. 
: ; Ie 
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It is the property of a ftimulus, either to produce 
action, or to exhauft the irritability of the parc to 
which it is applied, If action is produced, and 
any kind of drain from the fyftem is eftablithed, 
nature provides a regular fupply, and becomes im- 
patient whenever that evacuation ceafes. This 
may be obferved in the hemorrhoidal and in the 
menftrual difcharge, in periodical hemorrhages, 
fuch as epiftaxis, and in thofe perfons who at ftated 
feafons have been accuftomed to be blooded. | It 
is from this principle alone that plethora 1 is increafed 
by venzfection. 

Again, when nature has been taught to aé on 

- the flighteft irritation, fhe becomes impatient under 
the common ftimuli, and is thrown into convulfive 
or fpafmodic action by thofe which would have 
otherwife been endured without commotion. 
_ Inthe extreme debility of typhus, in hyfteric af 
fe€tions, when fevere, or when a. perfon. has long 
been fecluded from the light, how irritable is the rez 
tina! how impatient under the ftimulus of light ! 
After Jong confinement, with filence and folitudes 
how readily are fuch patients convulfed by the tti- 
mulus of founds! The fame may be faid of every 
other ftimulus, even of blood in the arteries of one 
who is exhaufted and dying of an hemorrhage. 

If, from fortitude and refolutidn, the ftimulus is 
endured, the irritability of the part to which it was 
applied will be éxhaufted, and, according to circum= 
ftances, it may be hours, eels, er months, before 
the irritation is renewed, This may be. ubletved 
with refpect to hunger, to parturient pain, and par- 
ticularly to the appetite before us, in thofe animals, 
with which we are belt accualateg, of fp domeftic 
tribe, ye

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Genus XCVII. Nymphomania. 


Tris difeafe, which is the fame with the preced- 
ing, iscommon in warm climates. The effects, as 
defcribed by Juvenal in his fixth fatire, are moft hu- 
miliating to human nature. It acknowledges the 
fame bates with fatyriafis; but as females, more 
efpecially in warm climates, have a more irritable 
fibre, they are apt to fuffer more feverely than the 
males. i 

As a natural difeafe, it requires tonics and aftrin- 
gents ; as moral, it calls for moral arguments: in 
both cafes the prudential cautions recommended in 
fatyriafis are expedient. But, from what I have had 
an opportunity to obferve in Spain, I muft further 
add, that young perfons of delicate fentiments and 
tender confciences mutt be careful not to miftake a 
mere natural defire for moral turpitude, left diftrefs 
of mind fhould increafe the predifponent caufe of 
this morbid affection, which is debility, attended by 
irritability, and left, by rivetting this too vivid idea 
in the mind, it fhould there prove a conftant ftimu- 
lus to excite defire, and aggravate that diftrefs which 
they are impatient to relieve. 


Genus XCVIII. Noftalgia. 


Impatience when abfent from one’s native home, and 
vehement defire to returz, attended by melancholy, 


lofs of appetite, and want of fleep. 


Tuis difeafe is equally familiar to the Swifs and 
to the peafants of the Afturias, who have quitted 
their native mountains, andin many cafes has prov- 
ed fatal. It commonly deranges the digeftive ‘func- 
tions, and commits the greateft ravages in the ali- 
mentary ¢anal, inducing flatulence, Coftivenels, atro- | 

hy, and death. a 
a ." Dr. 
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Dr. Hamilton, of Ipfwich, records a curious cafe, 
ina Welfh recruit, A. D. 1781. This young man. 
was of a gloomy countenance, and complained of 
weaknefs. His pulfe was frequent and fmall; he 
had little appetite; his fleep was difturbed by ftart- 
ing, he was atrophic, and his ftrength was fo reduced; 
that he could not leave his bed; yet he had no pain, 
no thirft, no cough. Neither wine, cordial ftimu- 
lants, nor other tonics had the leaft effect, for his 
pulfe daily became quicker and {maller. 

Evening exacerbations and morning fweats fuc- 
ceeded. His nails became incurvated, and the tunica 
adnata of his eyes pellucid, attended by debility and 
emaciation in the extreme. 

In this fituation his fagacious phyfician obtained 
from the commanding officer, and communicated to 
his patient, a promife of a furlough for fix weeks. 

On this promife his appetite and ftrength returned; 
in a few days he was able to get up, and in two 
months he left the hofpital, being then perfectly re- 
ftored to health. 


Genus XCIX. Anorexia, 
Appetite impaired. 


Dr. Cutten very properly confiders anorexia as - 
fymptomatic of other difeates, but chiefly of dy{pep~ 
fia; yet, for the benefit of cgi he takes it as a 
genus, and reduces nine out of the thirteen. fpecies, 
enumerated by Sauvage, to two. The other four 
he confiders as uncertain. lis two fpecies are, 


1. Anorexia bumoralis ; and 2. Anorexia atonica: 
but, in my apprehenfion, he might have reduced 
them both to the atonica, becaufe anorexia pituitofa, 
anorexia biliofa, and the anorexia ‘a faburra, which 
dre, the. three fpecies ‘of Sauvage included in the 
anorexia haimoralss of Cullen, al arife from atony,

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either of the mucous glands, or ck thofe which fe- 
crete the gaftric juice. 


_ 1. When the mucous glands are relaxed, the fto- 
mach will be lined with vifcid MUCUS ; digeftion 
will be impeded, and bile may regurgitate; in con- 
fequence of all which, the appetite for food, as well 
oebferved by Boerhaave in his aphorifms 70, 71, 
will be impaired. The proper remedies ‘in thefe 
cafes are emetics, rhubarb, fteel, and aromatics, 
‘temperance, exercife, and air ; but particularly vital 
air. 

The anorexia melancholica of Sauvage, arranged 
- by Cullen under dis atonica, is ftated to arife from 
fear and grief, which relax the mucous glands, load 
the firft paffages with flime, and thereby feparate 
between the living fibre and the gaftric juice. 


2, When the glands, which fecrete the gaftric 
juice, become atonic, this folvent will be deficient 
either in quantity or quality; and in either cafe the 
appetite for food will be impaired. 

This affetion of the glands may be a fymptom 
of palfy, and of comatole affections, or it may be 
induced by violent and exhaufting fimullt epeay 
applied, fuch as opium and ardent fpirits in excefs. 
This con{titutes the anorexia paralytica of Sauvage. 

It is however probable that the fame caufes 
which derange one fet of glands in the {tomach dif- 
turb at the fame time the action of the other, more 
efpecially in cafes of anorexia paralytica; and for 
this reafon it was that Sauvage recommends emetics 
and cathartics. Yet, if the emetics fhould not bring 

to light a quantity of vifcid mucus, we may be cer- 
tain that thofe: glands only, which fecrete the gaf- 
tric juice, are injured, In this cafe not emetics and 
cathartics, but. cordial ftinulants and tonics; fuch as 
opium and ether, with bitters and aromatics, will be 
expedient, | 

This obfervation more @ particularly applies to the 

. anor exta 
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anorexia artbritica and to the anorexia exhauftorum of 
Sauvage, both very properly arranged by Cullen 
under his anorexia afonica 

In cafes of fever, lofs of appetite arifes from two 
caufes, 1. From vifcid mucus lining the ftomach, 
and feparating, as I have ftated, between the living 
fibre and the pattric} juice. 2. Fromthe fever itfelf, 
if ofthe ardent or inflammatory kind; becaufe na- 
ture then requires and loudly calls for, not fuch fub- 
ftances as abound with hydrogen, but cooling di- 
luents, with acids and acefcent Frits: as I have : fully 
explained in my obfervations on refpiration and vital 
air, when treating of continued fever, which, that I 
may avoid repetition, I muft requett the fudent to 
confult. Indeed the young, practitioner fhould al- 
ways have it deeply imprefied HER his mind, that 
when the fyftem is fupplied by the Jungs with Ox gen, 
HEAT, by decompofition of the vital air, is gencrat- 
ed in proportion to the quantity of oxygen abforbed 
in re{piration by the blood: but that ‘when the fyf- 
tem is faturated with oxygen by the ftomach, and re- 
ceives it, not from an elaftic fluid abounding with 
caloric, but from either folids or from non- bolatiaa 
fluids, no fuch fupply of viraL HEAT entues, and 
that the quantity of heat muft therefore fenfibly di- 
minifh. 

It is probable that nature, in her efforts to relieve 
herfelf, may, in ardent fever and in extremity of 
heat, fupply a lefs than ufual quantity of gaitric 
Juice, and then in both thefe cates lofs of appetite 
will follow, and will be pr roperly aaneyd under 
anorexia aéonica. 

The anorexia neophytorum of Sauvage arifes, like 
his pituitofa, from mucus accumuated in the ali- 
mentary canal, and may be cured by rhubarb and 
magnefia, to which half a grain of calomel may be 
-added to advantage. _ 

That the young practitioner may not miftake in- 
ability to fuck in new-born infants for anorexia, I

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may here tranfiently obferve, that when the tongue 
is tied, they feize the teat and try to fuck, but in- 
{tantly manifeit difappointment and diftrefs, 


Genus C. Auaphrodifia. 
Impotence. 


Dr. CuLLEn enumerates two fpecies. 1. Mna- 
phrodifia paralytica, 2. Anapbrodifia gonorrhoica; 
the former a paralytic affection of the mufcles, and 
the latter the confequence of extreme debility. 

When impotence apears, as the dregs of fatyriafis, 
there can be little expectation of relief from medi- 
cine; but when it is merely the confequence of ge- 
neral debility, a generous diet, with tonics and af- 
tringents, affifted in their operation by exercife and 
air, particularly by /uperoxygenated air, will {peedily 
effect a cure. mn ) 

I had, whilft I was in Spain, a patient, a moft 
refpectable and virtuous young man, who, from fick- 
nefs and debility, had anaphrodifia gonorrhoica, and 
for this complaint had been, moft prepofteroufly, re-. 
duced to a vegetable diet. When he confulted me 
his pulfe was very frequent, but fo fmall as {carcely 
to be felt; and fuch was the irritability of his fyf- 
tem, that he could not fuffer the irritation, either of 
a razor on his beard, or of a comb to his head, 
without fpafmodic affection producing gonorrhea. 

I ordered him animal food, with plenty of wine 
»and Peruvian bark, and made him undertake a 
journey, in confequence of which he was fpeedily 
reftored to health, with perfec ability to perform his 
functions, and has fince had a numerous family. _

Sauvace has nine fpecies of aphonia, which Dr. 
_ Cullen has reduced to three : 


I. Apuonta gutturalis, arifing from tumefaction 
of the fauces, and particularly of the glottis, which 
is the aphonia catarrhalis of Sauvage. This may be 
produced by either angina or catarrh, and mutt be 
treated accordingly. 

II. Aphonia ¢rachealis, from compreffion of the 
trachea, by aneurifm of the carotids, or of the bron- 
chia, by either aneurifms of the aorta and of the 
heart, or by tumours in the lungs, fuch as abfcefs, 
vomica, fteatoma, {cirrhus. 


ITI. Aphonia atcnica, arifing, 1, From pres 
whether by erofion or by mechanical violence of 
the recurrent nerves, as happens fometimes in the 
extirpation of glands in the neck, whether ftrumous, 
cancerous, or fteatomatous. 2. From Paralyfis of 
the recurrent nerves induced by fpafm, and occa- 
fioned by affections of the ftomach. 

The nervous communication between this organ 
of digeftion and the larynx is maintained by the 
par vagum, which, defcending along the cefophgaus, 
as it enters the thorax, fends back the recurrent

Dr. Cullen very properly obferves, that the gpho- 
wid MELANCHOLICA,; aphonia PERCH EL aS aphonia #¢- 
mulentorum, aphonia pyfrerica, and aphonia ab anti. 
pathia, are fymptomatic. | 
_ The treatment therefore is the fame in each as 
that of the primary difeafe.

Inability to utter articulate Jounas, 
5 Poa tC) NSE, 


OF THE SPECIES OF DUMBNESS. 


1. Mutitas paralyticais a paralytic affection, in _ 
duced either by mechanical injury, or by preffure, 
It frequently precedes or follows apoplexies, whether 
ferous, fanguine, or fpafmodic. The treatment in 
fuch cafes therefore muft be fought for under apo- 
plexy. The mutitas traumatica of Sauvage, deno- 
minated mutitas atonica by Cullen, 1s apbenia, and 
not mutitas. 


2. Mutitas [pafmedica. FTofiaanh mentions fe- 
veral cafes of mutitas, which he calls aphenia, arifing 
from the ftimulus of worms in the firft paflages. 
Hie attributes the effect produced to fpalmodic con- 
traction of nervous parts in the lower belly, by which 
the blood is impelled with force into the tongue, 
and there ftagnating,~ prefles upon the nerves. - 
This pathology may certainly be juft, or the deter- 
mination of blood to the fuperior region may be 
caufed by fpafmodic conftriétion of the diaphragm 
in the manner I have explained in mania byftertca. 
But 1 am rather inclined to account for this effec 
by referring at once to fympathy of parts. This 
confent between the ftomach and the tongue may 

inde ier Ber be 
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be maintained either by means of the firft cer-_ 
- vical, or by means of the intercoftal, which fends 
branches to the {tomach, and the ninth par, which 
diftributes branches to the tongue.. 

Such cafes may be readily. diftinguithed by the 
common fymptoms of worms, and cally cured af 
anthelmintics, — 


3. Mutitas narcotica. Lofs of fpeech may atife 
from the action of narcotics of opium, of atropa- 
-belladona, of hyofcyamus, &c.; or it may be in- 
. duced by ardent fpirits. 

_. Highway robbers, in the vicinity of Montpellier, 
- according to Sauvage, are faid to have compelled 
the perfons whom they plundered to drink infufion 
of thorn apple (detura ftrammonium), which. ren= 
dered them fpeechlefs for two days. 


. Mutitas a ficcitate. Lofs of fpeech may be 
eatted by drynefs, foulnefs, and inflexibility of 
tongue, as fometimes occurs in malignant fevers. 


5. Mutitas furdorum, Want of fpeech in thofe 
who are born deaf. 


Thefe perfons may eafily be ner to under- 
*f{tand what is faid by watching the ‘motion of the 
lips of any one who {peaks to them, and without 
much difficulty may learn to fpeak. The firft who 
taught this art was a Spanifh Monk. Ammanus 
of Amfterdam, and Wallis in London, followed in 
the fame line. My old friend Henry Baker made 
fome improvements, and Pereira. was,eminent at 
Paris; but the two gentlemen, who may be faid to 
have perfected this art, were the Abbé PEpeé 3 in 
Trance, and Mr. Braidwood of North Britain, the 
Jatter now eftablifhed at Hackney. 

The Abbé, I underftand, publifhed an admirable 
‘treatife on this fubject, and tt 1s to be hoped that 
Mr. Bradewood will not fuffer his own obfervations 
and Paprovemienis to be loft. |

CASES OF MUTITAS. 


Case I. 


A rounc lady, aged 18, of a relaxed habit, florid counte- 
nance, and plethoric, having expofed herfelf to cold whilft her 
courfes were upon her, thefe were fuddenly obftructed, fhe was 
feized with violent head-ach, and all the biood veffels in her 
face became diftended. She paffed a reftlefs night, and in the 
morning fhe was fpeechlefs. For four days fhe fcarcely eat or 
drank, and had little reft.at night. A phyfician ordered a 
elyfter to relieve her coftivenefs, and took three ounces of blood 
from the foot. As however fhe continued siti oe Hoffmann 
was confulted. 

Finding the pulfe frequent and full, he took away feven 
ounces of blood, and adminiftered effence of caftor, with aqua © 
ammoniz, and hismineral anodyne, Of this mixture he gave 
thirty drops every fifteen minutes in fome infufion of lilies of 
the valley. A ftrong perfpiration foon broke out all over her 
body, the fwelling of face fubfided, her fleep was refrefhing ; 
and, after continuing the medicine through the day, her voice 
was perfeétly reftored, 


Case II. 


A man, aged 80, of a {pare babit, accuftomed to lofe blood 
three timesa year, but always healthy, was perfuaded, on ac- 
count of the long continuance of exceffive heat, to omit his 
ufual evacuation, till he was fuddenly deprived of fpeech, and 
of all fenfation. 

Hoffmann obferving that his eyes were much inflamed, and 
that his arteries beat ftrong, ordered him to be bled imme- 
diately, to have an emollient clyfter, to take nitre in {mall dofes 
at fhort intervals, and to drink infufion of balm, carduus, betony» 
with flowers of fage and rofemary. 

Thefe ect oCkt procured relief, and, after fome continuance, 
perfected a cure. . 


Case II]. 
A healthy boy, aged 11, loft fuddenty the ufe of fpecch, and 


was affected with Hele nodic conftricts ron in the mufeles of his 
neck 
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neck and back. For thefe complaints he took anthelmintics, 
antifpafmodics, and tonics, which brought away fifteen worms, 
but for five weeks left him fpeechlefs. 

Hoffmann being confulted, ordered

Genus CII. Paraphonia, 
Depravation of Voice. 


Dr. Cutten has fix peu which are well dif- 
- tinguifhed : ) 


1. Paraphonia puberum, in which the voice, about 

a time of puberty, becomes harfh and diffonant. 
It is curious to obferve the provifion made by na- 
ture to announce this internal change in the fyftem 
by external chara¢ters, for no fooner does virility 
take place, than a beard begins to grow, and the 
tone

tone of the voice finks four or five notes lower than 
it was before. 


2. Paraphonia rauca, in which, from a or 
flaccid tumour of the fauces, che voice becomes 
deep, hoarfe, and diffonant. 

In both thefe cafes the vocal Mote: extended 
from the arytanoide to the thyroide and cricoide 
cartilages, may be perhaps unequally relaxed, and 
rs mutcles; whofe office it is to ftretch them, may 

ave loft their tone. ‘This opinion feems to be ren- 
dered probable from hoarfenefs following exceffive 
exertions of the voice, and being cured by tonics. 

When hoarfenefs is a fymptom of catarrh, it muft 
be relieved by attention to the primary difeafe. 


3» Paraphonia refozans, in which the noftrils be- 
ing clofed, the voice is harfh and fibilant. o 

This varies according as the noftrils are clofed by 
the velum pendulum palati; by mucus in coryza, 
_ and catarrh, or by a polypus, as happens fometimes 
in venereal cafes, 


4. Paraphonia palatina, in which the uvula is 
either wanting or divided, either naturally, or by 
erofion of venereal virus. The voice is hoarfe, 
and in fpeaking the countenance is much diftorted. 
It may be relieved by a filver palate. 


5. Paraphonia clengens, in which the voice is - 
harfh, acute, and clangent, as in hectic and confump- 
tive patients, when ulcerous inflammation extends 
_ to the’larynx, producing tenfion and immobility of 
the vocal chords, 


6, Paraphonia comatofa, fuoring, ntodces by in- 
fpiring with the mouth wide open. The larynx 
defcends, the tongue forms .a deep channel longitu- 
dinally, its bafis is depreffed, and the velum pendu- 
lum, relaxed, bends downward. Whenthe perfon 
fnores with his noftrils clofed, the tongue expands, 
and makes a wider channel. When the mouth is _

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; fhut, te cannot fnore ; nor can he fnore with eafe 
when the tongue is forcibly depreffed and the nof+ 
trils are clofed,

. Hefitation is a trick, a contracted habit of at- 
Rohit to fpeak without cleat and diftinét ideas. 
The beft remedy for this defe&t is to ftudy the 
mathematics, to watch againft diftraction of thought, 
and never to fpeak upon any fubject without hav- 
ing firft thoroughly digefted the arguments and 
facts to be adduced, with a conneéted method of 
arrangement. When the blackfmith is at a lofs 
where to direé& his hammer he {mites upon the 
anvil; 


2. Stuttering, or flammering. 

This likewife is a contracted habit. 

The tongue has for its motion four pair of muf- 
cles, befide thofe which belong to the os huoides, 
and innumerable mufcular. fibres, by which it is 
contracted, expanded, elevated, or depreiied,. pro- 
truded. forwards, or retracted in a multiplicity of 
ways. Thefe, among other offices, affitt in forming 
‘letters; fyliables, and words. 

For the fame purpofe it is amply futniteed With 
nerves, having two’ confiderable branches from the 
fifth pair, and the fame number from the ninth, be- 
fide fome filaments from the par vagum. Thefe, 
with their numerous papilla, when “the epidermis 
has been removed, are difcovered on the upper 

jurtace 
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furface of the tongue, where the office affigned them 
is to direct its motions. . 

At this ample fupply of mufcles and of nerves 
‘we cannot be furprifed, when we confider that, in- 
dependently of directing the food in the aéts of maf- 
tication and deglutition, it is the principal modeller 
of founds in fpeech. For although fome of the 
Jetters only have been called linguals, whilft others 
are denominated dentals, gutturals, and palatines, 
yet. in every one of thefe the tongue is the prime 
agent, and muft, by determinate motions, affift to 
form them all. | 

Yet, when once the habit is acquired, no fooner 
is a determinate motion of the tongue required, 
than it inftantly obeys, and even feems to prevent 
volition, as the fingers of the mufician, without con- 
{cioufnefs, find the ftrings. All this now depends 
on habit; but let thefe affociated motions be thrown 
into confufion by fome nervous affection, produc- 
ine difcordant action, and the habit, inftantly dif- — 
turbed, is no longer: ufeful; the chain is broken, 
and calls for {trong mental efforts to renew it. In 
the mufician, who has learnt his art by rules, it 
may require a little recollection only to join the 
broken threads; or,- by taking up the piece from 
the beginning, if his confidence does not fail fo as 
to produce nervous affection and frefh confufion 
in his affociations, he will get rid of his perplexity. 
But the ftammerer, not having learnt to fpeak by 
rule, cannot with the fame facility extricate himfelf. 
~ With him all-depends on habit; and as it is pro- 
bable that fhame, difappointment, and diftrefs will 
produce the fame effect more readily a fecond time, 
it will be in vain for him to recommence a chain of 
thought and expreffion, which, without tranquillity 
of mind, he will néver be able to purfue. 

For this reafon Mr. Henry Baker; who taught. 
- ftammerers to {peak plainly, always began with teach~ 
ing them the alphabet by rule; then led them on to 
7 Syllables, - 
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fyllables, and from fyllables to fentences. When > 
his pupils, whilft reading or fpeaking, began to 
ftammer, he took notice by what letter they were 
thrown into confufion, and ftopped them inftantly ; 
he gave them time to recollect themfelves ; and 
then made them practife fingle words, or fhort 
fentences, abounding with that letter. After this 
he made them repeat the fentence often which had 
created their perplexity, but flowly at firft, and with 
much deliberation, as muficians practife, when they 
find their fingers at a lofs to execute new and diffi- 
cult combinations in a piece of mufic. | 

By this method, employing three hours in a 
week, he cured the ftammerer in the fpace of a few 
months; and as, from its fimplicity, he was appre- 
henfive that other teachers might adopt his plan, 
he exacted an oath from all his pupils that ee! 
never would reveal his fecret. 

In moft cafes of ftammering the nerves are af- 
feted, and the fyftem is too irritable. It is then 
truly a difeafe; belongs to the neurofes; and, like 
all other fpafmodic affections, calls for medical af- 
fiftance. 

To effec a cure in fuch cafes requires tonics, 
{trict temperance, with a generous diet, cool air, 
exercife, bitters, bark, fteel, and the cold bath. 


3. Literal omiffions and miftakes. 


Some people have acquired a habit of omitting 
particular letters wherever they occur. The moft 
common defect is to omit the R. Many drop both 
R and L; yet, by a little attention, they might re- 
cover both. For the R they need only raife their 
tongue to the roof of their mouth, and, breathing 
ftrong, make its point vibrate; and by practifing 
frequently fuch tremulous motion of the tongue 
‘they will acquire the habit of pronouncing this letter 
with facility. In the fame method, by ngs 

ow 
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how other perfons move the tongue, they -will 
learn to form every letter. 

Itis for want of this knowledge and attention 
that many people fubititute one letter for another, 
B for P, D for T, and F for V, or frequently L 
for R, and fometimes even T Fo C, and S for G, 
or the reverfe of thefe. From the fame negleét 
it is that Frenchmen univerfaliy, when ‘they fpeak 
Enghih, BH T for Th.

| Squinting. 

Tris habit is commonly acquired in the drallld, 
by being always in the fame pofition refpecting the 
place from whence light proceeds. It is however 
frequently brought on by imitation, or by accident, 
fuch as having a mark on one fide of the nofe to 
attract the eye. 

It is fometimes the effect of weaknefs and of — 
fpafm, in which cafe it calls for tonics; or it may 
be a paralytic affection, and require the fame treat- 
ment with that difeafe. 

When it proceeds from extreme ficar ho bed nets | 
or from the eyes having diffcrent focal diftances for 

erfect vifion, it is inc curable. Butif it is caufed 
by any removable blemifh of one eye,-it belongs 
to fome primary difeafe, and rout therefore be con- 
fidered merely as fymptomatic. 

The only mechanical contrivance in common ufe, 
and that certainly a valuable difcovery, is, to have 
a mafk with two funne's or hollow cones, each with 
a fmall apex to coincide with the axis of the orbit, 
one of which apertures may be occafionally clofed; 
in order to compel the moft diftorted eye to act. 
That however the eyes may be taught to affift each

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other in judging of magnitudes and diftances, it will - 
be fometimes neceflary to ufe a bandage, without 
thefe funnels, having only {mall ees dire€tly 
in the vifual line ; and in this cafe the perfon mutt 
be attentive to-ufe both eyes at once.

He cured. it by ca- > 
thartics, acidulated drinks, and milk.

In 
the firt of thefe the fweating may be either critical 
and falutary, or it may be injurious; in which Jatt 
cafe the coverings muft be dimifhed, or the patient 
may be taken out of bed.

‘Tue flow of tears may be caufed either by fa 
perabundant fecretion, or by deficient tranfmiffion 
to the fauces. ‘The former may be occafioned either 
bv mental paffions,’ by the fenfe of pain, or by any 
flimulating fubftance either in the eye itfelf, or ap- 
plied to the pituitary membrane, and exciting ac- 
tion in the lachrymal gland merely by confent.. 

Deficient tranfmiffion of the tears may be caufed 
by want of action, obftruction or comprefiion of the 
capillary tubes, which convey them from the angle 
of the eye to the lachrymal fac, by fimilar affection 
of the fac itfelf, or by obftruation of the nafal duct. 

Hence the feveral {pecies enumerated by Sauvage. 

1. Epiphora a pathemate, as in acute difeafes, and 
in paffions of the mind, 

2. Epiphora opbthalmica. 3. Epiphora calida. 
Thefe accompany different {pecies of ophthalmia; in 
which there is rednefs, heat, pain, and itching of 
the eyes. The cure is performed by curing the 
| ophthalmia, 

4: Epipbora frigida, follows invetetate ophthal- 
mias, but is nor attended by itching, heat, or pain. 
It may be occafioned by hard ftudy, and feems: to. 
arife from lofs of tone in the capillary tubes. —

To underftand the nature of thefe,it will be need- 
| ful briefly to explain the ftruéture’ and difeafes of 
the lachrymal canal. This I fhall rake the liberty 
of doing from.a manufcript copy of moft incompa- 
rable lectures on anatomy and furgery delivered by 
Mr. Cline, to which I fhall fubjoin fuch obfervations 
as the fubject may require, with the mode of treat- 
ment recommended by Mr. Wathen. 

When the tears, fecreted by the lachrymal gland, 
have performed their office in wafhing the cornea, 
to keep it conftantly both clean and moitt, they are 
conveyed by the eyelids to the inner canthus, where 
two capillary tubes abforb them. | Thefe tubes 
proceed horizontally nearly a quarter of an inch, 
then open by two feparate orifices into the lachrymal 
. fac, which defcending half an inch, enters a bony 
circle formed by the orbital and nafal procefies of 
the fuperior maxilla, where the duét is much con- 
tracted; but having traverfed this narrow pallage,

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it expands and enters the nofe by a large aperture, 
under the upper lamina of the os /pongiofum. Here 
it ferves to moiften the inner membrane of the 
noftrils. 

This lachry mal due may be obftrudted in a Va- 


riety of ways. 


A, By vifcid mucus, and. then we bave atten la- 
chrymofo-mucofus of Sauvage. ‘To remove this 
we may firft empty the fac by Setar then drop 
fome detergent fluid into the eye, which will pais 
into the fac, and repeat this operation ; or a fur- 
ceon may fill the fac with quickfilver in the man- 
ner recommended by Mr. Blizard, and praétifed 
by my valuable friend Mr. Wathen. 


B. By pus, which conftitutes the anchilops purulentus 
of Sauvage. “This begins with nfiammation of the 
fac, which is rendered evident by rednefs, heat, 
fhooting pain, and pulfation in the tumour, and 
terminates in fuppuration. During the inflam- 
matory ftage'the antiphlogiftic regimen muft be 
purfued: but when pus is formed it may be 
wafhed away, as in the preceding cafe. 


C. By adbefive inflammation. D. By granalations. 


E. By caries and exoftofes, as in {crophulous and ve- 
nereal cafes, which obliterate the bony pafiage. 


F. By comprefion of polypus, hordeola, and encyfted 
tumours, which the furgeon muft remove. 


The confequence of obftructions in the lachrymal 
duct, however occafioned, will be epéphora, that is 
a flux of tears trickling down the cheeks, where 
they caufe irritation and inflammation with excor!- 
ation of the integuments ; and the flimulus of dif- 
tention in the fac ultimately produces ulceration 
and an abcels, Narre then having relieved her- 
felt, proceeds to heal the wound, “and. here per- 
haps the diforder terminates. . Should however the, 

paticnt 
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patient frequently relapfe, fhe may yet at laft effectu~ 
ate her purpofe, and then quietly repofe. — 

My friend Mr. Wathen, in the year 1791, faw a 
lady aged 61, who had a fifula lachrymalis for many, 
years, “which repeatedly broke and was healed by 
fuperficial dreffings. In this cafe, notwithftanding 
the bones were irae to be carious, and no means 
were ever tried either to open the natural paffage or 
to form an artificial one, the obftructed duct be- 
came pervious, the tears refumed their ROpSr 
courfe, and the ulcer healed. 

When it becomes needful to open the lachrymal 
duct for the radical cure of ffiu/a; the proper time 
for this operation will be, when the fac is diftended 
and inflamed, but before ulceration, or even the 
thickening procefs has begun; after which a fuitable | 
probe mutt be introduced to remove the caufe of 
this obftruction. A golden tube may then be in- 
troduced, in the manner recommended by Wathen, _ 
which, as practifed by him, or by his able part- 
ner and grandfon Mr. Phipps, occafions little pain, 
is executed in afew minutes, and in four days is 
perfectly healed without eda: any veltige of the 
wound,

Genus CXI. Enurefis. 
Involuntary difcharge of urine without pain. 
Sauvace has nine fpecies. 


1. Enurefis infantum. Children of a weak and 
irritable fibre are moft fubje&t to involuntary dit 
. charge of urine, and particularly whilft, they fleep. 
Such children. from debility fleep found, yet from 
irritation or dift cention in their bladder, are apt to 
dream that they are in a convenient place for this 
evacuation. The proper remedies are, 1. Tonics 
and aftcingents, 2. To crink little after dinner and 

| nothing 
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nothing in the evening. 3. To make them empty 
the bladder before they goto bed. 4. To threaten 
and even punifh them, when they tranferefs, for 
although the difcharge is involuntary, yet ftrone 
impreffions made upon the mind when they are 
awake, will retain fome influence on their aétions 
when they are afleep. 


2. Enurefis paralyticorum arifes from relaxation 
of the fphincters, caufed by compreffion of the 
nerves. [tis relieved by curing the primary difeafe. 


3. Enurefis hernicforum, occafioned only when, by 
the ation of the hernia, the fphincters are prevented 
from contracting. } 


4. Enurefis puerperarum, arifing from ulceration of 
the bladder in hard labour. This effect is produced 
by compreffion of the neck of the bladder againft the 
pubis by the head of the child, which brings on 
mortification of the part, and feparation by the ul- 
cerative procefs. This alfo has been frequently pro- 
duced by unfkilful ufe of the forceps, when the 
operator has not only taken tee pubis for his 
fulcrum, but has injudicioufly continued his preffure 
tao jong upon one fpat. i 


6. Enurefis calculofa, is caufed either by a calculus 
‘in the neck of the bladder, by founding, or by divid- 
ing the fpinctre when cutting for the ftone. 


6. Enurefis ffula. This fometimes arifes from 
virulent gonorrhoea, when venereal ulcers in the 
urethra admit urine into the cellular fubftance, where 
it produces abfcefs and fiftula, If this communicates, 
with the bladder, the difcharge of urine is inceflant. 
Tn this openin y the knife mut be 
In this cafe. the ing by the knife muft b 
extenfive. 


7. Enurefis gravidarum, ‘This difeafe attends not 
enly pregnant women in the Jaft: months of preg- 
nancy, but thofe allo who have borne many children. 

In 
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In the firft cafe a proper fafpenfory bandage will 
give relief; i the latter tonics external and internal, 
general and topical, are called for. 


8. Enurefis catamenialis. ‘This cafe is curious; 
and fhews that, in obfiructed catamenia, the hzemor- 
rhagic effort, renewed monthly, although infufficient 
to produce the defired effect, excited action in the - 
bladder by confent of parts. The young lady in 
queftion had been troubled with enurefis to the age. 
of puberty; but when fhe became a woman, fhe 
remained for three years, free from this complaint, 
till her courfes were fupprefled by wafhing her feet 
in cold water. From this time every month for 
three nights fhe had enurefis, with total want of fleep, 
and eight days before this monthly period, and for as 
many after j it, fhe had head-ach, tumour in the hype- 

chondria, and cedematous fwelling of her feet, or even 
hemoptyfis. But if at any period the finx of urine 
failed, then all thefe fymptoms were much. aggra- 
vated, and continued till enurefis was reftored.

Genus CXI. Gonorrhea. 


A preternatural Flux from the Uribe in Mea. 


Sauvage enumerates feven fpecies, which Cullea 
has reduced very properly to four. 


1. Gonorrhcea dormientium, in which the feminal 
fluid is emitted during fleep, with ereétion and lie 
bidinous dreams. 

To underftand the nature of this affection, let the 
ftudent confult what has been delivered on fleep, 

vigilance, 
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vigilance, dreaming, and delirium. He will then 
be able to trace the effect produced, to mental and 
material ftimuli, to fpices and {pirits, or to wanton 
imaginations cherifhed inthe day. |. 

For the remedy of this difeafe, I mutt refer him 
‘to What IL have faid on APP 5. 


2. Gonotrheea laxcrum, in which the feminal 
fluid is emitted during vigilance, with libidinous 
cdefire, but without eréétion: 


uP Gonotrhoea pura, in which the feminal fluid is 
emitted without erection or hbidinous defire, and 
when there has been no impure connection. ive 
‘This debilitating difcharge pr oduces, among other 
diftrefing fymptoms, lofs of appetite, indigeftion, 
flatulence, and coftivenefs; palenefs, proftration of 
itrength and atrophy ; lofs of fleep, head-ach, and 
defective memory; blindnefs, epilepfy, and palfy, 
with a depreffion of {pirits bordering on defpair. 

Patients may be reduced to this “deplorable con- 
dition in confequence of exhaufting difeafes, when 
thefe have produced relaxation, debility, and irrita- 
bility, in the extreme, as in the cafe of anapbrodijia 
génorrbeica already mentioned; but it is commonly 
the punifhment of vicious habits, whether of the 
focial or of the folutary kind. The treatment muit 
be the fame as in fotyrigfs, 

4. Gonorrhcea zmpura, in which, after improper 
connection, a purulent difcharge, attended by dy- 
furia, proceeds from the urethra. This afterwards 
is followed by increafed fecretion and the flux of 
mucus. |

fifteen, learnt from a vicious companion an evil pra€tice, in 
which, when alone, he daily indulged himfelf for many years, 
without fufpecting, till it was too late, that\he had offered vio~ 
lence to Nature, and that fhe never pardons the offender, , 

The fir notice he received of her difpleafure was by fuch — 
- excruciating pain'as rendered him unable to walk. His under- 
flanding, memory, and fight, were the next to fuffer lofs; his 
pupils were wonderfully dilated, his eyes were diflreffed rch 
pain, and their lids were daily clafed with glaten; fo that for a 
length of time, although fudious, he was eon pitied to lay afide 
his books, for he could neither write nor read. He became 
again atrophic to fuch a degree that he was a fkeleton; and 
although for two years he had the refolution to abfain from 
the practice which had mace life a burthen, yet his reforma- 
tion was followed immediately by noéturnal pollutions, aad

SauvaGE who, to increafe the number of his ¢¢- 
nera, too often multiplies diftinctions without a dif- 
ference and confiders fymptoms as difeafes; has 
omitted eé/fipatio, from a perfuafion that’ we never 
meet with it as a primary affection: but in this he 
is miftaken, as will immediately appear. 

Linneus, Vogel, Sagar, and Cullen, differ with 
him in opinion, and the latter very properly not only 
confiders coffivenefs as a primary difeafe, but divides 
it into {peciess 


I, Obftipatio rigidorum. 

In perfons of a robuft and fanguine temperament, 
who enjoy high health, and take much exercife, the 
lacteals and abjorbents are extremely active. Hence 
it is that their alvine faeces are commonly dry, hard, 
compact, ana that they are inclined to el 
Their pulfe is full and firm, their heat is high. 

{ris this fpecies of coftivenefs which prevails in 
. fynocha. 

The 
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The proper remedy for them is to keep their 
bowels foluble, by cathartics of the refrigerant and 
emollient claffes, {uch as caffia, tamarinds, fulphur, 
and tartarifed tartar, with prunes, panna, and, in 
urgent occafions, caftor oil. 

L. Obftipatio obftrugtorum, with’ fymptoms of 
tpafmodic affection in the bowels. Pulfe weak, fmall, 
frequent, heat variable. 


It appears by the experiments and obfervations of 
_ Wepfer and Van Swieten that, 


1. If, even after death, acrid fubftances, or any 
kind of ftimulus, is applied to the inteftines, they 
contract {pafmodically, not merely in the ftimulated 
parts, but often in the adjoining parts, to a confider- 
ble extent, fo as completely to obftruct the paffage. 
Van Swieten, with the point of his difleCting knife, 
ftimulated the ftomach of a dog fome minutes after 
the animal was dead, when it _ immediately and forci- 
bly contracted to one fixth of its antecedent capacity. 


2. In living animals, acrid fubftances, fuch as 
arfenic, exhibited internally, or corrofives externally, 
applied to the coats of the inteftines, caufe them to 
contract forcibly, permanently, and clofely, as if 
they were tied with cords. And whilft they are 
contracted in fome parts, they are violently inflated 
in others, which being much diftended became pa- 
ralytic, and lofe their power of contracting. 

Wepfer obferved, that as lono as the acrimonious 
fubftance continued in the bowels its morbid ef- 
fects were permanent, and that as often as flatus 
was forcibly expelled it was reproduced immedi- 
ately. When he had given half a feruple of cor- 
rofive fublimate to a dog, which operated with vio- 
_ lence both up and downs on opening the abdomen 
the inflated ftomach came out, and being preflec 
difcharged flatus by-the mouth, but was foon again 
_ diftended by frefh flatus. 

| He 
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He had eccafion likewife to obferve, that iff 
whilft any part remained conftricted, a fimilar irrita- 
tion is produced in fome frefh place, this part con- 
tracts, and the preceding conftriction is relieved. 


3: This conftriction, with the confequent infla- 
tation and diftention in other parts, is fo permanent 

when ftrong ftimulants, fuch as arfenic, or any vi- 
rulent corrofive, bas been applied to the inteftines, 
that in fuch perfons as have died of colic, and in 
animals on whom thefe experiments were tried, 
Wepfer found it difficult to propel either the flatus 
or the aliments Bomta ted between any two con- 
firicted parts. « 

The occafional caufes of fpafmodic conftriGtion in 


the inteftines way be, 1. Inflammation, for which [- 


muft refer to enteritis and vafiritis. 2. Irritation of 
acrid fubftances, as in colic, either taken into the ali- 
mentary canal or generated there, fuch as bile or 
worms. . 3 . Sympathetic affection with other fimu- 
Jated parts, as with the kidneys in nephritis

lif. Obftipatio debilium, in weakly and relaxed 
patients, with pulfe flow and feeble; heat very low. 

Bile is. the natural cathartic. When this there- 
fore is either defective or depraved, confipation of 
bowels will enfue. _ This we have obferved in jaun- 
dice; and we have in the Philofephical Tranfac- 
tions, for the year 1730, a curious cafe of a foldict

_ But though | the bile fhould not be deficient, yet 
if we have vifcid mucus interpofed -between it and 
the living fibre, .we fhall have coftivenefs produced, 
asin by pochondrigh is and melancholia. 
The nature of the food mutt likewife be confi- 
dered ; for if, infiead of animal bie which ftimu-

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lates the inteftines, the patient fhould have only 
rice, wheaten bread or milk, his bowels will be 
coftive. Sauvace remarks on’ tenefmus a _feybalis, 
that the efforts to evacuate the feces in patients who 
live on milk, fometimes refembles thofe of a par- 
turient woman. . 

The proper remedy is to change the diet, and to 
give calomel at night, to be followed by either fo- 
luble tartar or infufion of fena in the morning, 
But for particulars let the ftudent confult jaundice, 
bypochondriafis, and melancholia. 

IV. Odftipatio paralytica. " 

Dr. Cullen has taken no notice of this fpecies ; 
but it appears to me well-founded, and needful to 
complete our catalogue. 

In the paraplexia traumatica of Sauvage, a difeafe 
not uncommon about Montpelier, and often met 
with in Valentia and other countries, in which mul- 
berry leaves mutt be daily gathered as the food of 
filk worms, the miferable object, who, by his fall, 
has injured the fpinal marrow in the lumbar verte- 
bree, lofes inftantly all fenfe and power of motion 
in the lower extremities, his urine flows fponta- 
neoufly, and he has conftipation in his bowels, ' 

This cafe admits no remedy. ( 

In tympanites, we have coftivene/s arifing from pa- 
ralytic affection, with lofs of tone in fome part of 
the inteftines; the cure of which is to be fought for 
in the ufe of aromatics and antifpafmodics, com- 
bined with gentle tonics and aftringents, as recom- 
mended in that difeafe. | .

Genus CXIV. Jcburia, 
Supprefiion of Urine. 


SauvacGe in his ineftimable nofology has, when 
treating of i/cburia, left us one perfect example of 
| methodical 
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methodical arrangement ; and Dr. Cullen, treading 
exactly in his foot{teps, has judicioully divided this 
Genus into four {pecies, each inckuding numerous 
varieties. 


I. Ifchuria renalis,' preceded by diforders of the 
kidneys, and attended by diftrefling weight, or pain 
in the region of the kidneys, but without. either 
{welling of ‘the hypogaftrium or fenfe of ftimulus 
exciting to the difcharge of urine from the bladder. 


This {pecies contains the fubfequent varieties : 


a. Nephritica, from inflammation of the kidneys. 
The fymptoms and the cure may be feen under 


Nephritis. 


b. Nepbrolithica, from calculi, has fimilar fymp- 
toms. with the preceding variety, but not the 
pyrexia. Itis preceded commonly by a difcharge 
of gravel, of mucus, or of blood, and immedi- 
ately by pale and ftimulating urine in {mall 
quantities. 

The treatment muft be the fame as in the pre- 
ceding ; and, to prevent relapfe, the lithontriptics 
mentioned in my Vade Mecum, particularly the 
aqua mephitica alcalina, mutt be reforted to.

her ear, which fupplied the place of urine. 


‘ JI. Ifchuria wreterica is in many cafes fcarcely - 
‘to be diftinguifhed from the former. Dr.°Cullen 
has adopted fix varieties from Sauvage, coinciding 
in occafional caufes with as many of the preceding 
fpecies. | But the moft common is the calculofa, 
caufed by calculi in their paflage through the 
ureters. . ck . 

The fymptoms are pain, naufea, vomiting, cof- 
tivenefs, coldnefs of the extremities, numbnefs of 
the thigh, retraction of the tefticle, followed fome- 
times by convulfions or by fyncope. 

The proper treatment is by warm bathing, cly- 
fters, which carry a warm fomentation to the part, 
demulcents and opium in repeated dofes, till the fpafm 
is relieved. Electric fhocks fent through the loins 
_ have feldom failed to expedite the. paflage of calculi 
into the bladder. |

It is well known that urinary calculi are com- 
pofed of calcareous earth, animal gluten, and phof- 
phoric acid,: all which principles. are derived from 
the animal and vegetable fubftances on which we 
feed. Thefe conftitute the bones. But as the bones, 
which may be demonftrated,. are conftantly re- 
newed, the old materials are taken up by the ab-. 
forbents, and conveyed out of the fyftem with other. 
excrementitious matters by the kidneys. Here cal- 
culi are formed, and from thence by the ureters fall 
into the bladder, where by collecting frefh matter, 
unlefs evacuated, they increafe conftant! Moar ize. 

When fuch calculi aré expofed to the aétion of 
mild ‘alkalis,. a double decompofition takes place, — 
and new combinations are effected, for the alkalt . 
unites with the phofphoric acid; whilft the calca- 
reous earth, faturated with carbonic acid, becomes

‘Various have been the forms in which alkaline fab- 
ftarices have been exhibited by different practition- 
ers, Stephens, Jurin, Lane, Chittick, and Blackrie, 
and others fublequent to thefe; but the moft effica- 
cious has been proved to be the agua mephitica alka- 
fina recommendec by Dr. Falconer. 
~~ KRefpecting Mrs. Stephen’s folvent, it is curioufly 
obferved by Mr. Cline in his Lectures, that a pa- 
tient, being fearched by the furgeons of Bartholo- 
mew’s hofpital, was. declared to have the ftone in 
his bladder, and having taken this folvent was turned 
out as cured ; in confequence of which fhe received. 
five thoufand pounds from parliament: but fome 
time after. this he died, when, being examined, the 
ftone was found incyfted in his bladder. 

Aqua mepbitica alkalina, in fufficient quantity, is 
confidered as infallible ; for even the largeft ftones 

in a few months have been difcovered to be foft, 
others have been eaten through like a fponge, and 
in moft cafes they come away perfeétly diffolved. 
The common dofe is halfa dram of kali to three 
ounces of rain water, impregnated with carbonic 
acid by Sweppes, and taken twice a day; but four 
times that quantity may be given with fafety and. 
with good ¢ffc. The late ‘Dr. Crawford took no 
Jefs than one ounce of kali every day, without any 
fenfible inconvenience to himfelf. .

-Spafmodic affection is one of the ee common 
caufes of ifchuria, and is often to be blamed when 
caruncles ftand’ accufed of this effet.” For when 
_there is’an ulcer in the bladder or in the proftate 
‘gland, any acrimony in the urine, fuch as a prevail- 
ing acid, will occafion fpafm. Or. Ingenhoufz had 
a patient, whom he cured by agua mephitica akalina. 
This gentleman had an ulcer in the proftate gland, 
and his fagacious phyfician detected a predominant 
acidity in his urine by means’ of what he calls his 
charta probatoria, which is a {trip of paper dyed with 
litmus, for this, before he took the alkaline’ water, | 
was turned red by the urine, and afterwards, when 
the urine became faturated with alkali and ceafed 
to irritate the ulcer, was always blue. -

Dyfuria ardens, with fenfe of heat, but without 
any evident difeafe of the bladder, It is induced 
either by fpices, {pir its, cantharides, immoderate ex- 
ercife, or mechanical injuries, and is cured by de- 
mulcents, or, when urgent, requires the antiphlogif- 
ticrégimen. Sir ohn. Pringle was ufed to give the 

‘fubfequent ¢ eroulfion:

‘Tue ftudent, fhould he happen to be confulted in 
fach cafes, muft confider what is the condition of the 
urethra.

2. To irritability and fpafmodic affection. 

3. To excefs of vigour. | 

In the firft cafe tonics and aftringents are re~ 
quired; in the fecond, antifpafmodics, combined with 
tonics; in the third cafe, evacuants, {trict temper- 
ance, and refrigerants; that is, acids and acefcents 
muft conftitute the chief articles of diet. In this 
way the noble young Venetian, who by his ambaf- 
fadors confulted ali the moft eminent practitioners 
in Europe, was at laft relieved. 


Genus CXVII. Amenorrhea. 


Menfes wholly or partly obfirutied, without Pregnancy. | 


Tat this excrementitious difcharge fhould be | 
regular as to quantity and quality, and that it fhould 
 obferve the monthly period, is effential to health. 
When it is obftruéted, nature makes her efforts to’ 
obtain for it fome other outlet, either by the eye, 
the ear, the gums, even by a carious tooth, by the. 
ftomach, the lungs, the bladder, or even by the tip. 
of a finger; and from whatever part it is evacuated, 
it has the fame property of not coagulating, like liv- 
ing blood. Nay, fo important is this property, that 
if twice the ufual quantity is evacuated with the 
power of ccagulation, even from the fame veffels, 
equal | 
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¢qual benefit is not received, much lef when taken. 
from other veffels by the lancet. See Hunter on 
the Blood. 

- When thefe efforts of nature fail, the confequence 
may be, 1. Pyrexia and pulmonic affection, which 
may terminate in phthifis. 2. Spafmodic affections, 
hyfteria, epilepfia, mania, apoplexia. ‘3. Chlorofis; 
according to the general habit and bia eck of the 
patient. 

Hence three fetes of Raccorribes naturally pre- 
fent themfelves to our confideration. 


J. Amenorrhaza plethorica, with a full abies 
pulfe. | 


Van Swieten in his comment has the ro 
“remark : 

In the plethoric we obferve ood blood and vef- 
- fels pervious, yet fo diftended, that they cannot re~act 
on their contents. But as foon as by veneefection the 
quantity of blood has been diminifhed, the aétion of 
the veffels is renewed, and even whilft the blood is 
- flowing from this vein, the menfes have been fuddenly 
reftored. To fuch patients ftrict temperance, or even 
a vegetable diet, with much CHT SHES muft be pre- 
{cribed. 


II. Amenorrhoea Spafmodica, in irritable habits, © 
and attended by other fpafmodic affections. The 
-predifponent caufe is debility: the occafional caufes’ 
are either fudden frights ; or the aétion of cold at 
the time of menftruation ; as happens after dancing 
in warm rooms, then drinking cold liquids, wafhing 
in cold water, or being faddenly expofed to the na- 
tural air. This feems to induce {pafmodic action 
in the extremities of the uterine arteries. The pro-. 
per emmenagogues in this fpecies feem to be antifpaf- 

-modics, fuch as affafcetida, myrrh, camphor, caftor,; 
and the warm pediluvium, in the application of 
which laft, we may profit by the cautions of the ju- 
Gag Hoffman, If che pulfe is full, he recom. 

, mends 
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mends yenefection, and if the feet are cold, he ad- 
vifes fri€tion, before immerfing them in warm or 
evenintepid water. But though antifpafmodics are 
thus indicated, the moft effectual means of reliev- 
ing conftriction in the extreme arteries is by increaf- 
“Ing their action, which may be accomphithed - by 
ftimulants and tonics. The beft ftimulant in this 
cafe is electricity, and the moft efficacious tonic¢ is 
fteel and vital air, to which muft be added exercife, 
and a generous diet. 


III. Amenorrheoea atonica, with weak pulfe and 
a relaxed fibre. We have here a general flaccidity 
of the fyftem, and confequently debility, with torpor 
caufing weak action in the veffels of the uterus. 

In this fpecies the indications of cure are, to re- 
{tore tone to the fyftem in general, and to excite 
the action of the uterine veffels in particular, The 
tonics are the fame as in the preceding fpecies, and 
the moft efficacious form for exhibiting the fteel is 
in filings mixed with conferve of rofes. . Five grains 
of the fil ings may be given three times a day, increaf- 

ing the dofe. This wonderful and univerfal diftri- 
buter of oxygen reftores vital heat to the extremities, 
and colour to the» cheeks, raifes the {pirits, increafes 
both the appetite and ftrength, and in a few weeks 
makes the catamenia flow. 

1 have very often prefcribed the fubfequent:

perience, thefe chalybeates have never failed to cure, 
even when hectic had appeared, and fymptoms of 
phthifis had created much alarm for the lafety of the 
patient, 

Some practitioners place their chief dependance 
| on, 
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on exciting the uterine veffels by confent with the 
rectum, when ftimulating emmenagogues are pafi- 
ing through the alimentary canal; but I have never 
had recourfe to thefe. 

As to the amenorrhea di Lficilis of eae in which 
the catamenia flow fparingly and with much pain, 
we may remark from Dr. Fothergill, that the patient 
may take purified opium one grain every hour tll 
the pain goes off. |

Tats may be either active or paffive, either from 
increafed action of the blood againtt the coats of the 
artery, or from diminifhed reliftance of thefe coats 
when they have been ftrained, bruifed, or wounded. 
The former alway ys happens near the heart, the lat- 
ter'in the extremities.. By an invariable law of the 
animal economy, preffure on a part produces its | 
abforption. But here itis Curious to obferve the 

efforts .

efforts ie nature to relieve herfelf.. When an anet- 
rifmal fack in the aorta preffes againft the back~bone, 
the abforption begins at the external furface of the 
artery, where it comes in contact with the bone, and 
continues till the whole is abforbed, leaving the bone 
in contact with the blood. The furrounding parts 
then ttrongly unite by the adhefive procefs, and form 
a channel for the blood, which channel is thus pre- 
ferved intire, even when the bones themfelves have. 
been abforbed in confequence of preffure. | 

Thus. it fometimes happens where no affiftance 
‘can be derived from art. But fhould the aneurifm 
be near the furface, the fkilful furgeon will conti- 
nue to affift the weakened artery; and to refift the 
preffure of the blood, tll the coats of the shah have 
recovered their tone. — 

My friend Mr. iethcinats of Madrid, has con- 
trived an inftrument, by which he has: cured many 
deplorable cafes of aneuri{m in the popliteal artery. 
It is cornpofed of a fteel plate perforated in the mid- 
dle by a {crew to regulate the preffure, and kept in 
its place by. two fteel rings, the fuperior ring to 
grafp the thigh immediately above, and the inferior 
ring to embra ace the leg juft below the knee. Each 
ring confifts of five pieces, with which one, rivetted 
to the fteel plate, is connected with two others by 
horizontal joints, to admit of bending the knee, either 
in fitting or in walking. From thefe proceed two 
other pieces, with which they are connected by per- 
pendicular joints, and which being opened, admit the 
limb. Thefe might clafp tovether i in a variety of 
ways, but for the rep of néatneles and that the fame 
inftrument may be adapted to a leg of any fize, one © 
piece enters into the other and catches by a {pring. 

The end of the ferew which perforates the plate 
is riveted to a fmaller plate, which fupports the pad 
or comprefs ; and thus the patient can give that de- 
gree of preffure which is needful to “fuppor the 
weakened part.

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By Griilar contrivances he relieves other cafes of — 
-aneurifim, even that of the carotid arteries. In recent 

cafes this method has made perfeét cures, and in 
cafes of long ftanding it has prevented rupture of 
the artery. ‘When this however fails, relief may be 
procured by double ligatures above the aneurifim, in 
the manner firft practifed by John Hunter, 


Genus CXIX. Varix. | 
A foft tumour on veins without pulfation. 


Wuen varices prefs upon the bones they fhould 
be either relieved in the manner already defcribed in 
cafes of aneurifm, or when that proves’ ineffectual 
they mutt be extirpated. 
Of ‘hemorrhoids I have already treated under he- 
morrhages, the fourth order of the pyrexiz. For 
external application the Spanifh phyficians recom- 
mend their unguentum malorum infanorum; but 
as that fruit is not to be obtained in England, the 
ung. alb. camphorat. with a few drops of ol. buxi, » 
_ may fupply its place. To this a few drops of lau- 
danum may be added, if occafion fhould require it. 
To keep the body cool and open give the follow- 
ing to the fize of a nutmeg twice a day, ©

Wuewn fuch ‘injuries have been received as natu- 
Tt ae: rally 
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rally produce extravafation, the part fhould inftantly 
be kept as warm as blood, and if it is a part which 
can be immerfed, it fhould be fteeped for a confi- 
derable time in brandy. In this way I have feen the 
worft contufions pafs without the leaft appearance of 
extravafated blood. é 

But if extravafation has taken place, and to a 
oreat extent, we muft have recourfe to venefection 
and moderate cathartics with warm diluents, a cool 
regimen and topical applications in the form of 
poultice or fomentations, to keep the parts warm, 
and gently to ftimulate the veffels. 

If the tumours become lefs, and do not inflame, 
they may fafely be left to nature, for the abforbents 
will take up the extravafated blood. Even fhould 
inflammation follow, we muft fiill endeavour to pro- 
mote a refolution of the tumour, which may be fre- 
quently obtained by preffure, when applied to a de- 
eree juft beyond the point of eafe, for this fets the 
abforbents of the part to work for the purpofe of re-- 
moving, when it is removeable, the preffing fub- 
ftances, one of which in the prefent cafe is the extra- 
vafated blood. , 

Should however thefe attempts be fruftrated, the 
inflammation may be fafely left to fuppurate ; after 
which it will be treated as an ulcer.

Genus CXXI. Scirrbus: 


A hard tumour commonly of a glandular part, indolent, 
and not readily fuppurating. — 


THE proximate caufe feems to be want of action 
in the veflels of the part affected. This we collect 
from a confideration of the remote caufes, which 
are fuch as either debilitate the fyftem in general, 
or deftroy the tone of the vefiels in parts at to 
i their 
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‘their action. The fame appears from hence, that 
weakly, relaxed, and /rophulous patients, with women 
at the change of life, are moft liable to have indu- 
rated glands. 

The indications of cure, naturally deduced from 
this view of the difeafe, will be, to excite the action 
of the abforbents. 

This may be accomplifhed by evacuants, which 
excite their ation by confent, accompanied by topi- 
cal applications, and followed by general tonics. 

For an evacuant we cannot have one more effi- 
cacious in this cafe than calomel, which may be 
taken at night, and carried off in the morning by 
a gentle cathartic of rhubarb, fenna, and cream of 
tartar. : 

Many, for the external application, ufe mercurial 
ointment. Van Swieten recommends acetous fo- 
mentations, and a liniment compofed of gum am- 
moniac with vinegar of {quills, which he adopts — 
from Hildanus, and the form of which I find pre- 
ferved by Hoffmann.

Dr. Simmons, in a cafe of fcirrhous tefticle, gave 
hemlock (conium maculatum).in powder, beginning 
with a fcruple, and increafing the dofe to a dram 
a day, and at the fame time corrofive fublimate a 
quarter of a grain per day, and in fourteen Sua the 
{cirrhus began to mend. 

In the fouth of Spain the Shplsians affured me, 
that they found the conium maculatum very effica- 
cious in curing the fcirrhous tumours, more efpe- 
cially when affifted by mercurials. Certain it is 

that the conium in warm climates is a more active _ 

- medicine than it is in our more temperate and hu- 
mid ifland. 

All this muft be Ghaetege of recent cales; fox 

a b2 __, when 
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when the inveterate fcicthus 3 is much enlarged: and 
becomes hard like ftone, the preceding ‘remedies 
would come too late, and nothing remains s but either 
patience or the knife. 

This however is not the cafe in one fpecies of 
{cirrhus, the dronchocele, for that, when even invete- 
rate, may be carried off by the abforbents. 

Sauvage, who makes drenchocele a genus, includes 
in it four - fpecies.

The {cirrhous bronchocele is clearly fteatomatous, 
and as fuch may be fpeedily cured by foda. It is 
very frequent in the vale of Pewfey, and during five- 
and-thirty years I have never failed to cure it in all 
who have applied to me for my advice. 

‘IT formerly gave lozenges of burnt cork, burnt 
fponge, and pummice-ftone, i in equal pafts, and al- 
‘ways found this fufcient without any other medi- 
cine or application, but lattely, confidering that it is 
the alkali of thefe lozenges which combines with 
the fat colle€ted in the thyroide gland, and makes a 
foap, I have confined myfelf wholly to burnt {ponge, 
which abounds with foda. ‘This is made i Into lo- 
zenges, one of which, weighing half a dram; is put 
under the toncue every night,

A bard tumour of a glandular part, patuful. and ob= . 
frinate, which terminates in the fouleft ulcer. 


Wuart I have faid refpecting fcirrhus in the pre- 
ceding ‘genus is applicable to cancer, that deplora- 
ble difeafe to which all the glands of our machine 
are fubject. The eyes, the nofe, the tongue,’ the 
palate, the cheeks, the lips, the groin, the axillee, the 
uterus, and the breafts of women, are the parts molt. 
frequently infected, and thofe in which its ravages are 
moit fevere. 

In women it commonly appears about the ud 
when menftruation ceafes, and the fir alarming 
fymptom is perceived when they move their arms 
backward, fo as to put the fibres of the pectoral 
mufcle on the ftretch, On examination, they then 
difcover a fmall lump, perhaps not bigger than a 
hazel nut. On recollection they commonly remark, 
that two or three months prior to this period, they 
had a {mall difcharge of blood from the nipple, which 
{tained their linen. This fymptom proves that fome 
alteration is taking placein the ftru€ture of the breaft. 
‘The tumour goes on enlarging, fometimes rapidly, 
till the whole glandular fubRance becomes {cirrhous. 
- The fuperficial veins then become confpicuous, tor-= 
tuof, enlarged, and very black. | 

When the tumour is much increafed, one part of 
it appears fofter then the reft, and when ulcerated 
difcharges a faniousichor, but no pus. Pain then | 
becalies conftant, the ulcer fpreads, and a luxuriant 
fungus arifes, which itis not eafy to reftrain. 

The difcharge, ufually copious, excoriates the 
fkin, and produces excruciating pain, which gra- 
dually deftroys the patient. 

Before ulceration takes place in the external fur- 
face, the axilla ary, glands are much enlarged, which» 
arifes probably from an abforption of the cancerous 

: ead virus, 


— 
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virus, and the tumour, at firft moveable, becomes 
fixed to the pectoral mufcle. 

In the beginning of this difeafe the fwelling may 
be retarded by the antiphlogiftic regimen in its full 
extent, and by external applications. In this ftate 
electricity with the exhibition of hemlock have done 
great things, particularly in Germany and Spain, 
where it is of a fuperior quality, and mercurials, both 
internally and externally, may be fafely tried. But 
in England the flores martiales (ferrum ammoniacale) 
have been the moft fuccefsful medicine. ‘This pre- 
paration of iron may be given in any kind of muci- 
lage, and not only alleviates pain, but diminifhes the 
tumour. Mr. Cline, in his lectures, particularly 
mentioned the cafe of a lady in which the flores 
martiales conftantly produced thefe effects, after 
other medicines had been tried in vain. From his 
account of this lady there is much room to hope he 
will be ab'e to perfect a cure. 

The famous cancer powder of Plunket, exhibited 
by Martin of Pennfyivania, and given by both theie 
quacks with no contemptible fuccefs, has been de- 
tected to be arienical. This medicine is perhaps 
the moft. ative tonic in the materia medica, and 
deferves tc be: fairly tried in.all defperate cafes, - 
where a powerful tonic is required. A good prepa-~ 
ration of it by Dr. Fowler has been already men- 
tioned, as ufed with creat fuccefs in intermittents, 

When, notwithftanditg thefe endeavours to check 
the progrefs of the tumour, it continues to increafe, 
there is at leaft one fource of hope remaining for a 
cure, which is by fpeedy extirpation. But thould 
this be thought inexpedient, and fhould the ulcer 
continue to extend its limits, even then pain and all 
offenfive {fmell may be prevented by the external 
application of carbonic acid air, in the manner firft 
practifed by Dr. Ewart, and defcribed in his publica- 
tion. At Bath he had a lady under his care, whom 
I vifited. As the ulcer was covered, I could form

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no idea of its condition or of its difpofition to heal ; 
but fhe was perfectly freed from pain, and there was 
not the leaft offenfive {mell. 
The application here deferibed can never be in- 

-_jurious, nor is it attended with difficulty; for when 

the bladder is agelutinated to the breaft, it may 
eafily be filled with the carbonic acid air from ano- 
‘ther bladder, in which it has been colleéted. This 
fupp!y may be derived from the furface of ferment- 
ing liquors by a fyringe, and by the fame inftrument 
may be forced into the bladder, which ferves as a’. 
refervoir, : 


Genus CXXIII. Budo. 
A fuppurating tumour of conglobate glands. 
Buzors may be fymptomatic of fcrophula, of fy- 
philis, or of the plague; and, as Sauvage judicioufly 
obferves, may be either fcirrhous, phlegmonic or 
cedematous. Of thefe varieties the phlegmonic are 
eafily refolved and_ quickly fuppurate ; the cedema- 


tous refolve, but never fuppurate; the fcirrhous re- 
fift refolvents, yet never fuppurate. 


I. Scrophulous buboes call for tonics, preceded by 
gentle cathartics; in them the metallic axyds are par- — 
ticularly ufeful. 


Il. Peftilential buboes are critical, yet require to be 
opened by the lancet, and to be affifted by poultices 
to expedite their fuppuration. 


Il. Sypbilitic buboes, being, frequently ill ma- 
naged by ignorant practitioners, demand a particu- 
lar difeuffion. | 

Thefe tumours in the lymphatic Sands of the 
groin, arifing from impure connexion, are more or 
lefs painful according to the decree of inflammation, 
which depends on the quantity and quality of the. 
abforbed virus with the irritability of the fyftem. 

Bt * The 
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The cure therefore might be attempted, as I have 
fully explained, when treating of the PHtEGMaSI€, 
either 1, by refolution; or 2. by fuppuration ; but 
the latter fhould be carefully avoided. My reafon 
for this opinion is, that when a fyphilitic bubo fup- 
purates, it becomes a kind of fecretory organ, whofe 
action is increafed by the flimulus of oxygen in the 
atmo{pheric: air, whilft the fecreted matter, which 
not only retains it fpecific nature, but acquires viru- 
lence by contact with the air, being abforbed in 
ereat abundance, produces general infection in the 
fyftem.. . 

The cure therefore by refolution oud be pre- 
ferred to fuppuration. 

This may in moft recent cafes be accomplifhed 
by venefection, general or topical, by cathartics, 
and principally by. friction with mercurial ointment, 
becaufe by this application the fmall quantity of fy- 
philitic virus contained in a bubo, aithough taken up 
by the abforbents, carries with it the proper anti- 
dote, as it circulates throughcut the fyftem. 

Should however the bubo have acquired fuch an 
extent of inflammation, as not to be refolvable; the 
fuppurative procefs muft be then promoted by ca- 
taplaims and fomentations; and, when it arrives to- 
wards maturity, 1t muft be opened either By the 
lancet or by caultics. 

In this ftate the fubfequent abforption muft be 
carefully prevented by keeping the ulcer clean, and 
the fyftem muft be guarded from general infection 
by mercurial ointments.

Genus CXXKIV. Sarcoma. | 
A foft excrefcence refembling flefh, not painful. 


T ese excrefcences arife from different parts of 
the body. From 1. The caruncule i: nee 
| h¢ 
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The eyelid, ejther externally, or internally. 3. The 
Sneiderian membrane. 4. The gums. 5. The {calp. 
6. The back. 7. The uterus. 8. The vagina. 9. 
The cremafter mufcle of the fcrotum. 

When it is derived from the Sneiderian mem- 
brane, it. arifes from a very narrow bafis, but 
grows larger as it proceeds either through the nof- 
triks or turns back into the throat. A this kind of 
excrefcence, known by the name of polypus, has but 
few blood veffels, it may be removed without hazard, 
either by ligature or by the forceps, accordingly as 
it is fituated, either near the anterior opening of the _ 
noftrils, or higher up.. When this operation has 
been effectually performed, the polypus returns no 
more, and the hemorrhage, which follows, may be 
ftopped by thrufting lint up into the noftrils.. 

When it afheets: the tefticle, it is known by the 
name of farcecele, and arifes commonly from con- 
tufion of that tender organ. In fome cafes the in- 
jury. extends no farther than the tefticle; but in 
others it creeps along the cremafter mufcle, fituated 
on the outfide of the tunica vaginalis, and ftretches 
‘away, over the fpermatic veffels, tothe inguinal ring. 
In the firft cafe the extirpation may be ‘performed 
with fafety; but when farcoma reaches to the ring, 
little good can be expected from the operation, nor 
can it be prudently advifed. ‘This will be evident. 
if we confider, 1, That the excrefcence may have 
penetrated the inguinal ring itfelf, and have paffed 
into the abdomen, where the knife cannot be ufed. 
2. That to attempta ligature of the fpermatic blood 
veffels fo high up as the ring, will be difficule and 
dangerous in the extreme, becaufe they retract, when 
cut; yet if this ligature were not fecured the patient 
would be loft. 

When farcomatous excrefcences arife from other 
parts of the body acceffible to ligatures, they may 
be ext uirpated with eale.

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Genus CXXV. Verruca. 


A wart. 
A tumour hard, fcabrous, and void of fenfation. 


Wuatever produces inflammation at the root, 
or death in the wart itfelf, as happens by the appli- 
cation of a cauftic, will excite action in the abfor- 
bents to feparate not only between the living and the 
dead, but between the found parts and the difeafed. 
For it is a general Jaw of the animal economy, that 
if a part is organically injured, the found part be- 
neath relaxes, and fhews diftinétly the limits of the 
difeafe, fo that a feparation begins to take place 
although the actual death or defiruction of the part, 
as by a cauftic for inftance, has not reached fo far. 
It is upon this principle, as John Hunter has ob- 
ferved, that arfenic, fuperficially applied, removes 
tumours. 

From what has been faid, it will appear to be 
nearly a matter of indifference, as to the effect, what 
kind of cauftic, a€tual or potential, 1s applied. Some 
remove their warts by the juice of celandine (che/i- 
donium majus), fome by {purge (euphorbia heliofcopia), 
others by juice of houfeleek (/empervivum tectorum). 
Some prefer the actual cautery, others are better 
pleafed with either burnt alum, with blue vitriol, 
with vitriolic acid, or with the lunar cauftic, and 
others again are fatisfied with ligatures, when they 
can be applied. 

The verruca fyphilitica belongs to fyphilis. After 
curing the primary difeafe, the tops of thefe warts — 
may be cut off, and then a little powder of faving 
may be applied to them.

Genus CXXVI. Clavus. 
A Corn. 
A thickening of the cuticle, bard, lamellated. 
Tue beft inftrument for cutting corns is a pair 


of ~ 
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’ of fciffars, fhort in the blades and harp in the points, 

becaufe by thefe there is no danger of going fud- 
denly fo far as to make them bleed, provided the 
perfon operates on his own corns. 

A radical cure may be obtained by fufferinz thens 
to grow freely without preffure, and this effect may. 
be obtained by ftickine plafters, accumulated in 

proportion as the corn grows up, if each plafter has 

a hole in the middle for the corn to penetrate. This 
however requires more attention than moft people 
can command. 


Genus CXXVII. Lupia. 


A cyft under the fkin, fo oft, movecble, indolent. 


Tuts might have been confidered as a fpecies of 
{cirrhus, becaufe the matter contained in the cyft is 
{teatomatous. When this matter is liquid and foft 
as honey, Sauvage calls the tumour /upia meliceris ; 
when it refembles fuet, he gives it the name of lupia 
freatoma. 

Extirpation by the knife ts fafe, eafy, and effec- 
tual, provided no part of it is left behind. 


Genus CXXVIII. Ganglion. 


A bard tumour, moveable on the tendons. 


GaNGLions, upon the tendons, are inclofed in 
the fame cellular. membrane which forms their va- 
gina, to facilitate their motion. ‘They occupy their 
{tation alfo on the annular ligaments. and capfule 
mrucofz, through which they pafs. Thefe tumours, 
although indolent, being yet very troublefome by 
preffing on the tendons, it becomes needful to ré- 
move them. This may in common be effected by 
exciting the abforbents, the beft way of doing which 
is by pretiare, for this, when applied to a degree 

» j ju 
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juft beyond the point of eafe, calls forth their acti- 
vity to remove, when it is removeable, the preffing 
fubftance, and that fubftance is the ganglion. I 
need fcarcely add, that the preffure muft be uniform 
and lone continued. 

Another method of cure is, to give repeated and 
hard blows with a hammer, for this, by bruifing, dif- 
turbs the organic {tructure of the part, and thereby, 
according to a beautiful law of the animal economy, 
_ excites the abforbents into action for the purpofe of 
conveying it. away. 

When the ganglion, by neglect, has been fuffered 
to enlarge itfelf, it may be vain to atternpt its refo- 
lution in thefe ways. Nothing then remains but to 
remove it, either by the knife or by a cauftic.. The 
latter in fkilful hands may have the preference ; but, 
confidering the irritability of tendons, with the dan~ 
ger attending any violence offered to them, and the 
“greater hazard of deftroying the coats of fome ar- 
tery, it muft be evident, that much patience and 
the moft watchful attention are required; when in 
fuch .a delicate fituation we advife the application of 
a cauftic. | 

My friend M. ‘Gimbernat, being required to re- 
move a large ganglion on the writ of the princefs 
royal of Spain, which was clofe to the radial artery, 
after having tried in vain what could be done by . 
prefiure, had recourfe to cauftics, which were fo 
flowly and fo cautioufly applied as to require more 
than twelve months for perfecting a cure,

Genus CXXIX. Aydatis. 

A cuticular veficle filled with an aqueous fiuid, re- 
Jembling that which arifes from combuftion, but wot 
painful, unlefs when broken.. 

A.tuoucs thefe cuticular veficles are called hy- 


dates, it is not meant by this appellation to'imply, 
| that 
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that they contain tenie hydatigene, which are found 
in cafes of encyfted dropfy, nor, as I apprehend, do 
_ they require medical affiftance. 


Genus CXXX. Hydarthus. 

A white fwelling on the joints, chiefly in the knees, fmalt 
at firft, not difcoloured, very painful, and deftroying 
the mobility of the joint. | 
Ir is a difeafe of the lymphatics in the part af- 

fected; for either the exhalants are relaxed, or the 

abforbents become atonic, in confequence of which 
there is an accumulation in the fynovial glands, which — 
by preffure caufes irritation and in the end ulceration 
of the parts. | | sat 

The predifponent caufe feems to be laxity of the 
folids, and the occafional caufe commonly is fome 
contufion. | ) 

The indications of cure are to excite the action of 
the abforbents and to brace the folids; the former 
by emetics and cathartics, but particularly by fetons, 
by burning moxa on the part, and by repeated blif- | 
ters round the joint; the latter by tonics and aftrin- 
gents, particularly by bark and fteel. |

Genus CXXXI. Exoftofis, 
A hard tumour ona bone. 


Tue bones are fubject to the fame difeafes as 
other parts ofthe animal machine, for they equally 
abound with nerves, arteries, veins, cellular mem-~ 
branes and lymphatics. The interftitial parts of this 
contexture we fee occupied by phofphorated lime 
and gluten. eae 

This appears by injections, when accurately made, 

, | - for 
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for the calcareous earth may be ‘carried off by ma- 
rine acid diluted much with water, and the animal 
gluten may be wafhed away, after which the prepa- 
ration being placed in oil of turpentine, the vafcu- 
larity of the texture will be beautifully diftinét. 

“Bones are not for any given period unalterably 
the fame, but are inceffantly waiting and renewed. 
Nay fuch is their renovating power, “that in cafe of 
fracture they foon form a “callus ; and in cafes of © 
necrofis, whilft the abforbents carry off the dead por- 
tion, proper veffels go to work to furround it with 
new bone, which at the two extremities connects it- 
{elf to the living portions of the old. 

In this operation we admire the efforts of nature 
to relieve herfelf; but.as in every thing beneath the 
fun, good and evil are intimately blended; and as 
it -fometimes happens, that the laws provided for 
the -health and well-being of the animal may. give 
occafion to difeafe; fo is it here; for this offific fa- 
culty, to which we are indebted for health, ftrength, 
locomotive power, nay for the fupport of our ani- 
mal exiftence, in certain circumftances, produces 
morbid offifications and exoftofes, which may either 
deftroy us if they are the caufe of apoplexy, or ren- 
der life a burthen, when they occafion aes epi- . 
leptic fits or pally. 

It is commonly active enflafaenagan in a bone, 
which lays the foundation of the difeafe in queftion, 
and this may be occafioned either by topical vio- 
lence or by conftitutional affections. 

The topical violence may be from either wounds 
or contufions, and the conttitutional affection may 
be rachitis, fyphilis, feorbutus, fcrophula. 


Hence Sauvage enumerates the fubfequent fpe- - 
cies of exoftofis. 


I. Exoftofis benigna, occafioned merely by wounds, 
preffure, or contufions, and attended by the mildeft 
fymptoms ; yet incurable, unlefs by extirpation. | 


gh II. Exoftofis 
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Il. Exoftofis rachitica, ‘This {pecies attacks rickety 
children, and fuch adults as have been formerly fub-. 
jet to rickets. It is incurable; for amputation can- 
not remove the caufe. | 


IIT. Exoffofis cancrofa. 1n this the tumour -is 
brown, and the veins ‘are varicofe; but the moft 
certain fymptom is caycer in any other part. 


IV. Exofofis serophulofa. It is diftinguifhed by 
the common fymptoms of /erophula in the glands,

V. Exoftofis feorbutica. For the fymptoms, the 
gums, the teeth, the fkin, muft be examined, and 


the treatment muft be the fame as in the primary 
difeafe.

VI. Exoftofis fyphilitica. It isthe confequence of 
impure connexion, and the fpecies may, from that 
circumftance, be afcertained, provided other fymp- 
toms of inveterate lues are not wanting. Thefe are 
ulcers, buboes, puftules, nocturnal pains, &c. 3 

This fcourge of illicit intercourfe is moft un- 
friendly to the bones. In them the fyphilitic virus 
fpreads, and in them its ravages are moft fevere. 
My friend Wathen has preferved a fkull, which is 
like a honey-comb; and in the cabinets of the chi- 
rurgeons I have feen ribs, the fternum, clavicles, and 
vertebra, perforated in a thoufand places, 

Yet deplorable as are the effects of this difeafe, 
its progrefs may be ftopped by mercurial frictions 
long continued ; after which, if there is external ca~ 
ries, it muft be deftroyed either by burning or by 
potential cauftics: if there is /pima ventofa, or inter- 
nal caries, an opening muft be made by a trepan 
into the cavity of the bone, and the ulcer muft be 
cleanfed. | 

Sauvage mentions three other fpecies ;-but as they 
Tequire no fpecial attention, I omit them.

INTRODUCTION WITH ENUMERATION OF THE 
SPECIES. 


Ir is evident that hernia may be either active or 
paffive; it may be produced either by violent ex- 
ertions expelling the part; or it may happen from 
preternatural debility, relaxation, and diminifhed - 
power of retention. In the former cafe we have a . 
ftrong pulfe with pain, heat, and tenfion: in the lat- 
ter the pulfe is weak, pain not fevere, and heat is 
moderate. In one cafe it is difficult to reftore the 
part; but when reftored, it is retained: in the other 
to reftore is eafy, but not fo to make the part conti- 
nue in its place. 

When hérnia 1s the effect of violence ; lubricants, 
laxatives, anodynes, and venefection are required : 
but when it is the confequence of relaxation and 
debility, the tonic plan muft be adopted, with air, 

exercife, 
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exercile, .a generous diet, aromatics, bitters, bark, 
and fteel.

Mee reroteys is an hernia of the inteftines. Sau- 
age, who has made this one of his genera, arranges 
under it no lefs than five and twenty fpecies: but 
as thefe lead to diftin¢tions which are foreign to my 
purpofe, I thall here omit them. It is fufficient to 
obferve, that the inteftine may pafs either through 
the inguinal rings, the crural arches, the oval fora~ 
mina, the if{chiatic femilunes, the umbilical ring; 
or after wounds through the mufcles of the abdo- 
men, according to whieh circumftances the hernia 
Is called, a. Inguinalis. b. Cruralis, or femoralis. 
c. Ovalaris.  d. Ifchiatica. e. Umbilicalis.’ £. Ven- 
tralis; or, from the place to which the hernia in- 
guinalis defcends, it is denominated /crotalis and 
vaginalis, 

It may likewife be obferved, that hernia appears 
in three cond tions; either A, fimple and incyfted, 
which is, when the inteftine alone is protruded with 
a portion of the peritoneum. B, compound and 
incyfted, when the omentum is protruded with the 
inteftine, but the peritonzeum is not ruptured. C,_ 
not incyfted, when the peritoneum itfelf is ruptured. 
And in addition to thefe diftinctions, it muft be 
yet remarked, that the hernia may be Serangulated 

Uu ‘oF 
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. Re not, as I fhall immediately have occafion to ex- 
plain. 

Of the above mentioned varieties of hernia, the 
inguinalis and the femoralis are the moft important, 
as being moft common, and ose moft know- 
leode and attention. . 

“In the hernia inguinalis the inteftine paffes through 
the fame ring with the {permatic veffels ; and in the 
hernia femoralis j it efcapes under the onal arch with 
the crural artery and vein. ‘The circumftance which 
renders thefe two fpecies peculiarly hazardous is, 
that they are more fubject than the other fpecies to 
be ftrangulated, which not only prevents reduction, 
but ftops the periftaltic motion of the inteftine, im- 
pedes circulation through the arteries, and, producing 
gangrene, very f{peedily deftroys the patient. 

Strangulation may be caufed either by {pafmodic. 
ftricture of the aperture, through which the inteftine 
paffed, or by inflammation and diftention of the pat 
protruded. . 

The cure therefore art be attempted by Speady 
and copious venelection, by fomentations, and by 
manual. operation. 

The method of reduéfion prattifed by my valua- 
ble friend M. Gimbernat, of Madrid, is fo ingenious, 
and at the fame time fo fucceisiul, that ] fhall give it 
in detail. He places the patient on his fide oppofite 
the hernia, with his bedy a little bent and lower than 
the pelvis, in order to relax the mufcles of the abdo- 
men. With the fame intention the head is brought 
forwards towards the cheft, and in the hernia femo- 
ralis he elevates the thigh, on which the hernia is, 
- yet fo as not in the leat to obftrué the operation, ’ 
Sitting then by the bedfide, with his hand, which 
ae neareft to the patient, he grafps the tumour at its 
bafe, which is the upper part, and with -his three 
firft fingers he compreffes it all round to diminifh 
its diameter, at the fame time with the fingers of 
the other hand he puthes tle apex, which is the 

lower 
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: owe? énd of the tumour, upwards and inwards, to 
_ direct it towards the crural arch, «becaufe it cannot 

‘be reduced in any other direction. He has fome- 
times found that more than one hour was required 
for this operation. “When the patient is fatigued he 
ceafes both to prefs and pufh, but yet never quits his 
hold, and when he renews thefe efforts he increafes 
eradually their force. 

Of numerous hetnias treated by him in this way; 
and many of them defperate, thofe which have not 
been reduced have been very few. 

It may be needlefs to add, that this method is im- 
proper if the tumour is inflamed and very painful, 
for in fuch circumftances there is no fafety for the 
patient unlefs in the cruent operation, that is in the 
dilatation by the a of the part which caufes the 
ftrangulation. 

This Operation in ‘the inguinal and umbilical ben 
nias is fafe and eafy, but, by the ufual methods, in 
the femoral hernia, it has been found both difficult 
and dangerous in the extreme. Yet in the way 
firtt practifed by M. Gimbernat, the reduétion of 
hernia femoralis may be rendered the moft fimple 
and moft fafe of any cruent operation practifed in 
cafes of ftrangulated hernia, for neither the epigaf- 
{tric arteries nor the {permatic veffels can be injured 
by his biftoury. 

For the cruent operation, in femoral hernia, after 
‘the fac has been properly laid open, the patient muft 
- be placed upon his bed, as for the reduction, and, if 
the inteftine is found, the operator mutt endeavour 
to reduce it. For this purpofe a little more of the 
inteftine muft be drawn out of the abdomen, be- 
caufe fometimes the ftrangulated part is affected by 
fuch ftrong {fpafmodic conftriétion, as not to allow a 
paflage to ae faeces contained in the protruded por- 
tion of the intefline. This frequently is the only. 
impediment to reduction, and is commonly over-. 
Fomt, if there is no adhefion, by bringing to the arch 

U u 2 | a part 
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a part of the inteftine, which, not having fuffered 
firanculation, will not be conftriGted like that which 
has laboured under it without remiffion for hours or 
for days. 

TR as rarely happens, the seduction tinoe Be ob- 
tained in the way above defcribed, it will be need- 
ful to divide the part which caufes the ftrangula< 
tion.’ But, previous to this operation, the patient 
miuft evacuate his urine, that his bladder may be free 
from danger of being wounded by the biftoury. 

When therefore the patient is ftretched upon his 
bed, fo as to prefent the part moft commodioufly for 
the operator, a direétor or grooved probe, with a 
channel of fuficient depth and a blunt point, muft 
be introduced along the internal fide of the inteftine, 
that is between the inteftine and the pubis, This | 
mutt be directed obliquely inwards, till it has paffed 
the crural arch, the entrance to which will be per- 
ceived by increafed refiftance, and its having paffed 
will be afcertained when the point of the director 
refts upon the pubis. Then. with his left hand, if 
the hernia is on the night fide, or with his right 
hand if it is on the left, the operator keeping 
the point of his dire€tor firmly refting upon the 
branch of the os pubis, in fuch a pofition that the 
back. of the director fhall be turned to the inteftine, 
and its groove towards the fymphyfis pubis, when 
confequent] y the two edges will be turned one of them 
downwards, the other fawatids the crural arch, he 
muft with the other hand introduce into the groove 
of the director a biftoury, with a narrow blade and 
blunt point, till it.enters the arch, which ‘will be 
known, as before ftated, by a little increafe of re- 
_fiftance. The biftoury muft then be very cauti- 
_oufly preffed forward to. the end of the groove, and, 
employing both hands in concert, tie operator mutt 
condué both inftruments together clofe along the 
branch of the pubis towards its fymphyfis, fo as at the 
fame time to draw them out, 


i | By 
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By this eafy operation the duplicature or ex-. 
panded aponeurofis of the abdominal mufcles, which 
js turned inwards and upwards more than an inch, 
_ and which forms the crural arch, is divided from its 
internal border, to the depth of about feven lines, 
and within four’or five lines of its angle, at its in- 
fertion along the creft of the pubis. The remainder 
of this duplicature is left attached to the inferior 
pillar, of which it is the continuation, 

This fimple incifion being thus arcomplitied 
without. the fmalleft danger, ‘the internal: border of 
the crural arch, which alone forms the ftrangulation, 
is confiderably relaxed, and the parts are “reduced 
with the greateft facility. 

Pregnant women muft be much incliaed to the 
fide oppolite from the hernia, that the uterus may 
not be injured. | 

After ve operation, the lips of the incifion mutt, 
be brought together and fecured by dry ititches, 
over thefe a {imple comprefs with unguentum cere 
mutt extend two inches beyond the future to prevent 
the introduétion or even the accefs.of air. On this 
dry lint and other compreffles mult be fupported by 
convenient bandage, and the patient mutt keep, his 
bed, with ‘the thigh elevated and the body incur- 
vated, fo as to relax the abdominal mufcles and 
prevent {trong preflure of the inteftines againit a 
weakened part. In five or fix days the drefing may 
be changed, and when the patient rifes from his bed 
he mutt wear fora great length of time the /pica band- 
- Afb. Temperaice. with quietnefs muft be recom-= 
mended, and coftivenefs muft be avoided. 

When this falutary operation has been neglected, 
all the diftreffing fymptoms. become aggravated ; 
‘pain, ficknets, naufea, and vomiting, the fruitlefs ef- 
forts of nature to relieve, herfelf, enfue ; and as thefe 
prove vain, fhe. withdraws her vital energy from the 
{trangulated portion of the inteftine, now rendered 
not only ufelefs but worie than ufelefs, leaves that

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part to mortify, and then excites the needful action 
of the abforbents to make a feparation between the - 
living and the dead. Nor do_ her efforts terminate, 
in this feparation, for, unlefs death prevents, which 
is moft frequently and fpeedily the cafe, the adhefive 
inflammation may take place between the external 
teguments, and the fuperior portion of the inteftine, 
fo as to form a new anus, or the two living portions 
may unite and remedy the evil. ' 

Van Swieten records three curious cafes, in. the 
firft of which, after the hernia had continued eight 
years, it mortified and caft off a portion of the in- 
_ teftine in length’abous eight fingers, yet in Jefs than 
five weeks the economy of nature was perfectly and 
fpontaneoufly reftored. 

Tn the fecond cafe,. when the le aot of fix fingers 
had perifhed by gangrene, the fareeon pafted a 
thread through the mefentery, and retained both the 
living ends of the inteftine in the aperture of the 
wound with a view of making this ferve the. pur- 
pofe of the anus: and in a month thefe living parts 
were perfectly united. | 

The third was ftill more remarkable, for in this 
the Duke of Brunfwick’s furgeon cut off a confider- 
able portion of the inteftine, after which putting the 
fuperior extremity into the inferior, he flightly faf- 
tened them together by a future, and replaced them. 
This patient lived afterwards in perfect health, till, at 
the diftance of twelve months fhe had a pleurify, and 
died. After death the parts were found united, and 
were preferved in the cabinet of Heifter. — 

Queralto, firft furgeon to the Spanith army, 1s

EPripLocese is an hernia of the omentum, either 
fimple, compound, faccated, or not faccated. It is 
moft: common-in the umbilical ring, but it may 
be feated in the other parts, which are fubjeéct to 
enterocele. It is attended by much pain, more 
efpecially when the patient attempts to walk erect, 
but it is not affected by efforts to evacuate the 
faeces. |

e. Exopbthalmia a pretuberantia. ‘This, properly 
fpeaking, is the only exophthalmia, and the protu- 
berance may be exoffofis, for which fee genus 121;

and a vat degree of aetiy was induced on m6 Benet

The firft means cepuned were a large blifter on 1 the head, 
the internal exhibition of the hydrarg, muriat. and bark, and 
the external application of eleétricity and camphorated fpirits 
of wine to the eyelids, and of a drop of the tin€tura thebaica to 
the eye itfelf when any pain was experienced in the globe. 
This plan, with the renewal of the blifter as frequently as pofi- 
ble, was continued about two months, during which time, though 
the pain was confiderably abated, the difeafe feemed to gain 
ground. The tumour in the forehead was larger,.and at eye 
more prominent. 
A mercurial courfe was now adopted, and he rubbed in: the 
ointment for about three weeks, when a violent mercurial in- 
flammation of the eye -itfelf took place, attended with a con- 
_ fiderable opacity of the cornea. The bark with the hydr. muriat 
was now given, and the rubbing in was entirély omitted. The 
eye, with proper local treatment, began foon to amend, and en- 
tirely recovered. The paralyfis difappeared, but the tumours 
continued much the fame. ‘T'he pain in the head returned fome- 
times, but in alefs devree, and was always removed by the blifter, 
About this period the whole plan was interrupted by his taking 
cold, and being feized with an inflammation of the bowels. 
which for fome days gave us {mall hopes of his recovery. When 
his ftrength allowed an examination, I was furprifed to find the 
prominence both of the forehead and eye much diminifhed, 
‘The general debility was fo much increafed as to derange his 
faculties at times; the bark was again given, bat it always 
purged, and would never agree. Having feen the good effect 
of fixed air in fome debilitated conftitutions, I recommended 
his drinking freely of fpruce beer. ‘This agreed moft com- 
. pletely, and the change in his general health, even in the {pace 
of a week, was fo great as to afford the moft fanguine hopes of 
his re- eftablithment, er .

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V. Proptoma. Relaxation of the fcrotum, of the 
under-lip, of breafts in Females, of the przepuce, or

VI. Exaniz. The falling down: of the Pein 
may be occafioned by training either in childbirth 
or in efforts to evacuate hardened feeces ; by the 
long continuance of darrbga and dyfentery ; by the 
operation of violent cathartics, and by either para- 
lyfis or divifion of the levatores ani, Thefe caufes 
sive names to as many fpecies in Sauvage; but, in+ 
dependently ef thefe diftinétions relative to ‘the caufes 
which occafion this difeafe, the prolapfus may be 
either fimply inflamed, it may be ftrangulated, or it 
may bg ganerened. 

The indications of cure mutt have refpect both 
to the condition of the prolapfus and its caufe. 
The part prolapfed muft be reduced by hand. In- 
flammation muft be checked by venzefection, or by ' 
leeches; by. tepid fomentations, and by antiphlo- 
giftics; and whatever is the occafional caufe muft 
be obviated. ) 

VII. Hyferoptofis. Prolapfus uteri. Falling down 
of the womb. This may be occafioned by hard la- 
bour, or by ill management in labour, when the i ig- 
norant midwife extraéts the placenta before the 
uterus 1s properly contracted. The furgeon in re- 
placing this vifcus muft be cautious not to injure. 
it, and fhould the part be much inflamed, topical 
bleedings, with the gradual application of cold, by 
means of linen cloths foaked in water and frequently 
renewed, muft.be firft recommended. 

When the womb has been reduced, it may be kept 
in its place by a peffary, and tonics with aftringents 
muft be both internally exhibited and topically ap- 
plied to. brace its ligaments. The fame may be 
faid of prolapfus vagine, which is merely a confe- 
quence of relaxation in the cellular fubftance, by ° 
which it is s attached to the furrounding parts.

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Genus CXXXIV. Luxatio. 
A di Wocation or disjointing of a bone. 


“Turs may be difcovered by inability to move the 
joint, when this inability arifes neither from fear of 
pain nor from any known difeafe, by a change in 
the external form and pofition of the part; by varia- 
ble and interrupted pain depending onefforts to move, 
and by tenfion of the mufcles oppofed to the luxation. 

A diflocation, when not accompanied by rupture 
of the capfular ligament, can be reduced by ma- 
nual operation. Strong contraction of the mutcles” 
is the only obftacle to the reftoration of the joint,’ 
and this fometimes is fo great as to refift all the 
mechanical powers which can be applied. 

M. Ginetta, profeffor of the college of furgery at 
Madrid, has however happily difcovered a lefs ter- 
rific method, and has proved that opium internally 
taken, and externally applied in ftrong fomentations 
to the contracted mufcles, induces fuch a degree of 
relaxation as greatly facilitates reduction. Ina me- 
moir prefented to the infant college, and which 
will be publifhed, he mentions feveral cafes of long 
ftanding reftored in this way by him, after having ~ 
wearied the patience and fruftrated the hopes of 
other practitioners. Fear and terror have produced 
the fame effect ; and feveral inftances might be re- 
ferred to, in which the grim vifage ofa furgeon, who 
was known to be rough in his operations, enabled 
him to do with eafe what others, not lefs fkilful, had. 
in vain attempted: . 

When the head af the diflocated bone has rup- 
tured the capfular ligament, and paffed through the 
opening, the reduétion i is attended with much greater 
difficulty, becaufe it is fearcely poffible to make the 
projected bone return by the fame channel. This 
fituation of things being difcerned by the more li- 
mited and impeded motion of the diflocated bone, 
the {kilful furgeon muft lay open'the parts con- 

cerned, 
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cerned, éha dilate the perforation of the capfular 
ligament, that he may be enabled to reduce the 
joint. In'this operation the difficulty and danger 
will arife from the hich inflammation of: thefe parts 
when expoied to the accefs of atmofpheric air. 
M. Ginefta has devifed a new method of perform- 
ing this operation, which I may perhaps hereafter _ 
have an opportunity of waisicinisiba: to the En- 
‘glith ftudent, 

When, notwithftanding all the ¢fforts-of art, ‘the 
_ diflocation cannot be reduced, nature exerts her ef. 
forts to relieve herfelf; and fometimes in the fcapula 
and the ileum forms a new cavity, in which the 
head of the diflocated bone finds a refting place and 
firm fupport;s For here, by a law of the animal 
economy, prefire fets the abforbents to work to re- 
move the part fubjected to its action ; inflammation 
follows, with a difcharge of offific matter; and a new 
articulation 1s produced. This; with perfect reft, 
would form an anchylofis, but with proper motion . 
the articulation gains its caplular nash and bes 
comes:a peric¢t joint. 

Whilft nature is thus forming a new ‘cavity, in 
which the head of the diflocated ‘bone may move fe- 
curely, fhe proceeds to obliterate the former cavity, 
as no longer ufeful. 

Several joints, thus formed by nature, have been 
diffected and preterved in fpirits by my friend M. 
Gimbernat, and are now in the mufeam of she royal 
college at Madrid.

“I. Coup the divided furfaces: ‘of a ‘wound ‘be 
brought into contaét without effufion of blood, the 
mouths of the correfponding veflels would immedi- 
ately unite by ivofculation. . But even extravafated 
blood, if the lips of the wound are brought together, 
is fo far from being an impediment, hard it becomes, 
a bond of union; for the fuper fluous blood and the 
red. particles of the remaining blood being {peedily 
abforbed, the coagulating lymph becomes “vatcular, 
fo as to contain rithin icelf nerves, arteries, veins, 
lymphatics, which form a junction with the divided 
veflels, and renew their communication, In chis cafe 
the parts are faid to umite by the Sirf intention. 

Ii. Should however this opportunity be loft, and 
the mouths of the divided vefiels be fuffered to.con- 
tract, they will throw out now no longer blood, but 
coagulating lymph, and the parts being brought i into - 
contact, may yet unite by the adbefive inflammation, 
which is the /econd mode of union. 

Divided parts may be brought into contact in alt 
cafes, excepting the orbicular “mutcles, fuch as the 
lips, either by bandage, or by dry future, that is, by 
narrow ftrips of ticking plafter, which may be placed 
about a quarter of an inch apart. This will be fully 
fufficient to effect the union, and, without any 
other application, will heal the wound by what has 
been called the firft intention: but in fact this in- 
cludes two operations of nature which are perfectly 
diftinct, 

Should a /ead, for want of perfec union in this 
way, be formed, it fhould be fuffered to remain, and 
fhould be covered with egg-/kin, more efpecially 
when near a bone, as for inftance on the fkin; for 
_ this will expedite the union of divided parts, and at 
wort thefe can byt fuppurate at laft, as they will ine- 

XX _- — -vitably 
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vitably do ifthe fcab is unfeafonably removed. Even 
in fome compound fractures this practice is recom- 
mended by John Hunter, who judicioufly obferves, 
that by permitting the blood to /cad upon the wound, 

the blood underneath will become vafcular, and the 
union will be complete, although the parts are not > 
in contact. Even when inflammation is increafed 
by the irritation of the /cas, and when pus efcapes 
from under its edges, this may be fqueezed out, but 
the /cab muft not be haftily difturbed. Should in-" 
flammation be thus increafed to a confiderable de- 
gree, a poultice will relieve it, and quicdy, aie 
away the fcab, 

' TIT. When thefe operations have been neplegied, 

or where folution of continuity is attended by lofs of 
fubftance ; as in laceration and contufions; /uppura- 
tive inflammation will next take place, and granslations 
will be formed, which is the third mode of union. 

This more efpecially will be the procefs when 
extraneous bodies, as in gun-/hot wounds, have found 
a lodgment. In thefe cafes the wound muft not be 
opened either lightly or wantonly; nor ‘under the 
idea of hunting for the extraneous fubftance ; for the 
parts themfelves will bring thefe to the furface, and 
fuch as cannot be thus extracted give little trouble, 
nor do they prevent the healing of a wound, It is 
particularly vain to hunt for bails, becaule they take 

a wayward courfe, and often find a lodgment where 
the furgeon would be leaft inclined to look for them: 
Even if the ball can be felt, and yet the fkin is found, 
it will not be prudent to extract it before the origi- 
nal wound is healed, becaufe where it refts it can do 
no harm, and it is better to have only one wound at, 
a time than two. 

When a ball has wounded a cavity, as for exam- 
ple, the abdomen ; if it has pafled with little velo- 
- city, the parts will in fome meafure heal by the firft 
intention, Ifit has paffed with fuch velocity,. as to 
PIRGHCE a flough, the adbefive inflammation will take 

ae 
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place‘e ‘on the peritoneum all round the wound, which 
will prevent the general cavity from taking part inthe 
inflammation, although the ball fhalbhave not only pe- 
netrated, but wounded, the epiploon, the mefentery, or 
other part not smasnegisacely effential to life, inits paf- 
fage through the body ; for whatever folid vifcus has 
been pierced, the furfaces in.contaéh, furrounding 
every orifice, will unite by the adhefive: inflammation, 
fo asto form one ‘continued canal, with which the 
general cavity has no communication... If any extra- 
neous body. has been carried in by ep ball; i will 


be included in thefe adhefions, and with the flough | 


will be conducted by one of the: prelires to the ex- 
ternal furface. | 

If the ball has wounded the fire or pi idan ; 
thefe may foon acquire the healing difpofition : if the 
ftomach, inteftines, kidneys, ureters, or “bladder ; 
fuch injuries are generally mortal; for:their contents 
efcape into the cavity of the abdomen, and univerfal 
inflammation’ of the peritoneum takes. place, at- 
tended by pain and tenfion, which terminate in death. 
But if the wound is {mall and the bowels are, not 
full, adhefions may take place all round the wound, 
which will confine the shee and make it go on in 
its right channel. 

“When. a ball has not retceniiel any ee the vif- 
' cera of the abdomen, but only by contufion pro- 
duced death in a part; whenever the flough comes 
- away, the matters contained in that vifcus will efcape, 
but as the adbefve inflammation takes place between 
the furfaces in contact, the new channel will be pre- 
ferved intire, and cut off the communication be- 
tween the external air and the cavity of the abdo- 
men. This channel may however in time be clofed, 
and the contents may pafs by their. accuftomed

A young gentleman’ was fhot through the body, 


The balls, three in number, entered on 1 the left fide 


of the navel, and came out behind juft above: the

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fuperior vertebrae of the loins.. ‘The firft water he 
made was bloody. In lefs than a fortnight John 
Hunter pronounced him out of danger, being per- 
fuaded; that whatever cavities the balls had entered, 
were united by the adhefive inflammation; fo as to 
form one complete canal, and that neither the ex- 
traneous matters, carried in ‘with the. balls, nor 
any flough, which might feparate from the fides 
of ‘this canal, nor matter formed in it, could get 
into the! cavity..of the abdomen, but muft be con- 
ducted to the external furface: of the body, either 
through the wounds or from an abfcefs forming for 
itfelf, which would work its.own exit fomewhere. 
Soon after this conclufion, fome feces: coming 
through the wound, confirmed’him in his opinion 
re{pecting the operations of nature to fécure the 
cavity..of the. abdomen; yet he feared this wound 
might ‘in future perform the’ functions of the anus. 
He faw clearly that an inteftine had received.a bruife 
fufficient to kill the part, and that till the feparation 
of the foughihad taken place, both the inteftine and 
canal‘were {till complete, and therefore did not com- 
mounicate: with each other; but that when the flough 
was thrown off, the two were laid into one at this part, 
and that therefore the contents of the inteftine goz 
into this wound. ‘Ehis fymptom however gradually 
decreafed by the contraction of this opening, till an 
entire ftop to the pafiage of the feces by it, took 
place, and the wounds were healed. 

John Hunter has feen feveral cafes in which pa- 
tients have recovered after being fhot through the 
_ lungs, as happened to general Monkton at Quebec ae 
- and this he attributes to. the inconfiderable hzemor- 
rhage caufed by the paflage of a ball, and therefore 
to the {mall quantity of extravafated blood, cither 
in the cavity of the thorax, or the cells of the Jungs. 
He attributes it likewife to the indifpofition of gun- 
thot wounds to heal externally by the firft intention, 
| a.-00 
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on account of'the flough, fo that pxeravalitcd mat 
ters have time to efcape.’ | Ls 


Tt is curious to obferve, that the cavity of the 

horas does not fo réadily fall into’ the fuppurative 
inflammation from a gun-fhot wound, as other ca- 
~ vities. This circumftance is the more favourable, 
becaufe as the lungs collapfe, when either wounded 
themfelves, or when a wound is made into the cheft, 
and js not fuffeted to heal by the firft i intention, ad- 
hefion cannot readily take place, 

In cafe of ftabs, more efpecially by fharp inftru- 
ments, if only a {mall quantity of blood is extrava- 
fated into the cavity of the cheft, the abforbents will 
fake itup. Ifthe quantity is great, it will produce 
cyipncea, and terminate in fuffocation. —

OF INFLAMMATION AND ITS. “SEVERAL, SPECIES, 


To underftand the diftingtions needful to be made 
in ulcers, the ftudent muft comprehend thofe which 
have been commonly adapted re(pecting get esha 
tions. 

soieeionbiia may be regarded as one of nature’s 
efforts to relieve herfelf in cafes of external violence 
or of internal difeafe.: : 

I have already confidered indlainienattion as being 
either active or paffive, phlegmonic or eryfipelatous. 

In phlegmonic¢, or, as John Hunter calls it, adbe- 
five inflammation, we obferve, 1. The action of the 
veffels much increafed, as appears by ftrong: pulfa- 
tion of the arteries in and: inedr to the part affected, 
2. The veffels. much. diftended, and red g globules 

XX 3 2 paffing 
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pafling into the exhalant arteries, where only the 
ferum and coagulating lymph fhould go, 3. Con- 
fiderable increafe of fize in the part inflamed, pro- 
ceeding from extravafation of coagulating lymph 
and ferum into the cellular membrane. 4. New 
veflels formed in this coagulating lymph. 5. Bright 
rednefs in the part. 6. Much pain. . 7. Confider- 
able increafe of heat. 8. When blood is taken from 
a vein, it has a thick buff cruft, confiderably cup- 
ped, which fhews ftrong powers of coagulation. 

_ All thefe appearances demonftrate that the fyftem: 
is highly oxyGENATED, and that the vital energy is 
great. In this f{pecies of inflammation the efforts 
of nature in all her operations are ftrong, well fup- 
ported, and, unlefs exceffive, are commonly effectual, 
Thefe operations are, 1. Ready union by the firft 
intention. 2. Refolution. 3. Suppuration, con- 
{tantly furrounded by adhefions to prevent diffufion 
of pus through the cellular membrane into con- 
tiguous parts. 4. Granulation. 5. Cicatrization. 
And throughout the whole of thefe the conftitution 
is not readily drawn into confent. It attacks the 
robuft, and that moft frequently in winter. 

In eryfipelatous inflammation every thing above 
mentioned is reverfed, becaufe, as John Hunter well 
remarks, the blood of weakly people is weak in its 
living principle. It is of a darker red, loofe in its 
texture, feeble in its powers of coagulation, and 
therefore appears to be deficient in its quantity of 
oxygen. In this fpecies of inflammation the co- 
lour is not fo bright, the pain ts not fo great, nor is 
the heat fo much increafed, as in the preceding, 
It is moftly cutaneous, and produces no adhefions ; 
therefore the matter is readily diffufed in the cellular 
-membrane, where it propagates the evil. It comes 
on quickly, but as in all cafes of debility, there is 
difpofition to act without vital energy to fupport that 
action; fo, for want of fufficient power to fuppurate 
and heal, eryfipelatous inflammation. is difpofed to 
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terminate in gangrene. Jn this fpecies the conftitu- 
tion is apt to fympathize, for it commonly begins 
with fever, lowneis of fpirits, and lofs of ftrength. 
It attacks weakly people, and moft frequently. in 
fummer. 
When vital energy is. much diminifhed, it is 
fearcely poffible to excite inflammation, even by fo- 
lution of continuity, as may be obfervedin cedema- 
tous habits. John Hunter has feen the wound afr-r 
tapping admit water to pafs through it from the ab- 
domen for feveral weeks, without being itfelf in- 
flamed, or attended by the peritoneal inflammation. 
‘The fame indifpofition to inflame may be frequently — 
obferved in {carifications when the habit is dropfical, 
for they continue open. He judicioufly remarks, 
that in extreme debility this. total want of inflam- 
mation is falutary, for in dropfical cafes, when the 
parts have power to inflame, but not fufficient to 
go through the different ftages of the inflamma- 
tion; this generally produces a total lofs of vital | 
power, and the fhort-liyed effort terminates in gan- 
grene, ie | 


SECTION Il, 
OF SUPPURATION, 


When the adhbefive inflammation is not capable of 
refolution, /uppuration tollows, and the infamma- 
tory action ceafes, The extreme arteries then fe- 
crete a peculiar fluid, which in a healthy ftate takes 
the name of pus, blended at firft with much coagu- 
lating lymph, which forms the granulations, But 
when the veffels are difeafed ; when they are weak, 
-yelaxed, and deftitute of vital energy, unable to form 
pus, they pour forth ferum and fuch fluids as con- 
tain either no coagulating lymph, or at leaft not fuf-. 
ficient to produce good granulations. |

No fuppuration can take place unlefs it is pre- 
ceded by inflammation, for what is otherwife pro- 
duced is not true pus; yet no perfect fuppuration 
follows till inflammation ceafes, for as one recedes, 
the other gradually advances. art 

The quality of pus depends wholly on the tone 
and ftru€ture of the parts by which it is produced, — 
-and whatever fpecific qualities the parts poffefs the 
“pus receives. Hence fyphilitic ulcers produce fyphi- 
litic matter, and cancers the cancerous matter. The 
fame precifely may be faid of fmall-pox, &c. 

When the ftructure of the parts is fo far changed 
as to emit blood, which mixes with the pus, the 
«whole difcharge becomes putrid and offenfive, but 
perfec? pus will continue unchanged, fweetifh to the 
tafte, and void of fmell, for weeks together, as in 
well conditioned ulcers we have frequently occafion 
to obferve. In this fituation it fhews no difpofition 
to form new combinations. But the difcharge from 
ill conditioned ulcers is fuch a powerful folvent, 
that it fpeedily decompofes animal fubftances, and 
corrodes both lead and filver; an effect this, which’ 
is attributed by Dr. Crawford to its hepatic air, or 
fulphurated hydrogen, as I fhall explain when 1 
proceed to diftinguifh ulcers by their fpecific cha~ 
racters. | co Wie Bt 
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SECTION ‘lt: 
OF ULCERATION. 


Unceration is a procefs conducted wholly by 
the ctforbents, of whofe importance in the animal 
‘economy 1 have fully treated in my introduction to 
‘the cachexiz. “When it is needful, they remove 
whole parts; but for this purpofe their action muft 
be excited by fome /fimulus: for all other modes 
of deftruction: are either mechanical or chemical. 
. : Indeed 
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Indeed this ftimulus may be itfelf either mechanical. 
or chemical, as when a dead part prefés upon a 
living part, or when either fecreted fluids or foreion 
fubftances, applied to any part of the body, difturb 
the balance of affinittes, and unite with its compo- 
nent principles to form new combinations, which 
effect is diftinétly. to be obferved in cauftics. But 
the moft common ftimulus arifes from difeafe, when 
the organic ftructure ofa part is injured or de- 
{troyed. 

Preffure from without, if flicht, produces thick- 
éning; if ftrong, promotes abforption ; but it is cu- 
rious to remark, that preflure from within creates 
abforption only in that part which is neareft to the 
external furface of the body. And it is ftill more 
curious to obferve, that adbefive inflammation attends 
the progrefs of ulceration to prevent the efcape of 

us into the cellular membrane. 

The abforbents firit remove thofe furfaces which 
are immediately contiguous to the irritating caufe,. 
but the ulcerative procefs has no power to deftroy 
the cuticle unlefs by ‘mechanical preffure of dif-_ 
tention. . 

Newly formed parts are much more fafceptible of 
ulceration than the original. Hence it is that ulcers 
after being healed frequently break out afrefh, and 
that callufes are readily abforbed. 

Abforption may be conduéted either with fuppids 
ration or without, as I have had already occafion to 
remark, and it is on the former of thefe Operations 
that depend floughing and exfoliation. 

The ulcerating fore is made up of little cavities, 
and the edge» of the fkin is notched, thin, turned a 
little out-and overhangs: but when the ulceration 
ftops, the edge becomes regular, fmeoth, a little 
rounded or turned: in, and of a purple colour co- 
vered with a femi-tranfparent white. Nature then 
proceeds to granulation, that, having cleared away 
whatever! was either xileety or offenfive, fhe may 
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{peedily repair fuch loffes as have been’ occafioned 
by difeafe. It is thus that fpiders, when they have 
devoured their prey, and caft out the ufelefs beeaufe 
indigeftible refiduum, haften to renew- mee injured 
porous of their web.

SECTION Iv. 
OF GRANULATION. 


GRanutatrons are formed by an exudation of 
the coagulating lymph from the veffels; and in this 
fubftance new vefiels originate in remarkable abun- 
dance. Ofthis there can be no doubt fince the ob- 
 fervations of John Hunter, who took notice, that 
the white fubftance, exactly fimilar in appearance to 
coagulating lymph, which he left one day on the 
furface of a fore, was become the next extremely 
vafcular. The furface of granulations has the fame 
difpofitions, and pours forth the fame kind of pus as 
the parts from which they are derived. 

The colour of healthy granulations is a deep florid 
red, precifely like that of wel/ oxygenated blood; but 
when they are of a livid red, they are unhealthy, and 
fhew a languid circulation. When they are healthy 
they arife on flat furfaces, till they are nearly level 
with the fkin, but when they exceed this, they are 
unhealthy, foft, fpongy, and have no difpofition to 
fkin. This condition of difeafe or health depends on 
the healthy or difeafed condition of the pus, which, as 
I have noticed, depends wholly on the tone and ftruc~ 
ture of the veffels by which it is produced, 

When a fore is difpofed to heal, the grasulatzons 
contract, and being affiited in this operation by a 
contractile power in the furrounding edge of the 
cicatrizing fkin, draw the mouth of the wound to- 
gether. Should nature. ftand in need of art to re~ 
rain the Juxuriancy of granulation, and make them 

adhere 
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adhere ftrongly to each other, bandages may be ap- 
plied. Thefe fhould not merely prefs upon the 
part, but fhould, if need be, embrace the limb. Dr. 
Darwin has judicioufly remarked, that nothing fo 
much contributes to increafe abforption, for this 
preiure doubles the power of the arterial pulfations 
in promoting the afcending current of the fluid in 
the valvular lymphatics, and abforption prevents the 
~ increafe of proud fle/b. : 

In old fores of the depending extremities this cau- 
tion is the more important, hecaufe the capillary ar- 
teries, having by protracted irritation loft their tone, 
pour forth not coagulating lymph, but ferum, and 
the limb becomes oedematous,

| SECTION V. 
OF THE GENERAL AND SPECIAL MANAGEMENT OF 
ULCERS, 


From what has been delivered, it will appear, 
that to procure good granulations, it will be abfo- 
lutely needful to eftablifh healthy aétion in the folids, 
becaule, ‘as we have feen, the nature of both fuppu- 
ration and granulation depends on the ftate of the 
fecretory arteries of the part inflamed. Want of 
action in them occafions flow circulation and icho- 
rous pus, with black and perifhable granulations. 
Increafed action, on the contrary, quickens circula- 
tion, and produces laudable pus with healthy gra- 
‘nulations. | 

To-promote this healthy ation when defective, 
it is required, that we fhould:invigorate the fyftena 
by bark and fteel, affifted-in their operation by the 
infpiration of well oxygenated air, the effects of which 
have been particularly feen in the cafe of Mr. At- — 
wood, reported by Dr. Thornton and publifhed by 
Dr. Beddoes. Topical applications however are 

ge ita ay 
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not to be neglected, -to excite the languid veffels, 
For this purpofe the'metallic oxyds, par ticularly that 
of mercury, has been hitherto our chief'dependance ; 
but I fhall have occafion to fhew, in a cafe to be re- 
Jated, that nothing hitherto difcovered, not excepting 
the flowers of zink, lately and moft juftly recom- 
mended, can for this purpofe have higher claim to 
our attention than the oxalis acetofella. 
When vital energy is either naturally loft, as hap- 
es in leucophlegmatic and dropfical habits, or has 
een exhaufted by excitement, as in violence of in- 
Alammiation; that is, in the language of the Brunonian 
{choo], when extreme debility, direct or indireét, 
prevails in any part, that part will die, Hence it is, 
that in either of thefe cafes ulcers put on a putrid 
appearance, and are difpofed to gangrene. 
This effect may be difcovered by fcetor, an offen- 
five fmell, by lofs of fenfation, by flaccidity, and by. 


blacknefs, fucceeding either to whitenefs or to florid 


rednefs in the part; all which together indicate de- 
ficiency of oxygen, as the vital principle, and of ¢ar- 
éon, as the bond of union between the feveral-ele- 
ments of which animal fubftances confit. 

It is in fuch circumftances that bark, fteel, wine, 
and opium, muft be freely given, and that highly 
oxygenate air muft be infpired. At the fame time 
the catmeal-poultice, with a large portion of charcoal . 
in fine powder, as practifed by Mr, Sandford of 
Worcetter, and communicated by Dr. Beddoes, will 
have the moft benign effe&. ‘This produces good 
pus and healthy granulations in ulcers, which had 
been foul and putrid. The cafes reported by this 
— gentleman are highly interefting, and our obliga- 
tions to Dr. Beddoes, for bringing forward fuch a 
mia{s of information as we meet with in all hispub- 
lications on the medical ule of faéitious -airs, can 
never be fufficiently acknowledged.

Cancerous ozoers are, diftineuithed by. their 
extreme fenfibility, and the acutenc{s of pain. by 
which they are attended, by having their borders 
turned outwards, and by their ichorous difcharge, . . 

Ichorous pus is confidered by Jacquin to be the re~ 
fiduum of benign pus, which by putrid fermentation 
has difcharged ammonia. This fubjtantially agrees 
with an oblervation of Dr. Crawferd, who has, de- 
monftrated, that the purulent difcharge of cancers 
contains ammonia and fulphurated hydrogen, 

‘We have feen thatthe quality of pus depends wholly 
on the tone and ftructure of the parts by which it is 
produced ; but when the tone and ftructure of thefe 
parts are affected by the pus, whether as immedi- 
ately produced by them, or as changed by new 
combinations, which rapidly take place 3 whea the na- 
tural balance of affinities has been once deftroyed. 

Animal fubftances, as we have feen, confit prin- 
cipally of hydrogen, cai rbon, azot, with a fmall pro- 
portion of fulphur and fome oxygen, all which, 
in favourable circumftances, tend to form feparate 

combinations, © 
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‘combinations: For this purpofe they muft be ex- 
pofed to heat, humidity, and atmofpheric air. When 

frozen they remain unchanged for want of caloric. 

When furrounded by hot air, all their moifture is 

‘evaporated, and no decompofition is afterwards ef 

fected. In a vacuum they are unalterable, But 

when fubjected to the action of air and water, in the 

common temperature of our atmofphere, their oxy- 

gen efcapes united with carbon, in the form of car- 

bonic acid air, whilft theirazot and ful phur each com- 

bines with hydrogen to form ammonia and fulphu~ 
rated hydrogen. In this cafe the refiduum is a con 

crete oil, refembling /permaceti, which is compofed 

of carbon’and hydrogen. If any of the oxygen com- 

bines with hydrogen, it muft compofe water; but if 
the water itfelf is decompofed, then its oxygen muft 

unite both with carbon to increafe the quantity of 
carbonic acid air, and with part of the azot to make 
nitric acid, whiltt its hydrogen, with another. portion 

of azot, forms ammonia. | 

When animal fubftances are confined i in either vital 
or azotic air, they are quickly decompofed, the ‘putrid 
fermentation foon begins, and forms in the firft car- 
bonic acid air and water, in the latter ammonia; but 
in both cafes we have fulphurated hydrogen. If, in- 
ftead of taking either azot or oxygen feparately com- 
bined with caloric, or both together, as we find them 
blended in atmofpheric air, we unite them chemi- 
cally, as in nitric acid, and fubjeét the animal fibre 
to the action of this acid; we fhall have a rapid. 
decompofition, and azot ‘with pruffic acid will 
be emitted in abundance, which latter, as Jacquin, 
demonftrates, is azot, hydrogen, carbon, and com- 
bined with a fmall portion of oxygen. 

But if the animal fubftance is inclofed in either 
hydrogen gas or in carbonic acid air, no decompo- 
fition, nor confequently any new combination, can 
take place. 3 

It is upon this principle that in cancerous ulcers 

Dr. 
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Dr. Ewart has! been fo fuccefsful in delivering 
his patients from the moft diftreffing part of the dif 
eafe, that is, the pain and the offenfive {mell, both 
which are prevented by the conftant application of 
carbonic acid air. If any one doubts of this effect, 
Jet him puta blifter on his finger, and, when the 
_ cuticle has been removed, let him expofe the finger 
firft in a veffel inverted and filled with vital air, then 
in a ve(lel filled with carbonic acid air, and he will — 
have fufficient conviction of this truth. To obtain 
the former, green leaves may be expoied to the fun 
in glafs jars * filled with water and inverted. The 
latter maybe readily collected by a tnge from the 
furface’ of fermenting liquors. | 
In cancerous ulcers the azot feems to A the moft 
deleterious part of atmofpheric air, for the oxy- 
gen excites inflammation, produces vigorous: action 
for a time in the capillary arteries, which fecrete the 
pus, and gives the coagulating lymph a difpofition to 
form good granulations. It feems to be carbon, . 
which in all cafes gives firmnefs and cohefion to 
both animal and vegetable fibres, to the bones, and 
even to the particles of calcareous earth in limeftone, 
this therefore has a tehidency to unite the granu-. 
lations, 

But alas! unle& th virus is itfelf deeoyed, and 
‘the whole fyftem is invigorated, the ulcer may ap- 
proach towards cicatrization, but it will become 
again ill cone ecgee> and all our labour will be 
loft, 

ScROPHULOUS ULCERS are, produced, “chiefly in 
the lymphatic glands, by weak and relaxed veffels, 
which have loft their tone, and therefore have not 
vital energy fufficient to produce inflammation, 
without which, as. we have feen, there can be neither 
Juppuration nor granulation. They are diftinguifhed 
by their obftinacy, by their ichorous difcharge, and 
by having their edges irregular, fmooth, and flat. 

From what I have faid generally on inflammation 

OS and: 
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and ulceration it will be clear, that to heal  fcrophulous 
ulcers we muft reftore vital energy to the vefiels of 
the part affected. “This may be accomplithed either 
by topical apphcations or by 1 invigorating the fyitem ; 
but, for the reafons affigned in my obfervations on 
- Mr. Atwood’s cafe, pubdlithed by Dr. Beddoes, were 
we confined to one of thefe, I fhould prefer the latter. 
When united, few fcrophulous ulcer Sy I Prlierme can 
refift their efficacy, 

For external application we may ufe the red me- 
tallic oxyds, particularly the mercurial, but to excite 
energetic action, no application, can farpafs poultices 
of wood forrel (oxalis acetofella) as mentioned by 
Dr. Beddoes in his confiderations on the medical ufe 

of factitious air. Since that publication I have had 
an opportunity of ufing it in two ill conditioned 
ulcers with excellent effet, for both of them in three 
days,.inftead of fanies and ichor, dicharged good 
pus. The forrel leaves were fimply bruifed, and at — 
the end of four days were fucceeded. by poultices 
made with the roots of meadow fweet ( fpirca ulmaria) 
mixed with the four head of butter-milk. In fix 
weeks thefe applications perfected a cure in a yery 
obftinate and foul ulcer of a finger, in which the 
bones themielves had been difeafed. The other 
cafe is fo remarkable, that J fhall give the minutes 
of it as drawn up by a young furgeon, from Madrid, 
who was on a vifit at my houfe, and ft rateended with , 
me from the beginning. 


A boy, aged 18, of a feveitislant habit with édmid? oie 
had his Ohé and neck covered with ulcers, and had loft a con- 
fiderable portion of his upper lip, both lips being ulcerated. 
O€tober 22d, when he applied for my afliftance, we obferved, 
that thele ulcers were pale, foft in their furfaces, and covered 
With a thin ichorous pus, which was exceedingly foetid and of. 
' fenfive, 

Want of food, of fuel, and of clothes, with the abforption of 
this purulent cifcharge from numerous ulcers, had reduced him 
to almoft the Jaft flage of saées, His pulfe was weak, {mall, and 

| . frequent 5 
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frequent; he was emaciated, his ftrength was exceedingly re- 
duced, he was very coftive, and was in fuch hii of pain that 
_he ieldom flept by night. 

We immediately applied the bruifed leaves of oxalis to all his 
ulcers, which occafioned much diftrefs. The next day, when we 
renewed the poultice, we found him in much pain, but the pus 
was thicker and lefs offenfive. He had fcarcely flept. 

Oétober 24. The oxalis poultice was renewed. Lefs pain. 
The ulcers look of a more florid red ; fome granulations begin 
to rife, the pus is increafed in quantity, is thick, and has re- 
fumed a yellowith hue; he breathes more freely, and fleeps well, 
but his pulfe is very weak. 

Otober 26. Many new granulations, firm and red. Pus 
yellowifh, very abundant and thick; all the veffels on the fur- 
face of the ulcers appeared to have acquired ftrong and healthy 
a¢tion.. This day we difcontinued the oxalis, and in its place 
we fubftituted the fpirza poultice. Finding him coftive, I gave 
him three grains of calomel at night; and as the pulfe continued 
weak in the extreme, he was ordered to take three times a day, 
a wine glafs full of infufion of oak bark, with marrubium and _

November 9. He has continued the {pirza poultice and the 
oak bark. Two more confiderable ulcers have been healed for 
fomedays, The lip is healing faft, and the nofe looks well, but 
_ the fpppuration is not abundant. His body and mind acquire 
 frength. 

November 25. The lip has been healed thefe twelve days, but 
the parotid glands continue fwelled, and freth ulcers are break- 


ing out behind his ears and in the back ib of his head, Con- 


tinue the fpirea poultices. pe Tit 
Yy i November 
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November 28. The ulcer on his upper lip has broke ont 
again; thaton the nofe increafes, and others appear about his 
head: Let him take two grains of calomel twicea week. Re- 
new the poultices of sosilis on all his'ulcers. 

~ November 30. The oxalis has excited a good and copious 
fappuration. All the ulcers have acquired a healthy appearance. 

December 2. Ulcer of the lip is covered with good granu~ 
lations, thofe of the nofe and ear have fuppurated well, and all 
which had broke out behind the head are healing. 

December 5. »The lip and nofe, although covered ee gra« 
nulations, do not yet feem difpofed to cicatrize, but the uners 
behind the head are healed. 

December 6. Better in all refpe€&ts.. Fhe nofe is the only 
part which does not feem yet difpofed to heal. 

At this time I left Pewley. , 


OBSERVATIONS ON THIS CASE. 


We here beyond a doubt difeover, that the. oxali $ 
excites energetic action in the vefiels, and brings on. 
that inflammatory difpofition in the uleer, which i 1S 
effential to the formation of good pus and of healthy 
graoulations; for on the fecond day after its appli- 
cation the ichorous fuppuration ceafed, the furface of . 
the ulcers affumed a florid red, and on the third day 
every character of fer ophulous ulceration vanifhed. 

This high degree of excitement continued for a 
time after the oxalis was changed for the fpirzea, and 
. having ceafed, it was renewed and healthy pus pro- 
duced, when we returned to it again. 

May we not conclude from hence, that the ta alise 
esa fpecific ftimulant of vital action in the fecreting 
veflels, fhould only be difcontinued when inflamma 
tion runs too high, and be again repeated when. this, 
falls below the degree which is required to produce 
a good and abundant fuppuration, charged with co- 
aculating lymph, and difpofed to form healthy g OTe 
nulations. 

It muft be remarked, that in this cafe niy nates ata 
tention. was directed towards the oxalis; but when 1 
have nee under my care again, | fhall make himmegu= _ 

; larly 
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larly nate his oak: bark ‘infufion and calomel, both 
which he neglected ; I fhall give him extract of cicuta, 
and by paying more particular attention to his general 

habit, which is infected with /cropbula to a degree I 
have never met with before, I have little doubt. but 
that I hall effect a cure. 


Syphilitic ulcers are of two forts, the one 1¢ produced 
by the external application of the venereal virus; the 
other by abforption, which excites inflammation. 
Syphilitic ulcers are diftinguifhed by their palenefs 
and peculiar hardnefs, by their being free from pain 
themfelves, but attended by pain in the bones, and by 
other concomitant fymptoms of fyphilitic affection. 
Their cure by mercurial ointment is {peedy and in= 
fallible. 

Scorbutic ulcers are very foetid, foul, and apt to 
bleed. The blood.is putrid. The bottom of the 
ulcers foft and fpongy, the margin fwelled and livid. 
The neighbouring parts are cedematous and painful. 
A fungus, refembling liver, is conftantly {prouting 
up as often as it is deftroyed either by the knife, or 
by a cauttic; but, whenever cut, threatens a dans 
gerous hemorrhage : they are obftinate, yet have no 
difpofition to affect the bones. ; 

In thefe, mercurials are highly injurious: whilft 7 
frefh vegetables and ripe fruits, with the juice of 
oranges and lemons, expedite a cure.

An affemblage of little ulcers, itching much, and 
not inclined to ‘heal, but cera in furfuraceous 
{cales. 

I have already mentioned berpetic eruptions. under 
leprofy, where they appear asa conftitutional af- 

fection. Bur the beft authors feem inclined to rank 
them with local difeafes, and to confider them merely 
i as 
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as cutancous ulcers, wholly independent of the con- 
ftitution. The obfervations of Dr.£Garnett upon 
this fubject are highly interefting. With Mr. Bell, 
he diftinguifhes four varieties, all taken from Sau- 
vage. 


1. Herpes farinofus, or Letters. 2. Herpes puttu- 
lofus, or feald head. 3. Herpes miliaris, or eon 
qworm. 4. Herpes exedens, or /hingles. 

The tecond variety will be feparately noticed 
under tivea, which Cullen has taken for a genus, 
although he might perhaps with propriety have left. 
it as a {pecies of herpes. ‘The others, though fpeci-. 
ficially diftinguifhed, admit one general. mode of 
treatment for them all. 

‘Che perfons moft fubject to herpetic eruptions are 
the young, the healthy, the plethoric, who either 
feed highly or drink hard. They attack chiefly 
thofe parts of the body which are expofed to the 
alternations of heat and cold, and are much affeéted 
by weather. Hence they appear to be inflamma- 
tory: and this idea is confirmed by a confideration 
of the means moft effectual for their cure. _ 

Thefe, as we have already: feen, from the com- 
| munications of Dr. C. Smith, are dulcified fpirit of © 
vitriol, (fp. zetheris vitriolici) in fuch doles as gently 
to evacuate the bowels, and diluted vitriolic acid 
to the quantity of fix drams three times a day, which - 
prove diuretic and cathartic. My friend Dr. Hay- 
garth cures with nitre. 

Sir John Pringle depended chiefly on the follow- 
ing prefcriptions, the firft of which is effentially the 
fame with Velno’s Vegetable Syrup.

Harrowpate-qwater has the fame effect, and all thefe 
unite in one intention, which is ta cool the fyitem 
and to abate inflammation, 

By the analyfis of Dr. Garnett it appears, that a 
wine gallon of this water contains muriat of foda 
(common fea falt) 615 grains, muriat of magnefia 
gi grains, muriat of lime 13 grains, carbonat of lime 
18 grains, carbonat of magnefia 5 grains, fulphac of 
magnefia (E:pfom falt) 19 grains, carbonic acid air 
$ cubic inches, azot 7, fulphurated hydrogen 19. 
We cannot therefore wonder thatit proves cathartic, 
and as fuch, that it fhould. diminifh cutaneous in- 
flammation, and thereby prevent ulceration. But 
the moft interefting fact related by Dr. Garnett is, 
that common water impregnated with fulphurated . 
hydrogen produces powerful effects in fome her-

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petic cafes, jin which. the Harrowgate-water had 
formerly been ufed with good fuccefs. 

This he accounts for in a manner which ap- 
pears to be. confiftent with modern iene: difeo~ 
veries. 

He fuppofes, that.in herpetic complaints re is. 
a fuperabundance of oxygen in the blood: and it is 
now well known, that both liver of fulpbur and ful. 
phurated hydrogen, introduced into the fyftem, and 
uniting with this fubftance, which is the principle 
both of vital energy and of inflammation, forms com- 
mon water. | 

Sulphurated hydrogen is obtained by diffolving 
hepar {ulphuris in water; for thus a moft curious de- 
compofition is effected, whilft the fulphur. and the 
alkali combined, accomplifh what neither of them 
alone could do, for they take the oxygen of the 
water and form a vitriolic falt. The hydrogen of 
the water, at the fame time uniting with the remain- 
der of the fulphur, efcapes as bepatic air, that 1 1s, 
JSulphurated hydrogen. | oe 

According to Jacquin, #00 cubic inches of com- 
mon water mail abforb 60 cubic inches of this: air ; 
' but if the quantity is increafed beyond‘ this propor- 
tion, it is decompofed by the oxygen of the atmo- 
fpheric air, water is formed, and fulphur i is precipi- 
cated. ) 

The fame practice as in herpes is recommended in 
the gutta rofea, or red blotches of inebriates, and in 
both, the topical application of unguentum citrinum, 
to promote digeftion, will be ufeful. 

Young practitioners muft learn to diftinguith fyphi- 
jitic eruption, appearing near the roots ‘of the hair, 
from herpes. Sauvage indeed makes this a fpecies, 
which he calls herpes Srpbiliticus, and therefore re- 

commends mercurials,

Oe | is principally the difeafe of ane and of chil- 
dren, who have a relaxed habit, are ill fed, or gorged 
with food, and whofe athe negle&t to keep them 
clean. 

. Thefe uleees, fer want of being cleaning. become 
extremely foul, .and as the hair cannot be combed, 
vermin atiapeilt to fuch a degree, as to ftimulate the 
part; and caufe a determination to the head ; ; the 
miferable fufferer, deprived of fleep, becomes pale 
and atrophic; and, if the diforder i is neglected, ic 
terminates in hectic. 

To effect a cure, it will be needful to cut the 
hair very fhort, or even by a. pitch platter to tear 
them up by the roots. The head muft then be 
cleanfed with warm water and foap, or with cream 
and honey, after which the ulcers may be wafhed with 
a folution of corrofive fublimate, in the proportion 
of ten grains to a pint of water. But from what I 
have had cccafion to obferve in the ufe of wood 
forrel for fcrophulous ulcers, I fhall try it on the 
next feald head I.meet with, after which I fhall ap- 
ply the.charcoal poultice, with little doubt. of fpeedily 
and fafely perfecting a cure. 

Should the itudent be more inclined to follow | 
the practice of Sir John Pringle, he may ufe this — 
cerate.

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The ftudent mutt be cautious not to dry up thefe 
ulcers by aftringent applications, before they have 
been properly digefted, left he thould. thereby bring 
on more dangerous difeafes, either of the inBamma- 
tory or fpafmodic orders. And fhould he be con- 
fulted, after fuch effets have been thus produced, 
he muft without lols of time apply a piafter fprink- 
Jed with cantharides to the head. 

In Edinburgh, fome practitioners are in the ha- 
bit of giving hemlock (conium maculatum) internally, 
with good acces! They begin with fmall dofes, 
and increafe gradually till they produce vertigo : 
then omit the medicine fora few days, and after that 
refume it. 

Sauvage has diftinguifhed nine fpecies of tinea, 
among which we find tinea /ypbilitica ; but excepting 
this and his tinea bumida, when it is fymptomatic of 
either fcrophula, or fypbilis, they all require to be 
treated in the manner I have above defcribed. 

When tinea proceeds froin either venereal affec- 
tion or from ferophula, attention mutt be paid te

In cafes of fracture, ni bone muft be reftored to 
its proper direction, the extremities muft be in con- 
taét, the limb muft be perfectly at. reft, and the de- 
gree of inflammation mutt be reulated. : 

When thefe precautions have been neglected, it 
fometimes happens, that a preternatural joint is 
formed. . The extremities of the fra@tured bone be- 
come. rounded, fmooth, and covered with a carti- 
lagey.a membranous fubftance embraces them all 
round, cand, like a. capfular ligament, both limits 
their motion and keeps them in their place. 

But unfortunately, for want of proper mutcles, 
this new. acquifition is not only unprofitable, but.a 
great incumbrance, for the limb itfelf is thereby 
rendered ufelefs. 

_ To remedy this evil the joint muft be opened, | 
the new capfular leament muft be deftroyed, the 
cartilaginous terminations mutt be cut off, the eX- 
tremities of the bone muft be in contact with each 
other, and by reft their union mult be fuffered to

Carrss begins with a feparation of the periot, 
teum, attended by whitene{s and femi-tranfparency 
of the bone, whitch foon turns black, and emits a 
moft offenfive {mell, Caries is divided into dry and 
humid, the former floiw in its progre(s, the lattér ra- 
pid, and attended both by a foetid difcharge, and by 
confiderable pain. Incipient caries, properly fpeak- 
ing, is necr oft 5, and in its progrefs we have exfolia- 

tion, 
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tion, followed by exoftofes ; but the term xecrofis is 
commonly confined to the mortification of a cylin- 
-drical bone, which is attended by the production of . 
-a new bone inclofing the old one, now dead. The 
flat bones, owing to their peculiar ftructure, are fub- 
_ ject only to exfoliation as the confequence of caries. 
In fact, the only bone of the head liable to reno- 
vation is the lower jaw, and this, it muft be obferved, 
has fome analogy to the cylindrical bones. 

Of this a curious inftance occurred in Edinburgh, 
in which the teeth remained, and were properly fup- 
ported in their places by the new jaw. 


The common fymptoms of necrofis are: 

1. Deep fhooting pain referred to the infide of 
the bone, which oradually increafes in ‘its fie rig | 
and is not affeéted | by preffure. 


2. Tumour in the direction of the bone without 
change of colour. 


' 3. Small ulcers difcharging foetid pus. 
- 4» Slow fever, and frequent rigors. 


Thefe fymptoms demonftrate the prefence of in- 
flammation followed by gangrene, . 

Caries and necrofis, according to Sauvage, may 
be divided into, 1. Pure, 2. Rachitic. 3. Scro- 
phulous. 4. Cancerous. 5. Scorbutic. 6. Syphi- 
litic. 7. Variolous. But of thefe the moft common, 
it is conceived, is the fyphilitic, on account of its 
fpecific action on the bones. 

It has been imagined, that mortification of the 
bones is occafioned always by inflammation of the 
periofteum ; but recent experiments and obferva- 
tions have demonitrated, that the periofteum may 
be inflamed, and in part deftroyed, without produc- 
ing uecrofis in the bones, and that necrofis has been | 
far advanced without any morbid affection of the 
periofteum, On the other hand, it has been proved, 


that when the fpinal marrow has been ‘deftroyed, 
necrofis 
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necrofis in the bone has been univerfally the confe~ 
quence. 

May we not therefore look for the caufe of necro/is 
in the medullary texture, which, as it abounds with 
arteries, mutt be liable to inflatnination® 

When viiality is deftroyed in any portion of a 
_ bone, it becomes a ftimulus, like any extraneous 
body, ‘to the living fibre, excites the abforbents to 
make a feparation between the living and the dead, 
whilit the exhalant arteries convey offific matter to 
repair the injury thus occafioned by difeafe. — 

Nature then proceeds to get rid of this incum- 
brance; for.as the dead bone ftimulates the new 
production, ulcerative inflammation with fuppura- 
tion follows, fiftulous openings in the new bone are 
formed, and the dead portions, if not extracted, are 
diffolved by the pus and floated off. But as he&tic 
is fometimes corifequent on necrofis, when nature is 
not affifted by art, therefore the furgeon with his 
biftory, trepan, and chiffel, fhould cut through the 
new bone, divide the old one, and extract the frag 
ments. Nature then, haftening to repair the da- 
mages fuftained, fills up the vacuities with new 
bone, and in this, as in all her efforts to relieve 
herfelf, calls upon us to admire and adore the in- 
finite wifdom, benevolence, and power, of the great 
JEHOVAH, —
